GENESIS. 

CHAPTER THE THIRTY-NINTH. 



1954. IN the introduction to the foregoing chapter, we ex- 
plained what the Lord said concerning the judgment upon the 
good and the evil, described hi .Mattlit'w, chapter xxv., versca 
31—33; see n. 4807—4811). We now proceed to explain the 
words which there follow in order : Then shall the king say unto 
those on his right hand, Come, ye blessed of my Father, inherit 
the kingdom prepared for you from the foundation of the world; 
for I was hungry and ye gave to tne to eat ; / was thirsty and ye 
gave to me to drink ; I was a sojourner and ye gathered me, naked 
and ye clothed me ; J was sick and ye visited me ; I was in prison 
and ye came unto me, (verses 34 — 3G.) 

4955. What these words involve in the internal sense, will 
be manifest from what follows. It is first to be noted, that 
these works which are here enumerated are the very essential 
works of charity in their order. This cannot be seen by auy 
one, unless he is acquainted with the internal sense, that is, 
unless he knows what is meant by giving to the hungry to eat, 
by giving to the thirsty to drink, by gathering the sojourner, 
clothing the naked, visiting the sick, and coming to those who 
are iu prison. He who thinks of these nets only from the sense 
of the letter, thence infers, that they mean good works in the 
external form, and that there is no arcanum besides in them ; 
whereas in each of them thcro is an arcanum, which is divine, 
because from the Lord. But the arcanum is not now under- 
stood, because at this day there are no doetriuals of charity; 
for after men had separated charity from faith, those doetriuals 
perished, and instead thereof the doetriuals of faith were in- 
vented and received, which do not at all teach what is meant 
by charity, and what by the neighbor. The doctrinnls, which 
prevailed among the ancients, taught all the genera and species 
of charity, and also who the neighbor is towards whom charity 
is to be exercised, and how one differs from another in the 
degree and respect in which he is a neighbor, and consequently 
bow the exercise of charity varies in its application towards 
various persons. They also distinguished the neighbor into 
classes, and assigned names to each, calling some poor, needy, 
miserable, afflicted, some blind, lame, halt, and also fatherless 
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and widows, some hungry, .thirsty, sojourners, naked, sick, 
bound, and so forth : hence they knew how they wore indebted 
towards one and towards another; 'but, as we said, these doc- 
trinuls perished, and with tliem also the understanding of the 
Word, insomuch that no one at this day knows any other, than 
that by the poor, the widows, and the fatherless, in the Word, 
none else are meant but those who arc so called ; in like manner 
in the present case, by the hungry, the thirsty, the sojourners, 
the naked, the sick, and those who are in prison; when yet 
hereby is described charity such as it is in its essence, and the 
exercise thereof such ns it ought to be in the life. 

4!)"iG. The essence of charity towards the neighbor is the 
affection of good and truth, and the acknowledgment of self 
that it is evil and the false; yea, the neighbor ia good and 
truth itself, and to be affected with these is to have charity. 
The opposite to the neighbor are evil and the false, which are 
held in aversion by the man of charity. He, therefore, that 
lias charity towards the neighbor, is affected with good and 
truth, because they are from the Lord ; and he holds in aversion 
what is evil and false, because it is from self; and when he does 
this, be is in humiliation from self-acknowledgment; and when 
be is in humiliation, he is in a state of reception uf good and 
truth from the Lord. These are the properties of charity, 
which in the internal sense are involved in these words of the 
Lord : J was hungry and ye gave (o me to eat ; I was thirsty and 
ye gave to me to drink ,- / was a sojourner and ye gathered me, 
naked and ye clothed me ; I was sick and ye visited me ; / was in 
prison and ye came unto me. That these words involve the above 
properties of charity, no one can know but from the internal 
sense. The ancients, who were in possession of the doctrinals 
of charity, knew these things ; but at this day they appear so 
remote, that every one wonders to hear it asserted that such 
things arc contained in the Lord's words; and yet the angels 
attendant on man have no other perception of the words. By 
one who is hungry, they have a perception of those who from 
affection desire good ; by one who is thirsty, of those who from 
affection desire truth ; by a sojourner, of those who arc willing 
to he instructed ; by one who is naked, of those who acknow- 
ledge that there is nothing of good and of truth in themselves ; 
by one who is sick, of those who acknowledge that in themselves 
there is nothing but evil ; and by the bound or those who are in 
prison, of those who acknowledge that in themselves there is 
nothing but what is false. If these arc. rediireil into cue sense, 
they Minify the tilings which we said just above. 

4U57. From these considerations it may appear manifest, 
that there were divine things in all that the Lord spoke, 
although they appear to those who are merely in worldly things, 
and especially to those who are in corporeal things, to be such 
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as any man might say; yea, those who are in corporeal things, 
will say of the above words and of the rest which the Lord 
Bpoke, that there is not so much elegance in them, consequently 
not so much weight, as in the discourse- and preaching of those 
of the present age, who speak with eloquence grounded in 
erudition; whereas- their discourse and preaching is comparatively 
but as the husk and chaff in respect to the kernel or grain. 

4958. To hunger denotes to desire good from affection, 
because bread in the internal sense is the good of love and of 
charity, and food in general is good; n. 2165, 2177,3478,4211, 
4217, 4735. To thirst denotes to desire truth from affection, 
because wine and also water arc the truth of faith ; that wine is, 
see n. 1071, 1798; that water is, see n. 2702. A sojourner 
denotes one who is willing to be instructed, as may be seen, 
n. 1463, '1444. iVaicif denotes one who acknowledges that there 
is nothing of good and truth in himself; sick denotes one who 
is in evil ; and bound or in prison denotes one who is in tbo 
false, as is evident from the several passages in the Word where 
they are mentioned. 

4959. The Lord says those things of himself, because he is 
in those who answer to soch description ; therefore he also says. 
Verily I say unto you, so much as ye have done to one of Che 
least of these my brethren, ye have done to me, (verses 40, 45.) 



CHAPTER XXXIX. 

1. AND Joseph was made to go down to Egypt; and Poti- 
phar, Pharaoh's chamberlain, the prince of the guards, an 
Egyptian man, bought him out of the hand of the Ishmaelites, 
who made him go down there. 

2. And Jehovah was with Joseph; and he was a man that 
prospered; and he was in the house of his lord the Egyptian. 

3. And his lord saw that Jehovah was with him ; and all that 
he did Jehovah prospered in his hand. 

4. And Joseph found grace in his eyes, and ministered unto 
him; and he gave him command over his house, und whatever 
he had he gave into his hand. 

5. And it came to pass, from the time that bo gave him 
command in his house, and over all that he had, that Jehovah 
blessed the house of the Egyptian for Joseph's sake; and the 
blessing of Jehovah was upon all that he had in the house and 
in the field. 

6. And he left all that be had into Joseph's hand ; and he 
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knew not anything with him except the bread which he did eat. 
And Joseph was beautiful iu form aud beautiful in aspect. 

7. And it oame to pass after these words, that his lord's wife 
lifted up her eyes to Joseph, and said, Lie with me. 

8. And he refused, and said to his lord's wife, Behold, my 
lord knoweth not what is with me in the house; and all that he 
hath he hath given into my hand. 

9. He himself is not greater in this house than I ; and he 
bath not kept back anything from me except thee, because 
thou nrt his wife; and how shall I do this great evil, and sin 
against God ? 

10. And it came to pass, that she spake to Joseph day by 
day, and he did not give car to her, to lie with her, to be with 

11. And it came to pass on a certain day, he came to the 
house to do his work, and there was none of the men of the 
house there in the house. 

12. And she caught him in his garment, saying. Lie with 
me; and he left his garment in her hand, and fled, and went 
forth abroad. 

13. And it came to pass, that she Baw he left his garment 
in her hand, and fled abroad. 

14. And she cried to the men of her house, and said to 
them, saying, See ye, he hath brought to us a Hebrew man to 
mock us; he came to me to lie with me, and 1 cried with a 
great voice.

17. And she spake to him according to these words, saying, 
The Hebrew servant, whom thon hast brought to us, came to 
me to mock me. 

18. And it came to pass, as I lifted up my voice and cried, 
that he left his garment with me, and fled forth abroad. 

19. And it came to pass, as her lord heard the words of his 
wife, which she spake to him, saying, According to these words 
thy servant did to me, that his anger was kindled. 

20. And Joseph's lord took him, and gave him into the 
prison house, the place where the bound of the king wero 
bound ; and ho was there in the prison house. 

21. And Jehovah was with Joseph, and inclined mercy to 
him, and gave his grace in the eyes of the prince of the prison 

22. And the prince of the prison house gave into Joseph's 
hand all that were bound, who were in the prison house ; and 
all that they did there, he was the doer. 
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23. The prince of the prison-house saw not anything in his 
hand, because Jehovah was with him; and whatever he did, 
Jehovah prospered. 



THE CONTENTS. 

4960. THE subject treated of in the internal sense of this 
chapter is the manner in which the Lord made his internal man 
divine. Jacob was the external man, treated of in what goes 
before ; Joseph ia the interna], treated of in this and the follow- 
ing chapters. 

4961. And as thia was done Recording to divine order, that 
order is here described; and also the temptation, which is the 
means of conjunction. 



THE INTERNAL SENSE. 

4962. Verse 1 . AND Joseph was made to go down to Egypt; 
and I'ntiphar, Pharaoh's chamberlain, the prince of the guards, 
an Kgyplum man, bought him out of the hand oj the Ishmaehtes, 
toho made him go down there. And Joseph, signifies the celes- 
tial of the spiritual from the rational : leas made to go down to 
TZffgpl, s'.£uinYb to the eoicntitir* of the church : and I'otiphar, 
Pharaoh's chamberlain, bought him, aiguilles that lie was among 
the interior of tie eeiciitilics : the prince of the guards, signifies 
the primaries for i liter pre tatiou : an Egyptian man, signifies 
natural truth : out of the hand of the Ishmaelites, signifies from 
simple gnud who made him go down there, signifies that ftlicy 
made him go down] Fr- -rii gimd to those scicntifica. 

4963. And Joseph.— 'thia signifies the celestial of tho spi- 
ritual from the rational, as appears from the representation of 
Joseph as denoting tin: celestial spiritual man which ii from 
tht rational, couceruing which, sec n. 4286 j here, therefore, as 
the Lord is treated of, Joseph represents the Lord's mtcrual 
man. Every one who is burn a mau is both external and in- 
ternal , his external is what is visible to the eyes, and by which 
he is in consort with men, aud by winch the functions proper 
to the natural world an: performed . hot Ins internal is what in 
not visible to the eyes, and by wbich he is in consort with 
angels eud spirits, and by which hi: performs the functions 
which are proper to the spiritual world. r'«cry roan has an 
internal and an external, or is au internal and external man, 
in order that by man there may be a conjunction of heaven 
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with the world; for heaven flows in through the internal man 
into the external, and thence perceives what is in the world; 
and the external man, which is in the world, hence perceives 
what is in heaven : with this view man was so created. The 
Lord also, as to his human, had an externa! and an internal, 
because it pleased him to be born like another man. The 
external, or his external man, woa represented by Jacob, and 
afterwards by Israel ; but the interna) man is represented by 
Joseph. This internal man is what is called the celestial spi- 
ritual from the rational, or, what is the same, the Lord's in- 
ternal, which was human, the celestial of the spiritual from the 
rational. This and its glorification are treated of in this and 
the following chapters concerning Joseph. Hut what the celes- 
tial of the spiritual from the rational is, has been before ex- 
plained, n. 428G, 4585, 4592, 4594, viz., that it is above the 
celestial of the spiritual from the natural, which is represented 
by Israel. The Lord indeed was born like another man; but 
it is well known, that he who is born a man, derives his [con- 
stituent principles] from both his father and his mother, and 
that his inmost is from the father, whereas the exteriors, or 
those which clothe that inmost, are from the mother ; and 
what he derives from both the father and the mother, is tainted 
with hereditary evil. It was otherwise with the Lord : what he 
derived from the mother had in itself an hereditary principle 
such as nay other man has ; but that which was from the father, 
who was Jehovah, was divine. Hence the Lord's internal man 
was not like the internal of another man ; for his inmost was 
Jehovah : this therefore is the intermediate, which is called the 
celestial of the spiritual from the rational. Concerning this, 
by the divine mercy of the Lord, more will be said in what 
follows. 

4964. Was made to go down to "Egypt. — This signifies to 
the scientific* of the church, as appears from the signification 
of 'fovpt. denoting science, or the scientific principle in 
general, sec a. 1164, 1165, 1186, 14G2; but what the quality 
of that scientific principle was, has not heretofore been explained. 
In the ancient church there were doctrinals and scicntifics : the 
doctrinals treated of love to God and of charity towards the 
neighbor; but the scicntifics treated of the correspondences 
of the natural world with the spiritual world, and of the repre- 
sentatives of spiritual and celestial things in things natural and 
terrestrial : such were the scientifics of those who were in the 
ancient church. Egvpt was among those countries and king- 
doms where also the ancient church was; sco n. 1238, 2385 ; 
but as scientifics principally were there taught and treated of, 
therefore Egypt signifies the scientific principle in general ; and 
on this account also in the prophetic Word Egypt is so often 
treated of, and there specifically means such scientific principle. 
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The very magic of tho Egyptians also had its origin hence ; for 
they were acquainted with the correspondences of the natural 
world with the spiritual ; which afterwards, when the church 
was at an end among them, they abused to magic. Now, since 
they were acquainted with such scientifics, which taught corre- 
spondences, and also representatives and significatives, and since 
these things were serviceable to the doctrinals of the church, 
especially for the understanding of those things which were 
said in their Word (that the Word of the ancient church was 
both prophetical and historical, similar to the present Word, 
but still another, see n. 2686) ; hence it is, that " was made to 
go down to Egypt," signifies to the scientifics of tho church. 
A9 the Lord is represented by Joseph, and it here said that 
Joseph was made to go down to Egypt, — this signifies that the 
Lord, when he glorified his internal man, that is, made it divine, 
first imbibed the scientifics of the church, and from and by 
them advanced to things more and more interior, and at length 
even to divine thingB: for it pleased him to glorify himself, or 
to make himself divine, by moans similar to those by which he 
regenerates a man or makes him spiritual; see n. 3138, 3212, 
3296,3490,4-102; viz., from thiugs external, which are scien- 
tifics and the truths of faith, successively to things internal, 
■which arc the things of charity townrds tho neighbor, and of 
love to him. Hence it is evident, what is signified by these 
words in Hoses : " When Israel was a child, then I loved him, 
and called my eon out of Egypt," (si. 1 :} that these words were 
spoken of the Lord, see Matt. ii. 15. 

4965. And Potiphar, Pharaoh's chamberlain, boar/hi him. — 
This signifies, among the interior of the scientifics, as appears 
from the signification of Pharaoh's chamberlain, as denoting 
the interior of the scientifics : see n. 4789 : his buying signifies 
that he ascribed those things to himself, sec n. 4397, 4487. 
The interior of the scientifics are those which come nearer to 
spiritual things, and are the applications of scientifics to things 
celestial ; for those arc what the internal man sees, when the 
external sees only the scientifics in the external form. 

4966. The prince of the guards. — This signifies the primaries 
for interpretation, as appears from the signification of the prince 
of the guards as denoting the primaries for interpretation ; see 
u. 4790 : the primaries for interpretation are those things which 
primarily conduce to the interpretation of the Word, and thus 
to the understanding of the doctrinals of love to God and of 
charity towards the neighbor, which are from the Word. It is 
to be noted, that the scientifics of the ancients were altogether 
different from those of the present day. The scientifics of 
the ancients, as was said above, treated concerning the corre- 
spondences of things in the natural world with things in the 
spiritual world : the scientifics, which arc now called philosophy, 
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such as arc those of Aristotle and the like, were unknown 
to them. This is also evident from the books of the earlier 
writers, several of which are written in such terras as signified 
represented, and corresponded to interior things. That this 
was the case, may be manifest from the fallowing considera- 
tions, among others which might be mentioned : — they assigned 
to Helicon a place on a mountain, thereby denoting heaven ; 
they assigned to Parnassus a place beneath on a hill, thereby 
denoting scientifics ; they asserted that a flying horse, which 
they called Pegasus, broke open a fountain there with his hoof; 
they called the sciences, virgins, and so forth; for they knew 
from correspondences and representatives, that a mountain 
denoted heaven ; — a hill, that heaven which is beneath, or 
which is with man ; — a horse, the intellectual principle ;— the 
wings with which he flew, spiritual things; — a hoof, the natural 
principle; a fountain, intelligence; — the three virgins, who 
were called Charitcs, the affections of good ; and the virgins, 
who were named the virgins of Helicon and Parnassus, the 
affections of truth. In like manner they assigned to the sun, 
horses, whose meat they called ambrosia, and their drink 
nectar; for they knew that the sun signified celestial love; 
horses, the intellectual things thence derived ; meats, celestial 
things; and drinks, spiritual. By derivation from the ancients 
also it is still a custom for kings, at their coronation, to sit 
upon a silver throne, to wear a purple robe, to be anointed with 
oil, to bear on their heads a crown, and in their hands a sceptre, 
a sword, and keys, to ride in royal pomp on a white horse, 
under whose feet should be hoofs of silver, and to be waited on 
at table by the most respectable personages of the kingdom, 
besides other ceremonies; for they knew that a king represented 
the divine truth which is from the divine good, and hence they 
knew what is signified hy a silver throne, a purple robe, anoint- 
ing oil, a crown, a sceptre, a sword, keys, a white horse, hoofs 
of silver, and being waited upon by the most respectable per- 
sonages. Who at this day is in possession of this knowledge, 
and where are the scientifics which teach it? The above cere- 
monies arc called emblematical, from an entire ignorance of 
everything relating to correspondence and representation. From 
these considerations we learn the quality of the scientifics 
of the ancients, and that they led them into a knowledge of 
thiniri spiritual :l it i) eclc-tiiil, the very existence of which also 
at this day is scarcely known. The scientifics which succeeded 
the above, and which are properly called philosophy, rather 
withdraw the mind from the knowledge of spiritual and celestial 
tilings, because thev iikiv ;itso be applied to confirm falses; and 
tfn.-y 'likewise tend to obscure the mind, when truths are con- 
firmed by them, inasmuch as several of them arc ban: e\pre~- 
sions, whereby confirmations are effected, which are apprehended 
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by few, and concerning which even those few are not agreed. 
Hence it may appear cedent, how fur mankind have receded 
from the erudition of the ancients, which led to wisdom. Tho 
Gentilea derived the above scientifics from tlie ancient church, 
the external worship of which consisted in representatives and 
significative s, and the internal in those things which were repre- 
sented and signified. These were the scieutifics, which, in the 
genuine sense, are signified by Egypt. 

4967. An Egyptian man. — Thai signifies natural truth, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of a man (v'rr) as denoting 
truth ; see n. 3131 ; and (3.) from the signification of Egypt, as 
denoting the scientific principle in general; concerning which 
see just above, u. 4964, 4966; and as Egypt is the scientific 
principle, it is also the natural ; for every scientific with a man 
is natural, because it is in his natural man, even the scientific 
relating to things spiritual and celestial : the reason of this is, 
because a man sees those things in the natural principle and 
from it, and what he does not sec from the natural principle, he 
does not apprehend. But the regenerate man, who is called 
spiritual, and the unrcgeneratc man, who is merely natural, see 
those things in different ways : with the former, scientifics re- 
ceive illustration from the light of heaven, but with the latter, 
from the light which flows in through spirits who are in falses 
acid evils; which light indeed is from the light of heaven, but 
with them it becomes opaque, like the light of evening or night; 
for such spirits, and hence such men, ace as owls do, clearly by 
night, and obscurely by day ; that is, they see falses clearly, 
and truths obscurely, and hence they see clearly the things of 
the world, and obscurely, if at all, the things of heaven. Prom 
these considerations it may be manifest, that the genuine scien- 
tific is natural truth; for every genuine scientific, such as is 
signified by Egypt in the good sense, is natural truth. 

4968. Oat of the hand of the Ishmaelitea.— This signifies 
from simple good, as appears from the representation of the 
Ishmaelites, as denoting those who arc in simple good ; see 
n. 3263, 4747; in the present case, therefore, natural truth 
which is from simple good. In chapter xuvii., verse 36, it is 
said, The Midianites sold Joseph to Egypt, to Potiphar, Pharaoh's 
chamberlain, the prince of the guards ; but here it is said, Poti- 
phar, Pharaoh's chamberlain, the prince of the guards, bought 
him out of the hand of the Ishmaelites, who made him go down 
there : the reason of its being bo said is for the sake of the 
internal sense ; for the subject there treated of is concerning 
the alienation of .truth divine, which is not done by those who 
arc in simple good, but by those who are in simple truth, who 
are represented by the Midianites ; see n. 4788: but the subject 
here treated of is concerning the procuration or transfer of 
scientifics, and concerning natural truth which is from simple 
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good; it is therefore said from the Ishmaelites, for the9e repre- 
sent those who are in simple good : hence it is evident, that it 
ia so said for the sake of the internal sense. Neither is there 
any contradiction in the historical relation ; for it is said of the 
Midianitea that they drew Joseph out of the pit, consequently 
that they delivered him to the Ishmaelites, by whom he was 
brought down into Egypt; thus that the Midianitcs, as they 
delivered him up to the Ishmaelites who were going to Egypt, 
sold him to Egypt. 

4969. Who made him go down Mere.— This signifies that 
[they made him go down] from that good to those scicntitics, 
as appears (1.) from the Ishmaelites, who made him go down, 
representing those who arc in simple good; seen. 4i>(i8; and 
{2.) from Egypt, which is here meant by there, signifying the 
scientific principle in general; see just above, n. 49fi4, 496<i. 
Mention is made of going down, because the subject treated of 
is concerning scientifica which arc exterior things ; for in the 
Word, to go from things interior to things exterior is called 
descending, but from things exterior to interior is colled ascend- 
ing; sec n. 3084, 4539. 

49J"0. Verses 2 — 6. And Jehovah was with Joseph ; and he 
was a man that prospered, and he wot in the home of his lord 
the Egyptian. And his lord saw that Jehovah was with him; and 
all that he did Jehovah prospered in his hand. And Joseph found 
grace in his eyes, and ministered unto him; and he gave him 
command over his. house, and whatever he had he gave into his 
hand. And it came to pass, from the time thai he gave him 
command in his house, and over all that he had, that Jehovah 
blessed the house of the Egyptian for Joseph's sake; and the 
blessing of Jehovah was upon all that lie had in the house and in 
the field. And he left all that he had into Joseph's hand; and he 
knew not anything with him except the bread which he did eat. 
And Joseph was beautiful in form, and beautiful in aspect. And 
Jehovah was with Joseph, signifies that the Divine was in the 
celestial of the spiritual : and he was a man that prospered, sig- 
nifies that all things were provided : and he was in the house of 
his lord the Egyptian, signifies that it might be initiated in na- 
tural good : and his Lord saw that Jehovah was with him, signi- 
fies that it was perceived in natural good that the Divine was 
within : and all that he did Jehovah prospered in his hand, signi- 
fies that all things were from the divine providence : and Joseph 
found grace in his eyes, signifies that it was accepted : and minis- 
tered unto him, signifies that the scientific principle was appro- 
priated to its good : and he gave him command over his house, 
signifies that good applied itself thereto: and whatever he had he 
gave into his hand, signifies that all his property mas as it were 
in his power: and it came to pass, from the time that he gave him 
command in his house, and over alt that he had, signifies another 
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state after that good applied itself thereto i and Jehovah blessed 
the house of the Egyptian for Joseph's sake, signifies that from 
the Divine at that time was derived thereto the celestial natural : 
and the blessing of Jehovah was, signifies increase : upon all that 
he had in the house and in the field, signifies in life and doc- 
trine : and he left all that he had into Joseph's hand, signifies 
that it appeared as if all things were in his power: and he 
knew not anything with him except the bread which he did eat, 
signifies that good was hence appropriated : and Joseph was 
beautiful in form, signifies the consequent good of life : and 
beautiful in aspect, signifies the consequent truth of faith. 

4971. And Jehovah was with Joseph. — This signifies that 
the Divine was in the celestial of the spiritual, as appears from 
the representation of Joseph, aa denoting the celestial of the 
spiritual from the rational ; sec above, n. 4963 ; and as the Lord 
is treated of, and in the present case the internal man in his 
human, therefore Jehovah was with him signifies that the Divine 
was therein ; for the Divine was in his human, since he was con- 
ceived of Jehovah. In the case of the angels, the Divine is not 
within them, but is present with them, because they are only 
forms recipient of the Divine from the Lord. 

4972. And he was a man that prospered.— -This signifies that 
all things were provided, aa appears from the signification of 
prospering, when it is said of the Lord, as denoting that it was 
provided that he should be euriched with all good. 

4973. And he was in the house of his lord the Egyptian. — 
This signifies that it might be initiated in natural good, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of a lord, as denoting good, 
of which we shall speak presently ; and (2.) from the significa- 
tion of the Egyptian, as denoting the scientific principle in 
general, and hence the natural principle; see n. 4967. The 
reason why to he in the house denotes to be initiated is, be- 
cause the house is the mind in which good resides, n. 3538 ; 
in the present case the natural mind; and moreover a house is 
predicated of good ; see n. 3662, 3720. Every man has a na- 
tural mind and a rational mind ; tho natural mind is in his 
external man, the rational mind in his internal. Scientifics are 
the truths of tho natural mind, which are said to be in their 
house, when they are conjoined to good ; for good and truth 
constitute together one house, like husband and wife. The goods 
and truths here treated of, are interior, for they correspond to 
the celestial of the spiritual from the rational, which is repre- 
sented by Joseph : the corresponding interior truths in the 
natural principle are applications to uses, and the interior goods 
therein ore uses. The Lord is frequently mentioned in the 
Word; and every oue that is not acquainted with the internal 
sense, supposes that nothing more is meant by the Lord than, 
what is meant in common discourse, when the expression is 
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used ; but the Lord is never expressed in the Word, unless the 
subject treated of is concerning good, and the same observation 
is true respecting ttic name Jehovah ; but when the subject 
treated of is concerning truth, the terms God and also king are 
used : hence is it that by the Lord is signified good, as may be 
manifest from the following passages ; " Jehovah your God, he 
is God of gods, and Lordof lards," (Deut. x. 17 :) and in David, 
" Confess ye to Jehovah ; confess ye to the God of gods ; confess 
ye to the Lord of lords," (Psalm exxxvi. 1 — 3;) where Jehovah 
or the Lord is filled God of gods from the divine truth which 
proceeds from him, and Lord of lords from the divine good 
which is iu him : iu like manner in John, " The lamb shall over- 
come them ; for he is Lord of lords, and King of kings," (Rev. 
xvii. 14 :) and again, " He that sitteth on the white horse hath 
on his vesture and on his thigh a name written, King of kings 
and Lord of lords," (Rev. xix. 16.) The Lord is called King of 
kings from the divine truth, and Lord of lords from the divine 
good, as is manifest from the particulars there ment ioned : the 
name written is his quality ; see n. 144, 145, 1754, 1896, 2009, 
2724, 3006 ; the vesture on which it was written, is the truth 
of faith, n. 1073, 2576, 4545, 47G3 ; the thigh on which also 
that quality was written, is the good of love, n. 302 1, 4277, 4280, 
4575 : iicnce also it is manifest that the Lord from divine truth 
is called King of kings, and from divine good Lord of lords : 
the Lord from divine truth is called a king, as may be seen, n 
2015, 2069, 3009, 3G70, 4581. Hence also it is plain what is 
meant by the Lord's Christ, in Luke : "Answer was made to 
Simeon from the Holy Spirit, that he should not sec death 
before he saw the Lord's Christ," (ii. 20.) The Lord's Christ is 
the divine truth of the divine good ; for Christ is the same as 
Messias, and Mcssias is the anointed or king, n. 3008, 3009. 
The Lord here is Jehovah. In the Word of the New Testament 
the name Jehovah nowhere occurs ; but instead of Jehovah, the 
Lord and God ; see n. 2921 ; as also in Luke, " Jesus said, How 
say they that Christ is the Son of David ? when David himself 
snith iu the Book of Psalms, The Lord said to my Lord, Sit thou 
oa my right hand," (xx.41,42;) thesameasin David, "Jehovah 
said to my Lord, Sit thou on my right hand," (Psalm ex. 1 :) 
that Jehovah, as mentioned by David, is called Lord in the 
Evangelist, is evident. In that passage Lord denotes tho divine 
good of the divine human; to Bit on the right hand signifies 
omnipotence, n. 3387, 4592, 4933. The Lord, when ho was in 
the world, was divine truth; but when he was glorified, that is, 
when he made the Human in himself Divine, he was then made 
divine good, from which afterwards divine truth proceeds. 
Hence it is, that tho disciples after the resurrection did not call 
him Master, as before, but Lord, as is manifest in John (chap. 
«i. 7, 12, 15—17, 20), and also in the rest of the Evangelists. 
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The divine truth, which the Lord was when in the world, and 
which afterwards proceeds from him, that is, from the divine 
good, is also called the angel of tlie covenant in Malachi ; " The 
Lord whom yo seek will suddenly come to his temple, and the 
angel of the covenant whom ye desire," (iii. 1.) As the Lord 
means divine good, and a king divine truth, therefore where it 
is said of the Lord that he has dominion and a kingdom, domi- 
nion is predicated of divine good, and a kingdom of divine 
truth : on this account the Lord is called the Lord of nations 
and the King of pcoplo ; for nations signify those who are in 
good, and people those who are in truth, n. 1259, 1260, 1843, 
35S1. Good is called a. lord in respect to a servant, and good is 
called a father in respect to & son, as in Malachi ; "A sou will 
honor a father, and a servant his lord; but if I am a father, 
where is my honor? and if I am a lord, where is the fear of 
me V {i. (>;) and in David, "Joseph was sold for a servant: 
the Word of Jehovah tried him ; the king sent and loosed him ; 
the ruler of the nations set him free ; he made him lord of his 
house, and lo have dominion over all Ins possession," (I'salm cv. 
17, 19 — 21.) That Joseph then- means the Lord, is evident from 
the several expressions; Lord in the above passage is the divine 
good of the divine human. 

4974. And his lord saw thai Jehovah was with Aim.— This 
signifies that it was perceived in natural good that the Divine 
was within, as appears (1.) from the signification of " to see," 
as denoting to understand and upjjui'Oi-ivi: ; ste u. !.~)0, 370 I . 
1339, 45G7, 4723 ; nnd (2.) from the signification of " a lord," 
as denoting good; see just above, u. 1973 ; in the present case, 
natural good, because it is an Egyptian who h here lord ; that 
the Divine was within, is signified by Jehovah's beiug with him, 
as above, n. 4971. 

4975. And all that he did Jehovah prospered in his hand.—- 
This signifies that all things wore from the Divine providence, 
as appears from the signification of prospering, as denoting to 
be provided ; see n. 4972 ; hence Jehovah prospered in his hand 
is the divine providence. 

49754. And Jotepk found grace in his eyes. — This signified 
that it was accepted, by natural good, which is signified by his 
lord, as appears from the signification of "to find grace in the 
eyes of any one," as denoting to be accepted ; it is said in the 
eyes, because grace is predicated of the intellectual principle, and 
that is signified by the eyes ; see n. 2701, 3820, 4526. 

4976. And ministered unto him.- — This signifies that the 
Hciniitiiic principle was appropriated to its own good, as appears 
from the signification of " to minister," as denoting to be sub- 
servient in MijipUinL: whut another is in want of; in the present 
case, to be appropriated, because the subject treated of is con- 
cerning uatural good to which the scientific principle was to ba 
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appropriated; to minister, also, is predicated of acientifics ; for a 
minister and a servant in the Word signify scientific or natural 
truth, since this is subordinate to good, as to its lord. The 
scientific principle iu respect to the delight of the natural man, 
or what is the same, natural truth in respect to its good, is alto- 
gether like water in respect to bread, or like drink in respect to 
meat. Water and drink cause bread and meat to be diluted, so 
that they mav be conveyed into the blood, and t hence into every 
part of the body in the way of nourishment ; for without water 
or drink, bread or meat is not resolved into its minute parts, and 
conveyed to the different organs of the body for use. This is the 
case with the scientific principle in respect to delight, or with 
truth in respect to good ; therefore good seeks and desires truth, 
for the sake of use, that it may minister to and serve itself: in 
like manner they also correspond ; for in the other life a man is 
not nourished by natural, but by spiritual meat and drink. 
Spiritual meat is good, and spiritual drink is truth; therefore 
where bread or meat is mentioned in the Word, the angels 
understand spiritual bread and meat, viz., the good of love and 
charity ; and where water or drink is mentioned, they understand 
spiritual water or drink, viz., the truth of faith. Hence it may 
be scon what the truth of faith is without the good of charity, 
also how the former without the latter can nourish the internal 
man, viz., as water alone or drink alone without bread and meat : 
that by such nourishment a man would become emaciated and 
die, is well known. 

4977. And gave him command over his house.—- This signifies 
that good applied itself thereto, as appears (1.) from the signifi- 
cation of the lord, who gave command, as denoting good, sec 
n. 4973; and (2.) from the signification of "to give him com- 
mand over bis bouse," as denoting to apply itself thereto, viz. to 
scientific or natural truth. That this is the meaning is evident 
from what follows, where it is said, that whatever he had, he 
gave into his baud ; which signifies that all his property was as 
it were in his power ; for good is a lord, and truth is a minister ; 
and when it is said of a lord that he gave authority to a minister, 
or of good that it gave authority to truth, iu the internal sense, 
it is not signified that it ceded the dominion thereto, but that it 
applied itself; for iu the internal sense a thing is perceived as it 
is in itself, but iu the sense of the letter it is expounded accord- 
ing to [hi! ii[)jii.';ir:L[ii:e j for good always has the dominion, but 
applies itself that truth may be conjoined to it. When a man is 
in truth, as is the case before he is regenerated, be then knows 
scarcely anything concerning good; for truth flows in by an 
external or sensual way, but good by nn internal way ; what 
flows in by an external way, the man is sensible of, hut not of 
what flows in by an internal way, until he is regenerated : there- 
fore unless in the prior state there was given as it were dominion 
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to truth, or unless good so applied itself, it would be impossible 
for truth to be appropriated to good. This is the same as has 
been so frequently shewn above, viz., that truth is apparently it: 
the first place, or as it were the lord, while a man is regenerating ; 
but good is manifestly in the first place and the lord, when lie is 
regenerated ; sec n. 353<V 3f> IS. Sr>r,G, 3.1tJ;5. 3f.70, 3576, 3603, 
3701, 1925, 4926, 4928, +930. 

4978. And whatever he had, he gave into his hand. — This 
signifies that all his property was as it were in his power, as 
appears from the signification of 6 hand, as denoting ability ; see 
n. 878, 3091,3887, 3563, 4931—4937; thus to give into his 
hand is to give into his power ; but as this is done apparently, it 
is said as it were in his power : that it is apparently or as it were 
may be seen just above, n. 4977. 

4979. And it came to pass, from the lime that he gave him 
command in his house, and over all that he had.— This signifies 
another state, after that good applied itself thereto, and nil its 
property was as it were in its [tower, as appears (1.) from the 
signification of "it came to pass or it was done," which fre- 
quently occurs in the Word, as involving somewhat new, conse- 
quently another state, in like manner in the following verses, 7, 
10, 11, 13, 15, 18, 19; and (2.) from the signification of the 
expression, " from the time that he gave him command in his 
house," as denoting after that good applied itself thereto ; see 
above, a. 4977 ; and (3.) from the signification of " over all that 
he had," as denoting that all his property was as it were in his 
power; see also above, n. 4978. 

4980. That Jehovah biased the house of the Egyptian for 
Joseph's sake. — This signifies, that from the Divine at that time 
was derived thereto the celestial natural, as appears (1.) from 
the signification of " to be blessed," as denoting to be enriched 
with celestial and spiritual good : that it was from the Divine, 
is signified by its being said " Jehovah blessed ;" aud (2.] from 
the signification of the house of the Egyptian, as denoting the 
good of the natural mind, as above, n. 4973: hence it follows, 
that " Jehovah blessed the house of the Egyptian " signifies, 
that from the Divine at that time was derived thereto the celes- 
tial natural. Tho celestial natural is the good in the natural 
which corresponds to the good of the rational, that is, which 
corresponds to the celestial of the spiritual from the rational, 
which is Joseph j see n. 4-9G3. Celestial, as well as spiritual, 
is predicated of both the rational and the natural, that is, of the 
internal man, which is the rational man, and of the external, 
which is the natural man ; for the spiritual in its essence is the 
divine truth which proceeds from the Lord, and the celestial is 
the divine good which is in that divine truth. Divine truth in 
which is divine good, when it is received hy the rational or by 
the interna] man, is called the spiritual in the rational; and 
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when it is received by the natural or by the external man, it is 
called the spiritual in the natural : in like manner the divine 
good which is in the divine truth, when it is received by the 
rational or by the internal man, is called the celestial in the 
rational ; and when it is received by the natural or by the exter- 
nal man, it is called the celestial in the natural. Each principle 
flows in with man from the Lord botli immediately and mediately 
through angels ami spirits; but with the Lord, when he was in 
the world, the influx was I'rom himself, because the Divine was 
in himself. 

4981. And the blessing of Jehovah was.— This signifies in- 



uilicslovcto the Lord and charity towards the neighbor; for 
those who are gifted with these, are called the blessed of 
Jehovah, being in such case gifted with heaven and eternal 
salvation ; hence the blessing of Jehovah in the external sense, 
or in the sense which respects a man's state in the world, is to 
he content in God, and hence to be Content with the state of 
honor and wealth iu which he is, whether it be among the 
honored and rich, or among the less honored and poor; for he 
that is content in God, regards honors and riches as the means 
of uses; and when he thinks concerning them, and at the same 
time concerning eternal life, lie makes the former of no account 
nnd the latter essential. Since, iu the genuine sense, the bless- 
ing of Jehovah or the Lonl involves these things, it also contains 
innumerable things, and hence Mgnifie;. various thing? which arc 
connected ; as to be enriched with spiritual and celestial good, 
n. 981, 1731 ; to be made fruitful from the affection of truth, 
n. 28-16; to be arranged into heavenly order, n. 3017; to be 
gifted with the good of love, and thereby to be conjoined to the 
Lord, n. 3406, 3504, 3514, 3530, 3584 ; joy, u. 1216 : what 
therefore it specifically signifies, may appear from the scries of 
what goes before and follows. In the present case, the blessing 
of Jehovah signifies increase in good and truth, or in life and 
doctrine, as is evident from what follows ; for it is said, the 
blessing of Jehovah was in the house and in the field ; and a 
house signifies the good of life, and a field the truth of doctrine : 
hence it is manifest , that increase in those things is here signi- 
fied by the blessing of Jehovah. 

4S82. In all that he had in the house and in the field.— This 
signifies in life and doctrine, as appears (1.) from the significa- 
tion of a house, as denoting good ; see n. 2048, 2233, 2559, 
:ll:.'M, ;,(;.":;, ;5T^t> j and as a house denotes good, it also denotes 
life, for all good is of life; and (2.) from the signification of a 
field, as denoting the truth of the church ; see n. 368, 3508, 
3766, 4410, 4443 ; and as if denotes the truth of the church, it 
also denotes doctrine for all truth is of doctrine. A house nnd 
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a field are occasionally mentioned in other parts of the Word ; 
and when the subject is the celestial man, a house signifies celes- 
tial good, nnil a field spiritual good : celestial good ia the good 
of love to the Lord, ami spiritu:il good is the good of charity 
towards tlie neighbor ; but wlii-u t lit' subject is [he spiritual 1 11:111, 
a house signifies the celr-Linl appertaining to him, which is the 
good of charity toward- the neighbor, uud n field the spiritual 
appertaining to him, which is the truth of faith. Both are sig- 
nified in Matthew (s.iiv. 17, 18): "Let him that is on the 
housetop not go down to take away anything out of his house ; 
and let him that is in the field not return hack to take his 
clothes i" sec n. 3652. 

4983. And he left ail that he had into the hand of Joseph.— 
This signifies that it appeared as if all tilings were in his power, 
as is evident from what was explained above, n. 4978, where arc 
nearly the same words, also from what was said, n. 4977. 

4984. And he knew not anything with him except the 
bread which he did eat.— This signifies that good was hence 
appropriated, as appears (1,) from the signification of " bread," 

to be appropriated; see D. 8168, 3513, 3590, 3832, 4745 : 

that he received nothing but good. It may be believed that 
good, when it appropriates truth to itself, is truth, such as is 
the truth of faith which it appropriates to itself; hut it is the 
good of truth ; the truths which ore not of use, approach in- 
deed, hut do not enter. All uses derived from truths are the 
goods of truth ; the truths which are not for use, are separated, 
and some are retained and some arc rejected : those which are 
retained, are such an introduce to good more or less remote, 
and are essential uses; those which are rejected, are such as 
do not introduce and do not apply themselves. All uses in 
their beginning arc truths of doctrine, but in their progreia they 
become goods ; and this takes place when a man acts according 
to those truths : action itself thus qualifies truths ; for all action 
descends from the will, and the will itself causes that to become 
good which before was truth. Hence it is evident, that truth 
in the will is no longer the truth of faith, but the good of faith ; 
and that the truth of faith makes no one happy, but the good 
of faith ; for the latter aflccts the very essence of a man's 
life, which ia his will, and communicates thereto interior delight 
or blessedness, and in the other life happiness, which is called 
heavenly joy. 

4985. And Joseph was beautiful in form.— This signifies 
the consequent good of life, and beautiful in nn/irrt Minifies 
the consequent truth of faith, os appear* IVinu the signification 
of beautiful in form and beautiful in aspect ; for form is the 
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essence of a thing, but aspect is the existence thence derived ; 
and since good is the very essence, and truth is the existence 
thence, beautiful in form signifies the good of life, and beau- 
tiful in aspect signifies the truth of faith ; for the good of life 
is the very esse of man, because it is of his will, and the truth 
of fait]) is the existere thence, because it is of the understanding ; 
for whatever is of the understanding, exists from the will. The 
esse of a man's life is in his faculty of willing, and the existere of 
his life is in his faculty of understanding. A man's understanding 
is nothing else than the will unfolded, and formed so that its 
quality may appear in aspect. Hence it is evident that the beauty 
of the interior man is from the good of the will by the truth of 
faith : the truth of faith itself presents beauty in the external 
form, but the good of the will sets it in and forms it. Hence it 
is that the angels of heaven are of ineffable beauty, being as it 
were loves and charities in form ; when, therefore, thev appear in 
their beauty, thev affect the inmost principles. With them the 
good of love from'the Lord shines forth through the truth of faith, 
and as it penetrates it affects. Hence may be manifest what is 
signified in the internal sense, by " beautiful in form and beautiful 
in aspect, as also n. 3821. 

4J)86. Verses 7 — 9. And it came to pats after these words, 
that his lord's wife lifted up her eyes to Joseph, and said, Lie 
with me. And he refused, and said to his lord's wife. Behold, 
my lord knoweth not what is with me in the house ; and all that 
he hath he hath given into my hand. He himself is not greater in 
this house than I ; and he hath not kept back anything from me 
except thee, because thou art his wife; and how shall Ido this 
great evil, and sin against God ? And it came to pass after these 
words, signifies a third state : his lord's wife lifted tip her eyes to 
Joseph, Dignifies truth natural not spiritual adjoined to natural 
good, and its perception : and said. Lie with me, signifies that 
there was a desire of conjunction : and he refused, signifies aver- 
sion : and said to his lord's wife, signifies perception concerning 
that truth : Behold, my lord knoweth not what is with me in the 
house, signifies that natural good did not even desire appropria- 
tion ; and all that lie hath he hath given into my hands, signifies 
that all was in bis power : he himself is not greater in this house 
than I, signifies that that good was prior in time, not in state : 
and he hath not kept back anything from me except thee, signifies 
that it was forbidden to be conjoined to the truth of that good : 
because thou art his wife, signifies that it was not to be conjoined 
to another good : and how shall I do this great evil and sin 
against God? signifies that thus thero would be disjunction and 
not conjunction. 

4U87. And it came lo pass after these words. — This sig- 
nifies a third state, as appears (1.) from the signification of it 
came to pass, or it was, as denoting somewhat new, as above. 
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n. 4979; consequently, in the present case, a third state: and 
(2.) from the signification of after these words, as denoting after 
those things were transacted. In the original, one series is not 
distinguished from another by interstitial signs, as in other 
languages ; but there appears "a continuity from beginning to 
end. The things in the internal sense are in like manner con- 
tinuous, and flowing from one state of a thing into another; 
but when one state terminates, and another succeeds which is 
deserving of note, it is indicated by the expression it was, or it 
came to pass; and a change of state less deserving of note by 
and; therefore those expressions so frequently occur. This 
state, which is the third, and which is now treated of, ia more 
interior than the former. 

'1988. And his lord's wife lifted up her eyes to Joseph. — 
This signifies truth natural not spiritual adjoined to natural 
good, and its perception, as appears (1.) from the sigiiiliuiitirm 
of a "wife," as denoting truth adjoined to good; see n. 1468, 
2517, 3230, 4510, 4823; in the present case truth natural not 
spiritual adjoined to natural good, because the subject treated 
of is that truth and this good : that good, to which that truth 
ia conjoined, is here the Lord, n. 4973 ; and (2.) from the sig- 
nification of "lifting up the eves," as denoting thought, inten- 
tion, and also perception ; seen. 2789, 2829, 3198, 3202, 4339. 
A wife hero signifies truth natural, but not truth natural spi- 
ritual, and a husband who is here the lord, signifies good natural, 
but not good natural spiritual : it may be expedient thercforo 
to explain what is meant by good and truth natural not spiritual, 
and what by good and truth natural spiritual. Good with a 
man is from a two-fold origin, viz., from what is hereditary 
and thence adscititioua, aud also from the doctrine of faith and 
charity ; in the case of the Gentiles from their religious prin- 
ciple. The good and truth from the former origin, is good 
natural not spiritual; but the good from the latter origin, is 
good natural spiritual j from a similar origin is truth, since all 
good has its own truth adjoined to it. Good natural from the 
former origin, that is, from what is hereditary and thence 
adscititious, has many things in affinity with good natural from 
the other origin, that is, from the doctrine of faith and charity, 
or from a religious principle, but only in the external form, 
being altogether different in the internal : good natural from 
the former origin may be compared to the good which prevails 
even among tame and gentle animals; but good natural from 
the other origin is proper to the man who acts from reason, and 
thence knows how to dispense good in various ways according 
to uses. This dispensing of good is taught by the doctrine of 
what is just and equitable, and still more by that of faith and 
charity, and in many cases is also confirmed by reason with the 
truly rational. Those who do good from the former origin, are 
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carried as it were by instinct blindly into acts of charity; but 
those wlio do good from the other origin, arc carried thereto 
from an internal obligation, and have as it were their eyes open. 
In a word, those who do good from the former origin, do it not 
from any conscience of what is just and equitable, still lesa from 
a conscience of spiritual truth and good: but those who do 
good from the other origin, do it From conscience ; see what 
has been said above on this subject, n. 3040, 3+70, 3471, 3518, 
and what follows, n. 4992. Hut how the case herein is, cannot 
be explained to the apprehension; for every one who is not 
spiritual, or who is not regenerated, sees good from its external 
form, because he does not know what cither charity or the 
neighbor is ; and the reason why be does not know those things 
is because he has no doctrinals of charity. In the light of hea- 
ven those things appear most distinctly, and therefore also they 
appear distinctly with tin: spiritual or regenerate, because these 
are in the light of heaven. 

4989. And said, Lie with me.— This signifies that there 
was a desire of conjunction, as appears from the signification of 
" lying wit.ll nit," as dfinjlinn eunj .mcliim, xis... of good natural 
spiritual, which now is Joseph, with truth natural not spiritual, 
which is his Lord's wife; but this is illegitimate conjunction. 
The conjunctions of good with truth, and of truth with good, arc 
described in the Word by marriages; see n. 2727—2759, 3132, 
yt;G,"i, 113 1, 4837 : hence it is, that illegitimate conjunctions are 
described by harlotries; in the present case, therefore, the con- 
junction of truth natural not spiritual with good natural spiritual, 
is described by bis lord's wife being desirous to lie with him. 
There is no conjunction of those principles in internals, but 
only in externals, in which there appears as it were conjunction, 
but it is only affinity : hence also it is, that she caught him in 
his garment, and he left the garment in her hand ; for a gar- 
ment in the internal sense signifies what is external, by which 
there is as it were conjunction or altinity, as will be seen below 
at verses 12, 13. That these things arc signified cannot be seen 
so long ns the mind or thought is kept in the mere historical* ; 
for in such case nothing is thought of but Joseph, Potipbar's 
wife, and the flight of Joseph !e;u ing his garment; hut if the 
mind or thought were kept in those things which are signified 
by Joseph, by Potipbar's wife, and by a garment, it would then 
be appei'toivod that some spiritual illegitimate conjunction is 
also here treated of; and the mind or thought may be kept in 
the things which are signified, if it only be believed that the 
historical Word is divine not from what is merely historical, but 
because in what is historical there is what is spiritual and divine; 
and if this were believed, it would be known that the spiritual 
and divine therein is concerning the good and truth of the 
Lord's church and kingdom, and in the supremo sense concern- 
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ing the Lord Himself. When a man comes into the other life, 
which lie does immediately after death, if he be among those 
who are elevated into heaven, he will then know that he retains 
nothing of the historical* of the Word, and does not even know 
anything concerning Joseph, or concerning Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob, but only concerning the spiritual and divine things 
which he had learnt from the Word, and bad applied to his life : 
such things, therefore, are what are within in the Word, and are 
called its internal sense. 

4990. And lie refused. — This signifies aversion, as appears 
from the signification of " to refuse," as signifying to be averse 
from, viz., from that conjunction ; for be who refuses so as to fly 
abroad, shews his aversion. 

4991. And said to his lord's wife.— This signifies perception 
concerning that truth, as appears (1.) from the signification of 
" to say " in the hi9toricals of the Word, as denoting to perceive, 
as has been frequently observed above ; and (2.) from the signi- 
fication of " his lard's wife," as denoting truth natural not spi- 
ritual adjoined to natural good; sec above n. 4988. 

4992. Bchotd, my lord knowelk not what is with me in the 
house. — This signifies that good natural did not even desire 
appro print ion, as appears (I.) from the signification of "his 
lord," as denoting natural good; see u. '1973; and (2.) from the 
signification of " not to know what is with mc in the house," as 
denoting not to desire appropriation. That this is the sense of 
the above words, can only be seen from the series of things in 
the internal sense: for the subject now treated of is a third state, 
in which the celestial of the spiritual was in the natural : in that 
state, natural good and truth which is spiritual is separated from 
natural good and truth which is not spiritual ; consequently by 
not to know what is in the house, is signified that there is no 
desire of appropriation. These things, however, are arcana, 
which can only be illustrated by examples; let the following, 
therefore, serve for illustration. To be conjoined with one's wife 
from mere lust is natural not spiritual ; but to be conjoined with 
one's wife from conjugial love is natural spiritual : when the 
husband afterwards is conjiiined from mere lust, he then be- 
lieves that he prevaricates, like one who docs somewhat lasci- 
vious, therefore he docs not desire any longer that it should be 
appropriated to him. Take also this example. To do good to 
a friend, without regard to bis quality, accounting it enough 
that he is a friend, ia natural not spiritual; but to do good to 
a friend for the sake of the good appertaining to him, and 
especially to account good itself as the friend to be benefited, — 
this is natural spiritual ; and when he is in this principle he 
knows that he prevaricates, if he does good to a friend who 13 
evil, for in such case through him he docs evil to others: when 
he is in this state, he holds in aversion the appropriation of good 
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natural not spiritual, in which good he was before principled. 
The case is similar in nil other instances. 

4993. And all that he hath he hath given into my hand. — 
This signifies that all was in his power, as appears from what 
was said above, n. 4978, where similar words occur; but there 
is this difference, that tiic subject there treated of is the second 
state, in which the celestial of the spiritual in the natural was ; 
for then natural good applied itself; and appropriated to itself 
truth; see n. 4976, 4977 ; in which state good had the dominion 
actually, but truth apparently, therefore those words then sig- 
nified that all his property was as it were in his power; but here 
the subject treated of is the third state, in which the celestial 
of the spiritual was when it was made spiritual in the natural ; 
and as in this state there is no appropriation, therefore the above 
words signify that all was in his power. 

4994. He himself i« not greater in this house than /.—This 
signifies that that good was prior in time, not in state, us appears 
from the signification of "not being greater in the house than 
I," as denoting that the dominions were grounded in what was 
equitable, consequently that both are prior. From the scries in 
the internal sense it is evident, that good natural not spiritual is 
prior in time, and that good natural spiritual is prior in state; 
as is also clear from what was shewn above, n. 4992. To bo 
prior in state is to be more eminent as to quality. 

4995. And he hath not kept back anything from me except 
thee. — This signifies that it was forbidden to be conjoined to the 
truth of that good, as appears (1.) from the signification of 
" keeping back from him," as denoting to be forbidden; and (2.) 
from the siguification of " a wife," who is whom he kept back, 
and is here meant by thee, as denoting truth natural not spi- 
ritual ; see n. 4983. 

4996. Because thoti art his wife.— This signifies because it 
was not to be conjoined to any other good, as appears from the 
signification of " a wife," aa denoting truth adjoined to its own 
good; see n. 1468, 2517, 323G, 4510, 4823; in the present case 
truth natural not spiritual with good natural not spiritual, as 
above, n. 45)88. 

4997. And how shall I do this great evil, and sin against 
God? — This signifies that thus there would be disjmictirm 
and not conjunction, as appears from the signification of "evil," 
and also of "sin/' as denoting disjunction and not conjunction, 
viz., when good natural spiritual U conjoined with truth natural 
not spiritual ; for they are dissimilar and unsuited to each other, 
which separate from each other. It is said to do evil and to sin 
against God, because evil, viewed in itself, and also sin, is no- 
thing but disjunction from good ; essential evil also consists in 
disunion. This is evident from good : good is conjunction, be- 
cause all good is of love to the Lord and love towards the neigh- 
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bor. The good of love to the Lord conjoins him [who ie 
principled therein] to the Lord, and consequently to ali the 
good which proceeds from the Lord j and the good of love to 
the neighbor conjoins him to heaven and the societies there ; 
thus also by this love he is conjoined to the Lord ; for heaven 
properly so called is the Lord, who is all in all there. But it is 
contrariwise with evil: evil is of self-love and the love of the 
world ; the evil of self-love disjoins him [who is principled 
therein] not only from the Lord, but also from heaven ; for he 
loves no one bnt himself, and others only so far as he regards 
them in himself, or so far as they make a one with himself: 
hence he derives the inclinations of all to himself, and altogether 
averts thorn from others, and most especially from the Lord; 
and when several do this in one society, it follows that all are 
disjoiucd, and each looks at another from an interior principle 
as an enemy, and if any one does anything against him, he 
bears hatred towards him, and takes delight in his destruction ; 
the case is the same with the evil of the love of the world ; for 
this evil covets the wealth and goods of others, and desires to 
possess them all : hence arise enmities and hatreds, but in a less 
degree. If any one wishes to know what evil is, consequently 
what sin is, let him only seek to know what self-love and the 
love of the world are; and in order to know what good is, let 
him only seek to know what love to God and love towards the 
neighbor are : hence he will know what evil is, and consequently 
what the false is; and also what good is, and consequently what 
truth is. 

4998. Verses 10—15. And U came to past, that she spake 
to Joseph day by day; and he did not give ear to her to lie with 
her, to be with her. And it came to pass on a certain day, he 
came to the house to do his work, and there was none of the men 
of the house there in the house. And she caught him in hti gar- 
ment, saying, Lie with me ,- and he left his garment in her hand, 
and fled, and went forth abroad. And it came to pass, that she 
saw he left his garment in her hand, and fled abroad. And she 
cried to the men of her house, and said to them, saying, See ye, 
he hath brought to us a Hebrew man to mock us; he came to me 
to lie with me, and I cried with a great voice. And it came lo 
pass, that he heard that I lifted up my voice and cried ; and he 
left his garment with me, and fled, and went forth abroad. And 
it came to pass, signifies a fourth state : that she spake to Joseph 
day by day, signifies thought concerning that thing: and he 
did not give ear to her to lie with her, signifies that he was 
averse from being conjoined : to be with her, signifies lest thereby 
he should be united to her : and it came lo pass that on a certain 
day, signifies a fifth state : he came to the house to do his work, 
signifies when he was in the work of conjunction with spiritual 
good in natural : and there was none of the men of the house 



there in the house, signifies that lie was without the aid of any 
one: and she caught him in his garment, signifies that truth 
not spiritual applied itself to the ultimate of spiritual truth: 
saying. Lie with me, signifies for the sake of conjunction : and 
he left his garment in her hand, signifies that he withdrew that 
ultimate truth: and fled and went forth abroad, signifies ttmt 
thereby he had not truth whereby to defend himself: and it 
came to pass that she saw, signifies perception concerning that 
thing : that he left his garment in her hand, and fled abroad, 
signifies the separation of ultimate truth : and she cried to the 
men of the house, signifies falscs : and said to them, saying, 
signifies eshortation : Sec ye, he hath brought vs to a Hebrew 
man, signifies a servant : to mock us, signifies that he rose up 
against: he came to me to lie with me, signifies that it was willing 
to conjoin itself: and I cried with a great voice, signifies aver- 
sion : and it came to pass that he heard, signifies when it was 
appcrccivcd : that I lifted up my voice and cried, signifies that 
there was great aversion : and he left his garment with me, sig- 
nifies a witness that he came near: and fled and went forth 
abroad, signifies that still he separated himself. 

4999. And it came to pass. — This signifies a fourth state, as 
may appear from what was said above, n. 4979, 4987. 

5000. That she spake to Joseph day by day. — This signifies 
thought concerning that thing, as appears from the signification 
of "to speak," as denoting to think; sec n. 2271, 2287, 2019; 
viz., concerning Joseph, thus conri'niing that which is the 
subject here treated of by Joseph. " Day by day," or every 
day, denotes intensely. The reason why to speak in the internal 
sense denotes to think, is, because thought is interior speech ; 
and when a man thinks, he then speaks with himself. Interior 
things are expressed in the sense of the letter by correspondent 



5001. And he did not give ear to her to lie with her.— This 
signifies that he was a verso from being conjoined, as appears 
(1.) from the signification of " not to give car," as denoting not 
to hearken or not to obey ; sec n. 25 42, 386!) ; in the present 
case to he averse from, because lie so far refused to hearken, that 
he fled and left his garment; and (2.) from the signification of 
"to lie with her," as denoting to he conjoined illegitimated ; 
sec n. 498SJ. 

0002. To be with her.— This signifies lest thus he should be 
united to her, aa appears from the signification of being with 
any one, as denoting to be more closely conjoined, or to he 
united. To be denotes to be united, became the very esse of a 
thing i» good, and all good is of love, which is spiritual con- 
junction or unition Hence in the supremo sense the Lord is 
called Esse or Jehovah, because from Him is all the good of lovo 
or of spiritual conjunction. Siuee heaven makes a one by love 
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from him, and a reciprocal into him by reception and mutual 
love, it is on that account called a marriage, by which it is. 
The case would he similar in the church, if love and charity 
were with it as its esse. Where, therefore, there is no conjunc- 
tion of union, there is not esse; for unless there be somewhat 
to bring to a one or to unite, there must be dissolution and ex- 
tinction, So in civil society, where every one is for himself, 
and no one for another, except for the sake of himself, unless 
there were laws to unite them, and fears of the loss of gain, of 
honor, of fame, and of life, society would bo altogether dissi- 
pated ; therefore the esse of such a society also is conjunction 
or unitiou, but only in externals, for in respect to internals such 
a society has no esse. Persons of 6uch a character, therefore, in 
the other life are kept in hell, and in like manner are there held 
together by external bonds, especially by fears ; hut as often as 
those bonds are relaxed, one rushes eagerly to the destruction 
of another, and dr*irus noihing more earnestly than totally to 
ex I m^nisli him. It is otherwise in heaven, where there is in- 
ternal conjunction by love to the Lord, and cousequent mutual 
love ; w hen external bonds are there relaxed, they are more 
closely mutually conjoined : and as they are thereby brought 
nearer to the Divine Esse, which is from the Lord, they are 
more interiorly in a flection and thence in freedom, consequently 
in blessedness, happiness, and joy. 

5003. And it came to pass that on a certain day.— This sig- 
nifies a fifth state, as appears from the signification of " it came 
to pass, or it was," as involving somewhat new, as above, n. 
■1970, 4987, 4999, thus a new state; in the present case a fifth. 

5004. He came to the house to do hU work.— This signifies 
when he was in the work of conjunction with spiritual good in 
natural, as may appear from this consideration, that that con- 
junction is the subject treated of in this chapter by Joseph ; 
therefore when it is said " he came to the house to do his work," 
it signifies the work of that conjunction. 

5005. And there was none of the men of the house there in 
the house. — This signifies that he was without the aid of any 
one, as may appear from this consideration, that it signifies 
that he was alone; and as in the internal sense by Joseph the 
Lord is treated of, and how he glorified or made divine his 
internal human, those words signify that he did it without the 
aid of any one. The Lord made his human divine by his own 
proper ability, thus without the aid of any one, as may appear 
from this consideration, that, as he was conceived of Jehovah, 
the Divine was in him, and consequently the Divine was his ; 
therefore wheu he was in the world, and made the human in 
himself divine, he did it from his own Divine or from himself. 
This is thus described in Isaiah i " Who is this that cometh 
from Edom, with sprinkled garments from Bozrah ; this that is 
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honorable in hia raiment, marching in the multitude of his 
strength ? I have trodden the wine-press alone, and of the 
people there was no man with me. I looked around, but there 
was none to help ; and I was amazed, but there was none to sup- 
port ; therefore mine own arm bi-ought salvation to me," (Ixiii. 1, 
3, 5.) And again in the same prophet : " He saw that there was 
no man, and as it were was amazed that there was no intercessor ; 
therefore his arm brought salvation to him; and his justice 
stirred him up ; whence he put on justice as a breastplate, and 
a helmet of salvation upon his head," (lis. 16, 17.) The Lord 
by his own proper power made the human in himself divine, as 
may be seen, n. 1616, 1749, 1755, 1812, 1813, 1921, 1928, 
ISP!!!), 2025, 2026, 2083, 2500, 2523, 2776, 3013, 3141, 3381, 
3382, 3(137, 4286. 

5006. And she caught Aim in his garment. — This signifies 
that truth not spiritual applied itself to the ultimate of spiritual 
truth, as appears (1.) from the representation of " Potiphar's 
wife," of whom these things are said, as denoting truth natural 
not spiritual ; see n. 4988 ; and (2.) from the signification of 
" to catch/' as denoting to apply itself ; and (3.) from the sig- 
nification of a garment, as denoting truth ; see n. 1073, 2576, 
4545, 4763 ; in the present case the ultimate of spiritual truth, 
which in this state is of Joseph, for Joseph here is good natural 
spiritual ; see n. 4988, 4992 : that the truth of this good is 
what truth natural not spiritual was willing to bo conjoined 
with, is evident from the scries of things in the internal sense. 
But what is meant by and involved in this circumstance, that 
truth natural not spiritual was willing to be conjoined with 
truth natural spiritual, is at this day an arcanum, principally 
for this reason, because few are solicitous and willing to know 
what spiritual truth is, and what truth not spiritual is; and 
they arc so indifferent about it, as scarcely to be willing to hear 
mention made of what is spiritual ; and at the bare mention 
thereof, something of darkness, and at the same time of gloomi- 
ness, instantly comes over them, and excites a nausea, in con- 
sequence whereof it is rejected. That this is the case, has also 
been experimentally proved to me : while my mind was engaged 
in such contemplations, there were spirits present from Chris- 
tendom, and on this occasion they were let into the state in 
which they had been in the world ; and then they were not 
only affected with sadness at the bare thought concerning spi- 
ritual good and truth, but wore also seized with such loathing 
arising from aversion, that they said they had a feeling in 
themselves of somewhat like what iu the world excites vomiting ; 
but they were told, that this was in consequence of their affec- 
tions being only in terrestrial, corporeal, and worldly things; 
for when a man is in those affections alone, he nauseates hea- 
venly things; and that they had frequented temples where the 
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Word is preached, not from any desire of knowing heavenly 
things, but from another cupidity imbibed from the time of 
infancy ; hence it was made manifest what is the quality and 
character of Christendom at this day. The reason of this in 
general is, because the Christian church at this day preaches 
faith alone, and not charity, and thus doctrine, but not life ; 
and when life is not preached, a man comes into no affection of 
pood, and wlien he i* in no affection of good, he is also in none 
of truth : lit-ucc it is, that it is contrary to the delight of the 
life of the generality, to hear anything more concerning hea- 
venly tbings than «hac they bad known from infancy. The 
real case, however, is this, that a man is in the world to the 
intent that he may be initiated by exercises there into heavenly 
thing*; and his life in the world is scarce a» a moment in re- 
spect to his life after death, which is eternal : bat there are few 
who believe they art to live after death, aud on this account 
also heavenly things arc of no value to them ; but this I can 
aver, that a man immediately after death is in the other life, 
and there bis life in the world is altogether continued, and is 
such as it bad been in the world : I can aver this, because I 
know it; for I have conversed with almost all whom I was ac- 
quainted with in the life of the body, after their decease ; and 
hence by living experience it has been granted me to know, that 
the lot which awaits every one is according to bis life ; but those 
of the above description, do not even believe these things. But 
what is meant by and involved in this circumstance, that truth 
natural not spiritual was willing to be conjoined with truth 
natural spiritual, which is signified by she caught Joseph in his 
garment, will be Bhewn in what presently follows. 

5007. Saying, Lie with me.— This signifies for the sake of 
conjunction, as appears from the signification of "to lie," as 
denoting conjunction ; see above, n. 4989, 5001 : in the present 
oase for the sake of conjunction, or to the intent that there 
might be conjunction. 

5008. And he left his garment in her hand.— This signifies 
that be withdrew that ultimate truth, as appears (1.) from the 
signification of " leaving in her hand," as denoting in her power ; 
for hand is ability or power; see u. 878, 3001, 3887, 3563, 
4931 — 4937 ; and because she laid hold of his garment, it here 
denotes to withdraw; and (2.) from the signification of "a 
garment," an denoting ultimate truth ; see above, n 5006. 
That truth natural not spiritual was willing to conjoin itself 
with truth natural spiritual, and that this was averse from con- 
j unction, and on that account left ultimate troth, or suffered it 
to be withdrawn, canuot be comprehended by auy one, unless 
it lie illustrated by example- : but first let It be seen what truth 
natural not spiritual and truth natural spiritual are, n. 4988, 
4992, and that in ultimate! there ia affinity, yet not auy con- 
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junction. But, us was said, this must be illustrated by examples ; 
let us first take this. It is a truth natural nut spiritual within 
the church, that good ought to he done to the poor, to widows, 
and to the fatherless, and that to do good to them is the charity 
which is enjoined in the Word ; hut truth not spiritual, that 
is, those who are principled in truth not spiritual, by the poor, 
the widows, and the fatherless, mean those who are so named j 
whereas truth natural spiritual, that is, those who are prin- 
cipled in that truth, confirm indeed the above sentiments, 
but maintain, that the poor, the widows, and the fatherless, 
so named, are meant in the last place ; for they say in their 
heart, that all arc not poor who call themselves poor, also that 
among the poor there are many who lead very wicked lives, 
and w ho fear neither God nor roeu, and who would rush head- 
long into every iniquity unless they were withheld by fear; 
and moreover, that the poor in the Word mean those who are 
spiritually such, — those who know and confess in heart, that 
they have nothing of truth and good from themselves, but that 
all things are freely given thorn : the case is similar with widows 
and the fatherless, with a difference in respect to state. From 
this example, it is evident, that to do good to the poor, the 
widows, and the fatherless, who arc so named, is an ultimate 
of truth to those who arc principled in truth noturol spiritual, 
and that this truth is like a garment which invests interior 
things: it is also evident, that this ultimate of truth concurs 
with the truth appertaining to those who are principled in truth 
natural not spiritual ; yet that nevertheless there is no conjunc- 
tion between them but only affinity. Let us take another 
example from this truth, that good ought to be done to the 
neighbor. Those who are principled in truth natural spiritual 
account every one as a neighbor, but still all in a dissimilar re- 
spect and degree ; and they say in their heart, that those who are 
principled in good are especially the neighbor to whom good is to 
be done ; but that those who are principled in evil, although 
they likewise fall under the character of neighbor, arc to be 
otherwise dealt with, and that good is done to them when they 
are punished according to the laws, because by punishments 
they are amended, and thereby also precaution is taken lest the 
good should suffer evil from them and their example. Those 
who within the church are in truth natural not spiritual, say also 
that every one is a neighbor, but they do not admit of degrees 
and respects [of neighborhood] ; therefore, if they are princi- 
ciplcd in natural good, they do good to every one who excites 
compassion, without distinction, anil oftener to the evil than to 
the good, because the former, in eoiif.ei|iiciicc <if being evil, are 
skilled in the arts of moving the tender affections. From this 
example also it is evident, that in this ultimate truth there is 
agreement between those who are in truth natural not spiritual,

and those who are in truth natural spiritual ; yet that there is 
no conjunction therein, but only affinity; for the one has an 
idea and a meaning respecting the neighbor, and respecting 
charity towards him, different from what the other has. Let us 
take also this example : those who arc in truth natural spiritual, 
say in general, that the poor and miserable will inherit the 
heavenly kingdom : hut this is to them an ultimate truth : for 
the interior truth stored up is that those are poor and miserable 
who arc spiritually auch, and that it is these who are understood 
in the "Word as inheriting the kingdom of heaven; but those 
who within the church are in truth natural not spiritual, say 
that none can inherit the heavenly kingdom, hut those who in 
the world have been reduced to poverty, who live in misery, and 
who arc more afflicted than the rest of mankind : they also call 
riches, dignities, aud worldly joy?, so many diversions or nif iiiis 
of removing a man from heaven. From this example it is fur- 
ther evident what the ultimate truth is, and what its quality is, 
in which they agree: yet that there is not conjunction, but 
affinity. Let us take also this example : those who nre in truth 
natural spiritual, hold it as an ultimate truth, that those things 
which arc called holy in the Word, were holy, as the ark with 
the mercy-seat, with the candlestick, the incense, the bread, 
the altar, and the rest: and as the temple, aud likewise the 
garments of Aaron which are called garments of holiness, espe- 
cially the ephod with the breastplate containing the Urim and 
Thummim: nevertheless concerning this ultimate truth they 
have this idea, that those things were not holy in themselves, 
neither was any holiness infused into them ; but they were holy 
representatively, that is, they represented the spiritual and 
celestial things of the Lord's kingdom, and in the supreme 
sense the Lord himself : but those who are in truth natural not 
spiritual, in like manner call those things holy, but holy in 
themselves by infusion : hence it is evident that they agree to- 
gether, but that they do not conjoin themselves; for the above 
truth is of one form and idea with the spiritual man, and of 
another with the merely natural. Let us take also another ex- 
ample : it is an ultimate truth to the spiritual man, that all 
divine truths may be confirmed from the literal sense of the 
Word, and also by things rational or intellectual with those 
who are illustrated. This ultimate and general truth is also 
acknowledged by the natural man; but he believes simply, that 
all that is true which may be confirmed from the Word, and 
especially that which he himself has thenee confirmed: herein 
therefore they agree, that all divine truth maybe confirmed; 
but this general truth they regard differently. The merely 
natural man believes to be divine truth whatever he has con- 
firmed with himself, or has heard confirmed by others ; not 
aware that the false may be as' easily confirmed as the truth. 
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ami that the false confirmed appears altogether true, and even 
more so than the truth itself, because the fallacies of the senses 
present it in the light of the world separate from the light of 
heaven. Hence also it is evident that ultimate spiritual truth 
in the sight of the natural man is like a garment ; and when 
this garment is withdrawn, that he and the spiritual man do 
not at all agree; consequently that the spiritual man has no 
longer anything whereby to defend himself against the natural 
man ; which things arc signified by Joseph's Hying and going 
forth abroad when he had left his garment; for the merely 
natural man does not acknowledge interior things, therefore, 
when exterior things nrc taken away or withdrawn, they are 
instantly dissociated. Moreover, the natural man calls nil those 
reasonings false, by which the spiritual man confirms ultimate 
truth ; for he cannot see whether that which he confirms be 
so or not, it being impossible from natural light to see those 
things which are of spiritual light: this is against order; but 
it is according to order that things in natural light should be 
seen from spiritual light. 

5009. And he fled and went forth abroad.— This signifies 
that he had no trutli whereby to defend himself, as appears 
from the signification of flying and going forth abroad, after 
he left his garment, as denoting that separation was made, or 
that there was no longer anything common, consequently, as 
a garment denotes ultimate truth, that ho had no truth, whereby 
to defend himself; sec what was shewn just above, n. 5008, at 
the end. 

5010. And it came to pass that she saw. — This signifies per- 
ception concerning that thing, as appears from the signification 
of seeing, as denoting perception; see n. 2150, fiTfil, 15(17, 
4723 : concerning that thing is concerning the separation by 
ultimate truths being no longer acknowledged; which is signi- 
fied by hit leaving his garment in her hand and jlifui;/ abroad, n, 
is evident from what was said above; see n. 5008 and 5009. 

5011. And she cried to the men of the house. — This signifies 
false*, as appears from the signification of a cry, as denoting the 
false; see n. 22 10, hence to cry is predicated of what is false. 
The men of the house in the genuine sense are the truths of 
good: but in the opposite senBe they are the falses of evil. 
Tliey are falses nhieh Putiphar's wife now Speaks to the men of 
the bouse, and afterwards to her husband, as is manifest from 
what she speaks. Natural truth, which is here the wife of 
Potiphar, cannot speak other thau falses, or what is contrary to 
truth, after that ultimate spiritual truth, which as to the outer- 
most face appears as it were conjunctive, has been plucked 
away ; see n. 5008 at the end. 

5012. And said to them, saying. — This signifies exhortation, 
as appears from the signification of "saying" in this case, as 
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denoting exhortation ; for Baying in the internal sense denotes 
perception, n. 2862, 3395, 3509, and also communication, n. 
3000, '1:131, in the present case therefore, because it is said that 
she cried, and it follows that she said, saying, it denotes vehe- 
ment communication, that is, exhortation to hear. 

5013. See ye, he hath brom/ht to us a Hebrew man.— This 
signifies a servant, as appears from the signification of "a 
Hebrew man," as being predicated of service; see n. 1703: it 
is also clear from what follows, for Joseph is there called a 
Hebrew servant, and also simpl j a servant : " There eaine to me 
the Hebrew servant, whom thou hast brought to us," verse 17; 
"according to these words thy servant did to me," verse 19. 
The principal reason why a Hebrew man here denotes a servant 
is, because those who are in truth and good natural not spiritual, 
who arc here represented by Potiphar and his wife, regard spi- 
ritual truth and good, which is represented by Joseph, no other- 
wise than ns a servant ; for both in life and doctrine they are 
in inverted order, inasmuch as with them the natural principle 
bears rule, and the spiritual serves; when yet it is according to 
order that the spiritual should bear rule and the natural serve ; 
for the spiritual is prior, interior, and superior, and nearer to 
the Divine, while the natural is posterior, exterior, and inferior, 
and more remote from the Divine ; on which account the spi- 
ritual principle with a man and in the church is compared to 
heaven, and is also called heaven, and the natural principle is 
compared to the earth, and is also called earth : hence also it 
is that the spiritual, that is, those with whom the spiritual 
principle has had rule, appear in the other life in the light of 
heaven with the head upwards towards the Lord, and the feet 
downwards towards hell : whereas the natural, that is, those 
with whom the natural principle has had rule, appear in the 
light of heaven with the feet upwards and the bead downwards, 
although otherwise in their own light, which is a delusive light 
resulting from the lusts and consequent fantasies in which they 
are; n. 1528, 33-10, 4214, 4418, 4531, 4532. Natural men 
consider spiritual things as subservient, as was represented by 
the Egyptians regarding the Hebrews as servants; for the 
Egyptians represented those who are in natural science, thus 
who are natural, but the Hebrews those who are of the church, 
thus respectively the spiritual : the Egyptians also estimated the 
Hebrews, so vile, as servants, that it was an abomination to 
tbem to eat with the Hebrews (Gen. xliii. 32) ; and also the 
sacrifices offered by the Hebrews were an abomination to them 
(Exod. viii. 26). 

5014. To mock u*.— This signifies that he rose up against, 
as appears from the series itself in the internal sense, and also 
from the signification of " to raook," when it is said from vehe- 
mence, ns denoting to rise up against. 
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5015. He came to me to tie with me.— This signifies that 
truth natural spiritual was willing to conjoin itself, as appears 
{1 .) from the signification of " to come," as here denoting to be 
willing; for lie who cornea purposely, ia willing; and (3.) from 
the signification of " to lie with," as denoting to conjoin itself; 
see almve, n. 4089, 5001, 5007. 

501G. And I cried with a great voice.— This signifies that 
there was aversion, as appears from the .-i^nilieiition ui' il cry, 
as denoting false speaking i see n. 5011 : hence in the present 
case, to cry involves such [false speaking] ; because she cried 
to the men of the house for aid, it involves that it was re- 
pugnant to her; and because it is said, that she cried with a 
great voice, that she was averse thereto. 

5017. And it came to pass that he heard.— This signifies 
when it was appcrceived, as appears from the signification of " to 
hear," as denoting to obey, and also to apperccivc; that it de- 
notes to obey, may be seen, n. 2542, 3860 ; that it also denotes 
to apperccivc, is evident from the very function of the car, and 
the consequent nature of hearing. The function of the ear is 
to receive another's speech, and convey it to the common sensory, 
in. order that this sensory may thence appcrceivc what another 
thinks : hence to bear is to apperceive ; therefore the nature of 
hearing is, to transfer into another's thought what a person 
speaks from his own thought, and from the thought to transfer 
it into his will, and from the will into act; hence to hear is to 
obey. These two offices belong to hearing : in languages these 
office* are dittinguuhed by beanos; any one, which is to apper- 
ceive, anil bv hearing or'hearkcoiog to anv one, which is to 
obey. The reason why these are the two offices of hearing is, 
because a man cannot bv any other wav coram micale the things 
of his thought and of bis will; neither can he in any other 
uay press reasous of persuasion and inducement to do and 
obey the things of his will. From Ihtwo considerations it is 
manifest that communication* arc effected by a circuit from the 
will into the thuu^ht, and thci;cc into the speech, und from the 
speech through the car into another's thought and will. Hence 
also the spirits and angels who correspond to the ear or to the 
sense of hearing, in the Grand Man, are not only apperceptions, 
but also obediences : that they are obediences, may be seen, n. 
4652 — 4660; and because they are obediences, they are also 
apperceptions ; for the one involves the other. 

5018. / lifted up my voice and cried. — This signifies that 
there was great aversion, as appears from the signification of 
"to cry" with a great voice, as denoting aversion; see u. 5016; 
in the present case therefore "to lift up the voice and to cry" 
denotes great aversion. 

5019. And he left his garment with me. — This signifies a 
witness that he came near, as appears from the signification of 
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"to leave a garment," as denoting to withdraw ultimate truth ; 
see n. 5008 : in the present case it denotes a witness : because 
the garment in her hand, which was shewn, that is, the ultimate 
truth whereby she proved that he was willing to conjoin himself, 
was a witness that he came near. This sense indeed appears 
somewhat remote ; nevertheless it is that which is involved in 
what she spake; sec below, n. 5028. 

5020. And he fled, and went forth abroad.— This signifies 
that still he separated himself, as appears from the signification 
of " to lly and go forth abroad," as denoting to separate him- 
self; see above, n. 5009. These now are the falses which 
Potiphar's wife spake to the men of the house concerning 
Joseph, in the internal sense, which truth, natural not spiritanl 
[spake] concerning truth natural spiritual, or which the natural 
man not spiritual concerning the natural spiritual man ; see n. 
4988, 4992, 5008. 

5021. Verses 16 — 18. And she laid up his garment with her, 
until her lord came lo his house. And she spake to him according 
to these word), saying, The Hebrew servant, whom thou hast 
brought to us, came to me to mock me. And it came to pass, as 
I lifted up my voice and cried, thai he left his garment with me, 
and fled forth abroad. And she laid up his garment with her, 
signifies that she retained ultimate truth ; until her lord came 
to his house, signifies that she might communicate with natural 
good : and she spake to him according to these words, signifies 
false speaking ; saying, The Hebrew servant whom thou hast 
brought to us, came to me, signifies that serving principle: to 
mock me, signifies that it rose up against : and it came to pass, as 
Iliftedup my voice and cried, signifies when great aversion was ap- 
perceived : that he left his garment with me, signifies testi titration ; 
and fled forth abroad, signifies that he then separated himself. 

5022. Andshe laid up his garment with her. — Thii signifies, 
that she retained ultimate truth, as appears (1.) from the signifi- 
cation of " to lay up with herself," as denoting to retain ; and 
(2.) from the signification of "a garment," as denoting ultimate 
truth ; see above, n. 5006, 5008 ; which truth being withdrawn, 
the spiritual man has no longer the means of defending himself 
against the merely natural, n. 5008, 5009, and in this case 
injury is done to him; for whatever the spiritual man speaks in 
such "case, merely natural men say they do not perceive it, and 
likewise that it is not so. And if he only mentions what is 
interna! or spiritual, they either ridicule it or call it mystical ; 
therefore in such case all conjunction between them is broken, 
and when this is broken, the spiritual man suffers hardship from 
the merely natural, which is also represented by Joseph's being 
cast iuto prison, after the wife testified by the garment in presence 
of her husband. 

0023. Until her lord came lo his house. — This signifies that 
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she might communicate with natural good, as appears from the sig- 
nification of " a lord," as denoting good natural not spiritual ; see 
n. 4973, 4988. A house in tlic internal sense is the natural mind ; 
for the natural mind, and also the rational mind, is like a 
house; the husband therein is good, the wife is truth, the 
daughters and sons are the affections of good and truth, also the 
goods and truths which are derived from them as parents ; the 
maid-servants and men-servants arc the pleasures and scion titles 
which minister and confirm : here, therefore, the expression, 
until her lord came to his house, signifies natural good to its 
habitation, where also there is truth conjoined to it ; but in the 
present case the false persuading good that it is the truth ; for 
good natural not spiritual is easily persuaded that the false ia 
truth and truth is the false. lie is called her lord, because the 
natural principle not spiritual considers the spiritual as a servant : 
sec n. 5013. The natural mind and the rational mind of a man 
is called a house, as is evident from the following passages, 
" When the unclean spirit is gone out of a man, he wandereth 
through dry places seeking rest ; and not finding it, he saith, 
/ will re/urn into my house nhence I came forth ; and coming 
he findcth it swept and garnished: then he goeth away and 
takcth to him seven other spirits worse than himself, and they 
enter in and dwell there," (Luke si. 24 — 26.) In this passage 
a house denotes the natural mind, which is called a house empty 
and swept, when thero are no goods and' truths therein which 
are the husband and wife, no affections of good and truth 
■which arc the daughters and sons, and no such things as con- 
firm, which arc maid-servants and men-servants. The mau 
himself is the house, because the rational and natural mind 
constitutes the man, and without these things, that is, without 
goods and truths, and their affections, and the ministry of these 
affections, he is not a man but a brute. The mind of a man 
is also meant by a house in the same evangelist : " Every king- 
dom divided against itself is vastnted, and a house upon a house 
falleth," (xi. 17;) and in Mark, "If a kingdom be divided 
against itself, this kingdom cannot stand; if a house also he 
divided against itself, this house cannot stand. No one can 
enter into a strong man's house and spoil his goods, unless he 
first bind the strong mau, and then will lie spoil his house," 
(iii. 24,25, 27;) a kingdom signifies truth, n. 1672,2547,4691 ; 
and a house good, n. 2233, 2234, 3720, 4982 ; a house signifies 
good from its superior excellence. And in Luke, ''If tho 
master of the house had known at what hour the thief would 
come, he would have watched, and would not have permitted his 
house to be dug through," (xii. 39.) Again, " Henceforth there 
shall be five in one house ; three against two, and two against 
three : the father shall be divided against the son, and the son 
against the father ; the mother against the daughter, and the 
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daughter against the mother," (icii. 52, 53.) The subject there 
treated of is spiritual combats, into which those who ure of 
the church arc to be admitted, after the internal or spiritual 
things of the Word are opened. A house denotes the man or 
bis mind : father, mother, son, and daughter, are goods and 
truths with their affections, and in the opposite souse evils and 
falscs with their affections, from and with which there is a 
combat. The Lord commanded his disciples, " Into whatsoever 
house ye shall enter, first say, Peace be to this house ,* and if the 
Son of Peace be there, your ponce shall rest upon it i but if not, 
it shall return upon you. Dut abide ye in the mine house, eating 
and drinking such things as they have; go not /root house to 
house," (Luke x. 5—7.) This represented that they should 
abide iu real good,— in the good of love to the Lord and of 
charity towards the neighbor, but should not pass into auy 
other. That a man or his mind is a house, may also be seen u. 
3538, 4973. 

5024. And spake to him according to these words. — This sig. 
tiifies false-speaking) as appears from what follows; for what she 

5025. Saying, The Hebrew servant, whom thou hast brought 
to us, came to me.— This signifies that serving principle, as 
appears from what was said above, n. 5013 : iu the present case 
that serving principle means spiritual truth and good, which 
here is Joseph, and which appears to tho natural principle 
not spiritual as serving. As for example, spiritual truth and 
good desire that a man should not take pleasure in dignities and 
Bupcr-emincnce above others, but in offices done towards his 
couutry, and towards societies in general and in particular, and 
thus should take pleasure in the use of dignities. The merely 
natural man is altogether ignorant what this pleasure is, and 
denies its exigence, iLSthmi-ili from hypocrisy he can also say the 
same; but still he makes pleasure derived from dignities for the 
sake of seir, the lord, and pleasure derived from dignities for the 
sake of societies in general and particular, he makes the servant ; 
for he respects himself iu everything he does, and societies after 
himself, favoring tlioin so far us they favor him. Let us take 
another eiarnplc : if it be said that use and end constitute 
a thing spiritual or not; use and end for the genera] good, 
the church, and the kingdom of Cod, constituting what is 
spiritual, hut use and end fur the sake of self and those con- 
nected with self, prevailing oter the former use and ead, con- 
stituting what is not spiritual ; trim indeed the natural man ran 
ai*»:»>wli-d^e with the mouth, but not with the heart; with (he 
u;nuih ins-.ri^'tcd from the i:itHlrc;ii;il principle, not with the 
heart from the intellectual prini'ip'.i'. di-stroycd by lusts; from 
this principle he makes use and end for the sake of self a lord, 
and use and end for the sake of the common good, of the 
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cliurch, and of the kingdom of God, a servant; yea, he says in 
his heart, how cnn it possibly be otherwise? In a word, the 
natural man makes light of and rejects whatever he views as 
separate from himself, and esteems and accepts whatever he 
views as conjoined to himself, neither knowing nor caring to 
know, that it is spiritual to view as conjoined to himself every 
one who is in good, whether he be known or unknown, and to 
view as separate from himself every one who is in evil, whether 
he be known or unknown ; for in such case he is conjoined with 
those who are in heaven, and disjoined from those who are in 
hell ; the natural man, however, is not hence made sensible of 
pleasure, inasmuch as he is not receptive of spiritual influx ; he 
therefore regards it as altogether vile and servile, thus as of no 
account in respect to the pleasure he experiences through the 
hodily senses and the lusls of self-love and the love of the world : 
hut this pleasure is dead, because it is from hell ; whereas the 
pleasure derived from spiritual influx is alive, because it is from 
the Lord through heaven, 

5026. To mock me.— This signifies that he rose up against, 
as appears from the signification of " to mock," as denoting to 
rise up against; see above, n. 5014. 

5027. And it came to pass, as I lifted vp my voice and cried. 
— This signifies when she apperceived great aversion, as appears 
from the signification of lifting up the voice and crying, as 
denoting great aversion, as above, n. 5018. 

5028. That he left his garment with me,— This signifies testi- 
fication, as appears from the signification of leaving his garment 
with her, as denoting that he came near j see n. 5019. A gar- 
ment in the internal sense signifies truth; and to leave the 
garment denotes to withdraw ultimate truth, n. 5008. The 
reason why it here signifies a witness or testification that ho 
came near, is, because ultimate truth, when it is left or with- 
drawn, is a witness to the natural man against the spiritual. 
That the natural man is as it mere conjoined with the spiritual 
man by ultimate truth, but still that he is not conjoined, may 
be seen, n. 501)9; for when the spiritual man explains that 
truth, the dissimilitude appears: the examples adduced above, 
n. 5008, may serve for illustration. The spiritual man as well 
as the natural, says that good ought to be done to the poor, 
the widows, and the fatherless ; but the spiritual man thinks 
that good ought not to be doue to the poor, the widows, aud the 
fatherless, who cull themselves so and still are rich, and who are 
evil; for thus they would deceive by mere names: hence 
he concludes, that the poor, the widows, and fatherless, in the 
Word mean those who are spiritually such; but the natural 
man thinks, that good ought to be done to the poor, the widows, 
and the fatherless, who are so named, and that those and no 
others are meant in the Word ; neither is he concerned whether 
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they be evil or good, neither knowing nor caring to know what 
ia meant by being spiritually such : hence it is manifest that the 
ultimate truth, — that good ought to be done to the poor, the 
willows, and the fatherless, appears similar to both ; but when it 
is explained, it is dissimilar! and when it ia made dissimilar, 
and disjunction thence arises, it serves the natural man for a 
witness or testification that he came near ; hence he speaks what 
is false against the spiritual man, who no longer has the means 
of defending himself: hereby it ia clear, whence and in what 
respect a garment also signifies a witness or testification. Let 
us take also this example : the spiritual man as well as the 
natural man says, that good ought to be done to the neighbor, 
and he also says that every man is a neighbor ; but he thinks 
that one is a neighbor in one respect and degree, and another in 
another, and that to do good to an evil person, because he calls 
himself a neighbor, is to do evil to the neighbor ; the natural 
man conjoins himself with the spiritual in the ultimate truth, — 
that good ought to be done to the neighbor, and also in this, 
that every man is the neighbor ; but be thinks that be who 
favors him ia the neighbor, not caring whether he be good or 
evil : hence also it is manifest, that in that ultimate truth they 
are apparently conjoined, but still that there is no conjunction, 
and that as soon as ever an explanation takes place, there is 
disjunction : in this case, that ultimate truth serves as a witness 
to the natural man against the spiritual, that he as it were 
mocked. So also in other cases. 

5029. And fled forth abroad.— This signifies in thia case he 
separated himself, aa appeara from the aignification of to fly forth 
abroad, as denoting to separate himself; see above, «. 5020; 
and consequently that he had no truth whereby to defend him- 
self; see n. 5009. 

5030. Verses 19, 20. And it came to pass, as her lord heard 
the words of his wife, which she spake to him, saying, According 
to these words thy servant did to me, that his anger was kindled. 
And Joseph's lord took him, and gave him into the prison-house, 
the place where the bound of the king were bound ; and he was 
there in the prison-house. And it came to pass, signifies a uew 
state : as her lord heard the words of his wife which she spake to 
him, signifies communication of the false that it appeared as 
truth : saying, According to these words thy servant did to me, 
signifies confirmation : and his anger.was kindled, signifies aver- 
sion from spiritual truth : and Joseph's lord took him, signifies 
temptation from the natural principle : and gave him into the 
prison-house, signifies as to false speaking againBt good : the place 
in which the bound of the king were bound, signifies the state 
where those are who are in falses: and he was there in the prison- 
house, signifies the duration of temptation. 

5031. And it came to pass. — This signifies a new state, as 
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appears from the signification of "it came to pass, or it was 
so," as involving somewhat new, or a new state (see n. 4-970, 
4987, 4999); in the present case the state of natural spiritual 
good, which state is represented by Joseph, after the ultimate 
of truth was withdrawn from him, consequently after there 
was no longer any conjunction with truth and good natural not 
spiritual. 

5032. As her lord heard the words of his wife, which the 
spake to him, — This signifies communication of llie false that 
it appeared as truth, as is manifest (1.) from the signification of 
"hearing the words," as denoting communication ; for to hear is 
to apperceive, u. 5017, thus to be communicated; and (2.) 
from the signification of " a wife," as denoting truth natural not 
spiritual, spoken of above, but in the present case the false; 
the false speaking itself is signified by what she spake to him, 
as above, n. 5024 ; the communication of the false is with good 
natural not spiritual, which is here signified hy her lord, as 
above, n. 5023; the false appeared to him as truth, as is evident 
from what follows. The subject here treated of is, that good 
natural not spiritual is easily persuaded, insomuch that the false 
appears to it as truth. The nature and quality of good natural 
doI spiritual, or who and of what quality those are who are in 
that good, may be seen above, n. 4988, 4992, 5008. 5013, 
5028 ; they are such as are mild and well-disposed from an 
hereditary and hence an adscititious priucipls, thus who do good 
from nature, but not from religion. It is one thing to do good 
from nature, and another to do it from religion : they cannot be 
distinguished by men in the world, who are not acquainted with 
the interiors ; hut in the other life they arc manifestly discerned; 
for in that life the interiors are manifested, the thoughts, the 
intentions, and the ends of life exhibiting themselves and being 
clearly evident. It has hence been granted me to know the 
quality of those who arc in good not spiritual, and of those who 
are in spiritual good. Those who arc iu good natural not spi- 
ritual, suffer themselves to be persuaded by every one, and easily 
by the evil; for evil spirits and genii arc in their very life or the 
delight of their life, when they can enter into the lusts of any 
one, and when they do so, they entice him to every evil, for in 
such case they persuade him that the false is truth. This they 
easily effect with those who are in good natural not spiritual ; 
but they cannot effect it with those who are in spiritual good, 
for these know interiorly wliat is evil and false. The reason of 
this is, because those who are in spiritual good, when they lived 
in the world, received precepts from doctrine, wherewith they 
imbued their internal man ; so that heaven can operate therein : 
but those who are in good natural not spiritual, when they lived 
in the world, did not receive any precepts from doctriuc, where- 
with they imbued their internal man ; therefore with them there 
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is no plane into which heaven can operate, hut whatever flows in 
with them out of heaven, Hows through ; and when it comes 
into the natural man, it is not received, because the evil or 
diabolical crew instantly take it away, by suffocating, reflecting, 
■ or perverting it. Therefore those who are in natural good only, 
in the other life sulfur hardship, and complain much occasion- 
ally that they arc among the infernals, when yet, as they be- 
lieve, they did good as well as others; but it is told them, that 
they did good merely like tame animal* without reason, and 
were not solicitous about any good and truth of the church, and 
as in consequence they had not in their internal roan any recep- 
tacle of good and truth, therefore they cannot be defended by 
the angels ; also that they did several evils under a. specious 
appearance of good. 

5033. Saying, According to these words thy tenant did to 
me. — This signifies confirmation, as may appear from the faith 
in which he was that his wife said the truth, and that thereby 
it was confirmed with himself; for the wife, who persuaded him, 
is truth natural not spiritual, but, in the present case, the false. 
That good natural not spiritual suffers itself to be easily per- 
suaded by the false, may be seen n. 5032. It is well known 
that falses may be confirmed so as to appear altogether like 
truths. This is evident from every heresy, and from all its par- 
ticulars; which, notwithstanding their being false, still by con- 
firmations appear as truths to those who are in the heresy : it is 
also evident from those who are of no religion, who altogether 
confirm themselves against the things of the church, insomuch 
that they believe that the church is only for the sake of the 
vulgar, to keep them in some sort of check ; also that nature is 
all in all, and the Divine so remote as to be scarcely anything; 
likewise that a man dies like a beast. Concerning these and 
similar tenets, those who are in good natural not spiritual suffer 
themselves to be more easily persuaded and confirmed than 
others, inasmuch as they have no mirror as it were from an in- 
terior principle, but only from an exterior, before which latter, 
fallacii:- ap|>car as realities. 

o0:(4. That hi) anger was kindled.- This signifies aversion 
from spiritual truth, as appear* from the signification of anger, 
as being a recession from the good of charily (see n, 357); thai 
aversion; in the present cane from spiritual truth, which is the 
subject treated of. Anger denotes aversion, because a man, so 
long as he is in auger against any one, averts bin mind (animus) 
from him; for anger ciists or is excited, whi'n auy person or 
thing is coutrory to any one's love, by which love there is 
conjunction with any person or thing : when that conjunction 
is hrokeo, the man is wrathful or angry, as if something were 
lost from the delight of hi* life, consequently something from 
his life : this sadness is turned into grief, aud grief into anger. 
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5035. And Joseph's lord took him. — Tliis signifies tempta- 
tion from the natural principle, as appears from what now 
follows; for the subject about to be treated of is Joseph's being 
sent into the prison -house, whereby in the internal sense is de- 
scribed the temptation of spiritual good in the natural principle; 
and because the words, Joseph's lord took kirn, involve it, they 
also signify it. Temptations arc of two kinds,— as to truths 
and as to goods: temptations as to truths are effected by spirits, 
and temptations as to goods by genii. Spirits and genii in the 
other life are thus distinguished : spirits act into the intellectual 
principle, consequently into the things of faith, but genii into 
the will-principle, consequently into the things of love. Spirits 
present themselves to be seen, and also manifest themselves by 
speech ; but genii make themselves unseen, and only manifest 
themselves by an influx into the desires and lusts : they arc also 
separated in the other life, evil or infernal spirits appearing in 
front and sideways beneath the earth of inferiors, but evil or 
infernal genii appearing; bencnth the hinder part and backward 
under the earth there. Temptations as to truths arc effected, 
as we have said, by evil spirits, and temptations as to goods by 
evil genii. The subject treated of in what now follows is the 
temptations which are effected by evil spirits, thus which are 
effected as to false speaking against good. These temptations 
arc milder than those which arc effected by evil genii, and also 
are prior as to their existence. 

5036. And gave him in/o the prison-house. — This signifies 
as to false speaking against good, as appears from the significa- 
tion of being given into the prison-house, and being there kept 
bound, as denoting to be let into temptations as to false speak- 
ing against good, of which wc shall speak presently; but first 
it may be expedient to say something concerning temptations. 
Scarce any one in the Christian world at this dav knows whence 
temptations come: the man who undergoes lliem, knows no 
other than that they are torments arising from the evils which 
inwardly appertain to him, and which first render' him unquiet, 
next anxious, and finally torment him ; but he is altogether 
ignorant, that they are effected by the evil spirits attendant 
upon him : he is ignorant of this, because he does not believe 
that he is in consort with spirits while he lives in the world, 
and scarcely that there. is any spirit attendant upon him; when 
yet every man, as to his interiors, is continually in the society 
of spirits and angels. Temptations take place when a man is 
in the act of regeneration; for no one can be regenerated, 
unless he also undergoes temptations; and in this case they 
arise from the evil spirits about him ; for on such occasions a 
man is let into the state of evil in which he is, that is, in which 
that very principle is which constitutes his proprium, and when 
he comes iuto this state, evil or infernal spirits encompass him. 
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and when they apperceive that he is interiorly protected by 
angels, they excite the falses which he had thought, and the 
evils which he had done, but the angels from an interior prin- 
ciple defend him. It is this combat which a man perceives as 
temptation, but so obscurely that he scarcely knows any other 
than that it is merely an anxiety ; for a man, especially one who 
believes nothing concerning influx, is in a state altogether 
obscure, and scarce apperccives a thousandth part of the things 
concerning which the evil Bplrits and angels arc contending ; 
nevertheless on such occasions the roan and his eternal salvation 
are at stake, and the determination of the stake is from the 
man ; for the combat is carried on from the things appertaining 
to him, and concerning them. That this is the case, has been 
granted me to know of the utmost certainty : I have heard the 
combat, have perceived the influx, have seen the spirits and 
angels, and at the time and afterwards have conversed with 
them on the subject. Temptations, as we have said, exist prin- 
cipally at the time when a man is made spiritual ; for then he 
spiritually apprehends the truths of doctrine. The man is often 
ignorant of this ; nevertheless the attendant angels in his na- 
tural things see spiritual, fur his interiors are then open towards 
heaven : hence also it is, that a man, who is regenerated, after 
his life in the world, is among angels, and there both sees and 
perceives the spiritual things which before appeared to him as 
natural. When therefore a man is of such quality, he may 
be defended by angels in temptation, when he is assaulted by 
evil spirits; for the angels then have a plane into which they 
operate, flowing in into the spiritual principle appertaining to 
him, and through the spiritual into the natural. When there- 
fore ultimate truth is withdrawn, and of consequence he haa 
nothing whereby to defend himself against those who are natural, 
concerning which state, see n. 5006, 5008, 5009, 5022, 5028; 
he then comes into temptations, and is accused by evil spirits, 
who are all merely natural, especially of false speaking against 
good; as for example, that he thought and said that good ought 
to be done to the neighbor, and that he also approved it in 
act, and yet by a neighbor he now only means those who aro 
principled in good and truth, but not those who are principled 
in evil and the false, and cannot be amended j and consequently, 
since he is no longer willing to do good to the evil, and if he 
would do good, it would be in the way of punishment for the 
sake of their amendment, and of averting evil from his neigh- 
bor, they charge him with thinking and speaking what is false, 
and with not thinking as he speaks. Let us take also this ex- 
ample : inasmuch as a man, when he is made spiritual, no longer 
believes it holy and tending to pious use, to give to monasteries, 
or even to temples, which abound in wealth, and as before he 
was made spiritual, he had had a thought that such conduct 
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was holy and pious, they charge him with thinking now what 
is false, and stir up all the thoughts which ho had heretofore 
cherished concerning such holiness and piety, and also the 
works which he had done in consequence of such thoughts ; in 
like manner in numberless other cases ; but let these examples 
be only for some sort of illustration. They principally enter 
into the affections which he heretofore had, and excite them, 
and also the falscs and evils which he had thought and done, 
and thereby lead him into anxiety, and very often into doubt, 
even to despair. Such then is the origin of spiritual anxieties, 
and of what are called torments of conscience. These things 
appear to the man as if in himself by influx and communication. 
He who knows and believes them, may be compared to a man 
who sees himself in a mirror, and knows that it is not himself 
that appears in it, or on the other side of it, but only his image; 
but he who does not know and believe this, may be compared 
to one who sees himself in the mirror, and imagines that it is 
himself that appears there, and not his image. 

5037. To be given into the prison-house and there to be 
kept bound, denotes to he let into temptations as to false- 
speaking against good, because all the place proximately beneath 
and round about the sole of the foot, is called the prison-house, 
where those are kept who are in vastation, that is, those who 
have been in principles of the false and in the life of evil grounded 
in the false, and yet in good as to the intentions. Such persons 
cannot be received into heaven, until they have put off the 
principles of the false, and also the delight of the life which 
was thence derived : those who are there arc let into tempta- 
tions ; for principles of the false, and the delights of life thence 
derived, can only be cast out by temptations. The place, or rather 
the state in which they are, is signified in general by the prison- 
house, and the places themselves bv pits. Concerning vastations 
in the other life, see n. 698, (199, 1106—1113, 2699, 2701, 
270-i.' Those who are in vastations are called the bound; not 
that they are in any bond or chain, but that they arc not in 
liberty as to their former thoughts and consequent affections. 
That such are meant in the Word by the bound, and by those 
who are in prison, is manifest from other passages in the Word ; 
as in Isaiah : " I will give thee for a covenant of the people, for 
a light of the Gentiles ; to open the blind eyes, to bring him 
thai is bound out of prison, them that sit in darkness out of the 
priion-kotite," (xlii. 6, 7;) speaking of the Lord and of his coming. 
In this passage, to open the blind eyes, and to bring him that is 
bound out of prison, and them that ait in darkness out of the 
prison-house, denotes those who are in ignorance of good and 
truth, who still ore in the desire of knowing and being imbued 
with those principles ; bnt prison in this passage, in the original 
tongue, is expressed by another term. Again, in the same 
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prophet: "All the youths are hid in prison-houses; they are 
made into d spoil, and there is none that (ielivcreth, and none 
that sayeth, Lead forth," (xlii. 22.) Youths, in the internal 
sense, are the truths of faith, which are said to he hid in the 
prison-houses, and to be made into a spoil, when they are no 
longer acknowledged. Again, " If shall be in that day, Jehovah 
will visit upon the host of the height uii the height, and upon 
the kings of the ground upon the ground, and they shall be 
gathered together, the hound upon the pit, and shall be shut up 
upon the inclosurc ; after a multitude of day* tbey shall be 
visited," («iv. 21, 22:} the hound upon the pit denotes those 
who arc in vacation? or temptations. Again, " What will yo 
do in the day of visitation and natation; it cometh from far: 
to whom will ye flee for help'' he that hath not bowed himself; 
they sliull full beneath the bound and beneath the slain," (*. 3, 
4:) beneath the bound- denotes hell which is beneath the places 
of vastation; the slain denote those who have extinguished in 
themselves the truths of faith by principles of the false, in a 
less degree than the thrust through, concerning whom see n. 
4503. And in Zechnriah, " He shall speak peace to the nations ; 
and his dominion shall be from sen even to sen, and from the 
river even to the ends of the earth. As for thee also, by the 
blood of thy covenant, / will send forth the bound out of the pit 
in which is no water. " Return ye to the stronghold, ye bound 
of hope," (ii. 10, 12 :) to send forth the bound out of the pit, 
denotes those who arc in vastation and temptation : the places 
where those are who are in vastation, are called pits, see n. 
4728, 4744. So in David : "Jehovah hcareth the needy, and 
despiseth not his bound," (Psalm lxix. 33.) Again : " Let the 
groaning of him that is bound come before thee," (Psatm hutix. 
1 1 .) Again : " Jehovah looked out of the heavens to the earth, 
to hear the groaning of him that is bound, to open to the sons 
of death," (Psalm cii. 19, 20:) the bound denote those who are 
in vastation and temptations. So in Isaiah : " In an acceptable 
time I answered thee, and in the day of salvation I heard thee ; 
I also guarded thee, and gave thee for a covenant of the people, 
to restore the earth, to distribute the wasted inheritances, to say 
to the bound, Go ye forth, and to them that arc in darkness, be 
ve revealed ; they shall feed on the ways, and in all hills shall 
be good pasture ; and they shall not hunger neither shall they 
thirst," (xlix. 8—10.) Again, "The Spirit of the Lord Jehovah 
is upon me : Jchuvah hath anointed me : he hath sent me to 
preach the gospel to the poor, and to bind up the broken iu 
heart, to preach liberty to the captives, to the bound, and to the 
blind, to proclaim the acceptable year of Jehovah," (lxi. 1, 2.) 
And in David, " Jehovah who docth judgment to the oppressed, 
who giveth bread to the hungry, Jehovah who looseth them that 
are bound, Jehovah who openeth the blind, Jehovah who raisettt 
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up those that are bowed down, Jehovah wiio loveth the just, 
Jehovah who gunrdcth the sojourners, supporteth the fatherless 
and the widow," (Psalm cilvi. 7 — 9 :) the bound denote those 
who arc in vast at ion and temptations on account of falses. 
From these passages it is also manifest, who are meant iu 
Matthew by the bound, or those who are in prison, and also by 
the hungry, the thirsty, and the sojourners : " Then shall the 
King say to those on his right hand, / was hungry, and ye gave 
to me to cat ; / was thirsty, and ye gave to me to drink ; 1 was 
a sojourner, and ye gathered me ; naked, and yc clothed me ; 
sick, and ye visited me; I was in prison, and ye came to me," 
(liv. 3 t, '16;) concerning whom ace the introduction to this 
chapter, n. 4954— *958. 

5038. The place where the bound of the king were bound. — 
This signifies the state where those arc who arc in falses, as 
appears (I .) from the signification of " place," as denoting state ; 
see n. 5625, 2837, 3866, 3387, 4321, 1882 ; and (2.) from the 
signification of " the hound of the king," as denoting those who 
are in falses; and because in falses, they are in variation, and 
those who are regenerated in the world, in temptation; for 
temptation is the vastation of what is false, and at the same time 
the confirmation of what is true. They are called the bound of 
the king, because a king iu the internal sense is truth ; sec n. 
1672, 1728, 2015, 2069, 3009, 3G70, 4575, 4581, 4789, 4966: 
the bound of the king, therefore, are those who arc in falses. 
The places also, where the bound of the king were, were called 
pits; therefore Joseph says, "By theft I was carried away from 
the laud of the Hebrews ; and also here I have not done any- 
thing, that they should put me into the pit," (chap. il. 15.) 
Concerning a pit, as denoting a place of vastation ; see n. 4728, 
4744. 

5039. And he was there in the prison-house. — This signifies 
the duration of the temptation, as appears (1.) from the signifi- 
cation of the prison-house, as denoting vastation, and also 
temptation; see above, n. 5036, 5037; and (2.) from the signi- 
fication of being in it, as denoting to tarrv there ; thus duration. 

5010. Verses 21—23. And Jehovah was with Joseph, and 
inclined mercy to him, and gave his grace in the eyes of the prince 
of the prison-house. And the prince of the prison-house gave into 
Joseph's hand all the bound who were in the prison-house ; and all 
that they did there, he was the doer. The prince of the prison- 
house saw not anything in his hand, because Jehovah was with 
him ; and whatever he did, Jehovah prospered. And Jehovah 
was with Joseph, signifies that the Divine was in him : and in- 
clined mercy to him, signifies the divine love in singulars : and 
gave his grace in the eyes of the prince of the prison-house, signi- 
fies relief hence in temptations : and the prince of the prison- 
house gave, signifies truth governing in a state of temptations : 
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into Joseph'* hand all the bound who were in the prison-house, 
signifies from himself over all fakes : and all that they did there, 
he was the doer, signifies absolute power: the prince of the 
prison-house saw not anything in his hand, signifies that himself 
governed truth : and whatever he did, Jehovah prospered, signi- 
fies Hint the divine providence was from himself. 

5311. And Jehovah was with Joseph.— -This signifies that 
the Divine was in him, viz., in the Lord, who iu the supreme 
sense is represented by Joseph, iti the present case the Divine 
in temptations, which are here treated of; for the Divine itself 
is Jehovah ; and that he was in him, is signified by Jehovah's 
being with Joseph ; inasmuch as in the sense of the letter 
Joseph is treated of, it is said with him, but in the internal 
sense where the Lord is treated of it is in him. That the 
Divine was in him, may be evident to every one within the 
church from this consideration, that he was conceived of Jehovah i 
on which account he so frequently calls him his father. The 
very esse of a mau, and hence the inmost principle of his life is 
from the father, the clothing or exterior things are from the 
mother; therefore the Lord's esse, and hence the inmost prin- 
ciple of his life, was divine, because it was Jehovah himself; 
and the clothings or exterior things constituted the human 
which he toot from the mother by nativity. This human was 
such as could be tempted, for it was polluted with evil hereditary 
from the mother; but as the inmost principle was divine, it was 
able by its own proper power to expel the evil which was here- 
ditary from the mother ; and this was done successively by 
temptations, and finally by the last which was that of the cross; 
on which occasion, he fully glorified his human, that is, made it 
Divine. Hence may be manifest what is meant by "the Divine 

5042. And inclined mercy to him. — This signifies the divine 
love in singulars, as appears from the signification of "mercy," 
as being in the supreme sense the divine love; sec n. 1735, 
3003, 3073, 3120, 3875. The divine esse itself is love, under- 
stood in the supreme sense, altogether incomprehensible u.> w.nv. ; 
from which by means of truth all things exist and subsist, as 
well those which have life, aB those which have not. That 
divine love, from the very esse through the inmost principle of 
life in the Lord, flowed in into even the minutest things which 
he did from the human taken from the mother, and directed 
them to ends, and these ends to the ultimate end— that man- 
kind might be saved. And as the Lord from the very Divine 
in himself saw that his human, as to its quality, was in evil from 
what was hereditary, therefore it is said that Jehovah inclined 
mercy to him, and thereby in the supreme sense is meant the 
divine iove in singulars ; for the divine mercy is actually the 
divine love towards those who are in miseries, n. 1019, 3063, 
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3875, that is, towards those who are in temptations ; for these 
are in miseries, and are principally meant by the miserable in 
the Word. 

5043. And gone his grace in the eyes of the prince of the 
prison-house. — This signifies relief thence derived, as appears 
(1 .) from the signification of " giving grace," as denoting relief; 
for to give grace in temptations is to comfort and relieve by hope ; 
and (2.) from the signification of " a prince," as denoting a pri- 
mary truth, of which we shall speak in the following paragraph ; 
and (3.) from the eiguili'Mlinri nf tin- " in-ison-hnusc," ;is de- 
noting the vastution of the false, consequent! v temptation ; aee 
above, n. 5036, 5037. 

5044. And the prince of the prison-house gave. — This sig- 
nifies truth governing in a state of temptations, as appears (J.) 
from the signification of " a prince," as denoting a primary 
truth, thus the governing truth, of which we shall speak pre- 
sently ; and (2.) from the signification of " the prison-house," as 
denoting the vastation of the false, consequently temptation ; 
conivrmng which see above, n. 503(5, 5037, 5043. It may bo 
expedient to premise what is meant by truth governing in a 
state of temptations. With all who are in temptations, truth 
flows in from the Lord, which rules and governs the thoughts, 
and raises them as often as they fall into doubts and despair. 
This governing truth is that truth which they hove learnt from 
the Word or from doctrine, and which they have confirmed with 
themselves : other truths indeed are also on such occasions re- 
called, hut they do not govern their interiors ; sometimes the 
troth which governs is not presented to view before the under- 
standing, but lies hid in what is obscure, and stiil it governs r 
for the Divine of the Lord flows in into it, and thereby keeps 
the interiors of the mind in it; when therefore it comes into 
light, he that is in temptation receives consolation and is re- 
lieved. It is not the truth itself, hut the affection of that truth, 
by which the Lord governs, those who are in temptations ; for 
the Divine flows in only into those things which are of the affec- 
tion : the truth which is implanted and inrooted in a man's 
interiors, is implanted and inrooted hy affection, and not at all 
without it : the truth which has been implanted and inrooted by 
affection, remains, and is recalled by affection; and when such 
truth is thus recalled, it presents the affection conjoined to it, 
which is the man's reciprocal affection. As this is the case with 
a man who is in temptations, therefore no one is admitted into 
any spiritual temptations, until he attains to adult age, and has 
thus imbibed some truth whereby lie can be governed ; otherwise 
he sinks under the temptation, and in such case his last state is 
worse than the first. From these considerations it may appear, 
what is meant by truth governing in a state of temptations, 
which is signified hy the prince of the prison-house. A prince 
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denotes a primary truth, because a king in the internal sense 
signifies truth itself, n. 1G72, 1728, 2015, 2069, 3009, 3670, 
4575, 4581, 4789, 4966 ; hence princes, as the sons of a king, 
signify the primaries of that truth : that princes have this signi- 
fication, may be seen, n. 1482, 2089 ; but as there it was not 
shewn to be so from other passages in the Word, it may be ex- 
pedient here to adduce some in the way of proof ; as in Isaiah : 
" Unto us a boy is born, unto us a son is given ; upon teho$e 
shoulder shall he the principality. The Prince of Peace, multi- 
plying principality and peace ; there shall be no end," (ix. 6, 7,) 
speaking of the Lord. Principality upon the shoulder denotes 
all divine truth in the heavens from himself ; for the heavens arc 
distinguished into principalities according to truths from good, 
whence also the angels are called principalities. Peace is a state 
of blessedness in the heavens affecting good and truth from in- 
most principles, n. 3780 ; hence the Lord is called the Prince 
of Peace, and is said to multiply principality and peace, to which 
there is no end. Again, in the same prophet, " The princes of 
Zoart, the wise, the counsellors of Pharaoh, arc foolish. How 
say ye to Pharaoh, I am the son of the wise, the son of the 
kings of antiquity ? the princes ofZoan arc infatuated, the princes 
of Noph are deceived ; and they have seduced Egypt, the corner- 
stone of the tribes," (xix. 11, 13 ;) speaking of Egypt, which 
signifies the scientific principle of the church, n. 4749, thus 
natural truth which is the ultimate of order; therefore, also, 
Egypt is here called the corner-stone of the tribes, for the tribes 
denote all things of truth in one complex, n.'3a r >8, 38G2, 392G, 
3939, 4060 ; but in this passage Egypt denotes the scientific 
principle which perverts the truths of the church ; thus it 
denotes truths in the ultimate of order falsified, which are the 
princes of Zoan and the princes of Noph. He calls himself a 
son of the kings of antiquity, because the scientifics in Egypt 
were from the truths of the ancient church ; the truths them- 
selves are signified by kings, as was shewn above, and the truths 
of the ancient church by the kings of antiquity. Again, in tho 
same prophet : " Ashur thinks what is not right, and his heart 
meditates what is not right; for his heart is to destroy, and to 
cut off nations not a few ; for he saith, Are not my princes 
kings ?" (x. 7, 8;) Ashur denotes reasoning concerning divine 
truths, whence come falsities; thus he denotes perverse reason- 
ing, n. 1186 ; truths thence falsified, or falscs, which are made 
by reasoning and appear as most real truths, are signified by 
his saying, Arc not my princes kings ? That Ashur denotes 
reasoning, and his princes who are kings primary falscs, which 
arc believed to be the most real truths, cannot be seen and 
thenee believed, so long as the mind is kept in the historical 
sense of the letter, and still less if it be in a disposition to 
deny that there is in the Divine Word somewhat more holy and 
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more universal than what appears in the letter; when neverthe- 
less in the internal sense Ashur in the Word means reason and 
reasoning, and kings truths themselves, and princes the pri- 
maries of truths. It is also unknown in heaven what Ashnr is ; 
and the angels likewise reject from themselves the idea of a king 
and a prince, and when they apperccivc it with a man, they 
transfer it to the Lord, and perceive that which proceeds from 
the Lord, and is of the Lord in heaven, viz., the divine truth 
from his divine good. Again, in the same prophet, "Ashur 
falls by the sword not of a roan (vir), and the sword not of a 
man (hnmoj shall devour him; also his rock shall pass away 
through dread, and his princes shall be in consternation at the 
standard," (xxxi. H, !)) ; speaking also of Egypt, which is the 
scientific principle of the church perverted. Reasoning from 
scicntiiics concerning divine truths, whence come perversion 
and falsification, is Ashnr ; those truths perverted and falsified 
are princes; the sword, by which Ashur shall fall, ia the false 
combating and vastating the truth, n. 2799, 4499. Again, in 
the same prophet, " The strength of Pharaoh shall be your 
shame, and trust in the shadow of Egypt your ignominy, when 
his princes shall be in Zoan," (%\\. 3, i.) Princes in Zoan denote 
truths falsified, thus falses, as above. Again, " The cormorant 
and the bittern shall possess it ; and the owl and the raven 
shall dwell therein ; he shall stretch over it the line of empti- 
ness, and the plumb-lines of wasteness : the nobles thereof 
shall not be there ; they shall call the kingdom, and all the 
princes thereof shall be nothing," (xxxiv. 11, 12.) The cormo- 
rant, the bittern, the owl, the raven, denote genera of the false, 
which exist when the divine truths that arc in the Word become 
of no account. The desolation and vastation of truth is signi- 
fied by the line of emptiness and the plumb-lines of wasteness ; 
and the falses, which are their primary truths, are signified by 
princes. Again, in the same prophet, '* I will render profane 
the princes of holiness, and I will give Jacob to the curse, and 
Israel to reproaches," (sliii. 28.) To render profane the princes 
of holiness denotes holy truths ; the extirpation of the truth of 
the external and internal church is signified by giving Jacob to 
the curse and Israel to reproaches. That Jacob is the external 
church and Israel the internal, may be seen, n. 428(1. And in 
Jeremiah, "There shall enter through the gates of this city 
kings and princes sitting upon the throne of David, riding in the 
chariot and upon horses, themselves and their princes," (xvii. 25.) 
He that understands the Word in the historical sense in this 
passage, cannot know that it contains anything deeper and 
more holy than that kings and princes should enter through the 
gates of the city in a chariot and on horses ; and hence he col- 
ects that it signifies the duratinn of the kingdom ; but he that 
knows what is signified in the internal sense by a city, by kings, 
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by princes, by the throne of David, and by riding in a chariot 
and on horses,— such a one sees deeper and more holy tilings 
therein; for the city or Jerusalem signifies the Lord's spiritual 
kingdom, u. 2117,3651-. Kings denote divine truths, as was 
shewn above ; princes the primaries of truth ; the throne of 
David the Lord's heaven, n. 1888; riding in a chariot and on 
horses the intellectual spiritual principle of the church, n. 2760, 
2761, 3217. Again, in the same prophet, "O sword against 
the Chaldeans, and against the inhabitants of Babel, and against 
the princes thereof, and against the wise ones thereof; O sword 
against the liars, O sword against their horses; and against 
their chariots," (1. 35—37.) A sword denotes truth combating 
against the false, and the false combating against truth and 
vastating it, n. 2799, 4499 : the Chaldeans denote those who 
profane truths, and the inhabitants of Babel those who profane 
good, n. 1182, 1283, 1295, 1304—1308, 1321, 1322, 1326, 
1327. Princes denote falses, which to them are primary truths; 
horses denote the intellectual principle of the church, and 
chariots the doctrinal principle thereof, whose Testation ia signi- 
fied by the sword against the horses and the chariots. Again, 
" How doth the Lord cover the daughter of Zion with a cloud in 
bis anger ! The Lord hath swallowed up, he hath not spared all 
the habitations of Jacob ; he hath destroyed in his wrath the 
strongholds of the daughter of Judah, he hath cast them to 
the earth ; he hath profaned the kingdom and the princes thereof: 
the gates have sunk down into the earth, and he hath broken 
the bars: the king and the princes are amongst the nations," 
(Lam. ii. ], 2, 9.) The daughter of Zion and of Judah denotes 
the celestial church, in the present case that church destroyed ; 
a kingdom denotes the truths of doctrine therein, n. 2547, 
4691; a king denotes the truth itself; princes the primaries 
thereof. Again, " Our skins like an oven are made black be- 
cause of the storms of famine ; they have compressed the women 
in Zion, the virgins in the cities of Judah : the princes are hanged 
up by their hand," (Lam. v. 10—12.) The princes hanged up 
by their hand denotes that truths were profaned ; for hanging 
represented the damnation of profanation; and in consequence 
of such representation, it was also commanded, when the people 
committed whoredom after Baal-peor, and worshiped their gods, 
" that the princes should be hanged before the sun," (Numb. xiv. 
1—4;) for to commit whoredom after Baal-peor, and to worship 
their gods, was to profane worship. And in Ezekiel, " The 
king shall mouro, and the prince shall be clothed with stupor, 
and the hands of the people of the earth shall be affrighted; 
after their way I will act with them," (vii. 27.) A king in like 
manner denotes truth in general, and a prince the primaries 
thereof. Again, " The prince who is in the midst of them shall 
be carried upon the shoulder under darkness, and shall go forth ; 
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they shall dig through the wall to bring out thereby; he shall 
cover hU faces, that his eye shall not see the earth," (xii. 12.) 
It is very manifest that in this passage a prince docs not mean a 
prince, but the truth of the church; concerning which, when 
it is said that it shall be carried on the shoulder under darkness, 
it whs to signify that with all power it should be conveyed down 
among falses; for darkness denotes falses : covering the face 
denotes Ihnt truth should not at all be seen ; his eye not seeing 
the earth, denotes that nothing of the church would be seen. 
That the earth denotes the church, sec n. 662, lOfiG, 1008, 
1202, 1413, 1(107, 173a, 1850, 2117, 2118, 2928, 3.35.-., +147, 
4535. And in Ilosea: " Many days the sons of Israel shall sit, 
without a king and without a prince, and without sacrifice, and 
without a statue, and without an ephod, and without teraphim," 
(iii. 4.) And in David : " The king's daughter is all glorious 
within, and her clothing is of woven gold : she shall be brought 
to the king in needlework : instead of thy fathers shall be thy 
sons : thou shall set them for princes in all the earth," (Psalm jlIv. 
13, 14-, 16.) The king's daughter is the Lord's spiritual king- 
dom ; it is called his spiritual kingdom from the Lord's divine 
truth, which is there described by a garment of woven gold and 
needlework : sons denote the truths of that kingdom which are 
from the Lord's Divine, which should be princes, that is, pri- 
maries. The prince, concerning whom and his possession in 
the New Jerusalem and in the new earth, so much is said in 
Ezckicl, chap. xliv. 3; xlv. 7, 8, 17; slvi. 8, 10, 12, 16—18; 
xlviii. 21, signifies in general the truth which is from the Lord's 
Divine; for the New Jerusalem, the New Temple, and the New 
Earth, there mentioned, signify the Lord's kingdom in the 
heavens and in the earths, which is there described by repre- 
sentatives, such as occur in other parts of the Word. 

5045. Into Joseph's hand ail the bound who were in the 
prison-house. — This signifies from himself over all falses, viz., 
truth governing in a state of temptations, as appears (1.) from 
the signification of "giving into Joseph's hand," as denoting 
into his power, for hand is power, n. 5008 ; thus that it was from 
himself, for what is effected from his power is effected from him- 
self; Joseph in the internal sense means the Lord, as has been 
frequently shewn above; and (2.) from the signification of "the 
bound in the prisou-hnuse," as denoting falses; concerning 
which, sec above, n. 5037, 5038 : thus " the prince of the prison- 
house giving into Joseph's hand all the bound in the prison- 
house," signifies truth governing in a state of temptation* from 
himself our all falses; that is, that the truth whereby he 
governed falses in a stale of temptations w.n from himself. In 
this passage and in what follows to the end of this chapter, in 
the interim! sense, it is shewn that the Lord himself from his 
own proper power governed in a state of temptations, that is, 
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overcame the hells which mere in evils and fakes, and which con- 
tinually infused evils and folses into mankind. That the Lord 
by his own proper power overcame nnd subdued the hells, and 
thereby glorified or made divine the human in himself, may be 
seen, n. HUG, 1749, 1755, 1818, 1904, 1914, 1921, 1935, 2025, 
•>u>U\, XKi, 2\:.\i, 2.->74, 27m, 2795, 30:56, 3381, 3382, 4075, 
-llirffi, rinnr, ; this is TiuLiii 1 l'rijin several passages in the Word, 
as from this in John ; " I lay down my soul, that I may take it 
again r no one takcth it from me ; but I lay it down of myself. 
I have power to lay it down, and I have power to take it again," 
(x. 17, 18.) The passion of the cross was the Inst of the temp- 
tations, by which he fully glorified the human in himself, that 
is, made it Divine, as is evident also from several passages in 
the Word, as from John, chap. xiii. 31, 32; svii. 1, 5; Luke 
ixiv. 20. 

5040. And all thai Ihey did there, he was the doer.— This 
signifies absolute power, as may appear without explanation ; for 
the words involve that all things were from himself, thus that he 
was in the absolute power of doing and of leaving undone. 

5047. The prince of the prison-house saw not anything in 
his hand. — This signifies that he himself governed truth, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of " the prince of the prison- 
house," as denoting truth governing in a slate of temptations; 
see above, n. 50 H ; and {2.) from the signification of " not see- 
iug anything in his hand," as denoting that it is from himself; 
thus from absolute power; as above, n. 5015, 5016. 

5048. Because Jehovah was with him. — This signifies from 
the Divine which was in himself, aa appears from what was said 
above, n. 5041. 

5049. And whatever he did Jehovah prospered. — This signi- 
fies that the Divine Providence was from himself, as appears 
from the signification of causing to prosper, as denoting pro- 
vidence; see n. 4972, 4975: that it is divine, is meant by Je- 
hovah; and that it was from himself, by what lie did. The 
reason why causing to prosper in the supreme sense is provi- 
dence, is, because everything prosperous, which appears in the 
ultimates of nature, is in its origin from the divine providence 
of the Lord: that this is the case, and also that everything 
which is said to be of fortune, is from the same source, will be 
Bhewn elsewhere, by the divine mercy of the Lord, from what 
has been experienced in the spiritual world. 
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A CONTINUATION OF THE SUBJECT OF CORRESPONDENCE 
WITH THE GRAND WAN, IN THE PRESENT CASE OF THE 
CORRESPONDENCE OF THE LOINS AND THE GENITALS 
THEREWITH. 

5050. AT the close of the preceding chapter, n. 4931—4053, 
we shewed from experience, who in the Grand Man or heaven 
belong to the province of the hands, the arms, and the feet; we 
will now proceed to shew what are the societies in heaven or the 
Grand Man, to which the loins correspond, and also the members 
adhering thereto, which are called the genitals. In general it is 
to be noted, that the loins, and the members adhering thereto, 
correspond to genuine conjugial love, consequently to the societies 
which consist of such persons. Those who are in those societies 
are more celestial than others, and live in the delight of peace 
more than others. 

5051. In a quiet dream I saw some trees that were planted in 
a wooden receptacle : one of them was tall, another lower, and 
two were small; Ihe lower tree delighted me most; and at the 
same time a very pleasant rest, such as I cannot express, affected 
my mind. When I awoke, I entered into conversation with the 
angelic spirits who had induced the dream; see n. 1977, 1979. 
They told me that what I had seen signified conjugial love ; the 
tall tree signifying the husband, the lower tree ihe wife, and the 
two small ones the children .- they said further, that the very plea- 
sant rest, which affected my mind, was an indication of the plea- 
santness of peace enjoyed in the other life, by those who have lived 
in genuine conjugial love. They added, that such persons belong 
to the province of the thighs next above the knees, and that those 
who are in a still more pleasant state belong to the province of the 
loins. It was also shewn me, that there is a communication 
through the feel to the soles and the heels : that there is a com- 
munication, is also manifest from that great nerve in the thigh, 
which sends forth Us branches not only through the loins to the 
genitals, which are the organs of conjugial love, but also through 
the feet to the soles and the heels. It was also discovered to me 
on this occasion, what is meant in the Word by the pan and the 
nerve of the thigh which Jacob had put out of joint when he 
wrestled with the angel; (Gen. xxiii. 26, 32, 33;) see a. 4280, 
4281, -1314— '1317. / afterwards saw a great dog, like that 
which the most ancient writers call Cerberus, with his jaws hor- 
ribly extended. It was told me, that such a dog signifies a guard, 
to prevent a man's passing over from celestial conjugial love la 
the love of adultery, which is infernal ; for conjugial love is celes- 
tial, when a man with his conjugial partner, and his children, 
whom he most tenderly loves, lives contented in the Lord: hence 
in the world he experiences interior satisfaction, and in the other 
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life celestial joy ; but when he passes from thai love into the oppo- 
site, and the delight therein appears as if il were celestial, 
although it is infernal, in this case such a dog is presented as a 
security lest the opposite delights should communicate. 

5052. The Lord insinuates conjugial lore through the inmost 
heaven, the inhabitants thereof being in peace above all others. 
Peace in the Jieavens resembles the spring season in the world, 
which gives delight to all things ,- il is the celestial principle itself 
in its origin. The angels who dwell there are the wisest of all, 
and from their innocence appear to others like infants; for they 
love infants much more than their parents do. They are present 
with infants in the womb, and by their means the Lord takes care 
that infants be nourished and perfected there ; thus they preside 
over those who are with child. 

5053. There are heavenly societies, to which all and singular 
the members and organs allotted to generation in each sea; cor- 
respond. Those societies are distinct from others, as that province 
in man is perfectly distinct and separate from the rest. The rea~ 
son why those societies are heavenly is, because conjugial love is 
the fundamental of all loves, a. 686, 2730 -2738 ; it also excels 
the rest in use, and consequently in delight ; for marriages are the 
seminaries of the whole human race, and also of the Lord's 
heavenly kingdom; for heaven is from the human race. 

5054. Those who have most tenderly loved infants, as such 
mothers, are in /he province of the womb and the adjacent organs, 
as in the neck of the uterus and of the ovaries, and those who are 
there, are in the sweetest and most delicious life, and in heavenly 
joy above others. 

5055. But it has not been granted me to know the nature and 
quality of those heavenly societies which belong to each of these 
organs, for they are of a more interior kind than can be compre- 
hended by any one who is in an inferior sphere ; they also have 
reference to the uses of those organs, which uses are hidden, and 
likewise remote from science, for a reason also which is of provi- 
dence, lest such things which are in themselves most heavenly, 
should suffer injury by filthy thoughts, which are those of lasci- 
viousness, of whoredom, and adultery, and which are excited with 
the generality of people on the bare mention of those organs. I am 
therefore only allowed to relate some things more remotely con. 
nected therewith, which I have seen. 

5056. A certain spirit from another earth was present with 
me; (concerning the spirits from other eartlts, by the divine mercy 
of the Lord, we shall speak elsewhere ;) he anxiously requested 
that I would intercede for him, that he might be admitted into 
heaven, saying he did not know that he had done any evil, only 
that he had chided the inhabitants of that earth ; (for there are 
chiders and chastisers of those who do not lead orderly lives, of 
whom also we shalt speak, when we treat of the inhabitants of 
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other earths ;} he added, that after chiding he instructed them; 
he then talked as it were with a divided mind; he could also 
excite compassion. I could make Aim no other reply than that it 
was out of my power to help him , thai help could cow only from 
the Isord, and that, if he was worthy, he might entertain hope. 
He was then sent among the welt-disposed spirits front his own 
earth ; but these told him that he could not continue in consort 
with them, because he was not of their temper and disposition. 
But as from an intense desire he was stilt urgent to he let into 
heaven, he was s'nt into a ,nri--tu if •/■< It.di.-piised spirits of this 
earth : yet those also said that he could not continue with them. 
He was likewise of a blark color in the light of heaven, but he 
himself said, that he was not of a black but of a murrhine color. 
I was told that they are such in the beginning, who are after- 
wards received among those who constitute the province of the 
seminal vessels ; for in those vessels is collected the semen with 
its proper serum with which it is combined, and thereby rendered 
.meet, after it has been emitted, to be resolved inlo the neck of the 
uterus, and so to be serviceable to conception ; and there is in 
such substance an endeavour and as it were a desire of performing 
use, thus of putting off the serum with which it is clothed. Some- 
thing similar to this also appeared to appertain to that spirit. 
He came again to me, but in vile clothing, and said, that he was 
burning with desire to come into heaven, and that now he appcr- 
ceived that he was of a quality to be received. I was permitted 
to tell him, that possibly it was a proof that in a short time he 
would be received. He was then /old by the angels to put off his 
garment, which he immediately did in great haste, so intense was 
his desire. Thus was represented the quality of the desires of those 
who are in the province to which the seminal vessels correspond. 

5057. I once saw a large mortar, and standing by it a certain 
man with an iron pestle, who from phantasy seemed to himself to be 
pounding men in it, torturing litem in a dreadful manner ; this lie 
did with great delight : the delight itself was communicated 
to me, that I might know its quality and quantity with persons 
of such a character .* it was an infernal delight. The angels told 
me that such was the ruling delight with the posterity of Jacob, 
and that they perceived nothing more delightful than to treat the 
nations with cruelty, to expose them when slain to be devoured 
by wild beasts and birds, to cut them alive with saws and axes, 
to send them through the brick-kiln (2 Sam. xii. 81), and to 
throw and dash their children to the ground. Such things were 
never commanded or permitted except to those who had the nerve 
of their thigh out of joint, a. 5051. The dwellings of such are 
under the right heel, where are adulterers who are also cruel. 
It is therefore surprising that any one should at all believe, that 
that nation was chosen in preference to others ; hence also it comes 
to pass, that several confirm themselves in the belief that the Ijfe 
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is of no account, but (lection is everything, and that consequently 
reception into heaven is of mere mercy, without any regard to the 
life ; when yet every one from sound reason is enabled to see, that 
to think so is to think against the Divine, for the Divine is mercy 
itself: if therefore heaven was of mere mercy, without regard to 
the life, all would be received into it, whatever might be their 
numbers : to thrust any one into hell, when he might he received 
into heaven, would be unmercifulness and not mercy, and to choose 
one in preference to another would be injustice and not justice. 
Those therefore who have believed, and have confirmed themselves 
in the belief, that some are chosen, and the rest rejected, and that 
admission into heaven is merely out of mercy, without any regard 
to the life, are told, as I have also occasionally heard and seen, 
that the Lord never denies heaven to any one, as they may know 
from experience, if they desire it ; they are therefore elevated into 
mime society of heaven, inhabited by those who have spent their 
life in the affection of good or in charily; but when they come 
there, and being evil, they begin to be tormented and inwardly 
tortured, because their life is contrary; and in the heavenly light 
they appear like devils, almost without the human form, some with 
the face distorted, some like grates of teeth, some like monsters in 
other shapes; thus they abhor themselves, and cast themselves 
down headlong into hell, and the deeper they descend, so much the 
better for them. 

5058. I also saw a certain man, who in the world had been 
reputed among the more worthy, and who at that time was known 
to me, but not as to his internal quality ; nevertheless in the other 
life, after some revolutions of the stale of his life, he was shewn 
to be deceitful. When he had been for some time among the 
deceitful in the other life, and had there suffered much hardship, 
he was desirous of being separated from them. I heard him say 
on this occasion, that he wished to come into heaven; he also had 
believed that reception there was of mere mercy ; but he was laid, 
that if he came there, he could not remain, and that he would be 
tormented like those in the world who are in the agony of death. 
Nevertheless as he was still urgent, he was admitted into a society 
consisting of the simple good, who are in front above the head; but 
when he came among them he began to act according to his life by 
craft and deceit ; hence in the space of an hour, the good there, who 
were simple, began to lament that he took from them the perception 
of good and truth, and consequently their delight, thereby destroying 
their state. At that instant some light from the interior heaven 
was admitted, in which he appeared like a devil, with the upper 
part of his nose shamefully furrowed as from a loathsome wound. 
He then began also to be inwardly tortured, and as soon as he was 
sensible of it, he cast himseff thence into hell. Hence it is manifest, 
that election and reception are not of mere mercy, but that it is 
the Itfe which makes heaven; nevertheless alt things of the Ufe of 
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good and of the faith of truth are mercifully given to those in the 
world who receive mercy, and they are received out of mercy, and 
it is they who are called the elect, n. 3755, 3900. 

5059. Those who have lived in what is contrary to conjugial 
love, that is, in adultery, when they have apjiroached me, have 
infused a pain into my loins, more or less acute according to the 
life of adultery which they have lived ; from which influx also it 
Was manifest, that the loins correspond lo conjugial love. Their 
hell also is under the hinder part of the loins, beneath the bullocks, 
where they dwell in filth and excrement ; these things likewise ore 
alluring lo them, for they correspond to such pleasures in the spi- 
ritual world. More, however, will be said respecting these, when, 
by the divine mercy of the Lord, we come to speak of the hells 
generally and specifically. 

5063. Who they are that correspond to the testicles, was like- 
wise made manifest lo me from those who are in what is contrary 
to conjugial love, and cause pain in the testicles : for societies, 
when they operate, act upon those parts and members of the body, 
lo which they correspond, the heavenly societies by a gentle, sweet, 
delightful influx ; the infernal, who are in what is contrary, by a 
severe and painful influx ; but their influx is not perceived, except 
by those who have their interiors open, and thence have perceptible 
communication with the spiritual world. Those who are in prin- 
ciples contrary to conjugial love, and cause pain in the testicles, 
are those who ensnare by love, friendship, and kind offices ; such, 
when they have come to me, were desirous to speak with me in 
secret, being exceedingly fearful lest any one should be present ; 
for this was their character in the life of the body, and consequently 
such is their character in the other life ; for every one's peculiar 
life follows him after death. There arose from the region near 
Gehenna as it were something arial and inconspicuous, which was 
a company of such spirits ; but although there were several, after- 
wards it appeared to me as if it were only one, having bandages 
interposed, which yet he seemed to himself lo remove .* hereby 
was signified that they were desirous to remove obstacles, for in 
such a manner the thoughts and contrivances of the mind appear 
representatively in the world of spirits, and when they appear, it 
is instantly apperceived what they signify. Afterwards it seemed 
to me as if there came forth from his body a dimunitive spirit of 
the color of snow, by which was represented their thought and 
intention, thai they were desirous to put on a state of innocence, 
that no one might suspect anything of the kind concerning them. 
When he came to me, he lei himself down towards the loins, and 
seemed as it were to bend himself about each, by which was repre- 
sented that they were desirous to present themselves in chaste con- 
jugial love ; afterwards about the feel by spiral flexures, by which 
was represented thai they were desirous to insinuate themselves by 
such things as in nature are delightful. At length that dimunitive 
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spirit became almost inconspicuous, by which teat represented that 
they were desirous to lie altogether concealed. The angel* told 
itit thai .'uch aixiiuinliwi is customary with those who have en- 
snaring purposes in conjugial love, viz., who in the world have 
insinuated themselves in order that they might commit adultery with 
wives, by speaking chastely and sanely concerning conjugial love, 
fondling the infants, commending the husband in every way, so as 
to be believed friendly, chaste, and innocent, when yet tlu-.y are 
deceitful adulterers. What therefore their quality is, was further 
shewn me ; for when all this had passed, the dimunitive spirit of 
the color of snow became conspicuous, and appeared dusky and 
very black, and moreover Very deformed ; and he was cast out into 
his hell, which was also at a considerable depth beneath the middle 
part of the loins ; there they drag on their existence in the filthiest 
excrements ; and they are also there among the robbers who have 
relation to the common involuntary sense ; concerning whom see 
a. -1327. I also afterwards entered into conversation with suck, 
and they were surprised that any one should make conscience of 
adultery, or from scruples of conscience should refuse to lie with 
another's wife when he was allowed; and when I spoke with them 
respecting conscience, they denied that any one has conscience. I 
teas told, that such are chiefly from Christendom, and seldom any 
from other parts. 

5061. As a corollary, I am allowed to add this memorandum. 
There were some spirits who had long lain concealed, shut up in a 
peculiar hell, from which they could not break out, I wondered 
for some time who they were. One evening they mere let out, and 
on this occasion I heard from them a tumultuous and long.continued 
murmur ; and when they had an opportunity, I heard from them 
some abusive language against myself, and perceived an attempt 
that they were desirous to ascend and destroy me. On my en- 
quiring from the angels the reason, they said that those spirits 
hated me in their life-lime, although I had never done them the 
slightest injury ; and I was instructed thai such, when they only 
perceive the sphere of the person whom they have hated, breathe 
his destruction ; but they were sent back to their own hell. Hence 
it may appear evident, that those who have indulged in mutual 
hatred towards each other in the world, meet together in the other 
life, and are intent upon doing much mischief to each other, as I 
have also been led to know by other examples on several occasions ; 
for hatred is opposite to love and charity, and is an aversion and 
as it were a spiritual antipathy ; therefore in tlie other life at the 
very instant that they perceive the sphere of the person against 
whom they have indulged hatred, they become as it were mad. 
Hence it is manifest what is involved in what the Lord said in 
Matthew, chap, v., verses 22—26. 

5062. The subject concerning correspondence with the Grand 
Man will be continued at the close of the following chapter. 
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5063. BEFORE the preceding Chapter xwix. we explained 
what the Lord spake concerning the judgment upon the good 
and the evil, in Matthew, chap. xxv. verses 34 — 3G. We come 
now to what follows in these words, " Then will the just answer 
him, saying, Lord, when saw we thee hungry and fed thee, or 
thirsty and gave thee to drink? when saw we thee a sojourner and 
gathered thee, or naked and clothed thee '( when saw we Ihee sick, 
or in prison, and came to thee ? Bat the King will answer and 
say to them, Verily I say unto you, So much as ye have done to 
one of the least of these my brethren, ye have done to me. Then 
will he say also to those on the left hand. Depart from me, ye 
cursed, into everlasting jire, prepared for the devil and his angels; 
for I was hungry and ye did not give me to cat, I was thirsty 
and ye did not give me to drink ; I was a sojourner and ye did 
not gather me, naked and ye did not clothe me, sick and in prison 
and ye did not visit me: then will they also answer him, saying, 
Lord, when saw uie thee hungry, or thirsty, or a sojourner, or 
naked, or sick, or in prison, and did not minister to thee? Then 
wilt he answer them, saying, Verily I say unto you, So much has 
ye have not done to one of the least of these, neither have ye done 
to me. And these wilt go away into everlasting punishment, but 
the just into life eternal," (verses 37—^-6.) 

5064-. In what was premised to the preceding chapter, n. 
4954 — 4959, we explained what is signified in the internal sense 
by giving to the hungry to eat, to the thirsty to drink, by 
gathering the sojourner, clothing the naked, visiting the sick 
and him that is in prison, viz., that it is the essence of charity 
which is involved, and is so described ; by the hungry, the 
thirsty, and the sojourner, the affection of good and of truth, 
and by the naked, the sick, and in prison, self- acknowledgment ; 
see n. 4956, 4958. 

5065. As the same things are three times repeated in what 
has been quoted, and they have been before explained, there is 
no need to expound as to each word what these expressions 
signify in the internal sense; we will here only shew what is 
signified by the answer made both by those on the right hand 
and those on the left, viz., that they did not see him hungry, 
thirsty, a sojourner, naked, sick, and in prison ; and afterwards 
what is signified by the king; also by the just and by eternal 
life, and by the cursed and everlasting "fire. 
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5066. The answer made by those oa the right hand, "Lord, 
when saw wo thee hungry and fed thee, or thiraty and gave 
thee to drink ? when saw we thee a sojourner and gathered 
thee, or naked and clothed thee ? when saw we thee sick or in, 
prison and came to thee?" signifies, that if they had seen the 
Lord himself, every one of them would have done thoso offices, 

not from love towards him, but from fear because he was to 
the Judge of the universe, and not for the sake of him, but 
of themselves ; thus not from an interior principle or the heart, 
but from an exterior principle and in act. The case here is like 
that of a person who sees a king, whose favor he is desirous to 
merit, that he may become great or rich, and on this account 
he behaves himself submissively towards him. The case is 
similar with those who are in holy external worship, in which as 
it were they sec the Lord; and submit themselves to him, be- 
lieving thus that they shall receive eternal life, and yet they 
have no charity, and do no good to any one except for the sake 
of themselves, thus only to themselves : these are like those 
persons, who openly pay court to their king with much respect, 
and yet deride his commands, because in heart they disregard 
him. These and similar things are signified by the answer of 
those on the right band; and as the evil also do similar things 
in the external form, therefore those on the left returned nearly 
the same answer. 

5067. As therefore the Lord regards not externals but in- 
ternals, and a man discovers his internals not by worship only, 
but by charity and its nets, on this account the Lord answered, 
" Verily I say unto you, So much as ye have done to one of the 
least of these my brethren, ye have done to me." Those who 
arc called brethren arc those who are in the good of charity and 
life ; for the Lord is with them, because they are in essential 
good ; and it is these who are properly understood by the neigh- 
bor: in these also the Lord docs not manifest himself, for they 
are respectively vile; but the man himself manifests before tho 
Lord that he worships him front an interior principle. 

5068. The reason why the Lord calls himself a king, where 
he says, " When the Son of Man shall come in his glory, then 
will he sit upon the throne of his glory," and, "Then will the 
King say to them," is, because the Lord's kingly principle is 
the divine truth, from and according to which judgment is 
effected. But from and according to that principle, the good 
are judged in one way and the evil in another; the good, as 
they have received divine truth, are judged from good, thus from 
mercy ; the evil, as they havo not received the divine truth, 
arc judged from truth, thus not from mercy, for this they have 
rejected, and hence also they reject it iu the other life. To 
receive the divine truth is not only to have faith, but also to 
practise it, that is, to cause doctrinals to become of tho life. 
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Hence the Lord calls himself a king. That the Lord's kingly 
principle is the divide truth, see a. 1728, 2015, 3009, 3070, 
4581, 4066. 

5069. Those on the right hand being called just, as where 
it is said, " The just will answer him, saying, etc., and the just 
will go into life eternal," signifies that they arc in the Lord's 
justice. All who are in the good of charity, are called the just; 
not that they are just from themselves, but from the Lord, 
whose justice is appropriated to them. Those who believe them- 
selves just from themselves, or so justified that they have no 
longer anything of evil, are not among the just but among the 
unjust; for they attribute to" themselves what is good, and also 
place merit in good, and such can never adore the Lord from 
true humiliation. Those, therefore, who in the Word are called 
just and holy, are those who know and acknowledge that all 
good is from the Lord, and all evil from themselves, that is, in 
the power of themselves from hell. 

G070. The eternal life of the just, is the life from good; 
good lias life iu itself, because it is from the Lord, who is life 
itself. The life which is from the Lord, contains wisdom and 
intelligence ; for to receive good from the Lord, and thence to 
will good, is wisdom, and to receive truth from the Lord, and 
thence to believe truth, is intelligence ; and those who have this 
wisdom and intelligence, have life; and as happiness is adjoined 
to such life, eternal happiness is also signified by life. The con- 
trary is the case with those who are in evil : these appear indeed, 
especially to themselves, as if they had life ; but it is such a life 
as iu the Word is called death, and also is spiritual death ; for 
they have no relish for anythiog good, neither do they under- 
stand any truth: this may be manifest to every considerate 
person; for since there is life in good and in truth thence de- 
rived, there cannot be life in evil and iu the false thence derived, 
for these latter are contrary principles and extinguish life ; these 
therefore have no other life than such as the insane have. 

5071. Those on the left hand are called cursed, and their 
punishment eternal fire; as it is written, "Then will he say to 
those on the left hand, Depart from me, ye cursed, into ever- 
lasting fire prepared for the devil and his angels;" and again, 
" These will go away into everlasting punishment ;" the reason 
of this is, because they turned themselves from good and truth, 
and to evil and the false : a curse in the internal scuse of the 
Word signifies aversion; see n. 245, 379, 1423, 3530, 3584. 
The etcrual fire, into which they were to depart, is neither 
elementary fire, nor the torment of conscience, but the lust of 
evil ; for a man's lusts are the spiritual fires which consume him 
in the life of the body, and torment him in the other life; from 
those fires the infernals torture each other in direful ways. 
That eternal fire is not elementary fire, may be very manifest : 
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the reason why it is not the torment of conscience is, because 
all who are in evil have no conscience, and those who hail none 
in the life of the body, cannot have any in the other life ; the 
reason why it is lust is, because all the fiery vital principle is 
from the loves appertaining to man, the fiery celestial principle 
from the love of good and truth, and the ricrv intern. d principle 
from the love of evil and the false, or what is "the same, the fiery 
celestial principle is from love to the Lord and love towards the 
neighbor, ;unl the fiery infernal principle is from the loves of self 
and of the world. That ail fire or heat inwardly in a man is 
from these sources, may he known to any one who attends 
thereto. Hence, alsu, hive i» called spirit mil heat, which is signi- 
fied bv tire and heat in the Word; see n. 93 1, 1297, \?>27, 
18HI, 2-HO, 41)00. The tiery vital principle with the evil is also 
such, Hint when they arc in the vehemence of their lusts, they 
arc also ill a sort of lire, from which they arc in the ardor ami 
fury of tormenting others; but the fiery vital principle with the 
good is such, that when they are in a superior degree of affection, 
they are also as it were in a sort of tire, from which they are in 
the love and zeal of doing good to others. 



CHAPTER XL. 

1. AND it came to pass after these words, they sinned, the 
butler of the king of Egypt and the baker, against their lord 
the king of Egypt. 

2. And Pharaoh was angry with his two ministers, his 
stewards, with the prince of the butlers, and the prince of the 
bakers. 

3. And he gave them into the custody of the house of the 
prince of the guards, at the prison-house, the place where 
Joseph was bound. 

*. And the prince of the guards set Joseph over them, ami 
be ministered to them ; anil they were for days in custody. 

5. And tliey dreamed a dream both of them, each man his 
dream, in one night, each man according to the interpretation 
of his dream, the butler and the baker of the king of Egypt, 
who were bound in the prison-house. 

6. And Joseph came to them in the morning, and saw them, 
and behold they were disturbed. 

7. And he Baked the ministers, the stewards of Pharaoh, 
who were with him in the custody of his lord's house, saying. 
Wherefore arc your faces sad to day? 

8. And they said to him, We have dreamed a dream, and 
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there is tio interpreter of it i and Joseph said to them, Do not 
interpretations belong to God f Tell roe them I pray. 

9. And the prince of the butlera told his dream to Joseph, 
mi snid to him, In my dream, behold a vine was before me. 

10. And in the vine were three shoots; and it as it were 
budded ; the flower thereof ascended, and the clusters thereof 
ripened (into) grapes. 

11. And Pharaoh's cup was in my hand; and I took the 
grapes, and squeezed them into Pharaoh's cup, and I gave the 
cup into the palm of Pharaoh's hand. 

12. And Joseph said to him, This is the interpretation 
thereof : The three shoots arc three days. 

13. Yet within three days Pharaoh will lift thy head, and 
will bring thee back to thy station ; and thou abalt give Pha- 
raoh's cup into hia hand after the former manner, when thou 
wast his butler.

IB. Because in being taken away by theft I was taken away 
from the land of the Hebrews, and also here I have not done 
anything that they should put me into the pit. 

1G. And the prince of the bakers saw that he interpreted 
good, and he said to Joseph, I also was in my dream, and 
behold there were three baskets perforated upon my head. 

17. And in the highest basket there was of all Pharaoh's 
meat, the work of the baker ; and the fowls did eat them out of 
the basket from upon my head. 

18. And Joseph answered, And said, This is the interpreta- 
tion thereof: The three baskets are three days. 

19. Yet within three daya Pharaoh will lift thy head from 
upon thee, and will bang thee upon wood, and the birds will eat 
thy flesh from upon thee. 

20. And it came to pass on the third day, Pharaoh's birth- 
day, that he made a feast for all his servants, aud lifted up the 
head of the prince of the butlers, and the head of the prince of 
the bakers, in the midst of his servants.

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THE CONTENTS. 
5072. IN the internal sense of this chapter the subject ia 
continued concerning a state of temptations, whereby corporeal 
things might be brought into correspond en ee. Corporeal things, 
pri>[).:r]y so called, are things sensual, which are of two kinds, 
some being subordinate to the intellectual part, and some to 
the will part; those which are subordinate to the intellectual 
part are represented by the king of Egypt's butler, and those 
subordinate to the will part by his baker: that the former 
things as to time were retained, and the latter rejected, is repre- 
sented by the butler's returning to his station, and the baker's 
being hanged. The rest will be manifest from the scries ia the 
internal sense. 



THE INTERNAL SENSE. 

5073. Verses 1 — 4. ^iVD it came to pass after these words, 
they sinned, the butler of the king of Egypt and the baker, against 
their lord the king of Egypt. And Pharaoh was angry with his 
two ministers, his stewards, with the prince of the batters, and 
the prince of the /takers, and he gave them into the custody of 
the house of the prince of the guards, at the prison-house, live 
place where Joseph was bound. And the prince of the guards set 
Joseph over them, and he ministered to them; and they were for 
days in custody. And it came to pass, signifies a new state, and 
the things which follow : after these words, signifies after those 
things which precede: they sinned, signifies inverted order: the 
butler of the king <if Egypt, signifies with those things in the 
body which are subject to the intellectual port : and the baker, 
signifies witb those things iu the body which are subject to the 
will part : against their lord the king of Egypt, signifies that 
tbey wen: contrary to the new state of the natural man : and 
Pharaoh was angry, signifies that the new natural man averU'd 
itself- with his two ministers, his stewards, signifies from the 
sensual things of the body of both kinds : with the prince of the 
butlers, and the prince of the bakers, signifies in general from 
the sensual things subordinate to the intellectual part and to the 
will part : and he gave them into the custody, signifies rejection : 
of the house of the prince of the guards, signifies from the 
primaries of interpretation : at the prison-house, signifies among 
i'alses: the place where Joseph was bound, signifies the state of 
the celestial of the natural now as to those (falses): and the 
prince of the guards set Joseph over them, signifies that the 
celestial of the natural taught them from the primaries of inter- 
pretation : and he ministered to them, signifies that he instructed 
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tliem: and they were for days in custody, signifies that they 

5074. \nd it came to pass.— This signifies a new state and 
the thini:* wh : .i:h follow, as appears from this consideration, that 
" it was, and it come to pass," in the Word involve a new state ; 
Bee d. 4979, 1999 ; and that in the original tongue it serves for 
a distinction between the series of tilings which go before and 
which follow, u. 4987; hence also it signifies the things which 
follow. 

5075. After these words.-~-T\ns signilies after those things 
which precede, as appears from the si^mlication of " words" in 
the original tongue, which also denote things; in the present 
case, "after these words" denotes after those tilings, thus after 
those which precede. Words in the original (ongne also signify 
things, because words in the internal sense signify the truths 
of doctrine; on which account all divine truth in general is 
called tlie Word, and the Lord himself, from whom comes all 
divine truth, in the supreme sense is the Word, n. 1288; and 
since nothing which exists in the universe, is anything, that 
is, is a thing, unless it is from divine good by divine truth, 
therefore words in the Hebrew tongue also denote things. That 
nothing in the universe iB anything, that is, is a thing, unless 
it be from divine good by divine truth, that is, by the Word, 
is evident in John, " In the beginning was the Word, and the 
Word was with God ,- and the Word was God. All things were 
made by him, and without him was not anything made which 
was made," (i. 1, 3.) The interior significatives of expressions 
for the most part derive their origin from the interior man, who 
is with spirits and angels; fur every man, as to his spirit, or 
as to that very man which lives after the decease of the body, 
is associated with spirits and angels, although the external man 
is altogether ignorant of the circumstance; and inasmuch as he 
is associated w ith them, he is also with them in their universal 
language, thus in the origins nf e\;n'essions. Hence it is, that 
many expressions have inherent significations, which in the 
external form appear unsuitable, and yet in the internal form 
arc suitable, as in the present instance, that words signify 
things: the case is similar in very mauy other instances, as in 
that of the understanding being called internal sight, and light 
being attributed to it, and in that of observation and obedience 
being called hearing and hearkening, the apperception of a thing 
being called smelling, and so forth. 

"jlirfi. 'I'/tt'i/ ximird. — Tlii- signilies inverted order, as appears 
from the signification of " to sin," as denoting to act contrary 
to divine order: whatever is coulrarv thereto is sin; divine 
order itself is divine truth from divine good. In that order are 
all who are in truth from goad ; that is, who are in faith from 
charity, for truth in of faith, and good is of charity j but those 
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ore contrary to that order who arc not in truth from good, con- 
sequently who are in truth from evil, or in the false from evil ; 
this is what is signified hy sin. In the present case, " tliey 
sinned," viz., the butler anil the baker, signifies that external 
sensual things were in an inverted order in respect to interior 
things, so th:il tlu'v did no! agree or correspond. 

5077. The butler a/ the king iff Egypt.— This signifies with 
those things in the body which are subject to tin- lutclh'ctual 
part, as appears (1.) from the signification of " a butler" us de- 
noting the external sensual, or the sensual principle of the body, 
which is subordinate or subject to the intellectual part of the 
internal man, of which signification we shall speak presently ; 
and (2.) from the signification of "the king of Egvpt," an de- 
noting the natural man; concerning which see below, n. 5079. 
As the subject treated of in what follows is concerning the 
butler and the baker, and by them arc signified the external 
sensual things of the body, it may be expedient to premise some- 
what concerning these sensual things. It is well known that 
there arc live external senses, or those of the body, viz., seeing, 
hearing, smelling, die taste, and the touch, and also that these 
constitute ail the vitality of the body ; for without those senses 
the body has no life; therefore also when it is deprived of them, 
it dies and becomes a carcase. The very corporeal principle of 
man therefore is nothing hut a receptacle of sensations, con- 
principal", and the corporeal m the instrumental : "the instru- 
mental, without its principal to which it is adapted, cannot even 
be called the corporeal principle such as a man carries about 
him during life in the world, but the instrumental together with 
the principal, when they act in unity [may be so called] ; this 
therefore is the corporeal principle. All a man's external sensual 
things have relation to his internal sensual things, for they are 
given to liim and placed in his body, that they may serve the 
internal man while he is in the world, and be subject to the 
sensual things thereof; therefore when a man's external sensual 
things begin to rule over his internal sensual things, the man is 
lost ; for in this case, the internal sensual things are considered 
as servants, useful for confirming those things which the ex- 
ternal sensual things with authority command. When the 
external sensual things are in this state, they are in the in- 
verted order, spoken of just above, n. 5070. A man's external 
sensual things have relation, us we said, to internal things, 
ilL general to the intellectual principle, and to the will-principle ; 
therefore there are external sensual things subject or subordinate 
to his intellectual part, ami there arc others subject to his will- 
part. The sense which U subject to the intellectual part, is 
especially the sight; that which is subject to the intellectual 
part and next to the will-part, is the hearing ; that which is 
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subject to both together is the smell, and still more the taste ; 
but that which is subject to the will-part is the touch. That 
the external sensual things arc subject to those parts, and in 
what manner might be abundantly shewn; but it would be 
tedious here to extend the explanation to those points; it may 
in some measure be known from what was shown concerning the 
correspondence of those senses at the close of the preceding 
chapters. It is further to be noted, that all the truths of faith, 
appertain to the intellectual part, and all the goods of love and 
charity, to the will-part; consequently it belougs to the intellec- 
tual part to believe, to acknowledge, to know, and to sec truth 
and also good, but to the will part to be affected therewith and 
to love it ; and what a man is affected with and loves, is good ; 
but how the intellectual principle flows into the will- principle, 
when truth passes into good, and how the will-principle flows 
into the intellectual, when the former acts, are points of still 
deeper investigation, respecting which, by the divine mercy of 
the Lord, more will be said iu what follows. The reason why 
" a butler" denotes the sensual principle which is subject or 
subordinate to the intellectual part of the internal man, is, 
because every thing which serves for drinking, or which is drunk, 
as wine, milk, water, has relation to truth, which is of the 
intellectual part, thus it has relation to the intellectual part; 
and as the external sensual principle, or that of the body, is 
subservient, therefore a " butler" signifies that subservient sen- 
sual principle, or that which subverscs things sensual. To give 
to drink, and to drink in general, are predicated of the truths of 
the intellectual part, as may be seen, n. 3069, 3071, 3168, 
3773, 4017, 4018; that specifically also it is predicated of truth 
which ia from good, or of faith which is from charity ; see n. 
1071, 1798; and that water is truth, n. 680, 2702, 3058, 3424, 
4976 ; from these considerations it may now be manifest what is 
signified by a butler. 

5078. And the baker. — This signifies with those things in 
the body which are subject to the will-part, as appears from the 
signification of " a baker," as denoting the external sensual 
principle, or that of the body, which is subordinate or subject to 
the will-part of the internal mau. " A baker" has this significa- 
tion, because every thing which serves for food, or which is 
eaten, as bread, meat in general, and all the work of the haker, 
is predicated of good, and thereby has relation to the will-part; 
for all good is of that part, as all truth is of the intellectual 
part, agreeably to what was said just above, n. 5077. That 
" bread" denotes the celestial principle or good, may be seen, u. 
1798, 2165, 2177, 3178, 3735, 3813, 4211, 1217, 47:15, 4970. 
The reason why here, and in what follows of this chapter, the 
external sensual things of each kind are treated of in the inter- 
nal sense is, because in the foregoing chapter we treated of the 
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manner in which the^Lord glorified or made Divine the interior 
things of his natural principle ; in the present chapter therefore 
bc treat of the manner in which the Lord glorified or made 
Divine the exterior things of his natural principle. The exterior 
things of the natural principle are what are properly called 
corporeal things, or the sensual things of each kind, and their 
recipients, which together constitute that which is called the 
body ; see above, n. 5077. The Lord made the very corporeal 
principle in himself Divine, as well its sensual things as their re- 
cipients, therefore also he rose again from the sepulchre with his 
body ; and likewise after his resurrection said to the disciples, 
" See my hands and my feet, thnt it is I myself : handle me and 
see ; for a spirit hath not flesh and bones as ye sec me have," 
(Luke xxiv. 39.) It is the common belief at this day of those 
who are of the church, that every one is to rise again at the last 
day, and with his body ; which opinion is so universal, that 
scarce any one from doctrine believes otherwise; but this opinion 
has been prevalent, because the natural man supposes that it is 
the body alone which lives ; therefore unless he believed that 
the liody was again to receive life, lie iuiuIu altogether deny a 
resurrection : the case however is this, a man rises again imme- 
diately after death, and then appears to himself in a body 
altogether such as he had in the world, with a similar face, 
members, arms, hands, feet, breast, loins, etc. ; yea also when lie 
sn i n:i.| tiiui hii lu:i.-clf, be says ".hat he n man ao lie was in the 
world ; nevertheless it is not his cxutuuI, » inch In- e.irrurd about 
in the wurhl, that ho sees and touches, hut it is the internal, 
which constitutes that very human principle which lues, and 
which had an external principle almut it, or without the par. 
ticulam belonging to it>elf, whereby it could be in the world, 
and act suitably to its situation there in the performance of its 
functions. The earthly corporeal principle is no longer of any use 
to it, it being in another world where it has other functions, 
powers and abilities, to which its body, such as it has there, is 
adapted : this body it sees with its eyes, not those which it had 
in the world, but those which it lias there, which are the eyes of 
its internal man, and by which through the eyes of the body it 
had heretofore seen worldly and terrestrial things ; it also feels it 
with tho touch, not with the hands or the sense of touch which it 
enjoyed in the world, but with the hands and the seuse of touch 
which it there enjoys, which is that from which its sense of touch 
in tbe world existed. Every sense also is there more exquisite 
and more perfect, because it is the sense of the internal set loose 
from the external ; for the iuternal is in a more perfect state, 
inasmuch as it gives to the external the power of sensation : but 
when it acts into the external, as in the world, in this case the 
sensation is rendered dull and obscure. Moreover it is the in- 
ternal principle which is sensible of the internal, and the ester- 
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rial which is sensible of the external : hence it ia that men after 
death sen each other, and are associated higi-llu-r according to 
the interiors; for my conviction of the certainty of all this, I 
have also been permitted to touch spirits thniisilvi-s, and to con- 
verse with them frequently on this subject; sec n. 322, 1G30, 
4622. Men after death, who arc then called spirits, and those 
who have lived good lives, angels, arc greatly surprised that the 
man of the church should believe, that he is not to see eternal 
life until he ia again clothed with the dust which had been 
rejected; when yet the man of the church knows that he rises 
ay.iin idler death; for who docs not any, when a man dies, that 
his soul or spirit is afterwards in heaven or in hell? nnd who 
does not say of li is own infants that are dead, that they arc in 
heaven ? and who doea not comfort a sick person, or one con- 
demned to death, by the assurance that he will shortly come 
into another life? and what dulv prepared person in the agony 
of death does not entertain this faith? yea also, from the 
influence of that belief, many claim to themselves the power 
of delivering others from places of damnation, and of in- 
traducing them into heaven, and of saving masses for them. 
Who does not know what the Lord said to the thief; " To-day 
ahalt thou be with me in paradise?" (Luke xxiii. 43;) and what 
he said concerning the rich man and Lazarus, that the former 
was translated into hell, but the latter was carried by angels 
into heaven? see Luke svi. 22, 23 ; and who is not acquainted 
with what the Lord taught concerning the resurrection, that 
" he is not the God of the dead, but of the living ?" Luke xx. 
38. A man is acquainted with these things, nnd likewise so 
thinks and speaks, when he thinks and spenka from the spirit, 
but when from doctrinals, he says on the contrary, that he is 
not to rise again till the last day; when yet it is the last day to 
every one when lie dies, and likewise then is his judgment, as 
many also have said. What is meant by being encompassed 
with skin, and from the flesh seeing God, Job six, J!5, 20, may 
be seen, n. 35 JO, at the end. These remarks are made in order 
that it may be known, that no man rises again in the body 
with which he was clothed in the world ; but that the Lord so 
arose, because he glorified his body, or made it Divine, while 
he was in the world. 

5079. Against their lord the king vf Egypt. — This signifies 
that they were contrary to the new state of the natural man, 
viz., the external sensual things, or those of the body, signified 
by " the butler and the baker," us appears from the signification 
of "the king of Egypt," as denoting the scientific principle in 
general; sec n. 11(14, 1165, 118(1, 1 Ki2, 17 W, VMM-, l<JG(i: for 
the same is signified by " the king of Egypt" as by " Egypt," 
the king being the he-nil of the nation, and so in other passages 
w here mention is mode of the king of any nation ; see n. 4789. 
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As it is the scientific principle in general which is signified by 
the king of Egypt, it is also the natural man ; for every scientific 
is a truth of the natural man, n. 49G7 : the good of the natural 
man is signified by a lord, tl. 1973. A new state thereof is hero 
signified, because the subject treated of in the preceding chapter 
was the making new the interiors of the natural principle, and 
in the supreme sense, in which the Lord is treated of, their 
being glurificd ; but the subject now treated of is the exteriors 
of the natural principle, which were to he reduced to concord- 
ance or correspondence with the interiors. Those interiors of 
the natural man which were new, or what is the same thing, the 
new state of that natural man, ia what is signified by " the lord 
the king of Egypt ;" and the exteriors which were not reduced 
into order, anil hence were contrary to order, are what are sig- 
nified by " the butler and the baker." There are interiors and 
exteriors belonging to the natural principle ; the interiors of the 
natural principle arc the sciontifies and the affections thereof, 
but the exteriors are the sensual things of each kind, spoken of 
above, n. 5077 : these latter,— the exteriors of the natural prin- 
ciple, a man leaves when he dies, but the former,— the interiors 
of the natural principle, he carries along with him into the 
other life, where they serve as a plane for things spiritual aud 
celestial ; fur a man when be dies, loses nothing but his bones 
and flesh. He has along with him the memorv of all that he 
had done, spoken, and thought, and all the natural affec- 
tions aud lusts, thus all the interior things of the natural 
principle: the exterior things thereof he has no need of: for he 
neither sees, hears, smells, tastes, nor touches the things that 
are in the natural world, but those that are in the other life ; 
which indeed for the most part appear like those which are in 
the world ; but still they are not liko, for they have in them a 
living principle, which is not the case with those that belong to 
the natural world ; for all aud singular the things in the other 
life exist and subsist from the sun which is the Lord, whence 
they have in them a living principle ; whereas all and singular 
the things in the natural world, exist and subsist from the sun 
which is elementary fire, consequently they have not in them a 
living principle: the living principle which appears in them is 
from the spiritual world, that is, from the Lord through the 
spiritual world. 

5080. And Pharaoh was angry.— This signifies that the new 
natural man averted itself, as appears (1.) from the represen- 
tation of "Pharaoh" or the king of Egypt, as denoting the 
uew natural man, or the new state of the natural man ; see 
just above, 11. 5079 ; and (2.) from ihu signification (if briny 
"angry," as denoting to avert itself ; seen. 5334: in the pre- 
sent case therefore denoting that the interior natural principle, 
which was made new, averted itself from the exterior natural 
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or corporeal aensnal principle, because this latter did not corre- 
spond with the former. 

5081. With his two ministers, his stewards. — This signifies 
that it averted itself from the sensual things of the body of each 
kind, as appears from the signification of "the ministers, the 
stewards," who in this case are " the butler and the baker," as 
denoting the sensual things of each kiud ; see above, n. 5077, 
5078. The sensual things of the body, viz., the sight, the 
hearing, the smell, the taste, and the touch, are also ministers 
as stewards in respect to the interior man, who is " the lord the 
king ;" for they minister to him, 60 that he may acquire know- 
ledge from experience derived from those things which are iu 
the visible world, and in human society, and may thereby attain 
intelligence and wisdom : for a man is born into no science, 
still less into any intelligence and wisdom, but only into the 
faculty of receiving and imbibing them. This is effected both 
by an internal and an external way ; by the internal way the 
Divine flows in, by the external way the worldly principle flows 
in ; and these principles meet together iu the man within ; and 
in this case, so far as he suffers himself to be illustrated from 
the Divine, so far he comes into wisdom. The things which 
flow in by the externa"! way, flow in through the sensual things 
of the body : they do not however flow in of themselves, but 
are called forth by the internal man, to serve as a plane for the 
celestial and spiritual things which flow in by the internal way 
from the Divine. Hence it may be manifest, that the sensual 
things of the body are like ministering stewards. In general, 
all exteriors are ministers in respect to interiors : the whole 
natural man is nothing else in respect to the spiritual man. 
The above expression in the original tongue signifies a minister, 
steward, chamberlain, or eunuch : in the internal sense by the 
latter is signified the natural man as to good and truth, as in 
the present case ; but specifically the natural man as to good, as 
in Isaiah : " Let not the son of the stranger that adheres to 
Jehovah say, saying, Jehovah by separating separates me from 
with his people; neither let the eunuch say. Behold I am dry 
wood ; for thus aaith Jehovah to the eunuchs that keep my sab- 
baths, and choose that which pleases me, and take hold of my 
covenant ; I will give them in my house, and within my walls, 
a place and a name better than sons and daughters ; I will give 
them an everlasting name which shall not be cut off," (lvi. 3 — 
5 ;) where " a eunuch " denotes the natural man as to good, 
and " the son of the stranger " the natural man as to truth : 
for the Lord's church is both external and internal. Those who 
are of the external church are natural, and those of the internal 
church are spiritual : those who are natural, and yet are in good, 
are " eunuchs," and those who are in truth are " the sons of 
the stranger ;" and as the truly spiritual or internal are only to 
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be found with the church, therefore also "the sons of the 
stranger " signify those who are out of the church, or the gen- 
tiles, and who still arc in truth according to tlurir religion ; seo 
ii- 20 1'.l, 2508, 2599— 2608, 280) , 2H03, 8263 ; awl " eunuchs " 
thoac who are in good. 

5082. With the prince of the butlers and the prince of the 
bakers. — This signifies in general from the sensual things subor- 
dinate to the intellectual part and to the will part, as appears 
(1.) from the signification of " a hutler," as denoting the sensual 
principle subordinate and subject to the intellectual part ; see 
above, n. 5077 : and (2.) from the signification of "a baker," 
as denoting the sensual principle subordinate and subject to the 
will part ; see also above, n. 5078 : and (3.) from the significa- 
tion of " a prince," as denoting what is primary ; see n. 1482, 
2089, 504 4, in the present case in general or in common ; for 
what is primary is also common, since it rules in the rest of 
the principles; for particulars have relation to primaries as to 
things common, that they may male a one, and that there be 
no contradiction. 

5083. And he gave them into the custody. — This signifies 
rejection, as appears from the signification of "giving into cus- 
tody," as denoting rejection! for he that is given into custody is 

5081. Of the house of the prince of the guards.— This sig- 
nifies by those things which arc primary for interpretation, as 
appears from the signification of "the prince of the guards," 
as denoting primaries for interpretation ; see n. 4790, 4906 : 
in the present cose therefore denoting, that the sensual things 
oF both kind were rejected by the primaries for interpretation, 
which are those of the Word as to the internal sense, and 
which are said to be rejected when men have no faith iu such 
things : for sensual things, and those which by their means 
enter immediately into the thought, are fallacious; and all fal- 
lacies, which prevail with men, are from this source t hence it 
happens that few believe the truths of faith, and that the natural 
man is opposed to the spiritual, that is, the external man to 
the internal. If therefore the natural or external man begins 
to have dominion over the spiritual or internal, the things of 
faith arc no longer believed, for fallacies overshadow and lusts 
suffocate them. As but few know what the fallacies of the 
senses are, and few believe that they cast so great a shade over 
things rational, and most especially over the spiritual things 
of faith, as to extinguish them, especially when a man at the 
same time is in the delights of the lusts arising from self-love 
and the love of the world, it may be expedient to illustrate the 
subject by cases, shewing first what are the fallacies of the 
senses which arc merely natural, or in the things of nature, and 
next what are the fallacies of the senses iu spiritual things. 1. It 
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is a fallacy of tiie merely natural sense, or of nature, to believe 
thjit the sun is carried once every day round about this enrthj 
and at the same time also the firmament with all the stars : and 
although it be said, that it is incredible because it is impossible, 
that so great an ocean of tire as the sun, and not only the sun 
but also innumerable stars, without any change of place ill re- 
spect to each oilier, should cverv d;iv perform such a revolution 
together ; and although it he added", that it mav be seen from 
the case of the planets, that the earth performs' a diurnal and 
annual motion by circum rotations and circumgyrations, inas- 
much as the planets also are earths, anil some of them likewise 
have moons revolving around them, and it has been observed 
that thev, like our earth, perform such diurnal and annual 
motions,— still with the generality of men the fallacy of sense 
prevails, that it is as it appears to the eye. %, It is a fallacy of 
the merely natural sense, or of nature, that there is only one 
single atmosphere distinguished merely hy the successive purity 
of its parts, and that where it ceases, there is a vacuum ; such 
is the apprehension of a man's external sensual principle, when 
that alone is consulted. 3. It is a fallacy of the merely natural 
sense, that from the first creation there lias been impressed on 
seeds a faculty of growing up into trees and flowers, and of ren- 
dering themselves prolific, and that hence all tbiugs have their 
existence and subsistence : and if it be urged, that it is not pos- 
sible for anything to subsist unless it perpetually exists, accord- 
ing to the established maxim, — " Subsistence is perpetual 
existence;" also (hat everything which is not in connection 
with somewhat prior to itself, falls into nothing : still the sen- 
sual principle of the body, and the thought grounded therein, 
docs not apprehend it, nor that all things, even the most mi- 
nute, subsist as they existed, — by influx from the spiritual world, 
that is, from the Divine through the spiritual world. 4. Hence 
it is a fallacy of the merely natural sense, that there arc simple 
substances, such as monads and atoms; for whatever is within 
the external sensual principle, the natural man believes is cither 
such a thing or it is nothing. 5. It is a fallacy of the merely 
natural sense, that all things arc of and from nature, and that 
indeed in the purer or interior nature there is something winch 
is not apprehended; but if it be said, that within or above 
nature there is a spiritual and celestial principle, this is rejected, 
and it is believed that unless it be a natural principle, it is 
nothing. C. It is a fallacv of sense, that the body alone lives, 
and that its life perishes when it dies. The sensual man docs 
not apprehend, that the internal man is in the minutest things 
of the external, and is within nature in (he spiritual world; 
hence he does not believe, because he does not apprehend, that 
ho will live after death, unless lie hi' airain clothed with a body, 
n. 5078, 5079. 7. Hence it is a fallacy of sense, that a man 
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can no more live after death than the beasts, because these ailo 
have a life in many respects similar to tlie life of a man, ony 
that a man is a more perfect animal. The sensual principle, 
that is, the man who thinks and concludes from the sensual 
principle, does not apprehend that a man is above the beasts, 
and has a superior life, in this respect, becaase he can think, 
not only coiieerninp On: causes of things, but also concerning 
the Divine, and by faith and love be conjoined with the Divine, 
and also receive influx thence, and appropriate it ki himself; so 
that a man, since he has a reciprocal principle, has a power of 
reception, which is by no means the case with the beasts. 8. It 
is a fallacy hence derived, that the living principle appertaining 
to man, which is called the soul, is only somewhat ethereal or 
flamy, which is dissipated when he dies; and that it resides 
either in the heart, or the brain, or in some part thereof, and 
that hence it rules the body like a machine; that the internal 
man is in the minutest things of the esternal, that the eye docs 
not see of itself but from that internal man, or the car hear of 
itself but from the same principle, the sensual man does not 
apprehend. 9. It is a fallacy of sense, that there is no light 
from any other source than from the sun or elementary fire, and 
no heat from any other source than from the same: that there 
is a light in which is intelligence, and a bent in which is celes- 
tial love, and that all the angels are in that light and heat, the 
sensual man does not apprehend. 10. It is a fallacy of sense, 
that a man believes that he lives of himself, or that he has life 
in him [so as to be self-dependent], as it appears to the sensual 
principle : that it is the Divine alone that has life of itself, alid 
thus that there is only one life, and that the lives in the world 
are oulv recipient forms, is altogether inconceivable bv the sen- 
sual principle; see n. 1954, 9706, 2886— 2889, 2H93, 3001, 
3318, 3337, 3338, 3181, 3712, 3743, 4151, 4249, 1318—4320, 
4117, 4523, 4882. 11. The sensual man from fallacy believes 
that adulteries arc allowed; for from the sensual principle ho 
concludes, that marriages are instituted only with a view to 



hibit it on the authority of the Sacred Scripture. If it be 
urged, that there is a correspondence between the heavenly 
marriage and marriages in the earths, and that no one can have 
in himself Oil- • ij]:jii!. r i;il principle, unless he be in spiritual truth 
and good, also that the genuine conjugial principle cannot exist 
between a husband and more wives than one, and hence that 
marriages arc in themselves holy, — these things the sensual man 
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rejects as of no account. 12. It is a fallacy of sense, that the 
Lord's kingdom, or heaven, is of a quality resembling an earthly 
kingdom in this, that the joy and happiness therein consist in 
one being greater than another, and hence in being exalted in 
glory a hove another; for the sensual principle does not at all 
comprehend what is meant by the least being greatest, or the 
last being first; if it be urged, that joy in heaven or with the 
angels consists in serving others by doing them gooii, without 
any thought of merit and return, this to the sensual man pre- 
sents an idea of sadness. 13. It is a fallacy of sense, that good 
works are meritorious, and that to do good to any oue with a 
view to self is a good work. 14. It is also a fallacy of sense, 
that a man is saved by faith alone; and that any one can have 
faith who has not charity ; also that it is faith, and not the life, 
which remains after death. The case is similar in several other 
instances; when therefore the sensual principle bears rule in 
man, the rational principle, illustrated from the Divine, sees 
nothing, and is in such thick darkness as to believe that all that 
is rational which is concluded from the sensual principle. 

5085. At the prison-house. — This signifies among falscs, as 
appears from the signification of " the prison-house," ns denoting 
the vastation of the false, and hence denoting the false; see n. 
VX,H, cm?, 5038. 

5080, The place where Joseph was bound. — This signifies the 
state of the celestial of the natural principle at this time as to 
those principles, ns appears (1.) from the signification of " place," 
as denoting state: seen. 2625,2837, 3356, 3387, 4321,4882: 
and (2.) from the representation of "Joseph," as denoting the 
celestial of the spiritual principle from the rational ; see n. 4286, 
4685, 4592, 4594, 4963 ; in the present case denoting the celes- 
tial of the natural principle, because now in the natural prin- 
ciple from which come temptations, n. 5035, 5039: and (3.) 
from the signification of " bound," as denoting a state of temp- 
tations; see n. 5037. The subject treated of in the foregoing 
chapter was the state of temptations of the celestial spiritual 
principle in the natural as to those things which were of the 
interior natural principle, in the present case as to those which 
are of the exterior. 

5087. And the prince of the guards set Joseph over them.-— 
This signifies that the celestial of the natural principle taught 
them from primaries for interpretation, as appears (1.) from 
the signification of " the prince of the guards," as denoting the 
primaries for interpretation; sec n. 4790, 4966, 5084: and (2.) 
from the representation of " Joseph," as denoting the celestial 
of the natural principle; sec just above, n. 5086: and (3.) from 
the signification of " being set over," as here denoting to teach ; 
for he that is set over the things which arc rejected for the sake 
of exploration or emendation, performs the office of a teacher. 
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5088. And he ministered to Mem.— This signifies that he 
instructed them, as appears from the signification of " to min- 
ister," as denoting to instruct: that "to minister" in this 
case does not mean to minister as a servant, is evident from 
the consideration that Joseph was Bet over them ; therefore, " to 
minister" here denotes to sub-minister what conduces to their 
good ; and as the subject bore treated of is the new sensual or 
external natural principle, "to be set over" signifies to teach, 
and "to minister" to instruct: " to be set over" is predicated 
of the good which is of the life, and " to minister" of the truth 
which is of doctrine, n. 4970. 

5089. And they were for dayt in custody. — This signifies 
that they were a long time in a state of rejection, as appears 
from the signification of " days," as denoting states ; sec n. 23, 
487, 483, 493, 893, 2788, 3462, 3785, 4850 : in the present 
case therefore, " for days" denotes that they were a long time 
in the state of rejection, which is signified by custody, n. 5083. 
I am not allowed to explain more at large the particulars which 
arc here contained in the internal sense, because they are such, 
that no idea concerning them can be formed from the things 
which arc in the world, — as concerning the celestial man of the 
spiritual concerning the state thereof in the natural principle 
when the interior natural principle is being made new, and 
afterwards when it is made new, and the exterior natural prin- 
ciple rejected ; but concerning these and similar things an idea 
may be formed from the things which are in heaven, which 
idea is such as not to coincide with any idea formed from 
worldly things, except with those who, while they are in the 
exercise of thought, are capable of being withdrawn from sen- 
sual things. Unless the thinking principle with a man can he 
elevated above sensual things, so that he can see them as it 
were beneath him, he cannot in any wise relish the interior 
things of the Word, still less such as are of heaven abstracted 
from those which are of the world ; for sensual things absorb 
and suffocate them : hence it happens that those who are sensual, 
and have applied themselves to the study of scientifics, rarely 
comprehend anything relating to heaven ; for they have im- 
mersed their thoughts in the things of the world, that is, in 
terms, and in distinctions thence derived, thus in sensual things, 
from which they cannot again be elevated, and thereby be held 
in superior intuition; thus neither can their thought again be 
freely extended over all the plain of the things of the memory, 
so as to choose what is suitable, and reject what is repugnant, 
and to apply the things which are in any connexion; for, as 
we said, it is kept closed and immersed in terms, and hence in 
things sensual, so that it cannot take any comprehensive views. 
This is the reason why the learned believe less than the simple; 
yea, also that in heavenly things they are less wise; for the 
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simple can view a tiling above terms and scicutifies, thus above 
sensual tilings, which the learned cannot, for they view it from 
terms and scientific*, inasmuch as their mind is fixed on those 
things, imd is thus bound us in a jail or prison. 

5090. Verses 5—8. And lliey dreamed a dream, both of 
them, each man his dream, in one sight, each man according to 
the interpretation of las dreuiti, the butler and the baker, of the 
king of Egypt, who were hound in the prison-house. And Joseph 
came to them in the morning, and saw them, and behold they 
were disturbed. And he asked the ministers, the stewards of 
Pharaoh, who were with him in the custody of his Lord's house, 
suying. Wherefore are your faces sad to-day ? And they said 
lo him, We have dreamed a dream, and there is no interpreter 
of it .■ and Joseph said to them, Do not interpretations belong to 
God? Tell me them, I pray. And they dreamed a dream, 
hulli of them, signifies foresight concerning them : each man 
his dream, in one night, signifies concerning tlic event which 
to them was in obscurity : each man according to the interpre- 
tation of his dream, signifies which tlicy had in themselves : the 
butler and the baker, signifies- eoueenLiiig the sensual things of 
each kind : of the king of Egypt, signifies which were subordi- 
nate to the interior natural principle : uiho were bound in the 
prison-house, signifies who were among falses : and Joseph came 
to them in the morning, signifies revealed and clear to the celes- 
tial of the natural principle : and saw them, signifies perception : 
and behold they were disturbed, signifies that they were in a 
state of sadness: and he asked the ministers, the stewards of 
Pharaoh, signifies those sensual things : who were with him in 
the custody of his lord's house, signifies which were rejected : 
saying, Wherefore are your faces Sad to-day ? signifies from what 
affection was the sadness : and they said to him, signifies per- 
ception concerning them ; We have dreamed a dream, signifies 
prediction: and there is no interpreter of it, signifies that no 
one knows what is therein : and Joseph said lo them, signifies 
the celestial of the natural principle: Do not interpretations 
belong to God? signifies that the Divine was therein: tell me 
them, I pray, signifies that it should be known. 

r>0!)l . And they dreamed a dream both of them.— This sig- 
nifies foresight concerning tliem, as appears from the signifi- 
Catiiui of " h if ream," as dcimtiii,.' fori sight ; see u, iffiDH; " hut It 
of them" denotes the sensual things of each kind signified !>y 
'■ the butler and the baker." That ihe dreams were concerning 
those things, is manifest from what follows. The reason why 
in the supreme sense, "a dream" denotes foresight is, because 
the dreams which How in immediately through heaven from the 
L-jnl. fore:. :> tilings to conn.': s itu Here the ilrc.mif of Ji.,e|.h, 
those of the botler and the baker, of Pharaoh, of Nebncbad- 
liczzur, and the prophetic dreams in general. The things to 
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come, which arc foretold thereby, arc from no other source than 
the Lord's divine foresight. Hence also it may be known that 
all things even the most minute arc foreseen. 

5092. Each ma?i hi* dream in one night. — This signifies 
concerning the event which to them was in obscurity, as appears 
(1.) from the signification of " a dream," as denoting foresight, 
and hence prediction ; and as it denotes prediction, it also denotes 
the event, for prediction is concerning the event; and (2.) from 
the signification of " ni^bt," ;is ( Inn it liilt w hut is olwurc. In the 
spiritual sense " night " denotes a state of shade induced by what 
i.H fnl>c grounded in evil, n. 1712, Uliriii, thus also an obscure 



latter from the absence of the sun of heaven, which is the Lord, 
and the consequent privation of light, that is, of intelligence. 
This [iriiatiuu dues not ;irise in consequence of the sun of heaven 
soiling iifci; the sun of the world, but in consequence of a man 
or a spirit being in what is false grounded in evil, and removing 
himself, and so occasioning the obscurity to himself. From an 
idea of night in each sense, and of the obscurity thence arising, 
it may appear manifest how the case is with the spiritual sense 
in respect to the natural souse of the same thing. Moreover 
there arc three kinds of spiritual obscurity ; one which is from 
the false of evil, another from an ignorance of the truth, and a 
third, which is that of exterior principles in respect to interior, 
thus of the sensual things of the external man, in respect to the 
rational things of the internal : nevertheless all these kinds of 
nlncuriiy derive their existence from this circumstance, that the 
light of heaven, or the intelligence and wisdom from the Lord, 
is not received ; for this light is continually flowing -in, but by 
the false of evil it is either rejected, or suffocated, or perverted ; 
by ignorance of the truth it is little received ; and by the sensual 
things of the external man it is rendered dull, because it is ren- 
dered common or general. 

5093. Each man according to the interpretation of hi* 
dream, — This signifies tin: event which they had in themselves, 
as appears from the signification of " the interpretation of a 
dream," as denoting the explanation, and thence the knowledge 
of the event, thus denoting the event which they liail in them- 
selves; that " a dream " denotes the event, see just above, n. 
5092. 

509-1. The butter and the baker.— This signifies concerning 
the sensual things of each kind, as appears (1.) from the 
signification of " the butler," as denoting the sensual principle 
subordinate to the intellectual part ; see u. 5077 : and (2.) from 
the signification of " the baker," as denoting the sensual principle 




t the obscurity of night in the other life, 
the former arises from the absence of the 
the consequent privation of light, hut the 
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subordinate to the will-part \ see n. 5078 : that these were 
rejected by tlie interior natural principle, was said above, n. 
5088, 5089. It is however to be noted, that the sensual things 
themselves were not rejected, viz., those of the sight, the bearing, 
the smell, the taste, and tlie touch, from which the body lives, 
but the views or thoughts, and also the affections and lusts 
grounded therein. Into the external or natural memory of niau 
tin-re inter objects from tlie world through those sensual things 
on the one part, and there enter into it objects through the 
rational principles on the other part : these objects separate 
themselves in that memory. Those which entered through the 
rational principles, place themselves more within, but those which 
entered through the sensual principles, place themselves more 
without; heuce the natural principle becomes twofold, viz., in- 
terior and exterior, as was also said above. The interior natural 
is what is represented by "Pharaoh king of Egypt," but the 
exterior natural by "the butler and the baker." What the 
difference is, may appear manifest from the views of things, or 
thoughts, and consequent conclusions respecting them. He that 
thinks and concludes from the interior natural, is so far rational 
as be imbibes what enters through the rational; hut he that 
thinks and concludes from the exterior natural, is so far sensual 
as be imbibes what enters through the sensual : such a one is 
also called a sensual man, and the other a rational man. A 
man, when he dies, lakes with him all the natural principle, and 
such as it was formed in the world, such also it remains with 
him : so far as he bad imbibed from the rational, so far also he 
is then rational, and so far as he had imbibed from the sensual, 
so far he is sensual. There is this difference, that the natural, 
so far as it had imbibed and appropriated anything to itself 
from the rational, views beneath itself the sensual things of 
the exterior natural, and so far it has dominion over them, 
making light of and rejecting the fallacies thence derived ; 
whereas the natural, so far as it has imbibed and appropriated 
anything to itself from the sensual things of the body, views 
rational things as beneath itself, making light of and rejecting 
them. As for example ; the rational natural man can compre- 
hend that a man does not live from himself, but by an influx of 
life through heaven from the Lord ; but the sensual man cannot 
comprehend this, for he says that he is sensible and appcrceivea. 
manifestly that the life is in liimsclf, and that it is vain to speak 
contrary to the evidence of the senses. Again ; the rational 
natural man comprehends that there are a heaven and a hell; 
whereas the sensual man denies both, because he does not con- 
ceive that there is a purer world than what he sees with his 
eyes: the rational natural man comprehends that there arc 
spirits and angels who are unseen ; but the sensual man does 
not comprehend this, supposing that to be nothing which he 
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does not see and touch. Again, to take another example ; the 
rational natural man comprehends that it is the part or an 
intelligent person to take a view of ends, and to foresee and 
arrange the means to sonic ultimate end : when lie looks at 
nature from the order of things, he sees that nature is a com- 
plex of means, and he then appereeives that an intelligent 
Supreme Being arranged them; but to what ultimate end they 
were arranged, he does not see unless he becomes spiritual : but 
the sensual man does not comprehend that there can be any- 
thing distinct from nature, thus neither that there can be any 
Being which is above nature : what it is to understand, to be 
wise, to take a view of ends, and to arrange means, he docs 
not conceive, unless it be termed natural ; and when it is termed 

fieer does of an automaton. From these few cases it may appear 
manifest what is meant by the interior natural and the exterior 
natural; and also what by sensual things being rejected, viz., 
not the rejection of the things of sight, hearing, smell, taste, 
and touch, in the body, but the rejection of the conclusions 
thence formed concerning interior things. 

Q095. Of the king of Egypt.— This signifies which were 
subordinate to the interior natural, as appears from the repre- 
sentation of " Pharaoh " or the king of Egypt in this chapter, 
as denoting a new state of the natural ; see n. 5079, 5080, con- 
sequently denoting the interior natural, for this was made new : 
what the interior natural is, ami what the exterior, may he seen 
just above, u. 5094. It may be expedient here briefly to shew 
the quality of the internal sense of the Word in the historical 
and in the prophetical s. Where more persona than one are 
mentioned in the historical seuse, as in the present case, Joseph, 
Pharaoh, the prince of the guards, the butler and the baker, 
in the internal sense they indeed signify various things, but only 
in one person. The reason of this is, because names signify 
things; as here Joseph represents the Lord as to the celestial 
spiritual from the rational, and also in the natural ; Pharaoh 
represents him as to the new state of the natural, or as to the 
interior natural; the butler and the baker represent hiin as to 
those things which are of the external natural ; such is the 
internal sense. In like manner in other places, as where men- 
tion is made of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, in the sense of the 
letter there are three persons spoken of, but in the supreme 
sense all the three represent the Lord ; Abraham the Divine 
itself, Isaac the divine intellectual, and Jacob his divine natural. 
Also with the prophets, where on any occasion the relation con- 
sists of mere names, as of persons, kingdoms, or cities, yet 
those names together present and describe one thing in the 
internal sense. He that is not aware of this circumstance, 
may easily be led away by the sense of the letter into an 
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idea of various tilings, whereby' the idea of one tiling may be 
dissipated. 

509(>. Who were bound in the prison-house. — This signifies 
which wciv iiinoni; fahrs, ;is n ] >jn'qi r^H from tin- sipiiliiv.i itm i>\ "ti i 
he: bnuml in the i>n>un-himH'." as denoting to be among falscs; 
see n. 4958, 5037, 5038, 5085. Those who are in falses, and 
especially those who are in evils, are said to be bound and in 
prison ; not that they are in any bonds, but because they are 
not in freedom ; those who are not in freedom being interiorly 
bound; for those who have confirmed themselves in what is 
false, are no longer in any freedom of choosing and accepting 
the truth, and those who have much confirmed themselves 
therein, are not even in freedom to see it, still less to acknow- 
ledge and believe it, for they are in the persuasion that what is 
false is true, and what is true is false : so powerful is this persua- 
sion, that it takes away all freedom of thinking anything else, 
consequently it holds the thought itself in bonds and as it were 
in a prison. This I had much opportunity of being convinced 
of experimentally from those in the other life who have been in 
n persuasion of the false by confirmations in themselves : they 
do not at all admit truths, but reflect or strike them back again, 
and this with an obstinacy proportioned to the degree of per- 
suasion; especially when the false is grounded in evil, or when 
evil has persuaded them. These are those who ore meant in 
the Lord's parable in Matthew, where it is said, " Other seeds 
fell upon the hard way, and the fowls came mid devoured them," 
(xiii. 4.) The seeds arc truths divine; a hard rock denotes per- 
suasion ; fowls are principles of the false. Those who arc such, 
do not even know that they arc in bonds or in a prison ; for 
they are affected with their own false principle, and love it for 
the sake of the evil from which it springs : hence they imagine 
that they are in freedom ; for whatever is of the affection or 
love, appears to lie free. But those who are not in the false 
confirmed, thnt is, in the persuasion of what is false, easily 
admit truths, and see and choose them, and are affected with 
them, and afterwards sec falscs as beneath themselves, and also 
how those, who arc in the persuasion of what is false, are bound: 
they are in so much freedom, that by intuition and thought 
they can expatiate as it were through the whole heaven to innu- 
merable truths; but no one can be in this freedom unless he be 
in good ; for by virtue of good he is in heaven, and by virtue of 
good in heaven truths become apparent. 

5097. And Joseph came to them in the morning. — This sig- 
nifies that it was revealed and clear to the celestial of the spi- 
ritual, as appears (1.) from the representation of "Joseph," ns 
denoting the celestial of the spiritual ; sec n. 428G, 159'J, -19G3 ; 
ami (?..) from the signification of "the morning," as denoting a 
itate of illustration; sec n. 3158, thus what is revealed and 
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clear. The reason why the morning has (his signification, is, 
because all the times of the day, like all the times of the year, 
signify various states according to the variations of the light of 
heaven. The variations of the light of heaven are not varia- 
tions like those of light in the world, every day and every 
year ; but they are variations of intelligence and love : for the 
li^ht of liL-mCi! is divine intelligence fioru the Lurd, which also 
is bright before the eyes, and the beat of that light is the Lord's 
divine love, which also is warm to the sense. It is that light 
which makes the intellectual principle of man, and that heat 
which makes his warm vital and will principle of good. Morn- 
ing in heaven is a state of illustration as to those things which 
are of good and truth ; which state exists when it is acknow- 
ledged, and more so when it is- perceived) that good is good and 
truth is truth. Perception is internal revelation: hence the 
uioniinL' signifiei what is revealed, and as in such case that be- 
comes clear which was before obscure, therefore, hence the 
morning also signifies what is clear. Moreover, by morning in 
the supreme sense is signified the Lord himself, because the 
Lord is the sun from which comes all light in heaven, and he is 
always iu the rising, thus in the morning: he is also always 
rising with every one who receives the truth which is of faith, 
and the good which is of love j but ho sets with every one who 
docs not receive them : not that the sun there sets, because, as 
we said, he is always in the rising; but that he who docs not 
receive him, causes him as it were to set in himself. This may 
in some sort be compared with the vicissitudes which the sun of 
the world causes iu respect to the inhabitants of the earth ; for 
neither does the sun set, because he always remains in his 
place, and ia always shining thence ; but it appears as if ho set, 
because the earth revolves about its axis once every day, anil at 
the same time removes the inhabitant from the sun's aspect; 
sec u. 5018, p. 1 ; thus also the setting is not in the sun, but 
in the removal of the inhabitant of the earth from his light: 
this comparison is illustrative, and because in even tiic minutest 
things of nature there is somewhat representative of the Lord's 
kingdom, it also instructs us, that the privation of the light of 
heaven, that is, of intelligence and wisdom, is not because the 
Lord, who is the sun of intelligence and wisdom, sets with any 
one, but because the inhabitant of his kingdom removes him- 
self, that is, suffers himself to be led by hell, by which he is 
removed. 

5098. And saw them. — This signifies perception, as appears 
from the signification of " to see," as denoting to understand 
and apperceive; sec n. 2150, 3761, '156/, '1723. 

5009. And behold they were disturbed,— This signifies that 
they were in a state of sadness, m appears without cx pla:iat Lu:i. 

5100. And he asked the ministers, the stewards of Pharaoh. 
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—This signifies the above sensual things, as appears from the 
signification of " the ministers, the stewards of Pharaoh," as 
denoting the sensual things of each kind, viz., those which arc 
subordinate to the intellectual part, and those which are sub- 
ordinate to the will port ; sec above, n. 5081. 

5101. Who were with Aim in the custody of his lord's house. 
— This signifies which were rejected, as appears from the signi- 
fication of "to be given into custody," thus of being in cus- 
tody, as denoting to be in a state of rejection; sec also above, 
n. 5083. 

6102. Saying, Wherefore are your faces sad to-day ?— This 
signifies from what affection was the sadness as appears from 
the signification of " faces," as denoting the interiors, see n. 
358, 1999, 2434, 3527, 40G6, 4796, 4797 ; thus as denoting the 
iiD'cr-timis ; Cor a man's interiors from which come the thoughts, 
which are also interior things, are the affections; for these, since 
they are of the love, arc of his life. It is well known that the 
affections arc presented visibly in the face with those who are 
in innocence; and as the affections are so presented, so also are 
the thoughts in general, for these are the forms of the affections; 
hence the face considered in itself is a representative image of 
the interiors. All faces appear in this manner, and in no other, 
to the angels ; for they do not see the faces of men in their 
material, but in their spiritual form; that is, in the form pre- 
sented by the affections and consequent thoughts; these alsii are 
what cause the real face with man, as may be known from this 
c<> is nidi; ration, that the face deprived of those principles is a 
mere dead subject, and that it has life from those principles, 
anil is pleasing according thereto. The sadness of the affection, 
or from what affection, is signified, by his saying, "Wherefore 
are your faces sad to-day?" 

5103. And they said to him. — This signifies perception con- 
cerning those things, as appears from the signification of " say- 
ing," in the historical of the Word, as denoting perception ; 
sec frequently above. 

5104. We have dreamed a dream.— This signifies prediction, 
as appears from the signification of a " dream," as denoting 
foresight, and hence prediction; see above, n. 5091. 

5105. And there is no interpreter of if.— This signifies that 
no one knows what is therein, as appears from the signification 
of "interpretation," as denoting an explanation of what it has 
in it; see above, is. ~AYJ'-'> ; Usui of what is therein. 

5106. And Joseph said to them.— This signifies the celestial 
of the natural, as appears from the representation of " Joseph," 
as denoting the celestial of the natural; see above, it. 5086. 

5107. Da not interpretations belong to God? — This signifies 
that the Divine was therein, as appears from the signification of 
" interpretation," when it is predicated of dreams, as denoting 
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that which is in them; see just above, n.5105; the Divine is 
signified by God. 

5108. Tell me them, I pray.—'IWw signifies that it should be 
known, aa appears from the signification of the expression, 
" Tell, I pray," as denoting that it should be known ; as is also 
evident ("ram what follows. 

5109. Verses 9—13. And the prince of the butters told his 
dream to Joseph, and said to him, In my dream, behold a vine was 
before me. And in the vine were three shoots, and it as it were 
budded; the flour therenf ascended, and the clusters thereof 
ripened into grapes. And Pharaoh's cup was in my hand, and I 
took the grapes, and squeezed them into Pharaoh's cup, ami I gave 
the cup into the palm of Pharaoh's hand. And Joseph said to 
him, This is the interpretation thereof : The three shoots are three 
days. Yet within three days Pharaoh will lift thy head, and will 
bring thee bach to thy station; and thou shall give Pharaoh's cup 
into his hand, after the former manner, when thouwasl his butler. 
And the prince of the butlers told his dream to Joseph, signifies 
that the celestial of the spiritual appcrceived the event concern- 
ing the things of the sensual subject to the intellectual part, 
which hail been hitherto rejected : and said to him, signifies 
revelation from perception : in my dream, signifies prediction i 
and behold, a vine was before me signifies, the intellectual prin- 
ciple : and in the nine were three shoots, signifies the derivations 
thence even to the last : and it as it were budded, signifies the 
influx which produces re-birtli : the flower thereof ascended, sig- 
nifies the state near regeneration : and the clusters thereof 
ripened into grapes, signifies the conjunction of spiritual truth 
with celestial good : and Pharaoh's cup was in my hand, signifies 
the influx of the interior natural into the exterior, and the be- 
ginning of reception : and I took the grapes, and squeezed Ihrm 
into Pharaoh's cup, signifies the reciprocal influx into the goods 
from a spiritual origin there : and I gave the cup into the palm 
of Pharaoh's hand, signifies appropriation by the interior na- 
tural principle : and Joseph said to him, This is the interpretation 
thereof, signifies revelation from perception from the celestial 
principle in the natural, what it had in itself : The three shoots 
are three days, signifies derivations continued even to the last : 
yel within three days, signifies that in this case there would be a 
new state : Pharaoh will lift thy head, signifies what is provided 
and thence concluded : and will bring thee back unto Ihy station, 
signifies that the things of the sensual principle subject to the 
intellectual part, would be reduced into order, that they may he 
in the last place : and thou shall give Pharaoh's cup into his hand, 
signifies that hence they may serve the interior natural: after 
the former manner, signifies from the law of order : when thou 
wast his butler, signifies as is usual with sensual things of that 
kind. 
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5110. And the prince of the tellers told his dream to Joseph. 
— This signifies that the celestial of the spiritual apperceived 
the event concerning the things of the sensual subject to the 
intellectual part, which had been hitherto rejected, as appears 
(1 .) from the representation of " Joseph," as denoting the celes- 
tial of the spiritual ; sec n. «8ti, -liiKu, 4 j!)4, 4!)G3 : and 
fro iv. tin; signification of " a dream," as denoting foresight, 
and hence the event; see n. 5091, 5092, 510}; thus the event 
foreseen or apperceived : and (15.) from the signification of " the 
prince of the butlers," as denoting the sensual subject to the 
intellectual part in general; sec n. 5077, 5082; that it was 
rejected, is meant bj his being in custody; see n. 5083, 5101 : 
from these considerations it is manifest, that the above is the 
internal sense of those worth. That Joseph also, who repre- 
sented the celestial of the spiritual, apperceived the event, is 
manifest from "hat follows. It is said the Celestial of the spiri- 
tual, and thereby is meant the Lord; it may also be said 
abstractedly of him, because he is the celestial' itself and the 
spiritual itself, that is, good itself and truth itself; of which 
principles indeed a man cannot conceive abstractedly from per- 
son, since the natural principle is adjoined to the minutest 
things of his thought ; nevertheless when we think that all that 
is in the Lord is ilivinc, and that the Divine is above all thought, 
and is altogether incom prehetisible even to the angels, conse- 
quently if in this ease we abstract that which is comprehensible, 
there remains- the very r's-e anil Ksistere, and this is the celes- 
tial itself and the spiritual itself, that is, good itself and truth 
itself. Honbcit, since man's nature is such that lie is utterly 
incapable of forming an idea of thought concerning abstract 
principli s. unless ]u: adjoins somculiat natural which had en- 
tered from the world through sensual things (for without such 
a natural somewhat his thought perishes as in an abyss, and is 
dissipated), therefore, lest the Divine should perish with the 
mall who is altogether immersed in corporeal and worldly things, 
and, in cases w here it remained, should be defiled by an unclean 
idea, and together therewith every thing celestial and spiritual 
should suffer in like manner, it pleased Jehovah to present him- 
self actually such as he is, and such as he appears in heaven, 
viz. as a Divine Man , for all of heaven conspires to the human 
form, as may he manifest from what was shewn at the close of 
the chapters concerning the correspondence of all things of 
man with the Grand Man, which is heaven. This Divine, or 
this of Jehovah in heaven, is the Lord from eternity : the Lord 
also took the same upon him when he glorified or made the 
human in himself divine. This is also manifest from the form 
in which he appeared before Peter, James, and John, when be 
was transfigured (Matt, xvii. ], 2); and also in which he occa- 
sionally appeared to the prophets: hence now every one is able 
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to think of the Divine itself as of a rami, and in this case of the 
Lonl, in whom is all the Divine, and a perfect trine ; for in the 
Lord the Divine itself is the Father, that Divine in heaven is the 
Son, and the Divine thence proceeding is the Holy Spirit. That 
these are a one, as he himself teaches, is hence manifest. 

5111. And said to him. — This signifies revelation from per- 
ception, as appears from the signification of "saying" in the 
historical; of the Word, aa denoting perceptioo : see n. 1791, 
81 15, 1199, 1822, 1898, 1919, 2080, 2619, 2862, 3395, 3509 ; 
thus also as denoting revelation j for this is internal perception, 
and is from perception. 

5112. In my dream. — Thii signifies prediction, as appears 
from the signification of " a dream," as denoting foresight, and 
from foresight prediction ; see above, n. 5091, 5092, 5104. 

5113. Behold a viae was before me.— This signifies the 
intellectual principle, as appears from the signification of " a 
vine," as denoting the intellectual principle of the spiritual 
church, of which we shall speak presently. Since the butler 
signifies the sensual principle subject to ihc intellectual part, 
and we arc here treating of the influx of the intellectual prin- 
ciple into the sensual subordinate thereto, therefore in the 
dream there appeared a vine with shoots, flower, clusters, and 
grapes, by which things influx and the re-birth of that sensual 
are described. It is to be noted, that in the Word, where the 
spiritual church is treated of, its intellectual principle is also 
treated of throughout, because it is the intellectual part which, 
with the man of that church, is regenerated and made a church. 
There arc in general two churches, the celestial and the spi- 
ritual ; the celestial church has place with the man who is 
capable of being regenerated or made a church as to the will- 
part ; whereas the spiritual church has place with the man who, 
as we said, is capable of l:t;in^ rcge.ri crated only as to the intel- 
lectual part. The most ancient church, which was before the 
flood, was celestial, because with those who were of that church, 
there was somewhat entire in the will-part; but the ancient 
church, which was after the flood, was spiritual, because with 
those who were of that church, there was not anything entire in 
the will-part, but in the intellectual part; hence now it is, that 
in the Word, where the spiritual church is treated of, its intel- 
lectual principle is also in part treated of; but on this subject 
see n. 640, (ill, 7(15, 803, 875, 895, 927, 928, 1023, 1(>43, 1044, 
1555, 2124, 22511, 2(109, 4328, -1493. That the intellectual part, 
with those who are of the spiritual church, is regenerated, may 
he manifest also from this consideration, that the man of that 
church has no perception of truth from good, as those had who 
were of the celestial church ; hut he must first learn the truth 
which is of faith, and imbibe it in his intellectual principle, and 
thereby from truth know what is good ; and after he has thence 
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known it, he is enabled to think it, next to will it, and at 
length to do it, and in this case n new will is formed with him 
by the Lord in the intellectual part, By this new will the 
spiritual man is elevated by the Lord into heaven, evil still 
remaining in his proper will; which will, on this occasion, is 
mtrjii 'itlaiisly separated, by a superior force, whereby he is with- 
held from evil, and kept in good. But the man of the celestial 
ctmrch was regenerated as to the will-part, by imbibing from 
infancy the good of charity ; and when he bad gained the per- 
ception thereof, be was led into the perception of love to the 
Lord; hence all the truths of faith appeared to him in the 
intellectual principle as in a mirror; the understanding and the 
will with him make altogether one mind ; for it was perceived 
by t\\e tilings in the understanding what was in the will ; herein 
consisted the integrity of the first man, who signified the celes- 
tial church. That " a vine" denotes the intellectual principle 
of the spiritual church, is manifest from several passages in 
other parts of the Word, as in Jeremiah : " What hast thou to 
do with the way of Egypt that thou shouldst drink the watera 
of Sihor; or what hast thou to do with the way of Assyria that 
thou shouldst drink the waters of the river f But I had planted 
thee a whole noble vine, a seed of truth. How art thou turned 
into the degenerate »hoot» of a strange vine unto me !" [ii. 18, 
21;) speaking of Israel, who signified the spiritual church ; 
see n. 3651, 1286 : "Egvpt and the waters of Sihor" denote 
the seientifics which pervert, n. 1164, 1165, 1186, 1462: 
"Assyria and the waters of the river" denote the reasoning 
from those seientifics against the good of life and the truth of 
faith, n. 119, 1186: "a noble vine" denotes the man of the 
spiritual church, who is called a vint? froin Hie. intellectual prin- 
ciple ; " the degenerate shoots of a strange vine " denote the 
man of the perverted church. Aud in Ezekicl : " An enigma 
and a parable concerning the house of Israel. A great eagle 
took of the seed of the earth, and set it in a field of sowing : 
it grew, and became a luxuriant vine, of low stature, so that 
if* shoots had respect to it, and its roots were under it ; thus it 
became a vine, which made shoots, and sent forth offsets to the 
eagle. This vine applied its roots and sent forth its shoots to 
the eagle, in a good field by many waters : it was planted to 
make a branch that it might be a magnificent vine," (xvii. 2, 3, 
5, 8.) An eagle denotes the rational principle, n. 3901 ; seed 
of the earth denotes the truth of the church, n. 1025, 144", 
1610, 1940, 2848, 3038, 3310, 3373; its being made into a 
luMiriaut vine and a magnificent vine, denotes into a spiritual 
church, which is called a vine from the wine thence produced, 
which signifies spiritual good or the good of charity from which 
comes the truth of faith, implanted in the intellectual part. 
Again, in the same prophet: "Thy mother, like a vine in thy 
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likeness, planted near the waters, bearing fruit, and matte full 
of branches by many waters ; whence she had rods of strength 
for sceptres of those who bear role ; and she elevBted herself in 
her stntore above among the entwined branches, that she ap- 
peared in her height in the multitude of shoots," (xis. 10, 11 ;) 
speaking also of Israel, who signified the spiritual church, which 
is compared to a vine for a reason like that above mentioned. 
In this passage arc described the derivations thereof even to the 
last in the natural man, that is, to the scientifies derived from 
things sensual, which are the entwined branches, n. 2831. And 
in Hosea : " I will be as the dew unto Israel: his branches shall 
spread, and his honor shall he as of an olive, and his smell as 
of Lebanon. Those who dwell in his shadow shall return ; they 
shall vivify the corn, and shall flourish as a vine : his memory 
shall be as the mine of Lebanon. Ephrnim, what have I to do 
any more with idols ?" (xiv. 5 — 8 ;) Israel denotes the spiritual 
church, whose flourishing is compared to a vine, and its memory 
to the wine of Lchanon, from the good of faith implanted in 
the intellectual principle : Ephraim is the intellectual of the 
spiritual church, n. 3960. And in Zcchariah : " The remains 
of the people, the seed of peace ; the vine shall give her fruit, 
the earth shall give provender, and the heavens shall give their 
dew," (viii. 11, 12;) the remains of the people denote truths 
stored up by the Lord in the interior man, n. 468, 530, 560, 
561, 660, 798, 1050, 1738, 1906, 2284; the seed of peace de- 
notes good there; the vine, the intellectual principle. And in 
Malachi : 1 will rebuke him that taketh away from you, that 
he may not corrupt for you the fruit of the earth ; and the vine 
in the field shall not be barren to you," (iii. 1 1 ;) a vine denotes 
the intellectual principle ; the vine is said not to be barren, when 
the intellectual principle is not deprived of the truths and goods 
of faith ; but on the other hand the vine is said to be empty, 
when there are falses therein and consequent evils ; as in Hosea, 
"Israel is an empty cine ; he makes fruit like unto himself," (i. 
1 .) And in Moses : " He shall bind unto the vine his ass colt, 
and unto the noble vine the son of his she-ass, after that he hath 
washed his garment in wine, and his covering in the blood of 
grapes," (Gen. ilix. 11 ;] the prophecy of Jacob, at that time 
Israel, concerning his twelve sons; in this passage concerning 
Judah, who represented the Lord, u. 3881 ; a vine denotes the 
intellectual principle of the spiritual church, and a noble vine 
denotes the intellectual principle of the celestial church. And 
in David : " Jehovah, thou hast made a vine to come out of 
Egypt; thou hast driven out the nations, and planted it; thou 
hast purged before U, and madest its roots to be rooted, so that 
it filled the earth ; the mountains were covered with the shadow 
of it, and the cedars of God with its branches ; thou hast seDt 
forth its shoots even to the sea, and its little branches to 
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Euphrates : the boar out of the wood tramples it down, and the 
wild beast of the fields devours it," (Psalm Ixxx. 8—11, 13 :) in 
the supreme sense the vine out of Egypt denotes the Lord ; the 
glorification of his human is described by it and its shoots; in 
the internal scusc the vine in the above passage is the spiritual 
church, and the man of that church, such as he is when made 
new or regenerated by the Lord as to the iutellectual and will- 
principle : the boar in the wood is the false, and the wild beast 
of the fields is the evil, which destroy the church as to faith in 
the Lord. And in the Apocalypse : " The angel sent his sickle 
into the earth, and vintaged the vine of the earth, and cast it 
into the great wine-press of the anger of God. The wine-press 
was trodden without the citv, anil blood went forth from the 
wine-press even to the reins' of the horses," (xiv. I'J, 20 :) to 
vintage the vine of the earth denotes to destroy the intellectual 
principle of the church j and as a vine signifies that intellectual 
principle, it is also Baid that blood went forth from the wine-press 
even to the reins of the horses, for horses signify things intellec- 
tual, n. 27GI, 27G2, 3217. And in Isaiah : "'it shall come to 
pass in that day, every place shall be, in which there have been 
a thousand vines for a thousand of silver, it shall be for a place 
of briars and thorns," (vii. 23.) Again; "the inhabitants of 
the earth shall be burnt up, and a rare man shall be left : the 
new wine shall mourn, and the vine shall faint," (xiiv. 6, 7.) 
Again; "They beat themselves upon the teats on account of the 
fields of new wine, on account of the fruitful vine i upon the 
land of my people corocth up the thorn and the briar," (xxsii. 
12, 13.) In these passages the subject treated of is the vastatiou 
of [hi: spiritual church as to the good and truth of faith, thus 
as to the intellectual principle; for, as we said above, the truth 
and good of faith is in the intellectual port of the man of that 
church. Every one may see that a vine in that passage does 
not mean a vine, nor the earth the earth ; but that they mean 
something of the church answering thereto. As in the genuine 
sense a vine signifies the good of the intellectual principle, and a 
fig-tree the good of the natural, or what is the same thing, 
a vine the good of the interior man, and a fig-tree the good of 
the exterior, Ihr relore very frequently in the Word, where locu- 
tion is made of the vine, the fig-tree is also mentioned : as in 
the following passages; "Consuming I will consume them; 
there shall not be grapes on the vine, or figs on the fig-tree, and 
the leaf shall fall off," (Jer. viii. 13.] Again; " I will bring upou 
you a nation from afar, O house of Israel, which shall devour 
your vine and your fig-tree," (v. 15, 17.) And in Hosca : "I 
will lay waste her vine and her fig-tree," (ii. 12.) And in Joel : 
" A nation is come up upon the earth. He hath reduced my vine 
to wasteness, and my fig-tree to foam ; baring lie hath made it 
bare, and hath cast it forth ; the shouts /hereof arc made white.

The vine is dried up, and the jiff-tree languishetb," (i. 6, 7, 12.) 
Again ; " Fear not, ye beasts of my fields ; because the habita- 
tions of the wilderness arc become herbose ; because the tree 
bath produced its fruit, and the fig-tree and the vine shall give 
their strength," (ii. 22.) And in David : " He smote their vine 
and their fig-tree, and brake in pieces the tree of their border," 
(Psalm cv. 33.) And in Hahakkuk ; " The fiy-lree shall not 
flourish, and there shall be no fruit on the vines," (iii. 17.) And 
in Micah ; " Doctrine shall go furth out of Zion, and the Word 
of Jehovah out of Jerusalem. They skd! slc crtr;/ one under hit 
own rim' and "iiiirr hi.: mint fii/-tri c ; and nunc shall make them 
afraid," (iy. 2, 1.) And in Zechariah ; " In that day ye shnl! 
cry, a man to his companion, under tin' fine and tinder the fig- 
tree," (iii. 10.) And in the first book of the Kings: In the 
time of Solomon there was peace from all the passages round 
about ; and .liidiili a Lid Israel dive It in confidence, retry one under 
his own vine and under his own fig-tree," (iv. 25.) A fig-tree 
denotes the good of the natural or exterior man ; see n. 217. 
A vine denotes the intellectual principle made new or rcginin-iilird 
by good from truth and by truth. from good, as is manifest from 
the Lord's words to the disciples, after he bud instituted the 
Holy Supper, in Matthew : " I say unto you, that I will not 
drink henceforth of this frail of Ihe vine, until that day when I 
shall drink it new with you in my father's kingdom," (jtsvi. 2D.) 
Good from truth and truth from good, whereby the intellectual 
principle is made new, or the man is made spiritual, is signified 
by the fruit of the vine; the appropriation thereof is signified In- 
drinking. To drink denotes to appropriate, and is predicated of 
truth; see n. 31G8. That this is not done fully but in the other 
life, is signified by "Until that day when I shall drink it new 
with you in my Father's kingdom." That the fruit of the vine 
does not mean must or wine, hut somewhat heavenly of the Lord's 
kingdom, is very manifest. As the intellectual principle of the 
spiritual man is made new and regenerated by truth, which U 
solely from the Lord, therefore the Lord compares himself to a 
vine, and those who arc implanted in the truth which is from him, 
consequently who are implanted in him, he compares to the 
branches, and the good which is thence derived, to the fruit, in 
John : / am the true Vine, and my Father is the Vine-dresser. 
Every branch in me that beareth not fruit, he takcth away ; but 
every one that beareth fruit he pruncth, that it may bring forth 
more fruit. Abide in me and I in you. As the branch cannot 
bear fruit of itself, except it abide in the vine, no more cbh ye, 
except ye abide in me. / am the vine, ye are the branches. He 
that abideth in me, and I in him, the same bringeth forth much 
fruit ; for without me yc cannot do anything. This is my com- 
mandment, That ye love one another, as I have loved you," 
(xv. I — 5, 12.) As a vine in the supreme sense signifies the 
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Lord as to Divine truth, and hence in the internal sense the man 
of the spiritual church, therefore a vineyard signifies the spiritual 
church itself, n. lOGi), 3220. As the Nazaritc represented the 
celestial man, and he is regenerated by the good of love, but not 
by the truth of faith like the spiritual man, consequently he is 
regenerated not aa to the intellectual principle but as to the will- 
principle, as may be aeon above ; therefore the Nazaritc w as 
forbidden to eat anything which came forth from the vine, thus to 
drink wine," (Numb, vi, 3, 4; Judges *iii. 14:) from this cir- 
cumstance also it is evident, that a vine signifies the intellectual 
principle of the spiritual man, as we have already shewn. The 
Nazaritc represented the celestial man, as may be seen, n. 3301 ; 
hence also it may be seen, that it cannot at all be known why 
the Nazarite was forbidden everything which came forth from the 
vine, with many other circumstances concerning him, unless it 
bcknowu what the vine signifies in a proper sense, also unless it 
he known that there are a celestial church and a spiritual church, 
and that the man of the celestial church is regenerated in one 
manner, and the man of the spiritual church in another ; the 
former by seed implanted in the will-part; the latter by seed 
implanted in the intellectual part. Such arcana are stored up in 
the internal sense of the Word. 

5114. And in the vine were three shouta. — This signifies the 
derivations thence even to the last, as appears (1.) from the sig- 
nification of "a vine," lis denoting the intellectual principle, 
spoken of just above, n. 5113; and (2.) from the signification of 
" three," as denoting what is complete and continuous even to 
the cud ; see n. 2788, 4195 ; and (3.) from the signification of 
" shoots," as deuoting derivations ; for when a vine denotes the 
inttlltutiiid principle, tin: i.iioots arc derivations thence; and as 
three signify what is continuous even to the end, or from the 
first even to the last, three shoots signify the derivations from 
the intellectual principle even to the last which is the sensual ; 
for the first in order is the intellectual, and the last is the sen- 
sual. The intellectual in general is the visuality of the internal 
man, which sees from the light of heaven, which is from the 
Lord, and all that it sees is spiritual and celestial ; but the sen- 
sual principle in general is of the external man, in the present 
case the sensual of the sight, because this corresponds with and 
is subordinate to the intellectual; this sensual sees from the 
light of the world which is from the sun, and all that it sees is 
worldly, corporeal, and terrestrial. In every man there are de- 
rivations from the intellectual, which is in the light of heaven, 
to the sensual, which is in the light of the world ; unless this 
were the case, the sensual could not have any humau life. A 
man's sensual has not life in consequence of seeing from the 
light of the world, for the light of the world has no life in it ; 
but in consequence of seeing from the light of heaven, for this 
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has lifu in it : when this liglil falls with man into those things, 
which arc from the light of the world, it rivifiea thcra, aud 
causes him to see object* n-.tcllci-: jjIIv, thus as a mau. Hence 
a man, from the scieutifics which originated from the things 
which he had seen and heard m the world, consequently from 
those which had entered by things sensual, has intelligence bin) 
wisdom, and from the latter be has civil, moral, and spiritual 
life. Derivations, speei Really, arc of such a sort with man, that 
it is impossible in explain ihtin in a few words : tbey arc steps 
as of a ladder between the intellectual principle and the sensual ; 
hut no one can comprehend those steps, unless he knows how 
they are circumstanced, viz., that among themselves they are 

without the exterior, but not the exterior without the interior; 
as lor example, a man's spirit can subsist without the material 
body, and also actually does subsist when by death it is sepa- 
rated from the body; a man's spirit is in the interior degree, 
and the body in the exterior ; the case is similar with a man's 
spirit after death; if be is among the blessed, he is in the last 
degree among them when in the first heaven, iu an interior 
degree when in the second, anil in the inmost when in the third ; 
and when be is in this, he is then at the same time in the rest, 
but these are quiescent with him, almost as the corporeal prin- 
ciple is quiescent with a man in sleep, but with this differ- 
ence, that the interiors with the angels are in such case in the 
highest wakefulness: therefore a man has as many distinct 
degrees as there are heavens, besides the last, which is the 
bndy with its scnsuals. From these considerations it may 
in some measure appear manifest bow the case is with deriva- 
tions from first to last, or from the intellectual to the sensual. 
The life of man, which is from the Divine of the Lord, passes 
through these degrees from the inmost to the Inst, and is every- 
where derived, and becomes more and more common or general, 
and in the last most common. The derivations in the inferior 
degrees are only compositions, or more properly conformations 
of the singulars and particulars of the superior degrees succes- 
sively, with an addition of such things from purer nature, and 
afterwards from grosser, as may serve for containing vessels ; 
which vessels being dissolved, the singulars and particulars 
of the interior degrees, which were formed together therein, re- 
turn to the next superior degree. And us with man there is a 
connection with the Divine, aud bis inmost principle is such 
that he can receive the Divine, and not only receive it, but also 
appropriate it to himself by acknowledgement and affection, thus 
by reciprocation j therefore a man, since be is thus implanted 
in the Divine, can never die ; for he is in what is eternal and 
infinite, not only by influx thence, but also by reception. Hence 
it may he seen, how unlearncdly and frivolously those think 
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concerning man, who compare him to the brute animals, and 
believe that he will not live after death any more than they, 
not considering that with the brute animals there is no recep- 
tion, and no reciprocal appropriation of, and consequent con- 
junction with, the Divine, by any acknowledgment and affec- 
tion; and not considering that, since their state is such, the 
recipient forms of their life must necessarily be dissipated ; for 
with them the influx |>si-"*es thfongb their organical forms even 
into the world, and there terminates and vanishes, and never 

olio. And U at 
which produces the re-birth, 

of " to bud," or to produce leaves and afterwards tlowers, as 
denoting the first state of the re-birth. The reason why it 
denotes influx is, because when a man is in the act of being 
re-born, spiritual life flows in into him, like life by heat from 
the sun into a tree, when it is in the act of budding. He that 
is born a man, in the Word throughout, is compared to the 
subjects of the vegetable kingdom, especially to trees, because 
the whole vegetable kingdom, and also the animal kingdom, 
represents such things as appertain to man, consequently such 
as are in the Lord's kingdom ; for a man is a heaven in the 
least form, as may appear evident from what lias been shewn 
at the close of the chapters concerning the correspondence of 
man with the Grand Man, or heaven: hence also the ancients 
called man a microcosm, or little world ; they might have called 
him likewise a little heaven, if they had been better acquainted 
with the state of heaven. That universal nature is a theatre 
representative of the Lord's kingdom, may be seen, n. 2758, 
3 183, 4939. The man who is horn anew, that is, who is regene- 
rated by the Lord, is especially called a heaven ; for in this case 
lie is implanted in good and truth divine which is from the 
Lord, consequently he is implanted in heaven ; for the man 
who is re-born, in like manner as a tree, begins from seed : 
therefore in the Word seed signifies the truth which is from 
good : also in like manner as a tree, he first produces leaves, 
next flowers, and finally fruit: for he first produces such things 
as are of intelligence, which also in the Word are signified bv 
leaves, next such things as arc of wisdom, which are signified 
by flowers, and dually such things as are of life,— the goods of 
love and charity in act, which in the Word are signified by 
fruits. Such is the rejirusi'iitiilivc similitude between the fruit- 
bearing tree and the man who is regenerated, that from a tree 
we may learn how the case is with regeneration, if we previously 
know anything concerning spiritual good and truth. Hence 
it may appear manifest, how in this dream by the vine is repre- 
sentatively described the full process of the re-birth of man as 
to the sensual principle subject to the intellectual; first by the 
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three shoots, then by the budding, nest by the flower, after- 
wards by the ripening of the clusters into grapes, and finally 
by his squeezing them into Pharaoh's cup, and giving it to him. 
The dreams also, which flow in through heaven from the Lord, 
never appear otherwise than according to representatives. He 
therefore who does not know what this thing or that in nature 
represents, and especially who is altogether ignorant that any. 
thing is representative, cannot believe but that they are only 
comparisons, such as every one uses in common discourse. 
They are also comparisons, but such as are correspondent, and 
which are thence actually presented in the world of spirits, 
when the angels, who are in the interior heaven, arc in con- 
versation respecting the spiritual and celestial things of the 
Lord's kingdom ; concerning dreams, see ». 1122, 1975—1981. 

5116. And the flower thereof ascended.— This signifies, the 
state near regeneration, as appears from the signification of "the 
flower" which buds forth from the tree before the fruit, as de- 
noting the state before regeneration. The budding and fructifi- 
cation of a tree represent, as was said just above, n. 5115, the 
(e- birth of oiau ; tin- growing grei u from Lie leaves represents 
the 6rat state, the blossoming the second, or the next before re- 
generation, and the fructification the third, which is the state 
itself of the regenerate hence it is that leases signify the 
things of intelligence, or the truths of faith, n. 885 ; for these 
arc th<! first things of the re-birth or regeneration; but the 
flowers are the thiugs of wisdom, or the goods of faith, because 
these nest precede the re-birth or regeneration, and the fruits 
the things of life, or tin: works of charity, as these nro subse- 
quent and constitute the state itself of the regenerate. Sueh 
things exist in the vegetable kingdom from the influx of the 
spiritual world : this, however, cannot at all be believed by those 
who attribute all things to nature, and nothing to the Divine; 
whereas those who attribute all things to the Divine, and nothing 
to nature are permitted to see, not only that even the minutest 
things arc from that source, but also that they arc corre- 
spondent, and in consequcuce of corresponding that they arc 
representative ; and finally they are permitted to see, that uni- 
versal nature is a theatre representative of the Lnrd's kingdom ; 
thus that the Divine is iu the minntest things thereof, insomuch 
that it is also a representation of the eterual and the infinite, — 
of the eternal from propagation to eternity ; of the infinite 
from a multiplication of seeds to infinity. Such tendencies 
[conatus] could never have existed in the minutest things in 
the vegetable kingdom, unless the Divine continually flowed in ; 
for from influx comes conatus, from conatus energy, and from 
energy effect. Those who attribute all things to nature say, 
that such things were implanted in fruitB and seeds in the first 
creation, and in consequence of the energy thence received they 
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arc afterwards carried of tb cm selves to such operations; but 
they do not consider, thnt subsistence is perpetual existence, or 
what is similar, that propagation is perpetual creation ; neither 
do they consider that the elfect is the continuation of the cause, 
and thnt when the cause ceases the effect also erases, and hence 
that every effect, without a continual influx of the cause, in- 
stantly perishes ; thev also do not consider, that what is uncon- 
nected with the first of all, consequently with the Divine, in 
an instant falls into nothing; for what is prior must be in what 
is posterior, in order that what is posterior niav have any being. 
If those who attribute all things to nature, anil little or'uothiug 
to the Divine, considered these things, thev might be enabled 
also to acknowledge, that all, even the minutest tilings in nature 
represent such things as are in the spiritual world, consequently 
such as are in the Lord's kingdom, where the Divine of the 

influx from the spiritual world, but we thereby mean that the 
influx is through the spiritual world from the Divine of the 
Lord. The reason why natural raeu do not consider such things 
is, because they are unwilling to acknowledge them ; for they 
are immersed in terrestrial and corporeal things, and hence are 
in the life of self-love and the love of the world, consequently 
they are in an inverted order in respect to the things of the 
spiritual world or heaven ; and it is impossible to sec such tilings 
from an inverted state; for they see the things which are below 
as things above, and the things which are above as things below; 
therefore all such in the other life, when they are seen in the 
light of heaven, appear with their head downwards and their 
feet upwards. Docs any of them, when he sees the trees and 
other plants in blossom, consider that it is as it were the mani- 
festation of their gladness, in consequence of their producing 
fruits or seeds? they sec that (lowers precede, and are continued 
even till thev have [he beginnings of fruit or seed in their bosom, 
and so convey their juice thereinto. If they knew anything 
concerning the re-birth or regeneration of man, or rather if 
they were willing to know it, they would also, from the simili- 
tude, see in those flowers a representative of the state of man 
before regeneration, viz,,- that at that time he in like manner 
blossoms from the good of intelligence and wisdom, that is, is 
in interior gladness and beauty, because be is then in the en- 
deavour to implant the goods 'of intelligence and wisdom into 
the life, that is, to produce fruits : that it is such a state, cannot 
be known by them, because the nature of the interior gladness 
and beauty, which are represented, is not at all known by those 
who are oulv in the gladnesses of the love of the world and in 
the delights'of self-love : those gladnesses and delights cause the 
above things to appear joyless and nudeligliti'iil, insomuch that 
they hold them in aversion ; and when they hold them in aver- 
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■ion, tliey also reject them as somewhat offensive, or of no value, 
consequently they deny them, and at tho same time deny that 
then: i- anything 5[iiritiia] ami celestial: hence arises the insanity 
of the present age, which is believed to he wisdom. 

5117. And the cluster) thereof ripened into grapes. — This 
signifies the conjunction of spiritual truth with celestial yon:!, 
aa appears (1.) from the signification of " to ripen," as denoting 
the progress of the re-birth or regeneration even to the con- 
junction of truth with good, thus as denoting conjunction: 
and (2.) from the signification of " clusters," as denoting the 
truth of spiritual good, and (3.) of "grapes," as denoting the 
good of celestial truth, in tin present cue each in the tcnv.ial 
which is represented by the butter. The conjunction thereof 
in the sensual is similar iu its circumstances In the ripening of 
ciuMcr* into grapes : for io the rc-hirth or regeneration all truth 
tend* to conjunction "i;h pood, not n-rrmnj; bl'e before such 
conjunction, co n sen, uei illy not being fructified. This is repre- 
sented in the fruits of trees when tliey ripen in unripe fruit*, 
which are here the cluster*, it re p res, -n led the suite when truth 
still prod otni nates ; but in the ripe fruits which arc here the 
grapes, the state when good has the predominance the prc- 
iloMin.ii.ee of good is also represented io the Havur and sweet, 
ncss which are perceived in ripe grapes. Hut concerning the 
cooj unction of truth with good in the sensual subject to the 
intciki Inul part, further particulars cannot ho given, they 
being nf too mysterious a nature to be comprehended : there- 
fore it is uecdfui that they he preceded by knowledges concern- 
ing the state nf the celestial spiritual, and concerning this 
sensual, also couceruiug the state of the natural in which that 
conjunction exists. Grapes signify the good of the spiritual 
man, thus charity, as may appear manifest from several pas- 
sages in the Word, aa in Isaiah, " My beloved had a vineyard 
in the horn of a son of oil. He expected that it would bring 
forth gropes, but it brought forth wiid gropes," (v. 1, 2, 4,) 
where a vineyard denotes the spiritual church ; he expected 
that it would bring forth grapes denotes the goods of charity ; 
but it brought forth wild grapes denotes the evils of hatred 
and revenge. Again, "Thus saith Johova.li, As the new wine 
is found in the cluster, and he saith, Spoil it not, because 
a blessing is in it," (kv. 8 :) the new wine in the cluster denotes 
truth from good in the natural principle. And in Jeremiah : 
" Gathering, I will gather them, saith Jehovah ; there are no 
grapes on the vine, and no figs on the fig-tree," (viii, 13.) No 
grapes on the vine denotes that there was no interior or rational 
good ; no figs on the fig-tree denotes that there was no exterior 
or natural good ; for a vine is the intellectual principle, as was 
shewn just above, n. 5113, and when the conjunction of truth 
and good is therein, a vine is rational, for hence is the rational 
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principle : that a fig denotes the good of the natural or ex- 
terior man, see n. 217. And in Hoseit, " I have found Israel 
like grapes in the wilderness; I have found your fathers like 
the first in the fig in its beginning," (in. 10.) Grapes in the 
wilderness denote rational good not yet made spiritual; the 
first in the fig denotes natural pood in like manner: Israel 
denotes t ) le- :iiit:i<rnt spirilunl duirdi in i(s lii'ifinniiig : fathers 
in this and other passages are not the sons of Jacob, hut those 
with whom the ancient church was first established anew. 
And in Micah : "There ia no cluster to eat; my soul desired 
the first. The holy one hath perished from the earth, and 
there is not an upright one among men,".(vii. 1, 2.) The 
cluster to eat denotes the good of charity in its beginning; 
the first [cluster) denotes the truth of faith also at that time. 
And in Amos, " Behold the days come, that the plowman shall 
reach to the reaper, and the treader of the grapes him that 
drawctli forth the seed: the mountains shall drop new wine, 
and the hills shall melt : and I will bring back the captivity 
of my people, that they may build the waste cities, and may 
sit and plant vineyards, and drink the icine thereof, and may 
make clusters, and cat the fruit thereof," (ix. 13, 14.) The 
subject here treated of is the establishment of a spiritual church, 
which is thus described ; the conjunction of spiritual good with 
its truth, by the plowman reaching to the reaper, and the con- 
junction of spiritual truth with its good, by the trcadcr of the 
grapes reaching to him that draweth forth the seed : the goods 
of love and charity thence derived are signified by " the moun- 
tains shall drop new wine and the hills shall melt;" to bring 
back the captivity of the people denotes to deliver from falses ; 
to build the waste cities denotes to rectify the falsified doctrines 
of truth ; to sit and plant vineyards denotes to cultivate the 
things of the spiritual church ; to dnnk the wine thereof denotes 
to appropriate the truths of that church which are the truths of 
charity ; and to make clusters and cat the fruit thereof denotes 
to appropriate the goods thence derived. Every ooe may see 
that to build cities, to plant vineyards, to drink wine, to make 
clusters and cat the fruit thereof, are merely natural things; 
aud that unless they contained a spiritual sense, there would 
he nothing divine therein. So in Moses, "He hath washed 
Ins garments tn wine, and bis covering in the blood of grapes," 
(Genesis xlix. II ,) speaking of the Lord here wine denotes 
spiritual good from the divine love, and the blood of grape* 
denudes celestial good thence denied. Again, " Mutter of thi- 
herd, aud milk of the flock, with the fnt of lambs and of ihe 
rams of the sons of Bashan, and of goats with the fat of the 
kidneys of wheat ; and thou dmikcsl the hlut.d i,f the grope, uew 
wine," (Deut. luii, 1 1;) apeaking of the ancient churrh, whereof 
the goodn of love and charity are thus described. Each eipres-

sion signifies some specific good ; the blood of tbe grape sig- 
nifies spiritual celestial good, which ia the name given to the 
Divine in heaven proceeding from the Lord : wine is called the 
blood of grapes, since each signifies holy truth proceeding from 
the Lord; wine, however, is predicated of the spiritual, aud 
blood of the celestial ; and this being the case, wine was en- 
joined in the Holy Supper. Again, " Their viae is of the vine 
of Sodom, aud of the fields of Gomorrah ; the grapes thereof are 
grapes of gall, their clusters are hitter," (Ueut. xxsii. 32 ;) speak- 
ing of the Jewish church ; their vine bi iu^ of the vine of Sodom 
and of the fields of Gomorrah, denotes that the intellectual part 
was obsessed by falscs derived from infernal love; their grapes 
being grapes of gall, and their clustera bitter to them, denotes 
that the case was similar with the will principle therein ; for a 
grape, since In a good sense it signifies charity, is predicated of 
tbc will, but of the will principle in the intellectual part, so 
also in the opposite sense; for all truth is of tbe understanding, 
and all good of the will. And in the Apocalypse, " The angel 
said, Send a sharp sickle, aud vintage the clusters of the. earth; 
for the grapes thereof are ripe," (xiv. 18;) to vintage the clusters 
of the earth denotes to destroy all things of charity. And in 
Matthew, " Ye shall know them by their fruits : do they gather 
grapes from thorns, and figs from thistles?" (vii. 16.) Aud in 
Luke, " Every tree is known by its own fruit ; for they do not 
gather figs from thorns, neither front a bramble do they vintage 
the grape," {vi. 44.) As the subject treated of in these passages 
ia charity towards the neighbor, therefore it is said that they 
should be known by their fruits, which are the goods of charity: 
the internal goods of charity ore grapes, and the external arc 
figs. The law was enacted in the Jewish church, "When thou 
comest into tbe vineyard of thy companion, thou shalt eat 
grapee according to thy sou], to thy satisfying; but thou shalt 
not put any into thy vessel," (Deut. xxiii. 24.) This involves 
that every one associating with others, who are of a different 
doctrine and religion, may learn and accept their goods of 
charity, but not imbibe them and conjoin them to his own 
truths. A vineyard, as it denotes tbc church, denotes where 
there is doctrine or religion : grapes arc the goods of charity ; 
a vessel is the truth of the church. 

5118. And Pharaoh's cap was in my hand. — This signifies 
the influx of the ioterior natural iuto the exterior, and the 
beginning of reception, as appears (1.) from the representation 
of "Pharaoh," as denoting the interior natural; see above, n. 
5080, 5095; and (2.) from the representation of "the butler," 
as denoting the exterior natural; see a. 5077, 5082; "in my 
hand," denotes appertaining to him; and (3.) from the si^iiilicn- 
tion of " a cup," as denoting that which contains, aud also at the 
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tune time that which is contnined; ace the following, n. 5120. 
Hence, and frota the series of things in the internal sense. 
" Pharaoh's cup was in my hand " signifies the influx of the 
interior natural into the exterior, and the beginning of recep- 
tion in the latter. It has been shewn above, that the interior 
natural is that which communicates with the rational, and into 
which the rational Hows, and the exterior natural is that which 
communicates with sensual tilings, or by them with the world, 
thus into which the world flows. There is a continual influx 
from the Lord through the rational into the interior natural, 
and through this into the exterior; but the things which flow in 
are changed and turned according to the reception; with the 
un regenerate, goods are there turned into evils, and truths into 
falses ; hut with the regenerate, goods and truths are there 
presented as in a mirror ; for the natural is like a face represen- 
tative of tiie spiritual things of the internal man, and that face 
U i '.iiiH - vi ni i -unl;itive when the exteriors correspond to tho 
interiors : hence it may in some sort appear what is meant by 
the influx of the interior natural into the exterior, and the be- 
ginning of reception t lie rein. 

5 1 19. And I look the grapes and squeezed them into Pharaoh'* 
cup. — This signifies the reciprocal influx into the goods from a 
spiritual origin there.^as appears (1.) from the signification of 
"grapes," as denoting the goods of charity ; sec just above, n. 
5117 ; thus goods from a spiritual origin, for all the goods of 
genuine charity are from that origin; and (2.) from the signi- 
fication of " squeezing them into Pharaoh's cup," as denoting 
reciprocal influx. By reciprocal influx we do not mean, that 
the exterior natural principle flows into the iutcrior, because this 
is impossible ; for exteriors cannot flow into interiors, or what 
is the same thing, inferior or posterior things into superior and 
prior; but the rational calls forth the things which ore in the 
interior natural, and by this the things which ore in the ex- 
terior; not that the very things themselves which are therein 
are called forth, but the things which are thence concluded or 
as it were extracted ; such is the nature of reciprocal influx. It 
appears as if the things which are in the world flow in through 
sensual things towards the interiors ; but this is a fallacy of tho 
senses; there is an influx of interiors into exteriors, and apper- 
ception by that influx. On these subjects I hove occasionally 
crmiei -i d with spirits; and it was shewn me by living experience, 
that the iutcrior man sees and apperccives in the exterior what 
is doing out of the latter, and that the sensual principle has life 
only from this source, or that the faculty of being sensible, or 
Bcnsation, is only from this source. The above-mentioned fallacy, 
however, is such and so great, that it cannot at all he dissipated 
by the natural man, and not even by the rational, unless he 
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be able to think abstractedly from the sensual principle. These 
observations are made in order to shew what is meant by re- 
ciprocnl influx. 

5120. And I gave tlw cup into the palm of Pharaoh's 
hund.— This signifies appropriation by the interior natural, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of "to give the cup," thus 
wine to drink, as denoting to appropriate; that drinking de- 
note- .ippioiirkituni of truth, see n. 3168] and (2.) from the 
representation of " Pharaoh," as denoting the interior natural, 
sec n. 6080, 51)95, 5118. The subject here treated of, as is 
manifest from what precedes, is the regeneration of the sensual 
euhject to the intellectual part of the interior man, which is sig- 
nified by the butler, eouscnuentlv the influx of truth and good, 
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in the Word, i- iiun.iftsl from the following passages ; " Jehovah, 
thou wilt set in order before me a table in the presence of ruy 
foes, and will make my head fat with oil ; my cup will abound," 
(Psalm xxiii. 5.) To set in order a table and to make the head 
fat with oil, denote to he gifted with the good of charity nod 
love ; my cup will abound, denotes that the natural principle will 
be thence filled with truth and good. Again : " What shall I 
render to Jehovah '! I will take the cup of salvation, and will 
call upon the name of Jehovah," {Psalm csvi. 12, 13 :) to receive 
the cup of salvation denotes the appropriation of the goods of 
faith. And in Mark : " Whosoever shall give you to drink a cup 
of water in my name, because ye belong to Christ, verily 1 say 
unto you, he shall uot lose bis reward," (ix. 11 :) to give a cup 
of water to drink in my name, denotes to instruct in the truths 
offtiith from a scanty charity. And in Matthew, "Presently 
taking the cup, and giving thanks, he gave it to them, saying, 
Drink ye all of this ; for this is my blood, that of the New 
Testament," (xxvi. 27, 28 ; Mark xiv. 23, 24 ; Luke xxii. 20 :) 
it is said the cup, and uot the wine, because wine is predicated 
of the spiritual church, and blood of the celestial church, 
although each signifies the holy truth proceeding from the Lord : 
in the spiritual church it is the holy principle of faith grounded 
in charity towards the neighbor, whereas in the celestial church 
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it in tbc holy principle of charity grounded in love to the Lord. 
The spiritual cliurch is distinguished from the celestial in this, 
that the former is principled in charity towards the neighbor, 
and the latter in love to the Lord ; and the Holy Supper was 
instituted that it might represent and signify the Lord's love 
.towards the whole haman race, and the reciprocal love of man 
towards him. Since a cup signifies that which contained, and 
wine that which was contained, consequently a cup signifies 
man's external principle, and wine his internal, therefore the 
Lord said, " Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites ; 
because ye cleanse the outside of the cup and platter, but the 
inside is full of rapine and intemperance. Thou blind Pharisee, 
cleanse first the inside of the cup and platter, and the outside 
will also become clean," (Matt, ssiii. 25, 2G; Luke 11. 89;) in 
tbc internal sense, a cup here also means the truth of faith ; 
to cultivate which without the good thereof is to cleanse the 
outside of the cup, and especially when the inside is full of 
liyjHMirisy, deceit, hatred, revenge, and cruelly ; for in such case 
the truth of faith is only in the external man, and noLhing at 
all thereof in the internal ; and to cultivate and imbibe the 
good of faith causes truths to be conjoined to good in the in- 
terior man, in which case even fallacies arc accepted for truths, 
which is signified by cleansing first the inside of the cup.'and 
the outside alsn becoming clean. In like manner, in Mark : 
"There are many other things which the Pharisees and the 
Jews have received to hold, the washings of cups and pots, and 
brazen vessels and beds. Forsaking the commandment of 
God, ye hold the tradition of meu, the mashing of pots and cups, 
and many other like things ve do. Ye reject the commandment 
of God, that ve may keep your own tradition," (vii. 4, 8, 9.) 
That a cup in the opposite sense signifies the false which gives 
birth to evil, also the false which is derived from evil, is mani- 
fest from the following passages : "Thus said Jehovah the God 
of Israel to me, Take this cup of the wine of anger out of my 
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false combating against truth ; sec n. 2790, 4490. And in the 
Book of Lamentations : " Rejoice and be glad, O daughter of 
Edotn, dwelling in the land of Uz ; even to thee shall the cup 
pass ; thou shalt he intoxicated and shah be uncovered," (iv. 21 ;) 
to be intoxicated from the cup denotes to be insane from fnlses; 
to be uncovered, or to be stripped naked without shame, denotes 
the evil thence derived; see n. 213, 214. And in Ezekiei ; " Iu 
the way of thy sister hast thou walked ; therefore I will give her 
cap into thy hand. Thus saith the Lord Jehovih, the cup of 



Intion. And in Isaiah: " Awake, awake, arise, O Jerusalem, 
who hast drunk from the baud of Jehovah the cup of hU anger ; 
the dregs of the cup of trembling hast thou drunk," (li. 1 7.) And 
in Habakkuk : " Drink also thou, that thy foreskin may be 
uncovered : there shall como round to thee the cup of the right 
hand of Jehovah, and shameful vomiting shall be upon thy 
glory," (ii. 16.) And in David : " A cup is in the hand of Je- 
hovah ; and be hath mixed with wine ; he bath filled it with 
mixture, and hath poured out thence ; hot they shall suck out 
the dregs thereof; all the wicked of the earth shall drink," 
(Pealm Ixxv. 8 ;) a cup also in these passages denotes insanity 
grounded in falscs and in the evils thence derived; it is called 
the cup of the anger of Jehovah, and also of the right hand of 
Jehovah, because the Jewish nation, like the vulgar, believed 
evils, and the punishment of evils and of the falscs thence 
derived, to come from no other source than from Jehovah ; 
whereas they arc from the man and from the infernal crew 
attendant upon him. Prom the appearance and the faith 
grounded therein, such a mode of expression is frequently 
adopted; but the internal sense teaches bow it is to be under- 
stood, and what is to lie believed ; on which subject see n. 245, 
592, 69G, 1093, 1GH3, 1874, 1875, 2335, 2447, 3605, 3G07, 
3614. Since a cup and wine in the opposite sense signify the 
falses which give birth to evils, and also the falscs derived from 
evils, therefore hence also a cup signifies temptation, because 
this takes place when the false fights against the true, and hence 
evil against good. A cup is used to express and describe temp- 
tation iu this passage : " Jesus prayed, saying, If thou art will- 
ing, let this cup pass from me : nevertheless not my will but 
thine be done," (Luke ixii. 42; Matt. xivi. 39, 42, 44; Mark 
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*iv. 86:) a cup in this passage denotes temptation ; in like 
manner in John: "Jeans said to Peter, Put thy sword into 
t!ie sheath i the cup which my Father hath given ine, shall 1 
not dnnk it ?" (nvm. 1 1 :J and also in Mark : " Jesus said unto 
James mid John, Vc know not what ye atk : are ye able to 
drink uf I 'hr cup which I drink of, and to he baptized with the 
baptism which I am baptized with? They said, We are able. 
But Jesus said unlo them. Ye shall indrtd drink of the cup 
which J drink of and with the baptism with which I am bap- 
tised, shall ye he baptiied," (i. 38, 89 ; Matt. ix. 22, 23 ;■ Hence 
it is evident that a cup denotes temptation, because temptation 
•■xi>!« trirci ipl; fill-. : celibating hi false* against goods and :rntlis ; 
lor UHptiMu signifies regeneration, and this u effeetnl by spi- 
niiiid lumbal- - henre baptism at the name time signifies temp- 
tation. A cup in thf directly uppusile sense signifies (lie false 
gpiniiclt'il in evil with those who are profane, that is. who in- 
wardly are in the contraries to chanty, and outwardly assume 
appearance* nl" li.il 1 1 1- - - in this sense it is used in Jeremiah ■ 
" Babel i* a cup of gold in the baud of Jehnuh. inMMcitiiig 
the whole earth . all the nations have drunk of her wine; there- 
fore the nations are insane," (li. 7 ;) Babel denotes those who are 
in external sanctity, and are inwardly profane, u. 1 182, 1326 ; 
the false, which they veil with sanctity, is the cup of gold; 
intoxicating the whole earth deuotes that they lead those who 
nrc of the church, which is the earth, into errors and insani- 
ties : the profane things which they hide uudcr external sanctity 
are, that they aim at nothing less than to be the greatest and 
wealthiest of all, and to be worshipped as gods, the possessors of 
heaven :ind earth, by thus having dominion over the souls and 
bodies of men, and this by the divine aud holy things to which 
they make pretence; hence as to the external man they appear 
angels, hut as to the internal they are devils. In like manner 
concerning Babel in the Apocalypse : " There was a woman 
clothed in purple and scarlet, and decked with gold, and pre- 
cious stones, and pearls, having a golden cup in her hand, full of 
the abominations and unclcannes3 of her whoredom," (ivii. 4.) 
Again: "Babylon the great is fallen, is fallen, aud is made a 
habitation of (lemons ; because she hath made all nations drink 
of the cup of the fury of her whoredom, and the kings of the 
earth have committed whoredom with her. I heard a voice 
from heaven, saying, Bender unto her. as she has rendered unto 
you : in the cup, in which she mixed, mix to her double," (xviii. 
2, 4,6.) Again : "The great city was made into three parts, aud 
the cities of the nations fell together : the memory of Babylon 
the great was presented before (iori, to give unto her the cup of 
the fiercenensoftheangerofGod," (xvi. 19.) Again: " The third 
angel said with a great voice, If any one worship the beast and 
his image, he shall drink of the wine of Ihe anger of God mixed 
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with new wine in the cup of his anger, and lhall be tormented with 
fire and brimstone," (xiv. 9, 10.) 

5121. And Joseph said to him, This is the interpretation 
thereof. — This signifies revelation from perception from tho 
celestial in the natural, what it had in itself, as appears (1.) 
from the signification of " to say " in the historicals of the Word, 
na denoting to perceive; sec n. 1791, 1815, 1810, 1822, 1898, 
1919, 2080, 2til9, 2862, 3305, 3509, in the present case as 
denoting revelation from perception, because the subject treated 
of is a dream and its interpretation ; all revelation is cither 
from discourse with the angels through whom the Lord speaks, 
or from perception, of which we shall treat presently; and (2.) 
from the representation of " Joseph," as denoting the celestial 
iu the natural ; sec above, n. 508(i, 5087, 5106 ; and (3.) from 
the signification of "interpretation," as denoting what it had 
in itself; see also above, n. 6098, 5105, 5107 ; hence it is evi- 
dent, that by "Joseph said to him, This is the interpretation 
thereof," is signified revelation from perception from the celes- 
tial iu the natural, what it had in itself. In regard to revela- 
tions being cither from perception, or from discourse with the 
angels through whom the Lord speaks, it is to lie noted, that 
tliose who are in good and tlience in truth, especially those who 
are in the good of love to the Lord, have revelation from per- 
ception ; whereas those who are not in good and thence in truth, 
limy indeed have revelations, yet not from perception, but by a 
living voice heard in them, thus by angels from the Lord : this 
latter revelation is external, whereas the former is internal. 
T lie angels, especially the celestial, liave revelation from per- 
ception, so also had the men of the most ancient church, and 
some also of the ancient church, but scarce any one at this day ; 
whereas very many, even those who have not been principled in 
good, have had revelations from discourse without perception, 
nnd also by visions or dreams. Such were most of the revela- 
tions of the prophets in the Jewish church; they heard a voice, 
they saw a vision, and they dreamed a dream ; but as they had 
no perception, they were merely verbal or visual revelations, 
without any perception of what they signified ; for genuine 
perception exists through heaven from the Lord, and affects the 
intellectual principle spiritually, and leads it perceptibly to 
think as the thing really is, with an internal assent, the source 
of which it is ignorant of. It supposes that it is in it, and that 
it Hows from the connection of things; whereas it is a dictate 
through heaven from the Lord, flowing into the interiors of the 
thought, concerning such things as are nbove the natural and 
sensual principle, that is, concerning such things as are of the 
spiritual world, or of heaven. Erom these considerations it 
mfc be manifest, what is meant by revelation from perception. 
But the revelation from perception, which the Lord had, who 
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is here represented by Joseph, and which is hero treated of in 
the internal sense, was from the Divine in himself, thus was 
from himself. 

S122. The three shoots are three days. — This signifies deri- 
vations continued even to the last, as appears (1.) from the 
si urn i fi L-iil ion of ■" three," as denoting one period and its con- 
tinuation from beginning to end ; 11. UTS!), 1 1 '.);"> ; mid .:>.) 
from the signification of " shoots," as denoting derivations ; sec 
n. 511-1; and (3.] from the signification of " davs," as denoting 
states; see ». 23, 187, 488, 103, 8!)3, 2788, 3462, 3785, -1850 : 
hence it follows, that by " the three shoots arc three days," is 
signified the state of the re-birth of this sensual, which is repre- 
sented by the butler, from first to last, its successive derivations 
being signified by shoots. The states of the rc-birth of every 
sensual, and of everything in the natural, and also in the 
rational, have their progressions from beginning to end ; and 
when they come to the end, they then commence from a kind 
of new beginning, viz., from that end to which they tended in 
the former state, to a further end, and so forth j aud at length 
the order is inverted, and what was last becomes first ; as while 
:i lii.-u; is rciinirot ing ns to both the rational and the natural, 
the periods of the first state are from the truths which are of 
faith to the goods which arc of charity ; and in this case the 
truths of faith apparently act the first part, and the goods of 
charity the second, for the truths of faith respect the good of 
charity as an end ; these periods continue until the man is rege- 
nerated. Afterwards charity, which was the end, becomes the 
beginning, and from it new states commence, which proceed 
both towards more interior things, and also towards exterior 
— iuiviirds interior things to love to the Lord, and towards ex- 
terior to the truths of faith, and further to natural troths, and 
also to sensual truths, which are then successively reduced to 
correspondence with the goods of charity and love in the ra- 
tional, and thus into heavenly order. These are the things 
which are meant by progressions and derivations continued even 
to the last. Such progressions and derivations arc perpetual 
with the man who is regenerating, from his infancy even to the 
last hour of his life in the world, and also afterwards even to 
eternity ; and yet lie can never be so regenerated, as that in 
any measure he may he said to be perfect ; for there are tilings 
innumerable, yea, indefinite in number, which are to be rege- 
nerated, ns well in the rational as in the natural, and every 
one of them has an indefinite number of shoots, that is, pro- 
gressions and derivations towards things interior and things 
exterior. Man is altogether ignorant of this ; but the Lord 
knows all things, and provides for them every moment : if he 
were to intermit his providence for the smallest instant of time, 
all the progressions would be disturbed ; for what is prior re- 
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spects what follows in a continual series, and produces serieses of 
consequences to eternity. Hence it is evident, that the divine 
foresight and providence are in everything even the most mi- 
nute ; and unless this were the case, or if it were only universal, 
the human race would perish. 

6123. Yet within three days.— This signifies that in thia 
case there would be a new state, as appeara (1.) from the signi- 
fication of " three," as denoting what is continued even to the 
cad, thus also what is complete ; see n. 2788, 1195 ; and {2.) 
from the signification of " days," as denoting slates ; sec above, 
' ' "" is evident, that three days signify a complete 
'a three days," or after three dava, 
; for after a complete state a new 
one begins. 

5124. Pharaoh will lift thy head.— This signifies what is 
provided, and hence what is concluded, as appears from the 
signification of " to lift the head," as denoting to conclude, and 
in the supremo sense to provide; for the divine conclusion and 
the execution of a thing concluded, is Providence. To lift the 
head was a customary form of judgment among the ancients, 
when the bound, or those who were in prison, were judged 
either to life or death ; when to life, it was enpr&iscd by lifting 
the head, as io the 2nd book of the Kings : " Evit-rnerodach, 
king of Babel, in the year in which he was made king, lifted 
the head of Jehoiakin, king of Jndah, out of the prtson- house, 
and spuke good with him, and set his throne above the throne 
of the kings who were with him in Babel," (»*v.27,28:) in like 
manner in Jeremiah " Ktil-merodach, kint; of Huhel, in the 
j-i-ar cif hi* kingdom, lifted the hend of Jehowtm, king nf Jnilah, 
and brought him forth Out of the jirUun-house," Jlii. 31 } but 
when they were judged so death, it was expressed by lifting "lie 
head from upon him, as in what follows concerning the baker: 
" Yet within three days Pharaoh will lift thy head from upon 
thee," (verse 19.) This form of judgment originated with the 
ancients, who were in representatives, from the representation of 
those who were bound in prison or in a pit ; and as these repre- 
sented those who are in vastation under the lower earth, u. 
4728, 4744, 51)88, therefore by lifting the head was signified 
their liberation; for in bucIi ease they ate eleiuted or lifted 
out nf vastation to the heavenly societies; see n. 2R99, 2701, 
270-1. To be lifted or to be elevated is to advance towards 
ioteriors- for what is elevated or high is predicated of interiors, 
n. 214H, 4210; and as it denotes advancement towards interiors, 
it denotes advancement towards heaven, for heaven is in in- 
teriors, this was signified by lifting the head ; hut to lift the 
head from ii;:*h: ii-y cue. v.nnincd t.> ji;::ge him t.i death, because 
in such ease those who were above others in the pit or variation, 
were elevated to heaven, while the others were let down to 
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low.rr things ; and as these things were signified by this form 
of judgment, therefore it was received in the Word, That 
lifting the head signifies what is concluded, is hence evident ; 
and us it signifies what is concluded, in the supreme scone it 
signifies what is provided ; for what the Divine conclude, this 
it provides 

6125. And will bring thee back to thy station.- -Thin sig- 
nifies that the things of the sensual subject to the- intellectual 
part, would be reduced into order, that they may be in the 
last place, as is evident (1.) from the reprcseutalinn of " the 
butler," of whom these things aie said, us denoting tin- sensual 
subject to the intellectual part; see it. 5077, jOri'i ; consequently 
a* denoting the things winch arc of that sensual in the external 
natural, for the sensual itself is not reduced into order, but 
those things which have entered through the sensual into the 
man's fantasy; aud (2.) from the signification of " to bring 
back to his station," ai di-nutiug to reduce into order ; aud as 
ui'nMial tilings, that is, those things which ban: entered upon 
the world through the external sensoncs, are in the last place, 
and arc then in the last place, when they minuter and are sub- 
servient to interiors, therefore these things are at the same time 
signified : with the regenerate those sensual things arc also in 
the last place, but with the unregenerate thev arc in the first 
place; see n. 5077, 5081, 5084, 5089, 5094. A man, if he 
attends, may easily apperceive whether sensual things are in 
the first place or in the last ; if he affirms everything which 
the sensual advises or appetites, and endeavors to invalidate 
everything which the intellectual dictates, in this case sensual 
things are in the first place, and the man is carried away by 
his appetites, and is altogether sensual : but such a man is not 
far removed frnm the condition of the irrational animals, which 
are carried away exactly in the same maimer; yea, he is in a 
worse condition, if he abuses the intellectual or rational faculty 
to confirm the evils and falses which sensual things advise and 
apjietitc; but if he docs not affirm them, but interiorly sees the 
deviations thereof into falscs, and the excitations thereof to 
evils, and endcovors to correct those things, and thereby to 
reduce them to compliance, that is, to subject them to the intel- 
lectual and will-part of the interior man, in this case sensual 
things are reduced into order, so that tlicy are in the last place : 

blessed principle from the interior man into the delights of 
things sensual, and causes the delights thereof a thousand times 
to exened the former delights : the sensual man does not believe 
that this is the case, because he does not comprehend it; and 
as he is sensible of no other delight than the sensual, and 
thinks that there is no higher delight, he regards as of no ac- 
count the happy and blessed principle which is within the 
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delights of sensual things; for what is unknown to any one, is 
believed not to be. 

5126. And thou limit give Pharaoh's cup into hh hand. — 
Tliih signifies that lii'iicii they may serve the interior natural, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of " to give a cup to drink," 
as denoting to appropriate ; sec above, n. 51^0; that it denotes 
also to he subservient, is evident ; and [:!.) from the iTpi't'si'iit.'i- 
tion of " Pharaoh," as denoting the interior natural ; sec n. M).iO, 
5095, 5118. There are an interior natural and an exterior 
natural, and tlie exterior natural is constituted of those things 
which cuter immediately through things sensual out of the world 
into the natural mind, viz., iuto its memory, ami thence into the 
imagination, as may be seeu, n. G118. For the better compre- 
hending what is meant bv the exterior natural and what by the 
interior which are of the exterior man, and hence what is meant 
by the rational which is of the interior man, it may be expedient 
to say a few words on the subject. A man, from his infancy 
even to childhood, is merely sensual ; for at that time he only 
receives earthly, corporeal, and worldly things through the sen- 
sual things of the body, and from those things also his ideas and 
thoughts are then formed ; the communication with the interior 
man is not as yet open, or only so far that he can comprehend 
and retain those things. The innocence, which he then has, 
is only external, but not internal; for true innocence dwells 
in wisdom. By external innocence, the Lord reduces into order 
whatever enters through sensual things ; and without an influx 
of innocence from the Lord in that first stage, it would be impos- 
sible for any foundation to exist, upon which the intellectual or 
rational, which is proper to man, might be boilt : from child- 
hood to youth a communication is opened to the interior natural, 
by learning what is becoming, civil, and honest, as well by in- 
struction from parents and masters, as by studies ; but from 
youth to juvenile age a communication is opened between the 
natural and the rational, by learning at that time the truths and 
goods of civil and moral life, and especially the truths and goods 
of spiritual life by hearing and rending the Word : bat so far as 
on this occasion he imbibes goods by truths, that is, so far as he 
docs the truths which he learns, so far the rational is opened, 
whereas so far as he does not imbibe goods bv truths, or so far 
as he docs not do truths, so far the rational is not opened, but 
the knowledges still remain in the natural, that is, in its me- 
mory, thus as it were out of the house in the threshold \ but so 
far as at that time and in the subsequent age he invalidates 
those truths aud goods, denies and does against them, that is, 
instead thereof believes falses and practices evils, so far the 
ratioual is closed, and also the interior natural ; nevertheless, by 
the divine providence of the Lord, so much communication r-t i II 
remains, as to enable him with some degree of understanding to 
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apprehend those things, hut yet not to appropriate them to him- 
self, unless he seriously does the work of repentance, and for a 
long while afterwards struggles with falses and evils. With those, 
however, who suffer themselves to be regenerated, the contrary 
comes to pass ; for by degrees, or successively, the rational is 
opened with them, and the interior natural is made subordinate 
thereto, and the exterior natural to the interior : this is espe- 
cially the case in juvenile age even to aduit, and progressively to 
the last age of their life, and afterwards in heaven to eternity. 
Hence it may be known what is meant by the interior natural 
and the exterior appertaining to man. 

5127. After Ike former manner.— This signifies from the 
law of order, as appears from the signification of " the former 
manner," as denoting the law of order ; for it is a kw of order, 
that exteriors should be subject to interiors, or what is the 
same, inferiors to superiors, and should serve as servants; for 
exteriors or inferiors are merely subservient, whereas interiors 
or superiors bear rule. The reason why these tilings are signi- 
fied by the expression " after the former manner," is, because 
the butler, as a servant, had before served Pharaoh as his lord, 
from the law of subordination, thus the sensual, which is repre- 
sented by the butler, had served the interior natural, which is 
represented by Pharaoh, from the law of order. That it is the 
law of order, that inferiors or exteriors ought to serve superiors 
or interiors, is altogether unknown to the sensual man j for lie 
that is merely sensual, does not know what interior is, thus 
neither what is respectively exterior. He knows that he thinks 
and speaks, and that be wills and acts; hence be conjectures 
that to think and to will are somewhat interior, and that to 
speak and to act are exterior ; but he does not know that to 
think from things sensual only, and to act from appetite, is of 
the external man, and thus that his thinking and willing arc 
only of the exterior natural, and still more bo when he thinks 
falses and wills evils ; and as in such case communication with 
interiors is closed, he is hence ignorant what interior tiiought 
and will are. If he is told, that interior thought is to think 
from truth, and interior will is to act from good, he does not at 
all comprehend it; still less that the interior man is distinct 
from the exterior, and so distiuct, that the interior man can see 
as from a higher place what is transacting in the exterior, and 
that the interior man is in the faculty and ability of correcting 
the exterior, and of not willing and thinking what the exterior 
man sees from fantasy and appetites from cupidity. These 
things, so long as his external man is in dominion and rules, he 
docs not sec ; but out of that state, as when he is in any grief 
arising from misfortunes or sickness, he can see and comprehend 
them ; for in this case the dominion of the external man ceases : 
for the faculty or ability of understanding is always preserved to 
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man by the Lord ; but ia most obscure with those who arc in 
falscs ami evils, and always clearer as the false? and evils are 
laid asleep; the Lord's Divine continually flows in with man, 
and illustrates him ; but where them arc FaUea ami evils, that is, 
the eoutrancs of truths and goods, there (he divine hpht is either 
reflected, or suffocated, or pcrrerlcd, and only so much of it is 
received, as it were thrush chinks, a> in c cuiiM^inicale to him 
the faculty of thinking sod ■peaking from sensual things, also 
concerning spiritual things from formulas impressed on the 
uatural or corporeal memorv. 

5128. When tha-t vast tu* butter.— This signifies as is usual 
with sensual things of that kiud, as appears from the *igmficn- 
tion of " a butler," as denoting sensual things, or those sensual 
thiu^ which are subject to tin: intellectual part; sec n. 5077, 
50813 ; that it denotes as is usual with them, is signified by the 
expression, "when thou wast." That sensual things ought to 
bo subject and subordinate to rational things, has been already 
treated of in what precedes; and as that subjection and subor- 
dination arc here treated of in the internal sense, it may be 
expedient to say something yet further on the subject in the 
way of explaining bow the case herein is. The man with whom 
sensual things are in subjection, is called rational, but he with 
whom they arc not in subjection, is culled sensual : nevertheless, 
whether a man be rational, or whether he he sensual, can hardly 
be discerned by others; but it may bo discerned by himself, if 
he explore his interiors, that is, the tendency of his will and of 
his thought. Whether a man be sensual or rational cannot ho 
known by others from his speech or from his actions; for the 
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of the false, and another thing to he in the persuasion of the 
falsn : those who arc in the persuasion of the false, have in 
their natural principle some light, hut then it is like tin; light 
tit' " i nt i4- ; this light iii the other life appears with I hem like the 
light til' snow, but as soon as the heavenly light falls upon it, it 
is obscured, ami aeconU ng to the degree anil quality of the per- 
suasion il becomes opuque like night. This is also evident from 
(belli while (hey live in the world; for at that time they cannot 
see any truth ; yea, in consequence of the obscure or nocturnal 
| i 11 line nee ] of their false, truths to them arc of no account, and 
they also uinke a mock at tliem. Such before the simple some- 
times appear as if (hey were rational ; for by means of that >i:mvy 
wintry light thin* can by reasonings dexterously confirm fal-es, 
so that they appear us truths : this persuasion has infected 
several of the learned more than the rest of mankind ; for they 
have confirmed falscs with themselves by logieal and philoso- 
phical reasonings, and at length by various identifies. Amongst 
the ancients such were called serpents of the tree of knowledge ; 
sec n. 195 — 197 ; but at this day they may be called interiorly 
sensual and irrational. The principal token whether a man be 
only sensual, or whether he be rational, is from his life; not his 
life such as it appears in his conversation and his actions; but 
such as it is in his conversation and his actions ; for the life of 
conversation is from the thought, and the life of actions is from 
the will, each from the intention or end proposed : such there- 
fore as the intention or end proposed is in the conversation and 
in the actions, such is the life : for conversation without interior 
life in mere sound, and actions without interior lifo are mere 
motions. Tins is what we menu when we say that the life 
remains after death. If a man is rational, he speaks from good- 
new of thought, and acts from goodness of nilli that is, ho 
speaks from faith, and acts from chanty: but if a man is not 
rational, in this case indeed he can act pretcndcdlv as a rational 
man, and speak in like manner; still there is nothing of life 
therein from the rational principle ; for the life of evil closes up 
enTV way ur rointuunicaliun «i'-b the rational, and causes the 
man to be merely natural and sensual. There are two things, 
which not only close up the way of coiDrouuii-atiou, but also 
deprive a man of tho faculty of ever beioming rational; these 
are deceit aod profanation. Deceit is like a subtle poioon which 
infects the interiors; and profanation is what mixes falses with 
truths, and evils with goods; by these two the rational is de- 
stroyed. There arc with every man goods and truths from the 
Lord stored up from infancy ; in the Word these goods and 
truths arc called remains; concerning which, sec n. -HIS, 530, 
5(10, ri(il, (161, 1050, 1738, 1906, 2284; these remains are 
infected by deceit, and are mixed together hv prufanation ; what 
profanation is, may be seen, n. 593, 1008, 1010, 1059, 1327, 
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1328, 205], 2426, 3398, 3402, 3489, 3898, 4289, 4G01. From 
these tokens it may in some measure be known, who is a rational 
man, and who a sensual. When sensual things arc subject to 
the rational, then the sensual things, from which a man's first 
imagination is formed, are illustrated by the light which conies 
through heaven from the Lord; and in this case sensual things 
are also arranged into order, that they may receive light, and 
may be correspondent. "When sensual things arc in that state, 
tiny mi longer oppose the acknowledgment and sight of truths, 
those which disagree being instantly removed, and those which 
agree being accepted. In this case those which agree arc as it 
were in the centres, and those which disagree in the circum- 
ferences : those in the centres arc aa it were raised towards 
heaven, and those in the circumferences as it were hang down- 
wards : those which are in the centres receive light through the 
rational; and when they arc presented thus visible in the other 
life, they appear like little stars which glitter, and disperse their 
light arouud even to the circumferences, with a diminution of 
the light according to degrees. Into such a form arc natural 
and sensual things arranged, when the rational hns the dominiim, 
and sensual things are in subjection : this takes place while a 
man is regenerating : hence lie is in a state of seeing and 
acknowledging truths in their full extent. But wheu the 
rational is subject to things sensual, the contrary comes to pass ; 
for in tliis case falses are in the middle, or in the centre, and 
truths in the circumferences : the things which are in the centre, 
arc in a certain deceitful lumen, such as arises from a coal-fire ; 
into that lumen there flows a lumen on all sides from hell. It is 
this lumen which is called darkness; for as soon as any light 
from heaven flows into it, it is turned into darkness. 

5129. Verses 14, 15. But remember me with thee, when it is 
well mlh thee, and do mercy, I pray, with me, and cause me to be 
remembered to Pharaoh, and bring me out of this house. Because 
in being taken away by theft, I was taken away from the land nf 
the Hebrews, and also here I have not done anything that they 
should put me into the jrit. But remember me with thee, signifies 
the reception of faith : when it is well with thee, signifies when 
there ia correspondence : and do mercy, I pray, with me, signifies 
the reception of charity : and cause me to be remembered to 
Pharaoh, signifies communication with the interior natural : 
and briny me out of this house, signifies liberation from evils : 
because in being taken away by theft, I was taken away, signifies 
that celestial things were alienated by evil : from the land of the 
Hebreios, signifies from the church : and also here I have not 
done anything, signifies innocence: that they should put me into 
the pit, signifies rejection among falscs. 

5130. But remember me with thee.— This signifies the re- 
ceptiou of faith, as appears (1.) from tho representation of 
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"Joseph," who says three things of himself, as denoting the 
Lord as to the eclcstinl in the natural; see n. 6086, 6087, 
filOll; and (2.) from the signification of "remember me with 
thee," as denoting the reception of faith ; for to rememher and 
recollect Ibe Lord is from no other source than from faith; 
hence "remember me with tlice" denotes that he may receive 
faith. The case with faith is this : he that recedes it, 'and that 
has it, is continually in the rcmcmbraucc of the Lord, even 
when he i* thinking and convening on other subjects, and Iikc- 
«i-c when he is engaged in hi* public, private, or dnmcstic 
duties, and altbungh he is ignorant at 'lie time thai he remem- 
ber-, the Ijurd ; fi>r the remembrance of the Lord, on the part 
of those who are in faith, reign* universally, and what reigns 
iimvrrx.i1ly i« only uppem ind at such times as the thought is 
determined to that particular object. This may be illustrated 
by several cases in respect to man : he that is in anv love, what- 
ever it may be, is continual thinking of the tbio'gs which arc 
connected with that love; aud -.his notwithstanding his being 
engaged in thought, in speech, and in action about other things. 
In the other life this is clearly manifested from the spiritual 
spheres with which every one is encompassed; it being there 
known from those spheres alone, in what faith and love every 
one is principled, and this although they arc tliiukiog and 
talking of something cntirclv foreign to the subject; SCO n. 
1048, 1033, 1S16, 150t 1520, 2 IS'J, -]-MH: for whatever uni- 
versally reigns with anyone, produces that sphere, aud mani- 
fests his life before others; hence it may he evident what is 
meant by (he ivjligalnni ;.i he con:.nu:Ciy thinking about the 
Lord, salvation, and the life after death : all who are principled 
in faith grounded in charity do this ; hence they do not think 

111 of their neighbor, and they have justice and equity in all their 
thoughts, woi'iR m nd actions; for whatever reigns universally, 
flows into even the minutest thing?, and guides and governs 
them ; for the Lord keeps the mind in such things as arc of 
charity anil consequent faith, and thereby gives them all n 
suitable arrangement. The sphere of faith grounded in charity 
is the sphere which reigns in heaven ; for the Lord flows in 
with love, and by 'love with charity, consequently with the 
truths which are of faith ; hence those who are in heaven, are 
said to be in the Lord. The subject treated of in what now 
follows is the re-birth of the sensual subject to the intellectual 
part, which is represented bv the butler; and as its re-birth is 
treated of, the reception of faith is also treated of; for the sen- 
sual, like the rational, is re-born bv faith, hut bv that faith into 
which charity flows;, for unless charity flows'into faith, and 
gives it life, faith cannot universal! v rci^n ; since that principle 
reigns which a man loves, but not that which he only knows 
and keeps in his memory. 
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5131. When it is well with thee— This signifies when there 
is correspondence, as appears from the signification of " its being 
well with thee," when the re-birth or regeneration of the ex- 
terior natural or sensual is treated of, as denoting correspond- 
ence : for it is not well with it before it corresponds. What 
correspondence is may bo seen nt the close of the several 
chapters. There is n correspondence of sensual things with 
natural, of natural with spiritual, and of spiritual with celestial, 
and finally there is a correspondence of celestial things with the 
Divine of the Lord ; thus there is a succession of correspond- 
ences from the Divine to the last natural. As an idea concern- 
ing the nature and quality of correspondences can hardly be 
I'ui-m:;! by those who have heretofore been unaccustomed to 
think on the subject, it may be expedient to say a few words 
[■iHifrniiiig them. It is known from philosophy, that the end ia 
the first of the cause, aud the cause is the first of the effect. 
To the intent that the cud, the cause, and the effect may follow 
ia order, and act in unity, it is needful that the effect should 
correspond to the cause, and the cause to the cud ; nevertheless 
the cud docs not appear as the cause, nor the cause as the effect : 
for to the intent that the end may produce the cause, it must 
call in administering meaus from the region where the cause is, 
by which means the end may make the cause; and to the intent 
tiint the cause may produce the effect, it must also call in 
administering means from the region where the effect is, by 
which means the cause may make the effect : these administer- 
ing means are the things which correspond; and since they cor- 
respond, the end may be in the cause and act the cause, and the 
cause may be in the effect and act the effect, consequently the 
end by the cause may act the effect. It is otherwise when 
there is not correspondence; for then the end has not a cause 
in which it may be, still less an effect in which it may be, hut 
is changed and varied in the cause, and finally in the effect, 
according to the form made by the administering means. All 
and singular the things in man, yea all and singular the things 
in nature, succeed each other like end, cause, and effect ; and 
when they thus ciii'n^[i:jjirl In each other, tlwy net. in unity, for 
then tlie end is the all in all tilings of the cause, and by the 
cause is the all in all things of the effect : as for example, when 
heavenly love is the end, the will the cause, aud action the 
efftet, if then: In: ciirrespDiidi'iicu, then heavenly love flows into 
the will, and the will into the action, and they so act in unity, 
that, the action by correspondence is as is were the love; or as 
when the faith of" charity is the end, thought the cause, and 
discourse the effect, if "there be correspondence, then faith 
grounded in charity flows into the thought, and the thought 
into the discourse, and they so act in unity, that the discourse 
by correspondence is as it were the end : but to the intent that 
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the end, which is love or faith, may produce the cause, which 
is will and thought, it must call in administering means in the 
rational mind, which must correspond; for without adminis- 
tering means which correspond, the end, which is love or faith, 
cannot be received, however it may flow-in from the Lord 
through heaven. Hence it is manifest, that the interior and 
exterior things of man, that is, his rational, natural, and sen- 
sual things, must he reduced into correspondence, to the intent 
that they may receive the divine influx, consequently that he 
may be re-born ; and that it is not well with him until this 
is effected. Hence now it is that in the present passage, the 
expression, " when it is well with tlicc," signifies correspondence. 

5132. And do mercy, I pray, with me.- — This signifies the 
reception of charity, as appears from the signification of "mercy," 
as denoting love; see n. 30G3, 3073, 3120, 5012; in the present 
easy lour toward* the neighbor, or charity, because the recep- 
tion of fnith was spoken of almve, n. 5130; fur faith and chanty 
will make a one in the sensual principle, wbeu tins is rc-boro. 
The reasou why mercy signifies chanty because all who are 
in charity ate in mercy, or all who love the neighbor arc 
merciful lo him ; therefore the practice of charity is described 
in the Word by works of charity, as in Matthew; "I was 
hungry and yc gate (o me to eat; I was thirsty and ye gave to mo 
to drink ; I was a mjti iruer .mil ye gathered me, naked and ye 
cluthi d me ; I was sick and ye visited mc ; I was in prison and 
ye came lo me," (nsv. 35,30;) and in other places by doing 
d^d to the poor, (lie afflicted, the widows, and the fatherless. 
Charity in its essence is to will well to the neighbor, and to bo 
affected with good, and to acknowledge good for the neighbor, 
consequently those who are principled in good, with a difference 
according to their advancement in good : hence charity, inas- 
much as it is affected with good, is affected with mercy towards 
those who are in miseries : the good of charity has this in it, 
because it descends from the Lord's love towards the whole 
human race; and this love is mercy, because all the human 
race is constituted in miseries. There is an appearance of 
mercy occasionally with the wicked who arc in no charity ; it is 
however grief on account of what themselves suffer; for it is 
shewn towards their friends who make one with themselves, and 
wlieti their friends suffer, they suffer: this is not the mercy of 
charity, but the mercy of friendship for the sake of self, which 
viewed in itself is unmcreifulucss ; for it despises or hates all 
others except itself, thus except the friends who act in unity 
with itself. 

5133. And cause me to be remembered lo Pharaoh. — This 
Mi.'m;ii?.i communication with the interior natural, as appears 
(1.) from the signification of "causing to be remembered to 
any one," as denoting to communicate; and (2.) from the re- 
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presentation of "Pharaoh," aa denoting the interior natural; 
sec n. 5080, 3095 : by communication with tin: interior natural 
is meant conjuncliim by correspondence. The interior natural 
is that which receives the ideas of truth and good from the 
rational, and stores them up for use, consequently which imme- 
diately coinmnuicates with the rational ; but the exterior natural 
is that which receives tin: images mid thence tin: ideas of things 
from the world through sensual things. These ideas, uuless 
illustrated by those which are in the interior natural, present 
fallacies, which are called the fallacies of the senses. When a 
man is in these fallacies, lie believes nothing but what is in 
agreement with them, and what they confirm, as is the ease if 
there is not correspondence : and there is not correspondence, 
unless the man he imbued with charity ; for charity is the 
uniting medium, because in the good thereof there is life from 
the Lord, which life arranges truths into order, so that the 
form or image of charity may exist. This form appears visible 
in the other life, and is the very angelic life itself; hence all 
the angels arc forms of charity, the beauty whereof is from the 
truths which are of faith, and the life of the beauty is from the 
good which is of charity. 

5134. And bring me out of this house. — This signifies libera- 
tion from evils, as appears (1.) from the signification of " bring- 
ing out," as denoting liberation : and (2.) from the signification 
of "a house," as denoting good; ace n. 710, 1708, 2048, 
2233, 3128, 3G52, 3720, 4082: therefore in the opposite tense 
it denotes evil: hence it is evident, that the expression, "bring 
rac out of this house," signifies liberation from evils. This 
also follows in its order from the things which precede. When 
fiiith is received in the exterior natural, which is here treated 
of, n. 5130, correspondence is effected, n. 5131, and charity 
is received, n. 5132, and thereby, communication is opened with 
the interior natural, n. 5133, which in this case i3 liberated 
from the evils whereby the celestial, represented by .Joseph, 
n. 5086, 5087, 5106, was alienated ; which alienation is signified 
by hia being takon away by theft, as presently follows: and 
also when the natural is regenerated by charity and faith, it is 
liberated from evils ; for evils in this case are separated, and arc 
cast out from the centre, where they had heretofore been, to the 
circumferences, whither the light of truth from good does not 
reach : with man evils ore thus separated, but still they are 
retained, for they cannot be altogether blotted out; but with 
the Lord, who made the natural in himself Divine, evils and 
falscs were altogether ejected and blotted out; for the Divine 
can have nothing in common with evils and falscs, neither can it 
terminate therein, as is the ease with man ; for the Divine is the 
very esse of good and truth, which ia alienated to on infinite 
distance from what is evil and false. 
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5135. Because in being taken away by theft, I was taken 
away. — This signifies that celestial tilings were alienated by 
evil, as appears (1.) from the representation of "Joseph," who 
says these things of himself, as denoting the celestial in the 
naturali see n. nOSli, 5087, ;il06; consequently as denoting 
rulesthl tilings therein ; and (2.) from the signification of "being 
taken away by theft," as denoting to be alienated by evil ; for 
to steal is to alienate, and theft is the evil which alienates, and 
also theft is the evil which claims to itself the things which ara 
therein. Theft signifies alienation in respect to the habitation 
which it occupies, from which it ejects goods and truths, and 
which it fills with evils and falses; it also signifies the claiming 
of the things of others, when it attributes to itself, and makes 
its own, the goods and truths which are in that habitation, and 
also when it applies them to evils and falses. To the intent 
that it may be known what theft is in the spiritual sense, it may 
he expedient tn shew how tin"' east! is with evils anil falses when 
they cuter and ocenpy the habitation, and also when they claim 
to themselves the goods and truths which arc there. A man 
from infancy even to childhood, and in some cases to early 
youth, imbibes goods and truths by instruction from parents 
and masters; for at that time he eagerly seizes upon those 
tilings and simply believes them : the state of innocence helps 
them forward, fits thorn in the memory, and places them in the 
first threshold; for infantile and puerile innocence is not the 
internal iniioc; nei: which atl'ccts the rational, but is the external 
innocence which onlv affects the exterior natural, n. 230G, 3183, 
.'1 11! I, 4.-103, 47117 ; but when a man advances in age, and begins 
to think, not as heretofore from parents and masters, but from 
himself, ho then resumes and as it were ruminates upon the 
Ibin^H which he had before learned and believed, and either 
Confirms them, or doubts about them, or denies them; if he 
confirms them, it is a token that he is in good ; if he denies 
them, it is a token that he is in evil; but if he doubts about 
them, it is a token that in succeeding age be will accede either 
t<i the affirmative or the negative The things which a man, 
like an infant in il» earliest ace, engcrlv sciies upon or holieves, 
and which lie afterwards either confirms, or doubts abnut, or 
denies, are principally these,— that there is a God, aud that he 
is one; that be has created all things; that be rewards those 
who do well, and punishes those who di> evil* ; that there is a 
life after death, and that the wicked c» "it" hell, and the good 
into heaven; thus that there are a hell and a heaven; (hat the 
life after death Is eternal, also that we ought to pray daily, and 
this with humility, that the sabbath day is to be accounted holy, 
that parents are to be honored, and that we arc not to commit 
adultery, to kill, or to steal, and several like things. These 
things a man receives aud imbibes from hia infancy; but when 
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he begins to think for himself, and to lend himself, if be con- 
tinue them in himself, and adds to tliem things of a still more 
interior nature, and lives according to them, it is then well with 
liira ; but if he begins to infringe upon those things, and at 
length to deny them, however he may live according to them in 
externals for the sake of civil laws, and for the sake of society, 
lie is then in evil. This is the evil which is signified by theft, 
so far as, like a thief, it occupies the habitation where good 
previously was, aud in several instances so fnr as it tnkes away 
the goods and truths, which had previously been there, and 
applies them to confirm evils and falses. The Lord, as far as is 
possible, in such case removes the goods and truths from that 

them up for use in the interior natural. These goods and truths 
stored up in the interior natural are signified in the Word by 
" remains ;" concerning which sec n. -168, 530, 560, 5G1, GIJO, 
fifil, 10.".0, 1738, 1906', 2281. But if evil steals those goods 
Kid troths, and applies them to confirm evils and falses, espe- 
cially if it does this from deceit, then it consumes those remains ; 
for in such case it mixes together evils with goods, aud falses 
with truths, so that they cannot bo separated, and then the 
man is totally lost. That such things arc signified by theft, 
may be manifest from the application of theft to the things 
which arc of spiritual life. In spiritual life there are no other 
riches than the knowledges of good aud truth, and no other 
possessions and inheritances than the happinesses of life derived 
from goods and consequent truths. To steal those things, as 
was said above, is theft in the spiritual sense ; wherefore by 
thefts in the Word nothing else is Minified in the internal sense ; 
as in Zcehiiriiih : " I lifted up mine eyes and looked, when 
behold I a flying roll. Then he said to me. This is the curse 
going forth over the faces of the whole earth : for every one l/iat 
tlealefli hence, like it, is innocent; and every one that for- 
swearcth himself, like it, is innocent, I have cast it forth, that 
it may enter into the house of the thief, and into the house of him 
Unit iiH'.-injui'L'th lihissdf by my name for a lie: aud it shall pass 
the night In his house, and shall consume it, and the wood 
thereof, and the stones thereof," (v. 1, 3, 4.) The evil, which 
takes away the remains of good, is signified by him that steals 
aud by the house of the thief; and the false, which tnkes away 
the remains of truth, is signified by him that forswears himself 
and by his fiousc. The faces of the whole earth denote the 
universal cliurcll ; therefore it is said that the curse shall con- 
sume the house, and the wood thereof, and the stones thereof. 
A house denotes the natural mind, or the man in respect 
thereto, n. 3128, 3538, 4973, 5023 ; wood denotes goods in that 
mind, n. 278 1, 2812, 3720, 1943 ; and stones denote truths, n. 
613, 1298, 3720. The profanation and conscqueut taking away 
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of good and truth in tlie spiritual sense is signified by the 
deed of Achat), who took of the accursed tilings a cloak of 
Shinar, two hundred shekels of silver, and a tongue of gold, 
and hid them beneath the earth in the midst of his tent; on 
which account he was stoned, and all the things were burned ; 
respecting which it is thus written in Joshua : " Jehovah said 
unto Joshua, Israel hath sinned; they have transgressed my 
covenant which I commanded them, and they have taken of the 
accursed thing; I hay have committed theft; they have dissem- 
bled, and they have put it among their vessels," (vii. 10, 11,21, 
'2~i."\ Accursed things signified falses and evils, which were in 
nowise to be mixed with holy things : the cloak of Shinar, the 
shekels of silver, and the tongue of gold, in the spiritual 
sense, denote species of the false : to hide them beneath the 
earth in the midst of the tent, signified commixture with holy 
things: a tent denotes what is holy; seen, 414, 1102, 15G6, 
2115, 2152, 3312, 4128, .1391, 4599. These things were sig- 
nified by Israel's committing theft, dissembling, and putting 
them among their vessels ; for vessels are holy truths, n. 30G8, 
3079, 3316, 3318. And in Jeremiah : " I will bring the cala- 
mity of Esau upon him, the time I will visit him. If grape- 
gatherers should come to thee, will they not leave gleaning 
grapes? If thieves in the night, will they not spoil the suffi- 
ciency? I will make Esau bare; I will uncover his hidden 
things, and he shall not be able to hide himself; bis seed is 
devastated, and his brethren, and his neighbors, and lie is 
not," (xlix. 8 — 10;) where Esau denotes the love of evil to 
which falses are adjoined, n. 3322; that this evil consumes the 
remains of good and truth, is signified by thieves spoiling the 
sufficiency in tin: ni^ht, ami by bis seed, his brethren, and bis 
neighbors beiu^ devii-talcd, and be being not ; seed denotes the 
truths which arc of faith derived from charity, n. 10!i:>, i I 47, 
1610, 1940, 28-18, 3038, 3310, 3373 ; brethren 'denote the goods 
of charity, n. 307, !i'5G0, SiiOH, 2">24, 3UH), 3303, 31.19, 3815, 
■1121, 4191 ; neighbors deiioii; hi- adjni ni:;i ami udjaciait truths 
mill k'oods. In like manner it is written of Esau in Obadiah : 
" If thieves should come to thee, if destroyers by night, how wilt 
thou bo cut off! will they not steal what is enough for them? if 
grape-gat borers should come to thec, will they not leave some 
dusters?" (verse 5.) Grape- gatherers denote falses which are 
not from evil ; by those falses the goods and truths stored up 
by the Lord in a man's interior natural, that is, the remains, 
ore not consumed, but by falses derived from evils, which steal 
truths and goods, and also employ them to confirm evils and 
falses by sinister applications. So in Joel: "A people ercat 
and strong; they shall run like mighty men, they shall climb 
the wall like men of war; and every one shall proceed in his 
ways. They shall run to and fro in the city ; they shall run

upon the wall : they shall come up into the houses ; they shall 
enter in through the windows like a thief," (ii. 2, 7, 9.) A people 
great and strong denotes falses fighting against truths, a. 125!), 
Infill; and because they fight strongly in destroying truths, 
they arc said to be like mighty men and men of war ; the city, 
through which they arc said to run to and fro, denotes the doc- 
triuais of truth, n. 402, 2268, 2449, 2712, 2493, 3216; the 
houses, into which they shall come up, denote the goods which 
they destroy, n. 710, 1708, 2048, 2233, 3128, 3652, 3720, 
■1082 ; the windows, through which they shall enter in, denote 
things intellectual and thence reasonings, n. 655, 658, 3391 ; 
hence they are compared to a thief, because they seize upon the 
habitation previously occupied by truths and goods. So in 
David : " Since thou hateat discipline, and castest my words be- 
hind thee; if thou seesl a thief thou- rutmest with him, and thy 
part is with the adulterers ; thou opencst thy mouth for evil, 
and with thy tongue thou framest deceit," (Psalm 1. 17 — 19;) 
speaking of a wicked person ; here to run with a thief denotes 
to alieuate truth from himself by what is false. And in the 
Apocalypse ; " They repented not of their murders, or of their 
incantations, or of their whoredoms, or of their thefts" (ix. 21 .) 
Murders denote the evils which destroy goods ; incanfations de- 
note the falses thence derived which destroy truths; whoredoms 
denote truths falsified; thefts denote goods thereby alienated. 
And in John : " Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that entercth 
not hy the door into the sheep-fold, but climbeth up some other 
way, he is a thief and a robber; but he that entereth by the 
door, is the shepherd of the sheep. I am the door; by me if 
any one enter, he shall be saved, and shall go in and out, and 
find pasture. The thief cometh only to steal, and to kill, and to 
destroy," (x. 1, 2, 9, 10.) In this passage a thief denotes the 
evil of merit ; for he that takes awuy from the Lor:l what is his, 
and claims it to himself, is called a thief; as this evil closes the 
way, and prevents good and truth from the I,ord from flowing 
in, a is said to kill and to destroy i the like is signified by the 
commandment in the Decalogue; "Thou shall not steal," 
(Deut. v. 19, n. 1174.) from these considerations it may bo 
evident. »hat is signified bv the laws enacted in the Jewish 
church concerning thefts, as in Eiod. ni. 16 , uii. 1 —4; Dcut. 
xnv. 7; for all the laws in that church, as they derived ibur 
origin from the spiritual world, correspond to the laws of order 
which are in heaven. 

313G. From the land of the Hebrews. — This signifies from 
the church, viz., that heavenly things were alienated by evil, as 
appears from the signification of " the IhiicI of the Hebrews," as 
denoting the church : the land of the Hebrews is here the land 
of Canaan, for Joseph was taken away thcace. The reason why 
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the land of Cannan in the Word signifies the church, is, because 
the church had hern in that land from the most ancient time ; 
firat the moat ancient church which was before the flood, next 
the aueieut church which was after the Hood, afterwards the other 
ancient church winch was called the Hebrew church, and nt 
li'ii.'tii tin: Jewish church ; am] in order that the Jewish church 
might be there instituted, A brain was commanded to betake 
himself thither out of Syria, and it was there promised him 
that that land should be given to his posterity for an in- 
heritance ; hence it is that land [or earth] in the Word sig- 
nifies the church ; and the whole earth, mentioned throughout 
the Word, signifies the universal church ; and the new heaven 
and the new earth also signify a new church internal aud ex- 
ternal. The reason why the church was continued there from 
the most ancient time was, because the man of the most ancient 
church, who was celestial, was such, that in all and singular 
things which wore in the world and upon the earth, lie saw 
a representative of the Lord's kingdom; the objects of the 
world and of the earth being to him the mediums of thinking 
about heavenly things. Hence nil the representatives and sig- 
iiHtcutii'es, which were afterwards known in the ancient church, 
took their rise ; for they were collected by those who are under- 
stood by Enoch, and were preserved for the use of posterity, 
n. Sly, 521, 2830; from Ibis circumstance it came to pass, that 
all the places, and also all the mountains and rivers in the land 
of Canaan, where the most ancient people dwelt, were made 
representative, and also all the kingdoms round about ; and 
as the Word could not be written otherwise than by representa- 
tives and siguificatives, even those of places, therefore for the 
sake of that end the church was successively preserved in the 
land of Canaan ; but after the coming of the Lord it waa 
translated elsewhere, because then representatives were abo- 
lished : from these considerations it is evident, that the laud of 
Canaan, which is here called the land of the Hebrew?, signifies 
the church. But sec what has been previously adduced on 
these suhjects, viz., that the most ancient church, which was 
before the flood, was in the land of Canaan, n. 567, 3GHG, 1 1 1 7, 
4-154 ; that part of the ancient church, which was after the 
flood, was there, n. 308G, 4-117; also that another ancient 
church, which was called the Hebrew church, was there, n. 
■IjIO, 1517; that Abram on that account was ordered to go 
thither, and the land was given to his posterity, n. 308(1, 1417 : 
that from this circumstance the land of Canaan represented the 
Lord's kingdom, n. 1607, 3038, 3181,3705, 4210, 4447: and 
that licnee earth [or land] in the Word si^niilies the church, 
ii. olio, 062, 1(100/1008, 12(12, 1413, 1007, 1733, 1850, 2117, 
2118, 3355, 4447, 4535. 
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6137. And also here I have not done anything. — This signifies 
innocence, as ebj appear without explanation ; for not to do any 
evil, is a token of innocence. 

5138. That they should jml me into the pit.— This signifies 
rejection aiming falses, as appear* from the signification of "a 
pit," as denoting the false; see a. 4728, 4714, 5038. The 
subject treated of above was mil,— in that celestial tiling were 
alienated by evil, n. 5134, 5135; the subject here treated of is 
the false; for where the one is mentioned in the Word, so also 
ia the other; that where evil is mentioned, so also is ilie false ; 
because whi le good is treated of, there also (ruth is treated of, 
to the intent that there may be a marriage in the minutest 
things of the Word ; for the heavenly marriage is that of good 
and truth, whereas the infernal marriage is that of evil and the 
false; for where there is evil, there also is the false, adjoining 
itself to evil like a wife to a husband ; and where there is good, 
there also is truth, because truth conjoins itself to good, like a 
wife to a husband : hence from the life it may be known what 
is the quality of the faith ; for good is of the life and truth is 
of the faith, and on the other hand evil and the false. That 
there is a marriage iu the minutest things of the Word, may 
be jwii. :i. (iH:j, 7'j:i, sin. ; ji73, 251G, 2712, .1137. 

5139. Versos 16—19. And the prince of the bakers saw 
that he interpreted good, and he said to Joseph, I also was in my 
dream, and behold there were three, baski-ts /><:rf<irated upon my 
head. And in the highest basket there was of all Pharaoh's meat, 
the work of the baker; and the fowls did eat them out of the 
basket from upon my head. And Joseph answered, and said, This 
is the interpretation thereof: The three baskets are three days. 
Yet within three days Pharaoh will lift thy head from upon thee, 
and will hang thee upon wood, and the fowls will eat thy flesh 
from upon thee. And the prince of the bakers saw, signifies 
apperception of the sensual subject to the will part : that he 
interpreted good, signifies what should happen : and he said tu 
Joseph, signifies the perception of the celestial in the natural : 
/ also was in my dream, signifies prediction : and behold there 
were three baskets, signifies the successions of the things of the 
will : perforated upon my head, signifies without termination 
anywhere in the middle : and in the highest basket, signifies the 
inmost of the will: there was of all Pharaoh's meat, signifies 
full of celestial good for the nourishment of the natural : the 
work of the baker, signifies according to all the use of the 
sensual : and the fowls did eat them out of the basket from upon 
my head, signifies that the false grounded in evil consumed it : 
and Joseph answered rmt/ said, Mgiube* rfnelaUiin from percep- 
tion from the celestial in the natural: This is the iitierprrttilhm 
thereof, signifies what it had in it; The three basfais, signifies 
the successions of things of the will: are three days, signifies 
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even to tbe last : yet within three days, signifies what is in the 
last : Pharaoh will lift thy head from upon thee, signifies what is 
concluded from what is foreseen : and will hang thee vpon wood, 
signifies rejection and damnation : and the fowls will eat thy 
flesh from vpon thee, signifies that the false of evil will consume 
the things which are of those sensual things. 

5140. And the prince of the bakers saw.— This signifies 
apperception of the sensual subject to the will part, as appears 
(1.] from the signification of "to see," aB denoting to under- 
stand and apperceive ; see u. 2150, 3807, 3764, 4723 ; and (2.) 
from the signification of " tlie prince of the bakers," as denoting 
in ^ciiiTal the sensual subject to the will part, thus those sensual 
things; see n. 5078, 5082. 

5141. That he interpreted good. — This signifies what should 
happen, as appears from the signification of interpreting, as 
denoting what it hod in it, or what was in it; sec above, n. 
5093, 5105, 5107, 5121: thus also what should happen: that 
good would happen, is an apperception grounded in the sensual, 
which apperception is respectively obscure: there arc actually 
apperception from the sensual or exterior natural, apperception 
from the interior natural, aud apperception from the rational ; 
for when a man is iu interior thought from affection, and with- 
draws his mind from sensual things and from the body, he is 
then in rational apperception ; for in such case the things which 
are beneath, or those of the external man, arc at rest, and the 
man is then almost in his spirit : but when a man is in exterior 
thought, grounded in causes which exist in the world, in this 
case his apperception is from the interior natural; the rational 
indeed flows in, bnt not with any life of affection ; but when a 
man is in pleasures, and in the delights of the love of the world, 
and also of self-love, in this case the apperception is from the 
sensual ; his life is in things external or iu the body, and admits 
no more from interior things than may suffice to moderate and 
check his sallies into what is dishonorable and unbecoming. 
The more external, however, the apperception is, so much the 
more obscure it ia; for exterior things are respectively general, 
since innumerable interior things appear as a one in what is 

5142. And he said to Joseph. — This signifies the perception 
of the celestial in the natural, as appears (1.) from the significa- 
tion of " saying," in the historicals of the Word, as denoting 
perception, which has been frequently mentioned before ; and 
(2.) from the representation of " Joseph," as denoting the celes- 
tial in the natural; see n. 5086, 5087, 5106. 

5143. / also was in my dream. — This signifies prediction, 
as appears from the signification of "a dream," as denoting 
prediction concerning an event; see n. 5092, 5104, 5112. 

5144. And behold there were three baskets. — This signifies 
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the successions of the things of the will, as appears (1.) from 
the signification of "three," as denoting what is complete and 
continuous even to the end; seen. 2788, 4495, 5114, 5122; 
thus what is successive ; and (2.) from the signification of 
" baskets," as denoting the things of the will. The reason why 
baskets denote the things of the will is, because they arc vessels 
to contain meats, and because meats signify celestial ami spi- 
ritual goods, and these are of the will; for all good appertains 
to the will, and all truth to the understanding : as soon as any- 
thing proceeds from the will, it is perceived as a good. That 
which is treated of in what goes before was the sensual subject 
to the intellectual part, which was represented by the butler; 
that which is now treated of is the sensual subject to the will part, 
which is represented by the baker: see u. 5077, 5078, 5082; 
what is successive or continuous in intellectual things was 
represented by the vine, its three shoots, flowers, clusters, and 
grapes, and at length the truth, which is of the intellectual, w as 
represented by the cup, n. 5120; but what is successive in the 
things of the will is represented by three baskets upon the head, 
in the highest of which there was of all Pharaoh's meat, the 
work of the baker : by what is successive in things of the will 
we mean what is successive from the inmost of a man even to 
his outermost, in which is the sensual; for there are degrees 
or steps as of a ladder from the inmost to the outermost, n. 
5111; into the inmost there Hows in good from the Lord, and 
this through the rational into the interior natural, and thenco 
into the exterior natural or sensual distinctly, as it were by the 
steps of a ladder; aud in every step it is qualified according to 
reception : but how the case is further with this influx and its 
succession, will be shewn in what follows. Baskets signify 
things of the will, so far as goods are therein, also in other 
passages of the Word, as in Jeremiah, " Jehovah shewed me, 
when lo ! two basket) of Jigs were set before the temple of 
Jehovah. In the one basket the figs were very good, like the 
figs of [trees] bearing the first fruits; but in the other basket 
the figs were very evil, which could not be eaten, they were so 
bad," (xxiv. 1, 2.) la this passage " a basket" is expressed by 
another term [corbu] in the original, signifying the will [volun- 
larium] in the natural ; the figs which were in one basket arc 
uiiMini] Montis, but those in the other are natural evils. And in 
Moses, " When thou shalt come into the land which Jehovah 
thy God shall give thee, thou shalt take of the first fruits of 
all the fruit of the land, and shalt bring them out of thy land, 
and shalt put them in a basket, and shalt go to the place which 
Jehovah shall choose: then the priest shall take the basket out 
of thy hand, and shall set it before the altar of Jehovah thy 
God," (Deut. xxvi. 1,2,4;) in this passage also, "a basket" 
is expressed by another term [calat/ats}, signifying the new 
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will in the intellectual part; the first fruits of the fruit of the 
earth are the goods which are thence derived. Agnin, to 
sanctify Aaron and liis eons, Moses was to take unleavened 
bread and cakes unleavened mixed with oil, and wafers un- 
leavened anointed with oil, and to make them flour of wheat ; 
and was to place them upon one basket, and bring them near in 
Che basket. Aaron and his sons shall eat the flesh of the ram and 
the bread in the basket at the door of the tent of the assembly 
(Exod. xxix. 2, 3, 3:2.) In this passage "a basket " is expressed 
by the same term [canistrunt] as in this chapter, signifying the 
will, in which are the goods signified by bread, cakes, oil, 
wafers, (lour, and wheat: by the will {yolunlariunt] is under- 
stood what contains, for goods from the Lord flow into man's 
interior forms as into its vessels, which forms, if they arc dis- 
posed for reception, arc the baskets wherein those goods arc 
deposited. Agnin, when a Naznritc was inaugurated, he shall 
take a basket of unleawned of flue flour, cakes mixed with oil, 
and wafers unleavened anointed with oil, with their mcat-oifrnni; 
and their drink-offerings : he shall also make a rain a sacrifice 
of peace-offerings to Jehovah, besides a basket of unleavened ; 
and the priest shall take a boiled shoulder of the ram, and one 
unleavened cake out of the basket, and one wafer unleavened, 
and shall give them upon the hand of the Nnzarite, and he 
shall wave tliem with waving before Jehovah (Numb. vi. 15, 
17, 19). In this passage also "a basket " {canistrunt], as that 
which emilams, deimfes the. will; the cakes, wafers, oil, meat- 
offering, and boiled shoulder of the ram, nre the celestial jrnrals 
which were represented ; for the Naurits represented the eeh s- 
tial man, n. 3301. At that time similar things, which were 
for worship, were carried in baskets [canistris seu calathi*\; 
so also was the kid of the goats by Gideon, which he brought 
forth to the angel under the oak (Judges vi. 19), and this be- 
cause bnskcts [eanutri et calathi] represented both the contain- 
ing vessels and their contents. 

5145. Perforated upon my head. — This signifies without 
tfTiTmiatinn anywhere in the middle, as appears (1.) from the 
signification of " perforated," as denoting what is open from 
the highest to the lowest, thus what is not closed, consequently 
what is without lenninntion anywhere in the middle; and (2.) 
from the signification of " the head," as denoting the interiors, 
especially those of the will ; for in the head arc all substances 
and forms in their beginnings, therefore all sensations thither 
tend and there present themselves, and thence all acts descend 
and have their derivations; but the faculties of the mind are 
there, viz., the things of the understanding and the will, is evi- 
dent; therefore the bend signifies the interiors; those baskets 
represented the things which are in the head. The subject now 
treated of is the sensual things subject to the will-part, nud 
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" the baskets perforated upon the head," signifies that the inte- 
riors were without termiu;ilii>n anywhere in the middle, where- 
fore also those sensual things were rejected and damned, as it 
follows: but it inny lit: .'xinilii'iiL In >ay what we mean by their 
being without termination anywhere in the middle. A man's 
interiors are distinguished into ili-;;njrN, and in every degree arc 
terminated, and by termination separated from the inferior 
degree, thus from the inmost to the outermost: the interior 
rational constitutes the first degree, in which arc the celestial 
angels, or in which is the inmost or third heaven ; the exterior 
rational constitutes another degree, in which arc the spiritual 
angels, or in which is the middle or second heaven ; the interior 
natural constitutes o third degree, in which are good spirits, or 
the ultimate or first heaven ; the exterior natural, or the sen- 
sual, constitutes a fourth degree, in which man is. These 
degrees with man arc most distinct ; hence a man, as to his 
interiors, if he lives in good, is a heaven in its least form, or his 
interiors correspond to the three heavens ; and hence if a man 
bos lived the life of charity and love, he can after death be 
translated even into the third heaven : but in order to acquire 
such a capacity, it is necessary that all his degrees be well ter- 
minated, and thus by terminations be distinct one amongst 
another; and when they are terminated, ov by terminations arc 
made distinct one amongst another, every degree is a plane, iu 
which the good flowing in from the Lord rests and in received : 
without those degrees as planes, good cannot be received, but 
flows through, as through a sieve or a perforated basket, even 
to the sensual, and in that, -incr it is without any direction in 
the way, it is changed into what is filthy, which appears to 
those who arc in i: ns good, viz , into the delight of self-love and 
the love of the world, consequently into the delight of hatred, 
revenge, cruelty, adultery, avarice, or ioto mere voluptuousness 
and lujunousucss: this Is the ca-e if the things of the man's 
will arc without termination anywhere in the middle, or if they 
are perforated. It may .dsn be known whether there are tcrmi. 
nations ami consequent planes, they being indicated by the 
|ierri'ptions "f good and truth, and of conscience : with those 
who, like the ci'hrstial angels, have perceptions of good and 
truth, the termination* are from the first degree to the Inst, as 
without the terminations of each degree, they cannot have such 
perceptions : concerning those perceptions, sec n. 125, 202, 
495, 503, 501, 53G, 597, G07, 784, 865, 895, 1121, 1383, [384, 
1387, 1919, 21-W, 2115, 2171, 2515, 2831: with those who, 
like the spiritual angels, have conscience, there are also termi- 
nations, but from the second degree, or from the third to the 
last, the first degree being closed to them. We say from the 
second degree, or the third, because conscience is twofold, inte- 
rior and exterior; iuterior conscience is that of spiritual good 
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anil truth, exterior conscience is that of justice and equity. 
Conscience itself is an interior plane, in which the influx of the 
divine good terminates; but those who have no conseii'iiee, 
have not any interior plane which receives influx; and with 
them good Hows through even to the exterior natural or natural 
sensual, and there, as wc said, is turned into filthy delights. 
Sometimes they appeal to have a pain as it were of conscience ; 

of their delight, as of honor, gain, reputation, life, pleasures, or 
the friendship of such as themselves ; and this is in consequence 
of the terminations being in such delights : from these conside- 
rations it may be evident what is signified in the spiritual sense 
by the perforated baskets. In the other life especially it is dis- 
covered whether the things of a man's will have been terminated 
or not: with those in whom they have been terminated, there 
is a zeal for spiritual good and truth, or for what is just and 
equitable ; for they had done good for the sake of good or of 
truth, and had acted justly for the sake of what is just or equit- 
able, not for the sake of gain, honor, and the like. All those 
with whom the interiors of the will have been terminated, arc 
elevated to heaven, for the Divine flowing in can lead them ; 
but oil those with whom the interiors of the will have not been 
terminated, betake themselves into hell, for the Divine flows 
through, and is turned into what is infernal, as when the heat of 
the sun falls upon filthy excrements, whence comes an offen- 
sive stench: consequently all who have had conscience, are 
saved, but those who have not, cannot be saved. The thiugs of 
the will arc said to be perforated or not terminated, v-lu n [he- 
man has no affection of good and truth, or of what is just and 
equitable, but when these things are held respectively as vile or 
as nought, or are esteemed only for the sake of securing gain or 
honor. It is the affections that terminate and close, therefore 
aha they are called bonds,— the affections of good and truth 
internal bunds, mid IIium: of evil and the false external bunds; 
n. 3835 ; unless the affections of evil and the false were bonds, 
the man would be insane, a. 4217 ; for insanities are nothing 
else but the loosenings of such bonds, thus they are non-termi- 
nations therein; but as in these bonds there arc no internal 
bonds, therefore there is insanity within as to the thoughts and 
affections, which is prevented from bursting forth by the govern- 
ment of external bonds, such as the affections of gain, honor, or 
reputation for the sake thereof, ami the consequent fear of the 
law and of the loss of life. This was represented in the Jewish 
church by the declaration ; " Every open vessel in the house of 
a dead person, over which there was not a piece of cloth for a 
covering, should be unclean," (Numb. xix. 15 :) similar things 
arc also signified by works " full of holes " in Isaiah ; " Those 
who make thread of silk, und who weave works full of holes, 
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shall be ashamed ; and the foundations thereof shall be bruised j 
all that make the ponda of the soul a reward," (xix. 9, 10 :) and 
by " holes " in Ezekicl j " The spirit introduced the prophet to 
the goto of the court, where he looked, and behold one hole 
in the wall ; and he said to him. Come, bore through the wall ; 
therefore lie bored through the wall, and behold one door. Then 
the spirit said to him, Go in and sec the abominations which 
tliey do here s when he went In and saw. behold every form of 
creeping thing ami beast, an abomination, and all the idols of 
[he lio-isc of Israel piititid ii:hid the wall round about," (vjii. 
7-10. 

5140. And tn tht highest tWtW— This signifies the inmost 
of the will, as appears (I .; frnm the signification of " a hasket," 
as denoting the will; see above, n. 5144; and ;2.) from the 
signification of " the highest," as deuocing the inmost; sec 
n. 2148, 4599. The highest dcnnim the inmost, because 

inttrinrn, with man who i* in space, appear as superiors, ami 
cxtcriorB as inferiors ; but when the idea of space is pot off, as 
is the case in heaven, and also in our interior thought, then 
is put off the idea of what is high and deep; for height and 
depth cutuc I rum (lit ideu of space ; ye*, in the interior heaven 
neither have they the idea of interiors and exteriors, because to 
this idea there also adheres somewhat of space, but they have 
the idea of more jicrfeci ur more irujicrfeet states . for interiors 
arc in s, more pcrled state than exteriors, because interior* are 
nearer to the Divine, and exteriors are more remote thence : 
this is the reason why what is highest si^ui'Vi. what is inmost. 
Nevertheless no one can comprehend what the interior is in 
respect to the exterior, unless he knows how the case is with 
degrees; concerning which, see u. 3691, 4154, 5114, 51-15. A 
man has no other conception concerning what is interior and 
thence more perfect, than as concerning what ia purer in con- 
tinual diminution ; lint what is purer and what is grosser may 
exist in oue and the same degree, as well according to extension 
and compression, as according to determinations, and also ac- 
cording to the insertions of things homogeneous or heterogeneous. 
As such is the idea concerning the interior things of man, it 
cannot be otherwise apprehended than that exteriors cohere 
with interiors by continuance, and thereby act altogether in 
unity ; but if a genuine idea be formed concerning degrees, it 
may then be comprehended how interiors and exteriors are 
distinct one amongst another, and that they are so distinct, that 
interiors can exist and subsist with exteriors, but exteriors in no- 
wise without interiors : it may also be comprehended, how the 
case is with the correspondence of interiors in exteriors, and 
likewise how exteriors can represent interiors. The above is 
the reason why the learned can form nothing but mere hypo- 
thesis in their dissertations concerning the intercourse of the 
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soul ami the body, and why also several of them believe that the 
life is in the body, and thus, that "lien tln ir body dies, they 
shall die also as to interiors by reason of their coin-mice ; when 
yet it is ooly the exterior degree which dies, the interior degree 
in this case surviving and living. 

5147. There was all of Pharaoh's meat.— This signifies full 
:>i I'l-li'stinl good for the nourishment of the natural, as appear* 
(i.) from the signification of " meat," as denoting celestial 
good, of which we shall speak presently ; and (2.) from the 
representation of " Pharaoh," as denoting the interior natural ; 
conccniin;; "hiirh, see n. 51180, 5095, and also the natural 
principle in common ; for the interior natural and the exterior 
make a one when they correspond; and since meat is for 
nourishment, therefore "there was of all Pharaoh's meat," 
signifies full of celestial good for the nourishment of the natural. 
It is said that the meat was in the highest basket, and this 
signifies that the inmost of the will was full of celestial good ; 
for good from the Lord flows in through a mail's inmost prin- 
ciple, and thence by steps as of a ladder to exteriors : for the 
inmost principle is respectively in the most perfect state, there- 
fore it can immediately receive good from the Lord, but not so 
inferior principles : if inferior principles received good from the 
Lord immediately, they would cither obscure it or pervert it, for 
they arc respectively more imperfect. As to the influx of celes- 
tial good from the Lord, and its reception, it is to be noted, 
that a man's will receives good, and his intellectual principle 
receives truth, and that the intellectual principle cannot in any- 
wise receive truth, bo as to appropriate it, unless at the same 
time the will receives good, so also vice versd; for the one flows 
in thereby into the other, and disposes the other to receive. 
Intellectual things may be compared to forms which are con- 
tinually varying, and the things of the will to the harmonics 
resulting from the variation; consequently truth? may be com. 
pared to variations, and goods to the delights thence derived ; 
and as this is eminently the case with truths and goods, it may 
be manifest that the one cannot exist without the other, also 
that one cannot lw produced but by the other. The reason why 
meat si-.uiks t ri vial good is, because the meats of the angels 
arc no other than the goods of love and charity, bv which they 
are not only vivified but also recreated. Those "goods in act, 
or the exercises thereof, serve especially for their recreation ; 
for they arc their desires, and it is well known that desires 
when they arc actually obtained, afford recreation and life. 
That such things yield nourishment to a man's spirit, when 
material meats yield nourishment to his body, may also be 
manifest from this consideration, that meats without delights 
conduce little to nourishment, but with delights they nourish, 
since delights are what open the passages or ducts which receive 
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and convey into the blood, whereas things un delightful close 
them. With the angels those delights are the goods oflovennd 
charity ; itud hence it may be concluded that the goods of love 
and charity are spiritual meats, which correspond to earthly 
meats : as goods nre meats, so truths are drinks. In tbc Word 
«-<: frequently read of meats : he that is not acquainted with the 
internal sense, cannot know hut that common meats arc (here 
meant, whereas they arc spiritual meats, as in Jeremiah : " All 
the people sigh; they seek bread; they have irivcn their de;.irahlo 
tiiitiL-i for food, hi rir rente the Sdul," (Lam. i. 1 1.) And in Isaiah: 
" Every one that thirtieth, come ye to tbc waters ; and be that 
bath no money, come ye, buy, and eat ; and eome vc, buv wine 
and milk without silver, and without price," (Iv. 1.) And ia 
Joel : "The dav of Jehovah i* near, and as a devastation from 
tbc thundcrer it shall conic, Is not the meat cut o# before our 
eyes ; gladness aiul joy from tin: bouse of our God 't The grains 
are rotten under their clods, the garners nre wasted, tbc grana- 
ries are destroyed, because the corn is withered/' (i- 15—17.) 
And in David : "Our gamers arc full, yield! tig from meat to 
meat ; our flocks arc thousands and ten thousands in our streets ; 
there is no cry in our villages : blessed is the people to whom it 
is thus," (Psalm cxliv. 13—15.) Again : " All things wait for 
thee, that thou mays! give them their meat in their season; thou 
givest them, they gather; thou openest thy hand, they arc 
satisfied with good," (Psalm civ. 27, 28.) In these passages 
celestial nnd spiritual meat is meant in the internal sense, when 
material meat is meant in the sense of the letter ; hence it is 
evident, how the interiors and the exteriors of the Word, or the 
things which arc of the spirit therein and those which arc of tbc 
letter, correspond to each other; so that while a man under- 
stands them according to tbc seuse of tbc letter, the attendant 
angels understand the same according to the spiritual sense ; 
thus the Word was written, so as to he serviceable not only to 
the human race, but also to heaven; on which account all the 
i:y i i re-- ions therein are significative of heavenly tilings, and all 
the things are representative thereof, and this even to the least 
tittle. That meat in the spiritual sense denotes good, the Lord 
also teaches manifestly in John: "Labor not for the mea t which 
pevi-lielh, but for the meat which rcmaincth unto everlasting 
life, which the Son of Man will give unto you," (vi. 27.) 
Again: "My flesh is meat indeed, and my blood is drink 
indeed," (John vi. 55;) flesh is divine good, n. 3H13, and 
blood is divine truth, a. 4735. Again : " Jesus said to his 
disciples, / have meat to eat which ye know not of. The 
disciples said one to another, Hath any one brought him any- 
thing to cat? Jesus said unto them, My meat is to do the 
will of him that sent me, and to finish his work," (iv. 32—31:) 
to do the will of the Father, and to finish his work, is the divine 
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good in act or exercise, which in the genuine sense is meat, as 
was said above. 

5148. The work of the baker. — This signifies according to all 
the use of the sensual, as appears (1.) from the signification of 
" work," as denoting according to all use, of which we shall speak 
presently ; and (2.) from the signification of " a baker," as de- 
noting the sensual subject to the will-part ; sec n. 0078, 5082. 
The reason why work denotes ubb is, because it is predicated of 
the will, or of the sensual subject to the will-part, and whatever 
is done thereby, and may be called work, must be use : all 
works of charity are nothing else, for tbey are works from the 
will, w hich are uses. 

5149. And the fowls did eat them out of the basket from 
upon my head. — This signifies that the false grounded in evil 
consumed it, as appears (1.) from the signification of " fowls," 
as denoting things intellectual, and also thoughts, consequently 
the things which are thence derived ; in the genuine sense truths 
of every kind, mid in the opposite sense falses, see n. 10, 745, 
776, 778, 800, 988, 3219; and (2.) from the signification of 
"to eat," as denoting to consume; the expression also in the 
orijiiiiiil hi/re icikU red did eat denotes toconsume ; and (3.) from 
lli!' signification of " a basket," as denoting the will, see n. 
51 1-1, 51 1(1, in tin 1 present c:ise evil from the will, because the 
basket was perforated, □. 5115 ; hence it follows, that the fowl 
eating out uf the basket from above the head signifies timt iho 
false grounded in evil consumed. The false is of a twofold ori- 
gin, the false of doctrine, and the false of evil : the false of 
doctrine does not consume goods, for a man may be in the false 
of doctrine, and yet in good ; hence even the Cicnlile; iirt; s.;ni:tl 
in all sorts of doctrine ; but the Talse of evil consumes goods, 
evil itself being opposite to good: yet by itself it does not con- 
sume goods, but by means of the false ; for the false assaults 
the truths which are of good, truths being as it wore the out- 
works ivithin which is good, and by the false the out-worka are 
attacked and overthrown, and when these are overthrown, good 
is given to the curse. He who does not know that fowls signify 
things intellectual, cannot know but that when fowls arc named 
in the Word, either fowls arc meant thereby, or the term is 
used in the way of comparison aa in common' discourse. That 
fowls denote the things of the understanding, as the thoughts, 
ideas, reasonings, principles, consequently truths or falses, no 
one can know but from the internal sense; as in Luke: "The 
kingdom of God is like unto a grain of mustard seed, which a 
man took and cast into his garden; and it grew, and became a 
great tree, so that (he fowls of heaven dwelt in the branches 
thrr.'iif." (xiii. 19;) the fowls of heaven denote truths. And iu 
Ezi'kiei : " It shall become a stately cedar, and under it shall 
dwell all fowl of every wing; in the shade of the branches 
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thereof shall they dwell," (xvii. 23 ;) where foul of every wing 
denotes truths of every kind. Again : " Ashur is a cedar in 
Lebanon ; in hia branches all the fowls of the heavens built their 
nests, and beneath his branches every beast of the field brought 
forth, and in his shade dwelt all great nations," 3, 6:) 

fowls of the heavens in like manner denote truths. Again: " Upon 
his ruin shall dwell every fowl of the heavens, and upon hia 
branches shall be every wild beast of the field," (ixxi. 13;) 
where fowl of the heavens denotes falscs. And in Daniel : 
" Nebuchadiicsiar saw in a dream. Behold a tree in the midst of 
the earth, under it the beast of the field had shade, and in the 
branches thereof dwelt the fowls of heaven," (\v. 10—12 :) in this 
n denote falscs. And in Jeremiah : 
> man, and alt the fowls of heaven 
nan nown away," (iv. :) " no man " denotes there was no 
good, n. 4287 ; the fowls of heaven having flown away, denote 
that truths were dissipated. Again : " From the fowl of the 
heavens even to the beast, they have flown away, they have gone 
away," (ix. 10;) where the meaning is the same. And in Mat- 
thew : " A sower went forth to sow, and somo fell upon the 
hard way ; and the fowls came and devoured it," (xiii. 3, 4 ;) 
where fowls denote reasonings, and also falscs : in like manner 
in several other passages. 

5150. And Joseph answered and said. — This signifies re- 
velation from perception from the celestial in the natural, as 
appears (I.) from the signification of "answering and saying," 
as denoting revelation from perception; see above, n. 5121: 
ami (2.) frum the representation of "Joseph," as denoting the 
celestial in the natural; see ■>. 50B6, 5087, 5106. The reason 
why Joseph here denotes the n-katial m the naturul is, because 
the natural is treated of. With resect to the celestial and the 
spiritual, the case is this ; the celestial itself and the spiritual 
itself, which flows into heaven from the Divine of the Lord, 
dwells principally in the interior rational ; for iu that the forms 
are more perfect ami accommodated to reception ; nevertheless 
the celestial and spiritual from the lord's Divine now also 
into the eiterior rational, and likewise into the natural, both 
lonliatcly and immediately; — mediately through the interior 
rational, 'and immediately from the Lord's Divine itself; what 
flows iii immediately is that which arranges, and what flows in 
mediately is that which is arranged . thus it in in the exterior 
rational, and also in the natural; hence may be manifest what 
is mean*, by the celestial in the natural. The celestial is from 
the divine jtimd, and the spiritual from the divine truth, each 
from the Lord, which, when they are in the rational, are called 
the celestial and spiritual in the rational, and when in the natural, 
are called the celestial and spiritual in the natural. The rational 
and the natural mean the man himself, so far as he is formed to

receive the celestial and the spiritual, but the rational means his 
internal anil the natural his external, liy influx and according 
to reception a man is called celestial or spiritual ; celestial, if he 
receive the Lord's divine good in the will-part, spiritual, if in 
the intellectual part. 

5151. This is in the interpretation thereof. — This signifies 
what it had iu it, as appears from the signification of " interpreta- 
tion," as denoting what it has in it, or what is therein ; sec above, 
n. 5093,5105, 5107. 

,11. V.'. Thu Ihrvc baskets.— This signifies the successions of the 
tilings of the will, as appears from thu signification of "three 
basket*," as denoting the successions of the things of the will; 
sec above, n. 5144. 

5153. Are three days.— This signifies even to the last, as ap- 
pears from the signification of " three," as denoting one period 
and what is continuous thereof from beginning to end, thus even 
to the last ; sec n. 2788, 4-195, 5122. 

5154. Yet within three days. — This signifies what is in the 
last, as appears from what was said just above, n. 5152, concern- 
ing tin'; signification of three. 

5155. Pharaoh will lift thy head front upon thee. — This signi- 
fies what is concluded from what is foreseen, as appears from 
the signification of " lifting the head," as denoting what is pro- 
vided and thence concluded, or what is concluded from what is 
provided; sec above, n. 5124 ; but in tlic present case from what 
is foreseen, because it follows that he should be hanged on 
wood, which signifies rejection and damnation. The reason why 
it signifies what is concluded from what is foreseen, but not 
from what is provided, is, because providence is predicated of 
good, but foresight of evil; for all good Howe in from the Lord, 
therefore it is provided ; hut all evil is from hell or from man's 
jiriijirima, which makes one with hell, therefore it is foreseen. 
Providence in respect to evil is nothing else but the direction or 
ili'tcniiiiiation of evil to what is less evil, and as much as is pos- 
sible to good ; but the evil itself is foreseen : in the present im-c, 
therefore, as the subject treated of is the sensual which is subject 
to the will-part, aud its rejection on account of evil, it is foresight 

5I5fi. And will hang thee upon wood. — This signifies re- 
jection aud damnation, as appears from the signification of 
" being hanged upon wood," as denoting rejection and damna- 
tion ; for hanging upon wood was a curse, and a curse is rejec- 
tion from the Divine, consequently it is damnation. That hang- 
ing upon wood was a curse, is evident from Moses: "When 
then- shall he in a man the crime of the judgment of death, 
aud he shall he slain, so that thou hang him upon wood, his 
carcase shall not be all night upon the wood, hut burying thou 
shall bury him on the same day ; for he that is hanged is the 
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curse of God; because thou shalt not pollute the earth, which 
Jehovafa thy Uod will give thee for an iuheritancc," (Deut. jsi. 
22, 23.) His not being all night upon the wood, signified per- 
petual rejection, for in the evening the day commenced anew ; 
therefore, unless tlmsc who were hanged had been rejected before 
die ['veiling, it would have represented that evil was not rejected, 
consequently that the eartb was not freed from it, but that it was 
polluted ; therefore, it is added, " Thou shalt not pollute the 
earth which Jehovah thy God will give thee for an inheritance : ' 
that those who were hanged remained to the evening and no 
longer, may be seen (Joshua viii. 29; chap. x. 56). With the 
Jewish nation there were two principal punishments, atoning and 
banging; stoning was on account of the false, and banging on 
wood was on account of evil ; and this was because a stone de- 
notes truth, n. 648, 1298, 3720, and in the opposite sense the 
false; and wood denotes gooii, a. 2784, 2812, 3720, and in the 
n[i]j(nito sesife evil ; therefore, in the prophetic Word, mention is 
<jn-:ifu->!]ntlv made of committing whoredom with stone and wood, 
and thereby is signified the perversion of truth, or the false, and 
the adulteration of good, or evil. 

5157. And the fowls will eat thy flesh from upon thee.— This 
signifies that the false of evil will consume the things which arc 
of those sensual things, as appears (1.) from the signification of 
"to eat," as denoting to consume ; sec above, n.5149; anil (2.) 
from the signification of "fowls," as denoting the false; see 
also above, u. 5149; and (3.) from the signification of "flesh," 
as denoting good; sec n. 3812, 3H13 : hence in the opposite 
sense denoting evil : several expressions in the Word have also 
an opposite sense, which ia known from their signification in 
the genuine sense ; and (4.) from the signification of " from 
upon thee," as denoting from the sensual things subject to the 
will-part, which arc represented bv the baker, n. 507*, :.<W2 ; 
and that these were evil, and therefore to be rejected, is evident 
from what goes before. How the case is in this respect, viz., 
that the sensual things subject to the intellectual part, which are 
represented by the butler, were retained, and the sensual things 
subject to the will-part, which are represented by the baker, 
were rejected, is an arcanum, which cannot be comprehended 
without illustration ; but the following illustrations may serve 
in some ways for its elucidation. Sensual things mean those 
scicntifics and delights which have been insinuated through the 
five external or bodily senses, into a man's memory and its con- 
cupiscences, and which together constitute his exterior natural, 
from which he is called a sensual man. Those scicntifics are 
suhjectto the intellectual part, but the delights to the will-part; 
the scicntifics also have reference to truths which are of the un- 
derstanding, and the delights to goods which are of the will ; 
the former arc what are represented by the butler and were 
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retained, but the latter are what are represented by the bnker 
and were rejected. The reason why the former were retained 
is, because for a time they could agree with intellectual tilings, 
and the reason why the latter were rejected is, because they 
could not in anywise agree together; for the will-principle in 
the Lord, who is treated of in the supreme sense, was divine 
from conception, anil was the divine good itself; but the will- 
principle by nativity from the mother was evil, and was there- 
fore to be rejected, and a new one to be procured in its place 
from the divine will- principle by the intellectual, or from the 
divine good by the divine truth, thus from his own proper 
ability : this is the arcanum, which in the internal sense is here 
described. 

5158. Verses 20—23. And it cametopass on the third day, 
Pharaoh's birthday, that he made a feast for at! his servants, and 
lifted up the head of the prince of the butters, and the head of the 
prince of the bakers, in the midst of his servants. And he brought 
back the prince of the butlers upon his bullership, and he gave the 
cup into the palm of Pharaoh's hand. And he hanged the prince 
of the bakers, as Joseph hud interpreted tti them. And the prince 
of the butters did not remember Joseph, and/argot film. And it 
came to pass on the third dag, signifies in the last : Pharaoh's 
InrUiiUiii, Minifies when the natural was regenerated ! he made a 
feast for ail his servants, signifies initiation and conjunction with 
the exterior natural : and lifted up the head, signifies according 
to what was provided and foreseen : of the prince of the butlers 
and the head of the prince of the bakers, signifies concerning the 
sensual things subject to each part, the intellectual and the will- 
part : in the midst of his servants, signifies which are among 
those things that are in the exterior natural : and he brought 
back the prince of the butlers upon his bullership, signifies that 
the sensual things of the intellectual part were received and 
made subordinate : and he gave the cup into the palm of Pharaoh's 
hand, signifies that tbey were made subservient to the interior 
natural : and he hanged the prince of the bakers, signifies that 
the sensual things of the will-part were rejected : as Joseph had 
interpreted to them, signifies prediction from the celestial in the 
natural : and the prince of the butters did not remember Joseph, 
signifies that there was not as yet conjunction in every way with 
the celestial of the natural : and forgot him, signifies removal. 

5159. And it came to pass on the third day. — This signifies 
iu the last, as appears from the signification of " the third day," 
as denoting the last of a state ; for dav denotes state, n. 23, 
487, -188, -193, 893, 2788, 31(52, 157*5, I8.",0, and the third 
denotes what is complete, thus the last, n, 1825, 2788, |.1<)5 ; 
by the last of a state is meant when a prior state ceases, and a 
new one commences. With the man wbo is regenerating a new 
state commences when the order is changed, as is the case when 
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interiors acquire dominion over exteriors, irad exteriors begin to 
serve interiors, as well as to intellectual things as to the things 
of the will. This is npperceived -with those who are regenerating 
from this circumstance, that somewhat inwardly dictates a cau- 
tion lest sensual delights and corporeal or terrestrial pleasures 
should have rule, and should draw intellectual things over to 
their party to coufirra such rule ; and when this is the case, the 
prior state is in its last, aud the new state is in its first : this is 
what is signified by on " the third day." With every man, 
whether he be regenerating or not, there exist changes and also 
inversions of state, but in one way with those who arc regene- 
rating, and in .mother with those who are- not: with those who 
are not regenerating, those changes or inversions are effected 
from causes in the body, and ou account of causes in civil life. 
The causes in the body are the lusts which come with age, and 
depart with it, also reflections upon the health of the body and 
long life in the world : the causes in civil life arc apparent 
external restraints of the: lusts, smuti pally ivith :l i icw to acquire 
reputation aud to be accounted wise aud lovers of what is just 
aud good, hut for the end of securing honors and gain : whereas 
with those who are regenerating, the above changes or inversions 
are effected for the sake of spiritual causes, which proceed from 
what is essentially good aud just. When a man begins to be 
effected with these, he is in the end of a prior state, and in the 
beginning of a new one. But since few persons are capable 
of knowing how the case herein is, it may be expedient to 
illustrate it by an example : he that does not suffer himself to 
be regenerated, loves the things of the body for the sake of 
the body, but not for any other end, and also the world for the 
sake of the world, and be goes no higher, because the things 
which are higher or interior, he denies in his heart : but he that 
is regenerating, loves also the things of the body, and likewise 
those of the world, but for the sake of a higher or interior end ; 
for he loves the things of the body for the sake of the cud that 
he may have a sonnd mind in a sound body, and he loves 
bis mind and its soundness for the sake of an end still more 
inward, viz., that lie may relish good and understand truth : he 
also loves the things of the world like others, but for the sake 
of the end that by means of the world, its wealth, possessions, 
and honors, he may be in the way of practising good and truth, 
justice and equity : from this example may be known the quality 
of each, and that in the external form they appear alike, while 
in the internal they are altogether different; from these con- 
siderations may also be manifest, the nature and quality of the 
causes which produce the changes and inversions of state with 
those who are not regenerating, and with those who are; and 
hence likewise it may be known, that with the regenerate in- 
teriors have rule over exteriors, whereas with the unrcgeucrate 
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exteriors have rule over interim 
regards that liavc rule : for th( 
in him into subordination and a 
most essential life is from no < 
n:;riirded, because the end rega 
5160.

wherefore, when mention is made in the Word of nativity, 
no other nativity is understood in heaven than what is effected 
by water and the spirit, that is, by faith and charity; for by 
being re-bom or regenerated, a man is made a man, and is alto- 
licfln.T di-itiiiKiiished from the brutes, for he thou becomes a 
son and heir of the Lord's kingdom : that the nativities which 
are mentioned in the AVunl t^nifv sj>iritu;iL nativities, may be 
seen, n. 1145, Woo, 38G0, 3868, 4070, -1668. 

5161. He made a feast for all his servants. — This signifies 
initiation and conjunction with thu exterior natural, as appears 
(1.) from the signification of "a feast," as denoting initiation, 
to conjunction, sec n. 3882, and as denoting also conjunction 
by love and appropriation, n. 3596; and (2.) from the significa- 
tion of "servants," as denoting those things which arc of the 
exterior natural ; for when a man is regenerating, inferiors are 
made subordinate and subject to superiors, c- 
tcriors, in which case exteriors become scrvai 
lords : such things are signified by servants in the Word, as may 
be seen, n. 25-11, 3019, 3020; but they become servants of a 
quality agreeable to tho love wherewith they are loved by the 
Lord ; for it is mutual love which conjoins, causing it not to be 
apperccived as service, but as compliance from the heart; for 
good flows in from within, which causes such delight therein, 
b'easts were formerly made for various reasons, and they sig- 
nified initiation into mutual love, and thereby conjunction ; 
they were also made on birthdays, and then they represented 
the' new birth or regeneration, which is the conjunction of in- 
teriors with exteriors in man by love, consequently the conjunc- 
tion of heaven with the world in him; for what is worldly or 
natural with man is in such case conjoined with what is spiritual 
and celestial. 

5162. And lifted up the head.—'?\»s signifies what is provided 
and foreseen, as appears from the signification of " lifting up the 
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head," us denoting what is concluded from what is provided, 
and also from what is foreseen ; sec above, n. 5124, 5155 ; what 
is provided in respect to the sensual subject to the iiitclli'ctual 
part, and retained as good, which is represented I >v tin: butler, 
and what is foreseen in respect, tn the sensmd subject to the will- 
part, and rejected as evil, which is represented by the baker; 
for good is provided, and evil is foreseen, because all good is 
from the Lord, and all evil is from hell, or from man's pro- 
prinm ; that a mini's proprium is nothing but evil, set: n. 210, 
215, (\\n, 87 1— H7(i, 987, 103:1, 1041, 101-7, 1581, 3812,4328. 

5163. Of the prince of the butlers, and the head of the prince 
of the baiters, — This signifies concerning the sensual things sub- 
ject to each part, the intellectual and the will-part, aa appears 
(1.) from the repivM'nintmn of "the butler," as denoting the 
sensual subject to the intellectual part, n. 5077, 5082 ; and (2.) 
from the representation of " the baker," as denoting the sensual 
subject to the will-part ; see is. 5078, 5082. 

5101. In the midst of hit servant). — ThlB signifies which 
are among those things which are in the exterior natural, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of " in the midst," a* denut 

ll n i-: ii i ^ (lieiii ; ami {:!.} I'rinii tin; signification of " servants," 
as denoting tluv-e tiiiiurs which are in the exterior natural ; see 
just above, n. 5101. In the Word all things are called servants 
which are beneath, and thence subordinate and subject to supe- 
riors, as those things are which ore of the exterior natural, or 
the sensual things therein, in respect to the interior natural ; 
those things also, which are of this latter natural, arc said to be 
servants in respect to the rational ; and consequently all tilings 
appertaining to man, his inmost principles equally with the 
outermost, arc called servants in respect to the Divine, for this 
is the supreme. The servants in this case, in the midst of whom 
King Pharaoh executed judgment over the butler and the 
baker, were the princes and the grandees of the palace : the 
reason why these, in like manner as the other subjects of what- 
ever condition, arc called servants in respect to the king, as is 
the case in every kingdom also at this day, is, because royalty 
represent* the Lord as to the divine truth, n. 2015, 2069, 
3001), 3070, +581, 4966, 5068, in respect to whom, all arc 
equally servants, of whatever condition they be; yea, in the 
Lord's kingdom or heaven, those who arc the greatest, that is, 
who arc the inmost, are servants more than others, because they 
are in the greatest obedience, and in humiliation more than the 
rest; for these are those who arc meant by the least that arc the 
greatest, and by the last that are first, where it is written, "The 
first shall be last, and the last shall be first," (Matt. xix. 30 ; 
jlx. 16; Mark x. 31 ; Luke xiii. 30.) " He that is least among 
you, he shall Ik: great," (Luke in. +8;) also by the great who arc 
ministers, and the first who are servants. "Whosoever would 
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be great among yon, shall be your minister; and whosoever 
would lie Jir.it of voo, shall he the servant of all," (Mark x. 44; 
Matt. xx. 2G, 27.) They arc culled servants in respect to the 
divine truth which is from the Lord, anil ministers in respect to 
the divine good which is from him. The reason why the last 
who are the first arc servants more than others is, because they 
know, acknowledge, and perceive, that all the life, consequently 
all the power which they have, is from the Lord, and not at all 
from themselves; hut those who do not perceive this, because 
tbev do not so acknowledge it, are also servants, yet more in 
the" acknowledgment of the mouth than of the heart : but those 
who are in the contrary, also call themselves servants in respect 
to the Divine, yet still they desire to be lords, for they are in- 
dignant nnil angry if the Divine does not favor them, and as it 
were obey them, and at length they arc against the Divine, and 
in this case they derogate from the Divine all power, and attri- 
bute all things to themselves. There are several of this character 
within the church, who deny the Lord, and say they acknow- 
ledge one supreme being. 

51G5. And he brought back the prince of the butlers unto hit 
butlership.— 1\A& signifies that the sensual things of the intel- 
lectual part were received and made subordinate, as appears 
(1 .) from the representation of " the prince of the butlers," as 
denoting in general the sensual things subject to the intellec- 
tual part, as was shewn above, and (2.) from the signification 
of "bringing back unto his butlership," as denoting to reduce 
them into order beneath the intellectual principle : that to bring 
back upon a station denotes to reduce into order that they may 
be in the last place, may be seen, n. 5125 : it is here said " unto 
the butlership," because the butlership and the things relating 
thereto, as wine, new wine, strong drink, and water, are pre- 
dicated of the things of the understanding, as also a drinking 
entertainment and the aet of drinking, see n. 3069, 3168, 3772, 
4017. Hence it is manifest, that bringing back the prince of 
the butlers unto his butlership, signifies to reduce the seusual 
things of the intellectual part iuto order, thus to receive them 
and make them subordinate. Those sensual things are received 
and made subordinate, when they minister and serve as means 
to things interior, as well to produce them into act, as to see 
them within : for a man, in the seusual things which are of the 
citerior natural, sees interior things, almost as he aces affec- 
tions in the face, and still more inward affections in the eyes. 
Without such an interior face, or such a plane, a man in the 
body cannot at all think of the things which are above things 
sensual ; for he sees them there, as when a man sees affections 
and thoughts in another's face, not attending to the face itself ; 
nnd also as wiien he hears another speaking, not attending to 
the expressions but to the meaning of the speech : the speech 
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itself consisting of espreasions is the plane iu which that mean- 
iiig is. The ease is similar nitli tin: exterior natural, and unless 
it served interior things for a plane, iu which, aa iu a mirror 
interior th:mr* might see themselves, a man would not lie able 
to llmik at all ; therefore thts plane is tirst formed, even from 
infancy; bul these things are unknown, because the things which 
exist interiorly with man, are not made manifest without in- 
terior reiki: I ion. The quality of the eiterior natural prioctple 
appears evidently in the other life ; for the faces of spirits and 
angels are formed from and according thereto: in the light of 
heaven interiors, especially the intentions or ends, shine forth 
through that face. If love to the J.ord and charity towards the 
neighbor liail formed the interiors, io such cose there is a 
splendor thi'oee derived in the taec. aod the face itself is a form 
nf love and charity ; but if self- lore and the love of the world, 
and consequent hatred, revenge, cruelty, and the like, had 
formed (lie interiors, in auch case there is a diabolical expres- 
sion thence derived in the face, and the face itself is a form of 
hatred, revenge, and cruelty: hence it may be mauifest, what 
aod nf what use the eiterior natural is, aud what its quality is 
when it is subject to interiors, and what wheu interinrs are 
subject to it. 

5166. And he gai-e the rap into the palm of Pharaoh's hand. 
— This signifies that they were made subservient to the interior 
natural, as appears from what was said above, n. 5126, where 
similar words occur. 

51G7. And he hanged the prince of the bakers. — This signi- 
fies that the sensual things of the will part were rejected, as 
appears also from what was explained above, n. 515C, where 
also similar words occur. 

5168. As Joseph had interpreted to them.—- This signifies pre- 
diction from the celestial in the natural, as appears (I.) from 
the signification of " to interpret," as denoting to say what it 
has in it, or what is therein, also what would happen ; see n. 
5093, 5105, 5107, 5H1 ; thus to predict; and (2.) from the 
representation of "Joseph," aa denoting the celestial in the 
natural; seen. 5086, 5087, 5106. How it happens that the 
sensual things of the intellectual part were retained, and those 
of the will part rejected, may be seen above, n. 5157. The 
subject treated of in this chapter in the internal sense is the 
subordination of the exterior natural, which is to be made sub- 
ordinate, in order that it may serve the interior natural for a 
plane, u. 6165 ; for unless it be made subordinate, interior truths 
and goods have nothing in which they can be represented, con- 
sequently the interior thoughts, which have in them a spiritual 
aud celestial principle, have nothing in which they can be 
represented; for interior truths and goods are exhibited in the 
exterior natural as in their face, or as in a mirror; therefore 
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apondence with interior* bj goods, through t 
tifica nuil the truths of faith, is a subject that is less understood 
at this day than it was formerly. This happens from several 
reasons, but especially because at this day there is no longer 
any charity within the church, for it is the last time of the 
church, cousequcntly neither is there any affection of knowing 
such things; therefore somewhat of aversion is instantly excited, 
when anything is said which is within or above sensual things, 
consequently when anything is brought forth to view from sueb 
things as are of angelic wisdom ; but as such things are in the 
internal sense of the Word (for the things contained in the inter- 
nal sense are adequate to angelic wisdom) , and as the Word is now 
unfolded as to the internal sense, therefore they arc still to be 
declared, however remote they may appear from what is sensual. 

5IG9. And the prince of the butters did not renumber Joseph, 
- — This signifies that there was not as yet conjunction in every 
way with the celestial of the natural, as appears (1.) from the 
signification of " remembering Joseph," as denoting the recep- 
tion of faith; see above, n. 5130, consequently also conjuuciiim, 
because conjunction it- elientcd by menus of faith ; in the present 
case therefore " he did not remember," denotes that there was 
not yet conjunction in every w ay ; and (2.) from the representa- 
tion of "the prince of the butlers," as denoting the sensual 
of the intellectual part; and (3.) from the representation of 
" Joseph," as denoting the celestial of the natural ; concerning 
which representations see above. 

5170. And forgot him.— -This signifies removal, as appears 
from the signification of "forgetting," as denoting removal, when 
not remembering denotes non-conjunction, for removal is ac- 
cording to n on- conjunction ; that which is given to oblivion, is 
also removed. This is likewise the ease with the sensual things 
subject to the intellectual part; those which arc retained arc 
not on that account conjoined, for they arc not as yet purified 
from fallacies, but os they become purified so they are conjoined. 
On this subject more wili be said in the following chapter, where 
it is related of the butler that he remembered Joseph. 
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A CONTINUATION OF THE SUBJECT OF CO RUES PON HENCE WITH 
THE GRAND MAN ; IN THE PRESENT CASE OF THE CORRE- 
SPONDENCE OF THE INTERIOR VISCERA THEREWITH. 

5171. TO what provinces Hie angelic societies belong, may lie 
known in the other life from their situation in respect to the 
human body, tuiii also from their operation antl influx ; for they 
flow in and operate upon that organ and member in which they 
are ; but their influx and operation can only be perceived bn 
those who are in the other life, and vol. b<; am, man. unless his 
interiors be so far opened, and not even in this case, unless he 
have sensitive reflection given him from the Lord, together with 
perception. 

5172. There arc certain well -disposed spirits, who think 
"■'stii'ji;! mi dilation, and. hence thiy i/nickli,, ami us it were with- 
out pn meditation, niter whatei'er occurs to their thought. Their 
have interior perception, which is not rendered so visual by 
meditations and thoughts, as with others: for in the progress of 
life they have been 'instructed as from themselves concerning 
the goodness of things, and not so concerning their truth. 1 
have been told that such spirits belong to the province of the 
ThynoUb Gland. This gland is principally si reiceable to in- 
fonts, and in that age is soft. With such spirits a/so there 
remains a soft infantile principle, into which the perception of 
good flows, from which perception truth in its general principle 
shines forth : these may be in large groups, and yet not be dis- 
turbed, as is also the case with that gland. 

5173. In the other Iffe there live sevival modes of agitations, 
and also of inaugurations into gyres. The purifications of the 
blood, also of the serum or lymph, and likewise, of the chyle in 
the body, represent those agitations, which purifications are also 
effected by various castigalions ; and the introduction of those 
fluids afterwards to uses represent those inutigiirui'nui' into pi;n s. 
It is very common in the other life, that after s/iirits have been 
agitated, they should next be let into a trani/a'd and delightful 
state, consequently into the societies into which they are to be 
i/iani/ united, and to whie.h they are to he adjoined. Tltat the 
castigalions and purifications of the blood, serum, and chyle, and 
likewise of the aliments in the stomach, correspond to such things 
in the spiritual world, must needs appear strange to those who 
think only of what is natural in natural things, and esjiecially to 
those who belii i e in nothing else, thus denning thai any active and 
ruling spiritual /iciiiriple is. or ran be therein ; ichrn get the real 
case is, that in can the minutest things in nature and her three 
kingdoms, the intrinsic, agent is from the spiritual world, mid. 
unless smdi an active principle from that world was therein, 
nothing at all in the natural world could act as cause and 
effect, consequently nothing could be produced. That principle 
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from the spiritual world, which is in natural thing*, is called the 

v&Ji'viJ&le world 'is a'tfoatre representative of the spiritual 
•world. The rase herein it similar to that of the motion of the 
miracles, whence comes action : which motion would instantly 
cease, unless there was in it a conatus from the mini's thought 
and will ; for it is according to rules known in the learned 
world, that on the ceasing of conatus, motion ceases, also that 
tin' countu- eon'iiins errriiHiiiig relating to di'lccniinntion, and 
likewise that hi motion there exists nothing real hat the conatus. 
That that force, or that conatus, in action or motion is a spiri- 
tual principle in irhat is natural, is clear; for to think and to 
will are spiritual, hut to act and to he moved arc natural. 
Those who tin mil think lieymid na/iire. do not indeed comprehend 
this; but still Ihi-ij cannot deny it. However, Hint which is the 
producing principle in the will and thence, in the thought, differs 
in form from the action which is produced ; for the. act only 
represents that which the mind wills and thinks. 

5174. // is well known that aliments or meals in the stomach 

are agitlllell /ill rnei'ilis methods, so that their interior jirinrip/es 
mug he e.ctracled, nml turned to use, passing off into the chyle, 
and nc,ct into the hlood, and also that the same operuiion after- 
wards takes place in. the intestines. These agitations are re/ire- 
senled hi) the first ui/i/a/ion.t of spirits, all ichich ace effected 
according to their life in the world in order that evils may be 
separated, and goods lie collected together, and may turn to use ; 
therefore it may he said of souls or spirits, some time after their 
decease or being set loose from the body, that they come as it 
Were first into the region of the stomach, and are there agitated 
and purified; in this case those with whom evils have jire- 
di, mi anted, after they have been agitated to no pnrjiose, are 
conveyed through the stomach into the intestines, even to the 
last, — to the colon, and the rectum, and are thence voided forth 
into the draught, that is, into hell: but those with whom goods 
hare predominated, after some agitations and purifications be- 
come chyle, and pass off into the blood, some by a longer way, 
some by a shorter ; some are agitated severely, some gently, anil 
some scarcely at all : these, who are scarcely agitated al all, are 
represented in the juices of meals, which are immediately imbibed 
by the reins, and coureyed into the circulation, even into the 
brain, and so forth. 

5175. Fur when a man dies, and enters into the oilier life, 
his life is circumstanced like food, which is received softly hy the 
lips, ami next through the mouth, the fauces, anil Hie o-snphitgus. 
is lei down into the stomach, according to a habit acquired hy 
repealed acts, during the. life of the body. The generality in the 
heijiuiiiiig are trailed with gentleness, being kept in the company 
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of angels and good spirits, which is represented in meats by their 
being first softly touched by the lips, and next tasted by the 
tongue to discover their rpiiility. The meats which are soft, and 
in which there is a sweet, oily, and sjiirituous principle, are 
immediately received by the veins, and convrijed into the circu- 
lation ; but those which are hard, in which there is a bitter and 
impure principle, and little nutrition, are subdued with greater 
dijficidty, being let down through the asophagus into the stomach, 
where by various methods and tortures theg are corrected ; those 
which are still harder, more impjire, and more barren, are 
pushed down into the intestines, and at length into the rectum., 
where the first hell is, and lastly they are east out ami heroine 
excrements. The life oj man it similarly eirenmslanced after 
death ; he is first kept in externals : and as in externals lie hud 
led a civil and. moral life, he is associated with angels und well- 
disposed spirits : /ml lifter that externals 'ire taken iiieny from 
him, if is manifested what his internal t/uufity had been as In his 
thoughts and affections, and at length as to the ends of life he 
hail regarded, anil according to those ends his life remains. 

517(>. .1o long as they are in that state, in which they arc 
like aliments or meats in the stomach, so long they are not in the 
Grand Man ; they are an/a being in! rail need ; bid irhen they are 
representatively in the blood, they are in the Grand Man. 

5177. Those -who have been very anxious about the future, 
especially those who on that account hare been rendered self- 
willed and avaricious, appear in the reoion of the stomach. I 
have seen several there. The sphere of their life may be com- 
pared to the nauseous stench which it e.ihaleil /'ram the stomae/i. 
and also to the heaviness arising from indigestion. Those ivhu 
hove been of such a i/im/i/y, slay lung in that region : for 
aiix'tehi ithoul futurity when confirmed by act dulls and retards 
Ihe influx of spiritual life .- for they attribute to thernsetres what 
is of the divine providence ; and those who do this, oppose the in- 
flux, and remove from themselves the life of the good and the true. 

5178. Since solicitude concerning futurity is what causes 
■ anxieties in man, and since such spirits appear in the region of 

the stomach, it is from this ground thai anxieties affect the 
stomach more than the rest of the viscera. I have been per- 
mitted to apperceive, how those anxieties have hem increased and 
diminished according to Ihe presence and removal of those spirits : 
some anxieties bare been jiereeired interiorly, some move exte- 
riorly, sonie more above, and some more beneath, according to 

ill'' l/ijl'erriier ,if tni li tolieiledis as h, tht ir origins, l/erira/ialis. 
ami. ilelrrminations. Hence also, when such anxieties occupy /be 
inin.il, the region about the stomach is tightly bound, and some- 
times pain is npperveived there, also anxieties appear to arise 
thence ; and hence also, when a man is no longer solicitous abunl 
futurity, or when all things go well with him, so that he is no 
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longer afraid of any misfortune, the region about the stomach is 
free and ex-panded, ami If experiences delight. 

5179. On a certain lime I apperceived somewhat of anxiety 
in the lower part of the stomach, whence it was made manifest to 
me that such spirits were present. I entered into conversation 
with them, and said, that it was better they should retire, as their 
sphere, which occasioned anxiety, did not a/free with the spheres 
i,f tin- spirits who were uttrndnu! upon me. I had then some 
conversation villi them concerning split-res, observing, that there 
are very many spiritual spheres about a man, and that men 
neither know nor are witting to know that this is the ease, 
because they deny all thai is rail: d spiritual, and some whatever 
is not seen and touched ; thus that some spheres from the spi- 
ritual world, which art- agreeable to bis life, encompass a man, 
and that by those spheres he is in society with spirits of simitar 
affection, and that hence very many thini/s exist, which the man 
who attributes all things to nature, either denies or ascribes to a 
more hidden nature ; for example, in the case of what is ascribed 
to fortune : some by experience are altogether persuaded there is 
something si crrtlg operating, which is called fortune; but they 
know not from what source. That such an operating power 1.1 
from a spiritual sphere, and is the ultimate of I'roeidince, will, 
by the divine merry af the Lord, he shewn elsewhere, from 
experimental testimony. 

5180. There ore genii and spirits, who occasion a species of 
suction or attraction in the head, so that the place where such 
at/ruction ur suction crisis, is in pain, I once apperceived n 
manifest si use of suction, as if a membrane were sucked up to the 
fullest extent. I doubt whether others could hare endured it On 
account of the pain ; but as I was accustomed to it, I at length 
frei/ui-iitly endured il without pain. The principal place of suc- 
tion was in the crown of the head, null thence it propagalert 
itself towards the region of the left ear, also towards that of the 
lift eye : l/ie suction towards the eye was from spirits, Itiat /awards 
the ear was from genii ; hath of them appertained to the pro- 
vince of the receptacle and muTS of the ciivi.e, whither also 
the chyle is attracted from all parts, although likewise at the 
same lime it is impelled. Morearer there were others who acted 
inwardlii in the head, almost in the Sane manner, but not with 
such a force of suction. I was told that these correspond to the 
snblie chyle, which is brought /awards the brain, and is there 
mixed with new anima/ spirit, thai il may hi: returned aguin 
towards /be heart. Those win, acted outwardly, I first saw in 
front, a little to the left, afterwards hiqh, r there, so that their 
region was observed from the plane of lb,- septum af the nose 
rising towards the. plane of the left ear. Those who constitute 
that province, are of a twofold gains : some are modest enough, 
some petulant. The modest arc those who have desired to faiow 
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what men have thought, with the intent of alluring and binding 
them to themselves : for he who knows what another thinks, is 
iirijiniiiili ii irilli Zii.i secrets tint! interior principles, which cause 
them In he conjoined together ; the end regarded hehig conversa- 
tion and friendship ; these desire only to know what is good, and 
e.eplore i/, and put n ipiod interpretation on what is not su. The 
■petulant desire and stud,, by all methods to search out another's 
tbouijltts, with the int. „t either of making gain or of doing hurt 
thereby ; and because they are in such desire and stud,/, thru 
detain another's mind in the thing which they wish to know, not 
receding, but even adding assent from the affection, thereby 
attracting even the secret thoughts ; they act in like manner in 
the other life in the societies there, and yet more caitttir.ght , not 
■tuff. -.ring another to wander from his idea, which they also in- 
fluence and thereby entice forth ; hence they afterwards hold 
otht rs as it were in bunds, and at their dis/u,.i'./l , being privy to 
their t vils. Tticse spirits arc among the wandering ones, and 
are frequently chastised. 

5181. It mat/ aim in some measure be known from the gyres, 
to what province in the Grand Man, tint/ correspiytuletitly in the 
My, spirits and aayels lu lling. The. gyi: s if thti.te vim belting 
to the produce of the \\ mjih atk's, tier slender and shin, liken 
gently flowing stream, so that scarce any gyration run be ajiper- 
ceived. Those viho belong to the lymphatics, are afterwards 
conveyed into places, which they said have reference to the 
_\Iini:mkhy ; taut it was tttltl me that there are as it were laby- 
rinths therein, and that they are next taken away thence to 
rations /duces in the Grand Man, that they may serve for use 
like chyle in the body. 

5182. There are gyres into which m trly-t/eet us* tl spirits are 
obliged to be inaugarati tl, to the intent that tin y may be iuitintett. 
into the consorts of others, so as both to speak and think together 
nitk them ; it being e.rpedient in the other life that concord and 
nitniiimity prevail, so that all may constitute a one, like all things 
in man, which, although they are everywhere various, still by 
unanimity make a one. The case is similar in the (irutitt Man; 
and to this end it is needful that the thought and speech of one 
be in concord with the thought and sjtecch of others. It is a 
fundamental principle, that the thought and speech should in 
themseices be in concord in every individual in a society, other- 
wise somewhat discordant is apperceived like a grating noise, 
which strikes the minils of others-; everything discordant is also 
disjunctive, and is an impurity which is to be rejected. This 
impurity arising from discortl. is rt //resented by the impurity with 
and in the blood, from which it is to be defecated . this defeca- 
tion is effected by agitations, which are temptations of various 
kinds, and afterwards by introductions into gyrts. The first 
introduction into gyres is, that they may be accommodated 
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together ; the second, that the thought and the speech may be in 
concord together ; the third, that they may mutually agree 
amoni/s! each other as to the thoughts and affections ; the fourth 
is, that they may agree together in truths and goods. 

5183. / have been permitted to apperceive the gyres of those 
who belong to the province of the Livek, for the space of an hour. 
The i/i/rrs mere i/entle, fiuiciii'i about furiously according to the 
operation of that entrail, and affected me with much delight : 
their operation is diverse, but it is commonly orbicular. That 
their operation is diverse, is represented also in the functions of 
the liver, which are diverse; for the liver draws the blood to 
itself, and separates it, and pours the Letter blood into the veins, 
remove.' that of a middle sort into the hepatic duct, and leaves 
the vile for the gall-bladder. This is the case in adults; but in 
rmbri/os the lirer receives the blond from the womb of the mother, 
ami purifies it, insinuating the purer part into the veins, so that 
by a shorter may it may flow into the heart ; it then acts as a 
guard before the heart. 

5184. Those mho belong la the Pancreas, act by a sharper 
motle, and as it were by a sort of sawing, also with a noise like 
that of sawing, which is sonorous in tlie ears of spirits, but does 
not affect the ears of men, unless they be in the spirit while in 
the body : their region is between that of the spleen and of the 
Hver, more to the left. Tfwse who are in the province of the 
Sri.EKN, ure almost directly above the head ; but their operation 
falls thither. 

5185. There are spirits who have reference to the pancreatic, 
hepatic, and cystic ducts, consequently to the biles contained 
therein, which the intestines eject. Those spirits arc distinct one 
from another ; but they act in consort according to the state of 
those to whom their operation is determined. They present 
themselves principally on accutians of chastisement and punish- 
ment, which they are wilting to direct : the most abandoned of 
them arc SO contumacious, that they are unwilling on any account 
to desist, unless they be deterred by apjirehensiiins and threats ; 
for they are afraid of punishment, and when alarmed jiromise 
anything. They are those, who in the life of the body had re- 
iiiiiineii ohstinatehj fuetl iii their own opinions, not so much from 
wit of life as from natural depravity. When they are in their 
natural state, they think nothing .- to think nothing is to think 
obscurely of several things at once, um! not distinctly of anything ,- 
their delight is to chastise, and thereby to do good; nor do they 
abstain from filthiness. 

5186. Those who constitute the province of the Gall- 
Blaijdbh, are situated at the back; they are those who in the 
life of the body, have despised what is virtuous, and in some 
measure what is pious, and also who have brought virtue and 
piety into discredit. 
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5187. A certain spirit came to me, int/vir'r • ic/iet/n-r I bncw 
when- he mil/ lit slay. I thought be was well-disposed ; and when 
I told him that possibly hi: might stay where he was, the agita- 
tor// spirits of this procin.ee came, and agitated him miserably, 
which I was sorry for, and in vain desired la prevent. I then 
observed that 1 was in the j/rovince of the gait bladder; the 
ugiltitorg spirit.-; were those who had despised virtue and piety. 
I mas permttcd to observe one kind of agitation there, which Was 
a compulsion to speak toith a rapidity e.rcceding that of the 
thoughts, which tiny effected by an a'hst ruction, of the speech 
from the thought, and then by com.pittsion to follow their speech, 
which was done with pain. Hi/ such agitation the slow are in- 
atnptrntcd into it ijiiickiirsi: of tli'inkim/ nod speakiit'/. 

5188. There are some in the world who act by artifices and 
His, whence come eri/s. 1 wns shewn their i/ualily and mode of 
action ; they apply the harmless as ministers of persuading, and 
also induce characters pretending they had said so and so, 
whereas they had said nothing of the kind; in a word, they use 
evil menus of attaining their end whatever it be : these means are 
deceits, ties, and artifices. Such have reference to the sores 
called tubercles, which usually grow on the pleura anil other 
membranes ; and these sores, wherever they are rooted in, Spread 
wide/i/, tilt at length they bring decay upon the whole membrane. 
Such spirits are sect-rely punished ; their punishment differs from 
that of others, and is effected by circumrotiitiuns ; they are turned 
round from left to right, like an orbit at first plane, which in 
turning round swells out ; afterwards the swelling appears to be 
depressed and to become hollow, in which case the velocity is 
increased ; it is wonderful that this is according to the form and 
in imitation of such swellings or iuiposlhiimes : I observed, that 
in the eircumrotation they attempted to draw others, for the 
most part the guiltless, into their whirl, thus into destruction ; 
thus thai it was of no concern to them whom they drew into 
perdition, prodded the persons so drawn seem to tbeiuseices to 
perish. I also observed, that they have the -most intense sight, 
instantly as it were seeing, and thereby seizing upon most favor- 
able invans; thus that they are more shui-p-sightcd than others. 
They may also be called mortifertius ulcers, wherever they are in 
the chamber of the breast, cither in the pleura, the pericardium, 
the mediastinum, or the lungs. It was shewn me, that such, 
after punishment., are rejected to the back, into the deep, and that 
they lie there with the face and belly downwards, with a small 
iioi-lii.u of /hi inn a life, t/ieriini di priri d of their shurp-sii/litrtiiiess . 
which was that of the life of a wild beast. Their hell is in a 
deep place bennuth the right foot, a little in front. 

5189. There once came some spirits in front, and before their 
approach J qppercewed a sphere from evil spirits, whence J was 
led to suppose that the approaching spirits were evil; but they 
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were their enemies. Tliat they were their enemies, J discovered 
from the troublesome and hostile influence which they inspired 
against them. When they reached me, they placed themselves 
over my head, and accosted me, saying they were men. I replied 
they were not met endowed with a body such as men in theworld 
have, who usually call themselves men from the form of the body ; 
nevertheless they were men because the sjArii of a man is truly a 
man. From these observations I did wit a/ijierceii-c , i,n their 
part, any dissent, because Ih.ij confirmed them. They said fur- 
ther, that the// ivere dissimilar men ; bid as it seemed impossible 
to me, that there should he a society of dissimilar* in the other 
life, I intered into conversation with them on the subject, and 
said, llnil if n common muse. impelled them to unity, they might 
still he consocintcd, because thereby they would all have one end. 
They said, that their quality won sneh, Hint each speaks differ- 
ent 'tii from tmalher, and yet they nit think alike, which they also 
it!u~lr,ileit lii e rumples, whereby it appeared to me. that they all 
hud one perception, hut their speech ivus diverse. They next 
applied Iheaiseiees to my left ear, and said they were good spirits, 
and that it is their custom so to speak. It was said respecting 
them, that they come in a collected body, and it is not known 
whence they are. I perceived the sphere of evil spirits was most 
offensive to them ; for ceil spirits are the subjects whom they 
agitate. Their soeicty, iriiieh is u wandering one, was rejire- 
lented by a man and a woman in a chamber, clad in a garment 
which mas turned into a robe of a sky-colored blue. I perceived 
/hot they have reference to the Istkmoh in the brain, between 
lite cerebrum t:tid the cerebellum, through which the fibres pass, 
and arc lltcncc spread in various directions, and in every direc- 
tion op-rate, diverieitj hi externals: also thai Ihcy have reference 
to the Ganglia in the body, into which a nerve flows, and thence 
parts asunder into several fibres, some of which are conveyed in ' 
one direction, some in another, and in ultimate) their action in 
tl'tis'imilar, nevertheless it is from one principle ; thus in ultimates 
it is dissimilar as to appearance, yet similar as to the end. It 
is also well known, that one force acting in the extremes is 
capable of multifarious variation, and this according to the form 
which exists there. Ends are also represented by the principles 
from which the fibres proceed, such as they are in the brain; the 
thoughts thence derived are represented by the fibres from those 
principles .- and the actions t/ience flowing by the nerves which 
are from the fibres. 

5390. The subject of correspondence with the Grand Man, 
will be continued at the close of the following chapter.

30. And there shall arise seven years of famine after them, 
and all the abundance of provision in the land of Egypt shall be 
given to oblivion; and the famine shall consume the land. 

31. And the abundance of provision in the land shall not be 
known from before that famine following, because it will be very 
grievous.

51. And Joseph called the name of the first-born Mauasseh, 
Hecause God hath made me forget all my labor, and all the house 
of my father.

THE INTERNAL SENSE. 

5193. Verses 1—4. And it came to pass at the end of 
two years of days, that Pharaoh dreamed, and behold he was 
standing by a river. And behold out of the river there came up 
seven kine, beautiful in aspect, and fat in flesh, and they fed in 
the sedge. And behold seven other kine came up after them out 
of the river, evil in aspect, and thin in flesh, and they stood by 
the kine on the bank of the river. And the kine evil in aspect, 
and thin in flesh, ate up the seven kine beautiful in aspect and fat ; 
and Pharaoh awoke. And it came to pass at the end of two 
years of days, signifies after a state of conjunction : that Pha- 
raoh dreamed, signifies what is provided concerning the natural : 
and behold he was standing by a river, signifies from boundary 
to boundary : and behold out of the river, signifies what is in 
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the boundary : there came up seven kine, signifies the truths 
of the natural: beautiful in aspect, signifies those which are 
of faith : ami fat in flesh, signifies those which are of charity : 
and they fed in the sedge, signifies instruction : and behold 
seven other kine. came up after them out of the river, signifies 
the falses which are of the natural also in the boundary : evil 
in aspect, signifies those which are not of faith : and thin in 
flesh, signifies and not of charity : and they flood by the kine on the 
bank of the river, signifies that they ore in the boundaries « here 
there arc troths: and the kine evil in aspect and thin in flesh 
did eat up, signifies that the falses which are not of faith and not 
of charity, exterminated : the seven kine beautiful in asper.l and 
fat, signifies the truths of the natural which arc of faith and 
charity : and Pharaoh awoke, signifies b state of illustration. 

5194. And it came to pass at the end of two years of 
days,- — This signifies after a state of conjunction, viz., of the 
scnsiiiil tiling h liidi arc of the exterior natural with those which 
arc of the interior natural, which have been treated of in the 
preceding chapter, as appears from the signification of "two 
years of days," or of the time of two years, as denoting a state 
of conjunction; for two signify conjunction, n, 16H(i, 351!), ami 
vrars, anil also days, signifv states ; that years have this sig- 
nification, sec n. 487, 488, 493, 893 ; that days have the same, 
see n. 23, 487, 488, 493, 2788, 8462, 3785, 4850. Two signify 
conjunction, because all things which are in the spiritual world, 
and thence which are in the natural, have reference to the two 
p!-iiii-i]i!es, good and truth, — to good as to the agent and influent, 
and to truth as to the patient and recipient; and because they 
have reference to those two principles, and nothing is ever pro- 
duced unless those two principles are made a one by somewhat 
resembling ;i marriage, therefore, two signifies conjunction. 
Such a resemblance to a marriage exists in all, even the 
minutest things of nature, and of her three kingdoms, and 
nothing at all exists without it : for in order that anything may 
exist in nature, there must be heat and light : heat in the 
natural world corresponds to the good of love in the spiritual 
world, and light corresponds to the truth of faith ; those two, 
heat and light, must act in unity, if anything is to be produced, 
but if they do not act in unity, as is the case in the time of 
winter, nothing at all is produced. That this ia also the case 
spiritually, is very manifest from what is observable retiming 
man. There arc two faculties appertaining to mau, the will and 
the understanding ; the will is formed to receive spiritual heat", 
that is, the good of love and charity, and the understanding In 
receive spiritual light, that is, the truth of faith : unless these 
two, the good of love and charity, and the truth of faith, maki: 
a one in man, nothing is produced ; for the good of love with- 
out the truth of faith does not determine and qualify anything ; 
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and the truth of faith without the good of love does not effect 
anything; therefore, in order that the heavenly marriage may 
be in man, or that he may be in the heavenly marriage, 
those two principles must make a one with him. Hence it is 
that the ancients compared ail things even the minutest, in the 
world and in man, to marriages, n. 54, 55, 568, 718, 747, 917, 
1432, 2173,2516,2731, 2739, 2758, 3132, 4131, 483") , iilSS. 
From these considerations it may be manifest why two signify 
conjunction. 

5195. That Pharaoh dreamed.- — This signifies what ia pro- 
vided concerning the natural, as appears (1.) from the repre- 
sentation of " Pharaoh," as denoting the natural ; bcc n. 5079, 
5080, :,(>!)!), 5160; and (2.) from the signification of" dreaming," 
as denoting the prediction of things to come, thus in the su- 
preme sense foresight ; see n. 3698, 4682, 5091, 5092, 5104 ; 
and because it denotes foresight or what ia foreseen, it also 
denotes providence or what is provided ; for the one does not 
exist wit limit the other ; for providence respects state in its suc- 
cessions to eternity, which state cannot he provided for unless 
it he foreseen. To provide things present, and not at the same 
time to foresee things to come, and thereby not to provide at 
the same time things to come in things present, would be with- 
out end, without order, and consequently without wisdom and 
intelligence, and would thus not be from the Divine. Provi- 
dence is predicated of what is good, and foresight of what ia 
not good, n. 5155: foresight cannot be predicated of good, 
because good is in the Divine, and exiata therefrom and accord- 
ing thereto ; but it can be predicated of what is not good and of 
what is evil, as this exists out of the Divine from others who are 
opposed to the Divine : thus, as providence is predicated of what 
is good, it is also predicated of the conjunction of the natural 
with the celestial of the spiritual, which conjunction is treated of 
in this chapter; therefore by dreaming ia here signified what is 
provided. 

519G. And behold he was standing by a river. — This sig- 
nifies from boundary to boundary, as appears from the sig- 
nification of "a river," in the present case the river of Egypt 
or the Nile, as denoting a boundary. A river denotes a boun- 
dary, because the great rivers, — the Euphrates, the Jordan, 
and the Nile, and likewise the sea, were the ultimate boundaries 
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it signifies from boundary to boundary is, because it ia said of 
Pharaoh that lie was standing by a river ; for Pharaoh repre- 
sented the natural in general, n. 5160. To view anything from 
the interior even to the ultimate, is represented by standing by 
the ultimate; such is the case in the spiritual world ; and be- 
cause it is then viewed from boundary to bouodary, therefore 
this is signified by the above words in the internal sense. 

5197. And behold out of the river.— This signifies what 
is in the boundary, as appears from the signification of " a 
river," as denoting a boundary ; see just above, n. 5100. The 
reason why out of the river denotes in the boundary is, because 
they appeared there. 

5198. There came up seven Hne.— This signifies the truths of 
the natural, as appears from the signification of "kiuc," as 
d<.-!u>*. in-; "ivm?i-> ui '.he imturrJ, 'if "Inch we shall speak pti'si n'.ly. 
The reason why ilure were seven is, because airveti signi'V iihrit 
is holv. n. nosl «:!. 710, and hence that number adds sanctity 
to the thing treated of, n. 881 ; the thing also, which is here 
treated of, is holy, for it ia the further re-birth of the natural 
by its conjunction with the eelestifll of the spiritual. That kiuc 
or heifers tigwfy truths of the natural may appear fmm the 
consideration, that oien or young hulls si«:ntv ^m>d« of ihr 
natural, see u 2180,2566, 2781, 2830. In the Word, where 
the male signifies good, the female signifies truth ; and on the 
contrary, where the male mgnilies truth, the female signifies 
good ; henee it is that a cow signifies the truth of the natural, 
because an at signifies the good thereof. All beasts whatever, 
winch arc mentioned in lh<r Word, signify affections,— the evil 
and useless beasts evil affections, and the gentle and useful 
beasts good affections, as roav lie seen o. -15, Ifi, \43, 113, -'40, 
714, 715, 719. 77C, 182:1, 217!), 2181), 3218, 8519. The reason 
why they are significative is grounded iu the representatives in 
the world of spirits ; for when they are conversing in heaven 
respecting the affections, they are represented on such occa- 
sions, in the world of spirits, the beasts which correspond to the 
affections of the kind they were conversing about ; and this I have 
frequently been permitted to see. I have sometimes wondered 
whence this arose, and it was then granted me to perceive that 
the lives of the beasts are nothing but affections, as they follow 
their affection by instinct without reason, and are thereby 
carried each to its use. To those affections without reason 
no other bodily forms are suitable, than those in which they ap- 
pear on the earth ; hence, when the conversation is about affec- 
tions only, their ultimate forms appear like the forms of the 
bodies of such beasts ; for those affections cannot be clothed with 
other forms than such as correspond. I have also seen strange 
beasts, such as do not exist anywhere in the world, which wero 
from unknown and mixed affections. Hence then, in the Word, 
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beasts signify affections ; but what affections can only be known 
from the internal sense. Oxen signify the pood or the natural, 
as may be seen in the plates above cited, and kine signify the 
truths of the natural, as may be evident from the passages where 
they arc named, as in Isaiah (chap. xi. 7; Hoscaiv.10; Amos 
iv. 1) ; also from the water of separation wherewith the children 
of Israel were to be cleansed, which was prepared from a red 
keifer burocd to ashes out of the camp, with which were mixed 
cedar-wood, hyssop, and double-dyed scarlet (Numb.xix. 2—1 1); 
when this process is unfolded according to the internal sense, it 
shews that the red heifer signifies the unclean truth of the natural, 
which was made clean by burning, and also by such things as 
are signified by cedar-wood, hyssop, and double-dyed scarlet ; 
water therefrom represented the means of purification. 

5199. Beautiful in aspect. — This signifies those which arc of 
faith, as appears from the signification of " beauty," and of 
"aspect." Spiritual beauty is the affection of interior truth, 
and spiritual aspect is faith; hence "beautiful in aspect" sig- 
nifies the affection of the truth of faith ; n. 553, 3080, 3821, 
4085. Spiritual beauty is the affection of interior truth, because 
truth is the form of good : the good itself, which is from the 
Divine in heaven, is that from which the angels have life; but 
the form of their life is by the truths which are from that good ; 
(iiiverLiiL'k'ss the truth of faith does not constitute bcautv, but 
the affection itself which is in the truths of faith, which Elec- 
tion is from good. Beauty derived only from the truth of faith 
is like the beauty of a painted or sculptured face; but the beauty 
derived from the affection of the truth which is from good, 
is like the beauty of a living face animated by celestial love ; for 
such is the quality of the love, or of the affection beaming from 
the form of the face, such is the beauty. Hence it is that the 
angels appear of ineffable beauty : from their faces beams forth 
the good of love by the truth of faith, which not only appear 
before the sight, but are also perceived by the spheres which are 
derived from them. The reason why this is the source and 
origin of beauty is, because the universal heaven is a Grand 
Man, and corresponds to all even the most minute things ap- 
pertaining to man : he, therefore, who is principled in the good 
of love and thence in the truth of faith, is in the form of heaven, 
consequently in the beauty in which heaven is, where the Divine 
from tbc Lord is all in all : hence also it is, that those who are 
in hell, since they are contrary to good and truth, arc in horrible 
deformity, and in the light of heaven they appear not as men 
but as monsters. Spiritual a>pcrl is faith, because to look at 
and to sec, in the internal sense, signify to understand, and in 
a stil! interior sense to have faith; see u. 807, 2100, S.',2?., 
2807, 3803, 3800, 4403—4421. 

5200. And fat in flesh. — This signifies those which are of 
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charity, as appears (1.) from the signification of "fat" and fat- 
ness, as denoting what is celestial, and being predicated of the 
good of love and charity, sec n. 353 : and (2.) from the signifi- 
cation of " flesh," as denoting tin: will-principle vivified liv good 
from the Lord, see u. 1 18, 149, 7W0, 9UiJ, 3S12, 3813; thus nlso 
denoting the good of love autl cliarity : hence it follows, that 
"fat in flesh" signifies the things which are of charity, when 
"beautiful in aspect" signifies the things which are of faith ; 
thus the truths of the natural, which are signified by kine, ore 
described by their formal and their csscnthii r their formal con- 
sists of those things which arc of faith, and their essential of 
those which are of charity ; that this is the case docs not appear 
from the sense of the letter. 

5201. And they fed in the mlijir. — This Minifies instruction, 
as appears (1.) from the signification of "to feed/' as denoting 
to be instructed, of which we shall >pi presently; and (2.) 
from the signification of "sedge" or the larger grass which is 
near rivers, as denoting the scicntifics of the natural man. 
That grass or herb denofes sticnl iiie-, is clear from the "Word: 
to feed in the sedge, therefore, is to be instructed in seientifies, 
and by their means concerning truths and goods; for seientifies 
are mediums, and as it were mirrors, in which an image of 
interior things presents itself ; and in this image, as again in a 
mirror, are presented and represented the truths and goods of 
faith, consequently the things of heaven which are called spi- 
ritual : but thin latter iiiia^c, its it is more inward, is apparent 
only to those who are in faith grounded in charity : this is « hat 
is signified in the genuine sem e by feeding in the sedge. That 
" to feed" denotes to be instructed, is evident from those pas- 
sages in the Word where it occurs; as in Isaiah, "Then shall 
he give (he rain of thy seed, with which thou sowest the earth, 
and the bread of the increase of the earth, and it shall he fat 
and rich ; in that day shall thy cattle feed in a broad pasture," 
(.txx. 23;) where cattle denote those who arc principled in 
good and truth ; to feed in a broad pasture denotes to be in- 
structed abundantly. Again, " I have given thee for a covenant 
of the people to restore the earth, to partition out the waste 
inheritances, to say to the bound, Go forth; to those who are in 
darkness, He revealed. They shall feed upon the ways, and in all 
steep places shall be their pasture," (xlix. 8, 9;) speaking of the 
Lord's advent ; where to feed upon the ways denotes to be 
instructed in truths: ways denote truths, see n. G27, 2333, 
pasture denotes the instruction itself. Anil in Jeremiah, " Woe 
to the pastors that destroy and scatter the flock of my pas- 
ture. Therefore thus saith Jehovah the God of Israel against 
the pastors that feed my people," (x\iii. 1,2:) pastors denote 
those who instruct, and a flock those who are instructed, n. 
843, 37U5; thus to feed denotes to instruct. As it was cus- 
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tomary to call those who teach, pastors or shepherds, and those 
who learn, a flock, therefore, also it is a received form of speech 
to speak of feeding, when talking of preaching, or of instruction 
from doctrine or the Word: hut this is done comparatively, 
and not sigiiiti'^Ltiirly :i- i:i tin.- Wiml. Tlir n.'a-tm why in the 
Word feeding is spoken of signilk-ativcly is, because when they 

froir^tbTword^ at" such times in the world of spirits, where 
spiritual things appear naturollv, there are represented to the 
sight green meadows with grass, herbs, and flowers, and also 
flocks therein, in great v ariety according to the quality of^ the 

id the same prophet, "I will bring back Israel to his habitation, 
that he may feed in Carmel and Bashau, and in the Mount of 
Ephraim, and tHlead, his soul shall be satisfied," (1. 19;) to feed 
in Carmel and liashan denotes to be instructed in the goods of 
faith and charity. Again, "All her honor hath departed from 
the daughter of Won ; her princes arc become as harts ; they 
have not found pasture," (Lam. i. 6.) And iti Ezckicl, " / milt 
feed them in a good pasture, and in the mountains of the height 
of Israel shall be their fold; they shall lie down in a good fold, 
and they shall feed in a fat pasture upon the mountains of Israel," 
(xixiv. 14.) And in Hosea, " Now will Jehovah feed them as a 
sheep in breadth," {iv. 16;) to feed in breadth denotes to instruct 
iu truths; that breadth denotes truth, see n. 1613, 3433, 343-1, 
•3-18^. And in Micah, "Thou Bethlehem Bphrata, out of thee 
shall come forth to me he that shall he the ruler in Israel. He 
shall stand and feed in the strength of Jehovah," (v. 2, 4.) 
Again, " Feed tky people with thy rod, the flock of thine inherit- 
ance dwelling alone; let them feed in Bashan and Gilead, as in 
the days of the age," (vii. 14.) And in Zephauiah, "The re- 
mains of Israel shall feed and be at rest, and none shall make 
them afraid," (iii. 13.) And in David, "Jehovah is my Pastor .- 
he will cause roe to lie down in pastures of herb ; he will lead 
me to the waters of rest," (Psalm sxiii. 1, 2.) Again, " He hath 
made us, and nut we ourselves; we arc his people, and the flock 
of his pastured (Psalm c. 3.) And in the Apocalypse, " The 
lamb that is in lite midst of the throne will feed them, and will 
lead them to living fountains of waters," (vii. 17.) And in 
John, " I am the door ; by mc if any one enter in, he shall be 
saved, and djalUo iu and jut, -.md/ind pasture," (x.V.) Again, 

? 5202 P 'And behold seven 'other ii;ie came up after them Jut of 
the river.—Tlm signifies the falscs which arc of the natural, 
also in the boundary, as appears (i.) from the signification of 
" kiue," as denoting truths of tile natural; concerning which 
see above, n. 6198: bonce in the opposite sense kiue denote 
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falses ; for most expressions in the Word have nn opposite sense, 
which is known from the genuine ; consequently, since heifers 
in the genuine sense denote truths of the natural, in the oppo- 
site sense they denote falses of the same kind, thus falses in the 
natural ; and (2.) from the signification of "a river," as denot- 
ing a boundary; sec also above, n. 5106, 5107; that they 
were in the boundary is also manifest from its being said that 
they came up out of the river; for to come up ia predicated 
of progression from what is exterior towards interiors, n. 3084, 
■W-i'.l, -IM'J, It may he expedient to shew how the case is in 
respect to this subject, which is treated of in what follows. The 
subject considered in the preceding chapter was the exterior 
natural, and the things therein, which appertained to the in- 
tellectual class, and those which appertained to the will class, 
the former of which wi re received, and tin; hitter rejected. The 
things which appertained to the intellectual class, were repre- 
sented by the butler, and those which appertained to the will 
class, by the baker; and as the things which ajiperUiued to 
the intellectual class were received, they were also made sub- 
ordinate to the interior natural. These were the things treated 
of in the preceding chapter, and this was the beginning of the 
re-birth of the natural. In the present chapter the subject 
treated of is the influx of the celestial spiritual into those things 
of the natural which were retained, viz., into those which were 
of the intellectual part there ; these are what arc signified by 
the kino beautiful in aspect and fat in flesh ; but because the 
natural cannot be re-born as to intellectual things alone, there 
were also things of the will; for in order to the existence of 
anything, it is necessary that it partake of what is intellectual 
and at the same time of what belongs to the will ; and whereas 
the former will was rejected, therefore a new one was to flow in 
in its place. This new will is from the celestial of the spiritual, 
which, together with its influx into the natural, is the subject 
treated of in this chapter. How the case is with the natural 
in this state, is described in the internal sense, viz., that the 
truths therein were exterminated by falses, and the natural was 
thereby left to the celestial of the spiritual ; and these things 
are signified by the good kinc being devoured by the evil, and 
by the full ears of corn being swallowed up by the empty, and 
afterwards by Joseph's being appointed overseer of all the land 
of Egypt; but on these subjects, by the divine mercy of the 
Lord, more will be said in what follows. Moreover the subjects 
are of such a nature as scarcely to he within the comprehension 
of the human understanding; for they are the arcana of re- 
generation, which i;i then i pelves arc innumerable, and scarcely 
at all known to man ; for the man that is principled in good, is 
re-bom every moment, from his earliest infancy to the last 
period of his" life in the world, and afterwards to eternity, not

only as to his exteriors, but also as to bis interiors, and this by 
stupendous processes. These processes arc what for the moat 
part eonstitnte angelic wisdom ; and it is well known that that 
wisdom is ineffable, and contains such things as the ear hath 
nut heard, nor the eves seen, neither have they entered into the 
thought of man. The internal sense of the "Word treats of such 
things ; thus it is adapted to angelic wisdom ; and when it flows 
thence into the sense of the letter, it becomes adapted to human 
wisdom, and thereby in a hidden manner affects those who, from 
a principle of good, are in the desire of knowing truths from the 
Word. 

5208. Evil in aspect.— This signifies those which arc not of 
faith, as appears from the signification of " beautiful in aspect/' 
as denoting those which arc of faith ; see just above, n. 5190 ; 

not of faith. ' ° ' 

520i. And thin in flesh. — This signifies those which arc not 
of charity, as appears from the signification of "fat in flesh," 
as denoting those which are of charity ; see also above, u. 521(0 : 
hence in this passage thin in flesh denotes those which were not 
of charity, for they are in the opposite. 

5205. And they stood by the kine on the hank of the river. — 
This signifies that they are in the boundaries where there are 
truths, as appears (].] from the signification of " standing by 
the bank of a river," as denoting in the boundaries; that a 
river denotes a boundary, sec n. 5196, 5197: and (2.) from the 
sL'miieatiun of " kine," as denoting truths of the natural ; sec 
above, n. 5198. Hon- it happens that falscs stood in the bound, 
nrics where there arc truths, will be evident from what follows, 
when it comes to be specifically explained what is signified in 
the internal sense by the famine of seven years in the land of 
Egypt, which was predicted and signified by the seven kine evil 
in aspect, and thin in flesh, also by the seven thin cars of com 
and parched hv the east wind. 

5206. And the kine evil in aspect and thin in flesh did eat 
up.— This signifies that the false.s which are not of faith and not 
of charity, exterminated, as appears (1.) from the signification 

in thc^iatural, before they are vivified by the celestial of the 
spiritual, consequently before they are regenerated, are as it 
were exterminated by falscs; and (2.) from the signification of 
"kine evil in aspect.'' ;\< denoting those which are not of faith, 
see n. 5203: and (3.) from the signification of "thin in flesh," 

5207. The seci. : H tine beuiittj'ul in imped and fat. — This sig- 
nifies the truths of the natural which arc of faith ami charity. 
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as appears (1.) from the signification of "kinc," as denoting 
truths of the natural, sec above, u. 511)8; (2.) from the signifi- 
cation of " beautiful in aspect," as denoting those which are 
of faith, see u. 5199; and (3.) from the signification of fat, as 
denoting those which are of charity, see n. 5300. In reference 
to truths being c-iterm mated from the natural by faises in the 
boundaries, it is to he noted, that this is the cast in the be- 
ginning in all regeneration; for the truths, which in the begin- 
ning are insinuated with man, arc indeed in themselves truths: 
but they are not truths appertaining to him until good is ad- 
joined to them : the good adjoined causes truths to be truths, 
good being the essential, ami truths its formalities; therefore 
in the beginning falscs arc near truths, or falses are also in the 
boundaries where truths arc; but in proportion as good is eon- 
joined to truths, false* llv awav. This is alvi aclually the Case 
in the other life, where the sphere of the false applies itself to 
truths according to the influx of good into truths: when little 
of good flows in, the sphere of the false is near; when more of 
good flows in, the sphere of the false remuves ilself further ofl'; 
and when good is alto-ether adjoined la truths, the sphere of 



These arc the things which are si-nificd hv the seven kinc and 
the seven cars of corn, aud in what follows by the seven years 
of abundance of provision and the seven years of famine ; but 
they cannot be apprehended by those who know nothing con- 
cerning regeneration and the internal state of man. 

5208. And Pharaoh awoke— This signifies a state of illus- 
tration, as appears (1.) from the signification of "to awake," 
as denoting to be illustrated, see n. 3715; aud (3.) from the 
representation of "Pharaoh," as denoting the natural; sec 
above: lie nee it is evident, that "Pharaoh awoke" signifies a 
state of illustration in the natural. Hy illustration is here 
meant a common or general illustration from the celestial of 
the spiritual, thus from an interior principle. The illustration, 
which comes or flows in from an interior principle, is common 
in an inferior principle, but becomes successively less common, 
and at length particular, in the degree that truths grounded in 
good are there insinuated ; for every truth derives from good 
its brightness and also its power of illustration : hence it was 
said just above, o. 520G, that truths were exterminated out of 
the natural, which is to the intent that the natural may receive 
common or general illustration from an interior principle, and 
afterwards in the common illustration, or common light, truths 
may be there replaced in their order, whereby the natural is 
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illustrated particularly. In this manner correspondence is 
ir Hire ted between tlic spiritual and the natural with man, or 
between liis internal and his external : for truths arc first pro- 
cured, afterwards those truths are as it were exterminated ; yet 
they are not exterminated but stored up, nnd in such case the 
inferior receives common illustration from the superior, or the 
exterior from the interior, and in that light truths are replaced, 
in their order, whence all truths therein become images of their 
common or general principle, and correspond thereto. In all 
things iivcn the minutest which exist, not only in the spiritual 
world, but also in the natural, that which is common precedes, 
into which things less common, and finally partinihir thiii^s, 
are afterwards successively inserted : without such insertion or 
ill-fitting, nothing can possibly have any inherence; for what- 
ever is not in ;u:il depniduil mi some common principle, is dis- 
sipated; see 11. 1)17, 3037, V2&J, 132.-., 4329, 4*15, 4383. 

520!). Verses D — 7. And be slept and dreamed a second 
time : and behold tcven ears of corn came up on one stalk, fat and 
i/ood. And behold seven thin ears, and parched with the east 
tvind, budded after them. And the seven thin ears swallowed up 
the seven fat and full ears ; and Pharaoh awoke ; and behold it 
tool a dreani. And he slept, signifies an obscure state : and 
dreamed a second time, signifies what is provided : and behold 
seven ears of com came up on one stalk, signifies scicntifics 
which are of the natural, conjoined together: fat and good, sig- 
nifies to which the things of faith and charity might be applied : 
und behold seven thin ears, signifies useless scicntifics: and 
parched with the east wind, signifies full of lusts: budded after 
them, signifies appeared near : and the seven thin cars swallowed 
up the seven fat and full ears, signifies that useless scicntifics 
exterminate good scicntifics : and Pharaoh awoke, signifies n 
common state of illustration s and behold it was a dream, sig- 
nifies in that obscure state. 

5210. And be slept.— This signifies an obscure state, an 
appears from the signification of " to sleep," as denoting an 
obscure state : sleep also in a spiritual sense is nothing else, as 
wakefulness is nothing but a clear state; for spiritual sleep is 
when truths are in ob--eiiniy, and spiritual wakefulness when 
truths are in clearness : in the degree also of such clearness or 
obscurity, spirits are wakeful or asleep ; hence it is manifest 

5211. And dreamed a second time.— This signifies what 
is provided, as appears from the signification of " dreaming," 

5212. And behold seven ears of corn came up on one stalk. — 
This signifies seientiliei, which are of the natural, conjoined 
together, as appears (I.) I'nuu tin: signification of "cars or 
spikes of corn," as deuuiiiig sek'iitilk'a of [lie natural, of which 
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we shall speak presently ; and (2.) from the signification of 
"on one stalk," as denoting conjoined together; for what arc 
on one stalk, are conjoined as to origin. The reason why ears 
or spikes of corn signify scientifics is, because corn signifies 
natural good, n. 358(1 ; for scientifics are the continents of 
natural good, as the ears are of com ; for as in general all 
truths are the vessels of good, so also are all scientifics, these 
being the lowest vessels. The lowest truths, or truth of the 
exterior natural, are called scientifics, because they are in a 
man's natural or external memory, and because they partake 
for the most part of the light of the world, and hence may be 
presented and represented before others by forms of expression, 
or by ideas funned imn expression* by such tilings as are of the 
world and its li^lil : but ihuse which arc in the interior memory, 
are called not scientifics but truths, so far as they partake of 
the light of heaven; neither are they intelligible exee;il by 
that light, nor expressible except by forms of expression or by 
ideas formed into expressions by such things as are of heaven 
and its light. The scientifics which are here signified by ears 
or spikes of corn, arc the scientifics of the church ; concerning 
which, see n. -1710, -18 U, 1964, -1965. The reason why there 
were two dreams, one concerning seven kine, the other con- 
cerning seven ears of corn, is, because the subject treated of in 
the internal sense is the interior and the exterior natural, and 
in what follows respecting the re-birth of each. The seven 
kino signify the things which are of the interior natural, and 
are -called natural truths, n. 5198; and the seven cars of corn 
signify the truths of the exterior uatural, which are called sci- 
entifics. Interior and exterior scientifics are signified by the 
spikes of the river Euphrates even to the river of Egypt, in 
Isaiah, " Moreover it shall be in that day, Jehovah shall beat 
off from the spike of the river even to the river of Egypt; and 
ye shall he gathered one to another, ye sons of Israel : — more- 
over it shall be in that day, a great trumpet shall sound, and 
those shall come that perish in the land of Ashur, and those 
that are driven out in the land of Egypt, and shall bow them- 
selves to Jehovah in the mount of holiness, in Jerusalem," 
(xxvii. 12, 13;) those that perish in the land of Ashur denote 
interior truths, and those that arc driven out in the land of 
Egypt denote exterior truths or scientifics. The comparison 
With grass, the cars of corn, and the corn itself, involves also 
the re-birth of man by scientifics, the truths of faith, and the 
goods of charity, in the following passage in Mark, "Jesus 
said, So is the kingdom of God, as when a man casts forth 
seed upon the earth, then sleeps, and rises night and day ; and 
the seed buds and grows, whilst he knows not: for the earth 
bearcth fruit of her own accord, first the grots, next the ear, 
ami lastly the corn in the ear ; but when the fruit shall be 
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brought forth, he will immediately put in the sickle, because 
the harvest ia at hand," (iv. 26— 29.) The kiugdom of God, 
which is compared to grass, the ear, and the corn, is heaven 
appertaining to man by regeneration; for he that is regenerated 
has in himself the kingdom of God, and is made in an image a. 
kingdom of God or a heaven: grass is the first scientific; the 
ear, or spike, is the scientific of truth thence derived ; corn ia 
ilie consequent good. The laws enacted also concerning gleanings 
(Lcvit. xi*. 9; xxiii. 22); likewise concerning the liberty of 
plucking the earn of corn from the standing corn of a companion 
(l)cut. xxiii. 25); and likewise concerning the not eating bread, 
parched corn, or green ears of earn, until they brought the 
offering of God (Lcvit. xxiii. 11), these represented such things 
as are signified by car> iir spikes of corn. 

5213. Fat and good.— This signifies to which the things of 
faith and charity might be applied, as appears (I.) from the 
signification of "fat," when it is predicated of the scicntifics 
which are signified by ears of corn, as denoting their rccepti- 
hility of the good of faith, consequently that the things which 
are of faith could he applied to them ; for scientific^ are vessels, 
of which when fatness h predicated, if signifies their fitness to 
receive such tilings as are of faith grounded in charity; and (2.) 
from the signification of "good," whet) it is predicated of the 
scicntifics which an: signified by ears of com, as denoting their 
recent ibility nf tin: goed of charity, consequently that the things 
which are of charity could be applied to them. The reason 
why the fat have respect to the things which arc of faith, and 
the good to those which are of charity, is grounded in the mode 
of expression prevailing throughout the Word; for where two 
adjectives arc applied to one thing, the one involves the things 
which arc of faith, and the other those which arc of charity, 
and this by reason of the marriage in even the minutest things 
of the Word, n. 083, 71)3, 801, 2173, 2516, 2712, 4137, 5138; 
that the fat signify the things which arc of faith, and the good 
lliose which an- nf charity, i- also manifest from similar expres- 
sions which precede concerning the kiuc, n. 5199, 5200. There 
are numerous scicntifics, to which the things that arc of faith 
and charity can he applied, such as all the scicntifics of the 
church, which in the good sense arc signified by Egypt; see n. 
4719, 4844, 49114, 1965: consequently all the scicntifics which 
are true coih-.temiil' eorn-i-pdiidei id-., representatives, *i^ni(ien- 
tives, influx, order, intelligence and wisdom, the affections, yea, 
all (he truths of interior and exterior nature, as well visible as 
invisible, because these correspond tn spiritual truths. 

5214. And behold seven thin earn.— This signifies useless 
scientifics, as appears (1.) from the signification of "ears," us 
denoting scicntifics, see n, 521:; ; and (2.) from the signification 
of " thin," as denoting what are useless ; for thin is opposed to 
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fa)], ami that is said to be full in which there is use, or what is 
the same, in which there is good, for all good is of use; there- 
fore that is thin which is useless. Those scicntifics are useless, 
which have no other end than glory and pleasure; those ends 
are useless, because they are of uo benefit to one's neighbor. 

5215. And parched toil/i the east wind. — This signifies full of 
lusts, as appears from the signification of "to be parched with 
the cast wind," as denoting to be consumed by the fire of lusts j 
fur the east wind ami the cast, in the genuine sense, denote love 
to the Lord and love towards the neighbor, n. 101, 1250, 3219, 
3708, 3762 ; hence in the opposite sense they denote self-love 
and the love of the world, consequently concupiscences and 
lusts; for these spring from those loves r fire is predicated of 
these for the reason mentioned, n. 5071, consequently parching 
is also predicated of them. There are two origins of heat, as 
there arc also two origins of light ; one origin of heat is from 
the sun of the world, the other is from the sun of heaven, which 
is the Lord : it is well known that the sun of the world diffuses 
heat into its world and all things therein ; but it is nut so well 
known that the sun of heaven infuses heat into the universal 
heaven ; nevertheless, it might be known, if men would only 
reflect upon the heat which is intrinsically in them, and which 
has nothing in common with the heat of the world, that is, 
if they would onlv reflect upon that which is called vital heat. 
Hence it might be known, that this beat differs in its nature 
frum that of the world, the former being living, and the latter 
not living, and that the former heat iu consequence of being 
livini; kind If t ': it: mini's- interiors, his will and Understanding, 
and gives him the faculty of desiring, loving, and being affected 
wkli objects; hence also his desires, loves, and affections, are 
spiritual heats, and also are so called. That they arc heats, 
is very evident; for from living bodies there exhales heat in all 
direction-, even in the greatest cold ; and also, when the desires 
and affections, that is, the loves, grow more intense, the body 
grows warmer in the same degree. It is this heat which in 
the Word is meant by burning, fire, and flame; in the genuine 
sense it is celestial and spiritual love, but in the opposite sense 
corporeal and terrestrial love ; hence It may be manifest, that by 
being "parched with the east wind," is here signified to be 
consumed by the fire of lusts ; and when it is predicated of the 
srii'iililics, which are the thin ears of corn, it denotes their 
being full of lusts. That the east wind signifies the things 
which are of lusts and of the phantasies thence derived, is 
manifest from the passages in the Word where it is named, 
as in David : " He caused the east wind to arise in the heavens, 
and by his power he brought forth the south wind, and he 
caused flesh to rain down upon them as dust, and the winged 
birds as the sand of the sea," (Psalm Ixxviii. 20, 27;) that the 
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flcali, which that wind brought, signifies concupiscences, and the 
winged birds the phantasies thence derived, is manifest from 
the hook of Moses (Numb. xi. 31 — 3i3), where it is written that 
the name of the place where the people were smitten with 
a plague by reason of their eating flesh, was called the graves of 
lust, because there they huried the people that lusted. And in 
Ezekicl : " Behold the vine that was planted, shall it prosper ? 
Ifithering shall it not wither, when the cast wind touchctli it ? 
Shall it not wither upon the beds of the garden where it 
budded?" (xvii. 10.) And again; "The vine was plucked up 
in auger, it was cast to the earth, and the east wind parched its 
fruit ; each rod of its strength was plucked up and withered ; 
the jfre devoured every one of them : for afire came forth from 
the rod of its branches, and devoured its fruit, so that there is not 
in it a rod of strength, n sceptre to rule," (xix. 12, 14;) where 
the cost wind denotes the things which are of lusts. So in 
Isaiah : " lie meditated concerning his rough wind, in the (lay 
of the east wind," (iivii. 8.) And in Mosea : " There shall 
come an east wind, the wind of Jehovah ascending from the 
wilderness ; and bis spring shall become dry, and his fountain 
shall be dried up : he shall spoil the treasure of every vessel of 
desire," (xiii. 15 ;) where also the cast wind denotes the things 
which are of lusts. In like manner in Jeremiah : " As the east 
wind I will disperse them before the enemy," (iviii. 17.) And 
in David ; " Us the east wind thou shalt break in pieces the 
ships of Tarshish," (Psalm ilviii. 7.) And in Isaiah : " Thon 
hast forsaken (hy people, the house of Jacob, because they are 
filled with the east wind, and the soothsayers are Philistines," 
(ii. 6.) And in Hosea : " Ephraim fecdeth on the wind, and 
followcth the east wind; every day he multiplicth a lie and 
vastation," (xii. 1 ;) where the wind denotes fantasies, and the 
east wind lust. The like is also meant, in the internal sense, 
by the cast wind whereby the locusts were produced, and were 
also cast into the sea (Exod. x. 13, 19); and also whereby the 
waters of the Red Sea were divided (Exod. xii. 31). 

5210. Budded after them. — This signifies appeared near, 
as is evident (1 .) from the signification of budded in this passage, 
as denoting appeared; and (2.) from the signification of "after 
them," as denoting near, or in the boundary, as is signified by 
the evil and tkiu kine coining up after them, viz., after the beau- 
tiful and fat kine, n. 6202. The reason why "after them" 
denotes near is, because after denotes succession of time, and in 
the spiritual world, and consequently in the spiritual sense, there 
is no notion of time, but instead thereof such a state as cor- 
responds thereto. 

5217. And the seven thin ears swallowed up the seven fat and 
full ears. — This signifies that useless scientifics exterminate 
good scientifics, as appears (1.) from the signification of "the 
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thin ears," as denoting useless identifies, sec above, n. 5214 : 
(2.) from the signification of " tlic fat and full cars," as denoting 
scieiitifics to which the things of faith and charity might be 
applied, see n. 5213, consequently good scieiitifics ; and (3.) 
from the signification of "to swallow up," as denoting to ex- 
terminate, in like manner as " ate up," which is said above of 
the kinc, n. 520G : that good scieutifies are exterminated by 
usi'li'ss identifies, or that truths are exterminated by falses, sec 
n. 5207 : this is also the case in the spiritual world ; where 
there are falses, truths cannot subsist, and vice vcrsd, where 
there are truths, falses cannot subsist : the one exterminates the 
other, for they are oppositca ; the reason of this is, because 
falses arc from hell and truths from heaven. It sometimes ap- 
pears as if falses and truths arc in one subject ; but in this case 
they arc not such falses as arc opposite to the truths, but such as 
are associated by applications : the subject where truths and at 
the same time opposite falses subsist, is called lukewarm ; and 
the subject in which falses and truths arc commixed, is called 
profane. 

5218. And Pharaoh awoke.— -This signifies a common state 
of illustration, as appears from what is explained above, n. 5208, 
where the same words occur. 

5219. And behold it was a dream.— This signifies in that ob- 
scure state, as appears from the signification of "a dream," as 
denoting an obscure state, see n. 1838, 2514, 2528, 5210. It is 
called obscure, because truths were exterminated ; for where 
there are uo truths, there is obscurity, inasmuch as the light of 
heaven flows only into truths ; for (he light of heaven is the 
divine truth from the Lord : hence the truths appertaining to 
angels and spirits, and also to men, are substituted lights; but 
they have their light from the divine truth by means of good in 
truths; for unless truths are grounded in good, that is, unless 
truths have good in themselves, they cannot receive any light 
from the Divine ; by moans of good they receive light, good 
being like Are or flame, and truths like the light thence de- 
nied. Truths also without good in the other life are lucid, but 
unly with a wiotry light, and which becomes darkness at the 
[approach of the] light of heaven, from these considerations 
it may be manifest what is here meant by an obscure state, vis., 
the state of '.he natural when good sc ieiitifics are exterminated 
by useless scicntifirs ; such an obscure state is what may be 
generally illustrated, n. 5208,5218; whereas au obscure state 
<ii ^mating ;n falses en unit at all he illustrated ; fur falses are so 
many darknesses which extinguish the light of heaven, and 
thereby cause an obscurity which cannot be illustrated until the 
falses are removed. 

5220. Verse 8. And it came lo pass in the morning his spirit 
was troubled, and he sent and called all the magicians of Egypt, 
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and all the wise ones thereof, and Pharaoh told them his dream, 
and no one interpreted those things to Pharaoh. And it came to 
pass in the morning, signifies in that new state : his spirit wag 
troubled, signifies disturbance : and he seat and called all the ma- 
girians af Egypt n,:d t/ic wim- om-s !l.trr,,f, .jellifies i:i coiisiiitin^ 
scicntifica both interior and citcrior : and Pharaoh told them his 
dream, signifies concerning things to come; and no one inter- 
preted those things to Pharaoh, signifies that it was not known 
what would happen. 

6221. And it came to pass in the morning.— -This signifies in 
that new state, as appears (1.) from the signification of "it 
came to pass," or it was, aa involving what is new, see u. 4-1)71), 
4987 ; and {2.) from the signification of " the morning," as 
denoting a state of illustration, sec n. 3158, 3723 ; this is (hat 
new state which is meant, concerning which see above, ti. 5218; 
the subject here treated of is that state and its quality, viz., 
that there was a disturbance therein by reason of the obscurity 
concerning what would happen ; but as to the quality of that 
state, scarce any one can know anything, unless he be in a 
spiritual sphere, and at the same time attentive to the things 
which arc transacting within : he cannot otherwise even know 
what is meant by being generally illustrated and particularly il- 
lustrated, nor even what is meant by illustration, still less that 
in a general state of illustration there is in the beginning dis- 
turbance, and that tranquility does not commence until truths 
grounded in good are replaced in their order. How these thinga 
arc, is clearly perceived by the angels, and also by good spirits, 
because they arc in a spiritual state; to relish and to think of 
auoh things is their delight; whereas to the man that is in a 
natural sphere, and more so to him that is in a sensual sphere, 
and still more to him that is in a grossly sensual sphere derived 
from things corporeal and earthly, Midi tiling are irksome. 

5222. His spirit was troubled.— This signifies disturbance, as 
appears from the signification of being " troubled in spirit," 
as denoting to be disturbed. In this passage, as also occn. 
sionally iu other parts of the Word, spirit means the interior 
aflcetiou and thou-ht, which arc likewise the spirit of man : the 
aucicnts called them the spirit ; but specifically bv the spirit thev 
meant the interior man, which is to live afte 
body ; whereas at this dav bv tl 
a sense, is only meant the thin 
any other subject than the bot 
longer believed that the niierio 
but [it is believed] that the inl 
called the soul or spirit, is mere 
subject, consequently, being ra« 
abide in, that it will be dissipated after the death of the body, 
like something ethereal or flamy : such is the meaning annexed 
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to spirit at this day, as when mention is made of being troubled 
in spirit, sorrowful in spirit, glad in spirit, or triumphing in 
spirit, whereas it is the very interior man hiim-Hf that is railed 
the spirit, and that is troubled, sorrowful, and glad, or that 
triumphs, and that is a man in a form altogether human, but 
invisible to the eyes of the body, to whom appertains thought. 

5223. And he tent and called all the magicians of Egypt and 
the wise ones thereof.— This signifies in consulting scientifics 
both interior and exterior, as appears (1.) from the signification 
of "the mngicians," as denoting in the good sense interior 
scientifics, of which we shall speak presently; and (2.) from the 
signification of "the wise ones," as deuotinj: citerior scientifics, 
of which also we shall speak presently. The reason why the 
magicians and the wise ones of Kgvpt signify scientifics it, 
because Egypt was among those kingdoms where the ancient 
representative ehtircli was. n. .;: J .Sf, ; but in l^ypt the 

seirntities of that church principally cultivated were those which 
related to correspondences, representatives, and significative*-, hv 
which scientifics were explained the things which were written 
in the books of the church, and which had place in their holv 
worship, Di 4710, 4964, -1066; from this ground it is, tha't 
Egypt in general signifies scientifics, n. 1164, 1)65, 1186, 
1162; and also Pharaoh the king thereof. The chief persons 
among those who were skilled in those scientifics and taught 
them, were called magicians ami the wise ; those who were 
skilled in and taught the mystic scientifics were called magi- 
cians, and those who were skilled in and taught the non-mvstic 
scientifics were called the wise; consequently, those who were 
skilled in and taught the interior scientific*' were called magi- 
cians, and those who were skilled in and taught the exterior 
scientifics were called the wise ; hence it is that by the magi- 
cians and the wise such things are signified in the Word. But 
after they began to abuse the interior scientifics of the church, 
and to turn them into magic, then by Egypt also began to be 
signified the scientific principle which perverts, and in like 
manner by the magicians of Egypt and the wise ones thereof. 
The magicians of that time were acquainted with such things 
as are of the spiritual world, which they learut from the corre- 
spondences and representatives of the church; therefore also 
many of them had communication with spirits, and hence learnt 
illusory arts, whereby they wrought magical miracles ; but those 
who were called the trite, did not regard such things, but solved 
enigmas, and taught the causes of natural things: herein con- 
sisted the wisdom of that time, and the ahility to effect such 
things was called wisdom, as may be manifest from what is re- 
corded of Solomon in the first book of the Kings : " The wisdom 
if Stiloiiion was multiplied above the wisdom of all the sons of 
the cast, and above all the wisdom of the Egyptians ; so that he 
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was wiser than all men, than Ethan the Eirabite, and Heman, 
and Chalchol, and Darda, the sons of Mahol. lie Bp;ikc three 
thousand proverbs, ami his songs were a thousand and five. 
Moreover lie spake of trees, from the cedars which were in 
Lebanon, even to the hyssop which eomoth forth from the wall : 
lie spake also of beasts, and of fowl, and of creeping things, 
and of fishes. Therefore there came of all people to hear the 
wisdom of Solomon, from all the kings of the earth who heard 
of hit wisdom/' (iv. 30 to the end ;) and from what is recorded 
of the ouccn of Sheba in the same book, " that she came to try 
him with hard questions ; and Solomon told her all her words ; 
there was not a word hidden from the king which he did not 
tell her," (si. 1, and the following verses.) Hence it is evident 
w hat was called wisdom at that time, and who were called wise, 
not only in Egypt, but also in other countries, as in Syria, 
Arabia, and Babylon ; but in the internal sense by Egyptian 
wisdom nothing else is signified but the science of natural 
things, and by magic the science of spiritual things ; thus by 
the wise exterior scicntifics, by the magicians interior scientifica, 
and by Egypt in general science, n. 1164, 1165, 118G, 1462, 
4749, 4<J64, 49(16. By Egypt and the wise thereof nothing 
else was meant in Isaiah : " The princes of Zoan are fools ; the 
counsel of the wise counsellors of Pharaoh is brutish; how is it 
said to Pharaoh, I am a son of the wise, a son of the kings of 
antiquity ? where now are thy wise ones f" (xtx. 11, 12.) That 
those were called magicians, who were in the science of spiritual 
things, and also thence in revelations, is evident from the magi- 
cians who came " from the east to Jerusalem, inquiring where 
the king of the Jews was born, and sayiog that they had seen 
his star in the east, and had come to worship him," {Matt. ii. 
1,2;) and it is also evident from Daniel, who ia called the prince 
of magicians (iv, 9); and in another place, " The queen said to 
king Bclshazzar, There is a man in thy kingdom, in whom is the 
spirit of the holy gods ; and in the days of thy father, light, 
and understanding, and wisdom, like the wisdom of the gods, 
was found in him ; therefore king Nebuchadnezzar thy father 
appointed him prince of the magicians, the diviners, the Chal- 
deans, and of the soothsayers," (Dan. v. 11.) And again; 
" There was not found nmoug them all any like Daniel, Hana- 
niah, Mishocl, and Asariah ; for when they stood before the king, 
in every word of wisdom ami intelligence which the king in- 
quired of them, he found them ten times superior to all the 
magicians and diviners, that were in bis kingdom," (Dan. i. 19, 
20.) That by magicians in the opposite sense are meant those 
who perverted spiritual things, and thereby exercised magic arts, 
is well known ; as those who are mentioned (Exod. vii. 11, Id ; 
viii. 7, 18, 16; is. 11). Magic was merely a perversion, and a 
perverse application of such things as ore of order in the spiritual 
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world, whence magic descends; but magic is now called natural, 
because nothing above or beyond nature is any lunger acknow- 
ledged : a spiritual principle, unless thereby is meant an interior 
natural principle, is altogether denied. 

5224. And Pharaoh told them the dream. — This si-ftiifii:* 
concerning things to come, as appears from the ligaiScKbon of 
" a dream," na denoting foresight, prediction, and the event ; 
see n. fiODl, 50iW, 6101, thus things to come. How these 
things arc in the internal sense, is manifest from the scries of 
the things treated of. The subject treated of in this verse is 
a new state of the natural, when it is in obscurity by reason of 
truths being thence exterminated, and that in such case there 
is disturbance therein in consulting scicntilics concerning tilings 
to come : for when such obscurity happens, then the thought 
iiisinsitly falls to work to consider what the event will be, and 
this is common in every such state during man's regeneration, 
therefore that state is here described in the internal sense. Such 
states however at this day are unknown, as well because few 
are regenerated, as because those who are regenerated do not 
reflect upon such things. A man is little concerned at this day 
about the things which are transacting interiorly within him, 
since he is wholly occupied by external things ; and to him who 
is wholly occupied by externals, that is, who makes externals 
the ends of life, internal things aro of no account : concerning 
the above obscurity he would soy, What have I to do with such 
considerations, from which there results neither gain nor honor ? 
— Why must I think about the state of the soul, or of the in- 
ternal man, whether it be in obscurity when truths are exter- 
minated, or in clearness, when truths arc placed therein ? What 
profit is it to me to know this ? As to whether there be any 
internal man, and any other state of the soul than during its 
connexion with the body, I am in doubt, yea, whether there 
be any soul which lives after death : for who has ever returned 
from the dead, and given information on the subject ? Such 
is the secret language of the man of the church at this day, 
and such arc his thoughts, when he hoars or reads anything 
concerning the state of the internal mau: hence the reason is 
evident, why those things which are transacting inwardly in 
man, are at this day concealed and altogether unknown. Such 
an obscurity of intellect never prevailed with the ancients : their 
wisdom consisted in cultivating interior things, and thereby 
perfecting each faculty, both the intellectual and the voluntary, 
and thus providing for the well-being of their souls. That the 
ancients were interested in such subjects, is clear from their 
writings which arc extant even at this day, and also from the 
desire of all to hear Solomon ; for therefore " There came of oil 
people to hear the wisdom of Solomon, from all the kings of the 
earth, who had heard of his wisdom," (1 Kings iv. 3 1 :) there- 
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fore also came the queen of Slieha, ami from the happiness which 
she experienced from the wisdom of Solomon, slie said, " Blessed 
are thy men ; blessed are these thy servants, who stand before thee 
continually, and hear thy wisdom," (1 Kinga x. 8.) Who at this 
day would call himself happy on such account ? 

5225. And no one interpreted thole things to Pharaoh. — 
This signifies that it was unknown what would happen, as ap- 
pears from the signification of " to interpret," as denoting to 
know what would happen, see n. 5141 : hence " no one inter- 
preted," denotes not to know ; for no one, in the internal sense, 
denotes the negative of a thing, thus nut the idea of a person 
being turned into the idea of a thing in the internal sense, thus 
into the idea of a man (t>ir), a husband, a woman, a wife, a 
son, a daughter, a boy, or a virgin, into the idea of truth or 
good, and as above, u. 5223, the idea of the magicians and the 
wise ones into the idea of interior and exterior scientifics; the 
reason of this is, because in the spiritual world, or in heaven, 
it is not persons but things that come under the mind's view ; 
for persons limit the idea, and concentrate it upon somewhat 
finite, whereas things do not so limit and concentrate it, but 
extend it to what is infinite, thus to the Lord. From this ground 
also it is, that no person that is named in the Word, is perceived 
in heaven, but instead thereof the thing which that person repre- 
sents; so neither is any person or nation perceived, but the 
quality thereof; yea further, there is not a single historical rela- 
tion of the Word concerning any person, nation, or people, but 
what is altogether unknown in heaven, consequently, neither is 
it known who are Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, the Israelitish people, 
and the Jewish nation ; but it is there perceived what are 
Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, the Israelitish people, and the Jewish 
natiozi, and so in all other cases; hence the angelic speech is 
respectively unlimited and also universal. 

5226. Verses 9—13. And the prince of the butler spake with 
Pharaoh, saying, I remember ?ny sins this day. Pharaoh was 
wroth with his servants, and gave me into custody, in the house 
of the prince of the guards, me and the prince of the bakers. 
And we dreamed a dream in oiie night, 1 and he ; each according 
to the interpretation of his dream, we dreamed. And there was 
there with us a Hebrew boy, a servant of the prince of the guards ; 
and we told him, and he interpreted to us our dreams, to each 
according to his dream, he interpreted. And it came to pass, as 
he interpreted to us, so it was ,* me he brought back unto my sta- 
tion, and him he hanged. And the prince of the butlers spake 
with Pharaoh, signifies thought from the sensual subject to the 
intellectual part : f-iiyiiig, signifies perception thence : / remember 
mij kiiis Ih'n, ilny, si^nilifis concerning the state of disjunction : 
Pharaoh was wroth with his servants, signifies w hen the natural 
averted itself: and gave me into custody in the house of the 
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prince of the guards, signifies rejection by the tilings which Ere 
primary for interpretation : me and the prince of the bakers, sig- 
nifies each sensual : and we dreamed a dream in one night, 
signifies what is foreseen in obscurity: / and he, signifies con- 
cerning each sensual ; each according to tlte interpretation of his 
dream, we dreamed, signifies what would happen to each : and 
there was there with us a Hebrew boy, signifies that by reason of 
temptation the guiltless principle of the church was rejected 
thither: a servant of the prince of the guards, signifies wherein 
was truth which primarily served for interpretation : and vie told 
him, signifies that thence was perception : and lie interpreted to 
us our dreams, signifies what was in the things foreseen in 
obscurity : to each according to his dream he inti rprrt, d, signifies 
from truth : and it came to pass, as he interpreted to us, so it 
u-as, mgnifies that so it happened me he brought hack unto my 
station, signifies (hat the sensual of the intellectual part was 
received . and Aim he hanged, «i;;:uNe- that the sensual of the 
voluntary part was rejected. 

5227. And the prince of the butlers spake with Pharaoh — 
This signifies thought from the hcusual subject to the intel- 
lectual part, as appears (1.) from the signification of " to speak," 
as denoting to think, see n. 2271, 2287, 2619; and (2.) from 
the representation of "the prince of the butlers," as denoting 
the sensual subject to the intellectual part : sec u. 5077, 5082. 
What is meant by thought from the sensual, mav be seen, 
d.5141. 

5228. Saying. — This signifies perception thence, as appears 
from the signification of " to sav," as denoting to perceive ; 
see n. 1791, 1815, 1819, 1822, 1898, 1919, 2080, 2619, 28G2, 
3395, 3509. What is meant by perception thence, or by per- 
ception from thought, cannot be explained to the apprehension, 
because at this day it is altogether unknown what spiritual per- 
ception is, and what is unknown cannot be apprehended, however 
it may be described. Perception is the speech or thought of the 
angels who are attendant on man : when that speech or thought 
flows in, it occasions a perception that a thing is so or is not so, 
but only with those who are in the good of love and charity, for 
it flows in by good: with them, that perception produces 
thoughts; for what is receptive is to them the common principle 
of thought ; but there is no perception from thought acimUlv, 
but only apparently; howbeit, concerning this arcanum ire can- 
not say more, because, as we have said, it is unknown at this day 
what perception is. 

5229. J remember my sins this day. — This signifies con- 
cerning the state of disjunction, as appears (1.) from the signi- 
licaliuu of "sins," as denoting things of inverted order; sre 
n. 5076 ; and (2.) from the signification of " rem embe ring," as 
denoting conjunction, see n. 5169 ; thus to remember sins is to 
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be conjoined with the things which are of inverted order, conse- 
quently to ho disjoined from the natural which is represented by 
Pharaoh ; for what is conjoined with the tilings ivhieh are in in- 
verted order, is disjoined with those which arc in order. The 
reason why remembering denotes conjunction is, because in the 
other life the remembrance of any one conjoins ; for as soon as a 
spirit remembers Another, he is presented nt hand, so that they 
can converse together : hence it is, that angels and spirits can 
meet with all whom they have known, or heard of, and can sec 
them present, and converse with them, whenever the Lord per- 



when the natural avevled itself, as appears from what was ex- 
plained above, n. 5080, iiOHl, where similar words occur. 

523 1 . And gave me into ctutody m the toe nf the prince of 
the guards.— This signifies rejection by the tiling whirl, air pri- 
mary for interpretation, a- appears also from what was explained 
above, where similar wor.is occur. 

5232. Me and the prince of the bakers.— This signifies 
each sensual, as appears (I.) from the representation of "the 
prince of the butlers," who is here meant by me, as denoting 
the sensual subject in general to the intellectual part, see n. 
5077, 50H2 ; and (2.) from the representation of " the prince 
of the bakers," as denoting the sensual subject in general to 
the voluntary part, see n. 5078, 50t>2 ; thus' by " me and the 
prince of the bakers " is signified each sensual. It is said " each 
sensual," because iu every man there arc two faculties which 
constitute his life,— the will and the understanding, to which 
nil the things appertaining to him have relation. The reason 
whv there arc two facoltics iu mim which constitute his life, is, 
because there arc two principles constituent of life in heaven, 
—good and truth ; good has relation to the will, and truth to 
the understanding: hence it is crident there are two things 
which make a man spiritual, and consequents blessed in the 
other life,— charity and faith, for charity is good, and faith is 
truth; and charity lias relation to the will, and faith to the 
understanding. To those two principles— good anil truth, all 
the things in nature have reference, and thence esist and sub- 
sist : tliat they have reference to those two principles, is very 
manifest from the case of heat and light; heat having reference 
to good, anil light to truth : therefore also spiritual heat is the 
good of love, and spiritual light is the truth of faith. Since 
all things, even the minutest iu universal nature, have reference 
to those two principles —good and truth, and good is repre- 
sented in heat, and truth in light, let every one judge what 
the quality of man is from faith alone without charity, or what 
is the same thing, from only understanding truth without willing 
good : does it not resemble the state of winter, when the light 
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is bright, and still all things arc torpid, because without heat? 
Such is tlic state of the man that is in faith alone, and not in 
the good of love : lie is in cold and darkness, — iu cold hecause 
he is contrary to good, and in darkness because on that account 
he is contrary to truth ; for he that is contrary U) good is also 
contrary to truth, however he may seem to himself not to be 
so, since the one draws the other to its side; such is his state 
after death. 

5233. And we dreamed a dream in one night. — This lignifiei 
what was foreseen in obscurity, as appears (1.) from the si^nilica- 
tion of "a dream," as denoting what is foreseen, sec n. -M'i'JS, 
6091 ; and (2.) from the signification of " nigbt," as denoting a 
state of shade, see n. 1712, thus what is obscure. 

5234. I and he. — This signifies concerning each sensual, as 
appears (1 .) from the representation of "the butler," who in this 
case is " I," as denoting one sensual ; and from the representa- 
tion of " the baker," who in this case ib " he," as denoting the 
other sensual; coucerning which sec just above, n. 5232. 

5235. Each according to the interpretation of his dream, we 
dreamed, — This signifies what would happen to each, as appears 
from the signification of " interpretation," as denoting what it had 
in it, and what would befall, see n. 5093,5105, 5107,5141, thus 
what would happen, from what was foreseen, which is signified 
by a dream, n. 5233. 

5236. And there was there with us a Hebrew boy.— This 
signifies that by reason of temptation the guiltless principle of 
the church was rejected thither, ns appears (1.) from the signi- 
fication of "a boy," as denoting that which is guiltless, of 
which we shall speak prescntlv ; and (2.] from the significntinn 
of a Hebrew, as denoting one'who is of the church, sec n. 5130; 
thus that which is of the church; that he was rejected thither 
by reason of temptation, is signified by his being there in cus- 
tody ; for the custody into which Joseph was sent, signified a 
state of temptation, 'n. 5036, 5037, 5039, 5044, 5045. This 
state was treated of in Chapters XKxix. and xl. The reason why 
*' a boy " denotes what ib guiltless is, because an infant in the 
internal sense denotes what is innocent ; for in the Word, we 
read of a suckling, an infant, and a boy, ami by them arc sig- 
nified three degrees of innocence, — the first degree by the 
suckling, the second by the infant, and the third by the boy ; 
but as with the boy innocence begins to be put off, therefore a 
boy signifies that innocent principle which is called guiltless. 
Since the three degrees of innocence are signified by a suck- 
ling, an infant, and a boy, the three degrees of love and 
charity arc also signified by the same, because celestial and 
spiritual love, that is, love to the Lord and charity towards 
the neighbor, can only exist in innocence. It is, however, to 
be noted, that the innocence of sucklings, infants, and boys 
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is only externa!, and that a man has no internal innocence 
until lie is bom anew, that is, until he is made anew be it were 
a suckling, an infant, and a boy. These states are what arc 
signified by a suckling, an infant, and a boy in the Word ; 
for in the internal sense of the Word nothing is meant but 
what is spiritual, consequently spiritual birth, which is called 
re-birth and also re gene ration. That the innocent principle, 
which is called guiltless, is signified by a boy, is manifest from 
Luke : " Jesus said, Whosoever doth not receive the kingdom 
of Ciod as a boy, shall uot enter therein," {xviii. 17 ;) to receive 
the kingdom of heaven as a boy, is to receive charity and faith 
grounded in innocence. And in Mark : " Jesus took a boy, 
and set him in the midst of them, and took liim up in his arms, 
and said to them, Whosoever rcccii eSh one <if such boys in my 
name, reccivctb me," (is. 36, 37 ; Luke ix. 47, 48.) In this pas- 
sage a boy represents innocence; to receive which is to receive 
the Lord, because he it is from whom all innocence comes. 
That lo receive a boy in the name of the Lord, is not to receive 
a boy, must be obvious to every one ; thai it must be plain that 
it represents somewhat celestial. So in Matthew : "The boys 
in the temple cried out, Hoaonua to the Son of David; and 
when the chief priests and scribes had indignation, Jesus said 
unto them, Have yc not read, Out of the mouth of infants and 
sucklings thou hast perfected praise?" (xxi. 15, 16; Psalm viii. 
2.) The reason why the boys cried llosanna to the Son of 
David was, that it might be represented that innocence alone 
acknowledges and receives the Lord, that is, those who have 
innocence; by perfecting praise out of the mouth of infants 
and sucklings is signified, that praise cannot come to the Lord 
by any other way iSian by innocence ; for by innocence alone is 
effected all communication, and all influx, and consequently 
access: hence the Lord says, "Unless ye be converted, and 
become as boys, ye cannot enter into the kingdom of the hea- 
vens," (Mutt, xviii. .'!,) In the following passages also a boy 
signifies innocence : "The streets of the city shall he filled with 
boys and girls, playing in the streets thereof," (Zech. viii. 5 ;) 
speaking of the New Jerusalem, or the Lord's kingdom. And 
in David : " Praise Jehovah, ve young men and virgins, ye old 
men with boys," (Psalm cxlviii. 12.) Agaiu: " Jehovah reueweth 
thy life out of the pit ; he satisfieth thy life with good, so that 
thou art renewed as an eagle in thy boyhood," (Psalm ciii. 4, 5.) 
And in Joel : " Upon my people they have cast the lot ; because 
they have given a boy for a harlot, and have sold a girl for the 
wine which they have drunk," (iii. S.J And in Jeremiah : " By 
thee I will disperse the man and the woman, and by thee I 
will disperse the old man and the boy, and by thee I will dis- 
perse the young man and the virgin," (li. 22.) And in Isaiah : 
" Unto us a boy is bom, unto us a son is given, upon whose 
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shoulder is the government, and he shall call his name Wonder- 
ful, Counsellor, God, Hero, the Father of Eternity, the Prince of 
Peace," (ix. 0.) 

5237. The servant of the prince of the guards.-— This signi- 
fies wherein was truth which primarily served for interpretation, 
as appears (1.) from the predication of "a servant," as being 
applied to truth, sec n. 2507, 3401) ; and (2.) from the signi- 
fication of " the prince of the guards,'' dt'iiotiiii; the primaries 
for interpretation; see n. 4790, 490G, 508 1: and as truth is 
serviceable for the interpretation of the Word, therefore the ser- 
vant of the priuce of the guards in this passage signifies truth 
thus serviceable. 

5238. And we told him.— This signifies that thence was per- 
ception, as appears from the signilii-alion of " iirilin^," as denoting 
perception ; see u. 3209. 

5239. And he interpreted to us our dreams. — This signifies 
what was in the things foreseen in obscurity, as appears (1.) 
from the signification of interpreting, as denoting what was 
in ; H>e n. jTO3. 5105, 5107: ami (2.) from the signification of 
" dreams," iis denoting thiii_"s I'uivst'un in oliscisrilv : see above, 
n. 5233. 

5240. To each according to his dream, he interpreted. — 
This signifies from truth. "And it came to pass as he in- 
terpreted to us, so it was." — This signifies that so it hap- 
pened, as may appear from the consideration that those words 
signified the event of the thing, which from truth was such as he 
foretold. 

5241. Me he brought back unto my station. — This signifies 
that the scusual of the intellectual part was rceeived, as appears 
(1.) from the representation of "the butler," who is hero meant 
by tne, as denoting the sensual of the intellectual part, concerning 
which sec above; and (2.) from the signification of " to bring 
back unto n station," as denoting to reduce into order ond subor- 
dination ; see n. 5125, 51(55 : thus nlso to receive. 

5242. And him he hanged.— This signifies that the sen- 
sual of the voluntary or will-part was rejected, as appears (1.) 
from the signification of " the baker," who is here meant by 
him, as denoting the sensual of the voluntary or will part, con- 
cerning which sec above; and (2.) from the signification of " to 
hang," as denoting to reject ; see n. 5150, 5107. It is need- 
less to give a further explanation of these things, as they have 
been explained before: they are mentioned again on account of 
the series. 

5243. Verse 14. And Pharaoh sent and called Joseph ,- 
and they hastened him out of the pit, and he polled himself, 
and changed his garments, and came to Pharaoh. And Pharaoh 
sent, signifies the propensity of the new natural : and called 
Joseph, signifies to receive the celestial of the spiritual : and 
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they hastened him out of the pit, signifies the hasty rejection 
of such things tis were impediments arising from the state of 
temptation, and the chimp; thereby occasioned: and he polled 
himself, signifies rejection and change as to the things of the 
exterior natural: and changed his garments, signifies as to the 
things of the interior natural, by putting on things suitable : 
and came to Pharaoh, signifies communication thereby with the 
new natural. 

5244. And Pharaoh sent. — This signifies the propensity of the 
new natural, as appears from the representation of " Pharaoh," 
as denoting the new man of the natural ; see n. 5079, 5080 ; 
the propensity to receive tin: celestial of the spiritual is signified 
hy his sending and calling Joseph ; the propensity itself is 
manifest from its following that he set him over his house, ami 
over all the land of Egypt, and said that upon his month should 
all his people kiss, verses III — Vi. The case herein is this; 
when the state is full, that is, when all things are prepared in the 
natural to receive influx from the interior or superior, and to 
appropriate lo itM:lf those things which How ill, in thin case the 
natural is also in the propensity, that is, in the affection of re- 
ceiving ; thus the one is accommodated to the other, when the 
man is renewed by the Lord. 

53 15. And called Joseph.— This signifies to receive the celes- 
tial of the spiritual, as appears from the representation of 
" Joseph," as denoting the celestial of the spiritual ; see u. I2HG, 
4685,4592, 1594, .196:); the reception thereof is signified by 
calling, as may be seen just above, U. 5244. 

5246. And they hastened hint out of the pit. — This sig- 
nifies the hasty rejection of such things as were impediments 
arising from the state of temptation, and the change thereby 
occasioned, as appears (1.) from the signification of "the pit," 
as denoting a state of vastation, and also of temptation ; see 
n. 4728, 4744, 5038 : and from the signification of " hastening 
him out of it," as denoting the hasty rejection of such things 
as arise from a state of temptation ; for when a pit denotes a 
state of temptation, then to hasten any one out of it denotes 
to remove such things as arise from that state, consequently 
to reject them, as is also evident from what immediately fol- 
lows; for he rejected the things which were of the pit, since he 
polled himself and changed his garments. A state of tempta- 
tion, in respect to the state after it, is also like the state of a 
pit or a prison, filthy and unclean ; for when a man is tempted, 
in such case unclean spirits are near him, and encompass him, 
and excite his evils and falscs, and likewise detain him therein, 
and exaggerate them even to despair; hence it is that on such 
he is in an unclean and filthy state: this state also, 
presented to view in the other life (where all spiritual 
bee \hibited to the sight), appears like a mist exhaled 
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from dirty places, and a stench is likewise thence perceived ; 
sueh is the appearance of the sphere, which encompasses a 
person in temptation, and also in vastutiou, that is, in a pit in 
the lower earth; see n. -1728. But when the atate of tempta- 
tion ceases, the mist is dissipated, and serenity takes place; 
the reason of this is, because a man's falsos and evils arc opened 
by temptations, and arc removed ; when they arc opened, the 
iiiisitiiii'ss appears, and when they arc removed all becomes 
serene. The change of that state is also signified by Jo-i-ph's 
polling himself and changing his garments. A slate of tempta- 
tion may likewise lie compared with the state in which a man 
in when among robbers; from which, when hi: escapes, his hair 
is disheveled, his countenance fierce, ami his clothes tattered: 
if he sinks in temptation, he remains in that state ; but if he 
conquers in temptation, he then, after resuming his usual 
countenance, combing his hair, and changing his garments, 
comes into a cheerful and serene state. There are also infernal 
spirits and genii, who like robbers on such occasions surround 
Olid assault a man, and induce temptations. From these cou- 
siderations then it is evident, that hastening him out of the 
pit signifies the hasty rejection of such things as were impedi- 
ments arising from the state of temptation, and the change 
thereby occasioned. 

5247. And he /wiled himself. — This signifies rejection and 
change as to the things of the exterior natural, as appears from 
the signification of " polling " the head anil the beard, as denot- 
ing to reject the things of the exterior natural ; for the hair, 
which was [Hilled, signifies that natural; see u. 3301. The hair 
also of both the head and the heard corresponds in the Grand 
Man to the exterior natural ; therefore also sensual men, that is, 
those who had believed nothing but what was natural, and were 
unwilling to understand that anything exists of a nature more 
interior and pure than it might he comprehended by the senses, 
in the other life in the light of heaven appear hairy, so that 
their face is scarce anything else but a shaggy beard ; 1 have 
frequently seen such hairy faces. Hut those who have been 
rational, that is, spiritual men, with whom the natural has been 
rightly sulioi'iiinale, appear with graceful hair; yea, in thcother 
life it'tnay be known from the hair what every one's quality is 
as to the natural. The reason why spirits appear with hair is, 
because in the other life spirits appear just like men on earth : 
hence also the angels that have been seen, arc occasionally 
described in the Word as to their hair. From these considera- 
tions it may be evident what is signified bv polling, as in 
Ezckich "The priests the Lcvites, the sons of Zadnk, shall 
put off their garment* in which they minister, and shall lay 
them aside in the chambers of holiness, aud shall jmt on other 
garment), neither shall they sanctify the people with their gar- 
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merits, and their heads they shall not shave, and their hair they 
shall not let down; polling they shall poll their heads," {x\iv. 
19, 20.) The subject here treated of is the new temple and 
the new priesthood, that is, the new church ; putting on other 
garments signifies holy truths; not to shave the head, or let 
down the hair, hut polling to poll the head, signifies not to 
reject the natural, hut to accommodate it bo that it may be in 
[(jiivumi.'iit, thus to make it subordinate. Every one who 
believes the Word to be holy, may see that these and the rest 
of the things which the prophet says concerning the new earth, 
the new city, the new temple, and the ueiv priesthood, are not 
to be us they nrc there mentioned in the letter, as that the 
priests the Lcvitca, the sons of Zadok, shall minister there, 
and shall put off the garments of ministry, and put on others, 
and shall poll their heads, but that all the things mentioned 
signify such as relate to anew church. Concerning the high 
priest, the sons of Aaron, and the Lc vitas, it is said, " The 
high priest from his brethren, upon whose head hath been 
poured the oil of unction, and he hath tilled his hand to pal on 
garments, shall not shave his head, and shall not unrip Aw 
garments," (Lev. xxi. 10.) " The sons of Aaron shall not bring 
baldness upon their head, or shave the corner of their beard 
they shall be holy unto their God, and shall not profane the 
name of their God," {ixi. 5, (i.) " Thus glial t thou purify the 
Levitcs : sprinkle upon them the waters of expiation ; and they 
shall cause a razor to pass over their flesh, and shall wash their 
garments, and shall be pure," [Numb. viii. T.) These statutes 
would never have been commanded, unless they had contained 
huh- tilings in thein,— that the high priest should not shave 
his head, or unrip his garments; that the sous of Aaron should 
not bring baldness on their head, or shave the corner of their 
beard; and that the Leviles, when they were purified, should 
be shaven with a razor upon the flesh ; — is there anything 
holy, or that has relation to the church, in these ci re uni stance s ? 
But to have the external or natural man subordinate to the 
internal or spiritual, and thereby each subordinate to the 
Divine, is holy; and this the unguis also perceive ivhcn a man 
reads the above passages of the Word. In like manner, where 
it is written, "The Nazaritc who was holy to Jehovah, if any 
one should die bv chance suddenly near him, and should pollute 
the head of his Nozariteship, should poll his head in the day of 
bis cleansing, on the seventh day he should poll it. Also that 
the Nuafite, on the dav in which the dnvs of his Nozariteship 
are fulfilled, Mould poll the head of his Nazaritwhip nt the door 
of the tent of the assembly, and should take the hair of hi* 
head, and should put it on the fire which is under the sacrifice 
or the pence offering," (Numb. vi. 8—19.) What the Nazarite 
was, and what principle of holiness he represented, may be seen, 
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n. 3301. That there was a holy principle in his hair, cannot 
be at all comprehended, unless it be known what the hair is by 
correspondence, thus to what holy principle the hair of a Nazn- 
rite corresponds. In like manner neither can it be compre- 
hended whence Samson had strength from bis hair, concerning 
.which he thus speaks to Delilah, " There hath not come a razor 
upon my head, because I am a Nazaritc unto God from my 
mother's womb : if I be shaven my strength will depart from 
me, and I shall become weak, and shall be like another man. 
And Delilah called a man who shaved seven locks of his head, 
and his strength departed from him. And afterwards, when 
the hair of his head began to grow, as it was shaven off, his 
strength returned unto him," (Judges xvi. 17, 10, 22.) Who 
can know, without a knowledge derived from correspondence, 
that the Lord as to the divine natural was represented by the 
Naiarite, and that the Nazaritesbip had no other meaning, 
and that Samson had strength from that representative? lie 
that does not know, and especially that dues not believe, that 
the Word has an internal sense, and that the sense of the 
letter is representative of the things which arc in the internal 
sense, will scarcely acknowledge anything holy in these cir- 
cumstances, whereas the contents are most holy. He that docs 
not know, and especially that does not believe, that the Word 
has an internal sense which is holy, cannot possibly know what 
the following passages bear in their bosom, as in Jeremiah, 
" Truth is perished, and is cut off from their mouth. Cut off 
the hairs of thy Nazaritesbip, and cast them away," (vii. 28, 29.) 
And in Isaiah, "In that day the Lord shall poll by a hired 
razor, in the passages of the river, by the king of Ashur, the 
head and the hairs of the feet, and shall also consume the heard," 
(vii. 20.) And in Micah, " Make thee bald and poll thyself, 
because of the sons of thy delights ; make broad thy baldness, 
like an eagle, because they have migrated from thec," (i. 1G.) 
Moreover, neither will lie know what holiness is involved in 
what is related of Elijah, that he was " a hairy man, and 
girded with a leathern girdle about his loins," (2 Kiu^s i. 8 ;) 
and why the boys, who called Elisba bald, were torn in pieces 
by bears out of the wood (2 Kings ii. 23, 21). Elijah and 
Elisha represented the Lord as to the Word ; thus they repre- 
sented the Word, specifically the prophetic Word; see Preface 
to Genesis, chap, xviii., and n. 27G2 ; the hairiness and the 
leathern girdle signified the literal sense, a hairy man that sense 
as to truths, a girdle of leather about the loins that sense as to 
goods ; for the literal sense is its natural sense, as it is from 
the things which are in the world, and the internal sense is 
the spiritual sense, because it is from the things which are in 
heaven : these two senses are like the internal and external of 
a man, and because there is not an internal without an external, 
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for the external ifl the ultimate of order in which the infernal 
subsists ; therefore it was an affront against the "Word to call 
Eliiha bald, as if lie had been without an external, thus as if 
the Word were without a sense adequate to the apprehension 
of man. From these considerations it may he manifest, that 
all the things of the Word are holy ; hut the holiness, which 
is therein, does not appear to the understanding, except of 
him that is acquainted with its iuterual sense, nevertheless it 
appears to the apperception by influx from heaven to him who 
believes the Word to he holy : such influx is effected through 
the iuterual sense in which the angels arc principled; v.hieh 
Bcnsc, although it is not understood by man, nevertheless affects 
him, because the affection of the angels, who are in that sense, 
is communicated to him ; hence also it is evident, that the Word 
was given to man, that he may have communication with heaven, 
and that the divine truth, which is in heaven, may by influx 
affect him. 

52-18. And changed his garments.— This signifies as to the 
tilings iif the interior natural, by putting on things suitable, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of "to change," as denoting 
to remove and reject ; and (2.] from the signification of " gar- 
ments," as denoting the things of the interior natural, of which 
we shall speak presently : hence it follows, that ho put on things 
suitable, which arc signified by new garments. Garments arc 
frequently mentioned in the Word, and they mean the things 
which arc beneath or without, and which cover those that are 
above or within ; therefore a garment signifies a man's external, 
consequently the natural, for this covers Ins internal and spi- 
ritual; garments specifically signify the truths of faith, because 
these cover the goods of charity: this significative arises from 
the garments with which spirits and angels appear clothed. 
Spirits apjieav in garments without splendor, but angels ill gar- 
ments with splendor, and as it were from splendor; for they 
appear surrounded with splendor, as with a garment, like the 
iiiu'd's garments when he was transfigured, which were like the 
light (Matt. xvii. 2), and like white lightning (Luke ix. 29); 
from their garments also it may lit: kntunt what, the quality of 
spirits and unguis is as to the truth™ of I'aith, ljeenuse these are 
represented by garments, but then they are the truths of faith 
such as their quality is in the natural; their quality in the 
rational appears from the face and its beauty ; the splendor of 
their garments is derived from the good of love and charity, 
which good by trauslueence gives them splendor: from these 
considerations it may be manifest, what is represented by gar- 
ments in the spiritual world, consequently what garments arc 
in the spiritual sense. But the garments which Joseph changed, 
viz., which he put off, were the garments of the pit or prison, 
which garments signify things fallacious and false, which in a 
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state of temptations are excited by evil genii and spirits, there- 
fore his changing garments signifies rejection and change ae to 
the things which are of the interior natural, and the garments 
which he put on were such things as were suitable, therefore 
also the putting on of suitable things is signified. See what 
has been before said and shewn concerning garments., viz., that 
celestial things are not clothed, but spiritual and natural are, 
n. 297. That garments are inferior truths respectively, n. 1073, 
2576. That changing the garments was a representative to 
denote that holy truths were to be put on, whence also came 
changeable garments, n. 4545. That rending the garments 
was a representative of mourning over truth lost and destroyed, 
n. 4703. What is signified by him who entered without having 
on a wedding garment, see n. 2132. 

5249. And came la Pharaoh.— This signifies communica- 
tion with the new natural, as appears (1.) from the significa- 
tion of "coming," as denoting communication by influx; and 
(2.) from the representation of " Pharaoh," as denoting the new 
natural, concerning which sec n. 5079, 5080, 5244. What the 
things which arc contained in this verae involve, is evident from 
what has been already explained; for the subject treated of in 
how Joseph was liberated from the pit, ami came to Pharaoh. 
In the internal sense Joseph represents the Lord as to the celes- 
tial of the spiritual, and Pharaoh represents the natural or ex- 
ternal man : the pit in which Joseph was, represents the state 
of the Lord's temptation as to the celestial of the spiritual ; and 
his being called out of the pit by Pharaoh, signifies the state 
of liberation from temptations, and further the state of influx 
and communication afterwards with the new natural. From 
these considerations it is evident, that in the internal sense is 
here described how the Lord made his natural new, and at 
length Divine. These are the things which occur to tiie thoughts 
of the angels, when these historical are read by man ; it is also 
uni t delightful to them to think such things, for they arc then 
in the divine sphere of the Lord, thus as it were in the Lord; 
and they arc in the perception of the inmost joy, when they 
arc in thought concerning the Lord, and the salvation of the 
human race by the Lord's making the human in himself I >ivinn; 
and in order that the angels might be detained in that most 
celestial joy, and at the same time in wisdom, that divine pro- 
cess is fully described in the internal sense of the Word ; and 
in it is at the same time described the process of man's regene- 
ration, which is an image of the Lord's glorification; see n. 
:tl;!8, :5212, !i2<M, 34!K), 4102. Several may, perhaps, wonder 
what the angels discourse about one among another, conse- 
quently what men discourse about after death who become 
angels ; but let them know, that the subjects of their discourse 
are such things as are contained in the internal scuse of the 
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Word, viz., the Lord's glorification, his kingdom, the church, 
and the regeneration of man hy the good of love and the truth 
of faith, hut that the discourse on these subjects is by arcana, 
which for the most part are ineffable. 

5250. Verses 15, 10. And Pharaoh said to Joseph, I have 
dreamed a dream, and no one inlerpreteth it ; and I have lieard 
of thee, saying, Thou hearest a dream to interpret it. And Joseph 
answered Pharaoh, saying, Not to me; God will answer peace, 
Pharaoh. And Pharaoh said to Joseph, signifies the perception 
of the celestial of the spiritual from the natural r I have dreamed 
a dream, signifies prediction : and no one inlerpreteth it, sig- 
nifies ignorance of what was in it : and I have heard of thee, 
signifies the faculty of the celestial of the spiritual: saying, 
Thou hearest a dream to interpret it, signifies of nppereeiving 
what is ill the things foreseen: and Joseph answered Pharaoh, 
signifies knowledge: saying, Not for me, signifies that it was 
not from the human alone: God will answer peace, Pharaoh, 
signifies from the Divine Human by conjunction. 

5251. And Pharaoh said to Joseph. — This signifies the per- 
ception of the celestial of the spiritual from the natural, as 
appears ( 1 .) from the signification of " to say," in the historicals 
of the Word, as denoting to perceive, which has been frequently 
before noted ; (2.) from the representation of " Pharaoh," as 
denoting the natural, sec n. 5079, 5080, 5095, 5160; and (3.) 
from the represent at ion of " Joseph," as denoting the celestial 
of the spiritual, sec n. 4286, 4592, 4594, 49G3, 5()8(i, 5087, 
51 0B, 5249. The reason why the perception of the celestial 
of the spiritual from the natural is signified, is, because the 
Lord is represented both by Joseph and by Pharaoh ; by Joseph 
as to the celestial of the spiritual, and by Pharaoh as to the 
natural; hence " Pharaoh said to Joseph" signifies the Lord's 
perception from the celestial of the spiritual in the natural : but 
the nature and quality of that perception cannot be explained 
to the apprehension, unless there has first been formed some 
idea concerniug spiritual perception, and concerning the celestial 
of the spiritual, and also concerning the natural, with the quality 
of its distinction from the spiritual. On these subjects some 
observations have already been made, which may be referred to. 

5252. / have dreamed a dream.— This signifies prediction, 
as appears from the signification of "a dream," as denoting 
foresight, and hence prediction, see n. 3698, 5091, 5092, 5104, 
5233; that a dream here denotes prediction, is also evident 
from what follows; for iu the dream there was a prediction con- 
cerning seven years of abundance of provision, and seven years 
of famine. 

5253. And no one inlerpreteth it. — This signifies ignorance 
of what was in it, as appears from the .«is_nii Ileal ion of interpret* 
iug, as denoting what was iu it, see a. 5093, 5105, 5107, 5141 ; 
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hence ignorance of what was in it is signified by "no one 
itili'i pri'tirih it." So out iu ton internal sense is not no one or 
mini', but is a mere negative ; io tlio present case, thercfurr, 
denoting not. thus that it is not known, or that there is ignor- 
ance respecting it. The reason of this is, because in the- in- 
ternal sense there is no respect to any person, or even to any- 
thing determined to a person, see n. 5y2."j, and the expression 
no one or none, involve* something of i*rsiiu in common. 
There are in general three things which disappear from the 
sense of the letter of the Word, when the internal sense is 
unfolded, viz., what is of time, what is of space, and what is of 
person. The reason of this is, because in the spiritual world 
there is neither time nor space; these two being proper to 
nature; on which account also it is said of those who die, that 
they depart out of time, and that they leave the things of time : 
the reason why in the spiritual world there is no respect had to 
anything determined to a person is, because a view to a person 
in discourse contracts and limits the idea, but does not extend 
and render it unlimited; whereas what is extended ami unlimited 
in discourse causes it to be universal, and also to comprehend 
and bo able to express things innumerable and likewise ineffable: 
hence the speech of the angels is of this character, especially the 
speech of the celestial angels, which is respectively unlimited, 
in consequence whereof all their discourse flows into the infi- 
nite and the eternal, consequently into the Divine of the Lord. 

5254. And I have heard of lliee.— This signifies the faculty 
of the celestial of the spiritual. — 'Saving, Thou hearest a 
dream to interpret it."— This signifies [the faculty] of apper- 
cciviui^ what is in the things foreseen, as appears (1.) from the 
si^iifii'iil ion of " to hear of thee," as denoting to appereeivc and 
know that such is the quality, consequently the faculty ; (2.) 
from the representation of " Joseph," to whom those things arc 
said, as denoting the celestial of the spiritual, see n. -1280, 1592, 
4594, 4963, 5086, 5087, 5106; (3.) from the signification of 
" to hear," as denoting to apperceive, see n. 5017 ; (4.) from 
the signification of " a dream," as denoting what is foreseen, 
see just above, n. 5252 ; and (5.) from the signification of " to 
interpret," as denoting what was in it, see also above, n. 5252 ; 
hence it is evident, that " I have heard of thee, saying, Thou 
hearest a dream to interpret it," signifies the faculty of the 
celestial of the spiritual of appereeiving what was in the things 
foreseen. 

5255. And Joseph answered Pharaoh. — This signifies know- 
ledge, as appears from the signification of to answer to anything 
when a question is asked, as denoting to give to know how the 
case is, consequently knowledge. 

5256. Saying, Not io me. — This signifies that it was not from 
the human alone, as may appear from the signification of the 
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csprcssion, Not to me, or not belonging to himself, when the 
Lord is treated of, who is represented by Joseph, as denoting 
that it was not from the human alone, hut from the Divine ; for 
tin: Divine foresees, and consequently knows what is in it : for 
the Lord, when in the world, had foresight and providence even 
in the human, but from the Divine; whereas afterwards, when 
he was glorified, he has them from the Divine alone; for the 
human glorified is Divine. The human considered in itself is 
merely a form recipient of life from the Divine ; but the Lord's 
human glorified, or his Divine Human, is not a form recipient 
of life from the Divine, hut is the very esse of life, and what 
proceeds thence is life. Such an idea the angels have of the 
Lord. Those who at this day come into the other life from the 
Christian Church, almost all have an idea of the Lord as of 
another man, not only separate from the Divine, although they 
also adjoin the Divine to him, but also separate from Jehovah, 
acid what is more, separate also from the holy principle which 
proceeds from him. They say indeed, There is ono God; but 
still they think of three, and actually divide the Divine amongst 
three ; for they distinguish it into persons, and call each God, 
and attribute to each a distinct proprium ; hence it is said of 
Christians in the other life, that they worship three Gods, because 
they think of three, however they say there is one. But those 
who have been Gentiles, and have been converted to Christianity, 
in the other life worship the Lord alone; and this because they 
believed that it could not be otherwise than that the Supreme 
Clod manifested himself on earth as a man, and that the Supreme 
God is a Divine Man; and if they had not such an idea of the 
Supreme God, they could not have any idea of him, thus neither 
could they think about God, consequently they could not know 
him, and still less love him. 

52:"i 7. God will answer peace, Pharaoh. — This signifies from 
the Divine Human by conjunction, as may appear (1.) from what 
was said just above, n. 5256; and (2.) from the signification of 
the " peace" which God will answer, as denoting from the 
Divine Human. That God is the Divine, is evident without ex- 
planation, and that peace in the supreme sense is the Lord, may- 
be seen, n. 8780, 4681. The reason why it is by conjunction 
with the celestial of the spiritual, and thereby with the natural, 
is, because that conjunction is here treated of. 

5258. Verses 17 — 24. And Pharaoh spake to Joseph, In 
my dream, behold J was standing by the bank of a river. And 
behold out of the river there came up seven kine fat in flesh and 
beautiful in form, and they fed in the sedge. And behold seven 
other kine came up after them, thin and very evil inform, and lean 
in flesh ; I have not seen such as them in all the land of Egypt for 
badness. And the lean and evil kine did eat up the seven former 
fat kine. And they came to their entrails; and it was not known 
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that they came to their entrails, and their aspect teas had as in the 
beginning ; and I awoke. And I saw in my dream, and behold 
seven ears of corn came up on one stalk, fall and good. And 
behold seven ears dry, thin, and parched with the east wind, 
budded after them. And the thin ears swallowed up the seven 
good ears : and I said it to the magicians, and no one declared it 
lo me. And Pharaoh spake to Joseph, signifies the thought of 
tlic edestial of the spiritual from the natural : in my dream, sig- 
nifies what was f'i. ire seen in obscurity : behold I was standing bp 
the bank of a river, signifies from boundary to boundary : and 
behold out of the river, signifies that in the boundary : there 
came up seven kine, signifies natural truths : fat in flesh, signifies 
which were of charity : and beautiful in form, signifies which 
were of faith thence derived : and they fed in the ledge, signifies 
instruction : and behold seven other kine came ap after them, 
signifies natural falscs near at himd : thin and very evil inform, 
signifies which were vain and of no faith : and lean in flesh, sig- 
nifies which neither were of charity: I have not seen such as 
them in alt the land of Egypt for badness, signifies such as could 
not in any manner he conjoined with truths and goods : and the 
lean and evil kine did eat up, signifies that the falscs which wore 
not of charity anil faith exterminated : the seven former fat kine, 
■ i^Hilii - the truths of faith grounded in charity : and they came 
lo their entrails, signifies interior extermination : and il was not 
known that they came to their entrails, signifies that the truths of 
good were no longer appcrceived : and their aspect was bad as in 
tin- /,11/i.nihii/. -ii.<iiilics that there was no communication and 
conjunction: and I awoke, signifies a state of illustration : and I 
saw in my dream, signifies what was yet foreseen in obscurity: 
and behold seven ears of corn came up on one stalk, signifies 
natural scientific* conjoined : full and good, signifies to whieh 
the things of charity and faith might be applied: and behold 
seven ears dry, thin' and parched with the east wind, signifies use- 
less scientifics and full of lusts: budded after them, signifies 
appearing near: and the thin ears swallowed up the seven good 
ears, signifies that the useless scientifics exterminated the useful 
scientifics : and I said it to the magicians, signifies consultation 
with interior scientifics : and no one declared it to me, signifies 
that nothing was appcrceived from them. 

5259. And Pharaoh spake to Joseph. — This signifies the 
thought of the celestial of the spiritual from the natural, as ap- 
pears from what was said above, n. 5251, where similar words 
occur, except only that it is there said, Pharaoh said to Joseph, 
whereas here it is said, be spake to him ; for " he said" signifies 
perception, but "he spake" signifies thought, n. 2271, 22X7, 
2(119. The reason why "Pharaoh spake to Joseph" signifies 
the thought of the celestial of the spiritual from the natural, 
and not contrariwise, is, because that which is exterior never 
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thinks from itself, but from what is interior, or, what is the 
same, that which is inferior cannot think except from what ia 
superior, although while what is interior or superior thinks in 
what is exterior or inferior, it appears as if what is exterior or 
inferior thought from itself; this, however, is a fallacy. The 
case herein is like that of a person who sees something in a 
mirror, and does not know that any mirror is there, on which 
occasion he supposes that the thing is where it appears, whereas 
it is not. Now since the celestial of the spiritual is interior or 
superior, and the natural is exterior or inferior, therefore 
" Pharaoh spake to Joseph," in the internal sense, signifies 
the thought of the celestial of the spiritual from the natural. 
In short, nothing which is below has any ability from itself, 
but whatever ability it has, it derives from something superior ; 
and this being the ease, it evidently follows that all ia from the 
Supreme, that is, from the Divine ; consequently, whatever a 
man thinks from the understanding and acts from the will, he 
has from the Supremo or from the Divine, but whatever he 
thinks falsely, or acts cvily, is from the form which he has im- 
pressed upon himself, and what he thinks truly and acta well, is 
from the form which he has received from the Lord ; for it is 
well known that one and the same power and force produces 
different notions according to the constructions in mediums and 
extremes, thus in man life from the Divine produces diverse 
thoughts and actions according to the recipient forms. 

52GO. The things which follow in this scries arc almost the 
same with what have been before explained in this chapter from 
n. SI 95 — 5217, therefore further explanation is needless. 

5261. Verses 25— 27. And Joseph said to Pharaoh, The 
dream of Pharaoh it is one ; what God doeth he hath declared to 
Pharaoh. The seven good kine they are seven years, and the 
seven good ears of corn they are seven years; the dream it is 
one.

— This signifies the perception 
of the natural from the celestial of the spiritual, as appears 
(1.) from the signification of "to say" in the historical* of the 
Word, as denoting to perceive; (2.) from the representation of 
"Joseph," as denoting the celestial of the spiritual; and (3.] 
from the representation of " Pharaoh," as lit noting the natural, 
each of which subjects has been frecpientlv treated 'of above. 

5263. The dream of Pharaoh il is one.— This signifies what 
is alike in both which was foreseen, as appears (I.) from the 
signification of " a dream," as denoting what is foreseen ; sec 
n. 3698, 5001, 5092, 5101, 5233 ; {■>.) from the representation 



nas foreseen concerning the interior natural, and what he 
dreamed concerning the cars of corn was foreseen concerning 
the exterior; and as both nistnr.-d principles in.i : .rb', to c.rr. in 
unity by conjunction, therefore what is alike in both is signified. 

5264. What God doeth he hath declared to Pharaoh.— 
This signifies that it was granted to the natural to apperccive 
what was provided, as appears (1.) from tin: signification of 
" what God doeth," as denoting what is provided, of which we 
shall speak presently; (2.) from tiie signification of " to de- 
clare," ns denoting tn com immicate, and to give lo apper-ceive, 
see n. 3608, 1856; and (3.) from the representation of "Pha- 
raoh," as denoting the natural, see above, n. 52G3 : hence it is 
manifest that " what God doeth he hath declared to Pharaoh," 
signifies that it was given to the natural to nppcrceive what was 
provided. The reason why " what God doeth " denotes what is 
provided, is because all which God, that is, the Lord docs, is 
providence, which, as it is from the Divine, has in it what is 
eternal and infinite ; — eternal because it has no regard to any 
boundary from which it proceeds, or to any boundary to which 
it proceeds ;— infinite, because it regards at once what is uni- 
versal iu every singular, and every singular in what is universal ; 
this is called providence: and whereas 6uch a principle is in 
everything which the Lord docs, therefore his doing cannot be 
otherwise expressed than by the term providence. That in every 
thing which the Lord does there is what is infinite and eternal, 
shall be illustrated, through the divine mercy of the Lord, by 
examples elsewhere. 

5265. The seven good kine they are seven years— This sig. 
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nifics the states of the multiplication of truth in the interior 
natural, as appears (I.) from the ■signification <>f " kine," as 
denoting, in the good sense, the truths of the interior natural, 
fee ii. "il'JM ; and (2.) from the sigiiiliraiion of " years," as de- 
noting states, see n. 182, 187, 1^8, -1<K5, 81(3.— The reason why 
there Merc erven is, because seven signify what is holy, nod 
licncc add holiness to the thing treated of, see n. 3115, 133, 716, 
881 ; they also involve an entire period from beginning to end, 
n. 728; hence it is that lie saw seven kine and seven ears of 
corn in the dream, and afterwards that there were seven years 
of abundance of provision, and seven years of famine ; hence 
also it is that the seventh day was sanctified, and the seventh 
year in the representative church was the sabbatical year, and 
after seven times seven years was the jubilee. The reason why 
seven signify liolv tiling's, is from the signification of numbers 
in the world of "spirits: in that world every number involves 

rionaUy ■mwtuvd'to me ^brj^onVLo^aJDng series, and 
I wondered what they signified, and it was told mc that they 
existed from angelic discourse, and that things likewise are 
sometimes expressed by numbers, which do not appear in 
heaven, but in the world of spirits, where such things are 
presented to the sight. This was known to the most ancient 
men, who were celestial, and discoursed with angels, and hence 
they formed ecclesiastical computation by numbers, whereby 
they expressed universally those things, which bywords they 
expressed individually. What each number however had in- 
volved, did not remain with their posterity, only what is signi- 
fied by the simple numbers, two, three, six, seven, eight, twelve, 
and hence twenty-four, seventy-two, and seventy -seven ; espe- 
cially that seven signifies what is most holy, viz., in the supreme 
sense the Divine itself, and in the representative sense the 
celestial of love ; hence the state of the celestial man was sig- 
nified by the seventh day, n. 81 — 87. That numbers signify 
things, is very manifest from repeated instances of numbers in 
the Word, as from these in the Apocalypse: "He that hath 
intelligence, let him compute the number of the beast, for it 
is the number of a man ; the number thereof is six hundred 
sixty-six," (Rev. xiii. 18;] and again in another place; "The 
angel measured the wall of the holy Jerusalem a hundred and 
forty-four cubits, which is the measure of a man, that is, of 
an angel," (Rev. xxi. 17 ;) the number 144 arises from 12 multi- 
plied into itself, and from these comes the number 72. 

526fi. And the seven good eart of corn they ore seven years. 
— This signifies the states of the multiplication of truth in the 
exterior natural, as appears (1 .) from the Mgnifii alien if ' ears 
of corn," as denoting, in the good sense, scientific*, see n. 5212, 
consequently trutliB of the exterior natural, which are called

noting states ; sec just above, u. 5265 ; what is signified hy 
seven, may also be there seen. 

5267. The dream it is one.— This signifies that each will he 
by conjunction, as appears from what was said above, n. 5263. 

5268. And the seven kine thin and evil coming tip after them, 
they are seven iji nr.'. — 'Id is si^niiii/s lln: -tale- t.i t lie multiplica- 
tion of what is false infesting the interior natural, as appears 
(1.) from the signification of " bine," as denoting in the genuine 
sense truths in the interior natural, see a. 5198, 5265, and, 
in the opposite sense, falses there, see n, 5202; therefore the 
former arc called good kine, and the latter thin and evil ; (2.) 
from the signification of " coming up," as denoting what ia 
protMvssive towards interior things, sec n. 5202; and (3.) from 
t!ir si^iiifk-:itioii of " yc;irs," as ili'imti ti:;- stairs, sit just above, 
II. '' •''■^ -'V seven signify what is holy, so also in the opposite 

Word have also an opposite sense, because the same things 
which arc doing iu heaven, when they flow duini towards he!], 

hence the holy things, winch arc signified by seven, become in 
hell profane. That seven signify both things holy and things 
profaue, may be confirmed from the Apocalypse alone where the 
expression occurs; that they signify holy things, may be con- 
firmed from the following passages : " John to the seven churches : 
grace and peace from him, who is, and who was, und who is to 
come, and from the seven spirits which are before his throne," 
(i. 4.) " These things saith he that hath the seven spirits am\ 
the seven stars," (iii. I.) "Out of the throne went forth seven 
lamps of fire burning before the throne, which are the seven 
spirits of God," (iv. 5.) "I saw upon the right hand of him 
that sat upon the throne a. book written within and on the hack, 
sealed with seven seals," (r. 1.) "I saw, when behold, in the 
midst of the throne, a lamb standing as it were slain, having 
seven horns, and seven eyes, which arc the .wwi spirits of God 
sent forth into the whole earth," (v. G.) " To the seven angels 
were given seven trumpets," (viii. 2.) In the days of the voice 
of the seventh angel the mystery of God was to be consummated," 
(x. 7.) " There came forth seven angels having seven plagues out 
of the temple, clothed in white and shining linen, and girded 
about the breasts with golden girdles: then one of the four 
animals gave to the seven angels seven golden vials," (xv. 6, 7.) 
That seven, in the opposite sense, signify things profaue, is 
evident from the following passages also in the Apocalypse : 
" Behold a great red dragon having seven heads and ten horns, 
and upon his heads seven crowns," (xii. 3.) "I saw a beast 
corning up out of the sea, which had seven heads nnd ten horns, 
and upon his horns ten crowns, but upon his heads the name of 
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blasphemy," (xiii. 1.) " I saw a woman sitting upon a scarlet 
beast, full of names of blasphemy, nutl she had aevm heads, and 
ten horns. Here is intelligence, if any one bath wisdom ; the 
seven heads arc imn mountains, where the woman sitteth upon 
them, and they are ileum kings. The beast which was, and is 
not, he is the eighth kin;.', sinil is of the sevm, and goeth aw ay 
into perdition," (xvii. 3, 9, 11.) 

0263. And /he seven empty em-*, pnrelied with the east wind. 
—This signifies the states of the multiplication of what is false 
infesting the exterior natural, as appears IV.ini the signification of 



5270. Shall be seven years of fa mine.— This signifies the 
defect ami apparent privation of truth, as appears from the sig- 
nification of "famine," as denoting the delect of knowledges, 
see n. 1460, 3364, thus also tho privation of truth; for that 
falscs should exterminate truths, so that it would appear as iF 
they no longrr were, is signified hy the lean and evil kine eating 
up the seven fut kmc, and coming to their entrails, and it was 
nnt known that they came (o their entrails ; also by the thin 
cars of com swalmuii^ nji the seven good curs (verses 4, 7, '20, 
21,31:) n. fciOG, j'-'07, f.217 How it happens that in the 
beginning troth ■■ball be multiplied in each natural, and that 
afterwards it shall so fail as scarcely (o appear, is an arcanum 
which no one i an know, unless he has beeu permitted to kiioiv 
how the ease is with the reformation and regeneration: of man. 
As this subject is treated of in what follows in (he interna! sense-, 
it mav be expedient to make a few previous observations con- 
cerning it. Man, during his reformation, first learns truths 
from the Word or from doctrine, and stores them up in the 
memory: he that cannot be reformed, ljclicves, when be has 
learnt truths and stored them up in the memory, that it is suffi- 
cient ; but he is much deceived: the truths, which be had 
imbibed, arc to be initiated and conjoined with good, and they 
cannot be initialed and conjoined with good, so long as the 
evils of 6clf-love and the love of the world remain in the natural 
man. These loves were the first introducers, with which truths 
cannot be at all conjoined ; therefore, in order that conjunction 
may be effected, the truths introduced and retained by those 
loves are first to be exterminated ; they arc not however exter- 
minated, but are in-drawn so as not to appear, on which account 
wc say the apparent privation of truth. When this is done, the 
natural is then illuminated from within, and in such case the 
evils of self-love and the love of the world depart, and to the 
degree in which they depart, truths arc stored up and conjoined 
with good. The state, when a man is apparently deprived of 
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truths, in the "Word is called desolation, and is also compared 
to the evening, in which a man ia before he comes into tho 
morning; therefore in the representative church the day com- 
menced from the evening. 

6271, Verses 28—32. This is the word which / spake to 
Pharaoh ; what God doeth he hath made Pharaoh see. Behold 
there come seven years of great abundance of provision in all the 
land of Egypt. And there shall arise seven years of famine after 
them, and all the abundance of provision in the land of Egypt 
shall be given to oblivion, and the famine shall consume the land. 
And the abundance rf prurinioa in the land shall not be known 
Ji'uii b/Jhre that famine following, because it trill be very grievous. 
And upon the dream being repealed to Pharaoh twice, [it was] 
lirc/insr Die u'ucil vii.i es/atdixbed j'riim trilh Cud, and God hast- 
eneth to do it. This is the \rnrd which I spake to Pharaoh, sig- 
nifies that which tin: natural thought from the celestial of the 
spiritual : what God doeth, signifies coueerning what is provided : 
he hath made Pharaoh see, signifies the apperception of the 
natural : Heboid there come seven years, signifies states of provi- 
dence : of great abundance of provision in all the land of Egypt, 
signifies tin: multiplication of truth in each natural : and there 
shall arise seven years of famine after them, signifies the follow- 
ing slates when there is a defect of truth : and all the abundance 
of provision in the land of Egypt shall be given to ob/ieion, sig- 
nifies the removal of truth and the apparent privation thereof in 
each natural : and the famine shall consume the land, signifies 
even to desperation : and the abundance of provision in the land 
shall not be known, signifies that nothing shall be there oppcr- 



aceount of such defect: and upon the dream be/uy repealed la 
Pharaoh twice, si-uiiics because it was tim seen concerning each 
natural : [it was] because the word was established from with 
(r'W, sonifies that it is divine: and God hastenelh to do it, sig- 
nifies with every event. 

5272. This is the word which I spake to Pharaoh.— This 
signifies '.hat which the natural thuught from the celestial of 
the spiritual, as appears II.) from the signification of" a word," 
as denoting a thing, of which we shall speak presently; (2.) 
from the signification of " to speak," as denoting to think, see 
n. 2271, 2287, 2610, 5259; (3.) from the representation of 
"Joseph," who here speaks, as denoting the celestial of the 
spiritual; and (1.) from the representation of "Pharaoh," as 
denoting the natural, concerning which representations see 
above. From these significations and representations it is evi- 
dent, that " This is the word which I spake to Pharaoh," signi- 
fies that thing, or that which the natural thought from the 
celestial of the spiritual ; see also n. 5262. The term " word," 
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in the original tongue is expressive of a tiling, hence also divine 
revelation is called the Word, and also the Lord in the supreme 
sense; and the Word, when it is predicated of the Lord, and 
likewise of revelation from him, in the proximate sense signi- 
fies the divine truth, from which all things, which arc things, 
exist. That all things, which are things, have existed and do 
exist by the divine truth which is from the Lord, thus by the 
Wind, is mi arcanum which has not heretofore been discovered : 
it is believed that it means that all things were created by 
God's living and cuiimiaiuliri;:, like a king in his kingdom ; 
this, however, is not what is meant by all things being made and 
created by the Word, but it is the divine truth which proceeds 
from the divine good, that is, which proceeds from the Lord, 
from which all things have existed and do exist. The divine 
truth proceeding from the divine good is the very real itself, 
and the very essential itself, of the universe, which makes nnd 
creates. Few have any other idea respecting the divine truth, 
than as of a word which flows from the month of n speaker, 
and is dissipated in the air. This idea respecting the divine 
truth has produced the opinion that the Word merely means a. 
command, and that all things were made from a command only, 
thus not from any real [thing] which proceeded from the Divine 
of the Lord ; but, as we said, it is the divine truth proceeding 
from the Lord which is the very real and essential itself, from 
which arc all things ; the forms of good and truth are from the 
same ; hut concerning this arcanum, by the divine mercy of the 
Lord, more will be said in what follows. 

5273. What God dotlh. — This signifies concerning what is 
provided, as appears from the signification of " what God doetb," 
as denoting what is provided ; see above, n. G264. 

5274. He hath made Pharaoh see.— Tins signifies the apper- 
ception of the natural, as appears (1.) from the signification of 
" to see," aB denoting to understand and to upperceive ; see u. 
2150, 2325, 2K07, 37G4, 45(57, .1723; and (2.) from the repre- 
sentation of" Pharaoh," as denoting the natural ; see above. 

5275. Behold there come seven years. — This signifies states 
of providence, as appears (1 .) from the signification of " years," 
as denoting states ; see u. 187, 488, 403, 8<)3 ; and (2.) from 
the signification of " to come," as being of providence ; for to 
come and to be done, when predicated of what is divine, or 
of that which God does, denotes that which comes to pass 
from providence, consequently it is of providence; that what 
Ood does is providence, may be seen above, n. 5264, 5273. 
The subject treated of in what follows is the seven years of 
abundance of provision, and the seven years of famine: years 
there signify states,— the years of abundance of provision states 
of the multiplication of truth in the natural, and the years of 
famine states of defect and privation of truth in the natural ; 
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in general, by the seven years of abundance of provision, and 
the seven years of famine in the land of Egypt, in the internal 
sense, are described the slates of man's reformation and rege- 
neration, and in the supreme sense, the states of the glorifica- 
tion uf the Lord's human, In order that these things might 
be represented, such things took place in the land of Egypt ; 
the reason why they took place there was, because the land of 
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reads the Word from affection, whence he also derives what is 
holv. This is the rensou whv such things took place in the land 
of Egypt. 

52T6. Of great abundance of provision in all the land of 
Egypt.— This signifies the multiplication of truth in each 
natural, as appears (I.) from the signification of " abundance 
of provision," as denoting the multiplication of truth, of which 
we shall speak presently ; and (2.) from the signification of 
"Egypt," as denoting each natural; for Egvpt signifies science ; 
see n. 1164, 1165, 1186, 1162, 1719, liilil, 'f'j66; and therefore 
also the natural is signified, because what is in the natural is 
called scientific : then tore, the land, of I'u'yp-. deneic^ the na- 
tural mind in which the scientific principle is; hence "oil the 
laud of Egypt" signifies each natural, \'v/.., the interior and the 
exterior : that the natural is both interior and exterior, see n. 
5118,5126. The reason why " abundance of provision" signi- 
fies ilic multiplication of truth is, because it is opposed to 
famine, which signifies a defect of truth j the expression, which 
in the original tongue means abundance of provision, is one to 
which famine is opposed, and signifies, in the internal sense, a 
full store and sufficiency of knowledges, because famine signi- 
fies the defect thereof. Knowledges arc those truths of the 
natural man which he has not yet appropriated, and the mul- 
tiplication of sueh truths is here meant : knowledges do not 
become truths with a man, until they are acknowledged in the 
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privation of truth, nothing else is signified but desperation, tor 
in such cose in a spiritual manner there ensues consumption. 
In tliis passage is described a state of desolation bv the priva- 
tion of truth, the lust of which state is desperation.

5277. And there shall arise seven years of famine after them, 
— This signifies subsequent states when there is a defect of truth, 
as appears (I.) from the signification of " years," as denoting 
states; seen. AWi, -IH7, .1«8,-J1>3, 8!>3 ; and (2.) from the significa- 
tion of " famine," as denoting a defect of knowledges ; sec n. 
I 10(1, 330-1- ; and (3.) from the signification of "after them," as 
denoting the following. 

5278. And all the abundance of provision in the land of 
Egypt shall be given to oblivion.— -This signifies the removal 
of truth and the apparent privat ion thereof in each natural, as 
appears (I.] from the signification of "forgetting or giving to 
oblivion," as denoting removal and hence apparent privation ; 
(2.) from the signification of " the abundance of provision," as 
deiioiin^ the multiplication of truth, or truth multiplied ; see 
just above, n. 5276; and (3.) from the signification of "the 
laud of Egypt," as denoting the natural mind or the natural 
[principle] of man, in the present case each [principle], as 
above, u. 527f>. The reason why to forget or to give to oblivion 
denotes removal or apparent privation is, because such is the 
case with the memory and with thought theucc derived. Those 
things which arc the subjects of a man's thought, are imme- 
diately under hie view, aud the things which arc in affinity 
with such subjects, present themselves in order around, even 
to the things ii.it in affinity which arc most remote, and in such 
case in oblivion : the things which arc opposite are thence sepa- 
rated, and hang downwards, aud present themselves beneath, and 
actus an equilibrium to those which arc above: this orderly 
arrangement is effected by the good which flows in : so it is with 
all a man's thoughts. That this is the case is manifest from 
thoughts in the other life ; for tlionglil > there «ometirnea present 
themselves visible in the light of heaven, and then such appears 
to he the form of their arrangement. Hence it maybe evident, 
that to forget, iu the internal sense, denotes removal and appa- 
rent privation. 

5279. And the famine shall consume the land.—Thh signi- 
fies even to desperation, as appears (1.) from the significa- 
tion of "a famine," as denolin;: a delect of knowledges, and 
hence the privation of truth; see above, n. 5277, 5278; and 
(2.) from the signification of "land," in the present case the 
land of Egvpl, as denoting the natural mind; sec also above, 
n. 5276, 5278. The reason why it denotes even to desperation 
is, because it is said, "the famine shall consume the land;" 
for when the land signifies the natural mind, and a famine the 
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privation of truth, nothing else is signified but desperation, for 
in such case in a spiritual manner there ensues consumption. 
In this passnge is described a state of desolation by the priva- 
tion of truth, the last of which state is desperation. The reason 
why (1 toleration is the last of that state is, because thereby is 
removed the delight of self-love and the love of the world, and 
in the place thereof is insinuated the delight of the love of good 
and of truth ; with those who are about to bo regenerated de- 
speration relates to the spiritual life, consequently to the priva-

52HO. And the abundance of provision in the land shall 
not be known. — This signifies that nothing shall be there ap- 
perceived concerning the truth which was before, as appears 
(1.) from the signification of "to be known," as denoting to 
he apperceived ; (2.) from the signification of " abundance of 
provision," as denoting truth multiplied, see above, n. 527G, 
5278; aud (:(.) from the signification of " the land " [or earth], 
in the present case the laud of Egypt, as denoting the natural 
mind, see also above, it. fiSTO, TiJTH, ,";^,"!) ; hence it is evident, 
that " the abundance of provision in the land shall not be 
known," signifies that nothing of the former truth shall be 
apperceived in the natural. The subject treated of in this 
verse is the last state of desolation, when there is desperation, 
which takes place nest before regeneration; aud as this is the 
subject treated of in this verse, it may be expedient to shew 
how the case is. Every man must be reformed, and he born 
anew or regenerated, that he may come into heaven ; for no one, 
unless he be born again, can see the kingdom of God (John 
iii. 3, 5, 6) : man is horn into sin, which is increased in a long 
scries from parents, grandfathers, and ancestors, and is become 
hereditary, and thereby transferred into the offspring; every 
man that' is born, is born into so many horcditary evils, which 
have thus successively increased, in consequence whereof he is 
nothing but sin ; therefore, unless he becomes regenerated, be 
remains wholly in sin as to every power and faculty; but in 
order to be regenerated, he must first be reformed by the truths 
of faith ; for he ought to learn from the Word, and from doc- 
trine thence derived, what good is. The knowledges of good 
[ram the Word or from doctrine thence derived, are called truths 
of faith ; for all the truths of faith have their source in good, and 
flow to good, sioce they respect good as an end. This is the first 
state, and is called the state of reformation ; into this state the 
generality of those who are in the church are introduced from in- 
fancy even to youth, and yet but few are regenerated ; tin 1 the 
generality of those who are in the church learn the truths of faith 
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or the knowledges of good with a view to reputation and honor, 
and with a view to gain, as their end; when, therefore, the 
truths of faith have been hit roil need by ilio^c loves, the man 
cannot be born anew or regenerated, until those loves are re- 
moved. In order that they may be removed, the man is let 
into a state of temptation, which is rlt'i'ctcd in this manner: 
those loves are excited by the infernal crew, who are always 
desirous to live in them; hut in such esse the angels excite the 
affections of truth and good, which have been insinuated from 
infancy in a state of innocence, and have afterwards been stored 
up and preserved for this use; hence arises a combat between 
the evil spirits and the angels, which the man fuels as tempta- 
tion ; anil as on such occasion truths and goods are the subjects 
of combat, the truths which had been before insinuated, are as 
it were exterminated bv false* injected from evil spirits, so that 
they do not appear ; see above, u. 52GS— 5270 ; and then in 
proportion as the man suffers himself U> lie regenerated, the 
light of truth from good is insinuated into the natural from 
the Lord bv an internal way, into which light the truths are 
sent in due 'order. This is the case with the niau who is rege- 
nerated : few however at this day are admitted into this state. 
All indeed, so far as they allow it, begin to be reformed by 
instruction in the truths and goods of spiritual life ; but as 
soon as they come to the age of youth, they suffer themselves 
to be carried away by the world, and thus go and take part 
with infernal spirits, by whom they are gradually alienated 
from heaven, so that they scarcely believe any longer that there 
is a heaven, and consequently they cannot he let into any spi- 
ritual temptation ; for if they were let into it, they would 
instantly sink under it, in which case their last state would be 
worse than the first (Matt. xii. 45). From these considerations 
it may appear how the case is with what is here contained in 
the internal sense, ns to the state of reformation and the state 
of regeneration : in this verse is described the last state of 
temptation, which is- a state of desperation ; concerning which 
state sec just above, n. 5279. 

5281. From before that famine following, because it will 
be very gricvaux, — This signifies on account of such defect, 
as appears (I.) from the signification of" a famine, " as denoting; 
a defect of the knowledges of good, consequently a defect of 
truth, see above, n. 5277, ~>:'.7X, and lastly desperation on 
account of such defect, n. 5279 ; and (:>.} from the signification 
of " very grievous," as denoting great. The subject here con- 
tinued is the last slate of desolation, which is a state of despera- 
tion, and its increasing ^ricvomne^; concern] ri; "hi eh see above, 
n. 5279. 

5282. And upon the dream being repealed to Pharaoh twice. 
—This signifies because it was foreseen concerning eacli na- 
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tural, as appears (1.) from tlie signification of "a dream," as 
denoting what is foreseen ; see n. 3G98, 5091, 5092, 0104; 
(2.) from the representation of " Pharaoh," as denoting the 
natural; see n. 5079, 5080, 5095, 5160; and (3.) from the sig- 
nification of "being repeated twice," as denoting concerning 
each natural, via., the interior and the exterior ; that the natural 
is twofold, interior and exterior, see n. 5118, 5126; concerning 
the interior natural it was foreseen in the first dream of the 
kine, n. 5198, 5202; and concerning the exterior in the other 
dream of the cars of corn, n. 5212 ; hence it is that being re- 
puted twice denotes each. 

5283. [It waii] because the word is established from with 
God. — This signifies that it is divine, as may appear without ex- 
planation ; for a word, when it is predicated of God, is divine 
truth ; nnd when it is said that this ia established from God, it 
signifies that it will come to pass at all events. 

5284. And God hasteneth to do it.— This signifies with every 
event, as appears (1.) from the signification of " doing," when it 
is predicated of God, as denoting providence ; see n. 526*, hence 
also denoting the event, for what is of the divine providence 
certainly conies to pass; and (2.) from the signification of 
" hastening to do," as denoting every event ; to hasten or haste 
in the internal sense denotes not what is quick, hut what is 
certain, and also what is full, thus with every event; for haste 
involves time, and in the spiritual world there is not time, but 
instead of time there is state; thus the haste of time there 
relates to a correspondent quality of state, and the quality of 
state that corresponds is, that there arc several things which arc 
together efficient, from which results a certain and full event. 

5285. Vcrses33— 36. Andnow let Pharaoh see a man intelli- 
gent and wise, and appoint him over the land of Egypt. Let 
Pharaoh do [this], and let him set governors over the land, and 
let him take the fifth of the land of Egypt ia the seven years of 
abundance of provision. And let them nather all the food of those 
good years that are coming, and let them lay Jip corn under the 
hand of Pharaoh, food in the cities, and let them guard it. And 
lei the food be for a store to the land, for the seven years of famine 
which shall be in the land of Egypt ; and the land shall not be 
cal off in the famine. And now let Pharaoh see, sigoifics 
the looking forward of the natural : a man [vir] intelligent and 
wise, signifies concerning in-flowing truth and good: and ap- 
point him over the land of Egypt, signifies which will bring all 
things in the natural mind into orderly arrangement : let 
Pharaoh do [thus], signifies further looking forward : and let 
him set governors- over the land, signifies the orderly arrange- 
ment of things common [or general] in the natural ; and let 
him take the fifth of the land of Egypt, signifies which arc to be 
preserved and afterwards stored up : in the seven years of abun- 
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dance of provision, signifies which were insinuated at those 
times when goods with truths were multiplied: and hi them 
gather all the fund, signifies iill things which are of use: of those 
yood years that are coming, sigiii[ie& which are to be imbibed at 
those times : and let them lay up com, signifies every good of 
truth at the same time: tinder the hand of Pharaoh, signifies for 
necessity and consequent disposal in the natural : food in the 
cities, signifies such thinj-s in the interiors of the, natural mind, 
and let them guard it, signifies there to be -torcd up : and let the 
food be for a store to the land, signifies ibm it should be there 
for every use. of the natural: for lite seven years of famine, 
signifies according to necessity in cases of deficiency : tehirh 
shall be in the land of h'.gypt, signifies which ahull he in the- 
natural ; and the land shall not he rat qff in tltr famine, signifies 
lot msu should perish. 

5286. And now let Pharaoh see.— This signifies the looking 
forward of the natural, as appears from the signification of " to 
see," as denoting to look forward ; for to sec here involves an 

something to be done, it signifies to understand and appcrccive, 
as was shewn, n. 21f>0, m)T, HTM, 3863, 4403 — U;>1, 

4567, 4723, 5114. With the Inoking forward of the natural 
the case is this: a man's natural [principle], or his natural 
mind, which is beneath his rational iniml, (hies not haik'forward 
from itself, neviTi hcle.-s ii. appears as if it was from itself, bin its 
looking forward is from an interior principle, which looks forward 
in au e.v-terior, almost as a man views himself in a mirror, iu. 
which the image appears as if it were there. This is also 
exhibited in the internal sense by the circumstance of Joseph's 
speaking it to Pharaoh, and by Joseph's repi-e-eniii!^ the celestial 
of the spiritual which is the interior, nud by Pharaoh's repre- 
senting the natural which is the exterior, and Joseph seemed 
to Pharaoh to be that very man (vir) intelligent and wise, who 
is here spoken of. 

5287. A man intelligent and wise.— This signifies concerning 
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it ia also determined to n tiling, and abides therein ; but in pro- 
portion as it is not determined to such things, but to things 
abstractedly from them, in the same degree it is determined 
from a thing, and it is extended out of itself, and the view 
becomes of a higher kind, consequently more universal. This 
appears manifest from man's thought; so far as it respects the 
expressions of a speaker, so far as it dors nut respret his meaning ; 
and so far as in itself it respects the particulars of memory, and 
abides therein, so far as it does not perceive the qualities of 
things; and still more, so far a? in particular things it respects 
itself, so far it contracts tin- thoughts, and removes itself from 
a universal view of things : hence in proportion as any one loves 
himself more thau others, in the same proportion as he is less 
wise. Hence now it is evident, why things abstracted from 
persons are signified, in the internal sense, by those things u hieli 
are determined to persons in the sense of the letter : see also n. 
5225. In the Word throughout a distinction is made between 
wisdom, intelligence, and -eieuee ; by wisdom is meant what is 
from good, by intelligence what is from truth, and by science 
each in man's natural, as in Moses : " I have filled lic/.aleel with 
tin: spirit of God, as to wisdom, as to intelligence, and as to 
science, aud as to every work," (Exod. xxxi. 2, 3 ; xxxv. 30, 31.) 
And again ; " Give to yourselves men wise, intelligent, and 
knoviiirj, aeeorriing to your tribes, that I may place them for 
your heads," (Dent. i. 13.) 

5288. And set hint over the land of Egypt.— This signifies 
which will bring all things in the natural mind into orderly 
arrangement, as appears (1.) from the signification of " to set 
over" anything, as denoting to set one over to preserve order, 
thus also to bring into order ; and (2.) from the signification of 
" the land of Egypt," as deuoting the natural mind j sec above, 
n. 5276, 5278, 5279 ; by Aim is here meant a man intelligent 
aud wise, who signifies truth and good : hence it is evident, that 
those words signify, that 
into orderly arrangement 
are what give orderly arr 
mind, for they flow in froi 
He that is not acquainted how the 
faculty, and how a man c 
think analytically, form > 

them to the will, and by tne win to act, — suen a one sees noiiuog 
to wonder at herein ; he supposes that all things thus floiv 
naturally, and is not at all aware that all things are from influx 
through heaven from the Lord, and that a man without such in- 
flux cannot think at all, and that on the cessation of influx, all 
thought ceases ; hence also he docs not know, that the good 
flowing in through heaven from the Lord arranges all things in 
order, and forms them to a resemblance of heaven so far as the 
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man suffers it, and that hence thought flows agreeably to ttie 
heavenly form. The heavenly form is that into which the 
heavenly societies are arranged, and the heavenly societies arc 
arranged according to the form induced by the good and truth 
which proceeds from the Lord. 

5289. Let Pharaoh do Mis.— This signifies further looking 
forward, as appears from what was explained above, n. 5286. 

5390. And let him set governors over the land.— This si-nilics 
the orderly arrangement of things common [or general] in the 
natural, as appears {!.) from the signification of " to set over," 
as denoting to arrange in order; (2.) from the signification of 
•• governors," as denoting things common, of which we shall 
speak presently ; and (3.) from the signification of " the land," 
in the present case the land of Egypt, as denoting the natural 
mind ; see just above, n. 5288. The reason why governors 
denote things common is, because things common [or general] 
are those which comprehend particulars; see n. 917, 1269, 
43-jVi , m:>, I3S:1, 520H; but princes signify primaries; 

a. 1482, 2089, 5041. 

5291. And let him take a fifth of the land.— This signifies 
which are to be preserved and afterwards stored up, as appears 
from the signification of taking the fifth, as here involving the 
same as tithing or taking a tenth, which n the Word signifies 
to make remains ; and to make remains is to gather truths aud 
goods, and afterwards to store them up : that remains are goods 
aud truths stored up by the Lord in the interior man, see n. 
468, 530, 360, 561, 661, 1050, 1906, 228 4, 6185; and that 
tenths in the Word signify remains, n. 676, 1738, 2280; in like 
manner ten, u. 1906, 2281; hence also five, which number is 
the half of ten. The half aud the double, as to numbers in the 
Word, involve the same ; thus twenty the same as ten, and four 
the same as two, six as three, twenty-four as twelve, and so

thousand and a hundred signify much, may be seen, n. 2575, 
26:.i6 ; that lience also ten signify ninth, may be seen, n. 3107, 
4638; from this ground it is that five signify a iittle and also 
somewhat, n. CIS, 4038: the number five 'signifies remains, 
when it relates to ten, for ten signify remains, as was said above. 
That all numbers in the Word signify things, may he seen n. 
575, 647, 648, 755, 813, 1963, l'Jss,' :><)7r>, 2:?r.:J, .'1252, 4264, 
4495, 4070, 5265. He that does not know that there is any 
internal sense of the Word, which does cot appear in the letter, 
will be altogether surprised to hear that numbers in the Word 
also signify things, especially because he cannot form any 
spiritual idea from numbers; but that nevertheless numbers 
flow from the spiritual idea which the angels have, may be seen, 
n. 5265 ; what the ideas and things are, to which numbers 
correspond, may indeed be known, but what the ground of that 
correspondence is, is yet a secret ; as what is the ground of the 
correspondence of twelve with all the things of faith, and of the 
correspondence of seven with tilings holy, also of the corre- 
spondence of ten, and likewise of live, with the goods and truths 
stored np in the interior man by the Lord and so forth. It is 
enough, however, to know that there is a correspondence, and 
that from such correspondence all the numbers in the Word 
signify something in the spiritual world, consequently that the 
Divine inspired lies stored up therein ; as for example, in the 
following passages where mention is made of five: as in the 
Lord's parable concerning the man who " went into a far 
country, and delivered to his servants his property, to one Jive 
talents, to another two, and to a third one ; and he that had 
received Jive talents, traded with them, and gained other Jive 
talents; in like manner he that had received two, gained other 
two ; hut he that had received one, hid his Lord's silver in the 
earth," {Matt. ixv. 14, and following verses.) He that does not 
think beyond the literal sense, cannot know hut that the 
numbers, five, two, and one, were assumed merely to give a neat- 
ness to the history of the parable, and that they have no further 
meaning, whereas there is an arcanum contained even in the 
numbers themselves ; for by the servant who received fivo 
talents, arc signified those who have admitted goodB and truths 
from the Lord, thus who have received remains; by him who 
rro/ivnd two arc signified those who in advanced age have 
adjoined charity to faith ; and by him who received one, those 
who have received faith alone without charity ; concerning the 
latter it is said, that he hid his Lord's silver in the earth, for by 
the silver, which is predicated of him, in the internal sense is 
signified the truth of faith, u. 1551, 2954; for faith without 
charity cannot produce gain, or bear fruit : such are the things 
involved in those numbers. In like manner in the other parables, 
as concerning the man that weDt into a far country to take to 
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lo themselves the truths of faith, and do not conjoin them to 
the Roods of Charity, in which ease there is no Rain or fruit. 
In like manner where those numbers are mentioned by the 
Lord in other places, as concerning one who was called to the 
supper, anil said, " I have bought five yoke of oxen, and I goto 
prove them," (Luke xiv. 19 ;) and concerning the rich man vtho 
said to Abraham, " I have five brethren, let him be sent to tes- 
tify unto tbcm, lest they eomc into this place of torment," 
(Luke xvi. 28.) Concerning tlic ten virgins, of whom five were 
prudent, and five foolish (Matt. xxv. 1 — 13). In like manner 
in these words of the Lord ; " Think ye that I am come to give 
peace on the earth ? I say to you, nay, but division ; for from 
henceforth there shall be five in one house divided, three against 
two, and two against three," (Luke la, 51, 52 ;) and also in the 
very historical circumstance of the Lord's feeding five thousand 
men with five have* and two fishes ; and of his commanding 
them to lie down by hundreds and by fifties ; and of their 
gathering twelve baskets of fragments after they had eaten 
(Matt. xiv. 15—21; Mark vi. 38, and the following verses; 
Lukeii. 12—1"; John vi. 5— 13). In these passages, inasmuch 
as thev are historical, it can scarce be believed that the numbers 
iii'i 1 si^iiilicative, ns the number five thousand, which was that 
of the men, also the number live which was that of the loaves, 
and the number two which was that of the fishes, and likewise 
the number a hundred, and the number fifty, which was that 
of the companies which sat down, and lastly the number twelve, 
which was that of the baskets containing "the fragments, when 
yet in each there is an arcanum : for each of the circumstances 
here recorded happened of providence, to the end that divine 
things might be represented. In the following passages also, 
five signify such things in the spiritual world as they correspond 
with, in each sense, the genuine and the opposite ; as in Isaiah : 
" Gleanings of grapes shall be left in it, as in the shaking of 
the olive-tree, two or three berries in the head of a branch, four 
or five in the fruitful branches," (ivii. 6, 7.] Again : " In that 
day there shall he five cities in the land of Egypt speaking with 
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the lips of Canaan, and Bwearing to Jehovah Zebaoth," (xix. 18.) 
— Again : " One thousand before the rebuke of one ; before the 
rebuke ofJ!i'e Bhall ye flee; till ye be left as a mast on the head 
of a mountain, and as a sign upon a hill," (\\\. 17.) — And in 
the Apocalypse : "The fifth angel sounded: then I saw a star 
fall from heaven unto the earth ; and to him was given the key 
of the bottomless pit." To the locusts which came forth thence 
it was said, that they should not kill the men who hail not the 
seal of God on their foreheads, but should torment tlicm live 
months (ix. 1, 4, 5, 10.) Again : " Here is intelligence, if anv 
one hath wisdom. The seven heads arc seven mountains, where 
the women sitteth upon thenL ; and there arc se;-i-n kin;;-, Jin: 
have fallen, and one is, the other is not yet come, ami when he 
Cometh, he must continue a short time," (Apoc. xvii. 9, 10.) 



years to twenty (Levit. xxvii. 1—9). Also! " If a field was to 
be redeemed, a fifth should h<> adih-d (Levit. xxvii. 19.) If the 
tenths were redeemed, a fifth also should be added (Levit. xxvii. 
31). The superfluous first-born were to be redeemed for five 
shekels (Numb, iii. 4G to the end). The first-born of au unclean 
beast should be redeemed by adding a fifth (Levit. xxvii. 27). 
In certain transgressions instead of a fine a fifth should be 
added (Levit. xxii. 14 ; xxvii. 13, 15 ; Numb. v. 6—8). " If a 
man should steal an ox or a sheep, and kill it or sell it, he 
should restore five oxen for an ox, and four sheep for a sheep," 
(Exod. xxii. 1.) That the number five contains in it a heavenly 
arcanum, and the same as ten, is evident from the cherubs, 
concerning which It is thus written in the first boob of the 
Kings : Solomon made in the holy place " two cherubs of olive 
wood : ten cubits was the height of each ; five cubits was the 
wing of one ehcrub, and five cubits was the wing of the other 
cherub : ten cubits was from the borders of the wings of the one 
even to the borders of the wings of the other ; thus tea cubits 
was the cherub ; both cherubs had one measure ami one propor- 
tion," (vi. 23 — 25.) It is also evident from the iavers about the 
temple, and from the candlesticks, concerning which it is written 
iu the same book : " Five bases of the Iavers were set near the 
shoulder of the house to the right, and five near the shoulder of 
the house to the left : also five candlesticks were set on the right, 
and five on the left, before the holy place," (vii. 39, 49.) The 
brazen sea was ten cubits from laver to lavcr, and five cubits in 
height, and thirty cubits in circumference," (chap. vii. 23.} 
This was io order that holy things might be signified as well by 
the numbers tea and five, as by thirty ; which number of the 
circumference does not indeed geometrically answer to the dia- 
meter, but still it spiritually involves that which is signified by 
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the compass of that vessel. That all numbers signify things in 
the spiritual world, is very manifest from the numbers in Ezckiel, 
where the new earth, the new city, and the new temple are 
treated of, which the angel measured as to particulars ; ace 
chapters xl, — xlviii. A description of almost all the holy things 
therein is exhibited by numbers; therefore he thut does not 
know what those numbers involve, can know scarcely anything 
of the arcana contained therein. The numbers ten and five 
occur at chap. xl. 7, 11, 48 j xli. 2, 9, 11, 12; xlii. 4; slv. 11, 
14; besides the multiplied numbers, — twenty -five, fifty, five 
hundred, and five thousand : that the new earth, the new city, 
and the new temple there, signify the Lord's kingdom in the 
heavens, and hence his church on the earth, is manifest from all 
the particulars there recorded. These particulars are adduced 
concerning the number live, because the subject here treated 
of, and in wluii follows, is the hind of Egypt, — that in the seven 
years of abundance a fifth part of the provision was to be col- 
lected there, and to be preserved for the use of the following; 
years of famine : hence it has been shewn, that a fifth part 
signifies goods and truths from the Lord stored up with man, 
and reserved for use when there shall be a famine, that ia, 
when there shall be a defect and privation of good and truth : 
for unless such things frosn (tie Lord were stored up with man, 
there would be nothing to elevate him in a state of temptation 
and vastation, consequently nothing whereby he could be rege- 
nerated ; thus he would be without the nieans of salvation in 
the other life. 

5292. In the seven years of abundance of provision. — This 
signifies which were insinuated at those times when truths with 
goods were multiplied, as appears (1.) from the signification of 
" years," as denoting states, and ncuco also times, of which we 
shall speak presently; and (2.) from the signification of "abun- 
dance of provisions," as denoting the multiplication of truth, or 
truth multiplied ; concerning which see above, n. 5276, 5278, 
5280 ; in the present case therefore truths with goods multiplied, 
because truths arc nothing without goods, and truths are not 
stored up in the interior man (on which subject see just above, 
a. 5291), except such as arc conjoined with goods. The reason 
why years signify not only states but also times, is, because 
years in the internal sense signify entire states, that is, entire 
periods from the beginning of a state to the end. These periods 
cannot be otherwise expressed than by times, or be otherwise 
conceived by thoBe who are in time, than as times : that years 
and days are both states aud times, maybe seen, n. 23, 487, 488, 
493, 893, 2906. 

5293. And lei them galher all the food.— This signifies all 
tilings which are of use, as appears (1.) from the signification of 
" to gather," as denoting to bring together and preserve ; and 
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(2.) from the signification of " food," as denoting the things 
which are of use. Food in the internal bcubc properly signifies 
the things which nourish the soul of man, that is, which nourish 
him after the life of the body; for he then lives a soul or spirit, 
and no longer lias need of material food, as in the world, but of 
spiritual food, which is all that which is of use, and which con- 
duces to use. What conduces to use is to know what is good 
and true; what is of use is to will and to do what is good and 
true; these are the things whereby the angels are nourished, and 



sense is everything which is of use is, because every exercise of 
man's faculty as to knowing, and as to understanding and 
growing wist:, mid tliiTehv as to willing, ought to regard use as 
its end ; hence the quality of his life is according to the qualitv 
of his use. That food or meat in the internal sense is everything 
which is of use, is evident from these words of the Lord : " Jesus 
said to his disciples, I have meat to eat which ye know not of ; 
the disciples said one to another, Hath any one brought him to 
eat ? Jesus saitb unto them, My meal is to do the will i,f him 
that sent me, and to finish his work," (John iv. 32—31.) And 
in another place : " Labor not for the meal which periihefh, but 
for the meal which endure th unto everlasting life, which the Sou 
of man will give uuto vou ; for him hath God the Father scaled," 
(John vi. 27.) 

5294. Of those good years that are coming. — This signifies 
which are to be imbibed at those times, as appears from the sig- 
nification of " years," as denoting states and also times ; sec just 
above, n. 52'J2. The good years that are coming are therefore 
those times when truths with goods are multiplied, which are 
signified by the seven years of abundance of provision. 

5295. And let them lay up corn. — This signifies every good 
of truth at the name time, as appears (1.) from the signification 
of " to lay up," as denoting to gather together and at the same 
time to preserve ; and (2.) from the signification of " corn," as 
denoting natural good; sec n. 3580; in the present case the 
good of truth which is in the natural ; the good of truth is truth 
in the will and act. The reason why corn denotes good is, 
because a field in the spiritual sense denotes the church ; and 
hence the things relating to a field, as seed, seed-time, harvest, 
standing corn, grain, and also a spike or ear of corn, besides 
wheat, barley, and several other specific kinds of grain, denote 
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such things as relate to the church : and all the things relating- 
to the church have reference to good and truth. 

529G. Under the hand of Pharaoh.— This signifies for neces- 
sity and consequent disposal in the natural, as appears (1 .) from 
the signification of " the hand," as denoting power ; see n. 878, 
3387, 4931 — 4937 ; hence under the hand denotes for disposal 
in every necessity, for what is in (he power of any one, is at his 
disposal ; and (2.) from the representation of " Pharaoh," as 
dun i j tin;; the natural; concerning which see above. 

5297. Food in the citiei.— This signifies such things in the 
interiors of the natural mind, as appears (1.) from the signi- 
fication of " food," as denoting all things which are of use, thus 
truths and goods ; see above, n. 521)3; and (2.) from the sig- 
nification of " cities," as denoting the interiors of the natural 
mind. Cities in the universal sense signify the doctrinals of 
the church; sec u. 402, 2M!>, 2451, 2712, 2943, 3216, 
4492, 4403 ; but in the particular sense they signify the in- 
teriors of man where doctrinals are, or rather where truths are 
conjoined to good. That the truths and goods appertaining to 
man form as it were a city, see n. 358t; hence the man him- 
self, in whom is the church, is called the city of God. The 
signification of a city is like that of a house : iu the universal 
sense a house signifies good, but in the particular sense it sig- 
nifies a man, n. 3128, and specifically his mind as to good and 
truth conjoined there, n. 3538, 4973, 5023; and a house, with 
its apartments, out-houses, and courts, is a city in the least 
form. The interiors of the natural mind are signified by cities 
in Isaiah : " In that day there shall be Jive cities in the land of 
Egypt, speaking with the lips of Canaan, and swearing to Jeho- 
vah Zebaoth," (six. 18;) and the goods and truths which are 
in the interiors, are signified liy the <;itius in the Lord's parable 
in Luke : He said unto him that by the pound had gained ten 
pounds, Well dune, thou good servant ; because thou hast been 
faithful in that which is least, hare thou authority over ten citiei ; 
and he said to another that had gained five pounds, Be thou 
also over five citiei (xuc. 17 and following verses). In the pre- 
sent case, therefore, by laying up food in the cities and guarding 
it, is signified that truths conjoined to gotid were to be stored up 
in the interiors of the natural mind ; which truths and goods, 
when they are there stored up, are called remains, in which the 
veriest life of the spiritual man consists, and from which a man 
is spiritually nourished in all necessity and need, that is, in all 
spiritual famine. 

5298. And let them guard it.— This signifies there to be 
stored up, as appears from the signification of " to guard," as 
denoting to store up, viz., in the interiors of the natural mind, 
which arc signified by cities, concerning which see just Bbove, n. 
5297. 
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5290. And let the food be for a store to the land.— this sig- 
nifies that it should bo there for every use of the natural, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of "food," as denoting goods 
and truths; sec above, u. 5293; (2.) from the signification of 
"for a store," as denoting what is laid up for every use, because 
for. the use of the following years of famine; and (3.) from the 
signification of "the land," in the present case the loud of 
Egvpt, ns denoting the natural mind, concerning which see also 
above, n. 5276, 5278, 5279, 5288. 

5300. For the seven years of famine.— This signifies accord- 
ing to necessity in cases of deficiency, as appears from the sig- 
nification of "famine," as denoting n ilnliciniey of truth, con- 
cerning which see above, n. 5277, 5278 ; that in such case it is 
for necessity, is evident; for years in the internal sense denote 
states, as has been occasioiudly shewn above, in the present case 
therefore " for those years " denotes for those states when there 

5301. y Which shall be in the land of Egypt— This signifies 
which shall be in the natural, as appears from the signification 
of " the land of Egypt," as denoting the natural mind ; see 
n. 5276, 5278, 5279, 5288. We speak both here and in other 
places of the natural, anil thereby we mean the natural mind ; 
for man has two minds, the rational mind and the natural 
mind ; the rational mind is of the internal man, but the natural 
mind is of the external man ; this latter mind or man is what 
is meant by the natural simply so called. That the mind is the 
real man himself, will be seen in what now follows. 

5302. And the land shall not be cat off in the famine.— This 
signifies lest man should perish, viz., by defect of truth, as 
appears (1.) from the si^niiieutiou of " being cut off," as denot- 
ing to perish; aud (2.) from the signification of "the laud," 
in the present case the land of Egypt, as denoting the natural 
mind ; see just above, n. 5301 ; and because it denotes the 
natural mind, it denotes the man himself, for a man is a man 
from his mind, since the mind itself constitutes the man, and 
such as the mind is such is the man; by the mind is signified 
a man's intellectual and will- principle, consequently his veriest 
life. The thoughtless and inconsiderate suppose that a man 
is a man from his external form, viz., from his having a human 
face; those who are less thoughtless and inconsiderate say that 
he is a man from the power of speech ; and those who are still 
less thoughtless iuni iiir.ni-ulerate, that he is a man from his 
ability to think ; nevertheless he is not a man from these facul- 
ties, hut from his being able to think what is true and to will 
what is good ; and because when he thinks what is true, and 
wills what is good, he can have a view to the Divine, and per- 
ceptibly receive it : it is this which distinguishes a man from 
the brute animals. In regard to those other considerations 
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of his appearing as a man, of his being able to speak and to 
think, — these things do not constitute liim a man; for if lie 
thinks what is false and wills what is evil, they cause him to bo 
not only like a brute animal, but even worse than such an 
animal, for by means of those very faculties he destroys what 
is human in himself, and makes himself a wild beast. This 
may appear especially from the case of such persons iu another 
life; for when they appear iu the light of heaven, and also 
when they arc looked into by the :iui_ r i'ls, they appear at that 
instant like monsters, and some like wild beasts, the deceitful 
like serpents, and others in other forms : but when they arc 
removed from that light, and arc remitted into their own lumen 
which they have in hell, they appear among themselves as men. 
But how it happens that man would perish in defects of truths, 
if he had not goods and truths stored lip by the Lord in the 
interiors, which goods and truths are signified by food for a 
store to the land, for the seven years of famine, lest the land 
be cut off in this famine, will be shewn in what follows of this 

5303. Verses 37 — 40. And the word was good in the eyes 
of Pharaoh, and in the eyes of alt his servants. And Pharaoh 
said to his servants, Shall we ,/iad such a man as this, in whom 
is the spirit of God? And Pharaoh said to Joseph, Since God 
hath made thee to know all thin, there is no one so intelligent and 
wise as thou art. Thou shall lie over my house, and upon thy 
mouth shall all my people kiss: only in the throne will I be greater 
than thou. And the word was good in the eyes of Pharaoh, 
signifies the complacency of the natural : and in the eyes of all 
his servants, signifies complacency to all things in the natural : 
And Pharaoh said to his servants, signifies the perception of 
the natural with all things therein : shall we find such a man as 
this, in whom is the spirit of God? signifies concerning the 
influx of truth iu which is good from au interior principle, thus 
the celestial of the spiritual : and Pharaoh said to Joseph, sig- 
nifies the perception of the natural from the celestial of the 
spiritual : since God hath made thee to know all this, signifies 
because he bad foresight and providence: thrrr ii in one s<i 
intelligent and wise as thou art, signifies that thence alone are 
truth and good : thou shall be over my house, signifies that 
the natural mind shall be subordinate and submissive thereto : 
and upon thy month shall all my people kiss, signifies that every- 
thing in the natural mind shall be under its obedience : only in 
the throne will I be greater than thou, signifies that it will still 
appear as if it were from the natural, because from the celestial 
of the spiritual by the natural. 

5301. And the word was good in the eyes of Pharaoh.— 
This signifies the complacency of the natural, as appears (1.) 
from the signification of " the word was good," as denoting to 
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please : it is aaid in the eyes, from a customary form of speak- 
ing, lieeause tiie eye siguiliirs the interior sight, thus the under- 
stimiiinjr, perception, advertence, and several tilings appi-i-taiii- 
ios to that sight, sec n. 2701, 3789, 2829, 3198, 3:MJ, 3S:i() r 
-1083, 408(5, 4339, .1403—1121, 4523—4533; hence the word 
was good in his eyes, signifies complacency ; and (2.) from the 
representation of " Pharaoh," as denoting the natural, concern- 
ing which see frequently above. 

5305. And in the eyes of all his servants. — This signifies 
complacency to all things in the natural, as appears (1.) from 
the signification of " the word Has good in the eves," as denot- 
ing complacency, see just above, a. 5804; and (2.) from the 
signification of "servants," as denoting those things which are 
in the natural, especially which ure in the exterior natural. 
In the Word throughout we read of a servant, and thereby in 
the internal sense is meant what is subservient to another, in 
general every tiling which is below in respect to what is above; 
for it is grounded in order, that an inferior should he subser- 
vient to ;t superior, and so far as it is subservient, it is called a 
servant ; but in the present case, it is the things in the natural 
which arc called servants; for the natural in general is what is 
represented by Pharaoh, and tiie general [principle] itself is 
what the particular [principles] are to be subservient to, as to 
the general good in kiugdoms. That Pharaoh denotes the 
natural in general, sec n. 5100. 

5306. And Pharaoh said to his servants,— This signifies the 
perception of the natural with all things therein, as appears (1.) 
from the signification of " to say," in the historicals of the 
Word, oa denoting to perceive, see u. 1791, 1815, 1819, I8:'2, 
1898, 1919, 2061, 2080, 2238, 2619, 2862, 3395, 3509; (2.) 
from the rcprcseu'.aticii of " Pharaoh," as denoting the natural, 
see n. 507'J, 5(180, 5095, 5169; and (3.) from the signification 
of " his servants," as denoting all things in the natural, see just 
above, n. 5305. 

5307. Shall we find such a man as this in whom is the n/iiril 
of God ?— This signifies concerning the influx of truth wherein 
is good from an interior principle, thus the celestial of the spi- 
ritual, as appears (1.) from the signification of a man (vir), as 
denoting truth, see n. 3134, 3309, 3459; and (2.] from the 
signification of " the spirit of God," as denoting good from 
an interior principle, thus from the Divine; for the spirit of 
God is what proceeds from the Divine, thus from good itself; 
for the Divine is good itself, and what proceeds from it is truth 
wherein is good ; and this is what is signified in the Word by 
the spirit of God : the spirit itself does not proceed, but the 
truth itself in which is good, the spirit being the means whereby 
it is produced. This truth in which is good is here the celestial 
of the spiritual, which is represented by Joseph. It is well 
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known in the church, that Joseph in the spiritual sense is the 
Lord, therefore also the Lord is called the heavenly Joseph; but 
it is not known what [principle] of the Lord Joseph represents. 
Tlie Lord is represented by Abraham, by Isaac, and likewise 
by Jacob ; he is further represented by Moses aud Elias, and 
by Aaron, also by David, and by several others in the Word ; 
but still not in the same manner by one as by another : by 
Abraham the Lord is represented as to the Divine itself, by Isaac 
as to the Divine rational, by Jacob us to the Divine natural, by 
Moses as to the Law or the historical Word, by Elias as to the 
prophetical Word, by Aaron as to the priesthood, and by David 
as to the royalty : what is represented by Joseph may be seen, 
n. 3909, 428G, 4585, 4592, '1594, 4GG9, 4723, 4727, 4903, 
n:24i!; tliis, which Joseph represents, is called the celestial of 
the spiritual from the natural, nor can it he expressed other- 
wise ; for the celestial is good from the Divine, the spiritual is 
truth from that good, thus it is the truth of good from his 
Divine Human. This the Lord was when he lived in the world ; 
but when he glorified himself, he then transcended above it, 
aud was made the Divine Good itself, or Jehovah, even as to 
the human. This arcanum cannot be specifically explained 
further; only it may be added, that Joseph on this account 
came into Egypt, and first served in the house of Potiphar the 
prince of the guards, and was next detained in custody, and 
afterwards made ruler over Egypt, that he might rcpreseut how 
the Lord progressively made the humau in himself Divine, con- 
cerning which the Word was to be written, and was to contain 
things divine in the internal sense, a sense which was to be 
serviceable more especially to the angels, whose wisdom (incom- 
ing li('[]>ible and incfl'ablc, in respect to human wisdom) is cm- 
ployed on such subjects; and at the same time waa to be scr- 
vit'i'.-ibb to men, who arc particularly fond of historical relations, 
aud in this ease might have their minds engaged on those cir- 
cumstances in which the angels perceive things divine by influx 
from the Lord. 

5308. And Pharaoh said to Joseph. — This signifies the per- 
ception of the natural from the celestial of the spiritual, as 
appears (I.) from the signification of "saying " in the historical 
of the Word, as denoting perception, see just above, n. 530G ; 
(2.) from the representation of " Pharaoh," as denoting the 
natural, and (3.) from the representation of "Joseph," as de- 
noting the celestial of the spiritual, concerning which repre- 
sentations sec frequently above. 

5309. Since God hath made thee to know all this.— This 
signifies bi'cau-i' it h;i<! foresight and providence, as appears 
from the signification of " to know," when it is predicated of 
God, as denoting furt^ht ami providence; for it cannot be 
said of God that lie knows, since of himself he knows all things. 
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and man has the faculty of knowing from him; therefore to 
know in God is to foresee and to provide; to foresee is to know 
from eternity to eternity, am) to provide is to' do it. The reason 
why the celestial of the spiritual has foresight and providence 
is, because in the internal sense the Lord is hero treated of, 
who ia the celestial of the spiritual, which is represented by 
Joseph. 

5310. There h no one so intelligent and wie as thou art.— 
This signifies that hence alone are truth and good, as appears 
(1.) from the signification of " intelligent," as denoting truth, 
and (2.) from the signification of " as denoting good ; see 
n. 5287 : that it ia not from another but from it [the celestial 
of the spiritual] alone, is signified by no one, because no one or 
none in the internal sense is negative, thus exclusive of every 
other ; see n. 5225, 5253. 

5311. Thou shall be over my house.— This signifies that the 
natural mind shall he subordinate and submissive thereto, as 
appears from the signification of " a house," as denoting the 
mind, see n. 353^, 1<J73, 5023, in the present case the ualural 
mind, because it is called my house by Pharaoh, who represents 
the natural ; that it should be subordinate and submissive, is 
signified by " thou shalt be over it :" for he that ia over any one's 
house, in reality has rule, and all who are therein are subordi- 
nate and submissive, the lord of the house still retaining the 
name and dignity as to appearance. 

5312. And upon thy mouth shall alt my people kiss. — This 
signifies that everything therein shall be under obedience to 
him, as appears (1.) from the signification of " to kiss upon the 
mouth," as denoting to acknowledge and do what he orders, 
thus to obey; and (2.) from the signification of "all my people," 
as denoting everything in the natural : people signify truths, 
see n. 1259, 12C0, 3581, 4G19, thua in the natural the know- 
ledges of good and truth, aud scicutifics, for these arc the truths 
of the natural. 

5313. Only on the throne will I be greater than thou.— This 
signifies that it will still appear as if it were from the natural, 
because from the celestial of the spiritual by the natural, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of "being greater than 
another," as denoting to be greater, in the present case as to 
appearance or as to the sight ; and (2.) from the signification 
of a "throne," as denoting the natural; for the natural is 
meant by a throne, when the celestial of the spiritual is meant 
by him that aits thereon ; for the natural is like a throne to the 
spiritual, in the present case to the celestial of the spiritual : 
in general an inferior is like a throne to a superior, for the 
superior is therein and acts, and indeed by means of the inferior, 
and what is acted appears as if it were from the inferior, be- 
cause, as was said, it is by its means; this is meant by what 
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Pharaoh said to Joseph ; "Only on tho throne will I be grcnter 
than thou." In the Word there is frequent mention made of a 
throne, where the divine truth and judgment from it are treated 
of; and by a throne in the internal sense is there signified that 
which is of the divine royalty, and by him that sits upon it is 
signified the Lord himself as a king or a judge; hut the signifi- 
cation of a throne, like the signification of several other things, 
is relative: when the Lord's Divine itaclf and the Divine Human 
arc meant by him that sits ou the throne, in this case the divine 
truth which proceeds from him is meant by the throne; when 
the divine truth which proceeds from the Lord is meant by him 
that sita on the throne, in this case the universal heaven, which 
the divine truth fills, is meant by the throue ; but when the 
Lord, as to the divine truth in the superior heavens, is meant 
by him that sits ou the throne, in this case the divine truth 
which is in the lowest heaven, and also in the church, is meant 
by the throne; thus the significations of throne are relative. 
The reason why a throne signifies what iH of the divine truth, 
is because a king in the Word signifies truth, and so does a 
kingdom; that a king has that signification may be seen, n. 
1 llr-J, 172N, 2015, 2009,3009,31170, .15*1 , -\<)W, 50-14, BOGS; 
that a kingdom, may be seen, n. 1(172, 25 17, 4091 : but what 
is sjK-ci lie-ally mi-ant by a throne in the Word, is manifest from 
the series of the things there treated of; aa in Matthew, "I 
say unto you, Swear not at all, neither by heaven, for it is God's 
throne : nor by the earth, for it is his footstool ; nor by Jeru- 
salem, for it is the city of the great king," (v. 34, 35 ;) and in 
another place, "He that swi'iiiTth by heave.n, sweareth by God's 
throne, and by him that sitteth thereon," (ixiii. 22 :) in this 
passage it is expressly said, that heaven is God's throne; the 
earth, which is called his footstool, signifies that which is be- 
neath heaven, thus the church ; that the earth denotes the 
church, sec u. 006, 662, 1066, 1009, 1262, 1413, 1007, 1733, 
1850, 2117, 211K, 2928, 3355, 1147, 1535. In like manner in 
Isaiah, " Thus saitu Jehovah, The heavens are my throne, and 
the earth is my lbutv.onl," ;kvi. I.) And in Matthew, "When 
the Son of Man ahall come in his glory, and all the holy angels 
with him, then shall he sit on the throne of his glory," (xxv. 31.) 
The subject hero treated of is the last judgment, and he that 
sits on the throne is called a king (verses 34, 40); the throne of 
glory in the internal sense is the divine truth which is from the 
divine good in heaven; he that sits on that throne is the Lord, 
who, so far as he is a Judge from the divine truth, is called a. 
King. And in Luke, "He shall be great; and he shall be 
called the Son of the Highest; and the Lord God will give 
unto him the throne of his father David," (i. 32.) These words 
were spoken by the angel to Mary. That the throne of David 
in this passage ia not the kingdom which David bad, or a king. 
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dom on earth, but a kingdom in heaven, is manifest to every 
one ; therefore David does not signify David, but the Lord's 
divine royalty, and a throne signifies the proceeding divine 
truth, which constitutes the Lord's kingdom. And in the 
Apocalypse, " I was in the spirit ; when lo ! a throne was set 
in heaven, and one sat on the throne; and he that sat was to 
look upon like unto a jasper and a sardine stone : and there 
was a rainbow round about the throne in sight like unto an 
emerald; and round about the throne were four and twenty 
thrones, and on the thrones I saw four and twenty elders sitting ; 
and out of the throne went forth lightnings, and thunders, and 
voices; and there were seven lamps of fire burning before the 
throne, which are the seven spirits of God. Moreover, before 
the throne was a glassy sea like unto crystal ; aud in the midst of 
the throne, and round about the throne, were four animals full of 
eyes before aud behind. lint when the animals gave glory and 
honor and thanksgiving to him that sat on the throne, that livcth 
to ages of ages, the four and twenty elders fell down before him 
that sat on the throne, and worshiped him that livcth to ages of 
ages, and cast their crowns before the throne," (iv. 2 to the end.) 
In this passage is described the throne of the Lord's glory, aud 
thereby the divine truth which proceeds from him, but by repre- 
sentatives; and if the signification of these representatives be 
unknown, it is impossible to know scarce anything of what is 
contained in these prophecies; but it will be believed that the 
contents are such as they are described to be, without any 
deeper divine meaning; in this case the idea conceived of the 
heavenly kingdom must be similar to that of the kingdoms of 
this world ; whereas the throne set in heaven signifies the divine 
truth there, thus heaven as to the divine truth ; aud he tiiat 
sitteth od the throne means the Lord ; the reason why to look 
upon be appeared like unto a jasper and a sardine stone is, 
because those stones, tike all the precious stones in the Word, 
signify the divine truth; see u. 11+, 3858, 3862; and stones in 
general the truths of faith, n. 643, 1398, 3720, 3769, 3771, 
3773, 3789, 3798 : the rainbow round about the throne signifies 
truths pcllucent from good, because colors in the other life are 
from the light of heaven, and the light of heaven is the divine 
truth; concerning rainbows in the other life, seen. KM 2, 10 13, 
1053, 1623— 1625; concerning colors there, see n. 1053, 1624, 
3993, 4530, 4677, 4741, 4742,4922; the twenty-four thrones 
around the throne signify all tilings of truths ill one complex, 
like what is signified by twelve; that twelve denotes all things 
of truth in one complex, mav be seen, n. 577, 2089, 2129, 
2130, 3272, 3858;, 2913; the lightnings, thunders, and voices, 
which came forth from the throne, signify the terrors occasioned 
by the divine truth to those who are not principled in good ; 
the seven lamps of fire burning are the affections of truth from 
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good, which also cause hurt to those who are not in good ; on 
which account they are called the seven spirits of God, and 
that these cause hurt, is evident from what follows in the Apo- 
calypse : the glassy sea before the throne is all truth in the 
natural, thus it denotes knowledges and scientifics ; that these 
things are the sea, may be seen, n. 28, 2850 ; the four animals 
in the midst of the throne and around the throne full of eyes 
before and behind, are the intellectual things from the Divine 
in the heavens, four signifying their conjunction with the things 
of the will ; for truths arc of the intellectual part, and goods of 
the will-part of man ; hence it is said, that they were full of 
eyes before and behind, because eyes signify things intellectual, 
and hence in the superior sense the things which are of faith ; 
see n. 2701, 3820, -1403—1421, 1523 — 1533 : that four denotes 
conjunction, in like manner us two, see n. 1686, 3519, 5194. 
The holiness of the divine truth proceeding from the Lord is 
described in what follows. As by the four and twenty thrones 
and the four and twenty elders arc signified all the things of 
truth or of faith in oue complex, and the like by twelve, as was 
just now said, it is hence evident what is meant in the internal 
sense by the twelve thrones on which the twelve apostles were 
to sit, via., all the things of truth, from and according to which 
judgment is given, whereof it is thus written in Matthew, 
"Jesus said to the disciples, Verily I say unto you, that ye 
who have followed me in the regeneration, when the Son of 
man shall sit on the throne of his glory, ye also shall sit on 
twelve thrones, judging the twelve tribes of Israel," (xix. 28 ;) 
and in Luke, "I appoint unto you a kingdom, as my Father 
liath appointed unto me, that ye may eat and drink at my 
table in mv kingdom, and may si! on thrones, judging the 
twelve tribe's of Israel," (sxii. 29, 30;) that the twelve apostles 
denote ail the things of truth, see n. 2129, 2553, 3354, 3488, 
3858 ; and that the like was signified by the twelve sons of 
Jacob, and hence by the twelve tribes of Israel, see a. 3858, 
3913, 3920, 3939, 40(50, 4603; and that the apcstles cannot 
judge even one person, see u. 2129, 2553. In like manner in 
the Apocalypse, "I saw thrones; and they sat on them, and 
judgment was given to them :" in these passages also thrones 
signify all things of truth, from and according to which judg- 
ment is done ; the like is also meant by the angels with whom 
the Lord is to come to judgment (Matt. x*v. 31); that angels 
in the Word signify somewhat respecting the Lord may be seen, 
n. 1705, 1925, 2319, 2821, 3039, 4085, in this case truths 
which are from the Divine; which truths are also in the Word 
called judgments, n. 2235. Elsewhere also in very many pas- 
' -r the I ' ' 



sages a throne is attributed to Jehovah or the Lord, and this 
because thrones arc representative of a kingdom. When in a 
superior heaven the discourse is concerning the divine truth, 
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throne for judgment," (Psalm ix. 4, 7.) Again : " Thy throne, O 
God, is for ever and ever; a sceptre of rectitude is the sceptre 
of thy kingdom," (Psalm xlv. 6.) Again: " Clouds and darkness 
are round about him ; justice and judgment are the support of 
his throne," (Psalm xcvii. 2.) And in Jeremiah ; " In that time 
they shall call Jerusalem the throne of Jehovah, and all nations 
shall he gathered together to it," (iii. 17.) Jerusalem denotes 
the Lord's spiritual kingdom, which is also meant by the new 
Jerusalem in Ezekiel, and likewise by the holy Jerusalem coming 
down from heaven in the Apocalypse. The Lord's spiritual 
kingdom is where the divine truth, in which is good, is tbe prin- 
cipal, but the celestial kingdom is where the principal is the 
divine good from which is the divine truth ; hence it is evident 
why Jerusalem is called the throne of Jehovah : and in David : 
" In Jerusalem arc set thrones for judgment," (Psalm csxii. 5.) 
But Zion is called the throne of the glory of Jehovah iu Jere- 
miah : " In reprobating hast thou reprobated Judah ? hath thy 
soul loathed Zion ? Despise not for thy name's sake ; do not 
disgrace tbe throne of thy glory," (siv. 19, 21 ;) Zion means tho 
Lord's celestial kingdom. How the Lord is represented as to 
judgment in heaven, where such things are presented visibly to 
the sight, being mentioned in tbe prophets throughout, in evi- 
dent in Daniel : " 1 saw until the thrones tcere co*t down, at.d 
tbe Ancient of days did nit: his raiment was white like snow, 
and the hair of bis bead was like clean wool ; his throne was a 
flame of fire, his wheels a burning fire; a stream of fire issued 
and came forth from before him ; thousand thousands ministered 
unto him, and ten thousand times ten thousand stood before 
him ; the judgment sat, and tbe books were opened," (vii. 9, 10.) 
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representative, being made apparent from the discourse of tlie 
angels in the superior heavens, which in its descent downwards 
presents such objects to the sight. The angelic spirits, to whom 
perception is given from the Lord, know what they signify, as 
what the Ancient of days, the raiment which was white 'like 
snow, the hair of the bead which was like clean wool, the throne 
which was like n flame of fire, the wheels which were a burning 
fire, the stream of fire issuing from him : in the above passage a 
flame of fire ami a stream ill' fire represent the good ol'lhe divine 
love, scon. 934, 4906, 5071, 5215. So in Eiekiel: "Above 
the expanse, which was over the head of the cherubs, was as it 
were a view of a sapphire stone, the likeness of a throne, and above 
the likeness of a throne was the likeness as of the aspect of a 
man above upon it," (i. 26; chap. x. 1.) Also in the first book 
of the Kings : " I saw (said Micah the prophet) Jeltavah sitting 
upon his throne, and all the host nf heaven standing near him, on 
his right band and on his left," (xxii. 19.) He that does not 
know what the particular things represent, and thence signify 
cannot believe otherwise than that the Lord has a throne, as 
kings on earth have, and that things are such as are there re- 
lated ; when nevertheless there are no such things in the heavens, 
but they are so presented to the sight before those who are in 
the ultimate heaven, from which, as from images, they see 
divine arcana. The Lord's royalty, which signifies the divine 
truth proceeding from him, was also represented by the throne 
constructed by Solomon, of which it is thus written in the first 
book of the Kings : " Solomon made a great throne of ivory, 
and covered it with refined gold ; there were six steps to the 
throne, and a round head to the throne from behind it : there 
were hands on this side and on that side at the place of the seat, 
and two lions standing near the hands, and twelve lions stand- 
ing there above the six steps on this side and on that side," 
fx. 18—20;) thethroneof glory was thus represented ; lions are 
divine truths combating and conquering; twelve lions arc all 
those truths in one complex. As almost all tilings in the Word 
have also an opposite sense, so also has a throne, and in that 
sense it signifies the kingdom of the false, as in the Apocalypse : 
" To the angel of the church which is in I'argamoa ; I know thy 
works, and where thnu dwellcst, where the throne of Satan is," 
(it. 12, 13.) Again: "The dragon gave to the beast, which 
came up out of the sea, his influence and his throne, and great 
power," (xiii. 2.) Again : " The fifth angel poured forth his vial 
on the throne of the beast, and his kingdom became obscured," 
(Apoc. xvi. 10.) And in Isaiah: "Thou hast said in thy heart, 
I will ascend into the heavens, I will exalt my throne above the 
stars of God," (xiv. 13,) speaking of Babel. 

5314. Verses 41—44. And Pharaoh said to Joseph, See, I 
have set thee over alt the land of Egypt. And Pharaoh took his 
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ring from off his hand, and put it upon Joseph's hand, and clothed 
him with garments of fine linen, and put a necklace of gold upon 
his neck. And he made him to be carried in the second chariot 
which he had; and they cried before him Abrech [bow the knee], 
and they set him over all the land of Egypt. And Pharaoh laid 
unto Joseph, 1 am Pharaoh, and without thee there shall not a 
man lift up his hand and his fool in all the land of Egypt. And 
Pharaoh said to Joseph, signifies the further perception of the 
natural from the celestial of the spiritual : See, I have set thee 
over all the land of Egypt, signifies dominion over each natural : 
and Pharaoh look his ring from off his hand, signifies a confirma- 
tive concerning the ability which it [the natural principle] had 
before : and put it upon Joseph's hand, signifies that he ceded it 
all to the celestial of the spiritual : and clothed him with gar- 
ments of fine linen, denotes an citernnl significative of the celes- 
tial of the spiritual ; garments of fine linen are truths from the 
Divine : and put a necklace of gold upon his neck, denotes a 
si<jiii!icittii , (! nl' tlie [■iihiutit'liun of interiors with exteriors, 
effected by good : and he made him to be carried in the second 
chariot, denotes a significative that all (he doctrine of good and 
truth was from him : which he had, signifies which was by the 
natural : and they cried before him Abrech [bow the knee], signi- 
fies acknowledgment by faith and adoration ; and they set him 
over all the land of Egypt, signifies that his power was such : and 
Pharaoh said unto Joseph, signifies still further perception s lam 
Pharaoh, signifies that hence is the natural : and without thee 
there shall not a man lift up his hand, signifies that from the 
celestial of the spiritual is all the ability in what is spiritual : and 
his foot, signifies also all the ability in what is natural : in all the 
land of Egypt, signifies in each natural. 

5315. And Pharaoh said to Joseph. — This signifies the per- 
ception of the natural from the celestial of the spiritual, as ap- 
pears (1.) from the signification of " to say" in the historical! 
of the Word, as denoting to perceive, concerning which see fre- 
quently above; (2.) from the representation of "Pharaoh," as 
denoting the natural; and (3.) from the representation of 
" Joseph," as denoting the celestial of tlie spiritual, concerning 
which representations sec also above. The reason why it is the 
perception of the natural from the celestial of the spiritual which 
is signified, is, because the natural has all its perception from 
what is superior to itself, in the present case from the celestial of 
the spiritual, which is superior. 

5310. See, J have set thee over alt the land of Egypt — 
This siRuifics dominiou over each natural, as appears (1.) from 
She mguilicaliun of "setting any one over" as denoting domi- 
nion ; aod (2 ) from the signification of " all the laud uf lOgypl," 
as denoting rucli natural , see above w. 6276, The donnniun is 
still further treated of which Pharaoh delivered to Joseph over 
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the land of Egypt, viz., thnt Pharaoh deprived himself of his 
own power, and submitted Egypt wholly to Joseph; which 
things were so done of the divine providence, in order that 
Joseph might put on the rep rose otntion of the celestial of the 
spiritual which the Lord had when io the world, and by which 
the Lord arranged his natural and also the sensual, so as to 
make each successively divine. This was done in ortlcr that the 
Word, which was written concerning Joseph, might contain 
things divine, thus such things us in the heavens are most hulv, 
and which arc suitable to the nogels in tho heavens; for the 
angels in the heavens are in the Lord, because in the sphere of 
the divine truth proceeding from the Lord; therefore the divine 
things, which arc in the internal sense of the Word, concerning 
the Lord and the glorification of his Human, affect them to such 
a degree that they thence perceive all the blessedness of their 
wisdom and intelligence. 

5317. And Pharaoh took his ring from off his hand. — 
This signifies a confirmative of the ability which it [the natural 
principle] had before, as appears (1.) from the representation of 
" Pharaoh," as denoting the natural, couiTj-riiiif: which .-(.v jibove ; 
(2.) from the signification of " a ring," as denoting a confirma- 
tive, of which we shall speak presently ; and (3.) from the signi- 
fication of " a hand," as denoting ability ; see n. 878, 3091, 
3387, 4931— 4937, 529fi; hence it is evident, that taking the 
ring from oil' his hand, signifies, that he renounced the ability 
which he hod before, and that putting it upon Joseph's hand, 
as it follows, signifies that he ceded all ability to the celestial of 
the spiritual. That a ring upon the hand is a confirmative of 
ability, cannot be so plainly made manifest from parallel pas- 
sages in the Word, because rings on the hand are uot else- 
where named, except only in Luke, where the father of the 
Bon that had Bpent all he had in riotous living, said to bis 
servants, " Bring forth the chief robe, and put it on him ; and 
put a ring upon his hand, and shoes upon his feet," (iv. 22,) 
whero also a ring signifies a confirmative of ability in the 
house, as of a sou, as before; nevertheless it is manifest from 
the rituals which have been handed down to us from ancient 
times, and are still in use ; as from the rituals of betrothingg 
and marriages, and likewise of inaugurations, in which rings 
are put upon the hand, by which also is signified a confirma- 
tive of ability. Moreover, signets, which were likewise worn 
on the hand (Jer. nii. 2-1), signify consent and confirmation ; 
sec n. 4874. 

5318. And put it upon Joseph's hand.— This signifies that he 
ceded it [viz., the ability] all to the celestial of the spiritual, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of putting a ring upon 
another's hand, as denoting a confirmative that one cedes to 
another the ability which hinj self has, see a. 5317; and {2.) 
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from the re presentation of "Joseph," as denoting the celestial 
of the spiritual, concerning which see frequently above. 

5319. And clothed him in garments of fine linen. — This de- 
notes an external significative of the celestial of the spiritual; 
and that garments of fine linen are truths from the Divine, ap- 
pears from the signification of "garments," as denoting truths, 
see n. 1073, 257(1, 1545, 17(13, 5248. The reason why gar- 
ments of fine linen denote truths from the Divine is, because a 
garment of fine linen is very bright and at the same time shining, 
and truth from the Divine irprcsentcd hy giinucnts of such 
brightness and splendor; the reason of this is, because the 
brightness and splendor of heaven are from the light which is 
from the Lord, and the light which is from the Lord, is the 
essential divine truth, sec n. 1053, 1521—1533, 1019—1(132, 
277(1, HI!)"., 3222, 3339, 3485, 3G30, 3GI3, 3802, 4-115, 4419, 
■l")2(i, "i219; llii'rt'fuiv, when the Lord was transfigured helWe 
Peter, James, and John, his raiment appeared as the Hght (Matt 
xvii. 2) ; sfiininq, exceedingly white as snow, so as no fuller on 
earth can whiten them (Mark ix. 3); and glistering (Lukeix. 29); 
it was the essential divine truth, which is from the Lord's Divine 
Human, which was thus represented. But they are exterior 
truths which arc represented hy the brightness of the garments 
in the heavens, and interior truths by the brightness and splen- 
dor of the countenance ; hence, to be clothed in garments of 
fine linen is here an external significative of truth proceeding 
from the celestial of the spiritual, for it was in this that the 
Divine of the Lord then was. Fine linen and garments of fine 
linen in other parts of the Word also signify truth from the 
Divine; as in Ezckicl; "I clothed thec with needle work, and 
shod thee with badger-skin, and girded thee with fine linen, 
and covered thee with silk. Thus thou wast adorned with gold 
and silver, and thv garments were of Ji«<r linen, and silk, and 
needlework," (xvi. 10, 13;) speaking of Jerusalem, which in 
these verses means the ancient church; the truths thereof are 
described bv -armpits of needlework, fine linen, and silk, and 
by ornaments of gold and silver; needle-work signifies scien- 
tific truths, fine linen natural truths, and silk spiritual truths. 
Again ; " Fine linen in needle-work from Egypt was thy spreading 
oid, that it might he to thee for a sign; blue and purple from 
the Isles of Elishawas thy covering," (xsvii. 7;) speaking of 
Tyre, which also means the ancient church as to the know- 
ledges of good and truth; and fine linen in needle-work from 
Egvpt which is her spreading out, signifies truth grounded in 
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ivory, nnd every vessel of most precious wood, nnd of brass, 
and iron, ami marble," (xviii. 11, 12.) In this passage all the 
rvpnshions signify such things aa relate to the church, thus 
which relate to truth and good; but in this case in the opposite, 
sense, because they lire spoken of Babylon. Every one may 
see that such things would never have been recounted in the 
Word which came down from heaven, unlc.-s somewhat heavenly 
was involved in each expression; for why should mention be 
made of worldly wares in treating of Babylon, nhii-h ^{iniiic* 
the profane church ''. In liki: in aimer in another pawi^i: ; " Win:, 
woe, thou jirciit city, whirh art- tluthi d in Jim- liii-.'ii, ;md purple, 
and seaHet, in 'decked wi;h iiuld, ami |i rci-iiias. f ttmes, and pearls," 
(Ajioc. xviii. Hi.) That each of these things signifies somo 
celc-iial divine thing, is very manifest from the samo book, 
where it is said that the fine linen is the righteousness of the 
saints: "The time of the marriage ul' the Lamb is come, nnd 
his wife hath made herself ready. Then it was granted her 
that she should be arrayed in fine linen clean and shining ; the fine 
linen is the righteousness of the saints," (xix. 7, 8.) The reason 
why fine linen is the righteousness of the saints is, because all 
those who arc in truth from the Divine put on the Lord's righte- 
ousness ; for their garments arc bright and shining by virtue of 
the light which is from the Lord, on which account truth itself 
in heaven is represented by what is bright; n. 3301,301)3, 4007; 
hence also, those who arc elevated into heaven out of a state of 
vastntion, appear in white garments, because on such occasion 
they put off that which is of their own righteousness, and put 
on that which is of the Lord's righteousness. That truth from 
the Divine might he represented in the Jewish church, it was 
commanded that there should be fine linen in the garments of 
Aarou, and also in the curtains about the ark; concerning 
which it is thus written in Moses: For Aarou, "Thou shnlt 
embroider a coat of fine linen, and thou shalt make a mitre of 
fine Hum," ( I'lxod. xriviii. 3!).) "They mailcrouM of fine Hum, 
the work of the weaver, for Aaron and his sons," (Exod. xxxix. 
27.) "Thou shalt make the tabernacle ten curtains, fine linen 
intrrvwvm, and bloc, and purple, and scarlet double-dyed," 
(Exod. xxvi. 1; xxxvi. 8.) "Thou shalt make the court of 
the tabernacle ; the hangings for the court shall be of fine linen 
interwoven," (Exod. xxvii. 9, 18; xxvviii. 9.) "The vail of 
the gate of the court was needle-work, blue, and purple, and 
scarlet double- dml, and line Unci, iiilmrvren," (Exod. xxxviii. 
18.) fine linen was commanded to be used, because all the 
things which were in and about the ark, also all the things which 
were on the garments of Aaron, were rqire-cnMtiu' id' tliiiijrs 
spiritual and e.elcMi:il : hence it may appear how little the Word 
is understood, unless it be known what such things represent ; 
and that scarce anything i s understood, if it be believed that 
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there is no other holy principle in the Word than what is extant 
in the letter. That the angels, who are in truth from the Divine, 
appear clothed as in fine linen, that is, in what is white and 
shining, is evident from the Apocalypse, where the white horse 
is treated of: " He that sat on the while horse was clothed in a 
vesture dipped in hlood ; and his name is called The Word. 
His armies in heaven followed him on white horses, clothed in 
fine linen white and clean," (six. 13, 14.) From these circum- 
stances it is very manifest, tlint fine linen is an external signifi- 
cative of truth from the Divine; for he that sits on the white 
horse is the Lord as to the Word ; that it is the Word ia there 
said expressly, and the Word is the truth itself from the Divine; 
that the white horse denotes the internal souse of the Word, 
see n. 27GO— 2762; hence white horses denote truths from 
the Divine, on which account his armies were seen on white 
horses, and were clothed in fine linen white and clean. 

5320. And put a necklace of gold upon his neck. — Thia 
denotes a significative of the conjunction of interiors with ex- 
teriors effected by good, as appears from the signification of 
"the neck," as denoting the influx and also the communication 
of superiors with inferiors, or, what is the same, of interiors 
with exteriors, see n. 3512 ; hence a necklace, which encom- 
passes the neck, h :i .-iijuifieatire of their conjunction : u neck- 
lace of gold signifies conjunction by good, or whieh is effected 
by good, because gold denotes good, n. 113, 1551, 1552. A 
sign of the conjunction of interior truth with exterior truth is 
signified by a necklace on the throat, in Eaekicl ; " I adorned 
thee with ornaments, and put bracelets on thy hands, and a 
necklace on thy throat," (ivi. 11.) 

5321. And he made him to be carried in the second chariot. 
— Thia denotes a significative that ail the doctrine of goon and 
truth was from him, aa appears from the signification of " a 
chariot," as denoting the doctrine of truth and good, of which 
we shall speak presently; hence to make him to he carried 
in a chariot is a significative that that doctrine is from him. 
These words have reference to what was before said by Pharaoh ; 
" Thou shalt be over my house, and upon thy mouth shall 
all my people kiss; only on the throne will I be greater than 
thou," (verse 40.) The reason why it signifies the doctriue 
of good and truth from him, is, because Joseph represents the 
Lord as to the divine spiritual, see n. 3971, 4CG9, thus as to 
the divine truth from the Lord's Divine Human, n. 4723, 1?:>7, 
from which divine truth is the celestial of the spiritual. The 
reason why all the doctrine of good and truth is thence, is be- 
cause the Lord is doctriue itself, for all doctriue proceeds from 
him, and treats of him : for all doctrine treats of the good of 
love and the truth of faith, which are from the Lord ; therefore 
the Lord is not only in them, but also is each ; hence it is maui- 
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of good and truth, treat 



the inmost heaven, because it is infinite, anil thus ti-.nsa mls 
all comprehensioo, even that of the angels ; but what proceeds 
from the Lord's Divine Human, the angels can comprehend; 
for this treats of God as of a Divine Man, concerning whom 
some idea may be formed from the Human ; and the idea which 
is formed concerning the Human is accepted, of whatever kind 
it may be, provided it flows from the good of innocence, and is 
in the good of charity. This is what is meant by the Lord's 
words in John : " No one hath seen God at any time ; the only- 
begotten Son, wiio is in the bosom of the "Father, he bath 
manifested him," (i. 18.) Again; "Ye have neither heard the 
Father's voice at any time, nor seen his shape," (v. 37.) And in 
Matthew : " No one kuowcth the Father but the Son, and he 
to whom the Son will reveal him," (xi. 27.) In very many pas- 
sages in the Word mention is made of chariots ; and scarce 
nny one knows that they signify the doetrinals of good and 
truth, and also the scientific which arc of doetrinals: the 
reason of this is, because nothing spiritual enters the idea, but 
only the natural historical, when mention is made of chariots, 



lals of the church, 



things appear to them from the angels in the higher heavens; 
for when they are couversing about things mldlcctual, and 
about doetrinals and scientific*, then such things appear to the 
spirits in those places. That such things arc signified by chariots 
and horses, may be very evident from the consideration, that 
Elijah appeared to be carried into heaven bv n chariot of fire and 
horses of fire, and that he and likewise Elisha were called the 
chariot of Israel and the horsemen thereof; concerning whom 
it is thus written in the Second Book of the Kings: " Behold 
a chariot of fire and horses of fire came between them; and 
Elijah went up into a whirlwind into heaven; and Elisha saw- 
it and cried, My father, my father, the chariot of Israel and 
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the horsemen thereof," (ii. 11,12:) and concerning EHsha in the 
same book ; When Elisha was sick of Lis disease of which lie 
died, Juash kin<; of Israel came down to him, and wept before 
hia faces, and said, Mv father, my father, the chariot of Israel 
and the horsemen thereof," (xiii. 14.) The reason why they were 
so called is, because both Elijah and Elislia represented the 
Lord as to the Word; sec Preface to Clmp. wiii, of Genesis, and 
n. 27G2, 5217. The Word itself is principally the doctrine of 
good and truth ; for hence is all doctrine : from the same cause 
also it was, that to the boy, whoso eyes Jehovah opened, the 
mountain appeared full of horses and chariots of Jire, round 
about Elisha (2 Kings \i, 17.) That a chariot denotes what is 
doctrinal, and a horse what is intellectual, is manifest also from 
other passages in the Word, as in Ezckicl : " Ye shall be satiated 
at my table with horse and chariot, with the mighty and every 
man of war. Thus will I give mv glow to the nations," (ixxix. 
20, 21 ; Apoc. xi*. 18,) speaking of the Lord's Advent : that a 
horse and n chariot in those passages do not signify a horse and 
a chariot, is plain to every one ; for they were not to be satiated 
with these at the Lord's table, but with such things as are sig- 
nified by a horse and a chariot, via., the intellectuals and doc- 
trinals of good and truth. Horses and chariots have a similar 
signification in the following passages; "The chariots of God 
are two myriads, tlimi. anils of peacemakers ; the Lord is in 
them, in the sanctuary of Sinai," (I'salm kviii. 17.) Again; 
"Jehovah covercth himself with light as with a garment; lie 
streteheth out the heavens as a curtain, laving the beams of 
bis chambers in the waters ; he makelh the clouds his chariots ,- 
he walketh on the wings of the wind," (Psalm civ. 2, 3.) And 
in Isaiah: "The prophetic of the desert of the sea. Thus said 
the Lord to me, Set a watchman to view : let him announce it. 
Then he saw a chariot, a pair of horsemen, a chariot of an ass, 
a chariot of a camel; and he hearkened a hearkening, the heark- 
ening was great. And ho cried, A lion ; my lord, 1 stand con- 
tinually upon the watch-tower in the day time, and I am set on 
my guard all the nights : and behold a chariot of a man, and a 
pair of horsemen : and he said, Babylon is fallen, ia fallen," 
(xxi. 1, G — !>.) Again : "Then they shall bring all your brethren 
in all nations an offering to Jehovah, on horses, and in chariots, 
and in coaches, and on mules, and on swift beasts, to the moun- 
tain of my holiness, Jerusalem," (lxvi. 20.) Again; "Behold 
Jehovah will come in fire; and his chariot is like a storm," 
(Ixvi. 15.) And in Habakkuk : " Was Jehovah wroth with the 
rivers? was thine anger against the rivers? was thy wrath 
against the sea, that thou ridest on thy horses ? thy chariots an: 
salvation," (iii. 8.) And iu Zcchariah : " I lifted up mine eyes, 
and saw ; when lo ! four chariots going forth from between two 
mountains, and the mountains were mountains of brass. To

the first chariot were red /torses, to the second chariot were black 
horses, to the third chariot were white horses, and to the fourth 
chariot were gristed horses," (vi. 1 — 3.) And in Jeremiah: 
" There shall enter through the gates of this city kings and 
princes, sitting on the throne of David, riding in a chariot, and 
on horses, themselves nnd their prineca, the man of Judah, and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem : and this city shall be inhabited for 
an age," (xvii. 25 ; xxii. 4.) The citv which shall be inhabited 
for an age is not Jerusalem, but the church of the Lord which 
is signified by Jerusalem, n. 402, 2117,3054: the kings who 
shall enter in through the gates of that city, are not kings but 
the truths of the church, n. 1672, 17JH,\'01j, 20G9, 3(109, 
3(i70, -tr.TO, 4.181, 4<JCG, 0014, "i0fi8 ; so neither are (he princes 



Chariots arc also frequently mentioned in the historical of the 
Word; and as the historical! of the Word are all representative, 
and the expressions signify such things as arc in the Lord's 
kingdom and the church, chariots also have a similar significa- 
tion. Whereas Beveral expressions in the Word have also an 
opposite sense, so likewise have chariots, nnd in that sense they 
signify the doctrinals of the evil and the false, and also the 
scicntincs confirming them, as in the following passages : " Woe 
to them that go down into Egypt for help, nnd stay on the horse, 
and trust in the chariot, because it is many, and on horses, be- 
cause they are very strong ; but look not to the Holy One of 
Israel," (Isaiah xxxi. 1.) Again : " By the band of thy servants 
thou hast blasphemed the Lord, and hast said, By the multitude 
of my chariots I have ascended the height of the mountains, 
the aides of Lebanon, where I will cut off the tallncss of its 
cedars, the choice of its firs," (xxxvii. 24;) this is the prophetic 
reply to the haughty speech of Iiabshakch : the general of the 
king of Assyria. So in Jeremiah : " Behold, waters coming 
up from the north, which shall become an overflowing stream, 
and shall overflow the earth and the fulness thereof, the city 
and them that dwell therein ; and everv inhabitant of the earth 
shall howl, at the noise of tlx stamping of his horses' strong hoofs, 
at the tumult of his chariots, the rattling of his wheels,'' (xlni. 
2, 3.) And in Esekicl: "By reason of the abundance of his horses 
their dust shall cover thee; by reason of the voice of the rider, 
of the wheel, and of the chariot, thy walls shall be moved ; when 
he shall enter into thy gates, according to the entrance of a 
cilv broken through : by the hoofs of his horses he shall trample 
upon nil thy streets," (xxvi. 10, II.) And in Haggai: "I will 
overturn the throne of the kingdoms, and will destroy the 
strength of the kingdoms of the nations; I will also overturn 
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the chariot and thote that ride therein, and the hones and their 
horsemen shall go down," (ii. 22.) And in Zcchariah : " I will 
cut off the chariot from Epbraim, and the horse from Jerusalem ; 
I will cut off tlie bow of war : he shall speak peace to the na- 
tions," (is. 10.) And in Jeremiah : " Egypt comes up like a 
flood, and like floods his waters are moved ; for he said, I will 
go up, I will cover the earth, I will destroy the city and those 
that dwell therein. Come up, ye horses ; he mad, ye chariots," 
(i!vi. 8, £).) The horses and chariots, with which the Egyptians 
pursued the sons of Israel, and with which I'haraoh entered 
the Red Sea, where the wheels of the chariots were taken off, 
and the several particulars concerning horses and chariots which 
make the greatest part of that description (Exod. xiv. fi, 7, 9, 
17, 23, 25, 26, and chap. xi. 4, 19), signify the intellectuals, 
doctrinals, and seicntifics of the false, and the consequent rea- 
sonings which pervert and extinguish the truths of the church: 
the destruction and death of such tilings are there described. 

5322. Which he had.— This signifies which was by the 
natural, viz., the doctrine of good and truth, as appears from 
the series of things in the internal sense, also from what has 
been explained above, n. 5313. 

5323. And they cried before him Abrech [bow the toiee].— 
This signifies acknowledgment by faith and adoration, as appears 
(1.) from the signification of crying [or sliomin^], as denoting 
acknowledgment by faith, of which we shall speak presently; 
and (2.) from the signification of Abrech, as denoting adoration; 
for Abrech in the original tongue means bend the knees, and 
the bending of the knees is adoration. All internal efforts 
which are of the will, thus which are of the love or affection, 
consequently which arc of the life, have external acts or gestures 
corresponding to them, which acts or gestures flow from the 
very correspond euce of exteriors with interiors: holy fear, and 
humiliation grounded therein, consequently adoration, have acts 
or gestures corresponding to them, viz., the bending of the 
knees, the falling down upon the knees, and also the prostration 
of the body even to the earth. Izi that state, if the adoration 
be from genuine humiliation, or if the humiliation be from 
genuine holy fear, there is a failing of the spirits, and hence a 
falling down of the joints in the neighborhood or intermediate 
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signifies ndoratioi 
which corresponds to a living confess: 
from faith, therefore also among the 
to cry or shout when such a thing wi 
account mention is made of crying o 
throughout, when confession and acknowledgment from ( 
arc treated of, as concerning John the Baptist in John: '-tic 
testified concerning Jesus, and cried, saying, This was he of 
whom I said, He that cometh after me, was before mc; because 
he was prior to mc. I am the voice of one crying in the wilder- 
ness, Make straight the way of the Lord," (i. 15, 23.) Again; 
"They took branches of palms, and went to meet Jesus, and 
cried, Hosanna, blessed is bo that cometh in the name of the 
Lord, the King of Israel," (xii. 13.) And in Luke : "Jesus said 
to the Pharisees, If these should be silent, the stones would cry 
oul," (xix. 40.) As crying (or shouting) signifies acknow- 
ledgment from faith, and thence reception from that acknow- 
ledgment, therefore it is occasionally written of the Lord, that 
he cried out, as in John, (chap. vii. 28, 37; xii. 44, 45;) and 
also in Isaiah : " Jehovah shall go forth as a hero; he shall stir 
up zeal as a man of wars; he shall utter his voice, he shall also 
cry," (xlii. 13.) That to cry in the opposite sense denotes non- 
.'ir-:,nim li'ilg incut, tints a turning away, may be seen, n. 5010, 
niilH. and that it is predicated of the false, n. 2240. 

5324. And they set him over alt the land of Egypt— This 
signifies that bis power was such, as appears from the significa- 
tion of setting him over all the laud of Egypt, as denoting 
dominion over each natural, see above, n. 5310; but in the pre- 
sent case tliat bis dominion is such as was described in what 
immediately precedes, thus that his power was such. 

5325. And Pharaoh said unto Joseph. — This signifies still 
further perception, as appears (I.) from the signification of 
" saying," (2.) of " Pharaoh," and (3.) of " Joseph," as denoting 
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the perception of the natural from the celestial of the spiritual, 
see ii. 5315 ; in the present case further perception, because it 
is Baid again. 

5826. / am Pharaoh.— This signifies that hence is the 
natural, as appears from the representation of " Pharaoh," as 
denoting the natural; sco n. 5079, 5080, 5095, 51G0 : that 
the expression " I am Pharaoh " signifies that hence is the 
natural, is evident from what presently follows; for it is said, 
" Without thee there shall not a man lift up his hand and his 
foot in all the land of Egypt," wlibh signifies that all the ability 
was from him in each natural ; mid because those things which 
are in the natural are meant bv the following words, therefore 
it is first said, " 1 am Pharaoh." By the natural being hence 
is meant, that the natural is from the celestial of the spiritual. 
The case herein is this j the natural with the man who is created 
anew, that is, who is regenerated, is altogether different from, 
what it is with the man who is not regenerated : the natural 
with the man who is not regenerated, is everything ; hence 
spring all his thoughts and desires, but not from the rational, 
still less from the spiritual, because these arc closed, and for tho 
greatest part extinct; hut with the man ivlio is numerated, the 
spiritual becomes everything, not only disposing the natural to 
think and to desire, but also constituting the natural, just as 
the cause constitutes the effect ; for in every effect there is 
nothing which acts but the cause : thus the natural becomes 
like the spiritual ; for the natural things which are therein, as 
the scientifics and knowledges, which have a tincture of some- 
what from the natural world, do not act at all from themselves, 
but only stipulate that the spiritual shall act in and by the 
natural, and thus naturally ; in like manner as in the effect : in 
the effect there are more things than in the cause, but they are 
such as only enable the cause to act in the effect itself, and 
actually to produce itself in that degree. Prom these few 
considerations it may he seen how the case is with the natural 
appertaining to the man who is created anew, that is, who is 
regenerated : such is the meaning of the expression, "hence is 
tin: natural," which is signified by the words, "I am Pharaoh." 

G327. And without thee there shall not a man lift up his 
hand. — This signifies that from the celestial of the spiritual is 
all the ability in what is spiritual, as appears from the signifies, 
tion of " a hand," as denoting ability ; see n. 878, 3387, '1931 
— 1937, 5296: hence by a man's not lifting up his hand with- 
out thee, is denoted that they had no ability but from him 
alone ; thus that he, viz., the celestial of the spiritual, had all 
the ability. That ability in what it spiritual is signified by " a 
hand," will be seen in what now follows. 

5328. And his foot. — This signifies also all the ability in 
what is natural, as appears from the signification of " the foot," 
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an denoting what is natural; sec n. 2162, 3147, 37G1, 3986, 
'J'jmi. V.m ■ 107:2, in the present case ability in what ia natural; 
for by lifting up the foot, as by lifting up the hand, is signified 
ability; but by lifting up the hand ability in what is spiritual, 
and by lifting up the foot ability in what is natural ; for the 
parts in the body which arc above the feet, have reference to 
things spiritual. This is especially evident from the Grand 
Man, or from the three heavens, when the whole heaven is 
presented to view as one man, in which case the inmost or 
third heaven has reference to the head, the middle or second 
heaven to the body, and the ultimate or first to the feet : the 
reason why the inmost or third heaven has reference to the 
head is, because it is celestial, and the reason why the second 
or middle heaven has reference to the body is, because it is 
spiritual, and the reason why the ultimate or first heaven has 
reference to the feet is, because it is natural : on this account 
the neck, as it is intermediate, signifies influx, and the com- 
munication of things celestial with things spiritual; and the 
knees, which also are intermediate, influx, and the communi- 
cation of things spiritual with things natural. Hence it is evi- 
dent that by lifting up the hand is signified ability in what is 
spiritual, Biid by lifting up the foot ability in what is natural : 
ami therefore the ability, which is signified by the hand, is 
predicated of what is spiritual, viz., of truth from good; see n. 
8001, 35G3, 4931—1937. By what is spiritual we mean that in 
the natural which is of the light of heaven, and by what is natural 
we mean that iu the natural which is of the light of the world ; 
for all the former is called spiritual, and all the latter natural. 

5329. In all the land of Egypt. — This signifies in each 
natural, aa appears from the signification of " all the land of 
Egypt," as denoting each natural; see above, n. 5276. Such 
now arc the things i. h.el. the hii;;i i> pirn r;w, «|ir:i a nan n-.uls 
that Pharaoh took his ring from off his hand, and put it upon 
Joseph's hand, and clothed hiui with garments of line linen, 
and put a necklace of gold upon his neck, and made him to 
be carried in the second channt which ho had, and they cried 
before him. Bow the knee, and set h]m out all the land of 
Egypt, lor the angels cannot at all perceive the hiBtoricals. 
because they ore such things as ore of the world, but not such 
as ore of heaven; and the things which arc of the worlil. do 
not appear to them ; but as there is n correspondence of all 
things irhicb are iu the world with those which arc in heaven, 
therefore the angels perceive heavenly things when a man per- 
ceives worldly things. Unless this were the case, it would not 
be possible for any angel from heaven to be with man. But 
to make this possible, the Word was given, in which the angels 
may perceive a holy divine principle, and be able t 
cate it to the mau with whom they arc present. 
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5330. Verse 45. And Pharaoh called Ihe name of Joseph 
Zaphnath Paaneah ; and he gave him Asenath ihe daughter of 
Poliphar Ihe priest of On for a woman .- and Joseph went forth 
over the land of Egypt. And Pharaoh called the name of Joseph 
Zaphmth Paaneah, signifies the quality of the celestial of the 
spiritiinl at that time : and he gave him Asenalh the daughter 
of Poliphar the priest of On for a woman, signifies the quality 
of the marriage of truth with good and of good with truth : 
and Joseph went forth over the land of Egypt, signifies when 
each natural was his. 

5331. And Pharaoh called the name of Joseph Zaphnalh 
Paaneah. — This signifies the quality of the celestial of tho 
spiritual at that time, as appears from the signification of "a 
name" and calling a name, as denoting quality; sec n. 1-14, 
145, 1754, 1H96, 2009, 2628, 2724, 3006, 3237, 3121. Zoph- 
nath Paaneah in the original tongue signifies a revealer of 
hidden things and an opener of things to come; which in the 
celestial sense signify the Divine therein [viz., in the celestial 
of the spiritual] ; for to reveal hidden things and to open things 
to come is of God alone ; this is the quality which that name 
involves, ami it is also the quality of the celeatial of the spi- 
ritual ; for the celestial of the spiritual is the good of truth in 
which is the Divine, or which is immediately from the Divine. 
This, viz., the celestial of the spiritual wherein is the Divine, 
the Lord alone had when he was in the world, and it was the 
Human which was capable of admitting into it the very Divine 
itself, and which could be put off when the Lord made all the 
Human in himself Divine. 

5332. And he gave him Asenath the daughter of Poliphar 
the priest of On for a woman. — This signifies the quality of 
the marriage of truth with good and of good with truth, as 
appears from the signification of " giving for a woman," as de- 
noting marriage. The reason why it is the marriage of good 
with truth and of truth with good is, because no other is meant 
by marriages in the spiritual sense, and hence no other by 
marriages in the Word. The daughter of the priest of On 
signifies the truth of good, for a daughter is the affection of 
truth, and a priest is good, but Joseph is the good of truth 
in which is the Diviue, which is the same with the celestial of 
the spiritual ; hence it is evident that the marriage of truth 
with good and of good with truth is signified. The quality of 
this marriage is what is signified; but this rumliiy c^miui lie 
further expounded, because the quality which the Lord had in 
the world, cannot he comprehended, even by the angels; only 
some faint idea may be formed respecting it from such things 
an are in heaven, as from the Grand man, and from the celes- 
tial of the spiritual which is therein by virtue of the influx of 
the Lord's Diviue; nevertheless this idea is only like thick 
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shade compared with the light itself, for it is most general, thus 
scarcely anything respectively. 

5333. And Joseph went forth over the land of Egypt.— This 
signifies when each natural was his, as appears (1.) from the 
signification of " to go forth," as here denoting to flow-in ; 
and (2.) from the signification of "the laud of Egypt," as de- 
noting the natural mind, of which much has been said above, 
thus as denoting each natural; and whereas to go forth signi- 
fies to flow in, and the land of Egypt signifies each natural, 
therefore by those words, together with tin: preceding, is signi- 
fied the quality of the celestial of the spiritual, and the quality 
of the marriage of good with truth and of truth with good, 
when the celestial of the spiritual by influx made each natural 
its own : what is meant by making the natural its own, may he 
seeu, n. 532(1, just above. 

G334. Verses •16—49. And Joseph wax a son of thirty 
years when he stood before Pharaoh king of Egypt ; and Joseph 
went forth from before Pharaoh, and passed through alt the land 
°f Egypt. And in the seven years of .abundance of provision, 
the land made collections. And he gathered together all the food 
of the seven years, which were in the land of Egypt, and gave 
I he food in the cities, the food of the field of the city, what things 
were round about it, he gave in the midst thereof. And Joseph 
gathered corn as the sand of the sea very much, insomuch that he 
cetisi'tl In number it, because il was without number. And Josej)h 
was a son of thirty years, signifies a full state of remains: 
when he stood before Pharaoh king of Egypt, signifies when li is 
presence was in the natural : and Joseph went forth from before 
Pharaoh, signifies when the- natural in general was his: and 
passed through alt the land of Egypt, signifies when he made 
the particulars therein subordinate and submissive: and in the 
seven years of abundance of provision the land made collections, 
signifies Uio first states when truths arc multiplied into scries :

5335. And J oseph was a aQn ^ thMy yeo „._ T his signifies 
a lull state ot remains, as appears (1.) from the signification of 
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" thirty," ns denoting what is full of remains, of which we shall 
speak presently ; anil (2.) from the signification of " years," 
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warfare, to do work in the tent of the assembly," (Numb. 
iv. 3, 4.) The like is said of the sons of Gerslion and the sons 
of Merari, verses '>:?, !23, HI, 30, :j;>, 39, 111 of the same chapter. 
The like is involved in what is said of David, tlisit " when he was 
a son of thirty years he began to reign," (2 Sam. v. J.) From 
these considerations it is now evident why the Lord "did not 
manifest himself until he was of thirty years," (Luke iii.23;) 
for he was then in (lie fulness of remains: but the remains which 
the Lord had, he himself had procured to himself, and they 
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5336. WAen he stood before Pharaoh king of Egypt.— This 
signifies when his presence was in the natural, as appears (1.) 
from the signification of " standing before" any one, as denoting 
presence ; and (2.) from the representation of " Pharaoh" king 
of Egypt, as denoting ft new state of the natural, or a new 
natural man, see n. 5070, 0080; thus the natural in which was 
now the celestial of the spiritual, and which the celestial of the 
spiritual now made its own, which ia also siguitied by the words 
immediately following, "and Joseph went forth from before 
Pharaoh." 

5337. And Joseph went forth from before Pharaoh.— This 
signifies when the natural iu general was his, as appears (] .) 
from the signification of "to go forth," as denoting to be his, of 
which we shall speak presently ; and (2.) from the representation 
of " Joseph," as denoting the celestial of the spiritual ; and (3.) 
of " Pharaoh," as denoting the natural, concerning which see 
above. That to go forth denotes to be his, or his own, is evident 
from what goes before and what follows, and also from the 
spiritual sense of that expression ; for to go forth or to proceed, 
in the spiritual sense, is to present one's-self before another in a 
form accommodated to him, thus to present onc's-self the same 
only in another form : in this sense, going forth is predicated of 
the Lord in John : Jesus said of himself, " / came forth and 
come from God," (viii. 42.) " The father loveth you, hecausc ye 
have loved rac, and have believed that I came forth from God. 
I came forth from the Father, and came into the world : again I 
leave the world, and go to the Father. The disciples said. We 
believe that thou earnest from God," (xvi. 27, 28, 30.) " They 
have known truly that I came forth from God," {xvii. 8.) The 
folliiMinjr eases may serve to illustrate what is meant by going 
forth or proceeding. It is said that truth goes forth or proceeds 
from good, when truth is the form of good, or when truth is 
good in a form which the imdei'slauiliii^ can apprehend. It may 
also he said that the uiidee.^ammiL'" jjoe- forth or proceed:- from 
the will, when the understanding is the will formed, or when it 
is the will in a form npperceivablc to the internal sight. In like 
manner it mav be said that thought, which is of the understand- 
ing, goes forth or proceeds, when it becomes speech, and the will 
when it becomes action. Thought clothes itself in anotberform 
when il becomes speech ; but still it is the thought which soloes 
forth or proceeds; for the words and sounds, which are put on, 
aro mere additions, which cause the thought to he conveniently 
apperceived : in like manner the will takes another form when it 
becomes action j but still it is the will which is presented in such 
a form ; the gestures and motions, which arc put on, are mere 
additions, which cause the will to appear and affect conveniently. 
It may also be said that the external man goes forth or proceeds 
from the internal, yea, substantially, because the extcrrial man is 
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nothing elac but the internal so formed that it may net suitably 
in the world wherein it is. From these con si duration a it may he 
manifest what going forth or precccdin;; is in the internal sense ; 
viz., that when it is predicated of the Lord, it is the Divine 
formed as a man, thus accommodated to the perception of be- 
lievers ; nevertheless each is one. 

5338. And passed l/trough all the land of Egypt,— This 
signifies when he made the particulars therein, viz., in the 
natural, subordinate and sLibinis-Lic, as appears from the sijriiili- 
catiou of " all the land of K^vpi," as denoting each natural, sec 
n. 5276, 527.H, 5280, 52*8, 5301; that to pass through that 
lond denotes to make the particulars in the natural subordinate 
and submissive, is evident from what goes before. 

5339. And in the sereu years of abundance of provision, the 
land made collections. — This signifies the first states when truths 
are multiplied into series, as appears (1.] from the signification 
of "seven years," as denoting the first states; for seven years 
preceded (Therein was abundance of provision, and seven years 
followed wherein was famine; that years arc states, see n. 482, 
487,488, 493,893; (2.) from the signification of "abundance 
of provision," as denoting the multiplication of truth, sec n. 
527G, 5280, 5292; "the land made," signifies that this multi- 
plication was made in the natural principle, for the land here 
denotes the natural, as just above, n. 5338 ; and (3.) from the 
signification of " collections," as denoting series. In regard to 
series, which are signified by collections, the case is this : with 
the man who is reformed, at first there are insinuated general 
truths, nest the particulars of general truths, and lastly the sin- 
gulars of particulars; particulars are arranged under general 
truths, and singulars under particulars; sec n. 3384, 3057, 
■1-2 (50, 1325, 4-320, 1315, 1383, 5208. In the Word those 
arrangements or ordinations arc signified by bundles, in the 
present case by handfulsor collections, and they arc nothing but 
the series into which multiplied truths arc arranged or disposed. 
These aeries with the regenerate arc according to the orderly 
arrangement of the societies in the heavens ; hut with the un- 
rcgenerate and those who cannot be regenerated, they are 
according to the arrangements of the societies in the bells; 
hence the man who is in evil, and thence in what is false, is a 
bell in the least form, and the man who ia in good, and thence 
in truth, is a heaven in the least form. Dut concerning these scries, 
by the divine mercy of the Lord, more will be said elsewhere. 

5340. And he gathered together all the food of the seven years. 
— This signifies the conservation of truth adjoined to good, 
multiplied in the first times, as appears (1.) from the significa- 
tion of 11 to gather together," as here denoting to conserve ; for 
he gathered it together and gave it in the cities and in the midst, 
by which is signified that he stored up in the interiors, thus 
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that he conserved it, for it became of use in the years of famine j 
and (2.] from the signification of " food," as denoting all that 
liy which the internal mail is nourished ; that this is good and 
truth may he manifest from the correspondence of earthly food, 
with which the external man in nourished, with spiritual food 
with whirh 1 lit- internal man is nourished; in the present case, 
therefore, it is truth adjoined to good, this being what is con- 
served and stored up in the interiors : the seven years signify 
the first states when truths are multiplied, sec n. 53311 ; him™ 
it is evident that " he gathered together all the food of tint seven 
years," signifies the conservation of truth adjoined to good, mul- 
tiplied iu the first times. It is said, "the conservation of truth 
adjoined to good ;" hut as few know what :i meant by truth 
adjoined to good, and still less ho* and when truth is adjoined 
to good, it may be expedient to say somewhat on the subject -. 
truth is conjoined to good when a man perceive* delight in 
doing well lo his neighbor for the sake of trulli ami guod, hut 
not for the sake of himself and the world ; when a man is in 
that nflVrtioo, the truths which he hears, or reads, or thinks, 
an: ru:ii'iin(rd to good ; n hieh also is usually appereeived from 
the affection of truth for that end. 

5341. Which were in Ihe land of Egypt.— This signifies which 
is in the natural, as appears from the signification of " the land 
of Egypt," as denoting the natural mind; see n. 5276, 5278, 
5280, 5288, 5301, thus the natural. 

5342. And gave Vie food in the ciliet.—Ttiu signifies that 
he stored it up in the interiors, viz., the truths adjoined to 
good, as appears (1.) from the signification of "to give," in 
this case, as denoting to store up; (2.) from the signifieiitiini 
of " food," as denoting truth adjoined to good, see just above, 
n. 53 t() ; and (3.) from the signification of " cities," as denoting 
the interiors of the natural mind, sec above, n. 5^07. That 
truths adjoined lo good are stored up in the interiors of the 
natural mind, and arc there preserved for the use of the sub- 
sequent life, especially for use in temptations during man's 
re.ncrii'ivition, is an arcanum which few at this day arc acquainted 
with ; it may, therefore, be expedient to show how the ease is. 
The seven years of abundance of provision signify truths first 
multiplied, and the corn being stored up in the cities and in the 
midst Minifies that those truths adjoined to good are stored up 
in man's interiors ; anil the seven years of famine, and the sus- 
tenance at that time from the collection-, signify a state of 
regeneration by truths adjoined to good stored up in the in- 
teriors. This is (he arcaunin. Every man from his first infancy 
to his first boyhood is introduced by the Lord into heaven, and 
indeed among the eelestial angels, by whom he is kept in a state 
of innocence; in which state it is well known, infants remain 
until the commencement of boyhood : when the ago of boyhood 
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commences, he then by degrees puts off the stntc of innocence, 
but still lie is kept in n atntc of charity liy tin- affection of mutual 
charity towards his like, which stntc in several instances continues 
even to youth ; he is then among spiritual angels : at this time, 
as he now begins to think from himself, and to act accordingly, 
be cannot any longer be kept in charity as heretofore, for he 
calls forth the hereditary evils by which lie suffer? himself to be 
led : when this state arrives, the goods of cliiirily and innocence, 
which he had before received, according to the decrees in which 
he thinks evils and confirms them hv act, are exterminated ; 
nevertheless they are not exterminated' but they are withdrawn 
by the Lord towards the interiors, and lire there stored up. As, 
however, he has not yet known truths, therefore the goods of in- 
nocence and charity, which lie had received in those two states, 
have not yet been qualified ; for Initio give mndily to good, ami 
guild gives essence to truths; on which account he is from that 
age imbued with truths by instruction, and especially hy his 
own thoughts and consentient continuations: so far, therefore, 
as he is now in the affection of good, so far truths are conjoined 
hy the Lord to the good which he has, n. 5 .'110, and are stored 
up for use: this state is what is signified hy the seven years 
ill' abundance of provision ; those truths adjoined to good are 
what in the proper sense are called remains. So far, therefore, as 
a man sutlers himself to be regenerated, so far the remains servo 
for use, for so far a supply from them is drawn forth by the Lord, 
and sent into the natural, in order to produce a correspondence 
of the exteriors with the interiors, or of natural things with 
spiritual; this is effected in the state which is simiilie:! hv the 
seven years of famine : such is the arcanum. The man of the 
church at this day beliries (but wbateier he the ijnalitv of anv 
one's life, still by mercy he can be received into heaven, and there 
enjoy eternal blessedness; for he supposes lhat it depends only 
on adiidssion ; in this, however, he is much deceived; for no 
one can be admitted and received into heaven, unless he has 
received spiritual life, and no one can receive spiritual life, un- 
less he is regenerated, and no one can be regenerated unless by 
the good of life conjoined to the truth of doctrine ; hence he lias 
spiritual life. That no one can come into heaven unless he has 
received spiritual iifc bv re genera lion, the Lord plainly declares 
iu John : " Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Unless any man be bom 
again, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God," (in. 3 ;) and 
presently after; " Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Unless any man 
be bom of tctsti r and of tin- fyiril, lie cannot enter into the king- 
dom of God," (verse 5 of the same chapter;) water ia the truth of 
doctrine, u. 270:3, 3058, 3-424-, 4'J7G, and spirit ia the good of 
life. No one enters by baptism, but baptism is a signiticai iic 
of regeneration, which the man of the church ought to remember. 
5343. The food of the field of the city.— This signifies which 
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iiii 1 pricier and suitable thereto, viz., the truths adjoined to good 
in tli o hiti'riors, — ns n].|irars iVuni llu: si;;tii'iratiun of "food," 
as denoting truths adjoined to good, sir 11. 5;il2j the 

truths which lire prri|ier and >iut;d>lu to tin: interiors nrc signified 
by the food of the field of the city, because the field belonged to 
the city, and constituted its environs : tlic things which con- 
sul u Mr and priiiicr, nn which account: also it is pru.-ently said, 
" what things were round about it, he gave in the midst thereof." 
Tin.' tiling which constitute the environs signify things proper 
and suitable, because all truths joined to good are ranged into 

every one there ii truth joined to good, and round about this 
midst or inmost are the truths proper and suitable thereto, and 
thus in order even to the outermost, where the series vanishes ; 
the series themselves are also arranged in a similar manner one 
among another, and are varied according to changes of state. 
That there are such arrangements of truths joined to good, can 
be presented to the very sight in the other life ; for iu the light 
of heaven, in which are intelligence and winloni, such things 
can be exhibited to the view, but not in the light of the world; 
neither can they iu the light of heaven with the man whose 
interiors arc not open, nevertheless he may acknowledge them 
from a rational intuition, and thereby sec them rationally from 
the light of heaven. These arrangements derive their origin 
from the arrangements of the angelical societies in heaven ; 
for as these societies are arranged, so also are the series of truths 
joined to good arranged with the regenerate, for the latter cor- 
respond to the former. 

5344. What things were round about it, he gave in the midst 
thereof. — This sijjnitics what things were before in the exterior 
natural, he stored up iu the interiors of the interior natural, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of " round about," asdiiiiotins 1 
the things without, thus what were in the ciiterior natural ; and 
(2.) from the signification of " the midst," as denoting the 
things within, see n. 107 i, liiJ U), 2!>73, thus what were in the 
interior natural. The reason why in the midst thereof, or of 
the city, denotes the interiors of the interior natural is, because 
a city signifies the interiors, n. 52U7, 53 12. The interiors of tho 
interior natural are those things therein which arc called spi- 
ritual, and the spiritual things therein arc what are from the 
light of hcavcu, from which light those things therein are 
illuminated which are from the light of the world, which 
are properly called natural; in the spiritual things therein 
arc stored up truths adjoined to good. The spiritual things 
therein arc such as correspond to the angelic societies in the 
second heaven ; with this heaven man communieatcs'by remains; 
it is this heaven which is opened when a man is regenerating, ami 
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it is this heaven which is dosed when a man docs not Buffer 
himself to be regenerated; for remains, or troths and poods 
stored up in the interiors, are only correspondences with the 
societies of that heaven. 

5345. And Joseph gathered corn as the sand of the sea, very 
much.— This signifies the multiplication of truth from good, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of "to gather," as here 
denoting to multiply; and ('->.) from the signification of " corn," 
as denoting truth in the will mid act, see n. 521)5, the multipli- 
cation of which, when it is compared to the sand of the sea, 
signifies that it is from good, in the present case from the good 
of the celestial of the spiritual by influx, for truth in the in- 
teriors is never multiplied from aoy other source than from good : 
the multiplication of truth which is not front good, is not the 
multiplication of truth, because it is not truth, however in the 
external form it appears as such ; it is a sort of image in which 
there is no life, and as this is dead, it has no connection with 
truth; for in order that truth may become truth with a man, 
it must live from good, that is, by good from the Lord, and 
when it so lives, then in the spiritual sense mill replication may 
be predicated of it. That the multiplication of truth is only 
from good, may be manifest from the consideration, that nothing 
can be multiplied except from somewhat similar to marriage; 
and truth cannot enter into marriage with anything but good : 
in conjunction with anything else, it is not marriage but adultery; 
what therefore is multiplied from marriage, is legitimate, thus it 
is truth ; but what is multiplied from adultery is not legitimate 
but spurious, thus it is not truth. 

5346. Insomuch thai lie. ceased to number it, because it was 
without numln-r.— This signifies of a quality in which was the 

" celestial from the Divine, as may appear from the consideration, 
that truth, in which is the celestial from the Divine, is indefinite, 
thus without number. The Lord alone bad such truth when he 
was in the world, and it is he who is here represented by 
Joseph, and the glorification of whose natural is here treated of 
in the supreme sense. 

5347. Verses 50—52. And unto Joseph mere born two sons, 
before the year of famine came, whom Asenath the daughter of 
Polipkar the priest of On bare to him. And Joseph called the 
name of the first-born Manasseh, Because Gad hath made me 
forget all my labor, and all my father's hoHte. And the name of 
the second he called Ephraim, Because God hath made me to be 
fruitful in the land of my affliction. And unto Joseph were bom 
two sons, signifies good and truth hence derived : before the year 
of famine came, signifies which are by the natural : whom 
Asenath the daughter of Potiphar the priest of On bare to him, 
signifies which are from marriage : and Joseph called the name of 
his first-born Manasseh, signifies the new will -principle in the 
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natural, ami its quality : because God hath made me forget all 
my labor, signifies reiimvil after temptations : and all my father's 
hniine., signifies the removal of hereditary evils : ami the mii/K if 
the secund he railed Ephraim, signifies tlic new intellcctiud- 
principlc in the natural, and its quality : becavse Cad hath 
made me to be fruitful, signifies tlic consequent mu lti plication of 
truth from good : in the laud of my affliction, signifies where he 
sufl'ercd temptations. 

534S. And unto Joseph were born two sons.— This signifies 
good and truth thence derived, viz., from tlic influx of the 
celestial with the spiritual into the natural, as appears (1.) from 
the salification of "to he born," as denoting to be re-bom, 
thus as denoting the birth of truth from good, or of faith from 
charity, see n. 4070, 4668, 5100; that the births spoken of in 
the Word are spiritual births, see n. 1 Ho, 12.',.-., ISM), iVJOIi, 
•MT'.), WW, JiSfKi , and (:>.) from the sigoifieat ion of " sous," iu 
this case Maoassoh aod Kphraini , as denoting good and truth, 
concerning whom see presently lielow ; for Manasseh means the 
will-priueiple of the tire natural, and Kpliraiui its intellectual 
principle, or what is the same, Manassrli signifies the good of 
the new natural, because good is predicated of the will, and 
Ephraim ils truth, because truth is predicated of the intellectual 
principle. In other passages also, where it is written that two 
soub were born, the one signifies good, and the other truth, 
as Esau and Jacob ; that Esau siniiilics good, may be seen, n. 
S30S, 3322, 3-104, 3501, 3:70, 3:09; and that Jacob signifies 
truth, see u. 3:ii!o, 3.->(l<J, '.ITf'Ti, 35-lfi, 3ii70; in like manner, 
the two sons of Judah from Tamar, viz.., Perez anil Scrab, n. 
■\9!7— \<Y><>; so in the present ease Munassch and Ephraim: 
their birth is here now treated of, because iu what precedes, the 
influx of the celestial of the spiritual into the natural uas treated 
of, and the consequent re-birth of the latter, which is effected 
solely by good and truth. 

5319. Before the year of famine come.— This signifies which 
are by the natural, as appears Iron? the signification of the 
words, " Before the j ear of fniuiiic eanic," as denoting the con- 
tinuance of the state of the multiplication of truth Iron i good, 
which state is signified by the years of abundance of provision, 
and thereby the state of desolation, which is signified hy the 
years of famine; iu the former state, inasmuch as truth from 
good was multiplied in the natural, and thereby good and truth 
were born to the celestial of the spiritual by the natural, there- 
fore by the above words this eon sequence is signified. 

3350. Whom Asenath the daughter of Potipkar the piiest of 
On bare to him. — This signifies which are from marriage, as may 
be manifest from what was said above, n. 5332. 

"t'.iTA. .'.in! Jii.v.-jJt called I he niinie of the first-born Mamsseh. 
— This signifies the new will-principle in the natural, aud its 
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quality, as appears from the representation of Mauasseh in the 
Word, as denoting spiritual good in the natural, thus a new 
will -principle, of which we shall speak presently. This name 
also invokes the very quality of that good or of that new will- 
principle : that the name involves that quality, may be manifest 
from the names which have been also given to otliers, and arc 
at the same time explained as to their quality, as the name of 
Mauasseh in these words ; " Because God hath made me forget 
all ray labor, and all my father's house ;" thus is described the 
iiuality which is signified by Mauasseh : moreover when it is 
said, he called a name, it also signifies that the name itself con- 
tains the quality, for a nunc ;nnl culling a nauie siguitV quality, 
see n. 114, 145, 1754, 181)6, 200!), 2724, 3006, 3421. The 



ciplc of man does not appear to the eense except by menus of 
the intellectual,— for the initio- hind in;; is the will in a form, or 
the will formed to the sense, therefore it is supposed that the 
truth, which proceeds from Hie intellectual principle, is the first- 
born, whereas it is nothing hut an appearance arising from the 
above-named cause. Hence it was disputed of old, whether the 
truth which is of faith, or the good which is of charity, was the 
first- burn of the church r those who judged from .'ippi'Jsristices, 
siiid (ha( il was truth, hut those who did tint judge front ;ippea]'- 

thial'a^they'make faith the^prima^y an ^ "essentia! of the 
church, and charity a secondary and non-essential ; hut they 
Lave goue far U-jond the ancients in the way of error, by 
insisting that faith alone saves. In the church by faith is 
meant all the truth of doctrine, and by charity all the good of 
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that works which are of the life conduce nothing to salvation ? 
Oil, what a faith ! and oh, what a church ! to adore a dead 
faith, and to reject a living one ! whereas faith without charity 
is like a body without a soul ; and it is well known that a body 
without a soul is removed out of sight and rejected, because its 
stench is offensive ; so also faith without charity is rejected in 
the other life. All in hell are such as have been in faith, so 
called, without charity; but all in heaven are such as have been 
principled in charity; for every one's life remains with him 
sifter death, but his doctrine only so far as it partakes of his 
life. That Mauassch signifies tin: new "ill-principle in the 
natural, or what is the same thing, spiritual good therein, 
cannot be made so plain from other passages of the Word, as 
that Epbraim signifies the new intellectual principle in the 
natural, or spiritual truth therein : nevertheless from Epbraim 
it maybe concluded concerning Mnimssch ; for in the Word, 
where mention is thus made of two, the one signifies good, 
and the uthcr truth; therefore that Mamisseh signifies spiritual 
good in the natural, w hich is the good of the new will-principle, 
will he seen in what presently follows wheu we come to treat of 
Epbraim. 

5352, Because God hath made me forget all my labor.— This 
signifies removal after temptations, as appears (1.) from the 
Mgnilieution of ,; forgetting," as denoting removal, see n. 5170, 
5278: and (2.) from the signification of to labor, as denoting 
combats, thus tcmptatiuus ; hence it ia, that " God hath made 
me forget all my labor," signifies removal after temptations, 
via., the removal of the cvih which occi^ioucd ;:rief : that this 
is signified, is evident also from what is related of Joseph in the 
land of Cauaan among bis brethren, and afterwards in Esypt : 
in the land of Canaan, that he was cast into a pit, and sold ; in 
ICgvpt, that he served, and was kept in prison for some years : 
hereby were signified temptations, as has been beforo shewn; 
and that those things arc what arc meant by labor, is manifest. 

5353. Anil all my father's house.— This signifies the removal 
of hereditary evils, as appears from the signification of " a 
father's house," as here denoting hereditary evils ; for a house 
in the internal sense signifies a man, and indeed either his 
rational or his natural mind, but specifically the will-principle 
therein, eonscnueutly good or evil, because these are predicated 
of the will; sec n. 710, 2233, 3128, 4973, \SW>, 5023, and 
this being the case, the father's house here sonifies hereditary 
evils. The uunlitv which is signified !>v Maiia.seh, is contained 
in these and the words immediately preceding ; Manasseh in 
the original tongue signifies forgeit'ulncss, thus in the internal 
sense removal, viz., of evils as well actual as hereditary, for 
when these arc removed there arises a new will-principle; for 
the new will-principle exists by the influx of good from the 
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Lord, which influx is continual with man, hut evils as well 
actual aa hereditary are what hinder and oppose its reception ; 
therefore on their removal the new will-principle exists. That 
it exiats in such case, appears manifest with those who are in 
misfortunes, miseries, and diseases; for as on these occasions 
there is a removal of self-love and the love of the world, from 
which all evils flow, therefore a man at such times thinks well of 
God and hie neighbor, and also is well disposed towards the 
latter; in like manner in temptations, which are spiritual griefs,

KjiliKiini iiml Mini:issi'li ; in tin- elmreii indued it is known that 
a man must he horn again, that is, he must be regenerated, in 
order that he may enter into the kingdom of God; this is 
known because the Lord has plainly declared it in John, cliap. 
iii. 3, 5 ; but what it is to be horn' again, is still known only to 
a few, because only few know what good and evil arc ; and the 
reason why they do not know what g»ud and evil lire, is because 
they do not know what charity towards the neighbor is ; if 
they knew this, they would also know what good is, and from 
good what evil is, for all that is good which comes from genuine 
charity towards the neighbor. But no oue can he in this good 
of himself, for it is the celestial itself which flows in from the 
L'inl ; tii is eelestial is. Hum \ in continually, but evils and falses 
oppose its reception ; in order therefore that it may lie received, 
it is necessary that a man remove evils, and falses also, as far 
as he is able, ;u:;l therein dispose himself to receive the mtlux ; 
when a man, on the removal of evils, receives the influx, he 
then receives a new will and a new intellectual principle, and 
by virtue of the new will lie is made sensible of delight in doing 
good to his neighbor from no selfish end, and by virtue of the 
new intellectual principle he apperccives a delight in learning 
what is good and true for the sake of good and truth, and for 
the sake of life. As this new intellectual and new will-principle 
exist by influx from the Lord, therefore he that is regenerated 
ae know led Lies, and believes Unit the good and the truth with 
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which lie is effected, is not from himself but from the Lord, 
also that whatever is from himself, or from his proprium, is 
nothing hut evil. From these considerations it is evident what 
it is to be horn again, and what arc the new will and the new 
intellectual principle. But regeneration, by which the new 
intellectual principle and the new will-principle are formed, is 
not effected in a moment, but from the earliest infancy even to 
the close of life, and afterwards in the other life to eternity, and 
this by divine means, innumerable and ineffable ; for a man of 
himself is nothing but evil, which continually exhales as from a 
furnace, and is continually attempting to extinguish the nascent 
good : and the removal of such evil, aud the inrooting of good 
in its place, can only be effected through the whole course of 
the lile, and by divine means which are innumerable and in- 
effable. Scarcely any of these means are known nt this time, 
by reason that man- never suffers himself to lie regenerated, nor 
believes regeneration to be anything, because he docs not 
believe [here is a lili; alter de::tli : tin: process of rc^encfntion, 
which contains things ineffable, constitutes much of the angelic 
wisdom, aud is such that it cannot be fully exhausted bv nn 
aii^el tn e!eriiitv; hence it is that in the internal sense of" the 
Word, that process is principally treated of. That Ephraim 
denotes the new i alelliv, nn! :iri ncinlc in the natural, is evident 



e propln: 
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follows : " I know Ephraim, 
that Ephraim hath altogether 
polluted. Israel and Kphrc 



"When I healed Inrod, then were revealed the iniquity of 
Ephraim. and the evils of Samaria, because they have com- 
muted falsehood ; ami the thief comelh : a troop spreadclh 
itself abroad. And Ephraim »os like a foolish don- without 
heart , they have allied Egypt , they halt depmlnt In Assyria . 
when Ihev shall go. I w.ll spread my net over them," (rii. I, 
II, 12.) Again; "Israel is swallowed up; now they shall lie 
among the nations like a vessel in which is no desire: when 
they have gone up to Assvria, a solitarv wild ass, Ephraim pro- 
cures to himself loves by 'meretricious hire," (viii. 8, 9.) Again : 
" Israel shall not dwell in the land of Jehovah, and tyihraim. 
shall return to Egypt, and in Assyria they shall cat what is un- 
clean," (ix. o.) Again : " Ephraim compassetb nic about with 
a lie, aud the house of Israel with deceit ; and Judah hath yet

dominion with God, anil is fnithful with the holy ones. Ephraim 
feedeth on the wind, and followcth after tiic east wind ; every 
day lie multiplies a lie and vastation ; and they establish a 
covenant with the Assyrian, and oil is carricil down iuto Egypt," 
{\\. 12 ; xii. 1 ;) besides several other passages in the same 
prophet, where mention is made of Ephraim, as chap. iv. 17 — 
19: v. 0, 11—14; vii. 8, 9; is. 8, 11, 13, lfi; x. 6, 11; xi. 3, 
8, 9; mL 8. 14; xiii. 1, 12 ; ^tiv. 8: in ail these passages 
Ephraim means the intellectual of the church, Israel its spi- 
ritual, and Judah its celestial ; and because the intellectual of 
the church is signified bv Ephraim, therefore it is often said 
of Ephraim, that he goes away into Egypt, and into Assyria; 
tor Egypt signifies scientific, ami Assvrin the reasonings there- 
from ; both the former and the latter are predicated of the 
intellectual; that Egypt denotes the scientific, sec n. H6'4, 
1165, 1186', 11(12, a.^8H, 3325, 4719, 4904, ItltiG, and that 
Ashur or Assyria denotes re;ison ami reasonings, sec n. 119, 
118G. In like manner, in the fiillowing passes. Ilphraiui sig- 
nifies the intellectual of the church : " Rejoice greally, <) 
daughter of Zioo ; shout, O daughter of Jerusalem; behold, 
thy king cometh to thee. / wilt rut uffthr r.hnriut front Ephraim, 
and the horse from Jerusalem; and I will cut oil' the how of 
: peace to the nations; and 1 " 
o the sen, and from the 



sons of Ephraim are called shooters with the bow in David : 
" The sons of Ephraim, who being armed, shooters with the bow, 
turned themselves hack in the day of battle," (Psalm lxxviii. 9.) 
And in Ezckicl ; " Son of Man, take to thee one [piece of] 
wood, and write upon it for Judah and the sons of Israel his 
companions; next take one [piece of] wood, and write upon it 
for Joseph, the wood of Ephraim and of all the house of Israel 
his companions ; afterwards join them together, one with the 
other, for thyself, into one [piece of] wood, that they may both 
be one in thy hand. Behold, I will accept the wood of Joseph, 
which is in the hands of Ephraim, and of the tribes of Israel his 
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companions, and will add them that are thereon with the wood 
of Jiidah, and will make tliem into one wood, tliat they may be 
one in my hand," (xxxviii. 16, 17, 1!):) in this passage also 
Jiuiah moans the celestial of the church, Israel its spiritual, 
and Ephraim its intellectual, and that these arc made one by 
the good of charity, is signified by one [piece of] wood being 
made out of two; that wood denotes the good which is of 
charity and thence of works, may be seen, u. 1110, H784, 
J.S12,":;7:>0, 1943. And iu Jeremiah : "The day is, the guards 
from the mount of Ephraim shall cry, Arise, let us go up to 
Zion, to Jehovah our God. I will be to Israel for a father, and 
Ephraim he is my first-born," (nxi. (i, 0.) Again : " Hearing 
I have heard Ephrniin mourning. Thou hast chastised me, aud 
I am chastised, as a calf unaccustomed. Turn thou mc, that I 
may bo turned : is not Ephraim o son precious to mc V is not 
he born of delights? for after I have spoken against him, 
remembering I will remember him again," fxsxi. 18, 20.) 
Again : " I will bring back Israel to his own dwelling, that he 
may feed in Carmcl and Bashaii, and his soul may be satisfied 
in the mount of Ephraim and Gilcad," (1. li>.) And in Isaiah : 
" Woe to the crown of pride, to the drunken of Ephraim, and to 
the falling flower and the glory of his gracefulness, which are 
upon the bend of the valley of the fat ones disturbed with wine," 
(xwiii. ] ;) in these passages also Ephraim signifies the intel- 
lectual of the church ; the intellectual of the church is the in- 
tellect [or understanding appertaining to the men of the church 
respect jug; truths and goods, that is, respecting the doctriuals 
of laith and charity, thus their notion, conception, or idea on 
those, subjects. Truth itself is the spiritual of the church, and 
good itself is its celestial ; but with different persons truth and 
good are differently understood, such, therefore, as is the under- 
standing of truth, such is the truth appertaining to every one: 
the case is similar in regard to the understanding of good. 



the will-principle of tin: church is similarly situated with the 
intellectual, being varied with cverv one. Manassch signifies 
this will-principle it! the following passages, " In the wrath of 
Jehovah Zebnoth the earth was darkened, and the people lie- 
came as the food of the fire : a man shall not spare bis brother, 
a man shall cat the flesh of his arm ; Manassch Ephraim, and 
E/iliraim Manasseh, they are together against Judah," (Isaiah 
ix. 19 — 21 ;) a man devouring the flesh of his arm, ^laiiiissch 
Ephraim, and Ephraim Manassch, denotes that the will of the 
man of the church will be against his understanding, and bis 
understanding agaiust his will. So in David, "Gad spake by 
his holiness; I will rejoice; I will divide Shcchem, and will 
mete out the valley of Succotli : Gilcad is mine, and Jlanasseh 
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is mine, and Ephraim ia the strength of my head," (Paalm Ix. 
6, 7.) Again, "Shepherd of Israel, turn the car; thou who 
leadeat Joseph as a Hock, who aittcat upon the cherubim, shine 
forth : before Ephraim, and Benjamin, and Manasseh, stir up 
thy power," (Psalm kxx. 1, 2;) in which passages also Ephraim 
denotes the intellectual of the church, and Alanasaeh its will- 
principle. The same ia also manifest from the blessing of 
Ephraim and Mauassch by Jacob before hia death, sec Genesis 
slviii.; and also from Joseph's acccptmg Upliraim in the place 
of Reuben, and Mnnasach in the place of Simeon (verse 5 of 
the same chapter); for Reuben represented the intellectual of

5355. Because God hnth made me to be fruitful. — This sig- 
nifies the consequent multiplication of truth from good, as 
appears from the signification of "making to be fruitful," as 
denoting multiplication, viz., of truth from good, for fructifica- 
tion is predicated of good, and multiplication of truth, n. 43, 
55, 913, 983, 1910, 2840, 2847; hence Ephraim in tin: original 
tongue was named from fructification, whose quality is con- 
tained in these words, "Because God hath made to be fruitful 
in the land of my affliction;" the quality is, that truth from 
!>'(>:.nl «as multiplied iu the natural after the temptations which 
he there endured. It may be expedient briefly to shew what is 
meant by the multiplication of truth from good. When a man 
ia in good, that ia, in love towards his neighbor, he ia also in 
the love of truth ; hence so far as be is in that good, so far he 
is affected with truth, for good ia in truth as the soul in its 
body ; aa therefore good multiplies truth, so it propagates itself, 
and if it he the good of genuine charity, it propagates itself in 
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ind by truth indefinitely, for there is no end cither to pood 
ar truth, the Infinite being in all things, because all things 
are from the Infinite; nevertheless what ia indefinite herein 
cannot by any means reach to what is infinite, since there is

■Word respecting what is true, and to sec it before he confirms 
it: he sees it also from good, for the apperception of truth is 
from good, since the Lord is in jiouil urn! giws apperception ; 
when ho thence receives truth, it increases indefinitely : the case 
herein is like that of a little seed, which grows into n tree, and 
produces little seeds, and these afterwards produce a garden, 
and so forth. 

6856. In the land of my affliction.— This signifies where lie 
suffered temptations, as appears (1.) from tin; signification of 
"the land," in this case the land of ligvpt, as denoting the 
natural, sec n. n27li, iWHtl, r,^8K, -,:S(I1 ; and Ifi.) from 

the signification ( >f " aillicl ion," as denoting temptation, sec u. 
184C; hence it is evident, that the expression, "in the land of 
my at met ion," signifies In the natural where lie suffered temp- 
tations, consequently that truth from good was multiplied 
therein: as that fructification or multiplication of truth from 
good is principally effected by temptations, therefore it was 
thus expressed. The reasons why the above fructification is 
principally effected by temptations are, because temptations 



also knows what is nut fiood, or « bat trull, is, unless lie knows 
whnt is not true. Temptations also confirm poods and truths; 
for on such occasions a man fights against evil- and falses, and 
by conquering he comes into a stronger affirmative. Moreover 
also by temptations evils and fals.es are subdued, so that they uo 
longer attempt to rise up ; thus evils w ith falses are rejected to 
the sides, and there hang loosely downwards, n liile poods and 
truths are in the midst, and according to the zeal of afl'eetion 
arc elevated upwards, thus to heaven towards the Lord, from 
whom the elevation comes. 
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5357. Verses 53—57. And the seven years were finished of 
the abundance of provision which was in the land of Egypt.

land, Monties that everywhere but there, there was desolation in 
the natural. 

5358. And the seven years were finished of the abundance of 
proeisi an. — This signifies after the states of the multiplication 
of truth, as appears from what was explained above, n. 5276, 
5202, 533i), where similar expressions occur. 

5359. Which was in the land of Egypt. — This signifies in 
the natural, as appears from the signification of " the laud of 
ligvpt," as denoting the natural, seen. 5080, 5095, 5276, 5278, 
5280, 5288. 

5360. And the seven years of famine began to come.— This 
signifies the following states of desolation, as appears (1.) from 
the signification of " years," as denoting states, see u. 182, 487, 
488, 493, 893; and (2.) from the signification of "famine," as 
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denoting a defect of the knowledges of truth and good, sec n. 
1 160, 3364, consequently desolation. The reason why famine 
denotes such defect or desolation, is, because there is no other 
celestial and spiritual food than good and truth, it being by 
these that angels and spirits are nourished, and which thry 
hunger and thirst after ; therefore also materia) food corresponds 
to the same, as bread to celestial love, wine to spiritual love, 
and, moreover, all the things relating to bread or meat, and to 
wine or drink ; when, therefore, there is a defect of such ihiuirs, 
there is famine, and in the Word is called desolation and vastn- 
tiou, — desolation when truths are deficient, and vnstation when 
goods arc deficient. This desolation and vnstation are treated 
of in many passages of the Word, and are there described by 
the desolation of the earth, of kingdoms, cities, nations, and 
people, they arc also named an emptying out, a cutting off, a 
consummation, a wilderness, and a void; and the state it-elf is 
called the great day of Jehovah, the day of his wrath and 
vengeance, the day of darkness and of thick darkness, of cloud 
and of obscurity, the day of visitation, also the day when the 
earth is to perish, thus the last day and the day of judgment; 
and as the internal sense of the Word has not been understood, 
it lias been heretofore supposed, that there is a day when the 
earth is to perish, and that then first there will he the resurrec- 
tion and the judgment, it not being known, that a. day in those 
passages signifies a state, nnd the earth the church ; thus by the 
day when the earth is to perish, is signified the state when the 
church is to perish ; therefore in the Word, when this destruc- 
tion is treated of, a new earth is also treated of, hv which is 
meant a new church ; concerning the new earth and the new 
heaven, see n. 1733, 1850, 2117, 2118,3355,-1535; that last 
state of the church, which precedes the state of a new church, is 
properly meant and described in the Word by vastiiliim :iud 
desolation. By desolation and vastation in the Word is also 
described the state which precedes the regeneration of man, 
which state is here signified by the seven years of famine. 

5361. As Joseph had said. — This signifies as it was foreseen 
by the celestial of the spiritual, as appears (1.) from the signifi- 
cation of " to say " in the Imtoricals of the Word, as denoting 
to perceive, of which signification we have frequently spoken 
above ; therefore, when it is predicated of the Lord, who in this 
rase is Joseph, it denotes to perceive from himself, thus to 
foresee; and (2.] from the representation of "Joseph," as 
dcuotizig the celestial of the spiritual, see u. 5219, 5307, 5331, 
5332. 

5362. And the famine was in all lands. — This signifies deso- 
lation everywhere in the natural, as appears (1.) from the signi- 
fication of "a famine," as denoting desolation, see above, n. 
5360; and (2.) from the signification of "all lands," aa do- 
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noting everywhere in the natural ; that land [earth] denotes 
the natural* mind, thus the natural, see n. 5276, 5278, 5280, 
5288, 5801. 

53<!3. But in all the land of Egypt there was bread.— This 
signifies remains by virtue of truths from good being multiplied, 
as appears I'roni I lit consideration, that the "bread in all the 
laud of Egypt" means the corn collected in the seven years of 
abundance of provision, and stored up in the cities, whereby 

natural mind, as has been abundantly shewn above ; hence 
"bread in all the land of Egypt" signifies remains by virtue 
of truths from good being multiplied. That remains in this 
case arc the bread in all the land of Egypt, is evident also from 
the circumstance, that the years of famine were already begun, 
in which the land of Egypt suffered famine equally with other 
lands, except that it had stores laid up which other lands bad 
not; therefore nlso it now follows, " And all the land of Egypt 
suffered famine." 

5364. And all the land of Egypt suffered famine.— This sig- 
nifies desolation in each natural, as appears (1.) from the signi- 
fication of " famine," as denoting desolation, sec above, n. 53(10, 
5362; and (2.) from the signification of "all the land," as de- 
noting each natural, sec n. 5276. 

5365. And the people cried to fkaraoh for bread.— This sig- 
nifies the need of good for truth, as appears (I.) from the signi- 
fication of " crying," as being the act of a person in grief and 
mourning, thus of a person in need ; (2.] from the signilii-ntion 
of "people," as denoting truth, see n. 1250, 1260, 32115, 35K1 ; 
(3.) from the representation of "Pharaoh," as denoting the 
natural, see n. 5079, 5080, 50!>5, 5160; and (4.) from the sig- 
nification of "bread," as denoting the celestial of love, thus 
good, see n. 276, 680, 2165, 2177, IM-fH, .'J ITS, .57:55, ,'1W13, 
-1211, 1217, 4735, 1976: hence it follows that "the people cried 
to Pharaoh for bread," signifies the need of good for truth in 
the natural. This sense, indeed, appears remote from the his- 
torical sense of the letter; but still, when those who arc in the 
internal sense, by crying, people, Pharaoh, and bread, under- 
stand nothing but what we have just now said, it follows that 
such is the sense tbeuce resulting. It may be expedient to 
shew how the case is in regard to the need of good for truth : 
truth has need of good, and good has need of truth ; and when 
truth has need of good, truth is conjoined to good, and when 
good has need of truth, good is conjoined to truth ; for the 
reciprocal conjunction of good and truth, viz., of truth with 
good and of good with truth, constitutes the heavenly marriage. 
In the earlier stages of man's regeneration, truth is multiplied, 
hut not so good j and as in such case truth has no good where- 
with to bo conjoined, therefore it is indrawn and stored up in 
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the interiors of the natural, that it may thence he called Innli 
according to the incrciisc; of [ronri : in this state truth is in need 
of good, and also according to the influx of frrinel into the 
natural there is effected a conjunction of truth with good; 
nevertheless from this conjunction there is not any fnietilica- 
tion; but when a man is regenerated, good increases, and as it 
increases it is in need of truth, and also procures truth to itself 
with whirh it mav be [-unjoined; hence conies the conjunction 
of good with truth ; when this is effected, truth is fructified from 
good, and good from truth. That this is the case, is entirely 
unknown in the world, but very well known in heaven ; never- 
theless if it were known in the world, not only by science but 
also by perception, what celestial love or love to the Lord, and 
spiritual love or charity towards the neighbor arc, it would 
also bo known what good is, for all good is of those loves; and 
it would further be known, that good desires truth, and truth 
good, and that tliev are conjoined according to the desire and 
its quality. This might be evident from the consideration, that 
when truth is thought of, good is also presented adjoined to it; 
and when good is excited, truth is also presented' adjoined to 
it, each with affection, desire, delight, or holv aspiration ; and 
hence might he known the quality of the conjunction ; but as 
it is not known from any internal sensation or perception what 
good is, therefore also such things cannot he known ; for what 
a man ia ignorant of, he does not understand, notwithstanding 
it- lx'itij; presented to his noti™. And as it is not known that 
spiritual good is charity towards the neighbor, therefore in 



spiritual good is, ami stii! less that -mcd and truth form a mar- 
riage w ilh each other, and that in this marriage heaven consists, 
and that those who are in it, are in wisdom and intelligence, 
and that they possess satisfactions and happinesses with an in- 
definite and inexpressible variety, whereof not oven a single 
one is known to the world : hence neither docs the world ac- 
knowledge or believe that such a marriage exists; whereas it is 
heaven itself, or the very heavenly joy, of which so much is said 
in the church. 

5366. And Pharaoh said to all Egypt. —This signifies apper- 
ception, as appears (I.) from the signification of "to say," in the 
historical of the Word, as denoting to perceive, see n. 1791, 1815, 
1819, 1822, 1898, 1919, 2061, 2080, 9K62, 3395, 3509; (2.) 
from the representation of " I'haraoh," as denoting the natural 
in general, n. 5160; and (3.) from the signification of "all 
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Egypt," as denoting each natural, see n. 5276, 536 I ; hence it is 
evident that " Pharaoh said to all Egypt," signifies apperception 
in each natural, in general and in particular. 

5367. Go unto Joseph. — This signifies that it is from the 
celestial of the spiritual, as appears from the representation of 
"Joseph," as denoting the celeslial of the spiritual, sec above. 
Go unto him, signifies that it is from him, viz., good for truth, 
which is signified hv the bread for which the people cried to 
Pharaoh, n. 6865. 

5368. What he saith unlo you, do. — This signifies provided 
there he ohodicucc, aa appears from the signification of " to do 
what any one saith," as denoting to obey : hereby is signified 
that good is adjoined to trutli in the natural, provided the na- 
tural applies itself and obeys. It may be expedient to say a 
few words here concerning the application and ohedience of 
the natural: those who are principled in worldly things alone, 
and more so those who are principled in corporeal things alone, 
and still more so those who are principled only in terrestrial 
things, cannot apprehend what is meant by the natural being 
under obligation to apply itself and obey. They suppose that 
there is only one principle ivhich acta in man, and thus that 
there is not in him a distinction of principles, one to command, 
and another to obey ; whereas the internal man is what ought 
to command, and the external is what ought to obey; and the 
external obeys when heaven and not the world, his neighbor and 
not himself, are regarded as ends, consequently when he looks at 
corporeal and worldly things as means, but not as ends; and he 
looks at them as means, and not as ends, when he loves In.- neigh- 
bor in preference to himself, and the things of heaven in pre- 
ference to the things of the world; when this is the ease, the 
natural obeys ; the natural is the same with 1 be external man. 

5309._ And the famine was over all the faces of the land. 
— This signifies when the desolation was even to desperation, 
as appears (I.) from the signification of "famine," as denoting 
desolation, see above, n. .WW, 5362, 536-1 j and (2.) from the 
signification of "the laud" [earth,] as denoting the natural; 
on all the faces of which when the famine is said to be, it signi- 
fies desperation, because the desolation in such case is every- 
where ; for the utmost and last state of desolation is despera- 
tion, n. 5279, 5280. 

5370. And Joseph opened all in which there [was corn]. — 
This signifies communication from remains, as appears from the 
Msoiflcation of " to open," an denoting to communicate ; " all in 
which, " denotes the repositories where there was corn, and that 
these signify remains, has been occasionally shewn above. That 
remains arc the goods and truths stored up by the Lord in the 
interiors, see n. .168, 530, 560, 561, 660, 661, 798, 1050, 1738, 
1906, 2284, 5135, 5312, 5344.

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5371. And sold to Egypt. — This signifies appropriation, as 
appears from the signification of" to sell," as denoting to appro- 
priate to any out 1 ; for what is sold becomes the property of him 
who buva it; that buying and selling.' deuoie :;ppni[i rial ion, will 
be seen' below, n. 5374. 

5372. And t/ie famine prevailed in the hind of Egypt. — This 



signifies tlie church, hence also the tilings of the church, viz., 
goods and truths ; and because it signifies the eliurcb, it also 
signifies the man of the church, for he is the church in par- 
ticular ; and as it signifies the ninu of the church, it signifies 
that in him, which is the man, via., the inind; hence the land 
of Egypt, in all the passages mentioned above, signilics the 
natural mind ; but in the present case is not meant the land of 
Egypt, but land in general, consequently the things of the 
church, and these are goods and truths : that the signification 
of land is various, see n. 6:<0, 036, 2571 ; that in general it 
signifies- the church, u. r.iiii, CM>, HXiH, \:<ty>, ! U:i, H107, 173:1, 
1 sno, 21 17, 335 310!, 1 1 17, 4535. That "every 

land came to Egypt," signifies that goods and truths were con- 
ferred upon scicntifics, appears from the signification of Egypt 
in the proper sense, as demiting science, consequently scicn- 
tifics, see n. 1164, 1165, 1186, 1462; and that the scientiSca 
which arc sigumed bv Kgqit in the good sense, are the scicn- 
tifics of the church, may be seen, n. 4749, 4064, 4066. That 
this is the internal sense of the above words, is manifest not 
only from the signification of the expressions, via., of land, 
when the land of Egypt is not nicani, and also of Kgypt in the 
proper sense, likewise because it is said in the plural, every 
land [they] came, but also from the very connection of things 
in the internal sense ; for in the connection it now follows, that 
the goods and truths of remains are conferred upon sciemilies. 
For the case is thus : during man's regeneration as to the na- 
tural, all goods and truths arc conferred upon scicntifics ; the 
goods and truths, which are not in the scicntifics therein, arc 
not in the natural ; for the natural mind, as to that part which 
is subject to the intellectual, consists solely of scicntifics; the 
scientific, which arc of the natural, are the ultimatcs of order, 
and things prior must be in ultimatcs that they may exist and 
appear in that sphere ; and, moreover, all prior things tend to 
ultimatcs, as to their boundaries or ends, and exist together 
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therein aa causes in their effects, or as tilings superior in tilings 
inferior, as in their vessels: the scientifies, which are nf the 
natural, arc such ultiniatca ; ar.il hence it is that the sj>i rit it nl 
world terminates in man's natural, iti which the things of the 
spiritual world are exhibited representatively : unless spiritual 
tiling* "He exhibited reprcseiitalh civ, thus hy such things as 
are iu the world, they would not he at all apprehended. From 
these considerations it may he evident, that during the regenera- 
tion of the natural all the interior goods and truths, which are 
from the spiritual world, are conferred upon scientifies, that they 
may appear. 

5374. To itry.— This signifies appropriation, as appears from 
the signification of " to huy," as denoting to procure for one- 
self and thereby to appropriate. Procuration and appropria- 
tion arc effected spiritually by good and truth; to this cor- 
respond the procuration and appropriation which iu the world 
are effected by silver and jjold ; for in the spiritual sense silver 
is truth, and gold is good : hence huyini: sigri;ilie.< appropriation ; 
as also in the following passages in the Word : " Every one that 
thirstcth, go to the waters, and ho that hath no silver, go, buy, 
and eat; and go, buy without silver, and without price, wine 
and milk," '(Isaiah lv. 1.] And in Matthew : "The kingdom of 
the heavens is like unto treasure hid in a field, which uhen 
found a man hidcth, and for jov thereof jrorth and sclleth all 
that he hath, and buyeth that fh-M," (siii. tk) Agaiu: "The 
kingdom of the heavens is like unto a merchant mau seeking 
goodly pearls, who, when ho had found one pearl of jrrcal price, 
went and sold all that bo had, and bought it," {verses -lij, 40.) 
Agaiu: "The prudent virgins said to the foolish, Go to them 
thai sell, and buy oil for yourselves ; while they were gone to buy, 
the bridegroom came," {\\v. '.), 10.) As buying signifies appro- 
pnalioii, therefore in tin M ord ihos.- thing- wh.eb »erc bon:;hi 
for silver an' carefully distinguished from those which were 
otherwise proctirnl. servants also, who were bought for silver, 
were like proper servants, and in an inferior degree like the 
burn of the house, on which account also they are every- 
where mentioned together, as Genesis, chapter sni. 13 " In 
eirrueiei/iiig shall be cireuuiciicd the b;rn nf thy huwe, and 
the buying of thy ttivir ;" and Leviticus, chapter nil. 11; "If 
a priest shall buy a soul with the buying nf stiver, he and 
lite horn of kin house shall eat of his bread." Hence may 
be manifest that in the Word, the redeemed [rcbought] of 
Jehovah mean those who have received good and truth, thus 
those who have appropriated the things which are of the 

5375. To Joseph.— -This signifies where the celestial of the 
spirkual is, as appears from the representation of "Joseph," as 
denoting the celestial of the spiritual, concerning which sec fre- 
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5376. Because the famine prevailed in every land. — Thin 
signifies Unit every wherr but there, then; was desolation in the 
natural, as appears (1 .) from the signification of " famine," aa 
(Ii'IkXhil: de-tiliitiim, ciiiiuci'iiinj; which sen above ; and (2.) from 
the signification of " land," as dciiotiup the natural, tosn-eriiin^ 
which also see above: thiil tlie desolation was everywhere but 
in the scicntitica containing the celestial of the spiritual, follows 
from what goes before. How the case is with the desolation of 
the natural, or with the privation of truth therein, has been 
shewn above : but as this subject is further treated of in what 
follows, it may be expedient to repeal what lias been said upon 
it. The man'that is born within the church, from earliest child- 
hood learns from the Word, and from the doctrinals of the 
church, what are the truth of faith and the good of charity : 
but when ho becomes an adult, be begins cither to confirm or 
to deny in himself the truths of faith which he had learnt; 
fin- be then looks at them with his own proper Bight, whereby 
he causes them either to he appropriated to himself or to be re- 
jected; for nothing can be appropriated to anyone which he 
does not acknowledge from his own proper intuition, that is, 
which be docs not know from himself, and not from another, 
to he so. The truths, therefore, which lie had imbibed from 
childhood, could not enter further into his life than to the first 
entrance, from which they may cither be admitted more inte- 
riorly, or may be rejected. With those who are regenerated, 
that 'is, who the Lord foresees will suffer themselves to lie rege- 
nerated, those truths are greatly multiplied, for all such ore in 
the affection of knowing truths ; but when they conic nearer 
to the very act of regeneration, they arc as it were deprived of 
those truths, which arc then drawn iuwards, and in this case 
the man appears in desolation, nevertheless those truths arc 
suceessiii'ly remitted into the natural, and are there conjoined 
with good during the man's regeneration. With those, how- 
ever, who arc not regenerated, that is, who the Lord foresees 
will not suffer themselves to be regenerated, truths indeed arc 
usually multiplied, .-inec they arc in the affection of knowing 
such things for the sake of reputation, honor, and gain; but 
when they come to mature age, and submit those truths to their 
own proper sight, in this case either thov do not believe them, 
or they deny them, or they turn them "into falses; thus with 
such persons truths arc not drawn inwards, but arc rejected; 
nevertheless they remain in the memory, for the sake of ends 
in the world, yet without life. This state also is called in the 
Word desolation or vastation ; but it differs from the former in 
that the desolation of the former state is only apparent, whereas 
the desolation of this state is absolute; for in the former state 
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the man is not deprived of truths, but in this state lie is en- 
tirely deprived of them. The desolation of the former state 
lias been treated of in the internal sense in this chapter, ami 
is further treated uf in the following chapter, and is what is 
signified by the famine of seven rears. This same desnhtii.ui 
is w ry frequently treated of in other parts of the Word, as in 
Isaiah : " Stir up, stir up, Jerusalem, that hast drunk from the 
hand of Jehovah the cap of his anger : two things have befallen 
thee ; who shall be sorry for thee ? wasting and breaking, the 
famine and the sword: who shall comfort thee? thy sons have 
failed, they have lain at the head of all the streets; therefore 
bear; do this, thou afflicted and drunken, but not with wiue ; 
behold I have taken out of thy band the cup of trembling, the 
dregs of the cup of my wrath ; thou shalt no more driuk it any 
longer, but I will put it into the band of them that make thee 
sad," (li. 17 to the end.) In this passage is described the state 
of di:.-(il;i'.ion in ivkicli the mu of tile church is who becomes 
a church, or who is regenerated : this desolation is called wast- 
ing, breaking, famine, a sword, also the cup of the auger and 
wrath of Jehovah, and the cup of trembling: the truths, of 
which in such case he is deprived, are the sons who fail and lie 
at the head of all the streets; that sons denote truths, sec n. 
48'J, 191, 533, 1117, 2623, 2803, 2813, 3373: that streets 
denote where truths are, see u. 2336 ; henee to lie at the head 
of all the streets denotes that truths appear dispersed : that the 
desolation is appureiit, and that by it, as by temptations, rege- 
neration is effected, is evident ; for it is said that she shall no 
longer drink, hut that be will put tlie cup in the hand of them 
that make her sad. So in K^ckicl : "Thin saitb the Lord Je- 
hovah, llecause they devastate you and swallow you up on every 
side, that ye may be an inheritance to the remains of the 
nations; therefore, ve mountains of Israel, hear vc the Word of 
the Lord Jehovah; Thus saitb the Lord Jehovah to the moun- 
tains and to the bills, to tlie brooks and to the valleys, to the 
lii-.iiifiUi: wastes and to the desert cities, which have been niitdo 
n prey, and a laughing- stock to the remains of the nations which 
arc round about: In my zeal, and in my wrath have I spoken, 
because of the reproach of the nations, which ye have borne : 
surely the nalii>:is m Inch are rnioul about you, they shall bear 
their reproach ; but ye, O mountains of Israel, shall give your 
branch, and ye shall bear your fruit for my people Israel : for 
lo I I am with you, and will have respect to you, that ye may 
he tilled and sown : and I will multiply man upon you, the 
whole bouse of Israel ; and the cities shall be inhabited, and 
the wastes shall be built : I will cause you to dwell according 
to your old estates, and I will do better to you than ut your 
beginnings," (xxxvi. 3—12.) In this passage also the desola- 
tion is treated of which precedes regeneration ; the desolation is 
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signified by the desolate wastes and the desert cities, which 
were made a prey and a laughing-stock, but the regeneration by 
giving a branch and bearing fruit, by having respect to them 
that they may be tilled and sown, that man may be multiplied, 
the cities inhabited, and the wastes built, and by making them 
dwell according to their old estates, and doing better than at 
their beginnings. How the case is with desolation, is evident 
from those w ho arc in desolation in the other life : they arc 
vexed by evil spirits genii, who infuse persuasions of what 
is evil and false, so that they arc almost overwhelmed, in conse- 
quence of which truths do not appear ; but as the time of desola- 
tion conies to a period, they are illustrated by light from heaven, 
and thus the evil spirils and genii urc driven away every one into 
his own hcil, where they undergo punishments. These are the 
things which arc signified by the cities being made a prey and a 
laughing-stock to llie remains of the nations round about, and 
by the. nations round about carrying their "reproach, and above 
in Isaiah, by the cup's being put into the hand of them that mode 
her sad, and also in another passage in Isaiah, by the wasters 
being wasted (ehnp. xxxiii. 1): and in Jeremiah, " I will visit 
upon the witters, and will make them a perpetual desolation," 
(ehnp. xxv. 12.) Again in Isniah : " Thy destroyers shall hasten 
thy sons, and lli'j wnshrs shall go forth from thee. Lift up thine 
eyes round about, and see ; they arc all gathered together, they 
conie to thee ; for as to Ihij wustrs, r.\u\ ti.tj d-.-suhilitins, and the 
liinil '.if I Inj rh-.sl.rvrtiun, thou shalt he too narrow by reason of 
the iuliithitnnt ; chose who swallowed thee up shall he far away," 
(slix. 17—19 :) in this passage also, and in that whole chapter, 
the subject treated of is the desolation of those who arc regcuc- 
raU'd, and their regeneration and fructification after desolation, 
and lastly, the punishment of those who oppressed them j sec 
verse 2<> of the same chapter. Again : " Woe to him that 
wnsteth when he is not wasted; when thou shall cease to waste, 
t/mu shalt be wasted," (xixiii. 1,) denoting that those who waste 
are punished, as above. Again : " My expelled ones shall tarry 
in tliec ; O Moab, be thou a covert to them before the waster ; 
for the opprrssor hath ceased, the wasting is ended," (xvi. 4.) 
Again: "The day of Jehovah is near, as was! iiig it shall come 
from Shitiblui," jxiii. (I.) Wasting from fihaddni denotes wasting 
[or vastation] in temptations ; that God as to temptations was 
by the ancient:; <:\<\\yd Shaddai, may he seen, n. ]i)'.)i>, 'MV,?, 
4572. Again : " Then they shall not thirst ; he shall lead them 
in tin: wastes ,- he shall cause waters to How forth from the hard 
rock for them, and shall split the hard rock, that the waters 
may flow forth," (\lviu. 21,} speaking of the state after desola- 
tion. Again : " Jehovah will comfort /.ion : he will comfort all 
her wastes, so that he will make her wilderness like Eden, and 
her desert like the garden of Jehovah : gladness and joy shall 
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be found therein, confession and the voice of singing," (li. 3 ;) 
here the subject treated of is the same ; for, as was said above, 
desolation is for the end that man may be regenerated, that is, 
that, after evils and fnises are separated, truths may he con- 
joined to goods and goods to truths. The regenerate man as 
to good is what is compared to Eden, and as to truths to the 
garden of Jehovah. So in David : " Jehovah hath caused me 
to come up out of the pit of devastation, out of the mire of clay, 
and both set my feet upon a rock," (Psalm si. 2.) The vasta- 
tion or desolation of the man of the church, or of the church with 
man, was represented by the captivity of the Jewish people in 
Itabylon, and the raising up of the church hy the return from 
that captivity ; see Jeremiah throughout, especially chapter 
xisii. 37 to the end. Desulatiou is captivity, a rami in such 
case being kept as it wen; bound, wherelorc, alsn, by the bound 
in prison, and in the pit, nn: signified those who are in desola- 
tion, sec n. 4728, 4714, 6087, 5038, 6085, 5096. The state 
of desolation and vacation, with those who are not regenerated, 
is also treated of in the Word throughout. In tiiis state are 
those who altogether deny truths, or turn them into falscs : this 
is the state of the church towards its euil, when it has no longer 
either faith or charity ; thus in Isaiah : " I will make known to 
you what I will do to ray vineyard : I will take away the hedge 
thereof that it may be eaten up ; I will break down the wall 
thereof that it may he troddeu down : aftenvards T will make it 
a desolatinn ; it shall not be pruned or weeded, so that there 
shall come up briars and thorns ; yea, I will command the 
clouds that they rain no rain upon it," (v. 5, 0.) Again : " Say 
to this people, Hearing, hear ye, but do not understand ; and 
seeing, see ye, but do not know : make the heart of tins people 
fat, make their cars heavy, and smear over their eyes ; lest per- 
adveuture they sec with their eyes, and hear with their ears, and 
their heart understand, and they he converted and healed. Then 
said I, Lord, how loug ? Who said, Until the cities be devas- 
tated, that they may be without inhabitant, and the houses, 
that there be no one in them, and the earth be reduced to a 
desert: he will remove man; and wildernesses shall be multi- 
plied in the midst of the land. In it nhall be scarce any longer 
a tenth part, and vet it shall be to exterminate," (vi. 9 to the 
end.) Again ; " The remains shall return, the remains of Jacob, 
to the mighty Uod ; for the consummation is determined, justice 
is overflowed ; for the Lord Jchovih Zebaoth maketh a consum- 
mation and determination in the whole earth," (x. 21 — 23.) 
Again : " Jcliovah maketh the earth void, and maketh it emptg, 
and he will overturn the faces thereof ; in making void, the earth 
shall he made void, it shall mourn ; the habitable earth shall be 
eoiitoiiudcd, the globe shall faint and he eonfounded : a curse 
shall devour the earth ; the new wine shall mourn, the vine shall . 
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faint ; what is left in the city shall lie wasleness ; the gate shall 
In; ssnitU-n eiou !u ili'raslali'iii ; by brivil.iuj;, the radii is ljn>l;cii ; 
by being burst asunder, the earth is burst asunder ; tottering, 
tin; (jiirtli tulieri-th as a drunkard," (xxiv. 1 to the eud.) Again : 
"The by-paths are devastated; be that passetb the way hath 
ceased ; the earth niournetli and languislieth ; Lebanon is 
ashamed and withered ; Sharon is become like a wilderness," 
{xxxiii. 8, 9.) Again i " / will make desolate and will swallow 
up together ; / will lay waste mountains and hills, and will dry 
up every herb thereof," (xlii. 14, 15.) And in Jeremiah: "I 
will give all the nations round about to the curse, aud will make 
them a desolation, aud a derisiou, aud perpetual wastes; and I 
will take from them the voice of joy and the voice of gladness, 
the voice of the bridegroom and the' voice of the bride, the voice 
of mills and the light of a caudle, that the whole earth may be 
a desolation and a devastation. It shall come to pass, when 
seventy years shall be fulfilled, I will visit upon the king of 
Babylon, and upon this nation, their iniquity, and upou the land 
of the Chaldeans ; and I will make them perpetual desolations," 
(ixv. 9 — 12, and following verses.) Again: "Basrah shall 
become a desolation, a disgrace, a waste, aud a curse; and all 
the cities thereof shall become perpetual wastes. Edom shall be 
n desolation ; every one that passcth bv it shall be amazed, and 
shall hiss at all its plagues," (xlix. 13, 18.) And in Ezekiel : 
" Thus saith the Lord to the inhabitants of .kni-nlem upon the 
land of Israel, They shall eat their bread with anxiety, and driuk 
their waters with i.stiiuisliir.etit, that the land thereof may be 
iii i-nstrii'ii fi'vii Us fulifss, because of the violence of all them 
that dwell therein. The inhabited cities shall be laid waste, and 
the land shall be desolated," (xii. 19, 20.) Agaiu : "When I 
shall make thee a desolate city, like the cities that are not in- 
habited ; when I shall cause the abyss to ascend against thee, 
and many waters shall cover thec ; and I shall cause thee to 
descend with them that go down to the pit, to the people of an 
age, and shall cause thee to dwell in the land of those that are 
beneath, far a desolation from eternity with them that go down 
to the pit," (xxvi. 10- — 31,) speaking of Tyro. And in Joel: 
" A day of darkness and of thick darkness, a day of clouds and 
of obscurity. A fire devoureth before them, and after them a 
flame kindleth : the land is like the garden of Eden before them, 
but after them a waste wilderness," (ii. 2, 3.) And in Zcphaniah : 
" The day of Jehovah is near : this day is a day of wrath, a day 
of sti'aiirbtne>.- and tightness, a day of wanting and de.i:astr,twii , :i 
day of darkness and thick darkness, n day of cloud aud misti- 
ness. The whole earth shall be devoured by the lire of the zeal 
of Jchovnli ; for I will make a speedy consummation with all the 
inlmbitauts of the earth," (i. 14, 15, IS.) Aud in Matthew: 
"When yc shall see the abomination of desolation, foretold by 
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Daniel the prophet, standing in the holy place, then let those 
who arc in Judea flee to the mountains," (wiv. 15, 10 ; Mark 
liii. 14; Dan. ix. 27 ; xii. 10— la.) From the above passages 
it is evident, that desolation is the apparent privation of truth 
with those who are regenerated, but the absolute privation with 
those who are not regenerated. 



A CONTINUATION OF THE SUBJECT OF COltllESrONDENCE WITH 
THE GRAND MAN, IN THE PRESENT CASE OF THE CORRE- 
SPONDENCE OF THE INTERIOR VISCERA THEREWITH. 

5377. At the close of the preceding chapter, we treated of 
tin- correspondence of some of the interior viscera of the body 
with the Grand Man, viz., of the liver, the pancreas, the stomach, 
and some others : at present irr shall conHnne the subject, so far 
as relates to the correspondence of the peritonieiim, the kidneys, 
the ureters, the bladder, and also of the intestines therewith ; 
Jar whatever is in man, whether in the c.rlcrnut man or in the 
internal, has correspondence with the Grand Man; without 
correspondence with which, that is, with heaven, or, what is the 
same, with the spiritual world, nothing whatever crisis and sab- 
sists, because it has no connection with what is prior to itself, 
consequently with what is Jirst, that is, with the Lord. What 
is unconnected, and thereby independent, cannot subsist even a 
single, moment, for the cause and ground of its subsistence is its 
eonnertion. irith and dependence it/uin. that [rum- which comes all 
e.cislence : for subsistence is perpetual e.i islence. Hence not only 
all things appertaining to man correspond, but also all things in 
the universe. The son itself corresponds, and so does the moon ; 
for in heaven the Lord is the sun, and likewise the moon ; the 
sun's flame and heat, and also its light correspond ; for flame 
and heat correspond to the Lard's lore Uncards the whole human 
race, and light corresponds to the divine truth. The very stars 
correspond : the societies of iteuren and t/irir habitations being 
what they correspond to ,- not that they are in the stars, but that 
they are in such an order: whatever appears under the sun, 
corresponds, as all the subjects in the animal kingdom, and like- 
wise ail m the vegetable kingdom, all which would instantly decay 
and fall to pieces, unkss there was an influx into them from the 
spiritual world. This has also been granted me to know from 
much experience, for I was shewn with what things in the spiritual 
world several things in the animal kingdom, and still more in 
the vegetable kingdom correspond, and also that they do not 
at all subsist without influx: for when that which is prior is 
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taken away the posterior necessarily falls, and the case is the 
same when the prior is separated from the posterior. As there 
is an especial correspondence of iimn with heaven, and hi/ heaven 
with the Lord, therefore a man appears in the other life in the 
light of heaven according to the quality 1o which Ik corresponds; 
hence the amp-Is appear in inetftihie hrii/btn.ess and beauty, hut 
the. infemuls 'in inexpressible bluckncss n'ml deformity. 

6378. Certain spirits onee came to me, who were silent; 
ucvcvthclcss t/in, afterwards 'poke, yet not as several, hut all as 
one. I apperceiced from their discourse that their quality was 
such that thi ti were desirous to know and to i cpluin till things, 
and thus to coiijirm themselves that a thing in no: they were 
modest, and said that they do not act at alt of themselves, hut 
from others, although it appears that it is from them. On this 
occasion they were infested by other.*, and I was /old that it was 
hy those who constitute the pvocincc of the kidneys, the ureters, 
and the bladder, hut they answered them modestly ; nevertheless 
the infestation and pvaracatiou were continued, for suck is the 
nature of those who constitute the pvnriuce of the kidneys ; there, 
fuer as they could yain no adconlage veer them hi/ modesty, they 
had recourse to what was confirniahte to their temper tind dispo- 
sition, viz., to enlarge themselves, and thereby to terrify them . 
hence they seemed to become great, but only as one, who so 
dilated his body, that like Alius be seemed to reach to heaven : 
there was the appearance of a spear in his hand; nevertheless he 
only meant In terrify them, and not to do them any other hurt. 
In conseipteiiei' of this the kidney spirits tied away, and then 
there appeared a certain one whu pursued litem in their /light, and 
another who tiewin front between the feel of that i/real one; and 
also that t/rent one seemed to hnre wooden 'shoes, 'which he threw 
towards the kidney spirits. The angels told me that those modest 
spirits lela, mugn ijit-d themselves, were /hose who buee reference 
to the peritonteum. The peritomenm is the common membrane 
which surrounds and includes all the viscera of the abdomen, as 
the pleura does all the viscera of the thorax ; and us il is so ex- 
tended, and respect i rely large, and also capable of being swelled 
out, therefore when these spirits are infested by others, they are 
allowed thus to make themselves appear yreat, and at the same 
time to strike terror, especially towards those who constitute the 
prorinee of the kidneys, the ureters, and the bladder ; for these 
viscera or vessels lie in the donldiny oj /he peri t omit utii, and are 
restrained by it. The wooden shoes represented the lowest natu- 
ral things, such us those which the kidneys, ureters, and bladder 
absorb and carry off -. that shoes denote the lowest natural things, 
may be seen, n. 2S1I, l!KiH - Wi'r2 : in saying that they do not act 
at all of themselves, but from others, they also have reference 
to the peritonteum, which rs of such a quality. 

5379. It was also shewn representatively how the case is 
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when those who constitute the colon intestine infest those who 
are in the province of the peritonmtm. Those who constitute the 
colon intestine are disposed to swell, as the colon does with wind; 
and when tin- latter were inclined to insult the former, it appeared 
as if a wail were presented as a bulwark; and when they at- 
tempted to overturn the wall, there always arose a new wall ; thus 
they drove them away. 

5380. It is irrii knou-n t/mt there are secretions and excre- 
tions, in a series, from the kidneys even into the bladder ; in the 
first of the scries are the kii/miis. in tin: nii'liilr the ureters, and 
in the last the bladder. Those who constitute those provinces in 
the Grand Man, are in like manner in a series ; and although 
they are of one genus, still they differ tike the species of that 
genus. They sjienk irilli n /mesh rtiice as if cloven, and are de- 
sirous of introducing themselves into the body, but it is only a 
conatus. Their situation in respect to the human body is as 
follows ; those who have reference to the kidneys, are on the left 
side next the hod;/, beneath the elbow : those who have reference 
to the ureters, are towards the left from thence at a greater dis- 
tance from the bndy : those who have reference to the bladder, 
are at a still greater distance .- together they form nearly a 
parabola on the left side towards Ihe fore-parts, for thereby they 
project themselns tmeurils Ihe fore-parts from the left, thus in a 
tract of considerable length, lliis is one common wag towards 
the hells, another is Ihro'igh the intestines, for the termination 
each way is in the hells. Those who are in the hells correspond 
to Hvrh things a< tire r>iii!<"! hi/ the intestines and lite bladder, in- 
asmuch as, in the s/iiritii'tl sense, the falses and evils in which 
they are principled, ure uothiui/ hut urine and excrement. 

5381. Those who constitute lie' /irnrince of the kidneys, the 
ureters, and the bladder, in the Grand Man, are of such a genus 
and temper, that they desire nothing more ardently than to explore 
mil! Keratinize the quality of others, and some of them also desire 
to rhiistise mill punish, /iroeided there be anything of justice in 
the ensr. The of/ires alsii uf the kidneys, the ureters, and the 
bladder are of such a kind ; for they explore the blood that is 
projected into them, to discoeer whether it contains any useless 
and hurtful serum, and they also separate it from what is useful 
and then they correct it, for they press it down towards the lower 
regions, and in the way and aftenoards by various means they 
squeeze and fret it ; such are the offices of those who constitute 
the province of those parts. But the spirits and societies of spirits, 
to which urine itself, especially fetid urine, corresponds, are tn- 
ferind : for us soon as the urine is separated from the blood, not- 
withstanding it is in the little tubes of the kidneys, or within the 
bladder, it is out of the body : for what is separated no longer 
circulates in the body, consequently it does not contribute any- 
thing to the existence and subsistence of its parts. 
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5382. Those who constitute the province of the kidneys and 
ureters are ready to explore or scrutinize the quality of others, 
what they think, and what tin irill, mid thei/ are in the desire of 
finding out causes, mill of making them guilty of sa me fault to the 
intent principally that they may chastise them ; this I have very 
frequently experienced, and hare conversed with them respecting 
that desire and intent. Several of that genu*, when they lived in 
the irurlil, /mil hern jnilgrs, unit tin 11 then rejoiced at heart when 
they found a cause, which they believed 11 just one, of lining. 
ehue.iiy.itni, nnd /mnishing. The i/ju-i-ntimi if sneh is iippi-reein d 
in the region of the bach, when the kidneys, the ureters, and the 
bladder are situated. Those who belong to the bladder, extend 
themselves towards Gehenna, where also some of them sit as it 
were in judgment. 

5383. There are many methods by which they explore or 
scrutinize the minds of others ; but I am allowed to adduce only 
the following one. They lead other spirits to speak, which is 
effected in the other life by an influx irhieh eaniint In: described to 
the apprehension: in this case if I he train of the induced speech be 
easy, they hence judge that such is their quality; they also induce 
a stale of affection : those who explore in this manner are of the 
grosser sort ; others adopt other methods: there are some who, at 
the first interview, insluntlit a/,percein: (iw.lhin-'s thoughts, desires, 
and acts, also what past deed gives him uneasiness; this they 
eagerly seize upon, and also condemn, if they conceive there is 
any just cause. It is one of the wonders of the other life, v.hir.h 
scarce any one in the world can believe, that as soon as any spirit 
comes to another, and especially when he cornea to a man, he in- 
stuntly knows his thoughts and affections, and what he had been 
doing to that time, thus all his present state, exactly as if he had 
been with him ever so long ; such is the nature of communication ; 
but there are differences of these apperceptions, some spirits per- 
ceiving the interiors, and some only the exteriors; in the latter 
case, if they are in the desire of knowing, they explore the interiors 
of others by various means. 

5381. Those who constitute the province of the kidneys, the 
ureters, and the bladder in the Grand Man, employ various 
methods also of chastising; for the most part they remove what- 
ever causes joy and gladness, and induce what is nudelightful and 
sorrowful; by this desire those spirits communicate with the hells, 
and by the justice of the cause, which they impure into before they 
chastise, they communicate with heaven, on which account they 
are kept in that province. 

5385. From these considerations it may be evident, what is 
signified when it is .mid in the Word, that Jehovah proveth and 
searcheth the reins [kidneys] and the heart, also that the reins 
chastise, as in Jeremiah: "Jehovah [jroveth tlic reins and the 
heart," (xi. 20.) Again: "Jehovah proveth the just; he Bccth the 
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reins and the heart," (xx. 12.) And in David: " Thou just 
God provcst the hearts and reins," (Psalm vii. 9.) Again : " 0 
Jehovah, explore my reins and my heart," (Psnlm xxvi. 2.] Again: 
" Jehovah thou posscssest my reins," (Psalm exxxix. 13.) And 
in the Apocalypse: "I am he thai searclieth the reins and the 
heart," (ii. 23.) Jn these passages the reins signify things spiritual, 
and the heart things celestial, that, is the reins signify those, things 
which are of truth, and the heart those things which are of good; 
the reason of this is, because the kidneys purify the serum, and 
the heart, the blood itself: hence to prove, explore, and tearch 
the kidneys, signifies to prove, explore, and search the quantity 
and i/uality of truth, or the quantity and qualify of faith apper- 
taining lo man. That this is the signification is also manifest 
in Jeremiah from these words : " Jehovah thou art near in their 
mouth, but far from their reins," (xii. 2;) and in David, 
"Jehovah, hi thou desiresl truth in the reins," (Psalm li. fi.) 
That chastisement likewise is attributed to the kidneys, is also 
clear from David: "Mv reins chastise me in thenights," (Psalm 
»vi. 7.) 

5386. There are also, in other parts of the body decretory 
and excretory organs; in the brain their are ventricles and 
mammil/ai-y processes, to carry off the phlegmy particles therein 
mid moreover there are in every part I'dth: i/lnntls, n' //n: iiuia.us 
and saliva! of the head, and several in the body, and myriads 
next lo the cuticles, whereby Ihc perspiration and other more 
subtle and useless humors are carried off. To these correspond, 
in the scriptural world in general, tenacities of opinions, and alio 
scruples of conscience in things not necessary. Some of those 
spirits appear above the head, at a middle distance, and are of 
such a quality as to raise scruples in matters where nothing of 
scrupulousness ought to enter : hence, as they oppress the con- 
sciences of the simple, they are called conscientious ; but they 
are ignorant what true conscience is, for they make a conscience 
of everything which presents itself; since, where any scruple or 
doubt arises, if the mind is anxious and remains in that scruple 
or doubt, there are never wanting reasons to confirm and thereby 
to aggravate. When such spirits are present, they also induce a 
sensible anxiety in the part of the abdomen immediately below the 
diaphragm ; they are likewise present with man in temptations. 
I have conversed with them, and have apperceived thai they have 
no enlarged ideas, so as to acquiesce in things more useful and 
necessary ; for they could not attend to reasons, because they 
persisted tenaciously in their own opinion. 

5387. But those who correspond lo the urine itself, are infer- 
nah, since the urine, as was said above, is out of the body, because 
already separated from the blood, and in itself is merely an un- 
clean and stale serum, which has been cast down. I am allowed 
to relate the following particulars concerning them. A certain 
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spirit was perceived at first within in the body, but presently 
beneath to the right; and when he was there presented, he wag 
inconspicuous, having the power of rendering himself so by 
art. When he was asked a question, he made not the least 
reply : it was said by others, that in the life of the body he had 
been addicted to piratical practices; for it is apperceived mani- 
festly in the other life, from the sphere of the life of the affections 
and thoughts, who and of what quality every one had been, hi-t:tut.ie 
every one's life remains. He varied his place, at one time ap- 
pearing to the right, and another to the left. I perceived that he 
did this from the fear of its being known who he was, and lest he 
should be forced to confess something ; it was said by other spirits, 
that such are most timorous when there is the smallest danger, 
and most courageous when there is none; and that they are in 
the opposite to those to whom the voiding of the urine corresponds, 
and study by every means to occasion hurt to it ; and lest I should 
entertain any doubt of this, it was shewn me by the following 
experience : when those who corresponded to the voiding of the 
urine withdrew themselves a li/lie, and that pirate was present, 
the voiding of the urine war totally suppressed, and also its revo- 
lution was effected with hazard; but when they were recalled, 
the voiding of the urine was intense according to their presence. 
That he was a pirate, he afterwards confessed, and said that he 
could conceal himself dexterously, and by cunning and activity 
deceive his pursuers, and that he now loves urinous filth much 
better than limpid waters, and that the fetid stench of urine is 
what he is chiefly delighted with, insomuch that he wishes to linn: 
his abode in lakes, yea in casks of fetid urine. It was also shewn 
me what sort of face he had, which indeed was not a face, but 
somewhat black-bearded instead of one. Afterwards aim other 

pirates, not so active, were sent for, and they also spoke but 
little, and what was surprising they gnashed with their teeth ; 
they also declared that they love urine above all liquids, and 

feculent urine more than any other : these, however, had not any- 
thing bearded for a face, as the former had, but a kind of horrible 

grate of teeth ; for the beard and teeth signify the lowest natural 

principles : their being without a face signifies that they had 
nothing of rational life; for when no face appears, it is a sign 
that there is no correspondence of the interiors with the Grand 
Man, inasmuch as in the other life every one appears in the light 
of heaven according to correspondence ; hence the infcrnals appear 
in horrible deformity. 

5388. A certain spirit was present, and in conversation with 
me, who in the life of the body had had no faith, and had not 
believed in any life after death, and he also was among the active 
ones: he had the power of captivating minds by his flattering and 
complaisant address, on which account his real character was 
not discoverable at first from his conversation ; he could also 
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speak with river-like volubility, as a good spirit ; but his character 
was first discovered from this circumstance, that be did not love 
to converse on tbe things relating to faith and charity, for on such 
occasions he could not keep pace with the subject in bis thought, 
but drew himself back ; and it was afterwards perceived, that bis 
complaisance was merely a pretence to deceive. For the kinds of 
complaisance differ according lo the ends regarded therein . if lite 
end be friendship, or the pleasure of conversation, or any other of 
a like nature, there is not much evil in it ; but if the end be to 
entice to the discovery of secrets, and thereby to bind another to 
evil engagements, in genera! if the end be to do hurt, then there 
is evil in it : such was tbe end by which the spirit was influenced, 
and be was also in the opposite to those who are in the province 
of the kidneys and ureters ; he also said, that he loved the smell 
of urine above all other odours ; he likewise induced a contraction 
or painful slraitness in the lower region of the belly. 

5389. There are companies of spirits who wander about, and 
at times return to tbe same places. Evil spirits arc much afraid 
of them, for they torment them with a certain kind of torture. I 
was told that they correspond to the bottom or lower part of the 
bladder in general, and to the muscular ligaments thence concen- 
trating toward* the sphincter, where the urine is extruded by a 
mode of contortion. These spirits apply themselves lo the pari of 
the back where the cnuda equina is : their mode of operating is 
by quick reciprocations, which no one can restrain, the mode 
being constringent and rcstringenl in a direction upwards, and 
sliarp-painted in the shape of a cone ; the evil spirits, who are 
thrown within that cone, especially on the upper part, are miser, 
ably tormented by reciprocal distortions. 

5390. There are other sjiirits also who correspond lo unclean 
excretions, viz., such as in the world have been tenacious of re- 
venge; these appeared to me in front towards the left : those who 
bring down things spiritual la things terrestrial and unclean also 
correspond to the same unclean excretions. Spirits of this character 
also came lo me, and brought with tbr.-ii lilt by thrniyht.-i, from 
which also flowed filthy discourse ; tliey likewise made things 
clean bend to things unclean, and turned them into such things. 
Many of these were of the lowest sort of people, and others who in 
the world had ranked among the respectable; these imleedin the life 
of the body had not talked so in company, but still they thought 
in thai manner, for they suppressed the utterance of their thoughts, 
test they should bring themselves into disgrace, and forfeit friend- 
ship, gain and honor ; nevertheless among Iheir like, when they 
were left to their liberty, their conversation had been of the same 
quality with that of the lowest of the people, but more filthy, 
inasmuch as they were endowed with a certain intellectual faculty, 
which they abused to defile even the holy things of the Word and 
of doctrine. 
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5391. There are also kidneys, which are called succenturiate 
kidneys, or renal capsules ; their office is to secrete not so much 
the serum as the Mood itself, and to transmit the purer blood 
towards the heart by a short circuit ; thus also to prevent the 
spermatic vessels, which are in the neighborhood, from carrying 
off all the purer blood; but they perform their principal xtn/ice 
in embryos, and in new-bom infants. They are chaste virgins 
who constitute tin' nin,i-e prm-iuei- in Ilia (Irtniii Mini; prone to 
anxieties, and fearful of being dhlurhed , Ihi ij lie. i/uiei nn the left 
pari of the side beneath : if anything be thought respecting 
heaven, or respecting a change of their state, they become anxious 
and sigh, of which I hare occasionally /m?:i renj sensible. When 
my thoughts were directed towards infants, they felt a remarkable 
consolation and internal joy, which also they frankly confessed; 
likewise when anything was thought in which there was no 
heavenly idea, they were tormented : their anxiety arose princi- 
pally from their particular temper and disposition inclining them 
to keep their thoughts fixedly on one thing, and not by variety to 
shake off anxieties : the reason why they belong to the above pro- 
vince is, because hereby they detain the mindof another constantly 
in certain thoughts, in consequence whereof such things arise and 
manifest themselves, as cohere in a series, which are to he with- 
drawn, or from which the man is to be purified: hereby also the 
interiors become more open to the angels ; for on the removal of 
such things as cause obscurity and aversion, a clearer intuition 
and influx is effected. 

6392. Who they are who constitute the province of the intes- 
tine? in the Grand Man, may in some measure be manifest from 
those who have reference to the stomach ; for the intestines are 
continued to the stomach, and the functions of the stomach there 
increase and are provoked even to the last intestines, which are 
the colon and the rectum ; therefore those who are in these last 
intestines, are near the hells which arc called excremenlitious. 
In the region of the stomach and the intestines are those who are 
in the earth of lower things, who, inasmuch as they have carried 
with them from the world things unclean, which adhere to their 
thoughts and affections, are on this account kept there for some 
time, until such things are wiped away, that is, are cast aside; 
when this is effected, they are capable of being elevated to heaven. 
Those who are in that earth, are not as yet in the Grand Man, 
for they arc like aliments let down into the stomach, which are 
not introduced into the blood, thus into the body, until they are 
purified from their dregs: those who are defiled with earthly 
dregs, are beneath those in the region of the intestines ; but the 
excrements themselves, which arc voided, correspond to the excre- 
mentitious hells. 

53i)3. It is well known that the colon intestine is of wide 
extent, so also are those who arc in that province ; they extend 
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themselves in front, towards the left in a curve line, proceeding 
towards a hell. In that hell arc those who have been void of 
mercy, and who, without conscience, hare in their trills sought to 
destroy mankind, viz., to hill and plunder without respect and 
tliilinrthut, ur/iii/icr tin y ri-sh-t ur nut. \elu titer they he men or 
Women : such ferocity of mind pm-uils in many soldiers and their 
commanders, who, not only in battle but after it, rage with bar- 
barity against the conquered and unarmed, murdering and spoil- 
ing them in their fury, I have conversed with the angels respntimj 
such, and have remarked of what quality men are when left to 
themselves, and that when they are permitted to act without law, 
and from freedom, they are much more savage than the worst of 
wild beasts, 'these not being so furiously bent upon the destruction 
of their species, provided they ran defend themselves, and be 
satisfied with what is allotted them for food, in which case they 
cease from such enormities ; but it is otherwise with man, who 
acts thus from cruelty anil sarageness. The angels expressed 
horror at the thought of mankind being of such a character. I 
farther observed to them, that men of this character erperieiire 
the most heartfelt jay and elation of mind, when they see a field 
of battle covered with slaughtered troops and streams of lilood, 
not rejoicing ut the delivery of their country, but only at the 
aggrandisement of their own heroic finite and greatness ; and yet 
they call themselves Christians, and still be/ieee that they shall 
attain to heaven, where there is nothing but pence, mercy and 
charity .- such are in the hell of the colon and rectum. But those 
in whom there had been anything of humanity, appear in front 
toward* the left in a curve line, within a kind of wall ; neverthe- 
less in these there is much of stdf-loee. If any have respect for 
what is goad, this is represented sometimes by little stars almost 
fiery, and not bright, I once saw a wall as it were of plaster, 
with sculptures near the left elbow, which wall became more ex- 
tended, and at the same time higher, of a color above verging to 
blue i I was told, that it was representative of some of the better 
sort of spirits of the above description. 

5394. Those who have been cruel and adulterers, in the other 
life, love nothing better than filth and excrements, the stenches 
arising from such things being to them the sweetest and most 
delightful, and being preferred by them above all other delights ; 
the reason of this is, because they correspond. Those hells are 
partly beneath the buttocks, partly beneath the right fool, and 
parity at a depth in front ; these are the hells into which the way 
through the rectum intestine leads. A certain spirit hehtij translated 
thither, and thence conversing with me, said, that he saw there 
nothing but Jakes : he was accosted by those who dwelt there, and 
they led Mm to various jakes, which were very numerous there. 
He was afterwards led to another place a little to the left, and 
when he was there, he said, that the most horrid stench exhaled 
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from the caverns there, and that he could not stir a step without 
danger of fulling into some cavern ; a cadaverous stench also ex- 
litilril frtmi the /•un-riis, lieaiUM' those, ii/ni dwelt there were cruet 
and ilenitfiil, to whom a cadaverous stench is most delightful. 
Hut on this subject more will he said iu what follows, when we 
came to treat of the hells, and specifically of the excrement it ions 
and cadaverous hells. 

5395. There are some persons who live, not far the Make of 
any use they mail he to their country, or to the societies of which 
it consists, hut for the sake of living to themselves, perceiving no 
ili-light in offices, but only in being honored and paid court la, 
(for the sake of which end also they endeavor to get appointed to 
offices,! and also in eating, drinking, playing, and conversing, 
for no other end than that of pleasure ; such, in the other life, 
cannot have anything in common with good spirits, still less with 
angels ; for with these use constitutes delight, and the quantity 
and quality of their delight also is according to uses ; for the 
Lord's kingdom is a kingdom of uses, and if in an earthly king- 
dom every one is estimated and honored according to the use he 
perforins, how much more so in a heavenly kingdom ! Those who 
have lived solely to themselves and to pleasure, without regarding 
any other use as an end, are also beneath the buttocks, and ac- 
cording to the species of their pleasures and the ends they regarded, 
they pass their time infiith. 

5396. By way of appendix I am permitted to relate as follows. 
There was a numerous crowd of spirits about me, which was 
heard like the flowing of sometohat inordinate .- they complained 
that a total destruction was at hand, for in that crowd nothing 
appeared in consociation, and this made them fear destruction ; 
they also supposed it would be total, as is the case when such 
things happen. Hut in the midst of them I apperccived a soft 
sound angelically sweet, in which was nothing but what was 
ordinate : the angelic choirs there present were wilhin, and the 
crmnl i f spirits, to whom appertained what was inordinate, was 
without : this angelic flowing Strain continued a long Unit, and 
I was told, that it represented how the Lord rules things confused 
and inordinate, which are without, by virtue of what is pacific 
in the midst, whereby the things inordinate in the circun\ferences 
arc reduced into order, each being restored from the error of its 
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1. AND Jacob saw that there was provision in Egypt ; and 
Jacob said to his sons, Wherefore do ye look one at another?

5396* THE subject treated of at the end of the former 
chapter is the influx and conjunction of the celestial of the 
spiritual with scicntifics in the natural : the subject now treated 
of is the influx and conjunction of the celestial of the spiritual 
with the truths of faith which arc of the church there. 

5397. The subject first treated of is the endeavor to appro- 
priate these truths by the scicntifics of the church, which arc 
Egypt) ttl1 " without a" medium, which is ISenjamin, with truth 
from the divine, which is Joseph, but in vain ; wherefore they 
were remitted, and some good of natural truth given gratis. 



* 5398. IN this chapter, aud those which follow, concerning 
Jo-i'pli and the sons of Jacob, the subject treated of in the in- 
terim] tense, i« the regeneration of the natural as to the truths 
and goods of the church, which is ellbetcil, not by -cieutiiics, 
hut hy influx from the Divine. Those who are of the church 
at this day, are but little, if at all, acquainted with anything 



is regenerated, and is contiuued in the other life ; also that the 
arcana of regeneration are so innumerable, that they can scarcely 
be known to the angels as to a ten -thousandth part, and that 
those which the angels know arc what constitute their intelli- 
gence aud wisdom. The reason why those who are of the church 
at this day, know so little coucerning regeneration, is, because 
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they apeak bo much of the remission of sins and justification, 
and bi'causL' they believe that sins are remitted in on instant, 
anil some that they are wiped away like filth from the body by 
(rater, and that a man is justified by faith alone, or by the con- 
fidence of a single moment. The men of the church hold this 
opinion, because they do not know what sin or evil is; for had 
they known it, they would know that sins cannot be wiped 
away from any one, but that they arc separated, or cast aside, 
to prevent their rising up, when the man is kept in good by 
the Lord; also that this cannot be effected unless evil lit; con- 
tinually cast out, and this by means which are indefinite in 
number, and for the most part ineffable. In the other life, 
when those who have carried with them the opinion that n man 
is justified in an instant by faith, and is washed quite clean 
from his sins-, npperrcivc that. icgc nr ration is eliW-tcd liy means 
indefinite in number and ineffable, they are amazed, and laugh 
at, and regard as insane, their ignorance concerning the instan- 
taneous remission of sins and justification, in which they were 
in the world. They are occasionally informed that the Lord 
remits the sins of every one who from his heart desires it; 
nevertheless those whose sins are so remitted, arc not on that 
account separated from that diabolical crew, to which they arc 
closely tied by evils, which follow the life that every ones carries 
with him; they Icwrn afterwards from experience, that to be 
separated from the hells is to be separated from sins, and that 
this cannot be at all effected, except by thousands of means 
known to the Lord alone, and this by continual succession, if 
you are willing to believe it, to eternity; for man i* so entirely 
evil, that he cannot be fully delivered from even one sin to 
eternity : hut only by the mercy of the Lord, if he has received 
it, he can be withheld from sin and kept in good. In what 
manner therefore a man receives new life and is regenerated, is 
uu arcanum contained in the sanctuary of the Word, that is, in 
its internal sense, to the intent principally, that while the Word 
is read by man, the angels may thence be in their happiness of 
wisdom, and also at the same time in the delight of serving as 
mediums. In this chapter, and in the following, coueirriiiisj; 
Joseph's brethren, the subject treated of in the supreme internal 
sense is the glorification of the Lord's natural, and in the repre- 
sentative sense concerning the regeneration of the natural apper- 
taining to man by the Lord ; in the present case as to the truths 
of the church therein.

deavor [conatus] and act : Joseph's ten brethren, signifies such 
truths of the church as corresponded : lo buy corn frmn Egypt, 
signifies to appropriate to themselves the good of truths by 
seienliiies : and Benjamin, Joseph's brother, signifies the spiritual 
of the celestial, which is a medium : Jacob seat not with his 
brethren, signifies that they were without that medium : because 
he said, Peradienturc hurt may befall him, signifies that with- 
out the celestial of the spiritual, which is Joseph, it would perish: 
and the sons of Israel came to bug in the midst of those who 
came, signifies that he wished that spiritual truths should he 
procured by scientifics, like the rest : because there was famine 
in the land of Canaan, signifies that there was desolation as to 
the things of the church in the natural. 

5100. And he saw.— This signifies the things of faith, as 
appears from the signification of "seeing," as denoting the 
things of faith; see n. 897, 2325, 2807, 3863, 3869, 4103— 
4121; for sight abstracted from such things as arc of the 
world, that is spiritual sight, is nothing else hut the perception 
of truth, that is, of the things of faith ; therefore such is the 
signification of seeing in the internal sense; for the internal 
sense becomes apparent when the things of the world arc re- 
moved, inasmuch na the internal sense relates to such things 
as are of heaven. The light of heaven, whereby sight is 
effected there, is divine truth from the Lord, which appears 
before the eyes of the angels as light, a thousand times 
brighter than the mid-day light in the world; and as this 
light has life in it, therefore it illuminates the sight of the 
understanding of the angels, at the same time that it illumi- 
nates the sight of the eye, and causes an np|>i.Tcqiti(>H of truth, 
according to the quantity and quality of the good in which they 
are principled. As the subject treated of in this chapter, in the 
internal sense, is the things of faith, or the truths of the 
church, therefore in the very hi'^iiitiiug of this chapter it is said, 
" he saw," which signifies the things of faith.

5401. Jacob.— Tliia signifies the natural as to the truth of 
(lie church, as appeals from 1 h rcprc-enf alion of " Jncoh," as 
denoting the doctrine of truth in the natural, and in tin- supreme 
sense the Lord's natural as to truth, see n. 33(15, 3.",(J!1, :15 ;.T, 
3546, 8592, 4009, 1538. 

5 102. That there was provision in Egypt.— This signifies 
l.!:e ili'^in: \iiiiimii.i\ of procurim; (o liim-clf trulls by means of 
scionliucs, which are E^vpl, as appears ( 1 .) from the significa- 
tion of " provision," as denoting the truths of the churclr, or the 
truths of faith: that abundance of provision denotes the multi- 
plication of faith, sec n. 5376, 5:2HO, Sa'JB ; and (2.) from the 
signification of "Egypt," as denoiin^ scientific?, sec a. 1161, 
1165, 118!J, 1563; and that in the genuine sense it denotes 
the scientific.:! of the church, see u. 1710, 41)61, 41)60; it is in- 
volved, that the mind of procuring those things to himself is 
signified, as is manifest from what presently follows. The scien- 
tifies of the church, which in the present case are Egypt, mean 
all the knowledges of truth nod good, before they arc conjoined 
with the interior man, or by the interior man with heaven, and 
thus by heaven with the Lord. The doctrinals of the church 
and its rituals, and also the knowledges why and in what manner 
these represent things spiritual and the like, arc mere seicntifics, 
until the man sees from the Word whether they are trne, and 
ilieiiec appropriate* them t'J himself. There are two ways of 
procuring the truths of faith, by doctrinals, and by the Word : 
when a man procures them to himself only by doctrinals, be 
then hus faith in those who have drawn them from the Word, 
and he confirms them with himself to be true because others 
have said so j thus he does not believe them from his own faith, 
but from the faith of others : but when he procures them to 
himself from the Word, and hence confirms them with himself 
to be true, he then believes them because they are from the 
Divine, thus from a faith derived from the Divine. Every 

faith from doctrinals, and also ought to procure them thence, 
because be is not yet endued with suilicieiit strength of judg- 
ment to enable him to sec them himself from the Word; but 
in this case those truths are mere scicntitics: when, however, he 
is able to view them from bis own judgment, if lie then does 
not cousult the Word in order that he may thence see whether 
they arc true, they remain with him as mere scicntitics; whereas 
if in such case he consults the Word from an affection and end 
of knowing truths, he then, when bo has found them, procures 
to himself the things of faith from the genuine fountain, and 
they arc appropriated to him from the Divine. These and similar 
things arc what are here treated of in the interna) sense; for 
I'-Ky |>(. denotes those scicntitics, and Joseph truth from the 
Divine, thus from the Word. 
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5403. And Jacob said to his sons. — This signifies perception 
concerning truths in general, as appears (I.) from the tagnili- 
cation of "saying," in the historical of the Word, as denoting 
perception. see n. 1791, 1815, 1819, 1822, 1898, 1919, 2080, 
2GV.), !JMf,2, 33<r>, 3509; and (2.) from the signification of 
"sons," as denoting the truths of faith, sec n. 489, 491, 533, 
1117, 2623, 3373, 4257; and because they were the sons of 
Jacob, they signify truths in general, for the twelve sons of 
Jacob, like the twelve tribes, signify all things of faith, thus 
truths in geoeral, seen. 2129, 2130, 3858, 380:.', 3J^G, 3939, 
4060. 

5401. Wherefore look ye one at another.— This signifies why 
did they hesitate, as may appear without explanation. 

5105. And ha fiii/i, Ih-h-Ad ! I have heard thai there is 
provision in Egypt. — This signifies that truths can be procured 
by means of scientifics, as may appear from what has been 
explained above, n. 5 102, where " that there was provision in 
Egypt" signifies the desire of procuring to himself truths by 
means of scientifics, which are Egypt : what is meant by the 
scicntifics, which are Egypt, may also be there seen. Provision 
ia here expressed in the original tongue by a word which sig- 
nifies breaking; buying and selling are also expressed by a similar 
word, where it is said that the sons of Jacob bought it in Egypt, 
and that Joseph sold it there: the reason of this is, because, in 
the ancient church, bread was broken when it was given to 
another, and thereby was signified to communicate from one's 
own, and to appropriate good from one's own, and thus to have 
mutual love; for when bread is broken and jriven to another, 
communication is made from one's own; or when bread is broken 
anions several, in such case one bread becomes mutual, conse- 
quently there is conjunction by charity ; henee it is evident that 
the breaking of bread was a significative of mutual love. As 
this was an established and customary rite in the ancient church, 
therefore also the breaking itself meant the provision which web 
made common ; that bread denotes the good of love, mav be 
seen, n. 270, 080, 1798, 21iT,, 177, 3 16 1, 3478, 3735, 3813, 
4211, 4217, 4735, 4976. Hence the Lord, when he gave bread, 
break it, as in Matthew : " Jesus took the five loaves and two 
fishes, and looking up to heaven, he blessed, and brake, and 
gave the loaves to the disciples," (xiv. 19; Mark vi. 41 ; Luke 
ix. 16.) Again : " Jesus took the seven loaves and the fishes, 
and giving thanks, lie brake them, and gave to his disciples, and 
the disciples to the multitude," (Matt. xv. 36; Mark viii. 6.) 
Again : " Jesus took bread, and blessed it, aud brake it, and 
gave it to the disciples, and said, Take, eat; this is my body," 
(Matt. xxvi. 26 : Mark xiv. 22 ; Luke xxii. 19.) And again in 
Luke: " It came to pass when Jesus eat down with them he 
took bread, and blessed it, and brake it, and gave it to them 
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and their eyes were opened, and thoy knew him. The diseiplea 
told how the Lord was known to them in the breaking of bread," 
fxxiv. 30, 31, 35.) And in Isaiah : "Thia is the fast which I 
choose, to brake thy bread to the hungry," (Iviii. 6, 7.) 

5406. Go ye down hither and buy for its thence. — This sig- 
nifies appropriation thereby, as appears (I.) from the significa- 
tion of " going down," as denoting towards extcriora, of which 
we shall apeak presently ; and (2.) from the signification of 
"buying," as denoting appropriation; see n. 4397,5371; that 
it is by sciontifics, is signified by thence, viz., from Egypt; 
for that Egypt delinks si.'ii-ntilics, has been shewn above. In 
the Word throughout we read of going up anil going down, in 
speaking of going from one place to another, not bemuse one 
place is more derated than another, but because going up is 
predicated of going towards interior or superior things, and 
going down of going towards exterior or inferior things, that is, 
because going up is predicated of going towards spiritual and 
celestial things, for these are interior, itnd are also believed to 
be superior, and going down is predicated of going towards 
natural and terrestial things, for these arc exterior, and are 
also to appearance inferior ; hence not only here, hut also else- 
where in the Word throughout, wc read of going down from the 
land of Canaan to Egypt, and of going up from Egypt to the 
land of Canaan ; for the land of Canaan signifies the celestial, 
and Egypt the natural ; for the land of Canaan in the repre- 
sentative sense is the celestial kingdom, consequently celestial 
and spiritual poods and truths, which also arc interior with the 
man who is a kingdom of the Lord, whereas Egypt in the re- 
presentative sense is the natural kingdom, consequently the 
goods and truths of the external church, and which for the most 
part are scientifics ; that to go up is predicated of going towards 
interior things, sec n. 4539. 

5407. And let lis live and not die.— Thia signifies spiritual 
life, as appears from the signification of " to live and not to 
die," as denoting spiritual life; for in the internal sense this is 
signified by to live and not to die; for in the other life, life 
generally signifies heaven, and specifically eternal happiness, 
and death generally sanities hell, and specifically eternal uubap- 
pincss therein, which is also evident from several passages in 
the Word. The reason why heaven generally, and eternal hap- 
piness specifically, arc called life is, because in heaven there 
are the wisdom of good and the intelligence of truth, and in the 
wisdom of good and the intelligence of truth there is life from 
the Lord, from whom is all life : but in hell there are the con- 
traries, viz., instead of good evil, and instead of truth the falae, 
and thereby spiritual life is extinct, therefore in hell there is 
respectively death ; for spiritual death is evil and the false, and 
as appertaining to man it is to will what is evil, and thence to 
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think what is false. Evil genii and spirits are unwilling to hear 
it said of them that they do not live, or that they are dead ; for 
they say that they have life, because they can will and think; 
but they are told, that siuce there is life in good aud truth, 
there cannot be any life in what is evil and false, for they are 
contraries. 

5408. And they went down.— This signifies an endeavor 
[conalaa] and act, viz., to procure aud appropriate to themselves 
truths by scientific*, as appears from the signification of "going 
down," viz., to K^ypt, as denoting Ixith endeavor and act. 

5409. Joseph'* ten brethren. — This signifies such truths of 
the church as corresponded, as appears from the signification 
of " brethren," as denoting the truths of the church : these are 
cidicd Joseph's brethren, who is truth from the Divine, from 
correspondence : for correspondence causes them to be joined 
together as brother to brother. The sous of Jacob signify all 
thiugs of faith, or the truths of the church in general, n. 5103, 
so also do the brethren of Joseph, but from correspondence: 
the ten BOns of Jacob from Leah signify the truths of the 
external church, and the two sons of Jacob from Rub el lujnify 
the truths of the internal church, as is evident from what was 
shewn concerning Leah and Rachel, viz., that Leah denotes the 
affection of estcrior truth, and Rachel the affection of interior 
truth; sec n. 3758, 37H2, 8793, 3811); that the internal and 
external of the church arc brethren, see n. 1222. The Lord 
hiiiisrH' calls the truths and the goods thence derived, corre- 
sponding by means of charity and faith, brethren, that is, those 
who arc in truths aud thence in good ; as in Matthew ; " The 
king will say to them, Verily I say unto you, inasmuch as ye 
have done it to one of the least of these my brethren, ye have 
done it unto me," (xxv. 4».) And in another place ; " Jesus 
answered them, saying, Who is my mother, or my brethren? 
And looking round about, he said, Behold my mother and my 
brethren; for whosoever shall do the will of God, he is my 
brother, and my sister, and my mother," (Mark iii. 33—35 ; 
Matt. xii. 4!); Luke viii. 21.) 

5410. To buy corn from Egypt. — Thie signifies to appro- 
priate to ttieiu-clvcH the ;Nj(!ii of truth hy -cU'tit ille-, as apjiuni's 
(1.) from the sljrtiiticiitiiHi nf " to buy," as denoting to appro- 
priate; see n. 1397, 5374, 5406; (2.) from the signification of 
" coru," as denoting the good of truth ; see n. 52U5 ; and (3.) 
from the signification of "Egypt," as denoting scientific? j see 
above, n. 5102. 

5411. And Benjamin the brother of Joseph. — This signifies 
the spiritual of the celestial, which is a medium, as appears 
from the representation of " Benjamin," as denoting the spi- 
ritual of the celestial; see n. 4592: that the spiritual of the 
cclestiul is a medium, may also be there seen. In general it is 
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to be noted, that the internal cannot have communication with 
the external, and vice vend, unless there be a medium, conse- 
quently that truth from the Divine, which is Joseph, cannot have 
communication with truths in general in the natural, which are 
the sons of Jacob, without the medium which is represented by 
Benjamin, and is called the spiritual of the celestial : the me- 
dium, in order to be such, ought to partake of both the internal 
and the external. The reason why a medium is necessary is, 
because the internal and external arc most distinct from caeh 
other, so much so that they may be separated, as when a man 
dies, his ultimate external, which is his body, is sepnratcd from 
his internal which is his spirit. The external dies when the 
medium is broken, and the external lives, when the medium 
intervenes; and according to the quantity and qnnli'.y of the 
intervention of the medium, is the quantity and quality of life 
in the external. As the sons of Jacob were without itenjamin, 
that is, without the medium, tiim -r'.irc .Inu-ph eo.ild not manifest 
himself to his brethren, nn:i therefore he f|n:«tc Lurdily to them, 
culling them spies, and putting them into custody i and for this 
reason also they did nut know Joseph. But what was the 
quality of this medium which is represented hy Itenjamin, and 
is called the spiritual of the celestial, cannot be dusentied to 
the apprehension, from the want of knowledge concerning the 
celestial of the spiritual, which in Joseph, and concerning the 
truth" of the cbureh, only so far as they are identifies, whic h 
arc the sons of Jacob, hence also concerning tbc spintaal of 
the celestial, which is Itmjamiu ; hut in heaven the quality 
of that medium appears as in clear day, being exhibited there 
by representatives ineffable, in the light of heaven, in which at 
the same time is perception, fur tin: light of lumen is intel- 
ligence itself from the Divine, whence there is perceptivity in 
even the minutcl lhin;s «li;rh an: represented by that light ; 
this is nnt the case in the light of the world, which lias nothing 
in it of intelligence, but it produces understanding by an influx: 
of the light of heaven into it, and at the same time by an influx 
of the perceptivity which is in the light of heaven. Hence it 
is, that a man is so far in the light of heaven as he is in in- 
telligence ; that he is so far in intelligence as he is in the truths 
of faith ; and that he is so far in the truths of faith as he is in 
the good of love ; consequently that a man is so far in the light 
of heaven, as he is in the good of love. 

5412. Jacob sent not with his brethren— This signifies that 
they were without that medium, as may appear from what has 
been just now said above. 

5113. Because he said, Peradventure hurl may befall him. — 
This signifies that without the celestial of the spiritual, which 
is Joseph, it would perish, as appears from the signification of 
"hurt befalling him," aa here denoting to perish. This was 
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siiid by tin- lather, because lie loved him, and was afrnid h:~t Ik; 
should perish among li is brethren, like Joseph ; but these ~:imc 
things wen' adduced and received in the Word on account of 
the internal sense, which is, that the medium with externals 
only, without the internal, would perish: the medium is Ben- 
jamin, the externals arc the sons of Jacob, and the internal is 
Joseph. Every medium also, with externals alone, without au 
internal, perishes ; for the case with a medium is this ; it exists 
from the internal, hence also it subsists from the internal, for 
it exists by the intuition of the internal info the external from 
an affection and end of associating the external to itself; thua 
what is a medium is conjoined to the internal, and from the in- 
ternal with the external, but not with the external without the 
interna!. Heuee it is evident, that that which is a medium, 
with the external alone without the internal, must perish. More- 
over it is a general law, as well in the things of the spiritual 
world, as in those of the natural world, that what is prior can 
subsist with its prior, but not without it with the posterior, and 
that it would perish, if left with the latter alone ; the reason of 
this is, because everything without connection with what is 
prior to itself, is without connection with the First, from whom 
is all existence and subsistence. 

5414. And the sons of Israel came to buy in the midst of 
those who came. — This signifies that he wished that spiritual 
truths should be procured by identifies, like the rest, as appears 
(1.) from the signification of " the sous of Israel," as denoting 
spiritual truths, for sons are truths, see above, n. 5103, and 
Israel is the celestial spiritual man from the natural, n. V2Xl>, 
I57U, 1598; thus the sons of Israel are spiritual truths in the 
natural ; (2.) from the signification of " to buy," as denoting to 
be procured ; and (3.) from the signification of " in the midst of 
those who came," as denoting like the rest, viz., which arc pro- 
cured by scientifics. 

5415. Because there was famine in the land of Canaan. 
—This signifies that there was desolation as to the things of the 
church in the natural, as appears from the signification of 
"famine," as denoting a defect of knowledges, and thence deso- 
lation, see n. 3364, 5277, 3279, 528 1, 531)0, 53 10, 53110, 5373; 
and (2.) from the signification of " the land of Canaan," as de- 
noting the church, see n. 3686, 3705, 4417 ; ami as it denotes 
the church, it also denotes that which is of tin; church; hence, 
"there was famine in the laud of tinman," signifies dentation 
as to the things of the church; the reason why it denotes those 
things in the natural is, because they are predicated or the sons 
of Jacob, who signify those things which are of the external 
church, u. 5409, consequently which are of the church in the 
natural. 

5416. Verses G— 8. And Joseph he was governor over the 
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land: and he sold to all the people of the land: and Joseph'* 
brethren came, and bowed themselves to him, their faces to the 
earth. And Joseph satis his brethren, and knew them, and behaved 
himself strange to them, and spake harshly to them, and said to 
them, Whence come ye ? and they said. From the land of Canaan, 
to buy food. And Joseph knew his brethren, but they did not 
know him. And Joseph he was governor over the land, signifies 
that the celestial of the spiritual, or truth from the Divine, 
reigned in the natural where the scicntifics are : and he sold to 
all the people of the land, signifies that from him is all appropria- 
tion: and Joseph's brethren came, signifies the general truths of 
the church without mediation; and bowed themselves to him, 
their faces to the earth, signifies humiliation: and Joseph saw his 
brethren and knew them, signifies perception and acknowledg- 
ment by the celestial of the spiritual : and behaved himself 
strange to them, signifies non-conjunction because without a 
medium : and spake harshly to them, signifies hence also non- 
correspondence : and said to them, Whence come ye? signifies 
exploration : and they said, From the land of Canaan, signifies 
that they were of the church : to buy food, signifies to appro- 
priate the truth of good : and Joseph knew his brethren, signifies 
that those truths of the church appeared to the celestial of the 
spiritual from ita light : but they did not know him, signifies that 
truth from the Divine did not appear in the natural light which 
was not yet illuminated by celestial light. 

5417. And Joseph he was governor over the land. — This 
signifies that the celestial of the spiritual, or truth from the 
Divine, reigned in the natural where the scicntifics are, as 
appears (I.) from the representation of "Joseph," as denoting 
the celestial of the spiritual, sec a. 4286, 4963, 5249, 5307, 
5331, 5332; that the celestial of the spiritual is truth from the 
Divine, will be seen below; (2.) from the signification of "a 
governor," as denoting him who reigns ; and (3.) from the sig- 
nification of " the land," in this case the land of Egypt, as 
denoting the natural mind, thus the natural, sec n. 5276, 5278, 
52HO, 52H8, 5301 ; that the celestial of the spiritual reigned in 
the natural, where the scicntifics are, may be seen, n. 5313: 
that ligvpt in the internal sense denotes scientific*, mav be seen, 
n. 1164, 1165, 1186, 1KU, 171!), -I'JfU, 4966. The reason why 
tin' celestial of the spiritual is truth from the Divine, is, because 
the Lord's internal human, before it was fidly glorified, as it 
was the receptacle of the Divine itself, was the celestial of the 
spiritual, so to be called, because it cannot he expressed in other 
terms or forms of thought; this receptacle or recipient of the 
Divine, is the same with truth from the Divine ; that Joseph 
denotes that truth, may be seen, n. 4723, 4727. 

5418. And he sold to all the people of the land— This signi- 
fies that from him is all appropriation, as appears (1.) from the 
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signification of "selling," as denoting appropriation, see n. 
537 1, :">:(7 t ; arid (2.) from the signification of "the people of 
the land," as denoting the truths of the church, see u. 2028, 
in the present ease in the natural, n. 540!). 

5419. And Joseph's brethren came. — This signifies the general 
truths of the church without mediation, as appears from the 
M^iiiiifiLtion of "Joseph's brethren," as denoting the general 
truths of the church, see above, n. 5409 : the reason why they 
were without mediation is, because they were without Benjamin, 
who is the medium ; that Benjamin is the medium, may he 
seen, n. 5411, 5413, above. 

5420. And-bowed themselves to him, their /aces to the earth. 
— This signifies humiliation, as appears from the signification of 
"bowing themselves," as denoting humiliation, see n. 2153, 
and that "their faces to the earth" denotes the humiliation of 
adoration, see n. 1999. Humiliation here does not mean 
humiliation from acknowledgment, and consequent internal hu- 
miliation, but external humiliation, because it was in the pre- 
sence of the governor of the land according to established 
custom; the reason why it does not me:iu internal humiliation, 
but only external, is, because there was not as yet any cor- 
i'L'S]:ci]i(!(.'iicu, and by corrcBpou deuce, conjunction: when the 
natural is in this state, it can indeed bumble itself, and also in 
the lowest degree, hut only in consequence of an acquired habit, 
being a gesture without the genuine affection producing it, thus 
it is somewhat corporeal without its soul ; such is the humiliation 

5421. And Joseph saw his brethren, and knew them. — This 
signifies perception and acknowledgment by the celestial of the 
spiritual, as appears (1.) from the signification of "seeing," aa 
denoting perception, see n. 2150, 376'4, 4567, 4723; (2.) from 
the representation of " Joseph," as denoting the celestial of the 
spiritual, see above, n. 5417 ; {3.) from the signification of " his 
brethren," as denoting the general truths of the church, see 
also above, n. 5419; and (4.) from the signification of "knowing," 
as denoting acknowledgment from perception. Concerning this 
acknowledgment on the part of Joseph, and uon- acknowledg- 
ment on the part of his brethren, see below, n. 5122, 5127, 
5428. 

5422. And behaved himself strange to them. — This signifies 
non -conjunction because without a medium, as appears from 
the signification of " behaving himBelf strange," as here de- 
noting non- conjunction because without a medium ; for he that 
is not in reciprocal conjunction, because without a medium 
appears strange, as internal truth, or truth immediately from 
the Divine, to those who are in external truths : hence now it 
is, that Joseph behaved himself strange to his brethren, not 
that he was strange, for be loved them, so that he turned from 
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Lord, oppose themselves to him, are in evils which reject them 
from his face, which condemn them, cast them into hell, and 
punish them, and that such things do cot at all proceed from 
Jehovah or the Lord; but it is so said in the Word on account 
of the appearance, for so it appears to the simple. The case is 
similar with internal truths, when they arc viewed by external 
truths without conjunction by a medium; in such case tho 
former truths appear altogether strange to the latter, yea, some- 
times opposite, when yet the opposition is not in the internal 
truths, but with the external truths ; for the latter, without 
conjunction by a medium, cannot view the former otherwise 
than from the light of the world separate from the light of 
heaven, consequently as strange to themselves : but on this 
subject more will be said in what follows. 

5423. And spake harshly to them. — This signifies hence also 
non-corrcspondenee, i;s appears from the same explanation which 
was given above coueenimg his behaving himself strange to 
them : to behave himself strange has respect to affection which 
is of the will, and to speak harshly lias respect to thought w hich 
is of the understanding; for to speak in the internal sense is to 
think, see n. 227 \, 22X7, atil'J; for the internal appears strange 
to the external when there is no affection, and the internal 
appears to speak harshly when there is no correspondence : for 
correspondence is ;iie appearing of the internal in the external, 
and ita representation there : therefore where there is non- 
correspondence, there is no appearing of the internal in the 
external, consequently in the latter there is no representation of 
the former, hence comes what is harsh. 

5424. And said to them, Whence come ye? — -This signifies 
exploration, as appears without explanation. 

5425. And tkey said, From the land of Canaan.— This sig- 
nifies that they wi re of the elmrch, as appears from the signifi- 
cation of "the land of Canaau," as denoting the church; see n. 
3705, 3G8G, -1447. 

542C. To buy food.— This signifies to appropriate the truth 
of good, as appears (1.) from the signification of "to buy," as 
denoting to appropriate to themselves ; see n. -l»i!!7, 0371-, 5I0G, 
5410; and (2.) from the signification of "food," as denoting 
the truth of good ; see n. 5293, 5340, 5342. 

5427. And Joseph knew his brethren.— -This signifies that 
those truths of the church appeared to the celestial of the spi- 
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ritual from its light, as appears (1.) from the signification of 
" to know," as denoting to perceive ami to sec, thus to appear; 
(2.) fruin the representation of "Joseph," as denoting the celes- 
tial of the spiritual, concerning which see above; and (3.) from 
the signification of " his brethren," as denoting the general 
truths of the church ; sec above, n. 5 K19, 5119 ; and as " Joseph 
knew his brethren," signifies that the general truths of the 
church appeared to the celestial of the spiritual, It follows that 
they appeared from the light in which the celestial of the spiritual 
was, thus from the celestial li^ht of the spiritual; from this 
light, which is truth from the Divine, see n. 5117, appear all 
the truths which are beneath, or which are in the natural, but 
not contrariwise, if there be not a medium, still less if there be 
not correspondence, and by correspondence conjunction. This 
may be very evident from the consideration, that the angels 
who are in the heavens, thus in the light of heaven, can see all 
the things which are doing in the world of spirits, which world 
is next beneath the heavens, also all the things which are doing 
in the earth of those beneath, yea, which are doing in the hells, 
but not contrariwise. The case also is that the angels of a 
superior heaven can see all tilings which arc doing beneath 
them in an inferior heaven, but not contrariwise, unless there 
he a medium: there are also medium spirits, whereby inter- 
communication is effected ; on which account, those who arc 
beneath, and who have no medium, and much more those who 
have no correspondence, when they look into the light of heaven, 
can see nothing at all, but everything therein appears in total 
obscurity, while those who are in that light, are in the clearest 
day. This may be illustrated by the following experience : 
there once appeared to me a great city, containing thousands 
of varieties of delightful and beautiful objects; I saw them 
because a medium waa granted to me; but the spirits who 
accompanied me, being without a medium, could not sec the 
smallest thing there; and I was told, that those who are not in 
correspondence, although they arc in the city, do not appcr- 
ccivc a single thing contained in it. The case in this respect 
is like that of the interior man, or his spirit, which is also called 
the soul, and which can see all the things which are and are 
doing in the exterior, but not contrariwise, unless there be cor- 
respondence and a medium : hence it is, that to the esterior man, 
which is not in correspondence, the interior appears as nothing, 
so much so that when anything is said concerning the interior 
man, it appears to the exterior cither so obscure, that he is un- 
willing even to turn his sight towards it, or as a thing of nought, 
which cannot be credited; but when there is correspondence, 
then the exterior man also sees through a medium what is trans- 
acting in the interior ; for the light which the interior man has, 
flows in through the medium into the light which the exterior 
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man has, ami illuminates it, by virtue of which illumination 
there is a manifestation of whnt exists with the interior man, 
and hence the exterior or natural man has intelligence and 
wisdom : but if there be not a medium, and especially if there 
be not corrc9pon deuce, the interior man sees and perceives what 
is transacting in the exterior, and in some measure also leads it, 
but not contrariwise : hut if there is contrariety, that is to say, 
if the exterior man altogether perverts or extinguishes whnt flows 
in through the interior, in this case the interior man is deprived 
of his light which is from heaven, and communication towards 
heaven is closed to him, hut communication to the exterior roan 
from hell is opened. See more on this subject in what now 
follows. 

6428. And they did not know him.— This signifies that truth 
from the Divine did not appear in the natural light not yet 
illuminated by celestial light, as may appear from what imme- 
diately precedes; for when "Joseph knew his brethren," signi- 
fies that the general truths of the church appeared to the celes- 
tial of the spiritual from its light, it follows that " they did not 
know him," signifies that the celestial of the spiritual," or truth 
from the Divine did not appear to the general truths of the 
church in the natural light not yet illuminated by celestial light. 
Tlow this case is, is indeed manifest from whnt was said imme- 
diately above; but as it is an arcanum, it may be expedient to 
illustrate it by examples : let the glory of heaven bo taken for 
an example. Those who think of the glory of heaven from 
natural light not yet illuminated by celestial light, because with- 
out a medium, and especially if there be not correspondence, 
cannot form any other idea of it than as of the glory of the 
world, as, when they read the prophetic revelations, particularly 
of John in the Apocalypse, that all things in heaven arc of the 
most magnificent kind; but when they are told that the glory of 
heaven exceeds all the magnificence of the world, so that the 
latter can scarcely be compared with it, and yet that this is not 
the glory of heaven, but that the glory of heaven is the Divine 
which beams forth from all the things which appear there, and 
is the perception of things divine, and consequent wisdom : hut 
this glory is only for those in heaven, who make no account of 
that magnificence in comparison with wisdom, and attribute all 
wisdom to the Lord, and none at all to themselves : when tliia 
glory of heaven is viewed by natural light without a medium, 
and especially if there bo not correspondence, it is not at all 
acknowledged. Let us take angelic power for another example : 
those who think of angelic power, especially of the power of the 
archangels mentioned in the Word, from natural light uot illu- 
minated by the light of heaven, because without a medium, and 
particularly if there he not correspondence, cannot form any 
other idea of it, than as of the power of the mighty in the 
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world, viz., that they have many thousands of inferiors over 
whom they bear rule, nnd that eminent stations in heaven con- 
sist in such rule; hut when they arc told that angelic power 
indeed exceeds nil the power of the mighty in the world, and 
that it is so great, that one of the inferior angels can drive 
away myriads of iuferuals, and thrust tlicm down into their 
hells, and that heneo also in the Word they arc called powers 
and also dominions; but that nevertheless the least of them is 
the greatest, that is to say, he is most powerful, who believes, 
wills, and perceives that all power is from the Lord, and none 
from himself; on which account those who arc powers in heaven, 
arc absolutely averse from all self-derived power; this, also, when 
it is viewed by natural light without a medium, and especially if 
there be not correspondence, is not acknowledged. Let us take 
another example : he that looks at freedom from the natural 
without a medium, and especially if there be not correspondence, 
cannot know any other, than that freedom consists in thinking 
and willing from himself, and in being able to think unre- 
strainedly as he thinks and wills; therefore, also, the natural 
man, in order that he may have whatever he thinks and wishes, 
is desirous to be the most opulent, and in order that he may he 
able to do whatever he thinks and wishes, is desirous to be the 
most powerful ; and he believes that in such case he is in the 
greatest freedom, and hence in the full enjoyment of happiness ; 
but if he be told, that real freedom, which is called celestial 
freedom, is nothing at all of this sort, and that it consists in 
willing nothing from himself, but from the Lord, yea, and in 
thinking nothing from himBelf, but from heaven, and hence 
that the angels are overwhelmed with sorrow and grief if they 
arc permitted to think and to will from themselves; this he 
docs not acknowledge. From these considerations it may in 
some measure be manifest, how it happens that truth from the 
Divine does not appear in natural light not yet illuminated by 
celestial light, which is signified by Joseph's brethren not know- 
ing him. 

5429. Verses 9 — l(i. And Joseph remembered the dream* 
which he dreamed of them ; and he said la them, Ye are spies; 
to see the nakedness of the land are tje come. And they said to 
him, Nay, my lord; thy servants are come to buy food. We are 
all the sons of one man ; we are upright ; thy servants are not 
spies. And he said unto them, Nay ; but to see the nakedness of 
the land are ye come. And they said. Thy twelve servants, we 
are brethren, the sons of one man, ia the land of Canaan ; and 
behold the youngest is with our father at this day, and one is no!. 
And Joseph said unto them. This is what I spake to yon, saying, 
Ye are spies. In this ye shall be proved ; let Pharaoh line, if ye 
ahull go forth hence, unless your youngest brother crime hither. 
Send one of you, and let him receive your brother ; and ye shall 
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be bound, and your words ahull be proved, whether the truth be 
with you ; and if not, let Pharaoh tive, ye are spies. Am! Joseph 
remembered the dreams which he dreamed of them, signifies that the 
celestial of the spiritual foresaw what would happeu concerning 
the general trutlis of the church in the natural ; and he said to 
them, signifies perception thence : Ye are spies, signifies that 
[they came] only to seek for gain : to see the nakedness of the 
land are ye come, signifies that nothing seemed better to them 
than for themselves to know that there are not truths : and they 
said unto him, Nay, my lord, we arc upright, signifies that they 
arc truths in themselves : thy servants are come to buy food, 
signifies that they are to be appropriated to the natural by 
means of good : we are all the sons of one man, signifies that 
those truths are from one origin : we are upright, signifies that 
thus they arc truths in themselves ; thy servants are not spies, 
signifies that thus are not for the sake of gain : and he said unto 
them. Nay ; but to see the nakedness of the land are ye come, 
signifies that it is no concern to them whether they be truths : 
and they said. Thy twelve servants, we are brethren, signifies that 
all things of faith are thus conjoined together : the sons of one 
man, signifies from one origin : in the land of Canaan, signifies 
id the church i and, behold, the youngest is with our father at 
this day, signifies that there was also conjunction with spiritual 
good : and one is not, signifies that the Divine spiritual, from 
which [that conjunction proceeds], does not appear: and Joseph 
said to ihem, signifies perception concerning that subject! this 
is what I spake to you, signifies that the truth is as I thought : 
saying. Ye are spies, signifies that they arc in the truths of the 
church for the sake of gain : in this shall ye be proved, signifies 
it shall be seen whether it be so : let Pharaoh live, signifies what 
is certain : if ye shall go forth hence, unless your youngest brother 
come hither, signifies that it must needs be that the truths 
appertaining to them are of such a character, unless they be 
conjoined to spiritual good: send one of you, and let him rci-fice 
your brother, signifies if there be only any conjunction with 
that good : and ye shall be bound, signifies although in the vest 
there be separation : and your words shall be proved, whether 
the truth be with you, signifies that in such case it will so exist : 
and if not, let Pharaoh live, ye are spies, signifies otherwise it 
is certain that ye hold truths only for the sake of gain. 

5130. And Joseph remembered the dreams which he dreamed 
of them.- — This signifies that the celestial of the spiritual fore- 
saw what would happen concerning the general truths of the 
church in the natural, as appears (1.) from the signification ol 
"remembering," as denoting presence, for the thing, of which 
there is remembrance, stands present ; that to remember is pre- 
dicated of foresight; see n, 3966; (2.) from the representation 
of " Joseph," as denoting the celestial of the spiritual, of wbicli 
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frequent mention ia made nliove ; and (3.) from tlie signification 
of "dreams," as denoting foresight, prediction, and event, see 
n. 3G98, 5091, 5092, 510t, in the present cose, therefore, fore- 
sight of what would happen to the general truths of the church 
in the natural, those truths being signified by the sous of Jacob; 
see n. 5409, 54.19 : therefore it is also said, " which he dreamed 
of them." 

6431. And he said to Mem.— This signifies perception thence, 
as appears from the signification of " saying," as denoting per- 
ception ; see n. 1791, 1815, 1819, 1822, 1898, 1919, 2080, 
2619, 8862, 3509. 

5432. Yt are spies.— This signifies that [they came] only 
to seek for gain, as appears from the Bigni6c*tiou of "spies," 
as here denoting to week for gain : that this i* the meaning of 
spies m the internal sense, is manifest from the series; for the 
subject treated of in the internal sense ia the truths of tho 
church, that they wi re to be appropriated to tho natural, and 
that they caunot he appropriated thereto, cuvpt bv influx from 
the Celestial of the spiritual through a medium. Those truths 
of the church are the sous of Jacob, or the brethren of Jusepli . 
the celestial of the spiritual is Joseph, and the medium is Ben- 
jamin. How this case is, was shewn, n. 5402, viz., that the 
truths of faith of the church, which are called doctriuals, in the 
first age, when they are learnt, are apprehended, and com- 



and have not been willing in the next place to live according to 
them, do not retain them with themselves except as they do 
other scientific^, which are only in their natural memory, and 
thence in their mouth; and when they speak them, they do so 
not from their exterior man, or from the heart, but onlv from 
the exterior man, and from the mouth : when a man is in this 
state, he cannot at all believe that the truths of the church are 
true, however it may seem to himself that he believes it; the 
reason why it seems to himself that he believes them to be true 
is, because he has confidence in others, and has confirmed in 
himself what he has received from others : to confirm the things 
received from others, whether they be true or false, is very easy, 
nothing being requisite for the purpose but mere ingenuity. 
These truths of the church, or those who in such a sort arc in 
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tlie truths of the church, are signified by spies coming to see 
tliu nakedness nl' llur land: ti if they do not believe the doctrinnls 
of their church from any affection of truth, but from the affec- 
tion of hunting after honors, or of socking for gain; on which 
account in themselves they scarcely believe anything, for the 
most part cherishing denial in heart, and regarding their doc- 
trinais as a merchant does his merchandize ; and they appear to 
themselves learned and wise, when of themselves they see that 
truths are not truths, and still can persuade the vulgar that they 
are truths. That very many of the dignitaries of the church are 
of this character, appears manifestly from their state in the uther 
life : for wherever they go in that life, they are in the sphere of 
their affections and consequent Hum-lit-., which sphere is mani- 
festly perceived by others, whence it is plainly evident what was 
the quality of their affection of truth, and of their faith. This 
manifestation is not made in the world, where there is no spi- 
ritual perception of such characters; and this being the case, 
they do not make themselves manifest, lest they should be 
deprived of their gain. That they are spies, may be evident 
enough from the consideration, that men of this description 
seek for nothing but spots and blemishes among those who are 
principled iu truth from good, In order that they may fix upon 
limn ii charge of blame, and may condemn them. Such persons, 
« liL-r.ln.-r they be of the Papists so called, or of the Reformed, or 
Quakers, Soeinians, or Jews, when once they have confirmed 
w ith themselves the doctrinals of their own particular church, 
arc nothing but spies, since they ridicule and condemn the most 
essential truths, if taught iu any Other church than their own, 
not apprehending that truths are truths [independent of the 
church in which they arc taught] : the reason of this is, because 
they have not an affection of truth for its own sake, still less for 
the sake of life, but for the sake of gain . such also, when they 
rend the Word, examine it solely Kith a view of confirming 
srici;:i!ii: dm triii.d* fur the ~ake of gain, and several of them 
examine the Word, that they may see the nakedness of tbo 
land, that is to say, ihat they n ay see that the truths of the 
church are uol truths, but only serviceable to persuade others 
that they arc truths, for the sake of lucre. Those, however, 
who are iu the affection of truth for the sake of truth and of 
life, consequently Tor the sake of the Lord's kingdom, have in- 
deed faith iu the doctrinals of the church ; but still tliev search 
the Word for no other cud than fur the sake of truth and 
hence they derive their faith and their conscience. If ibey arc 
told by any one that they must abide in the doctriuals of the 
church iu which they were born, they think with theui^ekcs 
that, if they had been born iu Judaisni/Soeiuianisin, Quakerism, 
Christian (ieiifilism, or even out of the church, the same thing 
would have been told them by those among whom they were 
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born, it being the general cry, " Here is the church ; here is 
the church; here arc truths and nowhere else;" and this being 
the case, they are of opiuion that the Word ought to be searched, 
with devout prayer to the Lord for illustration : such do not dis- 
turb any one within the church, neither do they at any time 
condemn others, knowing that every one, who is a church, lives 
from his faith. 

5133. To see Ike nakedness of the land are ye come.— This 
signifies that nothing seemed better to them than for them- 
selves to know that there are not truths, as appears (1.) from 
the Mollification of " coming to see," as denoting a desire to 
know that it is so, consequently that nothing was better for 
them than to know; (2.) from the signification of" iiakeiliii'ss,'' 
as denoting to be without truths, thus that there are not truths, 
of which wc shall speak presently; and (3.) from the significa- 
tion of " the land," as denoting the church ; see u. 566, GG2, 
1067, 1262, 1733, 1850, 2117, 2118, 3355, 4147, 4535 : in this 
passage, therefore, the nakedness of the land denotes the want 
of truths in the church. The reason why nakedness denotes 
what is deprived of truths, or is without truths, is, because gar- 
ments in general signify truths, and every specific garment sig- 
nifies some particular truth ; see n. 2576, 3301, 1545, 4677, 
4741, 4742, 4763, 5218, 5319 ; hence nakedness signifies being 
without troths, as will be seen also below from passages out of 
the Word. How the case herein is, is evident from what was 
said above, n. 5-132, viz., that those who learn truths, not for the 
sake of truth and of life, but for the sake of gain, must uceds 
think with themselves that the truths of the church are not 
truths ; the reason is, because the affection of gain is au earthly 
affection, and the affection of truth a spiritual affection, and tho 
one or the other must have the dominion, since no one can 
serve two lords : therefore, where the one affection is, the other 
is not; thus where the affection of truth is, there the affection 
of gain is not, and where the affection of gain is, there the 
affection of truth is not. Hence it is, that if the affection of 
gain have the dominion, it must needs be that nothing will 
seem better than that truths should not he truths, and still 
nothing seem better than that truths be believed to he trutlis 
by others; for if the internal man looks downwards to earthly 
things, and there places his all, it is absolutely impossible for 
him to look upwards, and there place anything, since earthly 
things altogether absorb and suffocate; the reason is, h. cause 
the angels of heaven cannot be attendant on man in earthly 
things, wherefore they retire, and then infernal spirits approach, 
who cannot he with man in heavenly things ; hence heavenly 
things are of no account to him, and earthly things are all to 
him, and when earthly things are all to him, then he believes 
himself more learned and wise than all others in denying in 
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himself the troths of the church, saying in his heart that they 
are for the simple. He must, therefore, be cither in earthly 
affection, or in heavenly affection ; for he cannot be with the 
angels of heaven, and at the same time with the infcrnals, as in 
this case lie would hang between heaven and bell ; but when he 
is in the affection of truth for the sake of truth, that is, for the 
sake of the Lord's kingdom, (for the divine truth is there,) thus 
for the sake of the Lord himself, he is then among the angels ; 
and in this case he docs not despise gain, so far as it is condu- 
cive to the purposes of bis life in the world ; he does not, how- 
ever, regard it as an cud, but lie regards the uses thence derived, 
which he considers as mediate cuds in respect to the ultimate 
heavenly cm) ; thus he in no degree sets his heart upon gain. 
That nakedness signifies to he without truths, may also be mani- 
fest from other passages in the Word; as in the Apocalypse : 
" Write to the angel of the church of the Laodiccans, Because 
thou sayest I am rich, and am increased with goods, and have 
no need of anything, when thou knowest not that thou art 
wretched and miserable, and needy, and blind, and naked," (iii. 
14, 17,) where naked denotes being in want of truth. Again : 
" I counsel thee to buy of me gold purified in the fire, that thou 
mayest be rich, and white garments that thou may est be clothed, 
and that the shame of thy nakednet* may not he manifested," 
(iii. 18;) to buy gold denotes to procure and appropriate to 
themselves good i that thou mayest be rich denotes to be prin- 
cipled in celestial and spiritual good ; white garments denote 
spiritual truths ; the shame of nakedness denotes being without 
goods and truths; that buying denotes procuring and appro- 
printing, see u. 5374; that gold is celestial and spiritual good, 
ii. 1551, 1552; that garments arc truths, n. 1073, 257G, 4545, 
47(13, 5'J48, 5319; that white is predicated of truth, because 
from the light of heaven, n. 3301, 3993, 4O07, 5319. Again : 
" Heboid 1 come as a thief; blessed is he that watchcth, and 
kcepcth his garments, that he may not walk naked," (Apoc. xvi. 
15 ;) he that kcepcth his garments denotes one that holds truths ; 
that he may not walk naked, denotes lest he should be without 
truths. So in Matthew ; " The king shall say to those on the 
right hand, / it- as naked and ye clothed me ; and to those on the 
left hand, / was naked and ye clothed me not," (xsv. 34, 3G, 4] , 
43,) where naked denotes the good who acknowledge that in 
themselves there is nothing of good and truth; see n. 4958. 
And in Isaiah : " Is not this the fast, to break thy bread to the 
hungry, and that thou bring into thy house the afflicted out- 
casts ; when thou seest the naked thai thou cover him ?" (lviii. (1, 7,) 
where the meaning is the same. And in Jeremiah : " Jerusalem 
hath sinned a sin ; therefore she is become like a menstruous 
woman ; all who honored her have esteemed her vile, because 
they have seen her nakedneM," (Lam. i. 8,) where nakedness de-

notes being without truths. And in Ezekicl : " Thou hast come 
to excellent ornameuta ; thy breasts were fashioned, and thy hair 
grew; yet thou wast naked and stripped. I spread my wing 
over thee, and covered thy nakedness. Thou hast not remem- 
bered the days of thy youth, when thou toast naked and stripped 
bare," (xvi. 7, 8, 22,) speaking of Jerusalem, which metUU the 
ancient church, what her quality was when she was established 
anew, and what it afterwards became, viz., that at first she was 
without troths, afterwards she was instructed in truths, and 
finally she rejected them. Again : " If there be a just man, 
who hath done justice and judgment, let him give his bread to 
the hungry, and cover the naked with a garment," (xviii. 5, 7 ;) 
to cover the naked with a garment denotes to instruct in truths 
those who desire them. And in Hosca : " Lest peradventure / 
strip her naked, and set her as in the day that she was horn, and 
make her as a %vildiri-iu;ss, and place her ns a land of drought, 
and slay her by ' thirst,' " (ii. 3 ;) to strip her naked denotes that 
she may be without truths. And in Nahum : "I will shew to 
the nations thy nakedness, and to the kingdoms thy disgrace," 
(iii. 5 ;) to shew to the nations nakedness denotes deformity, all 
deformity arising from the want of truths, aud all beauty from 
truths, see n. 49S5, 5199. 

5434. And they said tinto him, Nay, my lord, we are up- 
right,— Tina signifies that they are truths in themselves, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of saying to him, " Nay, ray 
lord, 1 ' as denoting that they were not seeking for gain, which is 
signified by Joseph's words, " Ye are spies ;" sec n. 5 132, and 
as not denoting that nothing seemed better to them than for 
themselves to know that they are not truths, which is signified 
by Joseph's words, " To see the nakedness of the laud are ye 
come," see n. 5433 ; and (2.) from the signification of " We 
are upright," as denoting that they are truths in themselves ; 
for upright signifies truth in the internal sense in this and in 
many other passages in the Word. The meaning that they are 
truths in themselves, follows from the scries; for with those 
who have procured to themselves the truths of the church for 
the sake of gain, truths are not indeed truths to them, as was 
shewn above, n. 5433 ; but still they may be truths in them- 
selves, for the truths themselves of the church in general are sig- 
nified by the sons of Jacob. The reason why those who are 
upright denote truths in the abstract is, because in the internal 
sense all things arc abstracted from persons; that the idea of 
persons is turned into the idea of things; sec n. 5225, 5287; 
the reason is, because thought and consequent speech, in any 
other case, must needs be withdrawn and debased from things 
and the view thereof to such considerations as regard persona ; 
aud, moreover, thought and consequent speech cannot other- 
wise become universal, aud comprehend many thiugs together. 
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still less things indefinite and ineffable, as with the angels : 
nevertheless what is thus abstracted involves persona, viz., those 
who ,'liv principled therein ; hence it is that those who are up- 
right signify truths. 

5135. And thy servants are come to buy food.— Thin signi- 
fies that they, viz., those truths, are to be appropriated to tiio 
natural by means of good, as appears (1.) from the signification 
of "servants," as denoting inferiors, and respectively what is 
natural, see n. 2541, 3019, 3020, 5161, 516)., 5305, hence 
also truths, n. 3109, for truths are subject to good, and things 
which are subject arc in the Word called servants ; in the pre- 
sent case, therefore, truths in the natural are called servants in 
respect to the celestial of the spiritual; (2.; from the si;;uiriia- 
tion of "to buy," as denoting to he appropriated, see a. 4397, 
6874, 5408, 541fl ; and (3.) from the signification or " rood," as 
denoting celestial ami spiritual good, see n. 5147, also truth ail. 
joined to good, u. 53H), 5312, in the present case, therefore, 
truth about to lie adjoined to the natural by good, thus about 
to he appropriated. Truth is never appropriated to a roan ex- 
cept by good ; but when it is appropriated by good, truth bc- 
- guv;!, for in such case it acts in unity thiroi ith - for tVy 
together constitute as it were one body, uhercof the soul is 
good, the truths in that good bring as it were the spiritual 
filire-., which furti; !!»■ body , » lieivlcrir ;,;..> dim s 'iginfy ll e

5 133. We are all the sons of one mau — Tbis signifies that 
tbnse Irn'.hs are from uue origin, as appears from (lie significa- 
tion of " sons," in the present case the *onsof Jacob, as denoting 
truths in general, agreeably to what has been often shewn above ; 
that their being the sons of one man denotes that they are from 
one origin, is manifest without explanation. 

5437. We are upright.— This signifies that thus they are truths 
in themselves, as appears from tin: -i^iii ligation of " we are up- 
rijj'it," as denoting truths themselves, sec just above, u. 5131. 

5438. Thy servants are not spies. — This signifies that they 
are not for the sake of gain, as appears from the signification of 
" spies," as denoting those who are in the truths of the church 
for the sake of gain, see above, n. 5432, in the present case de- 
noting that they are not such. 

543'J. And he said tnilo them, Nay; but to see the nakedness 
of the land are ye come. — This signifies that it is no concern 
to them whether they be truths, as appears from the significa- 
tion of " coming to see the nakedness of the land," as denoting 
that nothing seemed better to them than for themselves to 
know that they arc not truths, see n. 5433, in the present ease 
denuting the same, viz., that they are unconcerned whether they 
be truths. 
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5440. And they said, Thy twelee servant/, we are brethren. 
— This signifies that all tiling of faith are thus conjoined 
together, as appears (1.) from the signification of "twelve," as 
denoting all, and, when predicated of the sous of Jacob, as in 
the present case, or of the tribes named from them, and also of 
the apostles, as denoting all the things of faith in one complex, 
see n. 577, 2080, 212V, 2130, 2553, 3272, 3488, 3858, 3862, 
3013, 3026, 3!I3D, 4060; and (2.) from the signification of 
" brethren," as denoting conjunction by good ; for when truths 
are conjoined by good they put on a sort of brotherhood one 
among another : if even they appear conjoined without good, 
nevertheless they are riot conjoined, since the falses of evil arc 
always entering in and disjoining them ; the reason is, because 
they have not one origin from which they are derived, aud one 
end to which they arc directed : the first and the last must 
conjoin, before conjunction can be effected; the first must be 
the good from which they arc derived, and the last the good to 
which they tend : and further, in order that truths may be con- 
joined, good must reign universally ; for it is that wbicli reigns 
universally which conjoins. That a brother denotes the affection 
of good, thus good, may be seen, u. 2360, 2521, 3303, 3450, 
3803, 3815, 1121. 

5441. The sans of one man. — This signifies from one origin, 
as appears from what was said above, a. 5136, where similar 
woitls occur. 

5442. In the land of Canaan. — Thia signifies in the church, 
aa appears from the signification of " the laud of Canaan," as 
denoting the Lord's kingdom and the church; see n. 1413, 1137, 
1607, 3038, 3181, 370:,, 3G8G, 4447. 

5443. And, behold, the youngest ia with our father at this 
day. — This signifies that there was also conjunction with spi- 
ritual good, as appears (I.) from the representation of " Ben- 
jamin," who is here "the youngest," as denoting a conjoining 
medium, of which wc shall speak presently ; and (2.) from the 
representation of " Jacob," in this case Israel, who is hero " the 
father," as denoting spiritual good ; sec n. 365-1, 4508. That 
Benjamin ia the spiritual of the celestial,- which is a medium, 
see n. 4502, 5411, 5413, 51-19, viz., a medium between the 
natural, or the things which are of the natural, and the celestial 
of the spiritual, which is Joseph : and as Benjamin is a medium 
and Israel is spiritual good, therefore the words, Behold the 
youngest is with our father at this day, signify conjunction with 
spiritual good. 

5411. And one is not. — This signifies that the divine spi- 
ritual, from which [that conjunction proceeds], docs not appear, 
as is manifest (1 .) from the representation of " Joseph," who is 
here meant by " one," as denoting the celestial of the spiritual, 
or, what is the same, the divine spiritual, or truth from the

Divine ; sec n. 39G9, 4286, 4592, 4733, 4727, 1063, 5240, 5307, 
5331, 533;;, 5417; and because all conjunction of truth in the 
natural proceeds from the divine spiritual, therefore it ia said the 
ilivim; spiritual from which [that conjunction proceeds] ; and 
(2.) from the signification of " is not," aa denoting that it does 
not appear ; for it was, but did not appear to them, because 
the medium which is Benjamin, was not there. 

5445. And Joseph said to them, — This signifies perception 
concerning that subject, i\z., the things which his brethren said, 
as appears from the signification of " saying " in the historical 
of the Word, as denoting perception; sec n. 1791, 1815, 1819, 
1822, 1898, 1919, 2080, 2(119, 3509. 

5446. This is what I spake with yon. —This signifies that the 
truth is as I thought, as appears from the signification of " to 
speak," as denoting to think ; see n. 2271, 2287, 2G19; that it 
signifies that what he thought was the truth, is evident without 
explanation . 

5417. Saying, Ye are spies. — This signifies that they are in 
the truths of the church for the sake of gain, as appears from 
the signification of " spies," as denoting those who are in the 
truths of the church only to seek for gain ; see n. 5432, 5438. 

5448. In this ye shall be proved,— This signifies that it will 
be seen whether it he so, as is manifest without explanation. 

5419. Art Pharaoh live. — Tbis signifies what is certain, as 
appears from the consideration, that " Let Pharaoh live" is a 
form of asseveration, thus of a thing's being certain, Joseph 
indeed knc» that they were not spies, and that they did not 
come to sec the nakedness of tbe land , but still he made the 
assertion, because, in the internal sense, it was certain that the 
truths of the church, without coujuurliou by good with (he 
interior man, regard nothing for an end but gain, by whom- 
soever they arc possessed ; but when thev arc conjoined bv good 
with the interior man. they then regard for an end csieulial 
good and truth, thus the church, the lord's kingdom, and the 
Lord himself; and when they regard these things Ic-r an end, 
then also a s jtli< ieu< v uf gliu is allotted them, aec .r.l...- t<. the 
Lord's words in Matthew : "Seek ye first the kingdom of God 
and his justice, and all these things shall he added unto yon," 
(vi. 33.) 

fi 150 If ye shall yo forth hence, unless your younije.-t brother 
fertile hither.— That this signifies that it mint needs be that the 
truths appertaining to thcni arc of such a character, unless they 
be conjoined to spiritual good, cannot so well be explained 
according to the signification of the expressions themselves ; but 
this is the sense thence resulting : for the youngest brother here 
signifies conjunction with spiritual good. 

5451. Send one of you, and let him receive your brother. — 
This signifies if there be only some conjunction with that good, 
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as appears (1.) from the signification of " your brother/' viz., 
the youngest, as denoting conjunction with spiritual jr'un!, 
according to what was said just ahovc, n. 5150; and (2.) from 
the signification of "sending one and receiving him," as de- 
noting if only there he any conjunction, for it is somewhat of 
doubt which is expressed. 

5452. And ye shall be bound. — This signifies although in the 
rest there be still separation, as appears from the signification of 
" to be bound," hb here denoting to be separated ; for he that is 
kept bound is separated, viz., from the spiritual good, which is 
signified by the father Israel. 

5453. Amt your words ahull be proved, whether the truth be 
with you. — This signifies that in such ease it will so exist, as 
appears from the signification of " words being proved, and 
whether there be truth," as denoting that it is certain that in 
such -case it will so exist, as it was said by them : that which is 
certain relates to what they said, and what are contained in the 
internal sense ; concerning which see above, n. 5431— 544k 

5454. And if not, let Pharaoh live, ye are spies. — This sig- 
nifies that otherwise it is certain that ye hold truths only for the 
sake of gain, as appears (1 .) from the signification of " let Pha- 
raoh live," as denoting what is certain ; see n. 5419 : and (2.) 
from the signification of "spies," as denoting that they arc in 
the truths of the church only to seek for gain ; see n. 5432, 
5 l.'JR, 5 1-17. It is needless to go into a further explanation of 
these words and of those which immediately precede, because 
they have been explained in general in what goes before ; and 
moreover they contain such things as cannot be distinctly under- 
stood ; for general principles must previously he in the under- 
standing, and then first the particulars enter in beneath, such as 
are contained in the verses going before : if general principles 
have not been first received, particulars are never ailrnittt d ; yen, 
they seem tiresome, for there can he no affection for particular*, 
unless general principles have first entered with affection. 

5455. Verses 17 — 20. And he shut them up in custody three 
days. And Joseph said to them, on the third day. This do, and 
ye shall live; I fear God. If ye ure upright, let one of your 
brethren he bound in the house of your custody ; and go ye ; carry 
provision for the famine of your houses. And bring your youngest 
brother to me, and your words shall be verified, and ye shall not 
die ; and they did so. And he shut them up in custody, signifies 
separation from himself: three days, signifies to the full : and 
Joseph said to them, on the third day, signifies the perception of 
the celestial of the spiritual concerning those truths separated 
from itself, when it was fulfilled : this do, and ye shall live ; 1 
fear God, signifies that so it shall be if they have life from the 
Divine : if ye be upright, signifies if they be truths in themselves : 
let one of your brethren be bound in the house of your custody, 
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signifies tliat faith in tlie will shall be acparateil : go ye, carry 
provision for the famine of your homes, signifies that in the 
meantime they have liberty to provide for themselves : and 
bring your youngest brother to me, signifies until a medium be 
present : and your words shall be verified, signifies that in such 
case it shall be with truths as it was declared : and ye shall not 
die, signifies that thus truths will have life : and they did so, 
signifies the end of this state. 

5156. And he shut them up in custody.— -This signifies sepa- 
ration from himself, as appears from the signification of "giving 
or shutting up in euslody," as denoting rejection, thus separa- 
tion ; see n. 5083, 5101. 

51-57. Three days. — This signifies to the full, as appears 
from the signification of " three days," as denoting from the 
beginning to the end, thus what is full; see n. 2788, 4495 ; for 
it is a new state which is here described : that entire state is 
signified by three days ; and the ultimate of it, and thereby what 
is new, by "on the third day," as presently follows. 

5458. And Joseph said to them on the third day,— This sig- 
nifies the perception of the celestial of the spiritual concerning 
those troths separated from itself, when it was fulfilled, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of " to say," as denoting to 
v <:kuuc; see n. 1791, 1815, 1819, 1822, 'l 808, 1919, 2619, 
3509 : (2.) from the representation of " the sons of Jacob," as 
denoting the truths of the church in general, according to what 
has been before shewn, in the present case those truths sepa- 
rated from the celestial of the spiritual, n. 5456 : (3.) from the 
representation of " Joseph," aa denoting the celestial of the 
spiritual, agreeably to what has been also shewn above ; and 
(4.) from the signification of "on the third day," as denoting 
the ultimate when what is new happens; see u. 5159, 5 t57 ; 
thus when it is fulfilled ; hence it is evident, that " Joseph said 
to them on the third day," signifies the perception of the celes- 
tial of the spiritual concerning those truths separated from itself, 
when it is fulfilled. 

5159. This do, and ye shall live ; / fear God.— This signifies 
that so it shall be if they have life from the Divine, as appears 
(1.] from the signification of "this do," as denoting that so it 
will bo; (2.) from the signification of " ye shall live," as de- 
noting that they, viz., the truths, which arc here signified by the 
sons of Jacob, will have life ; and (3.) from the signification of 
" I fear Uod," as denoting from the Divine : for Joseph repre- 
sents the Lord as to truth from the Divine, which is the same 
thing with the celestial of the spiritual ; therefore by /, in the 
supreme sense, is here signified truth from the Divine, and by 
God the Divine itself, which is in the celestial of the spiritual, 
or the Divine which is in truth; by fearing, in the supreme 
sense, when it is predicated of the Lord, is not signified fear, but 
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love. The fear of God also in the Word throughout signifies 
love to God; for love to God is according to the subjects in 
which, it dwells : it becomes fear with those who are in external 
worship without internal, and it becomes holy fear with those 
who arc in spiritual worship ; but it becomes a love full of holy 
reverence with those who arc in celestial worship : in the Lord 
however there was not fear, hut pure love ; hence it may be 
manifest, that the expression, " I fear God," when it is predi- 
cated of the Lord, signifies the Divine love, thus the Divine. 

5-160. If ye be upright. — This signifies if they bo truths in 
themselves, as appears from the signification of " being upright," 
as denoting that they arc truths in themselves, sec above, n. 
5431, 5437. 

5461 . Let one of your brethren be bound in the house of your 
custody. — This signifies that faith in the will shall be separated, 
as appears (1.) from the representation of "Simeon," who in 
this ease is the one brother that was bound (verse 34), as de- 
noting faith in the will ; sec n. 38G9— 3872, 4-197, 4503, 4503 ; 
and {'2.) from the signification of " to be bound in the house of 
custody," as denoting to bo separated; sco n. 5083, 5101, 5452, 
5456. The case heroin is this ; when faith in the will, or the 
will of doing the truth which is of faith, is separated from those 
who arc in the truths of tho church, the connection with the 
Divine in such case is so slight, that it is little more than 
acknowledgment ; for the influx of the divine from the Lord 
with tho regenerate man is into good and thence into truth, or, 
what is tho same, into the will and thence into the under- 
standing; so far therefore as a man who is in the truths of 
fiuth, receives good from the Lord, so far the Lord forms in him 
a new will in his intellectual part; see n. 927, 1028, 1043, 1044, 
2256, 4338, 4493, 5113; and so far the Lord flows in, and 
causes (he affection of doing good, that is, of exercising charity 
towards the neighbor: from these considerations it may be 
manifest what is meant by faith in the will, which is represented 
by Simeon, being separated, before the medium, which was 
Benjamin, was made present. 

5162. Goye; carry provision for the famine of your houses. 
— ThiH signifies that in the meantime they had liberty to pro- 
vide for themselves, as appears (1.) from the signification of 
" Go ye," after they had been bound, and one was detained in 
their place, as denoting that in the meantime they had liberty ; 
(S.) ii'iui Iho sL'iiifuMlioii of '■provision," as denoting truth; 
see u. 5276, 5280, 5292 ; (3.) from the signification of " famine," 
as denoting a defect of knowledges, and desolation ; see n. 5360, 
5370 ; and (4.] from the signification of " your houses," as 
denoting the habitations where the specific truths of each dwelt, 
thus the natural miud ; that a house denotes the natural mind ; 
see n. 4973, 5023 ; and that the truths, which arc here reprc- 
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sentcd by the sons of Jacob, are those of the external church, 
thus in the natural, n. 5101, 5413, 51S!S: from these significa- 
tions taken together it may he manifest, tliat " Cany [lrovisio:! 
for the famine of your houses," signifies, that in the desolation 
of truth in which they are, they may provide for themselves and 
their own. 

5463. And bring your youngest brother to me.— This signifies 
until a medium bo present, as appears from the representation of 
" Benjamin," as denoting a medium between the celestial of 
the spiritual and the natural ; sec n. 5411, 5*143. 

5164. And your words shall be verified. — This signifies that 
in such case it shall be with truths as it was declared, as may 
appear without explanation : in what manner they declared con- 
cerning themselves, consequently concerning the truths of the 
church which they represented, may bo seen above, n. 5434— 
6444. The case herein is this: those who are in the truths of 
the church merely for the 6ake of gain, can declare as well as 
others, how the case is with truths; as for example, that truths 
arc not appropriated to any one, unless they be conjoined with 
the interior man ; yea, that they cannot be conjoined thereto 
except by good ; also that until this is effected truths arc with- 
out life : these and similar things are sometimes seen by them 
as clearly as by others, and sometimes to appearance more 
clearly, but only on those occasions when they arc conversing 
on the subject with others ; but when they are conversing with 
themselves, thus with their interior man, that is, when they are 
thinking, in this case those who arc in the truths of the church 
merely for the sake of gain, sec the contrary ; and although 
they sec the contrary, and in heart deny truths, still they can 
persuade others that the thing is so, yea, that themselves are in 
truths in the manner here described. The desire of gaia, of 
honor, and of reputation, for the sake thereof, seizes upon all 
the means of persuasion, and upon none with greater avidity 
than upon such things as in themselves are true, for these 
have in them a secret power of attracting minds. Every man, 
whatever his quality or character, if he be not sunk into gross 
stupidity, is endowed with such a faculty, viz., the faculty of 
understanding whether things be true, in order that by the 
intellectual part he may be reformed and regenerated ; but 
when he has wandered in the paths of perversity, and has 
altogether rejected the things which arc of the faith of the 
church, in this ease indeed he ia in the same faculty of under- 
standing truths, but he is no longer willing to understand 
them, but as soon as he hears them, he turns away from them 

5465. And ye shall not (fie.— This signifies that thus truths 
will have life, viz., when truths shall be as was declared, as 
appears from the signification of " ye shall not die," as denoting 
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ye shall live, tlius that the truths which are represented by then) 
shall have life. 

5466. And they did so.— This signifies the cud of this state, 
as appears from the signification of "doing," or it was done, as 
denoting the end of n former state, and as involving the be- 
ginning of n following one ; see u. .1979, 4987, 4999, 5074. It 
is needless to explain these things more at large, for the reason 
assigned above, n. 5154: nevertheless it is to be noted, that 
they contain in them ineffable arcana, which shine forth in the 
heavens from each single expression, although not the smallest 
portion thereof is apparent to man : tin: holy principle, which is 
sometimes appereeived by a man while he is reading the "Word, 
contains in it many such arcana; for in the holy principle with 
which he ia affected, there lie concealed innumerable secret 
things, which are not made manifest to his mind's view. 

5467. Verses 21—24. And they said, a man to his brother, 
Surely we are guilty concerning our brother, the straitnesf of 
whole soul we saw when he intreated us, and we did not hear, 
therefore is this straitness come upon us. And Reuben answered 
them, saying, Said I not unto you, saying, Sin not against the 
child, and ye hearkened not ? and behold also his blood is inquired 
into. And they knew not that Joseph heard, because there was 
an interpreter between them. And he turned aufay from them, 
and wept ; and he returned to them, and spake to them. And he 
took from them Simeon, and bound him before their eyes. And 
they said, a man to his brother, signifies perception concerning 
the cause : surely we are guilty concerning our b other, signifies 
that they are iu fault hceause they alienated the internal by the 
non-reception of good ; the straitness of whose soul we saw, 
signifies the state of the internal in good when it was alienated : 
when he intreated us, and we did not hear, signifies his continual 
solicitation without reception: and Reuben ansioered, signifies 
perception still from faith in doctrine and in the understanding : 
said I not unto you, saying, signifies the degree of perception 
thence derived : Sin not against the child, signifies lest they 
should he disjoined : and he hearkened not, signifies non-rcccp- 
tiou : and behold also his Mood is inquired into, signifies the 
stings of conscience thence derived : and they knew not that 
Joseph heard, signifies that from the natural light, in which 
those truths arc, it is not believed that all things appear from 
spiritual light : because there was an interpreter between them, 
signifies that iu such case spiritual things are apprehended quite 
differently : and he turned away frotrfthem, signifies somewhat of 
drawing back : and wept, signifies mercy : and he turned to 
them, and spake to them, signifies influx : and he took Simeon 
from them, signifies faith in the will : and bound him, signifies 
separation ; before their eyes, signifies to apperception. 

5468. And they said, a man to hit brother. — This signifies 
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perception concerning the cnusr, ns appears (1.) from the signi- 
vmalmu of " saving," in tin; historical of the Word, as denoting 
pcrecption ; sec n. 1791, 1815, 18111, 1822, 191!), 5><>s<>, 

UVA'.I, :;r,0'J; ond (2.) from the si unification of "a man to his 
brother," as denoting mutually i see n. -1725 : the reason why 
their saving, a man to his brother, here signifies perception con- 
cerning the cause, viz., why Joseph spake harshly, calling them 
spies, and detaining thciu in custody three days, is, because in 
what now follows their mutual discourse treats concerning the 
cause; therefore it signifies perception on this subject. 

54(59. Surely me are guilty concerning our brother.— -This 
signitics that they are in fault because they alienated the in- 
ternal by the non-reception of good, as appears'!.!.) from the 
signification of " being guilty,'' as denoting to be in fault, and 
in imputation liv reason of the rejection of good anil truth; see 
n. 3100 : and (2.) from the representation of " Joseph," who in 
tins case is the brother concerning whom they were gniltv, as 
denoting the internal which they rejected or alienated, for 
Joseph and Hcnjumin represent the internal of the church, and 
the ten remaining sous of Jacob its external; for Rachel, of 
w hom were born Joseph and Benjamin, is the affection of in- 
terior truth, and Leah the affection of exterior truth; see u. 
3758, 3782, 3793, 3819 : in this chapter Joseph represents the 
celestial of the spiritual, or truth from the Divine, which is the 
internal, Benjamin the spiritual of the celestial, which is the 
medium thence proceeding, and the ten remaining sons of Jacob 
represent the truths of the external church, thus in the natural, 
as has been frequently said above. The ronrimctinn of ilic in- 
ternal of the church with its external is also treated of, in 
general and in particular; for every man must be a church in 
pnriiciilar, in order that ho may be a part of the general church ; 
but in the supreme sense it treats of the manner in which the 
Lord united the internal with the external in his Human, that 
he might make it Divine. 

5170. The etraitneet of whote ttmlivt taw. — This signifies the 
state of the internal in the meantime when it was alienated, as 
appears from the signification of " straituess of soul," as de- 
noting the state in which the internal is when it is alienated 
from the external. With this state the case is this: the Lord 
continually flows in to a man with good, and in good with 
truth ; but the man either receives it or not : if be receives it, it 
is well with him, but if be docs not receive it, it is ill with him ; 
if, when he does not receive it, he feels any anxiety, which here 
is called straituess of soul, there is some hope that he may be 
reformed ; hut if he does not feel any anxiety, the hope vanishes. 
There are attendant on every man two spirits from bell, and two 
angels from heaven ; for since a man is born in sins, he cannot 
in anywise live, unles* ou the one part ho communicates with 
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hell, and on the other with heaven, all his life being tliener 
derived : when a man is grown up, and begins to rule himself 
from himself, that is, when he seems to himself to will and to 
act from his own judgment, and to think and eonclude con- 
cerning the things of faith from hia own and erst mi ding, if he 
then betakes himself to evils, the two spirits from hell approach, 
and the two angels from heaven remove themselves a little ; but 
if he betakes himself to good, the two angels from heaven 
approach, and the two spirits from hell are removed ; when, 
therefore, a man betakes himself to evils, as is the case with 
most in youth, if he feels any anxiety when ho reflects upon 
what he has done amiss, it is a sign that he will still receive in- 
flux througli the angels from heaven, and it is also a sign that 
he will afterwards suffer himself to he reformed ; hut if he feels 
no anxiety when he reflects upon what he has done amiss, it is a 
sign that he is no longer willing to receive influx through 
the angels from heaven, and also a sign that he will not after- 
wards suffer himself to be reformed : in the present passage, 
therefore, where tho truths of the external church are treated of, 
which are represented by the ten sons of Jacob, mention is 
made of the straitness of soul in which Joseph was, when he was 
alienated from Ins brethren, ami also afterwards that Reuben 
admonished them, which signifies that when that state preceded, 
reformation afterwards took place, or the conjunction of the 
internal with the external, which conjunction is treated of in 
what follows; for with those who are in anxiety on such 
occasions, there is an internal acknowledgment of evil, which, 
when it is recalled by the Lord, becomes confession, and finally 
repentance. 

5471. When he intreated us and we did not hear.— This sig- 
nifies liia continual solicitation without reception, as appears from 
the signification of " intreating," as denoting solicitation ; for 
iiitreaty against alienation, when the subject treated of is the in- 
flux of good from the Divine, denotes solicitation to be received ; 
for the good, w hich flows in from the Lord, is continually urgent 
and as it were solicitous, but it is with the view that it may be 
received by man ; hence intreaty to prevent alienation signifies 
continual solicitation : it follows, therefore, that not to hear sig- 
nifies not to be received. The sense of the letter treats of more 
than one, as of the tea sous of Jacob, and of Joseph ; but the 
internal sense treats of these in one subject : the truths of the 
external church or in the natural, which are represented by the 
ten sons of Jacob, are the truths which are in the external man, 
and the celestial of the spiritual, which is represented by Joseph, 
is truth from the Divine in the internal man : the case is the 
same in other parts of the historical of the Word ; for things 
are what are signified by persons, and those things themselves 
have respect to one subject. 
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5-172. And Jteuben answered them, saying. — This studies 
perception still from faith in doctrine and in the understanding, 
as appears (1.] from the signification of " answering or saying to 
his brethren," as denoting perception; that saying denotes per-

5473. Said I not unto you, saying.— This signifies a degree of 
perception thence derived, ns appears from the signification of 
" saving," in the liistoricals of the Word, as denoting percept ion ; 
see n. 1791, 1815, 1819, 1822, 1898, 101',), 2080, 2019, :i509 ; 
ami as mention is. made twice of saving, and also just above, it is 
the degree of perception vfliicli is signified. 

5474. Sin not against the child.— This signifies lest they 
should he disjoined, viz., the external from the internal, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of "sinning," as denoting 
disjuiicliiui ; sec n. 522!), for every sin disjoin- ; and (2.) from 
the representation of "Joseph," who is here the child, as tie- 
noting the internal, ns above, n. 5619. 

54.75. And ye heartened not. — This signifies n on -reception, 
as appears from the signilieation of " to hear or to hearken," as 
dciiutin" In obev; see n. 25 t:i, .'Wfii), 4052 — lOfiO, 5017; and 
since it denotes 'to obey, it also denotes to receive, as above, tl. 
5471, for he that obeys what faith dictates, the same receives : 
in the present ease it deludes non-reception, because it is said, 
" Ye did nut hearken." 

5470. And behold also his blood is inquired into.— This sig- 
nifies thu stings of conscience thence derived, as appears from 
the signiiication of " blood," as deiiolii!;: violence (illered to good 
or to charity; see n. 874, 1005; when this violence, or this 
blood, is inquired into, it causes internal anxiety, which is called 
the .stings of conscience, but tins happens only with those who 
ore in anxiety when they have sinned ; see n. 5 170. 

5477. And they knew not that Joseph heard.— This signifies 
that from the natural light, in which those truths arc, it is not 
believed that all things appear from spiritual light, as is manifest 
(1.) from the representation of the " sons of Jacob, who knew 
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not," as denoting the tnitlis of the eitemal church, thus in the 
natural, of which we have frequently spoken above; hence it is 
that it signifies, that from the natural light, in which those 
truths are, it is not believed; anil (2.) from the representation 
of " Joseph," as denoting the celestial of the spiritual, which is 
in spiritual light: that from this light the truths in the natural 
appear, is signified by Joseph's bearing, for to hear signifies 
both to obey and to appcrceive, n. 5017 ; thus that truth-; in the 
natural appeared from spiritual light, but nut vice vend. With 
natural and spiritual light the ease is this ; natural light is from 
the sun of the world, and spiritual light from the suit of heaven, 
which is the Lord : all the truths of faith, which a man imbibes 
from infancy, arc apprehended by such objects and consequent 
idens, as are from the light of the world, thus they are all appre- 
hended naturnllv; for al! the ideas of a man's thought, so long 
ns he lives in the world, are founder! on such things as arc in the 
world ; therefore, if these should be taken away from him, bis 
thought would totally perish. The man who is not regenerated, 
is altogether ignorant that there is any spiritual light, yea even 
that iu beaven there in a light which baa nothing in common 
with the light of the world, still lew does he know, thul it is that 
hght "h.rh i'.: latra-.e- the ideas and objrrlt wh.rh are Irum the 
light cif tbe world, and frives, man the ability to think, to con- 
clude, and Ui reflect, 'flic reason why this npintual light com- 
municates, such ability is. becanae that light is the essential 
wisdom whieh proceeds from the Lord, and which in presented 
as light before the sight of the angels in heaven : from tins light 
appear all tbe things which arc beneath, or which an: from the 
natural light appertaining to man, hut not contrariwise, imle>s 
the man be regenerate, in which ease those things which are of 
heaven, that is, which are of good and truth, by virtue of illus- 
tration from spiritual light appear in tbe natural, as in a repre- 
sentative mirror; hence it is evident, that the Lord, who is the 
Light itself, sees all the things which arc in the thought and will 
of man, yea, whieh an' in universal nature, and that nothing 
whatever is concealed from him. From these coiisidemtioiM 
then it mav he manliest bow it happens, that from the natural 
light in which those truths are, it is not believed that all things 
apnerir from spiritual light, which is signified bv their not know- 
ing that Joseph beard. That Joseph knew his brethren, and 
they did not know him, verse 8, above, involves the same ; for 
it signifies that those truths of the church appeared in the 
celestial uf the spiritual by virtue of its light, and that truth 
from the Divine, did not appear in the natural light not vet 
illuminated by celestial light ; see n. 5427, 5428. 

5478. Became there was im interpreter between them. — 
This signifies that in such case spiritual things are apprehended 
quite differently, as appears from the signification of " an inter-

Ureter being between tliem," as denoting thnt spiritual things 
are apprehended differently; for an interpreter translates the 
liui'riiiigc of one person into that of another, thus he expounds 
the meaning of one to the apprehension of another ; hence "an 
interpreter between them," M^iiific- thnt in such ease spiritual 
things rnv nppri-ho tided quite differently, vii., by those who are 
in the truths of the church not yet conjoined by good to the 
internal man. That the truths of the church arc apprehended 
quite otherwise by those who are in good, that is, by those with 
whom those truths are conjoined to good, than by those who 
are not in good, appears indeed like a paradox, but. Mill it hi 
true ; for truths are apprehended spiritually by those who ore 
in good, because they are in spiritual light, whereas trutlis arc 
apprehended naturally by those who are not in good, because 
they are in natural light ; hence truths, with those who arc in 
good, have truths continually conjoined to them, but with those 
who are not in good, they have many fallacies, and also falses, 
conjoined to them. The reason of this is, because truths, 
with those who arc in good, extend themselves into heaven, 
whereas truths, with those who are not in good, do not extend 
themselves into heaven : hence truths, with those who are in 
good, are full, but with those who are not in good, they are 
almost empty. This fulness and this emptiness do not appear 
before a man, su long as he lives in the world, but before the 
angels : if n man knew how much of what is heavenly there is 
in truths conjoined to good, he would entertain very different 
f-eutiincnts concerning faith. 

5479. And he turned away front them. — This signifies some- 
what of drawing back, as appears from the si^niliiMtiuti of iit iii- 
" turned away from them," when it is predicated of the influx 
of good from the Divine or from the Lord, as denoting some- 
what of drawing back ; for the Lord never turns himself from 
any one, but lie moderates the influx of good according to the 
state of the man or angel ; it is this moderating which is meant 
by drawing back. 

5480. And wept.— This signifies mercy, as appears from the 
signification of "to weep," when it is predicated of the Lord, 
who is here represented by Joseph, as denoting to be merciful. 
That weeping is an effect of grief anil love, is well known, con- 
sequently it is an effect of mercy, for mercy is love grieving ; 
on this account the divine love is called mercy, because the 
human race of themselves arc in hell ; and when a man apper- 
ceives this in himself, he implores mercy. As weeping is also 
mercy, in the internal sense, therefore occasionally in the Word, 
ivi.vpini; is predicated of Jehovah or the Lord, as in Isaiah i 
" With weeping I wilt weep aver Jasher ; the vine of Sibmah, / 
will water thee with my tear, O Hcshbon and Elcalch," (xvi. 0 ;) 
and in Jeremiah ; " I know, saith Jehovah, the indignation of

Moab, that lie is not right ; therefore will I howl over Moab, 
mid / teili ahout for all Moab: above tin: weeping of Jasber / 
will weep for thee, O vine of Sibmah," (xlviii. 30— 32.) Moab 
denotes those who arc in natural good, ami suffer themselves to 
be seduced, and when they are seduced they adulterate goods, 
u. 2468, To howl, to shout, and to weep over him, denote to be 
merciful and to grieve. So also in Luke : " When Jesus came 
near, lie beheld the city, and wept over it," (xis. 1 1 ;} Jerusalem, 
over which Jesus wept, or which he pitied, and over which he 
l.th", ill, w ;i- nut only ■.lie city of Jenwiiei:!, tint the elr.ivi.-li, tin' 
last day « hereof, when there would no longer be any charity anil 
eoii-ei|iieiitly any faith, is meant in the internal Beuse; hence he 
wept from pitv and grief; that Jerusalem denotes the church ; 
see u. 2117, 3664. 

5481. And lie returned to them, and spake to tliem. — This 
signifies influx, as appears from the signification of " returning to 
them, and speaking to them," after he hed turned himself aw.iy 
from them, as denoting influx ; for the celestial of the spiritual, 
or truth from the Divine, which is represented by Joseph, flows 
in into the truths which are in the natural : in the sense of the 
letter, this is expressed by returning to them, and speaking to 
them; that to speak also denotes to flow in ; sec n. 2051. 

5482. And he took Simeon from them.— This signifies faith 
in the will, as appears from the representation of " Simeon," as 
denoting faith in the will; see n. 386!)— 3872, 44U7, 4502. 
4503. The reason why faith in the will was separated from 
them is, because the medium which is represented by Benjamin, 
was not yet present ; for truth from the Divine, which is repre- 
sented by Joseph, flows in through a medium iuto the good of 
faith, and through tins into the truth thereof, or what is the 
same, into the principle which wills truth, and through this 
iuto the principle which understands truth, or what is still the 
same, into charity towards the neighbor, and through this iuto 
faith. There is no other way of influx with the man who is 
regenerate, or with the angels. The case herein i> eoinpiiriitivi'ly 
like the iuflux of the sun iuto earthly subjects. While he is 
producing and renewing them from seed, he flows in with heat, 
as is the ease in spring and summer, and at the same time with 
light, and thus he produces them ; by light alone he produces 
nothing at all, as is manifest from those subjects in the winter. 
Spiritual beat is the good of love, and spiritual light is the truth 
of faith; spiritual beat ako in the subjects of the animal king- 
dom produces vital heat, and spiritual light produces the life 
thence derived. 

5483. And bound him. — This signifies separation, as appears 
from the signification of " binding," as denoting separation ; see 
n. 5083, 5101, 5402, 5456. 

5484. Before their eyes.— This signifies to apperception, as 
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appears from the signification of " the eyes," as denoting the 
nuderstandmg and apperception ; see n. 2701, 4083, 4403—1421, 
— 1531. 

5485. Verses 25—28. And Joseph commanded to fill their 
vessels with com, and to restore their silver, of each into Ms sack, 
and to give them food for the tnay ; and so he did to them. And 
the'j lifted their provision on their asses, and went thence. And 
one opened Ms sack to give his ass provender in the inn, and he 
saw his silver, and lo .' it was in the mouth of his wallet. And 
he said to Ms brethren, My silver is restored, and also, behold, it 
is in my wallet ; and their heart failed, and they trembled a man 
to his brother, saying, IVltat is this that God hath done lows? 
And Joseph commanded, signifies influx from the celestial of the 
spiritual : to fill their vessels with corn, signifies that the scien- 
tifics were gifted with good from truth : and to restore their 
xilver, signifies without any of their own ability : of each into 
his sack, signifies wherever there was a receptacle in the natural ; 
and to give them food for the way, signifies and that support waa 
given to the truths which they had : and so he did to them, sig- 
nifies the effect : and they lifted their provision on their asses, 
signifies that truths were conferred upon scientifics : and went 
thence, signifies life thence derived ; and one opened Ms sack, sig- 
nifies observation : to give his ass provender in the inn, signifies 
when they reflected on the scientifics in the exterior natural : 
and he saw Mt silver, signifies the apperception that it was with- 
out any of their own ability : and it was in the mouth of his 
wallet, signifies that they were given, and were stored up in the 
entrance of the exterior natural : and he said to his brethren, 
signifies common perception ; my silver is restored, signifies that 
there was no aid from them : and also, behold, it is in my wallet, 
lignifiea that it was in the exterior natural: and their heart 
failed, signifies fear : and they trembled a man to his brother, 
signifies common terror : saying. What is this that God hath 
done to us, signifies for so much providence. 

"i486. And Joseph commanded. — This signifies influx from 
the celestial of the spiritual, as appears (1.) from the signifi- 
cation of ' commanding," when it is predicated of the celestial 
of the spiritual, or of what is internal in respect to what is ex- 
ternal, as denoting influx ; what is internal commands in no 
other way than by influx, and by arrangement in such case to 
use; ami [£.) Irani tin: repi-csc-iitulioii of "Joseph," as denoting 
the celestial of the spiritual, of which we have frequently treated 
above. 

5487. To fill Hair vessels with corn.— Thia signifies that the 
scientific* wnv gifted with good from truth, as appears (1.) from, 
the signification of "to fill," because it was gratis, as denoting 
to he gifted ; from the signification of " vessels," as denoting 
.scientifics; see n. 8008, 3079 ; and (3.) from the signification 
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of " com," as denoting good from truth, or the good of truth j 
see u. 5295. 

5488. To restore their silver. — This signifies without any of 
their own ability, as appears from the signification of " to buy 
with silver," as denoting to procure for one's self from one's 
own ; here, therefore, to restore their silver ia to give gratis, or 
without any of their own ability ; as also in Isaiah : " Every one 
that thirstcth, go ye to the waters; and he that hath no silver, 
go yc, buy, and eat ; and go ye, buy without silver, and without 
price, wine and milk," (Iv. 1.) 

5489. Of each Mo his sack.— This signifies wherever there 
was a receptacle in the natural, as appears from the significa- 
tion of "a sack," as denoting a receptacle, of which we shall 



may however be known from the following considerations : the 
scientific which enter into the memory, ore always introduced 
by some affection ; those which are not introduced by some 
affection, do not remain there, but pass away ; the reason is, 
because in affection there is life, but uot in scicntifics except by 
means of affection : hence it is evident, that scicntifics have 
always such things conjoined to them as are of affection, or what 
is the same, which are of some love, consequently some good ; 
for everything which is of love is called good, whether it be 
good, or be supposed to he bo; scicntifics therefore form as it 
were a marriage with those goods ; hence, when that good is 
excited, the scientific also is instantly excited, with which it was 
conjoined; so also on the other hand, when a scientific ia re- 
called, the good which was conjoined to it likewise comes forth; 
this every one may experience within himself, if he be so dis- 
posed. Hence then, with the unrcgenernte, who have rejected 
the good of charity, the scicntifics, which arc the truths of the 
church, have adjoined to them such things as arc of aclf-lovc 
and the love of the world, thus evils, which, from the delight 
which is in them, they call goods, and also by sinister inter- 
pretations make goods : these scientifics come forth in apparent 
elegance, when those loves universally reign, and according to 
the degree in which they reign. But with the regenerate, 
the ecieutifics, which arc the truths of the church, have such 
things adjoined to them as are of love towards the neighbor, 
and of love to God, thus genuine goods. These goods are 
stored up by the Lord in the truths of the church with all who 
arc regenerate: therefore, when the Lord with such persons 
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insinuates a zeal in favor of good, those truths conic forth in 
their order; and when he insinuates a zeal iu favor of truth, 
that good is present, and kindles it. From these considerations 
it may be evident that scicntifics and truths are the receptacles 
of good. 

5490. And to give them food for the way.— This signifies 
and that support was given to the truths which they had, as ap- 
pears (1.) from tlic Mi:niti<\iti(ni of "giving food," as denoting 
support ; and [2.) from the M^iiifiiMtiun of " ii wnv," as denoting 
truth ; sec n. G27, 2333, but in the present case " for the way " 
denotes so long as they were in that state, for to he in the way 
signifies a state of truth conjoined to good, n. 3123. Food also 
ssHtiilius support from truth and good in David ; " 11c caused it 
to rain down manna upon them for fowl, and he gave them the 
corn of the heavens : man did cat the bread of the strong ; he 
sent them food to satiety," (I'salin iw-iii. 24, 25.) 

5491. And so he did to them. — This signifies effect, as op- 
IKiirs without explanation. 

5492. And they lifted their provision upon their asses. — 
This signifies that truths were conferred upon scientific*, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of " provision," as denoting 
truth ; see n. G27G, 5280, 5292, 5102 ; and (2.) from the signi- 
fication of "an ass," as denoting a scientific; sec n. 2781 ; 
hence it follows, that "they lifted their provision ujion their 
asses," signifies that truths were conferred upon seientifics. 
That this is the sense of the above words, will appear strange to 
htm who keeps his mind in the historical sense of the letter, 
and especially if he does not believe that there is any other in- 
ternal sense than what proximately shines forth from the letter; 
for he says within himself, How can lifting provision upon their 
asses signify that truths were conferred upon seientifics ? But 
let him know, that the sense of the letter passes into such a 
spiritual sense, when it passes from man to the angels or into 

the inmost heaven, where all the things ^f the Word pass into 
the affections of love and charity, to which sense the internal 
sense serves for a plane. That the historical of the Word pass 
into another sense, when they arc elevated into heaven, may be 
manifest to him who concludes from reason, and who knows any 
thing respecting what is natural and what is spiritual : such a 
one can see, that to lift provision upon their asses is a purely 
natural act, and that there is nothing at all spiritual therein ; 
and he can also sec, that the angels who are in heaven, or those 
who are in the spiritual world, cannot apprehend those words 
otherwise than spiritually, and that they are spiritually appre- 
hended, when the correspondences are understood instead of 
them, viz., the truth of the church in the place of provision, and 
: - " " ' : ~ "-c place of asses. 
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That asses in the Word signify things of service, thus seientifics, 
since these arc things of service in respect to things spiritual, and 
also to things rational, may be seen, n. 2781 ; hence also it is 
evident what is the quality of angelic thought and speech in 
respect to human thought and speech, viz., that the former is 
spiritual, but the latter natural ; and that the former falls iuto 
the latter, when it descends, and the latter is changed into the 
former when it ascends : unless this were the case, it would be 
impossible for any communication to subsist between men and 
angels, or between the world and heaven. 

5493. And they went thence. — This signifies life thence de- 
rived, as appears from the signification of" to go," as denoting to 
live ; Bee u. 3335, 3(190, -1882 ; the case is the same with going, 
which in the spiritual sense denotes living, as with what was 
spoken of just above, n. 5492. 

5494. And one opened hi) lack. — '('Lis signifies oliMTviitioii, 
us :tri|i!'!irs I'mm thi; H^nilifatitm of "a sack," as denoting a 
receptacle in the natural; see above, u. 5489, and below, u. 
5497; that it was gifted with good from truth, see n. 5487: 
that to open it denotes to observe, is manifest from the series ; 
for the words which follow, " to give his ass provender in the 
inn," signify when they reflected on the seientifics in the exte- 
rior natural. 

5495. To give his a$t provender in the inn. — This signifies 
when they reflected upon the seientifics in the exterior natural, 
as appears (I.) from the signification of "to give his ass pro- 
vender," as denoting to reflect upon seientifics; for provender 
is the food with which asses are fed, consisting of straw and 
chaff, and hence it denotes all reflection on seientifics, for re- 
flection principally feeds them; that an ass denotes seientifics, 
may be seen just above, n. 5192 : and (2.) from the signification 
of "an inn," as denoting the exterior natural; that an inn 
denotes the exterior natural, cannot indeed be confirmed from 
parallel passages in the Word elsewhere, but still it may be 
confirmed from the consideration, that seientifics arc as it were 
in their inn when they arc in the exterior natural : that the 
natural is twofold, exterior and interior, see n. 5118; when sei- 
entifics are in the exterior natural, they communicate immediately 
with the external senses of the body, and there repose themselves 
upon them, and ure as it were at rest; hence it is, that this na- 
tural is an inn or place of rest or night-abode for seientifics. 

5496. And he saw his silver. — This signifies [the apper- 
ception] that it was without any of their own ability, as appears 
(1.) from the signification of ■ " to see," as denoting to under- 
stand and apperceive; see n. 2150, 2325, 2807, 3764, 3863, 
4103—4421, 4567, 4723, 5400, and (2.) from the signification 
of " the silver's being brought back," as denoting that it is 
without any of their own ability; see n. 5488. 
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5497. And it teas in the mouth of his wallet. — This signifies 
that they were given, and were stored up in the entrance of the 
exterior natural, as appears from the signification of "tho mouth 
of a wallet," as denoting the entrance of the exterior natural : 
that they were stored up there, is involved ; ami that they were 
given, follows from. what goes before, " that it was without any 
of their own ability :" as the wallet waa the front part of the 
sack, therefore it signifies the front part of the receptacle, thus 
the exterior natural, for this is also in front; that a sack denotes 
a receptacle, see n. 5 1H9, 5494. For the better apprehending 
what is meant by the exterior natural, and the interior natural, 
it may be expedient to add n few words more on the subject: a 
boy, who is as yet but a stripling, cannot think from any deeper 
ground than the exterior natural, for he forma hia ideas from sen- 
sual things; but when he comes to maturer age, and forms con- 
clusions from sensual things to causes, he then begins to think 
from the interior natural, for he then from schmmI tiling forms 
some truths, which rise above the sensual things, but still 
remain within the things which are in nature; but when he 
becomes a youth, as he then advances, it' lie cultivates hia ra- 
tional, he thus, from the things which arc in the interior natural, 
forms principles of reasoning, which arc truths yet more sublime, 
and as it were extracted from those which arc in the interior 
natural: the ideas of thought hence derived arc called in the 
learned world intellectual and immaterial ideas; whereas the 
ideas derived I'rani the scicniifics of eaeli natural, so fur as they 
originate in the world by mean- (if the seizes, arc I'.'illcii material 
ideas: thus a man climbs in understanding from the world 
towards heaven; nevertheless he does not by the understanding 

ia continually present and flowing in; and if he receives good, 
he is alao gifted with truths, for in good all truths make their 
hospitable abode; and as he is gifted with truths, he is thus 
gifted with understanding, by virtue whereof he is in heaven. 

5198. And he said to Ms brethren.— This signifies common 
perception, as appears (1.) from the signification of "saying," 
in the historical of the Word, ns denoting perception, of which 
frequent mention has been made above ; and (2.) from the sig- 
nification of " to his brethren," as denotiug what ia common ; 
for what is said to all becomes common. 

5499. My silver is restored. — This signifies that there was no 
aid from them, as appears from the signification of "restoring 
silver," as denoting that it was without any of their own 
ability, or what is the same, that there was no aid from them ; 
sec above, n. 5488, 5496. 

5500. And also, behold, it is in my wallet.— This signifies that it 
was in the exterior natural, as appears from the signification of "u 
wallet," as denoting the exterior natural; see just above, n. 5497. 
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5501. And their heart failed. — This signifies fear, ns appears 
from the sign ifi cat ion of " the heart's failing," as denoting fear : 
the reason why the failing of the heart denotes fear is, because 
in fear the heart palpitates. 

5502. And they trembled a man to kis brother.— This sig- 
nifies common terror, as appears (1.) from the signification of 
" trembling," aa denoting terror; and (2.) from the signification 
of "a man to his brother," as denoting what is common; see 
just above, n. 5498. The reason why fear is here twice ex- 
pressed, viz., by the lieail's failing, and by trembling, is because 
one expression relates to the will, and the other to the under- 
standing; for it is usual in the Word, especially in the prophets, 
to mention one tiling twice, only changing the expression. He 
that is unacquainted with the mystery involved in this circum- 
stance, may suppose that it is a needless repetition ; nevertheless 
this is not the case, hut oue expression relates to good, and the 
other to truth; and since good is of the will, and truth of the 
understanding, one has relation to the will, and the other to the 
understanding; the reason is, because in the Word everything 
is holy, and its holiness is derived from the heavenly marriage, 
which is that of good and truth : hence it is that heaven is in 
the Word, consequently the Lord, who is the all in al! of heaven; 
so that the Lord is the Word. The two names of the Lord, 
viz., Jesus Christ, involve the same, the name Jesus implying 
the divine good, and the name Christ the divine truth; see n. 
3004, 3005, 3008, 300!). Hence also it is evident, that the Lord 
is in ail things of the Word, so much so that he is the Word 
itself : that in all the things of the Word there is the marriage 
of good and truth, or the heavenly marriage ; sec n. 683, 793, 
801, 2516, 2712, 5138. Hence also it may be evidently con- 
cluded, that a man, if he hopes for heaven, must not only be in 
the truth of faith, but also in the good of charity, and that 
otherwise there is no heaven in him. 

5503. What is this that God hath done to us.?— This signifies 
for so much providence, as appears from the signification of 
" God's doing," as denoting providence; for everything which 
God docs cannot be expressed any otherwise than by the term 
providence : the reason of this is, because in everything which 
God or the Lord docs, there is what is eternal, and what is 
infinite, these being involved in the term providence; for so 
much providence is signified, because of their amazement. 

5504. Verses 29—34. And they came to Jacob their father, 
to the land of Canaan ; and they told him all things that befell 
them, saying, The man, the lord of the land, spake harshly to us, 
and took us as spies of the land. And we said to him, We are 
upright ; toe are not spies. We are twelve brethren, the sons of 
our father ; one is not, and the youngest is al this day with our 
father in the land of Canaan. And the man, the lord of the land, 
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eaitl to us, Herein ahatl I know that ye are upright ; cause one of 
your brethren to remain with me, and take ye for the famine of 
your houses and go. And bring your youngest brother to me, and 
I shall know that ye are not spies, that ye are upright : / wilt 
give you your brother, and ye shall wander through the land for 
trading. And they came, signifies the successivity of reforma- 
tion : to Jacob their father, signifies the good of natural truth : 
to the land of Canaan, signifies which is of the church: and 
they told him all things that befell them, signifies reflection from 
the good of that truth upon those things which had been 
hitherto provided: faying, si^nilifs perception : The man, the 
lord of the land, spake, signifies the celestial of the spiritual 
trij^iiin^ in the natural : harshly to us, signifies non -conjunction 
therewith on account of noil-correspondence: and look us as 
spies of the land, signifies that lie observed that the truths of 
the church had been to seek for gain : and we said to him, We 
are upright ; we are not spies, signifies a denial that thev were 
in the truths of the church for the sake of gain : we are' twelve 
brethren, signifies all truths in one complex ; the sons of our 
father, signifies from one origin : one is not, signifies that the 
divine spiritual from which [is conjunction] does not appear: 
and t/ie youngest is at this day with our father, signifies that 
from him there is adjunction to spiritual good: and the man, 
the lord of the land, said to us, signifies apperception concerning 
the celestial of the spiritual reigning in the natural: Herein 
shall I know that ye are upright, signifies that he is willing, if 
they are in truths not for the sake of gain; cause one of your 
brethrenr to emain with me, signifies that faith in the will should 
be separated from them : and take ye for the famine of your 
houses, signifies that in the meanwhile they should provide for 
themselves in that desolation : and go, signifies that thereby 
they may live: and bring your youngest brother to me, signifies 
that if there were a medium, there would be conjunction: and 
I shall know that ye are not spies, signifies that in such case 
truths would no longer be for the sake of gain : that ye are 
upright, signifies that thus there would be correspondence: / 
will gin' you your brother, signifies that thus truths would be- 
come goods : and ye shall wander through the land for trading, 
sijiiiifies that thus truths from good will be made fruitful, and 

5505. And they came.— This signifies the successivity of 
I'efuruuititin, as appears from the signification of "coming," 
viz., to Jacob their father, as here denoting the successivity of 
reformation, for Jacob their father signifies the good of truth in 
the natural, and to come to this is to be so far reformed ; for 
the subject treated in the internal sense is the manner in which 
the truths of the church, represented by the sons of Jacob, are 
implanted in the natural, and afterwards conjoined to the celes- 
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tiai of the spirit unl, or what is the same, how truths in the 
external man are conjoined to truths from the Divine in the 
internal : from these considerations it is manifest, that by their 
coming is here signified succcssivity of reformation. 

5506. To Jacob their father. — Thi* signifies the good of 
natural truth, as appears (1.) from the representation of "Jacob," 
as denoting the good of natural truth ; sec n. 3659, 8669, 
3(177, 3775, -Hi 3 1, 4:273, -15:58, also (2.) from the signification 
of " a father," as denoting good, n. 3703 ; to come to this good, 
ia to be so far reformed : by this good, when the medium, which 
is Benjamin, was afterwards added, conjunction was effected with 
the internal, which is Joseph. 

5507. To Ihc land of Canaan,— This signifies which is of 
the church, as appears from the signification of "the land of 
Canaan," as denoting the church : see n. 3705, -H47 ; the good 
of truth, which is represented by Jacob is the good of the ex- 
ternal church, but that which is represented by Israel, is respec- 
tively of the internal church. 

5508. And they told him all things that befell Mem.— This 
signifies reflection from the good of that truth upon those things 
which had been hitherto provided, as appears (1.) from the 
signification of "to tell," as denoting to think and reflect; see 
n. 2862, for what is told any one, is thought of from reflec- 
tion; and (2.) from the signification of "all things that befell 
them," as denoting which were of providence, or which were 
provided, whereof we shall speak presently. reflection was 
from the good of truth, because they told Jacob their father, 
who represents the good of truth, n. 5506: the reason why re- 
flection is not from the truths which are represented by the sous 
of Jacob, as the sense of the letter involves, is, because all 
reflection and consequent thought, appertaining to an inferior or 
exterior, comes from a superior or interior, although it appears 
to be from the inferior or exterior; and as the good of truth, 
which Jacob represents, is interior, therefore it signifies reflec- 
tion from the good of truth. The reason why the things which 
befell them are the things which were of providence, or which 

' 'erything which befalls, or happens, 
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faith from which lie should afterwards recede i this ia what is 
meant in Isaiah, where it ia said, " Say unto this people, Hear- 
ing, hear ye, hut do not understand; and seeing, see ye, and do 
not know : make the heart of this people fat, and make their 
ears heavy, and close up their eyes ; lest they should see with 
their eyes, and hear with their ears, and their heart should 
understand, and they thould be converted and be healed," (vi. 
9, 10 ; John xii. 40 :) hence also it is, that no miracles arc now 
wrought; for miracles, like all visible and comprehensible things, 
would compel a man to believe, and whatever is compulsory, 
takes away freedom, whereas all his reformation and regenera- 
tion is effected in his freedom ; what is not implanted in free- 
dom, is not permanent : it is implanted in freedom when a maa 
is in the affection of good and truth ; see u. 1037, 1047, 2744, 
2870—3803, 3145, 3146, 3158, 4031. The reason why such 
grand miracles were wrought among the posterity of Jacob was 
that they might be compelled to observe the statutes in their ex- 
ternal form, this being sufficient for those who were only in the 
representatives of the church, and in externals separate from in- 
ternals; therefore, as to the interiors, they could not be reformed; 
for they altogether rejected interior things, and ia consequence 
thereof could not profane truths, see n. 3386, 3398, 3399, 8480, 
<Wi80 : persons of such a character could be compelled without 
danger of the profanation of what is holy. That a man at this 
day ought to believe what he does not see, is evident also from 
the Lord's words to Thomas, in John : " Thomas, because thou 
hast seen me, thou hast believed; blessed are those who do not 
see, and yet believe," (xx. 29.) That contingencies, or, in other 
words, the things ascribed to chance or fortune, arc of the divine 
Providence, is acknowledged by the church, but still it is not 
believed; for who does not say, when he escapes any great 
danger, to appearance accidentally, that he was preserved by 
God, and also give God thanks? likewise when a maa is exalted 
to honors, and brought to opulence, he calls it a blessing from 
God : thus the man of the church acknowledges that cou- 
thii^ftiLitrs are of Providence, but still he does not believe it. 
But on this subject, by the divine mercy of the Lord, more will 
he said elsewhere. 

5509. Saying.— This signifies perception, as appears from 
the signification of " saying " in the historical of the Word, as 
denoting perception, of which, frequent mention has been made 
above. 

5510. The man, the lord of the land, spake. — This signifies 
the celestial of the spiritual reigning in the natural, as appears 
" 1 from the representation of " Joseph," who in this case is 

e man, the lord of the land," as denoting the celestial of the 
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lord is good, and truth from the Divine is what in coiled spi- 
ritual, and good from llic Divine is what is called celestial ; and 
(2.] from the signification of " tlie hind," in this east the land of 
Egypt, ;is denoting the natural mind ; see n. 5270, f)27H, 5280, 
C'itiH, .1:101 ; that iliL- celestial (if [he spiritual, which is repre- 
sented by Joseph, reigned in each natural, is contained in the 
preceding chapter in the internal sense ; to the intent that this 
might be represented, Joseph was set over the land of Egypt. 
There are two tilings in the natural, viz., scientifics and the 
truths of the church : in what manner scientifics arc arranged 
into order in the natural by the ecleatia! of the spiritual, or by 
truth from the Divine, has been already treated of; wo arc now 
treating of the truths of the church, which tire represented bv 
the ten sons of .J.ieo'i. Scientifics must be arranged into order 
in the natural, before the arrangement of the truths of the 
elmreli c;m lie oil'cetcd, because the latter are (o lie apprchendi il 
by means of the former; for nothing can enter a man's under- 
standing without ideas a'-imired from snch n'ictititirs as he lias 
procured to himself from infancy. Stan is altogether ignorant 
that every truth of the church, which is called a truth of faith, 
is founded upon his scientifics, and that he apprehends it, and 
keeps il in the memory, ami calls it. forth from the memory, by 
ideas supplied by the si'ieut.i'ios which lie has inquired. In the 
other world the quality of those ideas is occasionally shewn to 
the life to those who desire it, for such things are presented 
manifestly to the sight in the light of heaven; and on such occa- 
sions it also appears with what decrees of shade, or with what 
rays of light, the truth with them had been besot, which had been 
of the doctrine of the church : with some it appears among fakes, 
with some among things ludicrous, also among scandals, with 
some anion:; the fallacies of the senses, with some among :^i|:neent 
truths, ami so forth : if it man had been principled in good, that 
is, if he had lived the life of charity, then from that good, as 
from flame which is from heaven, the truths an: iliii mi naled , and 
the fallacies of the senses, in which they arc, arc beautifully 
irradiated ; and when innocence is insinuated from the Lord, 
those fallacies appear like truths. 

5511. Harshly to ns. — This signifies n on -conjunction there- 
with on account of non-correspondence, as appears from the 
signification of "speaking harshly," when it is predicated of 
what is internal in respect to what is external separate from it, 
ns denoting n on -conjunction on account of non-correspondence, 
see above, n. 5422, 5423; for if there is no correspondence of 
what is external with what is internal, in this case, whatever is 
internal, and whatever comes from what is internal, appears 
harsh to what is external, because there is no conjunction : as 
for example, if it be said by the internal, or by him who is 
principled in what is internal, that n. man thinks nothing from 
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himself, but cither from heaven, that is, through heaven from 
the Lard, or from hell,— if he thinks what is good, that it is 
through heaven from the Lord, if what is evil, that it is from 
hell, this appear* altogether harsh to him that is desirous to 
think from himself, and that believes himself in such case to 
ho nothing ; whereas it is most true, and all in heaven are in 
the perception that it is so. In like manner, if it be said by 
the internal, or by those w ho arc principled in what is internal, 
that the joy in which the angels arc arises from love to the 
Lord and charity towards the neighbor, viz., when they are 
in the use of administering the things appertaining to love and 
charity, and that herein they experience such joy and happiness 
as is altogether ineffable, — this will bo harsh to those who are 
only in the joy arising from self-love and the love of the world, 
and in none from the love of their neighbor except for the sake 
of self; whereas heaven and heavenly joy then commence in a 
man, when sclf-rcspcct expires in the uses which he performs. 
To take also another example : if it be said by the internal, that 
the soul of man is nothing but the internal man, and that the 
internal man after death appears just like a man in the world, 
with a similar face and body, and a similar sensitive and think- 
ing faculty ; those who have entertained the opinion that the 
soul is merely somewhat cogitative, and thereby as it were 
ethereal, thus without a form, and that it is to re-assume the 
body, will think such account of the soul strange and contra- 
dictory to truth ; and it will seein harsh to those who believe 
that the body is the only man, to be told that the soul is the 
real man, and that the body, which is entombed, is of no service 
in the other life : yet this 1 know is the truth ; for, by the divine 
mercy of the Lord, I have been with the deceased, not merely 
in a few instances, but in many ; not once, but often ; and have 
conversed with them on the subject. So also in numberless 
other cases. 

5512. And took us at spies of Ike land. — This signifies that 
he observed that the truths of the church had been used to seek 
for gain, as appears (1.) from the representation of the sons of 
Jacob, who in this case are " us," as denoting the truths of the 
church in the natural, see n. 5103, 5419, 5427, 5458 ; and (2.) 
from the signification of "spies," or of those who spy the land, 
as denoting those who arc in truths only that they may seek for 
gain, see n. 5-132. 

5513. And we said to him, We are upright, we are not spies. 
— This signifies a denial that they were in truths for the sake of 
gain, as appears (1.) from the signification of "saying to him," 
as denoting a reply, in this case a denial ; (2.) from the signifi- 
cation of "we are upright," as denoting that they were in 
truths which in themselves are truths, see n. 5434, 5437, 5460 ; 
nnd (3.) from the signification of "spies," as denoting those 
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who arc in the truths of the church for the snke of gain, in the 
present case that they were in them not for the sake of gain. 

5514. We are twelve brethren. — This signifies all truths in 
one complex, as appears from the signification of " twelve," as 
denoting all, and when predicated of the sons of Jacoh, as in the 
present case, or of the twelve tribes named from them, and also 
of the twelve apostles, as denoting all the things of faith in one 
complex, see n. 577, 20S!>. 3272, 34#8, 3858, 
38G2, 3913, 3926, 3939, -1060. 

5515. The sons of our father. — This signifies from one origin, 
as appears (1.) from the signification of "sons," as denoting 
truths; see n. 489, 191, ",33, i 147, 2(>23, 3373; and (2.) from 
the signification of "a father,'" as denoting good; see n. 2803, 
3TU3, 3704 ; hence the sons of a father denote truths derived 
from good, thus from one origin ; all truths also are from one 

5516. One is not. — This signifies that the divine spiritoal 
from which [comes conjunction] does not appear, as is evi- 
dent from what was said ahove, n. 5 144, where the same words 

5517. And the youngest is at this day with our father. — This 
siguilif* that from him there is adjunction to spiritual good, as 

j>|i(';irs also from what was explained ahove, n. 5443, where the 
same words occur : the reason why it is said " from him" is, 
hecnusc the medium, which is represented by Benjamin, proceeds 
from the celestial of the spiritual, which is Joseph. 

5518. And the man, the lord of the land, said to' us. — This 
■i^uilius apperception concerning the celestial of the spiritual 
reigning in the natural, as appears (1.) from the signification of 
" to say" in the historical of the Word, as denoting to apper- 
ceivc, of which frequent mention has been made ahove ; and (2.) 
from the signification of " the man, the lord of the land," as 
denoting the celestial of the spiritual reigning in the natural ; 
see above, n. 5510. 

5519. Herein shall I know that ye are upright . — This signifies 
that he is willing, if they arc in truths not for the sake of gain, 
as appears (1.) from the signification of "to know," as here 
denoting to be willing, which follows from the series ; and (2.) 
from the signification of "that yc arc upright," thus that they 



Mjjiiilii'a that faith in the will should be separated, as appears 
(1.) from the representation of Simeon, who is here the " one 
brother," as denoting faith in the will ; sec n. 5482 ; and (2.) 
from the signification of " to remain with me," as denoting to 
be separated : how this case is, was shewn above. 

5521. And takeye for the famine of your houses.— -This sig- 
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nific.9 thiit in the meanwhile they should provide for themselves 
in that desolation, as :i]i|n-:u-s from what was said above, n, 5165, 
where similar words occur: the reason why it signifies in that 
desolation is, because a famine signifies desolation. 

5522. Ami go,— This- signifies that thus they may live, as 
appears from the signification of " to go," as denoting to live; 
ace n. 3335, 3C90, 4882, 6498. 

6523. And hvlm, ■,,<,„,■ ,,,,.,,,,/rst brother In mc— This signifies 
that if there were a medium there would be conjunction, ns 
appears (1.) from the representation of Benjamin, who is here the 
" youngest brother," a-. denoting a medium ; sec n. 5-11 1, 5 i 13, 
5443 ; and (2.) from the signification of " bring I tint to me," as 
denoting tiiat hence is conjunction; for by the medium is 
effected a conjunction of the internal, which is represented by 
Joseph, with the externals which are re]>resentcd bv the sons of 
Jacob, as was shewn above, n. 5 HI, 5 113, 5-127, 5428. 

5524. Ami I slwil kit'.ii' ti'tii >/<■ art; ml sjihu. — 'I'liis signifies 
that in such ease truths would nu longer br for the sake of gain, 
as appears from the signification of " spies," as denoting those 
who are in the truths of the church frji' :lic sake (if gain, in the 
present caae that they would no longer be so, if there were con- 
junction by a medium. 

5525. That ye are upright. — This signifies that thus there 
would be correspondence, as appears from the signification of 
"ye arc upright,'' as denoting that they are in truths, for what 
is upright ia true ; sec n. 5415 (, 5437 : and as when there is 
correspondence they are in truths not for the sake of gain, there- 
fore this also is signified by "ye are upright." 

5526. / tc'ill yiiv ijuii irinr Iruther. This signifies that thus 
truths would become goods, as may appear (1.) from the repre- 
sentation of " Simeon," who is here the '• brother" whom be 
would give them, as denoting faith in the will ; accu. 54-82; 
and (2.] from the representation of the ten sons of Jacob, who 
in this ease arc those to whom he would be given, as denoting 
the truths of the church in the natural; ace n. 5 ".03, 54X9, 
5427, 5428, 5512 : the reason why the words, " I will give you 
your brother," signify that thus truths will become goods, is, 
because when there is faith in the will, truths become goods ; for 
the truth of faith which is of doctrine, as soou as it enters the 
will, becomes the truth of life, and is made truth in act, and in 
litis rase is called good, and becomes also spiritual good ; from 
this good the Lord forms in man the new will. The reason n hy 
the will causes truth to become good ia, because the will con- 
sidered in itself is nothing but the love; for whatever a mnu 
loves, this he wills, and whatever he docs not love, he does not 
will ; and as everything which is of the love, or from the love, is 
perceived by man as gond, because it delights him, hence every- 
thing which is of the will, or from the will, is good. 
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5527. And ye thall wander through the land fur trading. — 
This dignities that thus truths from good will ho mode fruitful, 
mill will iill yield use and gain, as appears from the signification 
of " to trade," as denoting to procure to ouc's self the know- 
ledges of good and truth, thus the truths of the church, mid to 
communicate them ; see n. 4433 ; those who possess such things 
arc called traders, n. 2i)G7 : therefore to wander through the 
land for trading is to search diligently for such things when- 
ever they are; hence it follows, that to wander through the 
land for trading al-o signifies to fh.ctitV Irut.hs from good; for 
when conjunction is effected by the lucdnuu, whieh is Ueujamin,

which conjunction is here treated of, or what is the same, when 
man is regenerated, then truths are continually f'ruelified from 
good; for he that is iu good, is in the faculty of viewing the 
truths which Mow from common truths, and this in a continual 
scries ; and more especially in the other life, where worldly and 
corporeal things do nut becloud the view. That this faculty is 
in good, has been granted me to know by abundant experience : 
I have seen spirits who, during their life iu the world, did not 
excel in perspieuity, but still lived the life of charity, elevated 
into the angelic societies, and on those occasions they were in 
-iiuilar intelligence anil wUdoiii ■ntli the i^i-eh there, vea, tlu-v 
knew no other than that such intelligence and wisdom" were in 
them ; for by virtue of the good in which thrv were principled, 
they were in the faculty of receiving all influx from tin: an-clie 
societies in which they were : there is in good such a faculty, 
and hence such fructification. But the truths which are fruc- 
tified by good, with those who are principled in good, do not 
remain truths, hut are committed by them to life, and in such 
case become uses : wherefore to wander through the laud for 
trading, also signifies that they all yield use and gain. 

5528. Verses 35—38. And it came to pans, they emptied 
their sacks, and la .' every one's bundle of his silver was in his 
sack, and tliey saw the bundles of their silver, they and their 
father, and they were afraid. And Jacob their father said to 
thrm, Me ye liare bereaved of my children / Joseph is not, ami 
t-'iiitc'ia Li not, and ye take Benjamin ; n/wn nit: will all these 
things be.

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gratis : id hit sack, signifies in every one's receptacle; and they 
saw the bundles of their silver, signifies the apperception that it 
was so : they and their father, signifies from truths and the good 
of truth in the natural : and they were afraid, signifies n holy 
principle : and Jacob their father said to them, signifies percep- 
tion communicated to them from the good of truth : Me ye have 
bereaved of my children, signifies that thus the church no longer 
csisted : Joseph is not, signifies that there is no internal : and 
Simeon is not, signifies that there also is no faith in the will : and 
ye take Benjamin, signifies if the medium be also taken away : 
upon me will all these things be, signifies that hereby what is of 
the church will be destroyed : and Reuben said to his father, 
signifies the things which were of faith in the understanding 
appcreeived by the good of truth: saying, Cause my two sons to 
die, signifies that each principle of faith would not live : if I 
bring him not to thee, signifies unless a medium bo adjoined : 
give him into my hand, signifies as much as was ia his power : 
and I will bring him back to thee, signifies that he shall be 
restored : and he said, My son shall not go down with yon, sig- 
nifies that he will not let himself down towards lower things ; 
because his brother is dead, signifies since the intcrunl is not 
present: and he is left alone, signifies that he is now in the 
place of the internal : and hurt may befall him in the way wherein 
ye go, signifies that with truths alone in the natural, separated 
from the internal, he would perish : and ye will make my grey 
hair to go down, signifies that thus will be the last of the 
church : in sorrow to the grave, signifies without the hope of 



lu'il, 2!}-i4; every one's having it in his sack, signifies that it 
was given gratis. The reason why a bundle or fascicle denotes 
orderly arrangement is, because the truths which a man has are 
disposed and arranged into series; those which arc most in 
agreement with his loves, are in the midst; those which are not 
so much in agreement, are at the side*, ami lastly those which 
are not at all in agreement, arc rejected to the remotest eircum- 
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ferencea ; the things which are contrary to his loves are out of 
that series : those things ilicrdWe which iire in the midst, are 
said to be of consanguinity, for love liklIu-s coiismiguinity, and 
the things which arc more remote arc said lo be of affinity. At 
the ultimate boundaries affinities cease : into such series are 
arranged nil things which a man has, and are signified by 
fascicles and bundles. Hence it is very manifest how the case 
is with those who are principled in self-love and tlie love of the 
world, and how with those who arc principled in love to God 
and towards their neighbor : with those who are principled in 
self-love and the love of the world, such tilings as favor those loves 
arc in the midst, and such as do but little favor them, are in the 
tri 1 1 ui i'i.Tu tn:::s, the things which are contrary, as those 

which relate to love to God and love towards the neighbor, are 
rejected; in such a state aro the infcrnals: hence also there 
sometimes appears a lucidity around them, but within this 
lucidity, where they themselves arc, all is dusky, monstrous, and 
horrible : but with the angels there is a flaming radiance in the 
midst proceeding from (ho good of celestial and spiritual love, 
and hence a lucidity or brightness encompassing them. Those 
who appear so, are likenesses of the Lord ; for the Lord himself, 
when he shewed his Divine to I'ctcr, James, and John, " shone 
in countenance as the sun, and his raiment became as the 
light," (Matt. xvii. 2.) The angels, who are likenesses, appear 
iu flaming radiance and thence in white, as is evident from the 
angel who descended from heaven, and rolled away the stone 
from the door of the sepulchre : " His appearance was like light- 
ning, and his raiment white as snow," {Matt, xxviii. 3.) 

5531. In his iack.~ This signifies iu every one's receptacle, 
as appears from the representation of " a sack," as denoting a 
receptacle ; sec n. 5489, 54'.) I, 5529. What is here meant by a 
receptacle, it may be eipedieut briefly to explain : the natural 
[principle] of man is distinguished into its receptacles; in each 
receptacle there is some common [or general] principle, in which 
are arranged things less common, or particulars, and in these, 
singulars : every such common principle, with its particulars and 
singulars, has its receptacle, within which it can put itself in 
action, or vary ils forms and change its states: those receptacles, 
with the man who ia regenerated, are as many in number as the 
common truths which he has, and each receptacle corresponds 
to some society in heaven : such is the arrangement which has 
place with the man who is principled in the good of love and 
thence in the truth of faith. From these considerations it may 
in some measure be manifest what is meant by the receptacle of 
each, when it is predicated of the common truths in the natural, 
which arc represented by the ten sons of Jacob. 

5532. And they saw the bundles of their silver.— Tins signifies 
the apperception that it was so, viz., that the orderly arrange- 
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mcnta of truth were given gratia, as appears from what was 
explained just above, n. 5530". 

5533. They and their father.— This signifies from truths 
and the goods of truths in the natural, as appears (1.) from the 
representation of " the sons of Jacob," who arc here meant by 
they, as denoting truths in the natural; see u. 5403, 5H'.i, 
5 V27, 5158, 5512 ; and (2.) from the representation of " Jaeob," 
who is here their father, as denoting [.Ik; good of truth also in 
the natural; see n, 3651), '-WW, SWT 7 , 3775, 123L, 1273, 1538. 
■\Yhat is meant by apperception from truths and from the good 
of truth in the natural, may indeed be explained, but it will not 
be understood, except very obscurely ; nevertheless it is clearly 
understood by spirits, sueh subjects being considered by them as 
comparatively easy of investigation : hence also it may in some 
measure appear, what is the difference of a man's intelligence 
while lie is in the world and its lumen, and when be is in heaven 
and its light. 

5534. And they were afraid, — This signifies a holy principle, 
as appears from the .i^nifi cation of " fearing," when sueh things 
happen as are of (he divine Providence, as in [lie present ca.se 
that truths were given gratis, which are signified by the bundle 
of every one's silver being in his sack : tlie lidy principle, n hieli 
then flows in, induces alio -ouicivliat of fcai' and liolv reverence. 

5535. And Jacob their father said to them.— This signifies 
perception communicated to them from the good of truth, as 
appear.- (1.) from the sign incut ion nf " saving," m I lie historical 
of the Word, as denoting perception, of "which frcipicnt mentiou 
has been made before ; and (3.] from the representation of 
" Jacob," as denoting the good of truth ; see just above, ti. 5533. 

553G. Me ye have bereaved of my chiMren.— 'l'inn si^ni-ies 
that thus the church no longer existed, as appears (1.) from 
the representation of " Jacob," who says this of himself, as 
denoting the good of truth; see n. 3659, 3661), 3677, 3775, 
■123 !, 1273, 1538 ; and as he denotes the good of truth, he also 
denotes the church, for good is the essential of the church ; 
therefore whether we speak of the good of truth, or of the 
church, it is the aauic ; for every man that is in the good of 
truth is also in the church : that Jacob denotes the church, may 
be seen n. -1286, 4520 ; hence also his pons represent the truths 
of the church, n. 5103, 5-illl, 5 127, 5 15H, 5512 ; and (2.) from 
the signification of "to bereave of children," as denoting to 
deprive the church of its truths and goods, as in this case, 
of those things which arc represented by Joseph, Benjamin, 
and Simeon, of which we shall speak presently. The reason 
why to bereave of children denotes to deprive the church of its 
truths and goods is, because the church is compared to a 
marriage,— its good to the husband, and its truth to the wife, 
and the truths born from that marriage to sons, and the goods 
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to daughters, and so forth ; when, therefore, mention is made of 
being made childless or being bereaved of children, it signifies 
that the church is deprived of its truths, and thence becomes 
no church : in this sense the expression is used in other parts of 
the Word, as in Ezckiel s " I will send upon you famine and an 
evil beast, and I will make thee childless," (v. 17.) Again: "When 
I shall cause the evil beast to pass through the land, and it shall 
bereave it of children, that it become a desolation, so that there 
is none that passeth through because of the beast," (xiv. 15.) 
And in Leviticus : " I will send among you the wild beast of 
the field, which shall bereave you of your children, and shall cut 
off your beast, and diminish you, that your ways shall be 
wasted," (isvi. 22.) In these passages, famine denotes the 
defect of the knowledges of good and truth, aud consequent de- 
solation ; the evil beast denotes falscs grounded in evils ; the 
land denotes the church ; to send famine and the evil beast, 
and to bereave the land of children, denotes to destroy the 
church by falses grounded in evils, thus to deprive it totally of 
truths. So in Jeremiah : " I will winnow them with a fan in 
the gates of the land ; / will bereave them of children, I will 
destroy my people," (xv. 7 :) where also to bereave of children 
denotes to deprive of truths. Again : " Give their sons to the 
famine, and cause them to flow down by the hand of the sword, 
that their wives may lien.nw childless and wiilmrs," (wiii. 21 ;) 
their wives becoming childless and widows denotes their being 
without truths and good. And in Hoscn: "As for Ephraim, 
their glory shall fly aw ay like a bird, from the birth, and from 
the womb, and from the conception ; bceausc if tliev bring up 
their sons, then I will cause them to be bereaved of children by 
a man," (ix. 11, 12;) where the meaning is the same. And in 
Ezekicl : " I will cause to walk over von a man, mv people, who 
shall possess thee for an inheritance, aud thou shall be to them 
an inheritance, and thou shalt no more bereave them of children. 
Thus saith the Lord Jehovah, Because they say to you, Thou 
cousumest man, and thou hasl hrrrtin;/ thy peuple of 'children," 
(xxxvi. 12;) where also to bereave of children denotes to deprive 
of truths. And in Isaiah ; " Now hear this, thou delicate one, 
that sittcst sccurelr, that surest in tliv heart, I am, and there is 
none besides like me j I shall not sit a widow, neither shall I 
know the loss of children ; hut these two thiiijn shall come upon 
thee in a moment in one day, the loss of children and widow- 
hood," (xlvii. 8, !) ;) speaking of the daughter of Babvlou and 
Chaldea, that is, of those who are in a holy external and a pro- 
late internal, and btcim-e of a holy external rail themselves the 
church ; the loss of children and widowhood denote the priva- 
tion of truth and good. Again in the same prophet : " Lift up 
thine eyes round about, aud behold ; they arc all gathered 
together, they come to thee : 1,'ie sons of Ihy bereaving* shall yet 
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say in tliine ears, The place is too strait for mo ; give place to 
me that I may dwell : but thou shalt say in thy heart, Vi ho hath 
begotten me these, when yet I was bereaved of children and 
solitary, on esile and removed far off? who then hath brought 
up these ? I have been left alone ; where have these been '!" 
(xli.i. 18, 20, 21 ;) speaking of Zion or the celestial church, and 
of its fructification after vustation : the sons of bcreavings denote 
the truths restored, nnd immensely increased, of which she had 
been deprived in vastation. 

6537. Joseph is not.— This signifies that there is no internal, 
as appears from the representation of " Joseph," as denoting the 
celestial of the spiritual, consequently the internal of the church ; 
sec n. 5469, 54-71. 

5538. And Simeon is not. —This signifies that there also is no 
faith in the will, as appears from the representation of " Simeon," 
as denoting faith in the will; sec n. 3869—3872, 4 UK, \M2, 
4503, 5482. 

5539. And ye take Benjamin. — This signifies if the medium 
be also taken away, as appears from the representation of " Den- 
jamin," as denoting a medium; see n. 5411, 5413, 5143. 

5540. Upon me with alt these things fie.— This signifies that 
hereby what is of the church will be destroyed, as appears from 
the representation of " Jacob," who s.ays this of himself, as de- 
noting the church, sec n. 553(i. In the church, when there is 
neither the internal which is represented by Joseph, nor faith 
in the will which is represented by Simeon, if the conjoining 
medium which is represented by Benjamin be taken away, 
everything of the church is destroyed : this is what is signified 
by " upon mc will all these things be." 

5511. And Reuben said to his father. — This signifies the 
things which are of faith in the understanding appern-iu-d by 
the good of truth, as appears (1.) from the signification of "to 
say " in the historical^ of the Word, as denoting to apperceive, 
of which frequent mention lias been heretofore made ; (2.) from 
tlie representation of " Reuben," as denoting faith in doctrine 
aud in the understanding, see n. 3861, 3866, 5172; conse- 
quently the things which are of that faith ; anil (3.) from the 
representation of "Jacob," who is here the father to whom 
Reuben spoke, as denoting the good of truth; seen, 3659, 8669, 
3(177, :;775, 123 1, 1273, 1538, 5533; hence it is evident that 
"Reuben said to his father," signifies the tiling which are of 
faith in the understanding appereeived by the good of truth. 
The reason why Reuben here speaks is, because the church is 
treated of, in which faith in doctrine and in the understanding 
is apparently the prime agent, and also teaches, in the present 
case, what must be doue to prevent the destruction of the things 
of the church. 

0543. Saying, Cause my two sons to die.— This signifies that 
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each principle of faith would not live, as appears from the signi- 
fication of "the two sons of lteuben," as denoting each prin- 
ciple of faith ; for lteuben represents faith in doctrine uiid in the 
understanding, and his Bona the two doctrines of the church, 
viz., the doctrine of truth and the doctrine of good, or the 
doctrine of faith and the doctrine of charity : that neither of 
these principles of faith or of the church would live, unless the 
medium, which is represented by Benjamin, be conjoined, is sig- 
nified by the words, " Cause my two sons to die, if I bring not 
Benjamin unto thee ;" by these words Reuben gives confirma- 
tion that the church will be at an end unless there be a medium. 
If there were not this internal sense in these words, lteuben 
would never have said to his father, that he should cause his two 
sons to die, unless he brought back Benjamin ; for thus he would 
have proposed to extirpate a family, which would have been ini- 
quitous, because contrary to every principle of right; but the 
internal sense teaches why it was so said. 

5543. If I bring him not to thee. — This signifies unless a. 
medium be conjoined, as appears (1.) from the representation of 
" Benjamin," who is here meant by him whom he would 
bring, as denoting a medium; see n. 5411, 5413, 5443, 5539: 
and (2.) from the signification of " to bring," as denoting to 
be conjoined. 

554-1. Give Aim into my hand. — This signifies as much as 
was in his power, as appears from the signification of "the 
hand," as denoting power ; see a. 878, 3387, 4931 — 4037, 5327, 
5328 ; to give him into his hand denotes, in a proper sense, to 
confide him to him ; but as faith in the understanding, which is 
represented by lteuben, has hut little power to be confided in, 
for the truth of faith derives its power from the good of charity, 
n. 3563, therefore " give him into my hand," signifies as much 
as was in his power. 

5545. And I will bring him back to thee. — This signifies that 
he shall be restored, as is manifest without explanation. 

5546. And he said, My son shall not go dawn with you. — 
This signifies that he will not let himself down towards lower 
things, as appears from tho signification of " to go down," as 
being predicated of going towards lower things, see n. 5406, in 
the present case to the scientific truths in the external natural, 
n. 5492, 5495, 5407, 55C0, which are represented by the sons of 

5547. Because his brother is dead. — This signifies since the 
internal is not present, as appears (1.) from the rep resent ation of 
" Joseph," who is here the brother, as denoting the celestial of 
the spiritual, or truth from the Divine, consequently the internal 
of the church ; see n. 5469 ; and (2.) from the signification of 
"being dead," as here denoting not being present; for he was 
among the living, but he was not present. 
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5548. And he is left atone.— This signifies that he is now 
in the place of the internal, as may appear from the considera- 
tion, that as the internal, which is Joseph, was not present, and 
he alone was from the same mother with Joseph, therefore he 
now was also like him : Joseph and licujamin hoth represent 
the internal, and the ten other sons of Jacob the external, n. a-16!). 

5549. Ami hurt may befall him in the wuy wherein ye go. — 
This signifies that with truths alone in the natural separate from 
(he internal, it would perish, as appears from what was ex plumed 
above, n. 54-13, where .similar words occur. 

5550. And ye will make my grey hair to go down.— This sig- 
nifies that thus will be the last of the church, as appears from 
the signification of " grey hair," when the church is treati-d of, 
as denoting its last. The last is also signified by grey hair in 
Isaiah: " Hearken unto mo, O house of Jacob, and all the 
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viz., of the church ; for 
tcrnal, which is Joseph, nor a medi 
faith in the will, or charity, which is 
any hope of its resuscitation. It appears indeed strange, that a 
grave should denote resuscitation; but this is in consequence of 
the idea which a man has of a grave, not separating a grave from 
death, or even from the dead body which is in the grave j but 
the angels in heaven cannot have such an idea of a grave, but one 
altogether dill'mvut from what a man has, viz., of resurrection or 
of resuscitation ; for a man, when his dead body is committed to 
the grave, is resuscitated into the other life ; theref'urn the angels' 
idea of the grave is not that of death, but of lire, and conse- 
quently of resuscitation. 
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TIIE GRAND MAN, IN THE PRESENT CASE OF TI1E CO HUE- 
BP ON DEN CE OF THE SKIN, THE HAIRS, AND THE BONES 
THEREWITH. 

6552. THE case with correspondence is this; (hose things 
in a man which lain- the greatest lift', correspond tn those societies 
in the heavens which have the greatest life, and therefore the 
greatest happiness; such are those to which man's external and 
internal sensories correspond, and the things which are of the 
understanding and the will; hut the things in a man which ham 
less life corresjm.fi tn surh societies in heaven as are in less life, 
such are those to which correspond the cuticles, which encompass 
the whole body ; also the cartilages and the hones, which support 
mid n'stitin ereri/thing in the body; and also the hairs, which 
spring from the cuticles ; what the societies are and their i/nulihj, 
to which the former and the latter coirespotid, we will now proceed 
to shew. 

5553. Tlie societies to which the cuticles correspond are in 
the entrance to heaven ; and to them is given a perception of the 
quality of the spirits iclm crtiw.d tn the first entrance, whom they 
either reject or admit : so that they may be called the entrances 
or thresholds of heaven. 

5554. There are very many societies which constitute the 
external integuments of the bodt/, with a difference from the face 
to the soles of the feet, for there is a difference in every part: I 
have often enne: rsed with them. In regard in spiritual life they 
were such, Urn! thru suffered theaiselres tn he persuaded by others 
that a thing is so, and when they had heard it confirmed from 
the literal sense of the Word, they fully believed it, and continued 
firm in their opinion, and according therein lived n harmless life : 
but il is not so easy for others who are not of a similar disposition 
to hold intercourse with them ; for they tenaciously cleave to the 
opinions they have received, and do not suffer themselves to be 
turned from them by objections however reasonable. There are 
very many such spirits from this earth, since our world is in 
externals, and also reacts against internals, as the skin does. 

6555. Those who in the life of the body had known nothing 
but the general things of faith, as thai the neighbor is to be 
loved, and from that general principle had done good equally to 
the wicked and to the well disposed, without discriminations, 
saying that every one is their neighbor; such persons, during 
their life in the world, suffered themselves to be much seduced by 
the deceitful, the hypocritical, and the pretending : it is the same 
with litem in the other life, where they disregard what is said to 
them, for they are sensual, and da not enter into reasons. These 
constitute the exterior skin, which is less sensible. I have con- 
versed with those who constitute the skin of the skull, but they 
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are as different from each other as that skin is from itself in 
different places, as in different parts of the skull, towards the 
occijmt, the sinciput, the temples, on the face, the thorax, the 
abdomen, the loins, the feet, the arms, the hands, the fingers. 

5556. // has also been given me to know those who constitute 
the scaly skin, which is less sensible than all the other coverings, 
f,r it Ia\'/'I villi trail's, wliirli •smut tchttl rcsruthh- ;: jine cartilage. 
The societies which constitute it are such as reason upon every 
subject, whether it be so or not, and go no further : when J was 
cuiiversiiiy with them, it was given vie to perceive, thai they had 
not the least apprehension of what is true or not true, and the 
more they reason the less they apprehend: nevertheless they seem 
to themselves to be wiser than others, for they make wisdom to 
consist in the faculty of reasoning i they do not at all know that 
Hit' distingtushmg characteristic of wisdom is to perceive without 
reasoning that a thing is so or not so. There are several of them 
who have become of this description in the world, in consequence 
of their confounding good and truth by means of philosophical 
subtleties, and thence they have less common sense than others. 

6557. There are also spirits by whom others speak, and who 
scarce understand what they say : this they have confessed, but 
still they talk a great deal. Those become of this description 
who in the life of the body have been mere blabblers, without 
thinking at all of what they have said, and have loved to «peak 
on all subjects. I have been told that they are in companies, and 
that some companies of them have reference to the membranes 
which cover the viscera of the body, and some to the cuticles 
which are but slightly sensitive ; for they are only passive powers, 
and do nothing from themselves, but from others. 

5558. There are spirits who, when they are desirous of know- 
ing anything, say that it is so, repeating this one after another in 
the society ; and on this occasion they observe whether what they 
say ftows freely without any spiritual resistance; for in case the 
thing be not so, they most commonly perceive an interior re- 
sistance: if they apperceive no resistance, they take it for 
granted that the thing is so, and are content with this method 
of coming to that conclusion : such are those who constitute the 
cutaneous glands .- of these, however, there are two kinds, one 
which affirms a thing, because, as we said, it appears to flaw 
freely, from which they conjecture, that, as there is no resistance, 
the thing is agreeable to the heavenly form, consequently to truth, 
and that hereby it is affirmed; the other kind, which affirms 
boldly that a thing is so, although they do not know it. 

5559. The conformation of the contextures in the cuticles has 
been shewn me representatively. In the case of those with whom 
those extreme parts corresponded to the interiors, or with whom 
things material in the extreme purls were obedient to things 
spiritual, the conformation was a beautiful contexture, consisting 
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of spires wonderfully assorted together, after the manner of fine 
lace, which it in impossible lii ileserihe ; they were uf an azure 
cator: afterwards were represented furuin still mure continuous, 
mi, re nil/tile, and mure neiilly fitxfiiuitei! : xiir/i is the li/yeil ranee 
of the cuticle.* uf a regenerate man. But in the case uf those who 
have been deceitful, the v.r/rcme ciilancuus parts appear like a 
mass of worms glued together; ami in the case of those who hare 
been magical, they appear like filthy intestines. 

55GO. The societies of spirits to whom the cartilages and 
buues curri-spiiinl ', arc rent numerous ; but they are such as have 
in them but little spiritual life, as there is very little life in the 
bones compared with what is in the soft snlistnnces which liny 
i neompass ; for example, as there is in the skull and the bones 
of the head compared with what is in each of the brains, in the 
medulla oblongata, and in the sensitive snhslanres therein; and 
also as there is in the vertebra? and ribs, compared with what is 

5561. /( has'beVi ' sTJwTmThow little spiritual life there is 
in those who have reference to the bones ; other spirits speak by 
means of them, and they themselves scarcely know what they say, 
but still they persist in speaking, and place all their deliyhi in it. 
Into such a state those are reduced who had led an evil life, and 
yet had some remains of good stored up in them ; these remains 
cuiifti/iiU that small portion of spiritual life, after the vastations 
of several ages : what remains are may be seen, n. 168,530,560, 
561, 660, 1050, 1738, 1!)UG, jijJM-I., ">K(j, ,>S1:>, 5:tl l. We said 
that they had but little spiritual life ; by spiritual life we mean 
that life which the angels in heuei » enjoy : into this life a man is 
introduced in the world by the things of faith and charity; the 
very affection of good, which is of charity, and the affection of 
truth, which is uf faith, is spiritual life : the life of a man with- 
out it is natural, worldly, corporeal, and terrestrial life, which is 
not spiritual life, if thai trhieh i* spiritual be not in it, but is 
merely such life as animals in general enjoy. 

5562. Those who emerge out of vastations, and administer to 
the same uses as the bones, have not any determinate thought, but 
only a sort of common thought which is almost indeterminate ; 
they are tike those who are called distracted, being as it were not 
in the body : they are lazy, dull, stupid, and are slow in every 
thing: nevertheless they are occasionally in a state of comparative 
east; because cares do not affect them, but are dissipated in their 
common dullness. 

C563. In the skull are sometimes felt pains, now in one part, 
now in another, and there are appcrreived as it were nuclei there, 
which are separated from the rest of the bones, and which thus 
cause pain. It has been given me to know by experience, that 
such things derive their existence from fulses grounded in lusts ; 
and what is wonderful, the genera and species of fatses have 
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determinate places in the skull, as has also been made known to 
me by much e.rpt-rience. In the case of thi.se who art: reformed, 
such nuclei, which are hnrdenings, ure broken mirl reduced to 
softness, and this by various menus, in general by instruction in 
good and truth, by grievous injlu.res of iriilh, which is effected 
with interior jmiii, also by net vat mutiny* usiimtti; which is 
effected with e.rteriar pain : for falses grounded in lusts are of 
such a nature thul they grow hard, hi muse they are contrary to 
truths, and truths si nee tliey arc determined tic curding In the fur ui 
of heaven, flow as it icere s/ioutmicous'y , freely . gent iy . mid softly: 
whereas falses, in consequence of a contrary tendency, have 
opposite deti rutinctions, whereby tin- flowing stream, which is of 
the form of hetircn, is ehecki d in its fluidity, mid hence come the 
huc/ening*. It is on this account thul those who hare Heed iu 
deadly hatred, in the rcccnyes of such hatred, mitt in the falses 
thence derived, lim e their skulls perfectly hardened, and some 
have skulls like ebony, through which the rays of light, which 
are truths, cannot penetrate, but ore altogether reflected. 

55G-1. There are spirits short in sltilure, wltti, when they 
speak, roar like thunder, a single one sometimes like a host ; it 
is innate in them to speak in this manner: they are not from this 
earth, but from another, concerniny which, by the divine mcrci/ 
of the Lord, we shut/ speak elsewhere, when we come to treat of 
the inhabitants of various earths. I was told, that they have 
reference to the sc.nliform cartilage, which is before the charnb, r 
of the breast, and serves as a support for the ribs in front, and 
also for the various muscles necessary for the formation of sound . 

5565. There are also spirits who hare reference to bones stilt 
harder, as to the teeth ; but concerning these it has not been 
granted me to know much, unit/ Unit those -who huce scarce any 
'spiritual life remaining, when they are exhibited to view hi the 
light of heurcn, tlo nut appear with any face, but only as with 
teelli instead of tt face : for the face represents a man's interiors, 
thus his spiritual and celestial principles, that is, the things of 
faith and charity those, therefore, who in the life of the body 
have not procured to themselves some such life, appear in the 
above manner. 

55G6. A certain spirit came to me, having the appearance of 
a black cloud, around which were want/, ring stars : (when wan- 
dering stars appear in the other life, they signify falses, but fixed 
stars trut/is ;) I appcrceived that he was a spirit who was desirous 
to approach me, and when he came near, he excited fear, as 
certain spirits hare the power to da, especially robbers,- from 
which circumstance I might conclude that hewas a robber. When 
he was near me, he was desirous, and made every attempt, to 
infest me by magic artifices, but in vain; he stretched out /its 
hand that he might e.ceccise imuyiuni-y power, but this also had 
not the least effect. It was afterwards shewn me what sort of 
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face he. had, and that it was not a face, but sometvhal exceedingly 
black instead thereof ; and there appeared in it a month gaping 
dreadfully and ferociously, like a gorge wherein tens a row of 
teeth ; in a word it wis lite a greedy day with open jaws, So that 
it might be called jaws, and not a face, 

55G7. A certain spirit 11/1/i/ied himself to my left side, and on 
this occasion I knew not whence and nf lelml i/ualily he Was, for 
he acted obscurely : he teas desirous also to penetrate more inte- 
riorly into me, but he teas rejected. He induced a common sphere 
of ideas of thought, such as cannot he described, anil such also 
as I never remember to have apperccived before : he was bound 
by no principles, but in gi tteral was against all ic.'mai he teas able 
by his dexterity and ingenuity to refute and find fault with, 
although he did nut know what truth was, I wondered that Such 
ingenuity ran Id he yireii him. by whirl* he teas enuhled de.rlerousl y 
to refute others , and yet from no hn/.trlrdye nf Irnlh in himself. 
He afterwards went away, but presently returned with an earthetn 
jay in his hand, and wax desirous la ifire me something out of it 
to drink : it contained sne/i n lii/iior as from /ilmnlttsi/ laot airay 
the understanding from those who drank it ; this was represented 
because he had deprived of the understanding of truth and good 
those who had adhered to him in the world ; still they adhered to 
him. In the light of heaven he also did not appear with a face, 
but only with teeth, because he could make a mock of others, and 
still he himself knew nothing of trtdh. It was told me who he 
was, and that while he lived in the world, he had been a distin- 
guished character, and it liad been known to some that he was 
such as has been described. 

55(i8. There have occasionally been with me such as gnashed 
with the teeth, who were from the hells containing those who have 
not only led an evil life, bat hare also conjirmed tbemselees iiyuiimt. 
/he Dieine, and have referred alt things to nature; in speaking 
they gnash with the teeth, which is tp-uliuo to the ear. 

55G9. As there is a correspondence of the bones and cuticles, 
so also is then: a corres/iandince if I he hairs, for the hairs are 
rooted in and spring from the cuticles. Whatever is a subject of 
correspondence with the Grand Man, appertains to spirits and 
angels ; for every spirit and angel as an image has reference 
to the Grand Man: the angels therefore have graceful hair 
and in beautiful order. Hair represents their natural life and 
its correspondence with their spiritual life ; that hair signifies 
those things which are of the natural life, mag be seen, il. 3301 ; 
and that to poll {or trim} the hair sign! fu s la acenmmodale natural 
things, so as to render them becoming and thus graceful; see 
n. 5247. 

5570. Tliere are many people, especially of the female sex, 
whose whole attention has been given to adorning their persons, 
and who have not thought deeply on any subject, and scarcely at 
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all respecting eternal life; litis- is pnrilounlile in I In- female sex 
uiilil then come Id that in ii I ii re age, whi n Ihi' ardor venues which 
usually precedes marriage : Lit! if, later in life, awl when they 
lire capable of ttuderstunding hi tter things, they persevere in such 
title nt inn In the j/e rutin, they then contract ti nut ere tr/t it'll remains 
after (tenth. Such females in the nlher life appear with long hair 
spread over the face, which theij (n ijnentlij enm/i, supposing it to 
constitute their elegance ; for to comb the hair signifies to accom- 
modate natural things so that they may appear handsome; see n.

5571. Some pertains hare beHered that nature, is everything, 
and have confirmed thentself in this belief, awl a/no hnrc thence 
lieetlin.il careless seen rit if, not aclivaeteih/inij any life after ileath, 
thus neither a hell nor a heaven : such persons, since they are 
mere/i/ natural, trhen theij are seen in the tii/ht of hencen, appear 
not to have any face, but in the place of 'it somewhat bearded, 
hairy, and unlrimined ; for, as was said abort:, the fare represents 
spiritual and celestial things cjistiinj interiorly with man, while 
hairiness represents natural things. 

5572. There are eery many tit this day in the Christian world, 
who ascribe all things to nature, and scarcely anything to the 
Divine; but there are more persons of this character in one 
nation than in another; 1 ant allowed therefore to relate the 
substance of n eonrcrsal.inu I held irith some nf that nation which 
abounds with persons of the above description. 

5573. A certain spirit was present above the head unseen ; 
but I was made aware of his presence from I he smell of burnt horn 
or bane, and from the stench of teeth ; afterwards there came a 
great crowd, like a mist, from the lower purls towards the upper 
behind, who were also unseen, and took their station above the 
head. I supposed they were unseen because they were subtle ; but 
it teas told me, that where there is a spiritual sphere, they are 
unseen, hut where there is a natural sphere, they are seen ; and 
they were called unseen naturals. Tiic first thing discovered con- 
cerning them was, that with a great den! of study, cunning, and 
artifice, they attempted to pvcre.nl the publication of everything 
concerning themselves : for which end they had also the skill to 
pilfer from, others their it/ens, anil to imlnee other ideas, whereby 
they hindered detection : this continued for a considerable space 
of time. It was hence given me to know, that such was their 
characleriu the life of the body, that they were unwilling for any 
thing to be made public concerning what they did and thought, 
assuming a face and speech which were not in agreement with 
their actions and ptvswsions ; nevertheless they did not cover 
themselves under these pretences with a view to deceive by lies. 
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/ perceived that /hone who were present, in the life of the body 
had been traders, but of such a character, that they had placed 
the delight of their life not so much in riches as in trading itself, 
and thus that trading had been a* it were their soul ; 1 therefore 
Conversed with them on this subject, und said that trading is no 
hindrance to tin*/ one's intaiission into heacen, mid that in heaven 
a/so /here are rich and pour. In this Unit tJijected '. unit said, that 
it was their opinion, Unit in order to be sored it was necessary to 
renuunce trade, to //ire till /hey hutUto the poor, and to make 
themselves miserable, I replied, that this is not the case, and 
that those among them, who are in heareu, hud t/ioug/it idheriche, 
because they were good Christians, anil yet mere wealthy, and 
some of them were union// the most wealthy ; these regarded the 
//etirrul good und lore towards their neighbor as the end they 
should keep in r'o w, mal lurried on trade only for the sate of 
employment in the world, without setting their hearts on such 
things .- but the reason why the forinei- are beneath is, because 
they were merely natural, and therefore did not believe in a life 
after drnlli. neither in a hell nor in a hetiren, yen neither in the 
erislence of any spirit, and they hud made no scruple of depriving 
oilier* of their gauds Inj , rerij /msi 'tlde art, ami intShniit compassion 
Ihei/ had seen whole families ruined for the sake of their gain ; 
and on this account they made a mock of all those who talked 
with them on the subject of eternal life. It was also shewn me 
what sort of idea they had entertained eonceritini, the life after 
death, and concerning heaven and hell. There appeared a certain 
person who was taken up into heaven from the left towards the 
right : and it mas told me, that some one was lately deceased, 

circumstance was the subject of discourse; but they, notwith- 
sl twain// their being eye-witnesses also , 'till retained ti eery strong 
sphere of unbelief, which they dispersed around them, insomuch 
that they were trilling to persuade themselves mid others contrary 
to what they saw ; and siteh being the degree of their incredulity, 
I was permitted tu tell them that possibly Ha y would have had 
as little faith if they had seen in the world any one lying dead in 
a litter restored to life again : they replied, that they would not 
hare helicreti it unless Ihey had seen several dead persons raised 
to life again : and if they had seen this, they would still have 
attributed it to natural causes. They said afterwards when they 
had been left for some time to their own thoughts, that at first 
they should have believed that it was a fraud; and when il was 
shewn to he no fraud, they should have then believed that the 
soul of the dead person had a secret communication with him who 
restored it to life ; and lastly, that it was some secret which they 
did not comprehend, bemuse in nature there are a great many 
things which are inroiti/ire/ieiisi/de ; ant/ thus that they could not 
at all believe, tliat such a thing happened from any power superior 
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to nature. Hence it was discovered what had been the quality of 
their faith, viz., thai they could never be induced to believe, that 
there was any life after death, either a hell or a heaven, thus 
that they mere altogether natural. When such persons are seen 
in the light of heaven, they appear without a face and instead 
thereof Ihey have a thiei hairiness.

5574. The subject is continued concerning the conjunction 
of the truths of the church in the natural, which are the ten 
sons of Joseph, with the celestial of the spiritual, or truth from 
the Divine, which is Joseph, by the medium which is Uenjamin :

THE INTERNAL SENSE. 

5575. Verses 1 — 5. AND the famine became grievous in the 
land. And it came to pass when they had made an end of eating 
the provision which they had brought out of Egypt, their father 
said to them, Return, bay us a little food. And Judah said to 
him, saying, The won protesting protested to vs, saying. Ye shall 
not see my faces, except your brother be with you. If thou send 
our brother with us, we wilt go down and buy thee food. And if 
thou send not, vie will not go down, because the man said to us, 
Ye shall not see my faces, except your brother be with you. And 
the famine became grievous, signifies desolation from the want of 
spiritual things; in the land, signifies about those things which 
are of the church : and it came to puss, signifies what is new : 
when they had made an end of eating the provision, signifies 
when truths failed : which they had brought out of Kgijp>, si^- 
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niftcs which wore derived from scicntifics : their father *aid to 
them, signifies perception by the tilings of the church : Return, 
buy us a little food, signifies thnt, in order to live, they should 
procure for themselves the good of spiritual truth : and Juduh 
suid to him, signifies the good of the church : *ay'mg, The man 
protesting protested to us, signifies that the spiritual derived from 
the internal was averse from them : saying. Ye shall not see my 
faces, signifies that there would he uo compassion : except your 
brother be with you, signifies unless ye have a medium : if thou 
send our hrotiter with us, signifies if the church is thus to he 
adjoined, there must be a medium : we will go down and buy 
thee food, signifies that in such case the good of truth will be 
procured there : and if thou sen/! not, signifies if not : we will not 
go down, signifies that it cannot be procured: because the man 
said to us, signifies perception concerning the spiritual : Ye shall 
not see my fares, signifies that there would be no compassion: 
except your brother be with you, signifies unless ve have a medium. 

5576. And the famine became grievous.— This signifies def- 
lation from the wont of spiritual things, as appears from the 



they have been instructed in heaven in the truths of intelligence 
and the goods of wisdom, no longer appear as infants, but as 
adults, and this according to their growth in good and truth; 
also from the circumstance, that the angels continually desire 
those things which relate to intelligence ami wisdom; and when 
it is evening with them, that is, when they are in a state in 
which those things fail, they are so far respectively unhappy; 
and they have no greater hunger and appetite than that the 
morning may dawn upon them anew, and they may return into 
the life of happiness, which iB that of intelligence and wisdom. 
That to understand what is true, and to will what is good, is 
spiritual food, may also he manifest to every reflecting person 
from the consideration, that he that enjoys material food for 
the nourishment of the body, is better nourished thcrebv, if 
at the some time his mind is cheerful, and he is engaged in 
conversation about such things as promote his cheerfulness; 
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which ia a proof that tlicro is ft correspondence between the 
spiritual food of the soul, and the material food of the body. 
The same may be further manifest from the consideration, that 
he that ia in the desire of uturing his mind with such things as 
relate to science, intelligence, and wisdom, begins to lie in sorrow 
and torment when such things are withheld from him, and like 
a hungry person, is desirous nl returning to his spiritual food, 
thus to the nourishment of hi* soul. That it is spiritual fuod 
which noiirivhiis the soul, us matfnal food dec* the body, may 
also be manifest from the Word, ai in Moses: "A man dnth 
not live by bread alone, but by nnythwg uttered from the 
mouth of Jehovah doth a man liee," (Dent, viii 3; Matt. rr. 4.) 
What is uttered from the mouth of Jehovah is in general the 
divine truth which proceeds from the Lord, thus every truth of 
wisdom, and specifically the Word, iu and from which arc the 
things that relate to wisdom. And in John : " Labor not for 
the meat which perishcth, but for the meat which endurelh unto 
i-ri-i-histuii/ life, which the son of man will give unto you," (vi. 
27 ;) that this food ia the truth of w isdom, which proceeds from 
the Lord, is manifest. Hence also it mav be known, what is 
meant by these words of the Lord : " My "flesh is meat indeed, 
and my blood is drink indeed," (John vi. 55), viz., that the 
Lord's flesh is the divine good, n. 3813, and his blood the divine 
truth, ll. 4735 ; for as the Lord made bis whole Human divine, 
his flesh is the divine good, and his blood the divine truth : that 
iu the Divine nothing material is to be understood, may be 
manifest ; in the supreme sense therefore, that is, when it is 
predicated of the Lord, food denotes the good of the divine 
Jove to save the human race : this food also is what is meant by 
the Lord's w ords in John : " Jesus said to the disciples, / have 
food to eat which ye know not of. My food is to do the will of 
him that sent me, and to finish hia work," (iv. 32, 31:) to do 
the will of him that scut him, and to (iuisli his work, is to save 
the human race : the divine [principle] which effects this is the 
Divine Love. From these considerations it is now manifest, 
what is meant in the spiritual sense by famine. 

5577. In the land.— This signifies about those things which 
arc of the church, as appears from the signification of " land " 
in the Word, as denoting the church ; in the present case there- 
fore as denoting the things of the church ; for the things 
significative of the church, are significative also of the things 
relating to the church, for these constitute the church. The 
reason why land [or earth" denotes the church iu the Word is, 
because it was in the land of Canaan that the church had been 
from the most ancient times; hence, when land is named in the 
Word, the laud of Canaan is meant, and when this is meant, 
the church is meant ; for those who are in the spiritual world, 
when mention is made of laud, do not remain in the idea of 
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land, but in that of the nation which inhabits it, ami not in the 
idea of liie nation winch inhabits it, hut in that of the quality 
of that nation, consequently in the iden of the church when 
land is spoken of, and by it ia meant the land of Canaan. 
Hence it is manifest, how much those are mistaken who believe, 
that at the day of the last judgment there will exist a new 
heaven and a new earth, according to the prophecies in the Old 
Testament, and the Apocalypse in the New; whereas a new 
earth there means a new external church, and a new heaven a 
now internal church ; also who believe, when mention is made 
in the Word of the whole earth, tliut anything else is meant 
but the church : hence it is evident, how little the Word is 
understood by those who imagine there is no more holy sense 
contained in it, than what shines forth from the letter alone. 
That the church from the most ancient times was in the land of 
Canaan; sec it. 3680, 4447, 4454, 4516, 4517, 5130. That 
land [or earth] in the Word signifies the ehurch ; see n. 002, 
1066, 1068, 1362, 1 H3, 1G07, 2038, -144.7. That a new heaven 
and a new earth signify a new □buret] internal and external; sec 
n. 1733, 1850, 3117, 2118, 3355, 4535. 

5578. And it came to pass.— This signifies what is new, as 
appears from the signification of " it was " and " it came to 
pass," as involving a new state; see n. 4979, 1987, 4',)',''.i, 507 i, 
5466. In the original tongue, the sense formerly was not dis- 
tiii^ui-lieil by sifru-i (or stujis), but the text was continued with- 
out interruption, ia imitation of heavenly speech; but instead 
of such signs (or stops) they made use of and, and alsotf icos, or 
it came to pass ; hence it ia that these expressions so often oecitr, 
aud that it was or it came to pass signifies what is new. 

5579. When they had made an end of eating the provision. — 
This signifies when truths failed, as appears from the sigiiiliea- 
tion of "provision," as denoting truth; sec n. 6276, 5280, 
52'J2, 5 102; that truth failed, is signified by their making an 
end of eating it. In the spiritual world the case is this, the 
inhabitants are satiated with truths and goods, which arc their 
food, n. 5576; but when thcae have served their purjiose, they 
again begin to want : the case herein is similar to that of man's 
nourishment by material food ; for when this food has served its 
purpOH, hunger again ensuea. In the spiritual world, this hunger, 
which is a want of things spiritual, is the evening, or the shade 
of their day, but after it there come twilight and morning; thus 
the states alternately ebauiie : the inhabitants of the spiritual 
world come into that evening, or into spiritual hunger, in order 
that they may appetite aud desire truths and goods ; for when 
these things are. hungered alter, they yield better nourishment, 
just as material food yields better nourishment to one that is 
hungry. From these considerations it may be manifest what is 
meant' by spiritual want when truths failed. 
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5580. frltich they had brought out of Egypt.— This signifies 
which were derived from scicutifics, oa appears from the signifi- 
cation of "Egypt," as demiting scienrilics ; sec n. 1164, 1165, 
1186, 1462; that they were derived from them, is signified hy 
their bringing it thence. Egypt in the good sense signifies the 
scientifics which are of the church, via., those which serve for 
i ; sec n. 4743, 4364, 4366 ; by such

Return, buy us a tittle food.— This signifies that in 
order to live, they should procure for themselves the good of 
spiritual truth, as appears (1.) from the signification of "to 
buy," as denoting to procure and appropriate to themselves; 
see n. 4337, 5374, 5 106, 5410, 542G; and (2.) from the signi- 
fication of "food," as demiting (lu: good of truth ; sec n. 53 40, 
5342 ; in this case tin; good of sp:ri;ii:i] truth, ibr it is this good 
which is treated of in what follows; that it is iu order to live, 
follows as a consequence. 

5583. And Judah said to him. — This signifies the good of 
the church, as appears from the representation of " Judah," as 
denoting the good of the church ; sec n. 3654. That Judah now 
speaks of Benjamin, and that Itcuben previously spoke on the 
same subject (sec the foregoing chapter, verses 30, 37), is an 
arcanum, which can only be unfolded from the internal sense ; 
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in like manner, that nben lUubcn spoke of Benjamin, Jacob is 

lulled Jaroti (sir tin: furrgii::ig chapter, verse 3(i), hut in tbc 
present caw when Juilali iipcaks of llcuj.aniin, Jacob is called 
Israel, verses 6 — 8 j tbat tins circumstance involves some area- 
uuqi, cannot be denied; but nli.it lb.it arcanum is, can out at 
all be known from tin; historical sims* of the letter ; as also iu 
other places, where Jacob is sometimes called Jacob, and some- 
times Israel, seen. 4286; the arcanum which it invohes shall, 
by the divme mercy of the I.urd, be unfolded iu what follows. 
The reason nhy Judah now speaks is, because the good of spi- 
ritual truth, ami it» procurement, is the subject treated uf; see 
n, 5&R2 : ou tin-, account Judub, who is th»; good of the church, 
here speaks with Israel, who is tbc good of spiritual truth, ami 
engages for Benjamin, who is the medium; for the medium 
must be conjoined by good. 

5584. Saying, The man protesting protested to Ms. —This sig- 
nifies that the spiritual derived from tbc internal was averse 
from them, as appears (1.) from the signification of "protesting 
to protest," as denoting to be averse; for he protested tbat they 
should not sec hi - fiiees except their brother iv;is M i!h them ; iliis 
protestation is of aversion, for by not seeing bis faces is signilii-d 
tbat there would be no compassion, of which we shall spuik 
presently; and (2.) from the representation of "Joseph," as 
denoting the divine spiritual, or what is the same thing, truth 
from the Divine, see n. 3S(i9, who in the present ease, inasmuch 
us he is called the man denotes the spiritual, or truth flowing in 
from the internal. 

5585. Saying, Ye shall not see my faces. — This signifies that 
there would be no compassion, as appears from the signification 
of "faces," when they arc predicated of a man, as denoting 
his interiors, viz., his affections and consequent thoughts; sec 
n. 358, 1<J9S), 2134, 3527, 3573, 101 >(i, 47U<>, 171)7, 5102; but 
when they arc predicated of the Lord, as denoting mercy or 
compassion ; hence not to see his faces denotes tbat there is no 
mercy or compassion, for the Lord is here represented by Joseph 

Lord, for he is mercy itself, but tbat, when there is no conjoin- 
ing medium, it then appears to the man as if there were no 
compassion in the Lord : the reason of this is, because if there 

when there is no reception of good, there if evil in Its place : 
if a man iu such case cries to the Lord, inasmuch as he cries 
from evil, thus in favor of himself against all others, there is 
no hearing, and this appears to him as if there were no com- 
passion. That the face of Jehovah or the Lord is mercy, may 
be evident from the Word ; for the face of Jehovah or of tbc 
Lord in a proper sense is the divine love itself ; and because it 
is the divine love, it is of mercy, for mercy is grounded in love 
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towards the human race beset with such great miseries. That 
the face of Jehovah or of the Lord in tho divine love, may be 
itiMiifi'sl from the Lord's face, wlien be was transfigured before 
Peter, James, and John, that is, wheu be shewed them his 
Divine ; on which occasion " His face shone as the sun," (Matt, 
xvii. 2 ;) that the sun ia the divine love, mnv be seen, u. 30— 
38, 1521, 1529—1531, 2-141, 2495, 3036, 3641, 4060, 4321, 
■1G96. The Lard's essential Divine never appeared in any face; 
but his Divine Human lias so appeared, and by it, as in it, the 
divine love has appeared, or, in respect to the human race, the 
divine mercy; this, viz., the divine mercy in the Divine Human 
is called the angel of faces in Isaiah ; " I will make mention 
of tke mercies of Jehovah : he shall recompense them according 
to his mercies, and according to the multitude of his mercies; 
and he became their Saviour; and Ihe angel of his faces saved 
them, for his love, and for hia clemency," (hiii. 7—9.) He 
is called an angel, bemuse anyels in the Word, in the internal 
sense, signify somewhat of the Lord, n. 1925, 2821, 4085, in 
the present eiise bis mercy, therefore it is said the angel of his 
faces. That the face of Jehovah or of the Lord denotes mercy, 
and also peace and good, because these are of mercy, may like- 
wise be manifest from the following passages : as in the benedic- 
tion, " May Jehovah cause his faces to shine upon thee, and be 
merciful unto thee; may Jehovah lift up his faces upon thee, and 
give thee peace," (Numb. vi. 25, 2G,) where it is very manifest, 
that to cause the faces to shine denotes to be merciful, and to 
lift up the faces denotes to give peace. And in David s God be 
merciful unto us, and bless us, and cause his faces to shine upon 
us," (Paalm lxvii. 1,) where also faces denote mercy. Again; 
" liring us back, O God, and cause thy faces to shine, that we 
may be saved," (Paalm Ixxx. 3, 7, 19,) where the sense is the 
same. Again ; " Deliver me out of the hand of mine enemies, 
and of my persecutors : cause thy faces to shine upon thy ser- 
vant," (Psalm xxxi. 15, 16;) in like manner, Psalm cxk. 134, 
135. And in Daniel: "Hear, O our God, the in treaty of thy 
servant, and his prayers, and cause thy faces to shine upon the 
sanctuary which is desolate," (ix. 17:) to cause bis faces to 
shine denotes to be merciful. Again in David: "There are 
many that say, who will cause us to see yood? lift thou up the 
light of thy faces upon us," (Psalm iv. 6;) where to lift up the 
light of bis faces denotes to give good from mercy. So in 
Hosca : " Lei them seek my faces when they are iu straitness ; in 
the morning let them seek me," (v. 15.) Again in David; 
"Seek ye my faces; Thy faces, O Jehovah, I seek," (Psalm xivii. 
8.) Again : " Seek ye Jehovah, and his strength; seek his fares 
continually," (Psalm cv. 4:) to seek tho tUfes ut' .ichovah denotes 
to seek his mercy. Again; "In justice / shall see thy faces," 
(Psalm xvii. 15~) And in Matthew : " Sec that ye do not 
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despise any one of these little ones ; for I say unto you, that 
their angels in the heavens do always see the face of my Father, 
who ia in the heavens," (xYiii. 10 :) to see the faces of God de- 
notes to enjoy peace anil good from mercy. Hut the opposite ia 
to conceal or hide, and also to turn away the faces, which signi- 
fies not to be merciful, as in Isaiah : " In the overflowing of mine 
anger, / hid my faces for a moment from thee; hut with the 
mercy of eternity will I be merciful unto thee," (liv. 8 ;) where 
the overflowing of anger denotes tmnptaliim, in which, because 
the Lord appears not to be merciful, it is said, I hid my faces for 
a moment from thee. And in Ezekicl : " I will turn away my 
faces from them," (vii. 22.) And in David : " How long, O 
Jehovah, wilt thou forget me? for ever? how long wilt thou hide 
thy faces from me?' 1 (Psalm xiii. 1.) Again: "Hide not thy 
faces from me : put not thy servant away in anger," (Psalm xxvii. 
9.) Again: "Wherefore, O Jehovah, dost thou forsake my 
soul? wherefore dost thou hide thy faces from me?" (Psalm 
Ixxxviii. 14.) Again: "Alike haste, answer me, O Jehovah; 
my spirit is consumed : hide not thy faces from me, lest I be like 
unto those, that go down into the pit ; cause me to hear thy 
mercy early," (Psalm cxliii. 7, 8.) And in Moses : " Mine 
anger shall wax hot in that day, so that I will forsake them, and 
will hide my faces from them, whence they bIieII he consumed. 
Concealing I will conceal my faces in that day, because of all the 
evil which they have douc," (Dcut. xxxi. 17, 18:) his anger 
waxing hot denotes his turning himself away; see n. 5034; and 
his concealing his faces denotes his not being merciful. These 
things arc predicated of Jehovah or the Lord, although he is 
never angry, and never turns away or hides his faces; but it is 
so expressed from the appearance to the man that is iu evil ; for 
the man that is in evil, turns himself away, aud hides the Lord's 
faces from himself, that is, he removes his mercy from himself. 
That it is tlie evils apiim-lainim: to man which do this, may also 
be manifest from the Word, as in ^lii ah : " Ji-huvah a ill huh: his 
faces from them in that time, an they have rendered their works 
evil," (iii, 4.) And in Ezekiel : " Because they have transgressed 
against me, therefore I have hid my faces from them ; according 
to their unelcanncss, and according to their transgressions I have 
dealt with them, and have hid my faces from them," (xxsix. 
23, 24 ;) aud especially in Isaiah : " Your iniquities are what 
separate between you and your God ; and your sins cause him to 
hide his faces from you," (lix. 2 :) from these and several other 
passages the internal sense is manifest, which is everywhere ex- 
tant, and may ho found by any one that searches for it. 

55HG. Except your brother be with you. — This signifies unless 
ye have a medium, as appears from the representation of "Ben- 
jamin," as denoting a medium ; sec n. 5411, 5413, ii 1-13. The 
medium which Benjamin represents, is the medium between 
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tlie internal and the extern til, or between the spiritual and tlie 
natural man, and is the truth of gimd which proceeds from the 
truth derived from the Divine, which is it [indented hy Joseph ; 
this truth of good is called the spiritual of the celestial: that 
Benjamin is the spiritual of the celestial, see n. 3969, 1592. 
A man's internal and external arc most distinct from each other, 
hia internal hciu^ in the light of heaven, and his external in the 
light of the world; and as they are most distinct, they cannot 
be conjoined except by a medium which partakes of the proper- 
ties of each. 

5587. If thou send our brother villi us.— Tins signifies if 
the church is thus to he adjoined, there must he ft medium, as 
appears {1.) from the representation of "Israel," who was to 
send, as denoting the church, n. 428G; hence "if thou send," 
denotes if it be thus with the church ; and (2.) from the repre- 
sentation of " Ilenjamin," who is here their brother, as denoting 
a medium ; see just above, n. SiiKf; : hence it is evident that the 
expression, " If thou send our brother with us," siguih'eB, if the 
church is thus to conjoin its external to the interim!, there must 

5588. IVe will go down and buy thee food. — This signifies 
that in such case the good of truth will he procured, as appears 
(1.) from the signification of " to buy," as denoting to procure 
to themselves and to appropriate; and (2.) from the signification 
of " food," as denoting the good of truth, concerning which 
significations see above, n. 5582. 

5589. And if Ihou send not. — This signifies if not, viz., if it 
be not with the church to be adjoined, as is evident from what 
was said just above, n. 5587. 

5590. We wilt not go down. — This signifies that it cannot 
be procured, as appears from what was said just above, n. 5588. 

5591. Because the mnn said to us.— This signifies perception 
concerning the spiritual, a- appears (1 .] from the signification of 
the man, as denoting the spiritual from the internal ; see above, 
n. 5584; and (2.) from the signification of "saying," in the 
historicals of the Word, as denoting perception, of which fre- 
quent mention has been made above. 

5592. re shall not see my faces.— This signifies that there 
would be no compassion, as appears from what was explained 
above, n. 5585, w here the same words occur. 

5593. Except your brother be with you. — This signifies unless 
ye have a medium, as appears from what was said above, n. 558(1, 
5587, concerning Benjamin, who is here the brother, as denoting 
a medium. 

559-t. Verses G— 10. And Israel said, Whrreforc did ye evil 
to me, to tell the man whether ye had yet a brother? And they 
said, The man asking asked about us and about our birth, sayint/, 
Is your father yet alive? have ye a brother? and we told him 
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according to the meaning of those words : did we knowing know 
that hi j iriiidd say. Cause your brother to come down ? And Juduh 
said to Israel his father, Send the boy with me, and we will arise, 
and go ; and we will live, and not die, we, and thou, and also 
our infants. And I will be surety for Mm ; of my hand thou 
shall require him, except I I/ring him to thee, and set him before 
thee, I shall sin against thee alt days. For creep! wc had lingered, 
vi sh'iiilil hum returned nine thete lira times. And Israel said, 
signifies perception from spiritual good : Wherefore did ye evil to 
me, to tell the man whether ye had yet a brother? signifies that 
Uu'_v separated from him tin' truth of ^(iciii, to conjoin it to the 
spiritual from the internal : and they said, The man asking 
asked about us, signifies that he clearly perceived the things 
which were in the natural : and about our birth, signifies con- 
cerning the truths of faith therein : saying, Is your father yet 
aline? signifies concerning spiritual good in which the truths of 

truth : and wc told him according to the meaning of those wonts, 
.■.L-uine.s that he appcrccived those things sensibly: did we 
knowing know that he wnuld say, Cause your brother to come 
down ? signifies that they did not believe that he desired that 
the truth of good should he conjoined to himself: and Judah 
said to Israel his father, signifies perception from the good of 
the church concerning those things : Send the boy with me, sig- 
nifies that he should be adjoined thereto : and we will arise, and 
go ; and we will tire, aw! nut die, si ;ri lilies spirit n:il life according 
to degrees: we, signifies the external of the church: and thou, 
signifies its internal : ami also our infants, signifies the things 
which are still more interior : and I will be surety for him, sig- 
nifies that in the meanwhile he will be adjoined to him : of my 
hand thou shalt require him, signifies that he shall not he sepa- 
rated so far as was in his power : except I bring him to thee, and 
set him before thee, signifies except he should he altogether 
restored to the church : / shall sin against thee all days, signifies 
that the church will no longer have any good -.for except wc had 
lingered, signifies delay in a state of doubt ■ we should have re- 
turned now these two times, signifies that there would have been 
spiritual life both exterior and interior. 

G595. And Israel said.— This signifies perception from spi- 
ritual good, as appears (1.) from the signifiealion of "to say," 
as denoting perception, concerning which sec above; and (2.) 
from the representation of " Israel," as denoting spiritual good ; 
see n. 3(i"i4, 4598; and as Israel denou.n spiritual good, he 
also denotes the internal spiritual church, n. 3303, WHO, for 
that is a church by virtue of spiritual goud. Spiritual good is 
truth which has been made good ; for truth is made good when 
the life is according to it, for in such case it passes into the 
wiU, and from the will into the act, and is made of the life, 
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nnd when truth is made of the life, it is no longer called truth 
hut good: the will, which transforms truth into good, is the 
new will in the intellectual part; this is the good which 13 
called spiritual good. Spiritual good is distinguished from 
celestial good in this, that celestial good is implanted in the 
will-part itself of man: hut this suhject has been frequently 
treated of above. The reason why Jacob is not now called 
Jacob, as in the foregoing chapter, verse 3(1, but Israel, is, be- 
cause the subject now treated of is good, whereas the subject 
treated of in the foregoing chapter whs truth ; in the foregoing 
chapter therefore Reuben spoke, who represents the truth of the 
doctrine of the church; see u. 38G1, 38G6, 1731, 473-t, 47G1, 
5512, but in this chapter Judah speaks, who represents the 
good of the church, n. 3651, 5583. The reason why good is 
now treated of, is, because at this second time of going down 
into Egypt, conjunction is effected of the internal, which is 
Joseph with the external, which is the ten sons of Jacob, by 
the medium, which is Benjamin; and the conjunction of the- 
internal with the external is effected by good. 

5596. Wherefore did ye evil to me, to tell the man whether 
ye had yet a brother ?—- This Minifies that they separated from 
them the truth of good to conjoin it to the spiritual from the 
internal, as appears (1.) from the signification of "to do evil," 
as denoting to separate, for their separating Benjamin from him 
is what he calls doing evil; (2.) from the signification of "to 
tell," as denoting to give what another may think and reflect 
upon ; see n. 2862, 5508 ; consequently to communicate, n. 
-■JH">(> ; hence it denotes also to conjoin, for when it passes into 
the will of another, conjunction is effected from what is com- 
municated, as when Joseph heard that Benjamin was yet alive, 
and was with his father, he was desirous that Ue should come 
to him, and afterwards was alone with him, conjoined to him, as 
is evident from the historicals which follow; (3.) from the repre- 
sentation of "Joseph," as denoting the divine spiritual, who, 
when he is called the man, denotes the spiritual from the in- 
ternal ; sec n. 5581 ; nnd (4.) from the representation of " Ben- 
jamin," who is here their brother to whom they alluded, as 
denoting the good of truth; sec above, n. 6586. From these 
considerations it i* evident, that the words, "Wherefore did ye 
evil to me, to tell the mau whether ye had yet a brother?" 
signify that they separated from them the truth of good to con- 
join it to the spiritual from the internal. 

5597. And they mid, The man taking asked about us. — This 
signifies that he clearly perceived the things that were in the 
natural, as appears (1.) from the signification of "to ask," ns 
denoting to perceive another's thought, of which we shall speak 
presently ; and (2.) from the representation of " the ten sons of 
Jacob," who ore here meant by uj, as denoting those things of 
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the church which arc in the natural; see n. 5403, 5410, 54-27, 
5458, 5512. The reason why to ask denotes to perceive another's 
thought ia, because in heaven there is a communication of all 
thoughts, so much so that no one has any need to ask another 
what he thinks : hence it is that to ask signifies to perceive 
another's thought ; for the quality of anything on earth, in the 
internal sense, is its quality in heaven. 

5598. And about our birth.— This signifies concerning the 
truths of faith therein, as appears from the signification of 
"birth," as denoting the birth of truth from good, or of faith 
from charity; see u. 1143, 1255, 4070, 4fi68. The reason why 
birth in the internal sense has this signification, is, because in 
heaven no other birth ia understood than what is called regene- 
ration, which is effected by the truth of faith and the good of 
charity; by this birth from being sons of man they become 
sons of the Lord, and it is these who arc satd to be born of Uod 
{John i. 13). According to the varieties of good from truth 
and of truth from good in that birth, arc tbe brotherhood*, or 
consanguinities and affinities in beared ; for in heaven then: are 
perpetual varieties, which arc arranged bv the Lord so as to 
have respect to families, wherein are brothers, sons-in-law, 
daughters-in-law, grand-sons, grand- daughters, and no forth ; 
yet in general all are arranged into such u form, that together 
tbey make a one; just as in tbe case of the varieties in the 
human bodv, where no member is absolutely like another, 
neither is one part in any member absolutely like auotber; 
nevertheless ail those various parts aru arranged into such a 
funn, that they act as a one, and each concurs to the action of 
the other nearly or remotely -. since such is the form in a man, 
it rrny be cuiiil nlnl that tbe form in heaven, with which there 
is a correspondence of ail things in a man, must be most 
perfect. 

5599. Saying, h your father yet alive ?— Tins signifies con- 
cerning spiritual good in which the truth* of faith originate, as 
appears from the representation of " Israel," who in this case is 
the father, as deixt'.ti:^ spiritual good, see U. 363 t, 4.VJH, ■ •■■:>'• 
as it is from that good, as from a father, that the truths of faith 
descend ; sec n. 5598 ; therefore it is said in which the truths of 
faith originate. 

5600. Have ye a brother f — This signifies concerning interior 
truth, as appears frnm the representation of " Benjamin," as 
denoting the spiritual of the celestial, or, what is the same 
thing, truth of good, or interior truth ; that Benjamin is truth 
in which is good, or the spiritual of the celestial, may be seen, 
n. 3969, 4592 ; it is this interior truth which is the medium 
between truth from the Divine, and truth in the natural. 

5601. And we told him according to the meaning of those 
words. — This signifies that he apperccived those things suitably, 
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oa appears (1.) from the signification of "to toll," as denoting 
to apperccivc; see n. 3608; for in the spiritual world, or in 
heaven, they have no need to tell what they think, thcro being 
a communication of all their thoughts, sec n. 55U7 ; therefore 
in the spiritual sense to tell signifies to apperccive; and (2.) 
from the signification of the expression, " according to the 
meaning of those words," aa denoting suitably, for they are 
those things which he was desirous to appcrceivo. 

5G02. Did we knowing know thai he would say, Cause your 
brother to come down? — This signifies Unit tiny did not believe 
that he desired that the truth of good should he conjoined to 
himself, as appears (1.) from the signification of the words, 
" Did we knowing know that he would say," as denoting not to 
believe; and (2.) from the representation of "Benjamin," who 
is here the brother, aa denoting the truth of good ; see just 
above, n. 5G00 ; that this should be conjoined to him, is signified 
by their causing him to go down, as is evident from what was 
said above n. 5596. 

5603. And Judah said to Israel hit father.— This signifies 
perception from the good of the church concerning those things, 
as appears (1.) from the signification of "to say," in the liis- 
toricals of the Word, aa denoting to perceive, agreeably to what 
has been frequently before observed; (2.) from the representa- 
tion of " Judah," as denoting the good of the church; see n. 
5583 ; and (3.) from the representation of " Israel," aa denot- 
ing the internal spiritual church; sec n. 3305, 4286: hence it 
is manifest that the words, " Judah said to Israel bis father," 
signify the perception of the church, from its good. 

5604. Send the boy with me. — This sjgnioea that he should 
be adjoined thereto, viz., to the good of the church which is 
represented by Judah, as appears (1.) from the signification of 
"to send with him," as denoting to adjoin it to him and not to 
the rest, it being said in what follows, "I will be surety for him; 
of my hand thou ahalt require him;" and (2.) from the repre- 
sentation of " Benjamin," who is hero the boy, as denoting 
interior truth; see juat above, n. 5600. The term boy is used, 
because in the Word what ia interior is respectively called a boy, 
because there is more innocence in what ia interior than in what 
is exterior, aud innocence is signified by an infant, and also by 
a boy ; sec n. 523G. 

5C05. And we will arise, and go ; and we will live, and not 
die.— This signifies spiritual life according to degrees, as appears 
(I.) from the signification of "arising," as denoting elevation 
to superior or interior things, consequently to the things which 
arc of spiritual life, sec n. 2401, S7K5, •••.){ >, W27, 3171, 4103, 
4881 ; (2.) from the signification of " to go," as denoting to 
live, see n. 3335, 3690, 4882, 5493 ; and as it follows, " And 
we will live," to go signifies the first spiritual life; (3.) from 
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the signification of " to live," hb denoting spiritual life, for in 
the internal sense of the Word no other life is meant ; and (4.) 
from the signification of " not to die," as denoting to he no 
longer damned, or to he out of a stato of damnation, for in the 
internal sense of the Word no other death is meant than spi- 
ritual death, which is damnation ; hence it is evident that " We 
will arise, and go; and wc will live, and not die," signifies life 
according to degrees, viz., introduction to life by arising, the 
prime of life by going, life itself by living, and separation from 
those things which are not of life, by not dying. That to go in 
the internal sense denotes to live, may appear strange to any 
one that is unacquainted with spiritual life; but the case is 
similar to that of jourucying, as denoting the order and progress 
of life, see u. 1293, -1375, 4554, -1585; and to that of sojourn- 
ing, as denoting to bo instructed and to live accordingly, see n. 
1163, 2025, 3672. The reason may indeed be declared why 
going, journeying, and sojourning have such significations, but 
the reason is such as can hardly be received by those who do 
not know how the case is with motions in the other life. Motions 
in that life, and progressions, are nothing else, because from no 
other source, than changes of state, which changes appear in 
externals just like progressions from place to place: that this is 
the case, may be confirmed from much experience in the other 
life : for I have walked there in spirit with the inhabitants, and 
among them, through several of their abodes, and this notwith- 
standing I remained in the same place as to the body : I have 
also conversed with them as to how this could be, and have been 
instructed, that changes of the state of the life are what cause 
progressions in the spiritual world. This was also confirmed by 
the circumstance, that spirits, by changes induced in the state, 
can be presented on high, and in an instant in the deep, also far 
westward, and in an instant eastward, and so forth ; but, as wc 
said, this most appear strange to any ono that knows nothing 
about life in the spiritual world ; for in that world there are 
neither spaces nor times, but instead thereof states of life. 
These states in externals produce an exact appearance of pro- 
gressions and motions; this appearance is as living and real as 
is the appearance of the life itself, viz., that the life is in us, 
and thus is ours, whereas it flows in from the Lord, who is the 
fountain whence all life comes ; see n. 2021, 2658, 2700, 2886— 
2888, 3001, 3318, 3337, 3338, 348 1, 3(119, 3741—3743, 4151, 
4219, 4318 — 1320, 4-117, 4523, 4524, 4882. As to go and to 
be moved signify to live, therefore it was a saying of the ancients, 
that "In God we are moved, we live, and are;" and by being 
moved they meant the external of life, by living its internal, and 
by being its inmost. 

5600. We. — This signifies the external of the church, as 
appears from the representation of "the ten sons of Jacob," who 
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are here meant by We, as denoting the external of the church ; 
see n. 54G9. 

560J". And thou.— This signifies its internal, as appears from 
the representation of " Israel," who is here meant by Thou, as 
denoting the internal of the church ; see n. 4286, 4292, 4570. 

5608. Also our in/an Is.— This signifies the things which are 
still more interior, as appears from the signification of "infants," 
as denoting those things which are more interior, n. 5604: the 
reason why interior things arc signified by infants, and also by 
boys, is, because they both signify innocence, and innocence is 
the inmost. In the heavens the case is this; the inmost or 
third heaven consists of those who arc in innocence, for they 
arc in love to the Lord, and since the Lord is innocence itself, 
therefore the inhabitants of that heaven, as being principled in 
love to him, arc in innocence; these, notwithstanding they are 
the wisest of all in the heavens, still appear to others as 
infants; it is from this ground, and also because they are in 
innocence, that infants in the Word signify innocence. As 
the inmost principle of the heavens is innocence, therefore 
innocence must interiorly appertain to all who are in the hea- 
vens ; the case herein is like that of things successive in relation 
to things co-existing, or of the things which are distinct from 
caeh other by degrees, in relation to those which exist from 
them ; for everything, which has simultaneous existence, origi- 
nates in things successive, and when tbo former exists from the 
latter, the latter place themselves in the same order in which 
they had been before distinguished by degrees; as for the sake 
of illustration ; — end, cause, and effect, are successive and dis- 
tinct from each other, and when these exist together, they 
arrange themselves in the same order, viz-., the end is inmost, 
then the cause, and lastly the effect. The effect is the co- 
existing principle, wherein unless there be a cause, and in the 
cause an end, there is no effect; for if from the effect you 
remove the cause, you destroy the effect, and more so if from 
the cause you remove the end; for from the end the cause 
receives what makes it a cause, and from the cause the effect 
receives what makes it an effect. It is so likewise in the spi- 
ritual world; as the end, the cause, and the effect arc distinct 
from each other, so in the spiritual world arc love to the Lord, 
charity towards the neighbor, and the works of charity : when 
these three become a one, or exist together, the first must be 
in the second, and the second in the third ; as in the works of 
charity, unless charity from the affection or heart be interiorly 
in them, they are not works of charity, and unless love to God 
be interiorly in charity, it is not charity; therefore, if you take 
away what is interior, the exterior falls, for the exterior exists 
and subsists from its interiors in order. It is so with innocence; 
this makes a one with love to the Lord, and unless it be in- 
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teriorly in charity, it h not charity ; consequently unless charity 
contaiuing innocence be interiorly in works of charity, they are 
not works of charity : hence it is, that innocence must interiorly 
appertain to all who are in the heavens. That this is the case, 
am) that infants signify innocence, is manifest from these words 
in Mark, " Jesus said to the disciples, Suffer the infants to come 
unto me, and forbid them not; for of such is the kingdom of 
God. Verily I say unto you, Whosoever shall not receive the 
kingdom of God as an infant, shall not enter therein. And he 
took them up in his arms, put his hands upon them, and blessed 
them," {%. 14—16; Luke xriii. 15— 17; Matt, iviii. 3.) That 
infants here signify innocence, may be manifest, because inno- 
cence appertains to infants, and because innocences in heaven 
appear like infants; that no one can enter into heaven, unless 
he has some m hat of innocence, may be seen, n. 4797. More- 
over infants suffer themselves to be governed by the angels who 
are innocences, and not from the proprium, like adults, who 
govern themselves from their own judgment and their own will. 
That infants suffer themselves to he governed by those angels, 
is manifest from the Lord's word's in Matthew, " See that ye 
despise not one of these little ones; for I say unto you, Their 
angels in the heavens do always see the face of my Father," 
(sviii. 10 :) no one can sec the face of God, except from inno- 
cence. In tho following passages also infants signify innocence : 
" Out of the mouth of infants and sucklings thou hast perfected, 
praise," (Matt. xxi. 16; Psalm viii. 2.) Again, "Thou hast hid 
these things from the wise and intelligent, and hast revealed 
them to infant*," (Matt. xi. 25; Luke x. 21;) for the innocence, 

innocence dwells in wisdom ; see n. 2305, 2300, 4797 : hence it 
is said, " Out of the mouth of iufants and sucklings thou hast 
perfected praise ;" also, that such things were revealed to infants. 
So in Isaiah, "The cow and the bear shall feed; their young 
shall lie down together; and the suckling shall play upon the hole 
of the viper," (xi. 7, 8,) speaking of the Lord's kingdom, and 
specifically of the state of peace and innocence therein; the 
suckling denotes innocence. That no evil can befall those who 
are in innocence, is signified by the suckling playing on the hole 
of the viper; vipers are those who arc most deceitful; the subject 
treated of in that chapter is manifestly concerning the Lord. 
And in Joel, "Sound the trumpet in Zion ; gather the people, 
sanctify the congregation, assemble the elders, gather the in- 
fants and those that sack the teats," (ii. 15, 16;) the elders denote 
the wise; the infants and those that suck the teats denote the 
innocent. lu the following passages, also, infants signify inno- 
cence, but in these that it was destroyed, "Wherefore do yc 
commit a great evil against your souls, to cut off from you man 
and woman, infant and suckling, out of the midst of Judah, 
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that I leave you no remains," (Jcr. xliv. 7.) Again, "Lift up 
to him thy hands over the soul of thine infants, who faint for 
hunger at the head of every street," (Lam. ii. 19.) And in 
J?zekiel, "Pass yc through Jerusalem, and smite; neither let 
your eye spare, neither have ye pity ; slay utterly the old man, 
tin; youth, the virgin, and the infant," (is. ii, (i.) And in Micah, 
" The women of my people ye expel out of the houae of the 
delights of each, from their infants they have taken away mine 
honor for ever," (ii. 9.] But it is to he observed that the inno- 
cence of infants is only external, and not internal ; and as it 
is not internal, it cannot he conjoined with wisdom; but the 
innuiTnce of the angels, especially of those of the third heaven, 
is internal, anil thus is conjoined with wisdom, see u. 2305, 
230G, 319-1, 1563, 4797; man also is so created, that when he 
grows old, and becomes like an infant, the innocence of wisdom 
in such case conjoins itself, with the innocence of ignorance, 
which he had in infancy, and thus like n true infant he passes 
into the other life. 

5609. And I will be surety for Aim.— This signifies that in 
the meanwhile he will be adjoined to him, a3 appears from the 
signification of " to be surety for any one," as denoting to lie 
instead of him, aa is also evident from what now follows, espe- 
cially from what Judah said concerning that suretyship to 
Joseph (chap. xliv. verses :!2, ISIS); and as to be surety for any 

.one denotes to be iustead of him, it denotes also to be in the 
way with hiin adjoined to him. 

5610. Of my hand thou shall rei/uire il. — This signifies that 
he shall not he separated bo far as was in his power, as appears 
(1.) from the signification of the hand. ;\-. iln^olm^ power, see n. 
878, 3387, 4931—1937, 51127, 532S, 5514; the reason why it 
denotes so far as was in his power, is, because suretyship or bail 
goes no further; what the truth is, and its quality,' the internal 
sense expounds; and (ii.) from the signification of "to require 
him," as denoting not to be separated; for he that is required by 
any one, must be adjoined to him, and incapable of being 
separated from him. 

5G1 1. Except I bring him to thee, and set him before thee. — 
This signifies except he should be altogether restored to the 
church, as appears (1.) from the signification of "te bring" to 
him, and " to set l>cforc him," as denoting altogether to restore; 
and (2.) from the representation of " Israel," to whom he should 
he restored, as denoting tllc church ; see n. 3305, 4-2HG, 5595. 

5612, I shall sin against thee all days.— This signifies that 
the church will no longer have any good, as apjiears (1.) from 
the representation of "Judah," who says these things of him. 
self, as denoting the good of the church; see n. 55SI1, ."i(i():S ; 
(2.) from the signification of " to sin," as denoting disjunction : 
sec n. 5229, 5471- ; thus that it will not be; for what is dis- 
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joined from any one, is no longer with him ; and (3.) from tho 
signification of "all days," as denoting for ever, thus no longer. 
'Nurse things are aaid, because there cannot he row good of tho 
church without the medium between the internal and external, 
which is represented by Benjamin, as both the good and truth 
of the church now in from the internal throngh a medium into 
the external, consequently so far as it concerns the church to 
have good, so far it concerns it to have a medium; it is on this 
account that Judah is surety for Benjamin. That there is no 
good of the church without a medium, is signified by these 
words of Judah; and that neither is there any truth of the 
church, is signified by the words of Reuben, n. 5542. 

5018. Fur except we had lingered. — This signifies delay in a 
state of doubt, as appears from the signification of " lingering," 
as denoting a state of doubt ; for as going, advancing, journeying, 
and sojourning signify states of the life, n. 5606, so lingering 
signifies a state of doubt, since when the state of the life is in a 
state of doubt, in such case the external is in a state of lingering. 
This is also exhibited to view in the man himself ; for when his 
mind remains in any doubt, he instantly stops and pauses ; the 
reason of this is, because doubt causes the state of the life to be 
one of hesitation and fluctuation, consequently it affects in like 
manner the external progression, as being the effect. Hence it 
is evident, that " Except we had lingered," signifies delay in a 
state of doubt. 

5614. We should have returned now these two times.— This 
signifies that there would have been spiritual life both exterior 
and interior, as appears (1.) from the signification of " to go," 
as denoting to live; see above, u. 5005; therefore to return 
denotes to live ; for they went there for the purpose of procuring 
themselves corn, and corn signifies the gooil of truth, from which 
is derived spiritual life ; and (2.) from the signification of "these 
two times," which expression, as it has relation to life, denotes 
exterior and interior life ; for the provision, which they received 
the first time, signifies exterior life, or life in the natural, be- 
cause they were without a medium, concerning which see tho 
foregoing chapter; but the corn which they received this time, 
signifies interior life, for now they were with Benjamin, who is 
the medium, and this is the subject treated of in this and the 
following chapter ; iieuce it is that the words, " We should have 
returned now these two times," signify spiritual life exterior and 
interior. That such is the signification of these words, will 
doubtless appear strange, especially to those who are unac- 
quainted with what is spiritual, for it appears as if returning 
these two times has nothing at all in common with the spiritual 
life which is signified ; nevertheless such is the internal sense of 
the words. If you are willing to believe it, the very interior 
thought of the man that is principled in good apprehends this,- 
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because such thought is in the internal sense, although the man 
himself, while in the body, is entin-lv ignorant nf it, lor tin: 
internal or spiritual sense, which is of the interior thought, falls, 
without bis knowing it, into material ami sensual ideas, which 
partake of time and space, and of such things as eiist in the 
world, and thus it does not appear that bis interior thought is of 
such a quality ; for his interior thought is of a quality like that 
of the angels, inasmuch as his spirit is associated with them. 
That the thought of tho man that is principled in good is 
according to tho internal Bense, may bo manifest from the con- 
sideration, that after death, when he cornea into heaven, he is 
instantly, without any information, in the internal sense, which 
would never be the case, unless he had been in that sense, as to 
interior thought, during his abode in the world ; the reason why 
he is in that sense is, because there is a correspondence between 
spiritual things and natural, of such a nature that even the 
smallest thing has its correspondence ; therefore, as the iuterior 
or rational mind of the man that is principled in good is in the 
spiritual world, and his exterior or natural mind in the natural 
world, it must needs be that each mind thinks, the interior mind 
spiritually, and the exterior naturally, and that what is spiritual 
fidls into what is natural, and they act in unity by correspon- 
dence. That the interior mind of man, the ideas of whoso 
thought are called intellectual, and are said to bo immaterial, 
does not thin]; from the expressions of any language, consequently 
not from natural forms, may be manifest to any one that can 
reflect concerning them ; for he can think in a moment what he 
can scarce utter in an hour, thus by means of universals, which 
comprehend in them very many particulars ; those ideas of 
thought are spiritual, and no other, while the Word is being 
read, than such as is the internal sense. Although man is 
ignorant of this, because, as we said, those spiritual ideas, by 
means of influx into what is natural, present natural ideas, and 
thus tho spiritual ideas do not appear, so much so that the man 
believes, unless be has been instructed, that there is nothing 
spiritual but what in quality is like what is natural ; yea, that he 
thinks in the spirit just as he speaks in tho body; in this manner 
the natural overshadows the spiritual. 

5615. Verses 11 — 14. And Israel their fatlier said unto 
them, If it must be so, do this ; take of the chanting of the land 
in your vessels, and cause to go down to the man a present, a 
tittle gum and a little honey, wax and myrrh, turpentine nuts and 
almonds. And take double silver in your hands ; and the silver 
which was brought back in the mouth of your mallets, ye shall 
carry back in your hand ; jieradventure it was a mislake. And 
take your brother, and arise, return to the man. And God 
Shaddai give you mercies tit-fore the man, and send you your 
other brother and Benjamin ; and I, as I have leen bereaved, I 
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shall be bereaved. And Israel their father said unto them, sig- 
nifies perception from spiritual good : If it must be so, da this, 
signifies if it canuot be done otherwise, let it be so done : take 
of the chanting of the land in your vessel*, signifies the more 
excellent tilings of the church in the truths of faith : and cause 
to go down to the man a present, signifies to obtain favor : a 
little gum and a little honey, signifies the truths of natural 
exterior good and its delight: wax and myrrh, signifies the 
truths of iutcrior natural gooil : turpentine nuts and almonds, 
signifies the goods of life corresponding to those truths : and 
take double silver in your hands, signifies truth received in 
powers ; and the silver which was brought back in the mouth of 
your wallets, ye shall carry back in your hand, signifies that by 
truth given gratis in the exterior natural, they should submit 
themselves as much as possible : peradventure it was a mistake, 
signifies lest he be adverse : and take your brother, signifies that 
thus they would have the good of faith : and arise, return lo the 
man, signifies life from spiritual truth : and God Shaddai, sig- 
nifies consolation after hardships: give you mercies before the 
man, signifies that spiritual truth may receive you graciously : 
and send you your other brother, signifies that he may give the 
good of faith : and Benjamin, signifies that he may also give 
interior truth : and I, as I have been bereaved, I shall be bereaved, 
signifies that the church, before those things are done, will be as 
if deprived of its truths. 

5fil6. Israel their father said to them. — This signifies per- 
ception from spiritual good, as appears (1.) from the signification 
of " saying " in the historical of the Word, as denoting per- 
ception ; and (2.) from the representation of " Israel," as 
denoting spiritual good, on which subjects ~<:c above, n. 5595 j 
he is called their father, because the truths which his sons repre- 
sent spring from that good as from a father. 

5617. If it must be so, do Mi*.— This signifies if it cannot 
be done otherwise, let it be so done, as may appear without ex- 
planation. 

5618. Take ye of the chanting of the land in your vessels. — 
This signifies the more excellent tilings of the church in the 
truths of faith, as may appear (1.) from the signification of 
" chanting," as denoting excellent things, of which we shall 
speak presently ; (2.) from the signification of " the land/' as 
denoting the church, sec above, n. 5577; aud (3.) from the 
sigiiinV/ition of " vessels," as denoting the truths of faith ; see 
n. 3068, 3079, 3316, 3318. The expression chanting is used, 
because in the original tongue it is derived from singing: hence 
" the chanting of the land " signifies productions chanted and 
commended, consequently in the internal sense things more 
excellent. 

5619. And cause to go down to Vie man a present. — This sig- 
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uifies to obtain favor, as appears from the signification of 
"offering a present lo the man," in the present case to Joseph, 
■who is called the lord of the land, as denoting to obtain favor. 
It was customary in the ancient representative church, and 
thence in the Jewish, to give something as a present to the 
judges, and afterwards to the kings and priests, when they were 
approached, and this was even commanded : the reason of this 
was, because the presents which they gave them represented 
such things appertaining to man, as ought to be offered to the 
Lord when he is appronched, which things arc what proceed 
from freedom, consequently from the man himself; for his free- 
dom is what is from the heart, and what is from the heart is 
from the will, and what ia from the will is from the affection 
which is of the love, and what is from the affection which is of 
the love is free, thus it is of the man him B elf, u. 1947, 2870— 
2893, 3158 ; from this principle man must give a present to the 
Lord when he is approached : it vrns this present which wii* re- 
presented, for kings represented tbc Lord as to the divine truth, 
n. 1672, 2015, liOf'il). ;iU(B, :jf STO, 4i581, Willi, 50 1 1- ; and priests 
as to the divine good, n. 1728, 2015, 3070. That those presents 
were initiations, may be seen, n. 42G2 ; and initiations are to 
obtain favor. 

5620. A Utile gum and a little honey. — This signifies the 
truths of exterior natural good and its delight, as appears from 
the Mollification of "gum," as denoting the truth of good, or 
truth derived from good ; see n. 4748. The reason why gum 
has this signification is, because it ranks among ointments, and 
also among aromatics: aromatics signify such things as are of 
truth derived from good, and especially when they are also 
ointments, and partake some what of oilmen, for oil signifies 
good, n. 886, 3728, -1582 ; that this gum was an aromatic, may 
be seen (Gen. xxxvii. 25), and ou this account also the same 
expression in the original tongue signifies balsam ; that it was 
an ointment, or thickly oily, is manifest: hence then it is, that 
gum signifies the troth of good which is in the natural, in the 
present case, in the exterior natural, because it is set in the 
first place, and is adjoined to honey, which ia delight there. 
The reason why honey denotes delight is, because it is awect, 
and everything sweet in the natural world corresponds to what 
is delightful and pleasant in the spiritual ; the reason why it is 
said the delight thereof, viz., the delight of truth derived from 
good in the exterior natural, is, because every truth, ond espe- 
cially every truth of good, h^s i!s ili li^ht, but a delight arising 
from the affection of good and truth, and from consequent use. 
That honey deiniu'- delijjhl, may be manifest also from other 
passages id the "Word, aa in Isaiah: "A virgin shall conceive 
and bring forth a son ; and she shall call bis name Immauuel 
(God with us). Uutter and honey shall he eat, that be may 
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know to refuse the evil, nnil choose the good," (vii. 14, 15,) 
sprahing of toe Lord: butter denotes tin: celestial, honey what 
is derived from the celestial. Again : " It shall come to pass, 
for the abundance of milk to be made, he shall eat butter; and 
butter and hone;/ shall every one eat that is left in the midst of 
the land," (vii. 22 ;) speak in;; of the Lord's kingdom, where milk 
denotes spiritual good, butter celestial good, nod honey what is 
thence derived, viz., what is happy, pleasant, and delightful. 
And in Ezekic) : " Thus wast tbou adorned with gold and silver ; 
and thy garments were fine linen, and silk, and necdlc-work ; 
fine flour, and honey, and oil didst thou cat ; whence thou be- 
catnest exceedingly beautiful, and didst prosper even to a 
kingdom : with tine floor, oil, and honey I fed thee, but thou 
^sivf'st. it before them for an odour of rest," (x*i. 13, 19,) speaking 
of Jerusalem, which means the spiritual church, the quality of 
which is described as it was among the ancients, and as it 
became afterwards : its being adorned with gold and silver de- 
notes with good and truth celestial and spiritual ; her garments 
of fine linen, silk, and needle-work, denote truths in the rational 
and in caeh natural ; fine flour denotes the spiritual, honey its 
pleasantness, and oil its good ; that by all these particulars 
arc described such things as relate to heaven, may be manifest 
to every one. Again : " Judah and the land of Israel were thy 
traders in wheat, minnith, and pannag, and honey, and oil, 
and balsam," (xxvii. 1 7,) . speaking of Tyre, which signifies the 
spiritual church, such as it was in the beginning, and such as 
it became afterwards, as to the knowledges of good and truth, 
n. 1201. Honey also denotes the pleasantness and delight 
derived from the affection of knowing and learning goods and 
truths celestial and spiritual. Thus in Moses : " lie maketh 
him to ride upon the high places of the earth, and feedetb him 
with the increase of the fields. He maketh him to suck honey 
out of the rock, and oil out of the flinty rock," (Deut. xxxii. 13 1) 
speaking also of the ancient spiritual church: to suck honey 
out of the rock denotes delight derived from scientific truths. 
And in David : " 1 feed them with the fat of wheat, aud satisfy 
them with honey out of the rock," (Psalm Ixxxi. 16,) where to 
satisfy them with honey out of the rock, denotes with delight 
from the truths of faith. So in Deuteronomy : " Jehovah 
bringeth thee to a good land, a land of rivers of water, of foun- 
tains, aud of depths, going forth from the valley, and from the 
mountain, a land of wheat and of barley, and of the vine, and 
of the fig-tree, and of the pomegranate, a land of oil, of olive, 
and of honey," (viit. 7, 8,) speaking of the land of Canaan, and 
in the internal sense, of the Lord's kingdom in the heavens; a 
land of olive, of oil, and of honey, denotes spiritual good and 
its pleasantness ; hence also the land of Canaan is called a 
land flowing with milk and honey (Numb. xiii. 27; xiv. 7, 
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8; Deut. sxvi. 9, 15; sxvii. 3; Jer. xi.5; Ezck. «. 6;) in 
those passages, in the internal sense, the land of Canaan means, 
as we said, .the Lord's kingdom; flowing with milk denotes 
the abundance of celestial spiritual tilings, and with honey de- 
notes the abundance of happinesses and delights thence derived. 
So in David: "The judgments of Jehovah are truth, they are 
just at the same time ; more to be desired than gold, and than 
much fine gold ; sweeter also than honey and lite dropping of the 
honeycombs," {Psalm xix. 9, 10;) the judgments of Jehovah 
denote the divine truth ; sweeter thau honey and the dropping 
of the honeycombs denotes the delights derived from good and 
the pleasantnesses derived from truth. Again : "Thy words are 
sweeter to my palate than honey to my mouth," (Psalm csix. 
103,) where the meaning is the same. The manna, which was 
for bread to the posterity of Jacob in the wilderness, is thua 
described in Moses: "The manna was like coriander seed, 
white, and the taste of it like a cake kneaded with honey," 
(Exod. xvi. 31 J because the manna signified trutb divine, which 
descends from the Lord through heaven, consequently the Lord 
himself as to the Divine Human, as ho teaches in John vi. 
61, 58 ; for it is the Lord's Divine Human from which comes 
all truth divine, yea, to which all truth divine has reference; 
and this being the case, the manna is described as to delight 
aud pleasantness by the taste, which was like that of a cake 
kneaded with honey : that the taste denotes the delight of good 
and the pleasantness of truth, see n. 3502. As John the 
Baptist represents the Lord as to the Word, which is the divine 
truth on earth, in like manner, as Elias, n. 2702, 5247, tlicrcfore 
he was the Elias who was to come before the Lord (Mai. iv. 5 ; 
Matt. xvii. 10—12; Mark is. 11 — 13; Luke i. 17); therefore 
his clothes and food were significative, of which it is thus written 
in Matthew: "John had his raiment of camel's hair, and a 
leathern girdle about his loins, and bis meat was locusts aud 
wild honey," (iii. 4 ; Mark i. G :) raiment of camel's hair signi- 
fies the Word, such as is its literal sense as to truth, which sense 
is a clothing for the internal sense, viz., that it is natural, for 
what is natural is signified by hair, arid also by camels ; and his 
meat being locusts and wild honey signifies the Word, such as 
is its literal sense as to good, the delight of which is sijjni lifd by 
wild honey. The delight of truth divine as to the external sense 
is also described by honey in Ezekiel : " He said to me, Son of 
man, feed thy belly, and fill thy bowels with this volume which 
I give thee ; and when I did cat it, it was in my mouth as honey 
for sweetness," (iii. 3.) And in John : " The angel said to me, 
Take the little book and eat it up ; and it will make thy belly- 
bitter, but in thy mouth it wilt be sweet as honey. Therefore I 
took the little hook out of the band of the angel, and cat it up, 
and it was in my mouth sweet us honey, but when I had eaten it, 
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my belly was made bitter. Then he said to mo, Thou must pro- 
phesy again upon peoples, and nations, and tongues, and many 
kings," (Rev. x. 9—11 :) the volume in Ezekiel, and the little 
book in the Apocalypse, denote the divine truth. That this in 
the external form appears delightful, is signified by the f^U- 
being sweet as honey ; for truth divine, like the Word, in the 
external form or in the literal sense, is delightful, because it 
suffers itself to be explained by interpretations in every one's 
favor ; but not so the internal sense, which is therefore signified 
by the bitter taste, for this sense discovers a man's interiors. 
The reason why the external sense is delightful is, as we said, 
because the things appertaining to that sense may be explained 
in every one's favor, they being only common truths, and such 
is the quality of common truths, before they are qualified by 
particulars, and these by singulars : it is also delightful, because 
it is natural, and the spiritual conceals itself deeply within; it 
must likewise be delightful, to the intent that man may receive 
it, that is, that he may be introduced, and not be deterred at the 
thrr.ihhold. The honeycomb and the broiled fish, which the 
Lord ate with the disciples after his resurrection, also signify the 
external sense of the Word, — the fish as to its troth, and the 
honeycomb as to its pleasantness ; concerning which it is thus 
written in Luke: "Jesus said, Have ye here any meat? And 
they gave him a piece of a broiled fish aud of a honeycomb : and 
be took it, and did cat before them," (xxiv. 41 — -13 ;) and since 
the above things arc signified, therefore the Lord said to them, 
" These are the words which I spake to you while I was yet with 
you, that all things must be fulfilled which arc written in the 
law of Moses, and in the prophets, and in the Psalms concerning 
me," (verse 44 of the same chapter.) It appears as if such things 
were not signified, because it seems to be of mere chance that 
they iiad a piece of a broiled fish and a honeycomb ; neverthe- 
less it was of providence, not only in this instance, but in the 
case of all the other circumstances recorded in the Word, as to 
the most minute particulars. As such things were signified, 
therefore the Lord declared that the things written in the Word 
relate to himself; there are, however, but few things written 
concerning the Lord in the Word of the Old Testament, in the 
Bcnse of the letter ; whereas, in the internal sense, they all relate 
to him, for hence the Word derives its holiness ; this is what is 
meant by the ahove passage : " That all things must be fulfilled 
which aro written in the law of Moses, and in the prophets, and 
in the Psalms concerning him." From these considerations it 
may now bo manifest, that honey signifies the delight which is 
derived from good and truth, or from the affection thereof, and 
that specifically it signifies external delight, thus the delight of 
the exterior natural. As this delight is of such a nature, that it 
comes from the world through the things of sense, therefore 
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the use of honey was forbidden in the DO cat-offerings, on which 
subject it is thus written in Leviticus: "No m cut -offering, 
which ye shall bring unto Jehovah, shall be made with leaven : 
for ye shall not bum any leaven, or any honey, in any offering 
made by lire unto Jehovah," (ii. 11,] whero honey denotes such 
external delight, which, since it contains in it somewhat derived 
from the love of the world, was also like leaven, on which account 
it was prohibited. What is meant by leaven and what is U-ivcncd, 
see n. 234.2. 

5G21. Wax and myrrh. — This signifies the truths of interior 
natural good, as appears (I.) from the signification of "wax," in 
this case aromatic wax, as denoting the truth of good, of which 
we shall speak presently ; and (2.) from the signification of 
" myrrh," as also denoting truth from good, see n. 4748. The 
reason why they appertain to the interior natural, is, because 
these aromatics are purer than gum and honey, and therefore 
are named in the second place, for such things arc enumerated 
in the Word according to order. In this passage wax does not 
mean common wax, but aromatic wax, which is like storax, and 
which wax is signified by the expression which is used in the 
original tongue, and the same expression also signifies an 
aromatic : hence it is evident why that aromatic wax signifies 
the truth of good; for all aromatics, as they have a sweet scent, 
in the internal sense signify truths which are grounded in good. 
This may be manifest from the consideration, that truths 
grounded in good are perceived in heaven as pleasantly as sweet- 
scented objects are in the world ; on which account also, when 
the perceptions of the angels arc turned into odors, which, of 
the Lord's good pleasure, is frequently the ease, on such occa- 
sions the senses are gratified as it were with fragrances arising 
from aromatics and flowers : hence frankincense and perfumes 
were made of such substances as had a grateful odor, and were 
applied to holy uses, and hence also, aromatics were mixed with 
the anointing oil. lie that is ignorant that the cause of such 
circumstances originates in perceptives in heaven, may be led 
to imagine that they were commanded fur no other reason than 
to render external worship grateful ; but in such case, they 
would not have had in them anything heavenly, or holy, conse- 
quently such circumstances of worship would not have had in 
them anything divine. Sec what has been shewn above on tins 
subject, viz., that frankincense and perfumes, and also the fra- 
grant substances in the anointing oil, were representative of 
spiritual and celestial things, u. 4748. That the spheres of faith 
and love arc turned into grateful odors, and that hence grateful 
aod sweet-scented, and also aromatic odors signify the truths of 
faith which arc grounded in the good of love, see n. 1514, 1517 
—1519, 4,628. 

5G22. Turpentine null and almonds.— This signifies the goods 
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of life corresponding to those truths, as appears (I.) from the 
signification of " turpentine nuts," na denoting the goods of life 
corresponding to the truths of exterior natural good, which are 
signified by gum, whereof wo shall speak presently ; and (2.) 
from the signification of "almonds," as denoting the goods of 
life corresponding to the truths of interior natural good, which 
arc signified by aromatic wax and myrrh. These nuts have such 
a Mollification, because they are fruits, and fruits in the Word 
signify works,— fruits of useful trees good works, or, what is the 
same tiling, goods of the life, for goods of the life as to use are 
good works. Turpentine nuts signify the goods of life corre- 
sponding to the truths of exterior natural good, because they 
arc of a leas noble tree, and exterior things are signified by 
such things as are leas noble : the reason of this is, because 
exterior things are more gross than interior things, for they are 
common things compounded of a very great number of interior 
things. But the reason why almonds signify the goods of life 
corresponding to the truths of interior natural good, is, because 
the almond is a more noble tree; in the spiritual sense the tree 
itself signifies the perception of interior truth which is from 
good, its flower interior truth which is from good, nnd its fruit 
the good of life thence' derived ; in this sense we read of the 
almond tree in Jeremiah: "The Word of Jehovah came unto 
me, saying, What scest thou, Jeremiah? and I said, I see a rod 
of an almond tree ; then said Jehovah to me, Thou bast done 
well in seeing, for I watch over my Word that I may do it," 
(i. 11, 12;) a rod denotes power, au almond tree denotes the 
perception of interior truth, and as it is here predicated of 
Jehovah, it denotes watching over it ; the Word denotes the 
truth. The almonds which blossomed from the rod of Aaron 
for the tribe of Levi, also signify the goods of charity or the 
goods of life, concerning which it is thus written in Moses : " It 
came to pass the following day, when Moses entered into the 
tent of the assembly, behold ! the rod of Aaron had blossomed 
for the tribe of Lovi, and had produced blossom, so that the 
blossom blossomed, and brought forth almonds," (Numb. xvii. 8 ;) 
this was a sign that that tribe was chosen for the priesthood, 
because it signifies charity, n. 3875, 3877, 4497, .1502, 4503, 
which is the csaential of the spiritual church. 

5G23. And lake double silver in your hands. — This signifies 
truth received in powers, as appears (1 .) from the signification of 
"silver," as denoting truth; see n. 1551, 2954; (2.) from the 
signification of " double," as denoting successively another ; see 
n. 1335, viz., the truth with which they had been gifted gratis, 
and with which they were again to be gifted; and (3.) from tbe 
signification of " hands," as denoting powers ; see n. 878, 3387, 
4931 — 4937, 5327, 5328. Truth in powers denotes in the 
faculties of receiving, thus according to the faculties; but the 
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faculties or powers of receiving truth are altogether according to 
good, for the Lord adjoins them to good ; for when the Lord 
flows in with good, ho also flows in with faculty ; hence troth 
received in powers is according to goods. That the faculties of 
receiving truth arc according to good, may he manifest from 
much experience in the other life : in that life those who arc in 
good, have not only the faculty of perceiving truth, but also of 
receiving it, yet according to the quantity and quality of the 
good in which they are; whereas those who are in evil, have not 
the faculty of receiving truth. This is a consequence of what is 
pleasurable and thence desirable : to those who are in good it is 
pleasurable to perfect good by truth, for good receives its quality 
from truths, on which account also they desire truths; but to 
those who are in evil, evil is pleasurable, and to confirm evil by 
falses, on which account also they desire falscs; and as they 
desire falses, they are averse from truths ; hence they have not 
the faculty of receiving truths, for they either reject, or suffocate, 
or pervert them, as soon as truths come to their ear, or iuto their 
thought. Moreover, every man who is of a sane mind, is in the 
faculty of receiving truths, but those who turn themselves to evil, 
extinguish that faculty, whereas those who turn themselves to 
good, elevate that faculty. 

6024. And the silver which was brought back in the mouth of 
your wallets, ye shall carry back in your hand.— This signifies 
that by truth given gratis in the exterior natural, they should 
submit themselves as much as possible, as appears (1.) from the 
signification of " the Bilver which was brought back," as de- 
noting truth given gratis ; sec n. 5530 ; (3.) from the significa- 
tion of " in the mouth of a wallet," as denoting in the cntranco 
of the exterior natural ; sec n. 519* ; and (3.) from the significa- 
tion of " in the band," as denoting in power ; see just above, n. 
5623, thus as much as possible : that they should submit them- 
selves by that truth, is signified by their carrying it back; for 
in the spiritual world, to carry back truth to the Lord from 
whom they have received it, is to submit themselves by it; but 
how they submitted themselves by it, is evident from their 
conversation with the man who was over Joseph's house (verse 
18—24.) 

5625. Peradvcnture it teas a mistake. — This signifies lest ho 
be adverse, as appears from the signification of a mistake, as 
denoting what is adverse ; for such a mistake is here meant, as 
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18;) moreover, sin signifies disjunction (ind aversion; see n. 
522'J, 5-j"i, so likewise a mistake, if there be sin in it, but in a 
less degree ; on which account it is said, lest he be adverse. 

13620. And take your brother. — This signifies that thus they 
would have the good of faith, as appears from the representation 
of " Simeon," who is here the brother whom tbcv should take, 
as denoting faith in the will; see n. 380IJ— ;M72, 4-137, 4502, 
4503, 54#2 ; thus the good of faith ; for the truth of faith, when 
it passes into the will, becomes the good of faith; for in such 
case the truth passes into the man's life, and when it is there, it 
is viewed not as what is to be knowu, but as what is to be done, 
in consequence of which it changes its essence, and becomes 
actual truth ; hence it is no longer called truth, but good. 

5627. And arise, return to the man.— This signifies lire 
derived from spiritual truth, as appears (1.) from the significa- 
tion of " arise," as denoting elevation to interior things, con- 
sequently to spiritual things; see n. 2401, 2785, 2912, 2927, 
3171,4103, 4881; (2.) from the signification of "return," as 
denoting life thence derived ; sec above, n. 5014; and (3.) from 
the representation of " Joseph," when he is called " the man," 
as denoting spiritual truth ; see n. 5584-. 

5628. And God Shaddai.— 1\m signifies consolation after 
hardships, as appears from the signification of " Shaddai," as 
denoting temptation, and after temptation consolation; sec 
□ . 1992, 4572 ; in the present case, therefore, consolation after 
the hardships they hud suffered in Egypt : that it denotes conso- 
lation after hardships, is evident also from the words which 
immediately follow, — " Give you mercies before the man." The 
reason why Shaddai signifies temptatioo, and after temptation 
consolation, is, because the ancients designated the One Only 
God by various names, according to the various things which are 
from him; and as they believed also that temptations are from 
him, they called God on this occasion Shaddai, yet by this name 

_ they did" not mean another god, but the One Only God as to 
temptations. When, however, the ancient church declined, 
they began to worship as many gods as there were names of the 
One Only God, and they also of themselves added several more 
to them : this custom was at length so prevalent, that every 
family bad its own god, which they altogether distinguished 
from the rest that were worshipped by other families. The 
familv of Terah, from which Abraham came, worshipped Shaddai 
for its God; see n. 1350, 1992, 2559, 3007; hence not only 
Abraham, but also Jacob, acknowledged him as their God, and 
also in the land of Canaan : this, however, was permitted them, 
lest they should be forced from their religious principle; for no 
one is forced from what he regards as holy : but as the ancients 
by Shaddai understood Jehovah himself, or the Lord, who was 
so named when they underwent temptations, therefore, Jehovah 
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or the Lord took this name in appearing to Abraham (Genesis, 
chap. xvii. ],) and also hi appearing to Jacob (Genesis, chap, 
xxxv. 11.) The reason why Shaddai signifies not only tempta- 
tion, hut also consolation, is, because all spiritual temptations 
arc succeeded by consolation, as I have been given to know from 
experience in the other life ; for when any one in that life 
suffers hardships from evil spirits, by infestations, excitations 
to evils, and ]«rsuasions to f:il-es, no sooner are the evil spirits 
removed, than he is received by the annuls, and is brought iuto 
a state of comfort by delight agreeably to his genius and temper. 

5629. Give you mercies before the man.— This signifies 'that 
spiritual truth may receive yon irradoiiily, appears (1.) from 
the signification of " to give mercies," as denoting to receive 
graciously ; and (2.) from the representation of " Joseph," when 
he is called the man, as denoting spiritual truth, as above n. 
5027. 

5G30. And send you your other brother. — This signifies that 
he may give the good of faith, as appears from the representa- 
tion of " Simeon," who in this case is the other brother, as 
denoting the good of faith, as above, n. 5G2fi. The reason why 
sending denotes giving is, because sending is spoken of as 
applied to the person, but giving as applied to the thing which 
is Minified bv the person. 

0631. And Benjamin.— This signifies that he may also give 
interior truth, as appears from the representation of " Benjamin," 
as denoting interior truth ; see above, n. 5600. 

5632. And I, as I have bean bereaved, I shall be bereaved.— 
This signifies that the church, before those things arc done, will 
be deprived of its truths, as appears (1.) from the representation 
of " Israel," who says this of himself, as denoting the church ; 
sec n. 3305, 4-286 ; and (2.) from the signification of " to be 
bereaved," as denoting to be deprived of the truths of the 
church ; see n. 6536. That this must be the case before those 
things arc done, is evident ; for if there be not the good of faith, 
which is represented by Simeon, n. 5630, and if there be not in- 
terior truth, which is the medium represented by Benjamin, 
there is not any truth of the church, except such truth as is only 
in the mouth, anil not in the heart. 

5633. Verses 15—17. And the men took this present ; and 
they took double silver in their hand, and Benjamin ; and they 
arose, and went down to Egypt ; and they stood be/ore Joseph. 
And Joseph saw Benjamin with them ; and he said to him that 
was over his house, Bring the men home, and slaying slay, and pre- 
pare; for the men shall eat with me at noon. And the man did 
as Joseph said; and the man brought the men to Joseph's house. 
And the men took the present, signifies that they had truths with 
them where by they uii^ht obtain grace: and they took double 
silver in their hand, signifies truth also received in power : and 
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Benjamin, signifies and also a medium : and they arose and went 
down to Egypt, signifies elevation to procure life to themselves 
from the interiors of scicntifics ; and ihey stood before Joseph, 
signifies the presence of the celestial of tlie spiritual therein : 
and Joseph saw Benjamin with them, signifies the apperception of 
tin; spiritual medium appertaining to truths, by the celestial of 
the spiritual : and he said lo him that was over his house, signifies 
to that which is of the external church : bring the men home, sig- 
nifies that the truths in the natural should be introduced there : 
and slaying slay, and prepare, signifies by the goods of the 
exterior natural : for the men shall eat with me at noon, signifies 
that they will be conjoined when there is a medium: and the 
man did as Joseph said, signifies carrying it into effect : and the 
man brought the men into Joseph's house, signifies the first 
introduction into the good which is from the celestial of the 
spiritual. 

5G34. And the men took this present. — This signifies that 
they had truths with them whereby they might obtain grace, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of "the men," as denoting 
truths; see n. 8184; and (2.) from the signification of "the 
present," which was given on approaching kings and priests, as 
denoting to obtain grace ; sec n. 5619. 

□635. And they look double silver in their hand. — This sig- 
nifies truth also received in power, as appears from what was 
said above, n. 13623, where the same words occur. See also in 
that number what is meant by truth received in power. 

5G3G. And Benjamin. — This signifies and also a medium, as 
appears from the representation of " llenjamin," as denoting a 
medium ; see n. 5411, 5413, 544-3. 

5637. And they arose and went down lo Egypt- — Thia sig- 
nifies elevation to procure themselves life from the interiors of 
scicntifics, as appears (I.) from the signification of "arising," as 
denoting elevation to the things of spirilual lilir ; sec u. 2101, 
2785, 2912, 2927, 3171, 4103, 4881 ; (2.) from the signification 
of "to go down," as denoting to procure themselves life; for 
going down in this passage has the same signification as in the 
passage above, where are these words, — " Send the boy with me, 
and wo will arise, and go ; and wc will live, and not die" (verse 
8), which signifies spiritual life according to degrees, concern- 
ing which degrees see n. 5605 ; and (3.) from the significa- 
tion of "Egypt," as denoting scicntifics; see n. 1161, 1165, 
1186, 1462, 4749, 4964, 4966; in the present case the interiors 
of scicntifics, because in those interiors is the celestial of the 
spiritual, which is represented by Joseph ; therefore it is pre- 
sently said, — " And they stooii before Joseph." The interiors 
of scientifics are those things which are spiritual in the natural 
[principle], and spiritual things are therein, when the scientifics 
therein are illustrated by the light of heaven ; and they are

illustrated by the light of heaven, when a man has faith in the 
doctrinals which are from the Word, and he has faith when he 
is in the good of charity ; fur in Midi i'm-e truths, and tlici-Hiy 
suii'titifius, arc illustrated by the good of charity, aa by a flame, 
and hence have their spiritual light. Hence it may be manifest 
what ia meant by the interiors of scion ti ties. 

5638. And they stood before Joseph. — This signifies the pre- 
sence of the celestial of the spiritual therein, as appears (1.) from 
the signification of "standi])}; before" any one, as denoting 
presence ; and (2.) from the representation of " Joseph," ns de- 
noting the celestial of the spiritual, of which frequent mention 
has been made above. That the celestial of the spiritual was 
present in each natural, was represented by Joseph's being made 
lord over all Egypt : this is what is meant by the presence of the 
celestial of the spiritual in theintcriora of scientific, fnr seii-ntifies 
are in the natural ; see u. 5316, 532-1, 5326—5328, 5333, 5337, 
5373. The truths which are represented by the ten sons of 
Jacob, are the truths in the natural. 

5639. And Joseph saw Benjamin with them. — This signifies 
the apperception of the spiritual medium appertaining to truths, 
by the celestial of the spiritual, as appears (1.) from the signifi- 
cation of "to sec," as denoting to understand and apporeeive ; 
see n. 2150, 3H07, 3761, -1567, 4723, 6400 ; (2.) from the repre- 
sentation of " the ten sons of Jacob," who arc meant by with 
them, or with whom Joseph saw Benjamin, as denoting truths ia 
the natural, acc n. 54.03, 5410, 5-4->7, 5-158, 5512; and (3.) from 
the representation of "Benjamin," as denoting a medium; sec 
n. 5411, 6413, 5443. The reason why it is here called a spiritual 
medium is, because the truths, which arc represented by the ten 
sous of Jacob, were now about to lie conjoined with truth from 
the Divine, which is Joseph, and this conjunction is effected only 
by a spiritual medium ; therefore, when that medium was appcr- 
ccived, it immediately follows, that — " Joseph said to the man 
that was over his house, Bring the men home, and slaying shy, 
and prepare; for the men shall eat with me at noon;" which 
signifies that they should be introduced and conjoined because 
they were with a medium. What the spiritual is in respect 
to the natural, it may be expedient further to explain in a few 
words, because the generality of Christians are so ignorant 
of what is meant by the spiritual, that when they bear the ex- 
pression, they hesitate, and say to themselves, that no one knows 
what the spiritual means. The spiritual appertaining to a man is, 
in its essence the very affection of good and truth for the sake of 
good and truth, and not for the sake of self, also the affection of 
what is just and equitable for the sake of what is just and 
equitable, and not for the sake of self; when a man is sensible in 
himself of what is delightful and pleasant, and especially if he 
tbence derive satisfaction and blessedness, this with him is 
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spiritual, which does not arise from the natural world, but from 
the spiritual, or from heaven, that is, through heaven from the 
Lord. This then is the spiritual, which, when it has the domi- 
nion with a man, affects and as it were gives a tincture to every 
thing which he thinks, which he wills, and which he does, and 
causes that his thoughts and voluntary acts, partake of what is 
spiritual, until they also at length bi'ciniu; j-piritual with him, 
when he passes out of the natural world into the spiritual. In 
a word, the affection of charity and faith, that is, of good and 
truth, with the delight and pleasantness, and especially the 
satisfaction and blessedness thence ikmcd, winch man interiorly 
feels, and which constitute him a truly Christian man, is the 
spiritual. The reason why the generality of Christians are 
ignorant of what is meant by the spiritual is, because they make 
faith and uot charity the essential of the church ; hence, as the 
few that arc solicitous about faith, think little, if anything, con- 
cerning charity, aud know little, if anything, what charity is, 
they have no knowledge or perception of the affection which is 
of charity; and he that is not in the affection of charity, can 
never know what is spiritual; especially at this day, when 
scarcely any one has charity, because it is the last time of the 
church. But it is to be noted, that the spiritual, in the general 
sense, signifies the affection both of good and of truth, whence 
heaven is called the spiritual world, and the internal sense of the 
Word the spiritual sense ; but specifically what is of the affection" 
of good is called celestial, and what is of the affection of truth is 
called spiritual. 

6640. And he said to him that was over his house.— This sig- 
nifies to that which is of the external church, as appears from 
the representation of " him that is over the house," as denoting 
the external church, when " he that is in the house" denotes the 
internal church ; see n. 1795 ; aud as, in the internal sciv-c, the 
person is not regarded, but the thing ; see n. 5225, 52H7, 54-'S 1, 
therefore, " him that was over the house," signifies that which is 
of the external church. 

6641 . Bring the men home.— This signifies that the truths in 
the natural should be introduced there, as appears from the sig- 
Jiilication of " the sons of Jacob," as denoting the truths of the 
church in the natural ; see n. 5-103, 5413, .1427, 5458, 5512 ; 
that they should be introduced there, is signified by "Bring 
them home." 

5642. And slaying slay, and prepare.— -This signifies by the 
goods of the exterior natural, as appeal s from the signification, 
of " slaying," aa involving that which was slain, viz., au ox, ft 
cow, a goat, or other cattle, thus denoting the goods of the 
natural : that an ox and a cow denote the goods of the natural ; 
sec n. 2180, 25ti6, 2781, 2830, in the present case the goods of 
the exterior natural, because by them they were now first in* 
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traduced to coi ij unction ; for " He brought the men to Joseph's 
house," si<niiiics ihe lir-t introduction into the good which is 
from the celestial of the spiritual, as may he seen below, n. 
561-5 ; as a cow tmd an ox signify the goods of the natural, 
every operation respecting them also signifies that good, for the 
one involves the other. 

56-13. For the men shall eat with me at noon.— This signifies 
that they will he conjoined when there is a medium, as appears 
from the signification of " to eat with," as denoting to ho com- 
municated, to be conjoined, and to be appropriated ; sec n.3187, 
2343, 31G8, 3513, 3536, 3832 ; and as they were with the spi- 
ritual medium, which is Uenjaniin, n. 5633, it is said, "at 
noon," for noon signifies a state of light, thus a spiritual state, 
which is by a medium, n. 1158, 3708. 

5644. And the man did as Josqih said. — This signifies carry- 
ing it into elfcct, as appears without explanation. 

5615. And the man brought the men to Joseph's house. — This 
signifies the first introduction into the good which is from the 
celestial of tlie spiritual, as appears (1.) from the signification 
of "bringing," as denoting introduction, as above, n. 5611; 
(3.) from the signification of " the sous of Jacob," as denoting 
the truths of the church in the natural ; see n. 5403, 5119, 
."> 1-7, L'H, ;"j ; (3.) from the signification of " a house," as 
denoting good ; sec n. 31152, 3720, 41)82, hence also a house 
denotes the church, u. 8720, for the church is the church from 
good ; and (-1.) from the representation of " Joseph," as denot- 
ing the celestial of the spiritual, of which freuuent mention has 
been made above : from which considerations it is evident that 
"The man brought the men to Joseph's house," signifies that 
the truths in the natural were introduced into the good which 
is from the celestial of the spiritual. The reason why it sig- 
nifies the first introduction, is, because they now only ate with 
Joseph, and did not know him ; this signifies common conjunc- 
tion, which is the first introduction, fur at that time truth from 
the Divine flows in by a common way, and is not known ; but 
when the in-flowing truth is appereeUed, there is another con- 
junction, which is signified by Joseph's making himself known 
to his brethren (see chap. slv.). 

5G46. Verses 18 — 23. And the men were afraid at being 
brought to Joseph's house ; and they said, For the word of the 
silver that was brought back in our wallets in the beginning are 
wc brought ; that he may roll down upon us, and cast himself 
upon us, and take us for servants, and our asses. And they came 
to the man that was over Joseph's house, and spake to him at the 
door of the house. And they said, Upon me, my lord, coming 
down we came down in Ihe beginning to buy food. And it came 
to pass, when we were conic to the inn, and had opened our 
wallets, behold I every one's silver was in the mouth of his wallet, 
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our silver in Us weight, and we have brought it back in our hand. 
And other silver we cause to come down in our hand to buy food ; 
we know not who put our silver in our wallets. And he said, 
Peace be to you ;fear not ,- your God, and the God of your father, 
hath given yon a hidden gift in your wallets ; your silver came to 
me .- and he brought Simeon out to them. And the men were 
afraid, signifies o drawing back: at being brought to Joseph's 
house, signifies at the truths which are of the natural being 
adjoined and subjected to the internal: and they said, For the 
word of the silver that was brought back in our wallets in the 
beginning are ice brought ', signifies because truth in the u.vterinr 
natural appears to be given gratis, that therefore titer were sub- 
ji'Clei! ; that he nuii) roll down apon us, and cast himself upon us, 
Minifies Hint on this account they were reduced under absolute 
power: and take us for servants and our asses, signifies so that 
whatever is in each natural is of no account : and they came to 
the man that was over Joseph's house, signifies the doctrinals of 
the church : and spake to him at the door of the house, si;:iiiiu's 
consultation from doctrinals concerning introduction : and they 
said. Upon wc, my lord, signifies bearing witness : coming down 
ve rami- d:im in the hri/'hiia .■■■</ !o buy food, signifies the mind of 
procuring good for truths: and it came to pass when we were 
come to the inn, and had u/u-iird our wiltr/n, i^irniiies introspec- 
tion into the exterior natural : behold .' every one's silver was in 
the mouth of his wallet, signifies that it was clearly seen, that 
truths were given as it were gratis : our silver in its weight, 
signifies truths according to the state of each: and we have 
brought it back in our hand, signifies that the things which were 
given gratis arc submitted as much as possible : and other silver 
we cause to come down in our hand to buy food, signifies that 
there is an intention by means of truth to procure good else- 
where : we know not who put our silver in our wallets, signifies 
non-belief grounded in ignorance of the source of truth in the 
exterior natural : and he said, Peace be to you ; fear not ; sig- 
nifies that it is well ; let them not despair : your God, and the 
God of your father, signifies the Lord's Divine Human : hath 
given you a hidden gift in your wallets, signifies that it was from 
Him without any prudence of theirs: your silver came to me, 
signifies that it will seem like truth procured by them : and he 
brought Simeon out to them, siguifies that he adjoined the will to 
truths. 

5G47. And the men were afraid. — This signifies a drawing 
back, as appears from the signification of " being nlVaid, 1 ' here 
denoting a drawing back, via., from conjunction with the internal, 
Pear arises from various causes, as from perils respecting life, 
the loss of gain, and also of honor and reputation ; there is a 
fear likewise of being brought into slavery, and thereby of 
losing liberty, and with liberty the delight of life : this is the 
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subject treated of in what follows, for they were afraid lest they 
should be adjoined to the internal, and should thereby lose their 
proprium, and with proprium their libcrtv, and with liberty the 
delight of life, for the latter depends on liberty ; hence " the men 
were afraid," signifies a drawing back, viz., li st they should be 
adjoined. It may here bo expedient previously to explain in a 
few words, how the case is with the above conjunction, viz., 
with the conjunction of the external or natural man with the 
internal or spiritual : the external or natural man from the first 
period oflife has the dominion, and docs not know that there 
is an internal or spiritual man ; therefore when a man is re- 
formed, and begins to become spiritual or internal from being 
natural or externa), in such case the natural [principle] at first 
rebels ; for he is taught that the natural man ought to be sub- 
dued, that is, that all his concupiscences ought to be extirpated, 
together with the things which confirm them ; hence, wheu the 
natural man is left to himself, he thinks that hereby he will 
totally perish, for lie knows no other than that what is natural is 
everything, and is in utter ignorance of the immense and in- 
effable things contained in what is spiritual ; and when the 
natural man thinks thus, ho draws back, and is not willing to 
be subjected to the spiritual ; this is what is here signified by 
fear. 

5648. At being brought to Joseph's house — This signifies at 
the truths which are of the natural being adjoined mid suljcetr-d 
to the internal, as appears from the signification of "being 
brought to Joseph's house," as denoting to be conjoined and 
subjected to the internal, for Joseph represents the internal, 
because truth from the Divine, nr the celestial of the spiritual ; 
see n. 5307, r,:i!31, ZW>, r,l\7, r,.|(i!>; and a bouse signifies both 
a man's internal and bis external, n. 312S, 3ii38, 11)73, 7.0.33, 
in the present case the internal, because it is said Joseph's 
house; and being brought, viz., to the internal, signifies to be 
adjoined, anil as it signifies adjunction, it also signifies subjec- 
tion ; the reason of this is, because when the natural is adjoined 
to the internal, it is then subjected thereto, for the dominion 
which the natural man previously enjoyed is now transferred 
to the spiritual; concerning which dominion, by the divine 
mercy of the Lord, more will be said in what follows. It may 
be expedient here briefly to shew how the case is with the in- 
ternal sense. The internal sense of the Word is principally for 
the use of those who arc in the other life ; they, when they are 
attendant cm a man who is reading the AVord, perceive it ac- 
cording to the internal sense, but not according to the external 
sense; for they understand no human expressions, but only 
the sense of the expressions, and this not according to a man's 
natural thoughts, but according to bis spiritual thoughts: into 
this spiritual sense the natural sense, which appertains to the 
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man, is instantly changed, comparatively as the language of a 
speaker is suddenly turned into tbc language of the hearer, 
though it be n different one ; thus the sense of human natural 
thought is changed into spiritual, for spiritual language or 
speech is proper to the angels, but natural is proper to men. 
The reason why the change as it were of one language into 
another is so sudden is, because there is a correspondence of 
all things in the natural world with those which are in the spi- 
ritual world. Now as the internal sense of the Word is princi- 
pally for the use of those who are in the spiritual world, there- 
fore such things arc here related in the internal sense, as are for 
their use, and as they find pleasant and delightful ; hut the more 
interior such things are, so much the more remote are they 
from the apprehension of men, to whom the things of the world 
and the body are alone pleasant and delightful, and when this is 
the case, the spiritual things of tbc internal sense arc accounted 
vile, and are also loathed. Let every one examine himself 
whether the things contained in the internal sense, in what now 
follows, and which are such as cause the greatest delight to the 
angelic societies, arc nauseous and loathsome to him: hence 
also it may he evident to every reflecting person, what is the 
difference between the delights of men and tiiose of the angels, 
also in what things the angels make wisdom consist, and in 
what men make it consist, via., that, the angels make it consist 
in such things as men account vile and hold in aversion, and 
that men make wisdom consist in .Mich things as the angels are 
unconcerned about, and many in such things as the angels reject 
and shun. 

5619. And they said. For the word of the silver that teas 
brought back in our wallets are we brought. — This signifies be- 
cause truth in the exterior natural appears to he given gratis, 
that, therefore, they were subjected, as appears (1.) from the 
pignification of " the silver that was brought back," as denoting 
truth given gratis (sec n. 5530, 5621): (2.) from the significa- 
tion of "o wallet," as denoting the entrance of the exterior 
natural (see n. 5497); and (3.) from the signification of "to be 
brought," as denoting to be adjoined and subjected ; sec just 
above, n. 6648. The case herein is this : as they perceived that 
scientific truths in the exterior natural were given gratis, and 
on that account were allured to conjoin themselves to the in- 
ternal, and thereby were subjected thereto, hence, as we said 
just above, thev were deprived of their liberty, and thereby of 
all the delight of life. That this is the case, viz., that it is 
perceivable that scientific truths were given gratis, either in 
the exterior or interior natural, is altogether unknown to man ; 
the reason being because he is in no such perception, for he 
does not at all know what is given him gratis, still less what is 
stored up in the exterior natural, and what in the interior ; a 
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common cause of his wauling this perception in, because worldly 
and terrestrial things engage his heart, but not celestial and 
spiritual things, and because on this account he does not believe 
in any influx through heaven from the Lord, so also he does 
not believe that anything is freely given to liitn ; when never- 
theless all the truth which he concludes rationally from scien- 
tifics, and which he supposes to be from his own ability, is such 
as is given him ; still less can he perceive whether it be stored 
up in the exterior natural, or in the interior, because lie is 
ignorant that the natural is twofold, viz., the exterior which is 
near to the external senses, and the interior which is remote 
from those snipes, and turns itself to the rational. Since man 
is ignorant of these subjects, it is impossible he can have any 
perception respecting them, for the knowledge of a tiling must 
precede the perception of it ; but the angelic societies know 
and perceive these things distinctly mid clearly, not only what 
is given tbcru gratis, hut also where it is, as may lie manifest 
from the following experience. When any spirit, who is prin- 
cipled in good, and is thence in the faculty, comes into an 
angelic society, he comes at the same time into all the know- 
ledge stud intelligence, appertaining to the society, which know- 
ledge stud intelligence he had not possessed before, and in Ibis 
case he knows no other than that he had the knowledge anil in- 
telligence before, and that it was from himself; but when he 
reflects, he apperceives that it is given him gratis from the Lord 
through that angelic society ; and he also knows from the 
angelic soeicty where he is, whether it be in the exterior or in 
the interior natural ; for there sire angelic societies which arc in 
the exterior natural, and others which are in the interior; hut 
the natural appertaining to them is not like that appertaining to 
men, but is natural spiritual, being made spiritual in conse- 
quence of being conjoined and subject to what is spiritual, 
l-'rom these considerations it may be manifest, that the things 
which arc here related in the interna! sense, actually bo exist 
in the other life, viz., that there they apperceive what is given 
them gratis, also where it is stored up, although men nt this 
day know nothing of such things ; but in ancient times, such, 
things were known to the men of the church, being taught 
them by their scientifies, and likewise by their doctrinals, for 
they were interior men; whereas since those times men have 
successively become exterior, so much so that at tlio preseut 
day they are immersed in the body, thus in what is most ex- 
ternal; a proof of this is, that they do not even know what is 
spiritual, and what is internal, neither do they believe in the 
existence of such principles; yea, to such an extreme in the 
corporeal principle have tbov departed from things interior, that 
they do not even believe that there is a life after death, or that 
there is a heaven or a hell; yea, in consequence of their re-

ceding from interior tilings to such an extreme., they have be- 
come so stupid in spiritual things, as to believe the life of meu 
to be like that of beasts, and of course that men will die in 
like manner; and what is wonderful, this is the belief of the 
learned more than of the simple, ami him that believes other- 
wise they regard as a simpleton. 

5650. That he may roll down upon us, and cast himself upon 
us. — Tiiis signifies, that ou that account they were reduced under 
absolute power, as appears (1.) from the signification of "to roll 
down upou any ooe," as denoting to represent him as in fault ; 
and (2.) from the signification of "to cast himself upon any 
one," as denoting to reduce him under power, in this case 
absolute power, for it follows, "To take us for servants, and our 
assca." The case herein is this ; before the natural man is con- 
joined to the spiritual, or the external man to the internal, it is 
left to him to think, whether he is willing that the concupiaccnces 
arising from the love of self and the world, and the considcra- 
tions by which he had defended them, should be abolished, and 
the spiritual or internal man be vested with dominion ;— it is 
left to him to think thus, to the intent that he may frcclv choose 
what he pleases. When the natural man without the spiritual 
thinks ou this, he instantly rejects it, for he loves his con- 



;y, and that 
.ugh heaven, 



think and will what is good, and thus can come into heaven, 
which he could not do if the natural were to have rule : and 
when he thinks that all the angels in the universal heaven are 
of this character, and that hence they are in ineffable joy, he 
then enters into combat with the natural man, and at length is 
willing that it should be made subordinate to the spiritual. Tn 
this state the man is placed that is to be regenerated, to the 
intent that he may freely turn whither he will, and so far as he 
freely turns in the above direction, so far he ia regenerated. 
These are the things which are here treated of in the internal 

5651. And take us for servants and our asses, — This signifies 
insomuch that whatever is in each natural is of no account, as 
appears (1 .) from the representation of " the ten sons of Jacob," 
who speak these tilings of themselves, as denoting truths in tbo 
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natural; sec n. 5403, 5119, 5127, 5158, 5512; (2.) from the 
signification of " servants," as denoting light things, n. 2511, 
25G7, in the present cane tilings of no account, of which we 
shall apeak presently; and ;3.) from tbe signification of "asses," 
as i.L-iotin^ tlifisc thing* that arc in •.he natural, «hieh arc scicn- 
tifies; see n, G492; in the present rase in the eslcriur natural, 
because the troths which fire signified by the sons of Jacob, arc 
iu the interior nnturul. With this circumstance, that whatever 
is in each natural principle is of no account, the case is as 
follows: — to tbe intent that a man may become spiritual, it is 
necessary that his natural should become of no account, that is, 
slio;iiil be deprived uf M-if- ability . fiir the r.mur il from iufanry 
has imbibed nothing bi.t ulmt originate? in the Lists of self and 
of the world ; thus in things contrary to chanty : the effect of 
these evils is, that good cannot Bow id through the internal man 
from the Lord, for whatever flows in is turned in the natural 
into evil, the natural being the plane in which the influx termi- 
nates; therefore unless the natural, that is, the evil and the 
false, which had formed the natural, become of no account, 
good from the Lord through heaven, cannot at all flow in, it 
having no abiding place, but being dissipated, since it cannot 
dwell in what is evil and false ; hence it is that the internal is 
so far closed, as the natural is not reduced to nothing. This is 
also known in the church from the doctrinal tenet "hick tethes, 
that the old man must be put off, in order that the new man 
may be put on. Regeneration entirely consists in the subjuga- 
tion of the natural, and the exaltation of the spiritual to do- 
minion; and tbe natural becomes subdued when it is reduced to 
curnisjiomleiiee. When tin: natural is reduced to correspond- 
ence, it no longer reacts, lint acts as it is Commanded, and obeys 
the dictates of the spiritual, in nearly tbe fame manner as the 
acts of tbe body obey the dictates of the will, and as tbe speech 
with the countenance is according to the infill* of tbe thought. 
Hence it is evident that the natural ought altogether to become 
as nothing in respect to the will, in order that a man may be- 
come spiritual. But it is to be noted, that tbe old natural, being 
formed of evils and falscs, must become as nothing, and when it 
becomes as nothing, tbe man is gifted with a new natural, which 
is called the spiritual- natural, — spiritual from the circumstance, 
that the spiritual is what acts by its means, and manifests itself 
by it, us the cause by the effect ; and it is well known that the 
cause is the all of the effect: hence the new natural, as to 
thinking, willing, and producing effect, is merely a representa- 
tive of the spiritual. When this is the case, the man receives 
good from the Lord, and when he receives good, be is gifted 
with truths, and when be is gifted with truths, he is perfected 
in intelligence and wisdom, and when lie is perfected in intelli- 
gence and wisdom, he is blessed with happiness to eternity.

5fi52. And they came to the man that was over Joseph's 
house. — This signifies the doctrinals of the church, as appears 
from the sign ili cat ion of "the man that was over Joseph's 
boose," as ileiKitiiii: that which is of the external church; see 
above, n. 56 10, thus what is doctrinal, for this is of the church ; 
besides a man signifies truth, thus what is doctrinal, n. 313 1, 
and a house the church, n. 1705 ; and as Joseph is the internal, 
u. 5460, Joseph's house is the internal church; what is doc- 
ministering. 

5653. And spake to him [at] the door of the house.— This 
signifies consultation from doctrinals concerning introduction, 
as appears (1.) from the Mg:iili(\it:nti of "speaking to him," 



tongue it ia not said "at the door of the house," but "the door 
of the house." 

5654. And they said, Upon me, my lord. — This signifies 
bearing witness as appears from the formula itself, as being a 
formula of witnessing, viz., that they were about to speak the 
truth concerning the silver which was found in the mouth of 
every one's wallet. 

5655. Coming down we came dawn in the beginning to buy 
food.— This signifies the mind of procuring good for truths, 
as appears from the signification of "coming down," as denot- 
ing the mind or intention ; for he that comes down, or betakes 
himself anywhere, does it with an intention, in the present case 
to procure good for truths, which is signified by buying food; 
for to buy signifies to procure and appropriate : see n. 4307, 
5:174, 5-IUG, nil-!-, 5136, and food signifies the good of truth, n. 
53-10, r>-i-[~l, in the present case good for the truths which are 

ented by the sons of Jacob, who say these things of them- 
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5656. And it came to pass, when we were come to the inn, 
and had opened our ma/lets. — This signifies introspection into 
the exterior natural, as appears (1.) from the signification of "an 
inn," as denoting the exterior natural in general ; see n. 5495 ; 
(2.) from the signification of "opening," as denoting introspec- 
tion, for he that opens, does so for the sake of introspection ; 
and (3.) from the signification of " a wallet," as denoting speci- 
fically the exterior natural ; see n. 5407. 

5657. Behold .' every one's silver was in the mouth of his 
wallet. — This signifies that it was clearly seen that truths were 
given as it were gratis, as appears from the signification of 
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" every one's silver in his sack," aa denoting truths given gratis ; 
sec n. 5530, 5624, in like manner "everyone's silver in the 
mouth of bis wallet," with this difference, that the latter signifies 
that the truths which were given gratis, were stored up in the 
entrance of the exterior natural ; for the mouth of the wallet 
signifies the entrance of the citcrior natural, a. 5 107. The rea- 
son why it is here signified as it were given gratis, is, because 
they arc in a state of doubt whether they are willing to be con- 
joined to the internal, and to become as nothing ; and when any 
one is in a state of doubt, he entertains also doubtful sentiments 
concerning confirmatory truths. 

0C58. Oar silver in its weight. — This signifies truths accord- 
ing to the state of each, as appears (1.) from the signification of 
" silver," as denoting truth ; see n. 1551, 295* ; and (2.) from 
the signification of " a weight," as denoting the state of a thing 
in respect to good ; see n. 3104 ; thus truths according to the 
state of each denotes according to the good which they are 
capable of receiving. Weights and measures arc frequently 
mentioned in the Word ; in the internal sense however they do 
not signify weights and measures, but weights signify the states 
of a thing as to good, and measures the states of a thing as to 
truth ; so also gravity and extension, — gravity in the natural 
world corresponding to good in the spiritual world, and exten- 
sion to truth. The reason of this is, because in heaven, whence 
correspondences arc, there is neither gravity nor extension, 
because there is no space ; there appear indeed things heavy and 
extended, but they arc appearances arising from the states of 
good and of truth in the superior heaven. That silver signifies 
truth was very well known in ancient times, in consequence of 
which they distinguished the periods, from the first age of the 
world to the last, into the golden, silver, copper, and iron ages, 
to which also they added an age of clay. The golden ages thi-v 
called those times, when innocence and integrity prevailed, and 
when every one did what is good from what is good, and what is 
just from what is just; the silver ago they called those times, 
when there was no longer any innocence, but still a species of 
integrity, which did not consist in their doing what is good from 
what is good, but in their doing what is true from what is true ; 
but the copper and iron ages they called those which were still 
inferior. The reason why they gave such appellations to those 
times was not from comparison but from correspondence ; for 
the ancients knew that silver corresponds to truth, and gold to 
good, and this from communication with spirits and angels; for 
when in a superior heaven they are conversing about good, there 
is an appearance of what is golden with those who are in the 
first or ultimate heaven below them; and when they are con- 
versing about truth, there appeors there what is silvery, some- 
times to such a degree, that not only the walls of the rooms 
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which they inhabit glitter with gold and silver, hut even the 
atmosphere itself: likewise among the angels of the first or 
ultimate heaven, who arc principled in good from good, there 
appear tables, candlesticks, and several other things of gold ; 
hut with those who are principled in truth from truth, there 
such things appear of silver. Hut who nt this present day knows 
that the ages were called golden and silver by the ancients from 
eoiTi's[ni]Klence? yea, who at this day knows anything about 
correspondence ? And yet he that docs not know this, and 
especially he that makes his chief gratification and wisdom to 
(■(insist in disputing whether it be so or not, cannot even attain 
to llii.' least know ledge concerning the innumerable things which 
are correspondences. 

DC59. And we have brought it back in our hand.— This sig- 
nifies that the things which were given gratis are submitted as 
much us possible, as appears (1.) from the signification of " to 
bring back," as here denoting to submit; and (2.) from the 
signification of " in our hand," as denoting as much as possible ; 
sec above, n. 5G2-1 ; that they were the things which were given 
£!Mii~, signified by the silver in the mouth of the wallet, which 
they brought back, n. 5657. 

56C0. And other silver we cause to come down in our hand 
to buy food.— This signifies that there is an intention by means 
of truth to procure -ood elsewhere, as appears (1.) from the sig- 
nification of " silver," as denoting truth ; see just above, 11. 
5657; and since silver signifies truth, other silver signifies other 
truth, hence it signifies truth procured elsewhere : as there is no 
truth which is genuine, but from the Lord, who gives it gratis, 
so also essential truth cannot be procured elsewhere : and (2.) 
from the signification of " causing to come down," as denoting 
the intention of procuring, viz., the good of truth, which is sig- 
nified by the eoru they came to buy. The historical sense of 
the letter implies, that other silver also came to Joseph to buy 
food from him, thus not from elsewhere ; the internal sense, 
however, docs not remain in the historical sense of the letter, 
which it does not regard, but in the thing itself which is treated 
of, which in this case is that if they were brought into subjection 
as servants because some truths in the exterior natural had been 
given them gratis, they would elsewhere procure to themselves 
good by truth. Such also is the series in the internal sense; 
for it is presently said, — " We know not who put our silver in 
our wallets," which signifies that they did not believe, because 
they did not know the source of truth in the exterior natural. 
The case is similar in the other life with spirits, who by means 
of truths are initiated into good, and especially into this, that all 
good and truth flow in from the Lord; and when they appcr- 
ceivc that whatever they think and will flows in, and thus that 
they cannot think and will from themselves, they are extremely 
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repugnant, believing tlint thus their own proper life would be 
anniiiiliitcl, :i:n| ii]] tlii-ii lieliylit would of course perish, for they 
make delight to consist in proprium : and moreover, if they 
cannot do what is goial or believe what is true from themselves, 
they think they must then hang down their hands, doing nothing 
and thinking nothing of themselves, and wait for the influx. 
They are permitted to think thus to such a degree that they 
almost conclude with themselves that they are unwilling theuce 
to receive good and truth, hut elsewhere, w here there is no sueli 
deprivation of proprium ; sometimes also they are induced to 
inquire where they may find it; but afterwards, when they can- 
not find it anywhere, those who are regenerating return, and 
freely choose to be led by the Lord as to willing and thinking; 
they arc also on such occasion informed, that they will soon, 
receive a celestial proprium, such as the angels have, and with 
this proprium likewise blessedness and happiness to eternity. 
The celestial prnpriura exists from the new will which is given 
by the Lord, and differs from man's proprium in this, that they 
no longer respect themselves in everything they do, and in every, 
tiling they learn and teach, but they respect their neighbor, the 
public, the church, the Lord's kingdom, and thereby the Lord 
himself, It is the ends of life that arc changed ; the ends of 
having respect to lower things, viz., to the world and self, are 
removed, and the ends of having respect to higher things are 
substituted in their place: the ends of life arc the man's life 
itself; for liis ends constitute his very will and his very loves, 
since what a man loves, this be wills and regards as an end. 
He that is gifted with a celestial proprium is also in tranquillity 
and peace, for he trusts in the Lord, and believes that no evil 
befalls him, and knows that concupiscences do not infest him : 
and moreover, he that is iu celestial proprium is in essential 
freedom, for to be led by the Lord is freedom, and he is led in 
good, from good to good : hence it may be manifest, that such a 
one is in blessedness and happiness, for there is nothing which 
disturbs him, nothing of self-love, consequently nothing of 
enmity, hatred, or revenge ; and nothing of the love of the 
world, consequently nothing of fraud, fear, or restlessness. 

6661. We know not who put our silver in our wallets. — 
This signifies non-belief grounded in ignorance of the source of 
truth in the exterior natural, ns appears (1.) from the siiuniica- 
tion of "not to know," as denoting in the spiritual sense not 
to believe, or non-belief ; (2.) from the signification of " who 
put," as denoting ignorance of the source; (3.) from the signi- 
fication of "silver," as denoting truth; see n. 5058; and (4.) 
from (In 1 signification of " a wallet," as denoting the exterior 
natural ; see n. 5497. 

5C62. And he said, Peace be to you ; fear not. — This sig- 
nifies that it is well; let them not despair; as appears (1.) 
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from the signification of "peace," as denoting to be well, of 
which we shall speak presently; and (2.) from the signification 
of " not to fear," as demitine: not to despair; for in the internal 
sense a change of state is treated of,— that they should no longer 
procure to themselves truths by their own power, ami good by 
means of truths, but that they should be gifted with them from 
the Lord ; and as they supposed that they should thereby lose 
their proprium, thus their freedom, and consequently (ill the 
delight of their life, they were in despair, as is evident from 
what goes before : hAicc it is, that " Fear not," here signifies 
let them not despair; for fear arises from various causes, n. 
5647, and hence it also signifies various things. The reason 
why pence denotes being well, is, because it is the inmost, and 
hence the universal ruling principle in everything in heaven; 
for peace in heaven is like the spring season on earth, or like 
the day-dawn, which do not affect us by sensible varieties, but 
by a universal pleasantness which flows into everything which 
we perceive, and not only imbues the perception itself, but also 
all the objects with pleasantness. At this day scarce any one 
knows what peace denotes when it is mentioned iti the Word, 
;•-•<■ iu the benediction, "May Jehovah raise his faces upon thee, 
and give thec peace," (Numbers vi. 26, and elsewhere.) Almost 
every one believes that peace consists in security from enemies, 
and in domestic and social tranquillity ; nevertheless, it is not 
this peace which is there meant, but a peace which immensely 
transcends it, and which is the heavenly peace spoken of just 
above. No one can be gifted with this peace, but he that is led 
by the Lord, and is in the Lord, that is, in heaven, where the 
Lord is all iu all ; for heavenly peace flows in, when the Justs 
arising from the love of self and the world are taken away, 
since it is these lusts which take away peace, for they infest a 
man's interiors, and cause him at length to place rest in rest- 
lessness, and peace in disturbance, because he places delight iu 

what peace is, yen, so long as he believes that the above peace 
is a thing of no account ; and if any one says, that the above 
pence is perceived when (he delights arising from the loves of 
self and the w orld are removed, he ridicules the idea, because 
he places peaee in (he dtliglit of evil, which is opposite to peace. 
As peace is of this nature, viz., the inmost of all happiness and 
blessedness, and thence the universal ruling principle in each 
particular thing, therefore the ancients adopted a common form 
of speech, and said, " Peace be to you," when they meant to 
wish any one's welfare ; and they inquired whether he had peace, 
when they meant to ask whether it was well with him. See 
what has been said and shewn before concerning peace, viz., that 
peace in the heavens is like the spriug and day-dawn on the 
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earths, n. 1720, 2780. That pence in the supreme sense denotes 
the Lord, in the representative sense his kingdom, and that it is 
the Lord's Divine affecting good from the inmost, n. 3780, 4681. 
That nil restlessness arises from evil and the false, hut peace from, 
good and truth, n. 3170. 

5603. Your God, and the God of pour fat her, ~T\ih signifies 
the Lord's Divine Human, as may appear from this considera- 
tion, that where God or Jehovah is named in the Word, the 
Lord is meant, and not another, n. 1313, ITW, Z'.Kl, 3<)::;> ; 
and vf hen it is said " your God, and the God of your father," 
that is, the God of Israel and Jacob, and of his sons, it means 
the Lord's Divine Human, and indeed as to the divine natural, 
n. 330. r ), 4286, 4.",70 ; for Israel represents the Lord as to the 
inferior natural, and Jacob as to the exterior, and his sons as to 
truths in the former natural. That God and Jehovah in the 
Word mean the Lord, was not known to the Jewish chareli, 
neither indeed is it known at this day to the Christian church. 
The reason why the Christian church has not known this is, 
hecause it has distinguished the Divine into three persons ; 
whereas the ancient church, which was after the flood, and 
cs]i(:eiiilly the most ancient church which was before the flood, 
by Jehovah and God meant no other than the Lord, and indeed 
the Lord as to the Divine Human. They also had a knowledge 
of the Divine itself which is in the Lord, and which he calls his 
Father; they were not, however, able to think of that Divine 
itself which is in the Lord, but of the Divine Human, conse- 
quently they could not be conjoined to another Divine, for con- 
junction is effected by thought which is of the understanding, 
and by affection which is of the will, thus by faith and love ; for 
when the Divine itself is thought of, the thought falls as it 
were into the boundless universe, and is thereby dissipated, so 
that no conjunction is effected; but it is otherwise when the 
Divine itself is thought of as the Divine Human: they knew 
also, that unless they were conjoined with the Divine, they could 
not be saved. On this account the Divine Human was what 
the ancient churches adored : Jehovah also manifested himself 
amongst them in the Divine Humnu; and the Divine Human 
was the Divine itself in heaven, for heaven constitutes one man, 
which is called the Grand -Man, and which has been previously 
treated of at the close of the chapters. This Divine in heaven 
is no other than the Divine itself, hut in heaven it is as a 
Divine Man : it is tins Man that the Lord took upon him, mid 
made divine in himself, and united to the Divine itself, as he had 
been united from eternity, for from eternity there had been one- 
ness ; and this hecause the human race could not otherwise bo 
saved; for it could no lnn»r;r sullies; that the Divine itself through 
heaven, thus through the Divine Human there, could flow into 
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human minds; therefore the Divine itself willed to unite to itself 
the Divine Human actually by means of the Human assumed iu 
the world ; the latter and the former is the Lord. 

6664. Hath given you a hidden yift in your wallets. — This 
signifies that it was from him without any prudence of theirs, as 
appears {1 .) from the signification of " a hidden gift," as denoting 
the truth and good which arc given by the Lord while man is 
ignorant of it ; and (2.) from the signification of " the silver 
that was brought hack in the sacks or in the wallets," as de- 
noting without any of their own power; sec n. 5188, 5496, 
5 11)9 j hence it is evident, that the words, " He hath given you 
a hidden gift in your wallets," signifies that from him, viz., the 
Lord's Divine Human, were truth and good in the natural, with- 
out any of their own power; and as it is without their power, it 
is without their prudence : it is said " their prudence," because 
prudence corresponds to providence, and what is of the divine pro- 
vidence, is not of man's prudence. 

E664J. Your silver came to me. — This signifies that it will 
seem like truth procured by them, as appears from the signifi- 
cation of " silver," as denoting truth ; see n. 1551, Ufl") t; their 
silver coming to him, denotes that they bought it, thus that 
they themselves procured it to themselves ; for to buy is to pro- 
cure, n. 5fii15; hence it is, that "your silver came to mc," 
signifies truth procured by them ; but as the truth, which is of 
faith, is never procured by any man, but is insinuated and 
given by the Lord, and yet it seems as if it were from man, 
therefore it is said, that it will seem like truth procured by them. 
That truth is insinuated and given by the Lord, is also well 
known iu the church ; for the church teaches that faith is not 
from man but from God, thus not only the confidence, but also 
the truths which arc of faith ; nevertheless, it appears that the 
truths which are of faith ore procured by man. Of the fact 
that they flow in, he is thoroughly ignorant, because he docs not 
perceive it ; the reason why be does not perceive it is, because 
his interiors arc closed, so that he cannot have perceptible com- 
munication with angels and spirits : when the interiors are 
closed, the man is incapable of knowing anything concerning 
iuflut. But it is to be noted, that it is one thing to know the 
truths of faith, and another to believe them : those who merely 
kuow the truths of faith, in case they commit them to memory 
like other things relating to science, may procure these to them- 
selves without the above influx : but those truths have no life in 
them, as is manifest from the consideration, that a wicked man, 
even tho most wicked, can kuow the truths of faith just as well 
as a good and pious man ; but with the wicked, as we said, 
those truths have no life, for when a wicked man brings them 
forth, he respects in each of them either his own glory or his 
own gain; the consequence of which is, that the love of self and 
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the world puffs them up, and constitutes as it were their life; 
but ibis life is sueli as prevails in hell, which is called spiritual 
death: licnec it is that when he brings tbera forth, he docs so 
from the memory, and not from the heart ; whereas be that 
believes the truths of faith, brings them forth from the heart at 
the same time thai he dues from the mouth ; for with him the 
truths of faith are bo rooted, that they have root in the external 
memory, and thence grow towards the interiors or superiors, ns 
fruit-braving trees, and also as trees adorn themselves with leaves, 
and at length wiih blossom*, in order that (hey may hear fruit. 
Thus a man of this description by the truths of faith intends 
nothing but uses, which are the deeds of charity, and which ti> 
him are fruits: these are what a man cannot procure to himself 
even in the smallest derive, but they are given liini gratis by the 
Lord, and this every moment of his life, yea, if he he willing to 

siuec man is of sneh a [jnality that be has no perception of such 
influx, for if he had perception he would rebel, as was said above, 
because ho would believe that in such ease he should lose his 
own proprium, and with proprium his freedom, and with free- 
dom liia delight, and would thus become of no account, therefore 
it is that a man docs not know any other, than that he procures 
truths from himself: this then is what is meant by it will seem 
like truth procured by them. Moreover, that a man may be 
gifted with a oelr>(inl proprium ami a eebsthd freedom, be ought, 
to do good and to think truth as from himself; but when he 
reflects oil it, be should acknowledge that they are from the 
Lord; sec n. 28S2, ^Ss:;, ->m.

might contain in itself the celestial things, and in the supreme 
sense the divine things, which they actually represent ; thus in 
the case of Benjamin, as he was born last, he represents on that 
account the medium between (lie internal and external, or be- 
tween the celestial of the spiritual, which the Lord hail in the 
world, and the natural which the Lord also had, and which he 
made divine. All the things which arc related concerning 
Joseph and his brethren, in the supreme sense represent the glo- 
rification of the Lord's Human, that is, how the Lord made the 
Human in himself divine : the reason why this was represented 
in the inmost sense is, in order that the Word in its inmost 
sense might be most holy ; and also that even in its particulars 
it might contain that which might enter into the angelic wisdom ; 
for it is well-known that the angelic wisdom transcends human 
intelligence to such a degree, that scarce anything thereof can 
he comprehended by men : the very happiness also of the angels 
consists in this, that the Lord is treated of in the particulars of 
the Word, for they are in the Lord. Moreover, the glorification 
of the Lord's Human is a pattern of man's regeneration; con- 
sequently the regeneration of man is also exhibited in the in- 
ternal sense of the Word, where the glorification of the Lord is 
treated of. The regeneration of man, with its innumerable arcana, 
enters also into the angelic wisdom, and presents their happi- 
ness according to application to the uses which relate to man's 
reformation.

20 :) it is very manifest that to enter into the bed- 
c ham hers in this passage docs not denote to enter into bed- 
chambers, but to keep themselves in secret, and in themselves. 
And in Ezekiel, "He said to me. Hast thou seen, O son of man, 
what the elders of the house of Israel arc doing in the dark- 
ness, a man iu the chambers if his imuye? for they say, Jehovah 
doth not sec us," (viii. 13;) to do in the darkness, a man in the 
chambers of his image, denotes inwardly in themselves, in the 
thoughts: the interiors of their thought and affection were 
represented to the prophet by chambers, and were called the 
chambers of an image. And in Moses, "Abroad the sword 
shall bereave, and frum the chambers terror, both the youth, 
and the virgin, the suckling with the man of old age," (Dent, 
xxxii. 25 :) the sword denotes the vastation of truth, and the 
punishment of the false, n. 3700 ; terror from the chambers 
denotes the interiors of man; that chambers in this passage do 
not mean merely chambers, is also evident. So in David, " Who 
walerclli the mountains from his chambers," (Psalm civ. 13 :) in 
the spiritual sense to water the mountains denotes to bless those 
who :iro principled in love to the Lord, and in love towards the 
neighbor) that a mountain denotes the celestial of love, see 
n. 705, 1130, 1210, hence from bis ehnrobcrs denotes from tbo 
interiors of heaven. So in Luke, "Whatsoever ye have said 
iii the darknesp, shall lie heard iu the light , and wlmt ye have 
spoken into the ear in chambers, shall he proclaimed on the 
house-tops," (xti. 8;) where chambers also denote the interiors 
of man, viz., what he had thought, wh„t he had intended, and 
what be had attempted. And in Matthew, " When thou j.raycst, 
enter into thy chamber, and shut thy door, and pray in secret," 
(vi. (!:) to enter into tin' chamber and pray, denotes not appa- 
rentlv ; for this was said from what is representative. 

5G05. And he washed his faces.— This signifies that he so 
arranged, as appears from the signification of " to wash the 
faces," as here demiting to arrange so as not to appear; for the 
face was washed lest the weeping should -,\y.\A ai\ consequently it 
was so arranged ; bow the case herein is, by the divine mercy 
of the Lord, will be shewn in what follows. It may be expe- 
dient here to say somewhat concerning the correspondence of 
the face with the interiors. The face is the external represen- 
tative of the interiors, for the face is so formed that the inte- 
riors may appear in it, as in a representative mirror, and another 
may thence know what tltc person's mind is towards him ; so 
that when he speaks, he manifests his mind's meaning as well

by the speech aa by tbc face. Such was the face of the moat 
ancient people, who were of the celestial church ; anil such is 
the face of all the angels; for they arc not willing to conceal 
before others what they think, iiia-imioli us they think nothing 
but what is good towards tin; m:i^lif:or, and have no latent 
thought of willing well to their neighbor fur the sake of them- 
selves. The infernal*, on the other hand, while they do not 
appear in the light uf heaven, have a different face from that 
which corresponds to their interiors ; the reason of this is, he- 
cause in the life of tiie body they testified by the face charity 
towards the neighbor only for the sake of their own honor and 
gain, and yet never willed well to their neighbor, only bo far 
as he favored themselves : hence they have aa arrangement of 
the face contrary to their interiors, sometimes to such a degree, 
that enmities, hatreds, revenges, and the desire of committing 
murder are within, and yet tlicir face is so arranged as to mani- 
fest love towards him. From these considerations it may be 
manifest how much at this day the interiors arc at disagreement 
with the exteriors; on which account such external semblances 
are frec[ucntly pressed into service. 

569C. And went furl A. — This signifies by removal, as appears 
from the signification of "going forth," as here denoting re- 
moval ; for he that removes himself, goes forth or recedes from 
another. In the internal sense the case is thus; by Joseph 
in the supreme sense is represented the Lord, by the ten sons of 
Israel truths and goods in the natural principle with those who 
are regenerated, and by Benjamin the medium. Mercy from 
love is towards the medium, because by its means the things 
beneath are regenerated ; but the divine love and mercy do not 
appear, until conjunction by the medium has been effected ; for 
arrangement is made that it may not appear, inasmuch as if it 
appeared, regeneration could not be effected. Arrangement is 
ed'ected by removal and concealment ; not that the Lord at any 
time removes or conceals mercy, but when the regenerating 
person is let into his evils, the Lord appears to him to be re- 
moved and concealed, the evils which interpose themselves caus- 
ing such appearance, comparatively as thick clouds which present 
themselves before the sun, and cause his absence and conceal- 
ment. It is this hiding and removal which is meant. 

6697. And refrained himself.— This signifies concealment, 
as appears from the siguification of " to refrain himself," as de- 
noting to conceal ; for he that refrains himself conceals what he 
inwardly wills. What is here meant by concealment, ace just 
above, n. 5696. 

561)8. And said, Set on bread.— This signifies the perception 
of conjunction by a merlinm with truths in the natural, as 
appears (1.) from the signification of "saying," as denoting 
perception, concerning which sec frequently above; and (2.) 
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from tlic signification of "setting on bread," as denoting con- 
junction by a medium with truths in the natural; to set on 
bread means the banquet il-rlf, and banquets and feasts signify 
coujimclifHi, and specifically initiation to conjunction, n. 3596, 
3H32, 5161. That conjunction with truths in the natural by a 
medium is signified, Follows from the series; for Benjamin is 
the medium, and the ten sons of Jacob are truths in the natural, 
as has been shewn before ; and as conjunction is by a medium, 
therefore, when he saw lknjamin, Joseph commanded that they 
should cat with him : " And Joseph saw Benjamin with them, 
and he snid to him that was over his house, .Bring the men home, 
and slaving slay, and prepare ; for the men shall cat with mc at 
noon,"' (verses 16). 

56!)!). And they set on for him alone, and for them alone.— 
This signifies an external appearance that the internal was as 
it were separated from them, as appears from the signification 
of " setting on for him alone and for them alone," as denoting 
separation ; and as Joseph represents the internal, and the ten 
sons of Israel the external, n. 5 Hi9, therefore those words sig- 
nify the apparent separation of the interna! from the external, 
because he gave them meat from his table, by sendiug portions 
to each. 

5/00. And for the Egyptians that did eat tenth him alone.— 



tians that did cat with him are meant, the Egyptians who did eat 
in attending on Joseph ; that they did not cat with him, is evi- 
dent, because they did eat alone. Hy Egypt, or the Egyptians, 
in a good sense, are signified the scieutifics of the church ; see 
n. 1463, 171!), 4'jGl, 4!)fi(i, but in the opposite sense thereby 
are signified the scientilics which arc in inverted order, thus 
which are contrary to the truths of the church, sec n. 1161, 
11(55, 1186, in which sense mention is made of Egypt in several 
passages in the Word. The reason why Esvpt si^iilies t!io~c 
scientilics is, because the scicntifics of the ancient church, which 
were representative and significative of celestial and spiritual 
things, and which had been more cultivated among the Egyp- 
tians than among others, had been turned by them into things 
magical, whereby they altogether inverted the scientifics of the 
representative chinch. Scicntifics arc said to he in inverted order, 
when they abuse celestial order to do evil ; for celestial order 
consists in good being done to all ; hence it comes to pass, when 
they have thus inverted celestial order, that at length they deny 
divine things, ami those things which are of heaven, consequently 
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presently follows, for fhey were amazed that the firat-lioru sat 
according to hi* birthright, and the younger according to his 
youth; ami (2.) from the signification of " before him," as de- 
noting from his presence. The case herein is this; in the 
supremo sense Joseph represents the Lord, and the sons of 
Israel goods and truths in the natural: when the Lord is pre- 
sent, then from his presence all things are arranged into order. 
The Lord is order itself; therefore where he is present, there is 
order, and where order is, there ho is present. The order itself 
is described in what now follows, consisting in truths being 
rightly arranged under good. 

5701: The first-born according to his birthright, and the 
younger according to his youth. — This signifies according to the 
order of truths under good, as appears from I ho si^niiiiMtiiKi 
of sitting according tu birthright, and according to youth, as 
denoting according to the order of truths under good ; for the 
sons of Israel represent the truths of the church in their order, 
sec the explanation of the xxix. and xxx. chapters of Genesis; 
therefore, to sit according to their birthright is according to the 
order of truths : but the truths of the church, which the sons 
of Israel represent, do not come into any order except bv Chris- 
tian good, that is, bv the goeil of charity towards the neighbor, 



they call truths, into such an order as to effect persuasion ; this 
order, however, is such as prevails in hell, whereas the order of 
truths under the good of celestial love is such as prevails in the 
heavens; whence also the man with whom such order prevails, 
that is, who is regenerate, is called a little heaven, and also is a 
heaven iu its least form, for his interiors correspond to the 
heavens. That it is good which gives an orderly arrangement 
to truths, is evident from order in the heavens, where all the 
societies arc arranged according to the truths under good which 
are from the Lord; for the Lord is nothing but divine good:, 
divine truth is nut in tliu Lord, but proceeds from him; accord- 
ing Ki this dinni- truth i.:.iiit liiuni gooif, ..II the societies :n 
the hcaicns arc arranged. That the I ■ - . is nothing but divine 
good, and that divine truth is oot in him, but proceeds from 
him, may be illustrated comparatively by the sun of (he world, 
which is nothing but fire, so that the light is not in it, lint pro- 
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cceds from it ; and also the tilings that arc of light in the world, 
as vegetable forms, are likewise arranged into order by the heat 
M-hidi procmls from the fire of the sun, and is in ita light, as ia 
manifest in the spring and summer season. Inasmuch as uni- 
versal nature is a theatre representative of the Lord's kingdom, 
bo also is this universal : the sun represents the Lord, ita lire his 
divine love, the heat theuce the good which flows thence, nod 
the light the truths of faith ; and since they are representative, 
therefore, also in the Word by the sun in the spiritual sense is 
meant the Lord, n. 1053, 1581, 1539—1531, 363C, 3643, 4321, 
5097, 5377, by fire love, n. 934, 4900, 5071, 5315, thus the 
sun's fire representatively is the divino love, and the heat 
thence is the good hWiug from the divine love: tli:it light re- 
presents truth, mav be seen, n. 3776, 31 UK, 3190, 3!!)."., 3222, 
333!), 3(130, 3i;i-3,':lSi;:J, 31193, 431)2, 41011, 4413, 4445, 4530, 
5219, 5400. 

5705. And the men were amused, every one at his companion. 
— This signifies the change of state of each among themselves, 
as appears (1.) from the signification of "being amazed," as 
denoting an unexpected and sudden change of the state of the 
thoughts; this, as being the cause of amazement, is signified in 
the internal seuse ; and (2.) from the signification of "every one 
at his companion," as denoting of each among themselves; for 
the subject treated of is the order of truths under good from 
the presence of the internal, sec n. 5703, 5701, which order 
being new, occasioned the change of state of each among them- 
selves, which is signified by " the men were amazed every one 
at his companion. 

5706. And he lifted «p portions from his faces to (Ami— This 
signifies goods applied to every one frooi mercy, as appears (1.) 
from the signification of " portions" of food, us dniol nig goods, 
for all foods signify goods, ami drinks of every kind truths; that 
they were applied to each, is evident from wlntl follows, and is 
signified by Ins lifting them up to them ; and (3.) from the sig- 
nification of "faces," when they are predicated of the Lord, 
who is represented by Joseph, as denoting mercy, see n. 332, 
223, 5585. 

5707. Aw! r<iitl!>j,ii(</ iiiiijamin's portion above the portions 
of them all. — This signifies mjorl imparted to the medium above 
poods ^imparted to the truths in the natural, as appears (I.) 

ten sous of Jacob)" above 'whose portion's he multiplied the 
portion of Benjamin as denoting truths in the natural, see n. 
5103, 5419, 5127, 5158, 5512; hcuce it is evident, that "he 
multiplied the portion of Benjamin above the portions of them 
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all," signifies good imparted to the medium above goods im- 
parted to the truths in the natural. The reason why there is 
good imparted to the medium ahove goods imparted to the 
truths in the natural is, because the medium is more inward and 
what is more inward abounds with goods more than what is 
more outward. Few know how it happens, that what is inward 
abounds with goods and truths more than what is outward ; the 
reason is, because few, if any, have heretofore known that what 
is inward is distinct from what is outward, so much so, that 
they may be separated, and when they arc separated, that what 
is inward lives, and what is outwnrd dies; but so long as they 
arc conjoined, that what is outward lives from what is inward. 
If this had first been known, it might next have been known 
what the quality of what is inward is in respect to what is out- 
ward, viz., that in what is inward there are a thousand things, 
which in the outward appear as one, since what is inward is in a 
purer sphere, and what is outwnrd in a grosser; and that which 
is in a purer sphere is capable of receiving distinctly a thousand 
things more than what is in a grosser sphere. From this 
ground it is that a man that has led a good life, when he comes 
after death into heaven, can receive innumerable things relative 
to intelligence and wisdom, and also to happiness, more than 
when he lived in the world; for in heaven he is in a purer 
sphere, and in his interiors, and has put off the- grosser things

The 
ancients also knew, by traditions from the Most Ancient Church, 
what some numbers signified, therefore they used those numbers. 
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when anything occurred of such a quality, that the numbers 
might serve to express its signification, as in the present case 
the number live; and in other eves they applied several other 
numbers, as three to signify what is full from beginning to end, 
seven to signify what is hol'y, twelve to signify all things in their 
complex,

5710. And drank largely. — This signifies abundantly, as ap- 
pears from the signification of " drinking," as denoting to apply 
truths under good ; sec just above, n. ii7(tl) ; lience drinking 
Inrgi Iv denotes abundantly. From the things which have been 
explained in this chapter it is evident, that the subject treated 
of is initiation to conjunction of the natural with the celestial 
of the spiritual; but in the subsequent chapter the first con- 
junction is treated of ; for the first conjunction is represented 
by Joseph's manifesting himself to his brethren, and the next 
by his going to meet his father and brethren, and bringing them 
down into Egypt.

PRESENT CASE OF THE CORRESPONDENCE OF DISEASES 
WITH THE SPIRITUAL WORLD. 

57 ) 1 . BEING about to treat on the correspondence of diseases, 
it may be expedient to observe Hint all diseases appertaining to 
man have correspondence v:iih the spiritual world; for whatever 
in tin- whole of nature has no! correspondence with the spiritual 
world has no c.iislenc.e, having no cause from which it can exist, 

in^a 9 t7r",' J are"^ effecU™their causes are in J the spiritual 
world, and the causes of those, causes, which urn mils, are in the 
interior heaven. An effect cannot subsist, unless the cause be 
contiiiuulhj in it; for on the cessation of the causa the effect 
ceases: an effect considered in itself is nothing but the cause, but 
the cause so extrinsicolly clothed, us maij serve to enable it to act 
as a cause in an inferior sphere ; and such us the case is with an 
effect in respect to the cause, so also is il with the cause in respect 
to the end : unless the cause also exist from its cause, which is 
the end, it is not a cause ; for a cause without an end is a cause 
in no order, and where there is no order, there is not anything 
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effected. Hence then it is evident, that an effect considered in 
itself is a cause, and a cause considered in itself in an end, and 
the end of good is in heaven, and proceeds from the. Lord ; con- 
aei/iicntly that an effert is not an effect unless the cause he in it, 
and he continually in it, and that a cause is not a cause, unless 
the end he in it, find tip continually in it; and that tin end is 
not an end of good, nnhss the Divine which proceeds front, the 
Lord he in it. Hence also it is evident, that as alt things la- 
the world hove e.visleil from tin- Divine, so a/so tlo they ej'isl 
from the Ovine. 

5712. Tliese observations are made in order that it way he 
known, that diseases also have correspondence with the spiritual 
World, not indeed with heaven, which in the Grand Man, but 
with those who are in the opposite, thus with those who are in 
the hells. Jiy the spiritual world in the universal sense ire mean 
both heaven and hell : for a man, when he dies, passes out of the 
natural world into the spiritual world. The reason why diseases 
hare correspondence villi those ir/io are in the hells is, because 
diseases correspond to the lasts and passions of the mind ; these 
therefore are the ovinias of diseases : for the common origins of 
diseases are intemperance, luxuries of various kinds, pleasures 

u„d lie !\L, wl.ieh d,sin!unumns interiors, and when these are 
destroyed, the erteriors suffer, anil draw him into disease, and 
therebi/ into deuth: that man is subject to death bo reason of evils, 
or on account of sin, is well known in the church, thus also he is 
subject to diseases, for these are of death. From these considera- 
tions it may be manifest, that diseases also have correspondence 
with the spiritual leorld, but with unclean things there, for diseases 
in themselves are. unclean, since, as tens said above, they originate, 
in things unclean. 

5713. All the iufrrna/s induce diseases, but with a difference, 
because all the hells arc in the lasts anil concupiscences of evil, 
conseijiiently contrary to the things which are of heaven ; therefore 
they act upon, man from what is apposite : heaven, which is the 
Grand Man, keeps all things in connection and safely; hell, as 
being in the opposite, destroys and rends all tiling* asunder; Con- 
sei/uenlty if the infernal are applied tiwy induce diseases, and 
at length death. But they are not penult fed lojlow-in so far as 
into the solid parts of the body, or into the parts which constitute 
the viscera, organs, and members of man, but only into the lusts 
and falsities : only when a man fulls into disease, they then flow 
into such unclean things as appertain to the disease ; for, as we 
said, nothing ever crisis irilh n man. unless the cause also be ill 
the spiritual world: the natural principle appertaining to a man, 
if it were separated from a spiritual principle, would he separated 
from every cause of existence, thus also from erery principle of 
life. Nevertheless this is no hindrance to a man's being heated 
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natural!}/, for the Dk-inc Providence /-(incurs with suck means of 
heating. _ That Ihr. east- is thus, has liven given me lo know by 
much experience, and this so frequently and of so long continu- 
ance, as not tu leave a (Sunlit remaining ; fur i vil spirits fvoinsuch 
places have been often and for a lung time applied to me, and 
according to their presence they induced pains, and also diseases: 
it was shewn me inhere they were, and what was their quality, 
and it was also told me whence they came. 

5714. A certain spirit, who in the life of the body had been 
a iiio.it distinguished adulterer, and hud /da ceil his hii/nesl delii/bt 
in committing adultery with several women, whom immediately 
afterwards he rejected and held in aversion ,- anil who had 
persevered in .inch practices even lo old age, being moreover 
iterated to pleasures, and not willini/ tu do i/ood and be service- 
able to any one, except for the sake of himself, especially to favor 
his adulteries : this spirit was with me for some days, and ap- 
pealed to me, wherever he earned he inflicted some pain on the 
periostea and nerren there, as on the toes of the left foot: and 
when he wilt; permitted to emerge, he inflicted pain on the parts 
where he was, especially on I In- periostea in the. loins, also on the. 
periostea of tin- breast beneath the diii/dirm/m , and. likewise on 
the inside of the teeth. When his sphere operated, il induced 
a/so a i/ceal oppression in the stomach. 

5715. There appeared a tarqe quadrangular aperture oblh/nely 
lending downwards to a considerable depth : in the deep there was 
seen a round aperture, which at that time was open, but presently 
closed; hence there exhaled a troublesome heat, which Was col. 
lectedfrom various hells, arising from lusts of various kinds, as 

quarrels f and fighting*; tuch in'the hells was the source of thai 
hi nt which exhaled. When this heat acted upon my body, it 
instantly induced disease like that of a burning fever ; but when, 
it ceased to flow-in, the disease instantly ceased. When a man 
falls into such disease, which he had contracted from his life, in- 
stantly an unclean sphere corresponding to the disease adjoins 
itself, and is present as the fomenting cause. Thai 1 might know 
for certain that this is the case, there were spirits from several 
hells present with me, who communicated the sphere of the exha- 
lations thence arising, and as that sphere was permitted to act 
upon the solid parts of the body, 1 "'as seized with heaviness 
and pain, and even with disease corresponding thereto, which 
ceased in a moment, as those spirits were expelled: and lest any 
room should be left for doubt, this was repeated very many 
times. 

5716. There are a/so spirits not far from thence, who infuse 
unclean colds, like those of a cold fever, which also it was given 
me to know by repeated experience : the same spirits also induce 
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such things as disturb the mind; they likewise induce swoonings. 
The spirits from that ipiurlcr are must malicious. 

5717. There are certain spirits, n-ho nut only have reference 
to the must rise,,! things of the brain, which are its r:rcveiueidilious 
parts, but also have the art of infecting them as it were with 
poisons. When such spirits flock together, then rush within the 
skull, and thence liij continuity eren tu the spina/ marrow. This 
cannot he fell by thus,- whose inferiors are not open : to me it was 
i.'/reu n:anifeslly lo feel their influence, and also their attempt to 
kill me, hut in vain, because J was defended by the Lord. It was 
their intenliun. !u lake await {com me < very inh tlectiiul faculty : I 
was very sensible of their operation, and also of a pain derived 
from it, which nevertheless presently erased. I afterwards con- 
versed with them, and they were forced to confess whence they 
came. They staled that /hey Herd in dark forests, where they 
dare not offer any violence tu their companions, because in such 
case their companions are allowed lo treat them with the utmost 
severity ; thus they are kepi in bonds : they are deformed, of a 
beastly countenance, and hairy. It was told me, that such were 
those, who in old time slew whole armies, as it is written in the 
Word ; for they rushed into the chambers of the brain of each 
individual, and ocvusiuncd terror, loyether with such insanity 
that one slew another. Such at this day are kept shut up within 
their hell and are not lei out. They have reference also to the 
fatal tubercles of the head within the skull. It was said that 
they rush within the skull, uud thence by continuity even into the 
spinal marrow ; but it is to be noted, that it is an appearance that 
the spirits themselves rush in, they being carried out by a way 
trhirh corresponds tu /hose spwes in the iiodi/, which, is felt as if 
the incursion were within. : this is the effect of correspondence ,- 
hence their operation is easily derived into the matt to whom it is 
determined. 

5718. There is a certain kind of spirits, who, in ronset/ttcnee 
of their desire to hare dominion, uiid to be the sole rulers over all 
others, with a vino to that end ercile among others enmities, 
hatreds, and combats. I hare witnessed the. combats, and have 
been surp 'se/l; and uu my ask'niy who they were, I was told that 
they are spr; '-<s of /he almre deseripliun , and that /hey excite such 
things in coiiseip.it/ire of lln-ir intention to rule alone, according lo 
the maxim, Divide and rule. It was also granted me to converse 
with them, and they immeilia/e/y said /ha/ they yurerne.d all; but 
it was given me. to answer them, /hat they were insane if they seek- 
to establish their rule by such means. They conversed with me 
from above at a middle altitude over the forehead .- Heir speech 
was with the rapidity of a current, because in /he life of the body 
they had excelled in. elocution. ! was instructed that they are 
such as have reference lo the thick phtegm of Ibr brain, which by 
their presence they dejrrive of every principle of life, and induce 
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torpor, whence come obstructions, from which arise several 
diseases, ami also numbness. It was observed that they were 
totally void of conscience, and that they made human prudence 
and wisdom to consist in c.cciting euuiilies, hatreds, and intestine 
combats, fur the sake of bearing ride. It was given me to ask 
them whether they knew that they are ROW in the other life, where 
they arc to lice to eternity, and that there ore spiritual laws in 
that life irhieh forbid surh /,ruetircs, mul thnt while they were in 
the world, they might be esteemed and believed to be wise among 
fools, but that they are insane anion;/ the wise : this displeased 
them. I continued the conversation by saying, thai they ought 
to know that heaven consists in mutual love, or in the love of 
one towards another, whence conies order in heaven, and in con- 
sequence whereof so 1,1111,11 myriads ore ruled as one; but that a 
contrary jirinciji/e bus /dure irith them, because they infuse into 
others a desire to breathe against their companions nothing but 
hatreds, revenge, and cruelty. They replied, that they cannot 
be any other than what they are ; in answer to which it was 
given me to say, that hence they may know, that every one's life 
awaits him after death. 

5710. Those who despise and ridicule the Word in the letter, 
and especially those who despise and ridicule those things of the 
Word, irhieh ore in n deeper sense, consequently also the doctrinals 
which are derived from the Word, and at the same time arc net 
principled in any lore towards /heir neighbor, but in the love of 
self, have reference to the ritiuled things of the. blood, which per- 
vade all the veins and arteries, and contaminate the whole mass. 
To prevent their inducing in man any such contempt and ridicule 
hy their presence, they are kept separate from others in their own 
hell: and they only communicate with those who are of a similar 
quality, f>,r these, cast themselves into the exhalation and sphere 
of that hell. 

5720. When hupoerites who discourse holihj concerning divine 
things, villi an affection of lore concerning the public and their 
neighbor, testify what is just and equitable, and slitl have de- 
spised those things in their hearts, and hare, even ridicul -d them ; 
when these, I say, have been attendant on me, anif -.iiey were 
allowed I o flow- into the purl* of the body, I; irhieh they correspond 
from the opposite principle, they injected pain into the teeth, 
which upon their nearer approach mas so revere that I Could not 
endure it; and so fur us thcif were removed, sofar the pain ceased, 
which was shewn repeatedlq in order la remove all doubt. Amonij 
them was one whom I had known durinq his life in the body, on 
which account I conversed with him ; and in proportion as he was 
present, so my teeth and gums were effected with pain ; when he 
was lifted upwards to the left, a pain attacked the left jaw, and 
Hie bone of the left temple, and penetrated even to the bones of 
the cheek. 
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5721. The most contumacious of all arc those, who, during 

their life in Ihr world, appeared More ju.il tit tin others, tint! wire 

intestine ha! re 'I end cere /,/•<■ mj'tiituit all who did not favor I hi hi, 
and pay court to them, ami tx/irria/ly ayainsl those who in any 
way o/iposed them : if Ihey discovered any blemish in their cha- 
racter, they made tin enormous ecil of it. ami defamed them, even 
Ihovtjli they were the bent citizens. Hitch in the other life converse 
as they did in the world, from authority and grace/y, and as if 
from a prineijde of just ire, whence the. generality suppose that 
they are to lie believed before others : but tin y are most tua/icious, 
When they arc applied to a man, they induce a great pain by 
weariness, which they inwardly err He and increase continually, 
even to the highest degree of impatience, which induces such 
infirmity in the mind and thence in Ihr body, that the man can 
scarcely raise himself from his bed. This was shewn me by the 
circumstance, thai alien Ihey were present, I was srizt-d with the 
above weakness, which left me according to the degree in which 
they were removed. They employed various arts of infusing 
weariness and ronsetptrnl weakness, cspeeiu/lij by reproofs and 
defamations, among themselves 'and their associates, whose 
Common sphere Ihey inject. When they reason within their 
closets concerning divine worship, faith, ttnil eternal life, they 
altogether reject them, and do this as from ti wisdom superior to 
others. In the other life they are witling to he called devils, 
provided ihry may be td/oicrtt to rule the hells, and thus from 
rule, as they believe, to act against the Divine. Inwardly they 
are filthy, because in an eminent degree Ihey are in se/f-iorr, and 
thence in hatred and revenge, and in cruelly against all who do 
not pay court to them. They are grit rously punished, as I have 
also heard, until they desist from n-ducitiy others by an appear- 
ance of what is just. When thai appearance is taken from them 
they speak in another tone of voice. Afterwards they are driven 
from the world of spirits, and in such cttsr towards Ihr lift, and 
are there cast down into hell to a great depth .- that hell is towards 
the left at a middle distance. 

5722. There are others who in the life of the body have been, 
most filthy, their fi/thiness being of such a nature as cannot he 
mentioned .: they, by their presence a nil iujlu c into the solid purls 
of the body, induce such a weariness of life, and such a. torpor 
in the members and joints, I hut the man cannot raise himself out 
of bed. They are most contumacious and do md desist by punish- 
ments as other devils do. They appear near the head, in a 
lying posture. When they are driven away, it is not done sud- 
denly, but slowly, and then hy degrees they are railed down 
towards what is beneath : und when they come into the deep they 
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from infesting others. Their delight in doing evil is so great that 
nothing is more delightful. 

5723. There wire spirits attendant upon me, who induced 
such an oppression in the slnmaeh that I seemed to myself scarce 
utile In tire ; Ike oppression was su great Hint with ol Iters il would 
have occasioned fainting ; lint they ieere removed, and then il in- 
stantly ceased. It was told me, that snrh spirits tire those who 
in the life of the body hare mil in-i n Imhit nutnl In any em/iloi/meut , 
not even domestic, but only to pleasure ; and besides they had 
lived in filthy ease and sluggishness, and had not taken any con- 
cern about others ; they also despised faith ; in a word they were 
animals, not men. The sphere of such with the sick induces 
numbness in the members and joints. 

5724. There are in the brain viscid humors, with which is 
mired somewhat spirituous or rilal, which viscid humors, being 
there thrown out from the blood, fall first between the inentlirititts, 
then between the fibres, pari of them into the great ventricles in 
the brain, and so forth. The spirit.*, irhei hare a e.orvesponiliug 
reference to those viscid humors, in which there are somewhat 
spirituous or vital, appear almost directly above the middle of the 
head, at a middle distance, and are if snrh a ipiality, that, in 
eonser/aence nf a haliil ueiptired in the life uf the body, they ex- 
rite scruples of conscience and insinuate them into things of no 
importance, whereby they aggravate the conscience uf the simple ; 
nor do they know what ought to more the conscience, for they 
make a matter of conscience of everything thai befalls them. 
.Such also induce sensible an.viety into the part of the abdomen 
beneath the region of the diaphragm. They are also at hand in 
tcttiplulions, and occasion an. vie lies which are sometimes intoler- 
able. Such of them as correspond to the less vita! eisviil phh-g„i, 
an such occasions keep the thought inherent in those an.rie.ties. 
i have also conversed with those, that I might know what was 
their quaUty : they at templed by carinas methods in aggravate the 
conscience : this had been the delight of their life ; and it was 
given me to observe that they could not attend to reasons, and 
had no more genera! view of Ihings, from which they might see 
particulars. 

5725. From experience il has been given me to learn that an 
inundation or flood in the spiritual sense is twofold, one being an 
inundation of lusts, and the other of falsities ; an inundation of 
lusts is of the voluntary purl, unit is of the right side of the brain, 
whereas an inundation of falsities is of the intellectual part, in 
which is the left side of the brain. When a man who had lived 
in good, is remitted into his proprium, thus into the sphere of his 
own life, then: appears as it were an inundation : when he is in 
that inundation he is indignant and angry, thinks restlessly and 
desires vehemently, in one way when the left part of the brain is 
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inundated, v/liere falses are, and in another when the right is in- 
undated inhere evils are. But when a man in kept in the sphere 
of life which he had received from the Lard by regeneration, he 
is altogether out of such an inundation, and is us it were in 
serenity and sunshine, and in gladness and happiness, thus far 
from indignation, finger, restlessness, lusts, and the like; the 
latter state is the morning or the spring of sjiir'its, the former is 
their evening or autumn. It has been given me to perceive that 
I was out of the inundation, and I 'his fur a considerable length of 
time, when I saw that other spirits were in it ; hut afterwards J 
myself was immersed, and then I uppcrerivcd the similitude of a/i 
inundation. Those who are in teinjilntions {ire ill such an inunda- 
tion. Hence also 1 was instructed that, in the Word, the flood 
signified that the last posterity of the most ancient, who were of 
the Lord's celestial rhurch, were altogether inundated hij evils 
and false* and thereby perished. 

572G. As death comes from no other source than from sin, 
and sin is ait that which is contain/ to divine order, it is from 
this ground that evil elo.es the smallest and altogether invisible 
vessels [of the human body], of which the next greater vessels, 
which are also inrisihte, are composed ; for the smallest and alto- 
gether invisible vessels are continued to a man's interiors : hence 
comes the first and inmost obstruction, and hence the first and 
inmost vitiation in the blood: this vitiation, when it increases, 
causes disease and at length death. But if a man had lived the 
live of good, in this cast: his interiors would lie open to heaven 
and through heaven to the Lord; thus also the smallest and invisible- 
vessels (it is allowable to call the lineaments of the first stamina 
vessels, by reason of corrc.tpondrncij would be open also, and 
hence the man irot/ld he without disease, and would only decrease 
to ultimate old age, until he became altogether an infant, tin! a 
wise one; and when in such case the body could no longer ministtr 
to its internal man, or spirit, lie mould pass without disease out 
of. his terrestrial body, into a body such as the angels have, thus 
out of the world immediately into heaven. 

5727. We here come to a conclusion on the subject of corre- 
spondence ; in the following part of this mark, at the close of Ike 
chapters, we shall treat of the spirits and angels attendant on 
wan ; next concerning inlhi.r, and the intercourse of the soul with 
the body ; and afterwards concerning the inhabitants of the other 
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
